Indian Ocean 

*435. SHRI N. E. HORO: 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN; 

Will the Ministea of EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Shri Lanka has also 
taken initiative to make the Indian 
Ocean a Peace-2k)ne; and 

(h) the gist of the talks held bet¬ 
ween the Foreign Minister of India 
and Sri Lanka in that regard in 
November, 1974? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI BIPINPAL DAS), 
(a) Sri Lanka has played a leading 
part in promoting tihe proposal. 

(b) During the visit of the Foreign 
Minister to Sri Lanka in November 
1974, furtlier exchanges on this sub¬ 
ject took place. Both sides agreed 
to pur.sue their efforts to secure the 
objective of establishing the Indian 
Ocean as a Zone of Peace. 

SHRI N. E. HORO: Sir, I had 
asked for the gist of the talk that 
is going on. I would like to know 
from Government, in view Of the 
fact that the U.S. Senate has de* 
cided to curtail their expenditure on 
Diego Garica—-they have sanctioned 
18 million dollars instead of 33 mil* 
lion dollars—what would be the re¬ 
action of the Government? Would 
not the demand ore effort forke-y)- 
ing the Indian Ocean a zone of peace 
become a futile exercise? 

Also, in view of the fact that the 
American and Russian leaders have 
agreed to some kind of a settlement 
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in the international field, would that 
not suffice? And, in that situation, 
is not our government’s commitment 
for keeping this as a zone of peace 
a futile exercise? 

SHRI BiPINPAL DAS: Sir, it does 
not matter whether the amount 
spent by the XJ.S. is 18 million or 
33 million dollars. We are opposed 
to the expansion of ttiis particular 
base because that will disturb the 
peace of the area whicn will endan¬ 
ger the whole area. Now .the ques¬ 
tion is thiSi We welcome detente in 
other parts of the world and as 
U.S.A. and Russia want the detente 
to be extended to tins part of the 
world, we very much desire that the 
base of the Diego Garcia should not 
be extended. 

SHRI N. E. HORO: One of the 
reasons why the U.S. is trying to 
improve their defence position in 
Diego Garcia is the presetice of the 
Russian Navy. I would like to know 
from Government whether in any 
talks witb the U.S.S.R. Government 
leaders we have made efforts in this 
regard. 

MR. SPEAKER; Mr. Horo, this is 
the same question which was posed 
during this session and the Minister 
said that even the Secretary-General 
Of U.N.O. denied that there was 
any presence of the Russian naval 
base in ttie Indian ocean. This was 
very categorically mentioned in this 
Rouse. 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS; Sir, I 
agree with what yon have said. 1 
can only say that a military base is 
certainly different from a naval pre¬ 
sence. Further, this is the way 
through which Russian ships have to 
go.. This is the usual practice. But, 
bdilding up of a hase and expansion 
of it certainly makes a difference be¬ 
cause it will cause, disturbances in 
the whole region. 

SHRI E. V. SWAMINATHAN: Sir, 
the UK Government have now grant¬ 
ed permission to USA to have its 


base there. I would like to ^ow, 
what is the reaction of our Govern¬ 
ment and 1 would also like to know 
whether they have taken up this mat¬ 
ter with UK, id consultation with 
Sri Lanka? 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: Sir, UK 
Government had an agreement even 
earlier and they have simply repeat¬ 
ed this. We are certainly very un¬ 
happy about it that tfie UK Govern¬ 
ment have finally agreed to grant 
some additional facilities to the USA 
for the expansion of the Diego Gar¬ 
cia base.

We have been 
repeatedly raising the matter ui the 
United Nations. We did this in 1971, 
in 1972 and in 1973. Even this year, 
a resolution was passed in the Unit¬ 
ed Nations. Our efforts have been 
to create a world-wide public opin¬ 
ion through the UN forum so that 
thia area can be declared a zone ol 
peace. 

SHRI R. s. PANDEY; Sir, is i1 
not true that many countries haw 
taken the initiative to make thi 
Indian ocean a zone Of peace! 1*kr< 
ticularly, flie Asian countries met ii 
LuMka and they have passed n mia< 
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lumouj} resolution asking the big 
powers not to hob-nob in the Indian 
Ocoan. I would to know, what 
is the leaction of the Government? 

SHRi BIPINPAL DAs* Sir, what 
the Ihon. Member says is quite true. 
They have not listened to our ap¬ 
peal Up till now. We have been re¬ 
peating this. 

SHRI 4NDRAJ1T GUPTA; From 
the replies that ihe Ministei' haa 
given up to now, I get the impres- 
sion that the concept of a zone 
peace in the Indian Ocean to 

be co-terminus witth the projected 
base at Diego Carcia. May I know 
from the Government, whether their 
concept is as limited as that or whe¬ 
ther it also includes, for example, 
the activities like the recent navaJ 
exercises carried out by the fleets of 
the Five Cento Powers, gamely, USA, 
UK, Iran, Turkey and Pakistan ofl 
the Karachi coast in Dhe northern 
part of the Indian Ocean and how 
do they view this type pf activity 
in relation to the demands which we, 
along with Sri Lanka and other coun¬ 
tries, have made to keep the Indian 
Vcean a Zone of peace? 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: Sir, it is 
not true tihat our idea of the Indian 
Ocean being a zone of peace is con¬ 
fined only to the military base of 
Diego Garcia. It is not true. We 
have been repeatedly expressing our 
oppo-sition to these kinds of exerci- 
ees, which took place recently and 
which have taken place earlier. But, 
this time, it was on a larger scale. 
It was near the Pakistan border. 
We feel that it will encourage cer¬ 
tain circles in Pakistan to go against 
the Simla process and disturb peace 
,in the wtiole area. We have been 
opposed to these kinds of exercise 
all the time. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Apart 

&pm our repeated protests and 
creating world opinion, it is true that 
iidia may not be in a position to 
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take any positive steps to prevent 
this activity on behalf of the neo¬ 
colonialist and imperialist forces thre¬ 
atening the peace in this region. 
What is the reaction of Government 
to a recent suggestion of some paci¬ 
fist organisations who wanted to take 
a siiip of pacifist volunteers to Diego 
Garcia as a matter of protest very 
much as the New Zealand people 
wanted to do at the time of the 
French nuclear explosion in the S. 
W, Pacific area? 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: Any orga¬ 
nisation is free fo '^P 3tty course 
of action ’ike the pacifist organisa¬ 
tions. But so far as Government are 
concerned, we function at the politi¬ 
cal level and we have said we are 
opposed to the expansion of this base 
in Diego Garcia.

Dengue Haemorrhagie Fever

No. LT-8735/74.1 

(d) This fever is spread by Aedes 
mosquitoes which generally breed in 
artificial collections of water. State 
Governments and the local bodies 
have been advised to effective source 
reduction measures by elimination of 
such breeding places. Anti-larval and 
anti-adult mosquito mea.sures are 
also being taken by these authorities.

(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): In 
pursuance of the recommendations 
made by the Estimates Committee, a 
Committee has been appointed by the 
Government to rev'ew the Workers’ 
Education Scheme in various institu 
tions, including the institution men 
tioned by the hon. Member. Tlie 
Workers’ Education Review Commit¬ 
tee will go into the working of the 
various educational Institutioas meant 
for workers’ education and see in 
what manner improvements are to bo 
made, and if the Review Committee, 
in their wisdom, comes to the conclu¬ 
sion (hat improvements are to be 
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made, with respect to tiiose they will 
also examine the budget' position, 
funds aUocated, for the purpose of 
"Workers’ Education Review Commit¬ 
tee, and they are free to make such 
^recommendations as they would con¬ 
sider necessary in regard to finances 
also. 

Another point raised by the hon. 
Member is about considering the ex¬ 
perience of the workers education 
programmes in other countries, espe¬ 
cially. in U.K. I do hope that the 
Workers’ Education Review Commit¬ 
tee—though we do not like to give 
any suggestion in this regard—will 
certainly take into account not only 
what is obtainable with regard to 
workers’ education in England but 
also in other countries, while making 
recommendations on this subject. 

SHRI P. G. MAVADANKAR; 
While I appreciate the fact that this 
Review Committee has necessarily to 
be a smaller one, a compact one, with 
competent people, may I know why 
is it that this Committee does not in¬ 
clude any representatives from some 
of the better known national labour 
unions or ogranisations. I would par¬ 
ticularly like to point out that in Ah- 
medabad the Mazdoor Mahajan has 
been doing excellent work for many 
decades with regard to workers’ edu¬ 
cation. I know that as a matter of 
personal experience also. I go and 
give talks to the workers there. How 
is it that no representative of that 
Mazdpor Mahajan is included in this 
particular committee? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
When we constituted this committee, 
I may submit with great respect, we 
did not take into account the trade 
umon organizations as they existed in 
.the nature of trade union organiza¬ 
tions. We thought we might take 
some of the leading representatives of 
the trade union movement, the work¬ 
ing class movement, as such. There¬ 
fore, from the names themselves, it 
would be very clear that leading re¬ 
presentatives of the trade union 


movement like Shri G. Ramanujanv 
General Secretary of the INTUC, Shri 
Anthony Pillai and Shri K. G. Sri- 
vastava are alit^ady there. We have 
taken the^e names not because they 
are General Secretaries or office¬ 
bearers of the respective trade unions, 
but we have taken them only because 
they are leading representatives of 
the working class movment as such 
and not because they represent a par¬ 
ticular trade union. ’That is the rea¬ 
son. 

With regard to the question the hon. 
Member has raised, any trade union 
organization or any workers’ educa¬ 
tional institution, 1 suppose, is free to 
submit their views or any memoran¬ 
dum thereof, for the purpose of the 
Review Committee and, I have no 
doubt in my mind that the Review 
Committee, in their wisdom, would 
welcome such steps being taken by 
any trade union organization with 
respect to any suggestions they choose 
to make.

SHRI DHAMANKAR;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SUKHDEV PRASAD); (a) 
and (b). It is not correct to say that 
Japan stopped supply of steel as re¬ 
ported in the Financial Express. 

(c) Does not arise. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Sir, I 
would like to know from Government 
whether it is a fact that in Jap^n it¬ 
self, now due to rise in the cost of 
labour, the cost of steel production is 
going up. And there has been a pro¬ 
posal from Japan to set up a steel 
plant of sophisticated type in India 
Has the Government any idea of con¬ 
sidering such a proposal? 


(*) Not recorded. * 
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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT YA- 
DAV): Sir, this was a specific ques¬ 
tion regarding the stoppage of supply 
of steel by Japan. The hon. Member 
is now asking a new question as to 
whether Japan has proposed to estab¬ 
lish a new steel mill in India of the 
sophisticated nature. There is no 
proi>osal like this at the present 
moment. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: But, if 

there is such a proposal, will you 
consider that? 

SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHAS- 
TRI: Sir, May I know from the hon. 
Minister, what is the total quantity 
of steel that has been supplied by 
Japan to India? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: 
Sir, this import differs from year to 
year. According to our requirements, 
a prior assessment is'made; we make 
advance assessment. I can say for the 
information of the hon. Member that 
last year, for example, we placed 
orders with the Japanese and others 
and a quantity of 5,38,000 tonnes of 
steel got spilled over to this year. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBHAIAH: 
Sir, stepping up of steel production 
in the country is quite necessary in 
order to avoid imports of steel from 
Japan. Keeping that in view, may 
I know from the hon. Minister whe¬ 
ther the proposed steel mills at Visa- 
khapatnam and Vizianagaram will be 
started soon, because there is an ap¬ 
prehension among the people of 
Andhra Pradesh that these steel plants 
•will not see the light of the day? 

S'hRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: Sir, 
T agree with the hon. Member that 
the steel production has to be stepped 
up in our country and we should meet 
indigenously'the requirements of our 
country. All necessary steps have 
heen taken and we are still almost 
about a million tonne short of steel, 
and therefore, we have to import 


about half a million to one millior 
tonne of steel. We are trying oui 
best. So far as the existing stee 
mills concerned, we are taking al. 
necessary steps to increase the pro¬ 
duction of these mills. This year 
production has appreciably risen in 
the earlier months. far as the 

other southern steel mills are con- 
corned, it is not correct to say that 
they will not see the light of the day. 
I would take this opportunity to re¬ 
move this sort of apprehension from 
the minds of the people that these 
steel mills will not come into exist¬ 
ence and that they will not see the 
light of the day. But, the fact is 
otherwise. I have asked very recent- 
Ij’ the consultants to take neces.sary 
.steps to prepare tlie detailed pioject 
reports and I am sure, before the end 
of this month or early next month 
necessary steps will be taken foi’ the 
preparation of DPRs. Therefore, I 
would like to say that the promises 
made by the Prime Minister will be 
fulfilled and steps will be taken to 
see that these steel mills come up 
and that there is no scope for this 
sort of confusion that these steel mills 
will not come up. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH: Is 
it true that Japan has .stopped the 
supply of steel because of the dis¬ 
agreement between our country and 
Japan regarding the price of iron ore 
that was being supplied by us and our 
country has moved that the price of 
Indian iron ore should be in keeping 
with the international price whereas 
the price that is being paid by Japan 
is far below that? I would like to 
know whether this stoppage of sup¬ 
ply of steel is due to this disagree¬ 
ment? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: 
Sir, perhaps, the hon. Member did 
not listen to me properly. I made 
it very clear that Japan has not 
stopped the supply of steel to our 
country. Bather, the fact is other¬ 
wise. This year, the demand for steel 
is not as much .as in the previous 
years. Therefore, we took the initia¬ 
tive. We had placed order with 
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Japan and we wanted that 67,000 
tonnes of steel, which was to arrive 
in our country, should be deferred. 
Therefore, it is not correct to say that 
there is any disagreement. Our rela- 
Dons with Japanese exporters have 
been very good. Rather, they were 
good enough not to insist *on supply 
t.id that part order was cancelled, 
tnough according to the contract, they 
could take certain steps but they did 
not take. But as far as tiie iron ore 
price is concerned, that is a different 
matter. We have been negotiating 
with our importers about the iron 
ore price time and again and there 
a:!e no such strained relations between 
i3' and Japan on this question. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH: I 
had also asked whether the price of 
Indian ore being paid by Japan is far 
below the international price of ore. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: 
Tiii.s question should be addressed to 
the Ministry of Cogimerce because 
this concerns them. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY; How does 
ti-e price of imported Japanese steel 
icmpare with that of indigenous steel? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: 
Actually, there is no question of com¬ 
parison of prices. We purchase those 
types of steel which we require and 
which we are not manufacturing in 
our country or are in short supply 
from Japan or any other country, for 
that matter, and we pay the interna¬ 
tional price. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYA: Will the hon. Minister 
let us know the projections about the 
future import of steel from Japan? 
Have the figures been worked out? 
How much are you going to import 
in the coming year?

State Insurance 
Corporation, the incidence of silicosis 
and occupation pulmonary fibrosis 
which includes byssinosis for the year 
1972-73 was 0.3 per 1000 insured per¬ 
sons. The All India Institute of Medi¬ 
cal Sciences, New Delhi have recently 
undertaken a study of occupational 
hazards of textile workers among the 
employees of the Swantantra Bharat 
Mills, Delhi. The study covers about 
6,000 textile workers and includes 
diseases such as byssinosis. The 
results of the study have not yet 
become available. 

Modern carding machines, which 
dust-proof, are less likely to (teuse 
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this disease. Regular medical check¬ 
up su^ as patch test to tensitivity 
arid pre-employment examination wlU 
be useful in preventing the disease 
among the textile erorkers.

Total amount of compensa¬ 
tion given to displaced persons from 
former West Pakistan upto 31at March, 
1973 is Rs. 191.36 crores—out of the 
Compensation Pool which includes 
urban evacuee property and Govern¬ 
ment built property contributed to 
the Compensation Pool. The amount 
of compensation mentioned above does 
not include compensation given in the 
shape of agricultural land end pro¬ 
perty in rural areas. This consisted 
entirely of acquired evacuee land and 
property in rural areas which was not 
computed in monetary terms, and was 
used for giving compensation bn a 
land to land basis, in accordance with 
the prescribed scale. 

(b) Expenditure incurred on the 
relief and rehabilitation of Displaced 
Pereons from former East Pakistan 
upto 31st March, 1973 is Rs. 384.63 
crores. Against this, an amount of 
Rs. 2.33 crores has been realised on 
account of loans.

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Sailing Of ship of S.CX from Haldia 
Without Crew 

4259. SHRI C. JAJJARDHANAN:

(a) and (b). On the 13th November, 
1974 when “CHATRAPATI SHIVAJI” 
a tanker (87,500 DWT) of the Shipping 
Corporation of Indi.*^ was due to .sail 
from Haldia for Wes* Asia Gulf to 
bring crude oil to iR'Jia, an engine 
from Rating refused to obey orders of 
his superiors and the Master of the 
ship concerning his duties. All efforts 
in persuading him to obey orders 
failed. Meanwhile, the tide in the 
river had begun to fall and the Master 
apprehending the risk of further de¬ 
tention of the vessel at Haldia involv¬ 
ing considerable loss and fhe risk of 
sailing with the recalcitrant Rating 
summoned the police who, after preli¬ 
minary investigations removed the 
Rating from the ship. Other crew 
members, except one, left the ship in 
sympathy. The Master of the ship, 
after taking all the factors into con¬ 
sideration, sailed the vessel with the 
remaining staff on board on the 13th 
November itself. 

2. Subsequently, an agreement was 
reached between the Shipping Corpo¬ 
ration of India and the National Union 
of Seafarers of India at Calcutta about 
the crew members, except the dis¬ 
obedient seaman, rejoining the ship at 
Bombay. The Shipping Corporation 
accordingly instructed the Master of 
the ship to divert the vessel to Bombay 
in order to pick up the crew left be¬ 
hind. The ship anchored off Bombay 
on 18;r>llr74 and the crew, who had 


also reached Bomt>ay on that date, re¬ 
joined the ship and it sailed. The 
Shipping Corporation has deputed the 
senior most Marine Superintendent to 
investigate the matter fiurther.

FEDO again sloped their work 
on 31st October, 1974 as Hindustan 
Copper Ltd. was not nble to make pro¬ 
gressive payments due to extremely 
tight resources position. However, a 
sum of Rs. 1 crore has recently been 
paid to Mis FEDO towards their out¬ 
standing bills and it is expected that 
FEDO’ would resume the wO>fk shortly. 

(b) Khetri Copper Project is one of 
the units of Hindustan Copper Ltd. 
The financial position of Hindustan 
Copper Ijtd. for the last few months 
has become difficult. Some of the 
reasons for the same are Uicrease iQ 
exc,^ duty on copper metal effected 
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from August, 1974, gtid inability of 
Hindustan Copper Ltd. to get necessary 
credit facilities from bsinks against 
stocks of copper conceatrates and raw 
materials like rock phosphate fuel oil, 
ets. On account of the tiUbstantial 
quantities of copper concentrates and 
other raw materials stocked *for the 
commissioning of the smelter substan¬ 
tial funds have been locked up against 
which the Company did not get re¬ 
quisite credit facilities from tfie Banks 
On account of the credit squeeze ap¬ 
plied to various industries. Measures 
in Itie form ol gram of Rs. 2 crores as 
short term loan to the Company and 
the recent release of Rs. 3.39 crores for 
Khetri Copper Project out of the bud¬ 
getary provisions have been taken to 
I ease the financial position of the Com¬ 
pany.

It is expected that 
considerable job opportunities will be 
created during the Fifth Plan through 
the implementation of various schemes 
of development such as medium irri¬ 
gation, soil conservation, industry, 
etc., in the corporate sector, the unor¬ 
ganised sectors and in the tertiary and 
allied services, trade and commerce, 
social services etc. 

It will thus be seen that all possi¬ 
ble steps are being taken by the Gov¬ 
ernment to promote employment/self¬ 
employment opportunities in the coun¬ 
try for various categories of educated 
job-seekers consistent with the avail¬ 
ability of resources.

Now, I will come to the debate that 

has tsiken place yesterday^ an<i to- 
day. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, at the outset, I 
would like to take up Shri S. N. 
Mishra’s observations made yester- 

Shri S. N. Mishra has stated that 
he was misheard by the Parliament¬ 
ary reporters on 5th December, 1974, 

I would, however, like to point out 
that his entire charge against me 
hinged on my note being of 23rd 
November, 1972 which date happen.? 
to be the date on which the forged 
memorandum was seen by me in the 
dak. Shri S. N. Mishraji in his speech 
first mentioned submission of the 
forged memorandum on 22nd Nov¬ 
ember 1972 and then proceeded to 
mention recording of my note as of 
23rd November, 1972, and then went 
on to mention its despatch along 
with the forged memorandum to the 
C.C.I. on the 24th November, 1972. 

Shri S. N. Mishraji cannot now ex¬ 
plain away his wrong dating of my 
note as 23rd November, 1972 by say¬ 
ing that he was misreported. 

I would like to mention here that 
this date becomes Qlgnihcant because 
Shri S. N. Mishraji appears to me 
to try to build up a case that Tul- 
mohan Eamji saw me, gave me the 
memorandum and after that, I passed 
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the order and that is how the whole 
story is being built up... 

SHRI SHY/lMNANDAN MISHRA: 
No, no. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: That is why 
I am explaining the date. Otherwise, 
it has no significance. What he had 
stated was all right. 

Apart from the reporters of the 
Parliament, who, Shri S. N. Mishra 
now says, misheard him, the Mem¬ 
bers of this august House as also 
gentlemen of the Press heard him 
and understood him mentioning 23rd 
November 1972 in that specific con¬ 
text. Shri S. N. Mishra’s allegation 
was widely reported in the national 
press which termed Shri S. N. Mish¬ 
ra’s observations as sensational and 
as having caused a stir. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: This is 
petty. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: I accept 
Shri S. N. Mishra’s belated clarifi¬ 
cation. However, I would only say 
that with this correction, Shri 
S. N. Mishra’s allegation regarding 
my complicity also falls to pieces. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: How? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, would you kindly permit me to 
request Shri S. N. Mishra to make 
one more correction? When I enquir¬ 
ed, Shri S. N. Mishraji said that 
12IN, that w Note 12|N is mentioned 
in the charge-sheet. This is not the 
position. It is not in the charge-sheet 
.... (Interruptions) 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
I have not said that. I will come to¬ 
morrow , 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: shri Atal 
Bihari Vajpayeeji in a letter has de¬ 
sired me to clarify my no(j4 dated 
23rd August, 1972 directing re-exa- 
mination of the matter with speed 
and submission of the Ale to me by 
the 30th. 


DECEMBER 12, 1974 
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Sir^ my note of 23rd August, as 
also the notings on pages 11 and 12, 
now popularly knoiyn as 11|N and 
12|N of the file to which Shri Vaj¬ 
payee has referred, relate^ to my de- 
cision to contest the case in a Court 
of law and obtaining the opinion of 
the Ministry of Law... 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE; 
At the same time? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA; ...on the 
legal aspects including discrimination. 
My note of 23rd August, 1972 called 
for a speedy action only in the direc¬ 
tion of contesting the case in a court 
■of law and, not for speedy issue of 
the licences aa alleged... (Interrup¬ 
tions) 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: You got 
the cases withdrawn. Don’t tell a 
lie. ...(Interruptions) I have prov- 
-ed it to the hilt, you got the cases 
withdrawn. ... (Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER: Order, please. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia- 
mond Harbour): The order was given 
■on the previous day ... (Interrup’ 
tions) I have come to know. ... 
(Interruptions) 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: There is 
evidence of that in the charge-sheet. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: 23rd August 
is the date when this memorandum 
question was not brought. It was 
brought in November end, three 
months later. My notings have noth¬ 
ing to do with the memorandum and 
this is August and that is for contest¬ 
ing the case in the court of law. I 
will come to the High Court judg¬ 
ment also to which Shri S. N. Mishia 
has referred yesterday. 

Sir now I will take up the allega¬ 
tion made by Shri Madhu Limayeji 
and Shri S. N. Mishraji that the 
pending writ petitions were with¬ 
drawn from the court on a compro¬ 
mise basis. 


Sir, as far as I remember, I issued 
no orders an gave no consent at 
any stage for settling the case on a 
compromise basis either within or 
outside the Court. (Interruptions) 
After this allegation was made yes¬ 
terday I have tried to ascertain the 
position. My information is that no 
offer at any stage for the compromise 
was made by th© Ministry of Foreign 
Trade in respect of these writ peti¬ 
tions I have ascertained and on that 
basis 1 am speaking. I take full res¬ 
ponsibility for that. 

Mr, Speaker, Sir, my complicity in 
the matter was again alleged. I deny 
tnis allegation with all the emphasis 

at my command. The charge-sheet 
mentions as to who entered into a 
criminal conspiracy during the period 
March, 1971 to July 1974 for com¬ 
mitting certain offences. My conduct 
and actions diuing the pendency of 
the conspiracy has been totally 
opposed to the objectives set for by 
the alleged conspirators. Shri Tul- 
mohan Ram had made at least two 
representations to me during the 
pendency of the conspiracy. These 
representations were rejected under 
my instructions. 

I totally refute all allegations made 
regarding my complicity or any per¬ 
sonal or special interest in the mat¬ 
ter as alleged. Now I hope the re¬ 
levant papers would be seen by some 
of my friend.s in the Opposition in 
lesponsii to Government's offer. May 
I request them to have a little pa¬ 
tience and not to take recourse to 
prejudiced surmises. 

My colleague the Commerce Minister 
has already made a statement in this 
august Hou'se on 9.9.1974 explaining 
the circumstances in which the deci¬ 
sion to issue these licences was taken 
long after I left the Ministry of Fore¬ 
ign Trade (Interruptions). 

To sum up,, Sir, the issue under 
discussion has been the breach of pri¬ 
vilege of the House arising out of my 
statement in Lok Sabha on 28th 
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[Shri L. N. Mishra] 

August, 1974. My statement was 
made specifically to refute two alle¬ 
gations and I had said (1) that the 
licences in question were not issued 
during my period in the Foreign 
Trade Ministry nor had I passed order 
to this effect and (2) that I had noth¬ 
ing to do with the forging of the 
Memorandum. I stand by that state¬ 
ment. 

Both these points stand fully vin¬ 
dicated. I submit, Sir, I cannot 
therefore be responsible for misleding 
the House in any manner whatsoever. 

I have always held this House in 
the highest esteem. Nothing can be 
remote from my mind than mislead¬ 
ing the House on any issue. I repeat, 
Sir,, that what I told the House on 
28th August, 1974 in the form of per¬ 
sonal explanation is factually correct 
and is in no way in conflict with the 
contents of the charge-sheet as allow¬ 
ed. 

MR. SPEAKER: What is the posi¬ 
tion about the officers noting as if 
they are directions from the Minis¬ 
ter. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: So far as 
11|N and 12|N are concerned 1 have 
mentioned that they have been done 
under my direction but to contest in 
the court of law and to obtain legal 
opinion. These two notes were 
written under my direction by the 
Special Assistant or perhaps some 
other officer—I do not remember his 
name—to contesting in the court of 
law. (Interruptions) 

One thing, Sir, about the issue of 
licences, I have nothing to do as 1 
left the Ministry.

20 yeais. I have a right to be heard, 
and 1 want justice from this House. 

As stated. Sir, on 28th two things 
were said: No. (1) That I issued the 
licences; and (2) I forged the me¬ 
morandum. I did not issue the licen¬ 
ces and did not pass the order. Prof. 
Chattopadhyaya has accepted that he 
has issued the licences and 
As regards forging the memorandum 
it is clear in the charge-sheet that 
Shri Tulmohan Ram and Yogendra 
Jha forged false signatures. There- 
lore, these two things are clear. I 
am not responsible. 

About official noting, that is, 11 IN 
and 12/N they are under my direction. 
(Interruptions) 

If you want to know more aboift 
5th, I will say I ceased to be a Mi¬ 
nister. On the 5th morning I became 
Railway Minister. Therefore, what¬ 
ever happens after I left the Minis¬ 
try I cannot be held responsible.

I am not 
allowing any point of order. No more 
statement.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Situation created in cashew Industry 
lOLLOWiNG Kerala High Court 

Judgement 

SHRI c. M. STEPHEN (Muvatu- 
puzha); Sir, I call the attention of the 
Minister of Commerce to the following 
matter of urgent public importance 
and I request that he may make a 
statement thereon: — 

Situation created on the cashew 
industry as a result of judgment of 
Kerala High Court on 3rd Decem¬ 
ber, 1974 annulling Public Notice 
which regulates distribution of im¬ 
ported raiv cashewnuts. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MI.NISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH): 
Mr. Speaker. Sir. the raw cashew nut? 
required for processing leading to ex¬ 
pert of cashew kernels are largely 
svpp’iied hy imports. The import of 
law caehew nuts was canalised 
through Cashew Corporation of India 
fr:!m 1-9-1970. The policy governing 
the distribution of imported raw 
cashew nuts has been laid down in 
the Public Notice No. I83i73-ITC'PN; 
29, dated 3rd November, 1973. 

Briefly speaking under this Public 
Notice, the Cashew Corporation of 
India is the distributing agency to the 
eligible actual users. The actual users 
are those processers who had partici¬ 
pated in the import and export trad¬ 
ing of cashew nuts and operated 
cashew' processing factories in any of 
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the calendar years 1968, 1969 and upto 
31st August, 1970. The allocation of 
imported nuts is on the following con¬ 
siderations— 

(a) Allocations are made only to 
factories which have filed a declara¬ 
tion as actual users in the prescribed 
proforma with the Cashew Corpora¬ 
tion of India and are accepted by 
Cashew Corporation of India after the 
date of canalisation. 

(b) Any factory closed down for a 
continuous period 'of two years or 
more after 1st September, 1970 is not 
eligible for allotment. 

(c) Any factory which does not 
conform to provisions of law relating 
to safety, conditions of service or 
fixation and payment of wages to the 
■workmen is also not eligible. 

(d) The actual quantum of alloca¬ 
tion to each factory is determined by 
Cashew Corporation of India on the 
basis of labour strength ascertained 
from the muster rolls maintained by 
the factory and verified by the Cor¬ 
poration. 

(e) The raw cashew nuts allotted 
must be processed in the factory to 
which the allotment has been made 
-and transfer to other factories is not 
.permitted. 

Another important condition is that 
cashew kernels equivalent of 120 per 
cent in terms of yield of raw nuts 
allotted must be exported and proof 
of this furnished to the Corporation. 
This condition is to make the proces¬ 
sing units use a minimum amount of 
indigenous nuts. 

A number of writs challenging the 
aforesaid public notice were filed in 
the Kerala High Court and were de¬ 
fended by the Government of India 
■and the Cashew Corporation of India. 

We have been informed by the Ca¬ 
shew Corporation of India and their 
Counsel in Cochin that the Kerala 
High Court on 3rd December, 1974 has 
pronounced the judgement on the 
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several writs. It is reported that the 
Kerala High Court hag held this pub¬ 
lic notice ultra vires and has directed 
the Cashew Corporation of India to 
make an ad-hoc allotment of 250 tons 
of imported cashew nuts to each of 
the petiUoners. We have sought a 
copy of the judgement which has not 
been received yet. While it would be 
necessary to see the judgement of the 
Kerala High Court and to examine 
its findings, yet from the information 
that We have uptil now we may have 
to file an appeal against this judge¬ 
ment and seek a stay order. The 
Cashew Corporation of India has 
however, already issued instructions 
to its Counsel to approach the Division 
Bench of the Kerala High Court to 
obtain a stay of the operation of the 
order. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN; A very, 
very extra.ordinary situation has aris¬ 
en. This is a matter which concerns a 
very large number of workers in ‘ 
Kerala. Ever since canalisation, the 
position has been like this. The im¬ 
port figures are: 1970-71 64,000 ton¬ 
nes; 1971-72 1,57,000 tonnes; 1972-73, 
two lakh tonnes; 1973-74, 1,57,000 ton¬ 
nes. The export figures also have 
been going up: it was Rs. 52 crores in 
1970-71, Rs. 62 crores in 1971-72; Rs. 
69 crores in 1972-73; Rs. 75 crores in 
1973-74; and the figure in 1974-75 is 
expectecj to be Rs. Ill crores. Therefore 
here is a real gold mine as far as our 
country is concerned. So far as pro¬ 
cessing is concerned, about 60 per cent 
is done from raw imported raw nuts 
and the rest from our country. Thesf 
raw nuts are being imported here 
only for one reason; unlike in Africa, 
trained workers are available here. 
Now, the position is that as against 
1,57,000 tonnes, the total « labour 
strength of the approved factories ^ 
on date is about 1,37,000 of which ’ 
1,07,000 are in Kerala and 25,300 and 
odd are from Tamil Nadu. The prob¬ 
lem here is that the total available 
quantity of nuts, both imported nuts 
and the locally available nuts, is not 
enough to provide Work to all the 
■'mrkers throughout the year. It is 
estimated that three tonnes of 
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nuts are necessary if one worker must 
have work for the full year. Calcvdat- 
ed on that basis, we find that the 
iWorkers cannot have work throughout 
Ihfc year. Even if the Supply is res¬ 
tricted to the labour strength of ap¬ 
proved factories, the workers will 
have work only for a maximum period 
of eight months in a year. Tha4^ is the 
position. 

Now, this has got to be improved. 
It is in order to safeguard these rights 
libf the workers that canalising was 
resorted to and progressively steps 
were being taken whereby now there 
13 a procedure we are in a position to 
guarantee the wages of the workers 
and the workers have started getting 
wages regularly. There is a public 
sector industry which has 34 factories 
employing about 37,000 workers and 
which has now assumed a command¬ 
ing position. The whole question is 
that this public notice has now been 
struck down. This is a major event 
that has taken place. .The result will 
he total anarchy in the cashew indus¬ 
try. Factories which are genuine are 
coming to a close. Those factories 
which were not facing any risk and 
which have not been taken over, hTave 
»Iso been remaining completely closed 
now. After this judgment, these peo¬ 
ple will go on with their demand for 
.1 share of the raw nuts which mean.s 
4hat to that extent, articles supplied 
ro the approved, ^md regular fac¬ 
tories will be reduced. That means 
that in place of even 7 to 8 months’ 
work the workers are getting, that 
will progressively come dowm to 1 
month or 2 months’ work. That will 
be the position. The result will be 
that the workers will lose interest and 
this important and major foreign-ex- 
changp earning source will gradually 
dry bp. A^ng with the developments 
t^at'are taking place in Africa we arc 
feicing a situation of national propor¬ 
tions -and national importance. Here 
is an industry, small-scale in nature, 
labour-intensive and catering to 
1,37,000 workers and earning for you 
valuable foreign exchange of about 
Rs. 100 crores per annum, which is 
going to be hit

The purpose of my* calling attenticm 
to the Minister is to make the Minister 
to comprehend, visualise and under¬ 
stand the immensity, the depth and 
the gravity of the problem of the 
situation that has arisen. There is a 
real anarchical pK>sition in the sub¬ 
conscious mind of the workers. Any¬ 
thing can happen. That is the present 
position which has got to be inter¬ 
fered. 

I am really pained to read the state- 
ment of the Minister wherein he says, 
“We have been informed by the Coun¬ 
sel of the Cashew Corporation of India 
in Cochin, that the Kerala High Court 
ha.s on 3rd December, 1974 pronounced 
a judgement on the several writs.” 
This happened on 3rd December, 1974 
and we are to-day on the 12th Decem¬ 
ber. Nine days have gone by and 
tile Government of India had to get. 
information from the Counsel of the 
Cashew Corporation of India. The 
Government of India happen to be the 
counter-petitioner No. 1 in these peti¬ 
tions. It is the notification of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India that was attacked. 
II was not a CCI notification that was 
attacked. A Government of India’.s 
notification was attacked. The CCI is 
only the executing agency. The CCI 
has nothing-else to do. Your notifica¬ 
tion was attacked. You are repre¬ 
sented there. Your Counsel has not 
passed on any information to you. 
You had to resort to the second-hand 
information from a Couneei or some¬ 
body else and you say, "We have not 
received any information from our 
man.’ Well I do not want to Comment 
upon your Counsel. Yet, kindly 
enquire who this grooming gen¬ 
tleman is, who did not care to 
pass on the information to you 
by which the entire sub-structure of 
an industrial super-structure is sought 
to be knocked down by one single 
stroke of a single Judge’s decision. He 
cannot tell us. They understand that 
the CCI is seeking to file an appeal 
before the Division Bench. Is the 
Government of India only a silent 
spectator? Has the Government of 
India nothing to do with this? It is 
your order that has been struck down. 
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Are you satisfled that as the CCI is 
filing an appeal against this, you have 
nothing to do about this? 

May I demand that the Govern¬ 
ment of India must come forward and 
not depend on the CCI? It is your 
business. It is your prublic notice that 
has been struck down. It is that after 
your public notice was struck down, a 
public sector unit is shaking and a 
major organized industry is going to 
smithereens. Kindly do not remain a 
passivist. I would request that a per¬ 
son of a high calibre from your legal 
lunminarios in New Delhi must be de¬ 
puted to Cochin to file an appeal and 
ask for stay. Please do not depend on 
your lawyer who did not even care to 
inform you. Top priority must be 
given to it. This is my request. Are 
you prepared to do it? That is my 
first question. 

I do not think that a solution lies 
exclusively limited to this only. When 
a crisis developed in the coal indus¬ 
try, you went in. When a crisis deve¬ 
loped in the textile industry, you went 
in. You go in only when a cri-sis de¬ 
velops. But there is a case of a labour- 
intensive industry employing 1,50,000 
workers and where you spend not 
more than Rs. 100 per head. This is 
the type of employment here. It is 
earning you foreign exchange of the 
magnitude of Rs. 100 crores a year. 
You must examine immediately the 
legal provwions whereby you ma.y, if 
the final decision goes against you, 
come out with a proper statute, so that 
this could be taken care of and distri¬ 
bution may not take place. Anarchy 
is looming large and a difficult situa¬ 
tion has arisen and what has been 
built over a number of years is sought 
to be razed to the ground. So, I would 
request the Government to go ahead 
with all seriousness in this matter and 
do not depend on CCI. Send some¬ 
body from here to file the ease and 
obtain stay orders. 

A .Ship is now arriving in Cochin 
harbour with about 8,000 tonnes. The 
order of the court is that all these 27 


petitioners be given 250 tonnes each 
and out of this 100 tonnes each imme¬ 
diately. So, if they are given 100 
tonnes each t^ere will remain only 
6,000 tonnes. There are 240 
factories and a large number of 
workers are looking to the arrival of 
the ship. You are satisfied to tell me 
that CCI lawyer has informed you 
and that you are satisfied that CCI 
will find some solicitor. As for you 
you will sit in the Chair and watch 
the game. Is that the attitude of the 
Government of India? Do you think 
the CCI will do the job? Government 
of India has a. job to do? I want to 
know whether Government of India 
will do the job by amending the sta¬ 
tute or, if necessary, come up with a 
statute which will take care of the 
future of these workers? 

SHRi VISHWANATII PRATAP 
SINGH; The hon. Member has very 
forcefully and in great depth analysed 
the situation. I very much agree with 
his analy.sis of the industry, it is 
very true that the imported raw 
cashew Ls in short supply and to the 
extent of about 1,60,000 tonnes per 
year, it does fall short of the installed 
capacity of the manufacturers, and 
consequently they are unable to run 
their factories for the full year. As 
he says, it is also a labour intensive 
indu.stry. I will hike the figure of the 
hon. Member. Not l.i)0,000 but 1,84,000, 
workers are engaged in this industry.' 
It was in this background that the 
Government of India canalised the im¬ 
port of raw cashew. There was also 
the export aspect of it. So many 
buyers in the international market re¬ 
sulted in pushing up the prices of the 
raw ca.shew, and this had a crippling 
effect on the industry itself. It was 
in this context that the Government 
adopted the canalisation policy and it 
was enshrined in the public notice issu¬ 
ed on 3rd November, 1973. That 120 
per cent would be for export ensured 
the export angle. The interest of the 
labourers was ensured by saying that 
any factory which does not conform 
to the labour laws and give minimum 
wages shall not be entitled to import* 
ed cashewnuts. 
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The two vital interests of the coun¬ 
try—the labourers and also the export 
earnings—was taken pare of in the 
public notice. This had a beneficial 
effect. And, for the first time, the 
Kerala Government could’revise the 
minimum wages for the wq^kers of 
the cashew industry. It also ensured 
the stability of this industry. 

As mentioned by the hon. Member, 
the export earnings went up. I will 
not go into the details of t-he figures. 
There is no disagreement on this. The 
figures may a little bit differ. The 
judgment pronounced by the High 
Court on writs has left us in an un¬ 
settled condition in regard to the 
policy which we had adopted. The 
new steps that have to be taken are 
under way. At this juncture i may 
assure my hon. friend that there has 
been no laxity on the part of the Gov¬ 
ernment. As soon as information was 
received, telegrams were sent by Gov¬ 
ernment of India fo> getting a certi¬ 
fied copy Of the judgment. While the 
pronouncement has been made by the 
court perhaps the actual signatures 
may not have been made. And we 
have not yet been able to get the cer¬ 
tified copy of it. As soon as the certi¬ 
fied copy of it was received, highe.st 
legal attention will be paid to it and 
Government will take steps to ensure 
that this commodity which is scarce is 
distributed on a rational basis on which 
the livelihood of lakhs of workers is 
based and also our country's export 
earnings depend. The hon. Member 
mentioned about the ships that are 
coming with the cashew. Already 
allotments had been made—about 
5,400 tonnes to Kerala and about 1.350 
tonnes to Tamil Nadu and 50 metric 
tonnes to Karnatak. As we view it. 
there is hardly any cashew which can 
be allotted to the petitioners. Since 
we have not actually received the 
judgment, we cannot say much further 
than this. We shall give it the highest 
legal attention that can be given by 
us. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil); Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I fully 
endorse what my colleague, Shri Ste¬ 


phen tias just now said. Also I am glad 
that the Minister is very much aware 
of the problem of the cashew industry 
and the workers, I should pay a com¬ 
plement to the step taken by Central 
Government. The problem here is 
that because of the judgment of the 
Kerala High Court, the cashew wor¬ 
kers may suffer and it may make a 
drain 00 our foreign exchange posi¬ 
tion. When everything is in proper 
shape and when the Central Govern¬ 
ment has taken steps to implement 
the new wage policy introduced by 
Kerala Government, this new prob¬ 
lem has arisen. I would only say 
that Central Government has taken 
a very bold decision in implementing 
the minimum wage to the workers. 
This has benefited about 1,87,000 wor¬ 
kers . A public sector corporation 
also came up and 36,000 workers are 
working with them. Unfortunately 
this judgment has come, I fully 
agree with Mr. Stephen that some¬ 
thing should be done on the basis 
of a constitutional law. I would 
like the hon. Minister to contest in 
tine court by the experts—Mr. Ste¬ 
phen is a very prominent labour 
leader in the cashew industry who 
may get very good awards for the 
cashew workers—about the public 
notices which have been declared 
ultra vires. Sir, now, the question 
is, whether tihe Government is in 
touch only with the CCI or are they 
in touch with Government lawyers 
also? But. I think, the Government 
solely depends on the CCI. The CCI 
engaged another lawyer. He is the 
Additional Advocate-General of 
Kerala. Yet they lost the case. But, 
my suggestion Is, the Government 
should take the matter very serious¬ 
ly and send some senior lawyers 
from here. They should send either 
the Attorney General or the Additio¬ 
nal Solicitor General. Some senior 
lawyers should go from here and de¬ 
fend the case. On this, I would like 
to have a categorical assurance from 
the Government. They should take 
this 'matter very seriously and send 
some senior lawyers from here, so 
that they will be able to argue the 
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case and remedial measures can be 
found. Otherwise, tihia problem will 
become complicated. There will be 
a chaos, as Mr. Stephen said. Al¬ 
ready, the Port Workers have threat¬ 
ened that they will uot allow any 
ship to come to the Port, nowhere 
in the Kerala Ports. Tfais will create 
more problems. The workers have 
threatened to go on strike. These 

writ petitions have been filed by a 
group of Sinall people .who are run¬ 
ning a sort of a cottage industry, 
which is called Kudivaruppu in Mala- 
yalavn—I do not know what is it 
called in English—where there is tio 
wage, no labour law, no regulation. 
IViis is the problem. Anybody can 
say that he is the exporter and sell 
it in blackmarket. This leads to lots 
of malpractices. Government of 
India channels are importing lakhs 
of tonnes of cashew nut and giving 
it a proper shape. I would request 
the bon. Minister that he should 
take up tihis matter and send some 
senior lawyers. I would like to know 
from the hon. Minister what other 
measures he is going to take to regu¬ 
late the whole thing. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH; Sir, the hon. Member has 
expressed the same concern whicih 
*.he Government has and I may as- 
ure him that the Government does 
lot propose to abdicate its responsi- 
bilitv in this issue. We will not 
;onsider this to be an affair of the 
CCI only. Government will shoulder 
the legal responsibility on this issue 
and will go into it in detail. As far 
as tihe suggestion of sending some 
senior lawyers or the Attorney Gene¬ 
ral is concerned, this is a suggestion 
which will receive the serious atten¬ 
tion of the Government and this will 
be seriously considered.

arrest 0 | Shri Digvijay Narain Singh, 
MP and Shri Satyendra Narayan 
Singh, MP. According to informa¬ 
tion received from the Government 
of Bihar, Shri Digvijay Narain Singh, 
MP, Sliiri Sateyendra Narayan Singh, 
MP and 15 others were arrested at 
Boring Road, Patna on the 4th Nov¬ 
ember, 1974 at about 12 noon, for 
violation of prohibitory orders u!s 144 
Cr. P.C. and rule 69 of the Defence 
of India Rules. It has also been 
stated by the Government of Bihar 
that a telegram regarding the arrest 
of these two Members of Parliament 
was duly sent by the District Magis¬ 
trate, Patna the same day i.e. on the 
4th November, 1974, but owing to 
unsettled conditions in the town 
telegra^n was not despatched from 
the Telegraph Office on that day and 
it was trasmitted on the next day. 
A detailed report about the arrest 
of these Members of Parliament was 
subsequently sent on the 6th Novem¬ 
ber to the Hon’ble Speaker by the 
District Magistrate, Patna informing 
him that the aforesaid Members of 
Parliament had been arrested on the 
4th November, 1974i. The Govern¬ 
ment of Bihar have also stated that 
Shri Digvijay Narain Singly MP, 
Shri Satyendra Narayan Singh, MP 
and other persons arrested along with 
them were produced before a Magis¬ 
trate On the same day. They were 
remanded to jail custody and lodged 
at Phulwari Sharif Camp Jail on the 
night between the 4th and 5th Nov- 
‘ ember, 1974. They were released 
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from the Jail on the 10th Novem¬ 
ber, 1974. 

SHRl D. N. SI'nGH; I am pre¬ 
pared to accept that the condition in 
Patna on the 4th was unsettled, and 
in view of this admissiop by the 
Bihar Government, I would like to 
request the Home Minister to tendei 
a friendly advice to the Government 
Of Bilhar not to go about proclaming 
that the movement of the 4th was a 
total failure.

(Begusarai): When ke moves the

on the l9th Octoer, 1974”. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Ali- 
pore); How much time have you 
allotted for the general discussion? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Wo 
have allotted six hours for both, 

I think five hours for tihe general 
discussion and one hour for the rest 
of the stages, because this is a short 
Bill. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE (Banka): 
Five plus one. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I do 

not know. I am just telling what 
the Business Advisory Committee 
had recommended and the House 
had decided—altogether six hours 
including the passing of the Bill. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad); Six hours is a very 
short time. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You 
have decided that yourselves. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE; It is all 
right. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

I have no manner of doubt that the 
19th October 1974 would be consider¬ 
ed to be a sad day in tlhe history of 
our democracy. Many improper and 
wrong ordinances had been promul¬ 
gated in the paat, but I must say 
that this is the blackest and the most 
reprehensible of them all. If I can 
characterise it, I would like to say 
that it has been a historic catastrophe 
and, to use a Neptunian phrase, all 
Neptune’s ocean is not going to wash 
the stain on the Government. For, 
what they are doing is nothing else 
ttian legitimising the corruption in the 
elective process itself. But I am not 
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surprised because it is part of the 
counter revolution against democracy 
that this regime has been systemati¬ 
cally carrying out. As the crisis dee¬ 
pens, the ordinance making powers 
of the Government seem to be coming 
into greater and greater iplay. It 
seems it has become almost a matter 
of political survival for this Govern¬ 
ment to take recourse to Ordinances. 
Just now I do not have an exact re¬ 
collection but probably about 22 to 
23 per cent of all legislation passed 
by this Hon. House is contributed by 
the Ordinances themselves. 

No law could be considered to be 
dishonest. But it is in order to say 
that an ordinance is malaiide; it is 
dishonest. No court would say that 
a particular legislation has been dis¬ 
honest but any court can say that an 
ordinance has been dishonest and 
it could be struck down for nia- 
lafidte. That being so it w^uld 
be proper and in order to examine 
whether this Ordinance was done in 
good faith, with good intentions. 

It was rightly pointed out in one 
of the letters to the editor, which I 
canot help repeating here, that no 
sane man can help suspecting the 
motives of the Government in this 
matter. However there is one inte- 
rening aspect 0 | this Ordinance. It 
exposes the reality behind the massive 
mandate so proudly flaunted by 
this Government. This nieans that 
the full shadow of black money col¬ 
lected by selling flies, orders quotas 
and permits will continue to however 
over our ballot boxes and the ballot 
box would be exactly equivalent to 
the chest box of the ruling party. 
That is precisely the intention behind 
it is Ordinance and I am glad that 
the Government has come out in its 
true colour. It also means that mo¬ 
ney power will continue to distort 
the will of the people and equality of 
opportunity will continue to elude 
the poorer candidates. At one stroke 
^^is Ordtaiance sweeps off the two 
'^eetivei of the provision khniting 
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expendiiure and what are these two 
objectives? One is that there should 
be equal eflecuye voice and equal 
upporiumty in the election processes 
and secondly, the influence of big 
money in the electoral process snouia 
be ehmipated as far as possible. 

The Supreme Court has said: 

“If a candidate were to be sub¬ 
ject to the limitations of the 
ceiling but the political party 
sponsoring him or his friends 
and supporters were to be 
free to spend as much as 
they like in connection with 
his election, the object of 
imposing the ceiling would 
be completely frustrated and 
the beneficient provision en¬ 
acted in the interest of purity 
and genuineness of the de- 
’mocratic process would be 
wholly emasculated. The 
•mischief sought to be reme¬ 
died and the evil sought to 
be suppressed would enter 
line political arena with redou¬ 
bled force and vitiate the poli¬ 
tical life of the country. The 
great democratic ideal of 
social, economic and political 
justice and equality of sta¬ 
tus and opportunity en^ran- 
ed in the preamble of our 
Constitution would remain 
merely a distant dream inclu¬ 
ding our grasp.” 

This is what the Supreme Court held 
and I should like to know whether 
any hon. Member in this House dis¬ 
agrees with this view. 

Tlhe question before the House is 
whether we want to control the evil 
influence of money on elections or 
not? Do you want money to control 
elections or elections to control the 
evil influence to ^he extent possible? 
That is the crucial question which 
must be answered before taking to 
any measure in this respect. The 
heart of tihe matter is whether elec¬ 
tions should remain or go on becom¬ 
ing prohibitively expensive or they 
should become financially more

manageable, so that the ordinary peo¬ 
ple can take part in. elections. But 
the true face of the ordinance is—it 
says so in very clear terms—that the 
poor people ^^^e no place in the 
elective process that we have in this 
country. It is not surprising, there¬ 
fore, that the elected representatives 
of the people become much more 
beholden to the benefactors during 
the elections tkian to the people 
themselves who have elected them. 
They arc, therefore, bound to seek 
assistance against promise of future 
favour. I would not say that the 
opposition parties are Simon Pure or 
they are not guilty of any of these 
evil practices. But there is nothing 
in the gift of the opposition which 
can make people contribute to their 
election funds. 

The ruhng party's recent decision to 
lift the ban on company donation is 
also a pointer in the same direction. 
What the ruling party proposes to 
do is, they would get a certificate of 
Rs. 2 lakhs On the basis of donations 
made by the companies openly, al- 
lliough they would have collected 
under the counter Rs. 2 crores. That 
is the facade that they want to build 
up now. Therefore, they have taken 
. this view that the ban on company 
^•donations must be lifted. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH 
(Pupri); Are you against lifting the 
ban? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
Can I have been a party to the ban 
On company donation. You are a new 
comer to this House. We did this 
in the united Congress. 

The other day we were told by 
the Minister while piloting the Bill 
that the alleged smugglers could not 
be brought on trial because their 
monetary resources could buy them 
freedom, security and immunity from 
the elective process, because they 
could buy off the witnesses and bully , 
end subvert the processes of the 


court. If money is that powerful in 
the hands of an individual, it is my 
respectful submission that where 
there is a confluence of this money 
power and the State apparatus, there 
would be indeed a very great 
tyranny perpetrated on the people. 

There is a public clamour for re¬ 
forming the electoral system. Is tkiis 
is the reform they want to inaugu¬ 
rate? Is it the preface that they are 
writing to the electoral reforms for, 
which the country has been agitating 
all this time? Not even the most 
gullible would, therefore, believe in 
their protestations about electoral 
reforms. But the Minister of Law 
.said the other day that this ordin¬ 
ance docg not prevent us from taking 
steps in future about electoral re¬ 
forms. But when you had not imple¬ 
mented the unanimous recommenda¬ 
tions of the Joint Select Committee 
on electoral reforms, can anybody 
have any faith that you would be 
really sincere about it? There had 
been many recommendations unani¬ 
mously made by the Joint Select Com¬ 
mittee. Even with regard to the 
ceiling to be imposed on the politi¬ 
cal parties and the political parties 
to be made to file election returns, 
there had been a recommendation 
from the opposition parties, but if 
you with all your majority are going 
to turn it down, where is the sense 
in your saying that you are going 
to do the same in future? 


Now the Government claims that 
this measure is born out of solicitude 
for 180 candidates against whom elec¬ 
tion petitions are pending in various 
High Courts of the country. But 
may I ask whether any opposition 
party had asked for protection of this 
kind? It is also the claim of the 
Government that many of these 
tion petitions, in ^act the majority 
Of the election petitions, relate to 
the members of the opposition parties* 
If that is so, would it not be in order 
to ask the Government whether any 
political party had approached the 
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Government for a protection oi this 
kind? So, your solicitude for the 
candidates, for the persons who have 
been involved in this, is rather sus¬ 
picious. 

SHRl N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): 

Did you in your return of expenses 
include expenses which your party 
had incurred O'n your behalf, which 
could have been identified as attri¬ 
butable to your elections? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

My party is very poor. Even so, if 
my party was found to be spending 
in connection with my election, the 
court should take that into account 
in computing my election expendi¬ 
ture. I would have absolutely no 
objection to it. 

May I ask my hon. friend to ans¬ 
wer wiy point? Suppose my hon. 
friend, Shri Salve shows zero in his 
personal expenditure and shows all 
the expenditure as incurred by his 
political party, would be the court 
entertain that kind of return from 
the hon. Member, Salve? Would it 
not be a fantastic nonsense? Would 
it not be a great insult to intelligence? 

If this argument is granted, then 
every candidate would show only 
zero as his election expenditure and 
all the election expenditure should 
be debited to the accounts of the 
political party. Then you can have 
hundreds of jeeps in your elections 
and show all the hundreds of jeeps 
as provided by your District Cong¬ 
ress Committee or the PCC or AICC. 
Similarly, thousands of bottles of 
liquor that are being distributed by 
some candidates, you claim all that 
is done hy the party. An impres¬ 
sion has gained ground that it has 
been done to save the election of the 
hon. Prime Minister, therefore, I 
thought the Government should have 
been extra careful m coming out 
with a measure Of this kind. I am 
not going into the case because a 
^ case is pending before the court. I . 
..would not do that. But If it was 


considered to be a disaster that ;he 
Prime Minister’s election would b^ 
affected, then probably the more 
honest course was to come to the 
House with a constitutional amend¬ 
ment 4hat the Prime Minister should 
not be subject to an election peti¬ 
tion, the Prime Minister must be 
immune from en election petition. I 
do real is that party is now in a 
peculiar predicament because, if thfi/ 
Prime Minister goes, tlnere is nobody 
on that side who can be placed as 

Prime Minister. So, probably, the 

party \i’ould go to pieces. We would 
have commiserated to the party to 
some extent if they had been iu that 

predicament_ (interniptions). But 

first have the courage to come be¬ 
fore thi! House with a proposal of 
that kind. If they come forward 
with thair predicament that if the 
Prime Minister goes their party 
will go to pieces, then we would*” 
certainly show some sympathy. My 
hon. friend, Mr. Limaye, may consi¬ 
der some persons to be better than 
the Prime Minister. But I do not 
consider any person like that. They 
have been just falling in line with 
her. Tliey do not have the courage 
to come out. I rather think the 
Prime Minister to be a braver person 
than tile pusillanimous and the co¬ 
wardly lot which does not speak of- 
its mind clearly.

Now, I come to the purely legal 
aspects of the Ordinance. The 
thing to note is that the Ordinance 
has not only a legal aspect but it 
has a politico-moral aspect also. 
It is tbe most immoral Ordinance. 
The first duty of the Parliament is 
to get into the politico-moral aspec. 
of it. I can be a match for any 
person so far as the l^SBl aspects are 
concerned. 

Let me deal with the legal aspects 
adequately. So far as the part, vali¬ 
dating the Act in the light of the 
observations made by the Supreme 
Court regarding defMts in le^alatlbn 
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is concerned it is a unique Ordinance 
which is introducing defects and 
legitimising them in the present piece 
of legislation. The Supreme Court 
has not laid down any new law. 
What the Supreme Court did in the 
recent case Of Mr. Amar N’ath Chawla 
and Mr. Kanwar Lai Gupta was a 
restatement of the case of the law 
as it exists. This is, in fact, the 
Ordinance which is altering the law. 
This is the basic legal proposition 
which I. am trying to establish. 

There are two things betore us 
which give the intention of the Gov¬ 
ernment so far as the promulgation 
of this Ordinance is concerned. One 
is the statement of the hon. Law 
Minister which he made to the press 
in an informal chat and the other 
is tiie explanatory memorandum is¬ 
sued by tile Government on the sub¬ 
ject. So, I will deal witn them now. 
The iion. Minister %>f Law had given 
the reasons for the promulgation of 
the Ordinance. One of the reasons 
given was that the Ordinance was 
necessary to make the intention 
underlying Secion 77 clear. Tlhat 
was the one thing which he thought 
was necessary to do. Secondly, he 
gave the reason that the Ordinance 
merely restored the status quo ante. 

The latest judgment not only ran 
counter in his opinion to the earlier 
judgments of the Supreme Court 
which said that the expenditure of 
parties should not be taken into a 
account but it also gave a wider in¬ 
terpretation to certain expressions, 
like, expenditure incurred or autho¬ 
rised by the candidate. These were 
the tw9 propositions wlhich the hon. 
Law Minister made when he was 
trying to explain this black Ordin¬ 
ance. 

Then, he referred to the two cases 
which had also been referred to by 
the Supreme Court in this regard. 
He referred to two cases, namely, 

(1) 9hri B. Rajagopala Rao Vs. 

Shri N. O. Ranga and 
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(2) Shri Rananjaya Singh Vs. 

Shri Baijnath Singh. 

These are the two cases. A layman 
would feel completely at sea as to 
hdw tiia same two cases could yield 
two different conclusions. But tiiat 
IS what line hon. Law Minister has 
tried to do. He has tried to perform 
a feat that the same cases could 
have yielded different kinds of con¬ 
clusions. In both these cases it was 
the Law Minister’s contention that 
the court had adjudged that tine ex¬ 
penditure incurred hy persons other 
than the candidates for election pur¬ 
poses would not be taken into account 
m determining whether a corrupt 
practice was committed by the can¬ 
didate. Now, the Statement of obje¬ 
cts and Reasons has said the same 
lining in some other words. It is 
said in the statement of Objects and 
Reasons: “The impression incurred or 
authorised* had not been construed 
so as to bring within its purview the 
expenditure incurred by a political 
party in its campaign.” Here is a very 
crucial word or expression which 
must be borne in mind by the hon. 
House. The Supreme Court has not 
said tiiat what is expended during 
the course of a campaign for general 
party purposes should be debited to 
the account of a particular candidate. 
The Supreme Court has made a dis¬ 
tinction between the expenditure in¬ 
curred for general purposes of the 
party and the expenditure incurred 
in connection with the election of a 
particular candidate. Yet, the state¬ 
ment of Objects and Reasons says: 

“...the expenditure incurred by 
a political party in its cam¬ 
paign or by any person other 
than the candidate unless in¬ 
curred by such third person 
as the candidate’s agent. In 
other words, the provisions 
of section 77 and clause (6) 
Of section 123 have been 
intended and understood to 
be restraints on the candi¬ 
date’s election expenditure 
and not on the expenditure 
of a political party.'* 
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By this interpretation, tihe Statement 
of Objects and Reasons has tried to 
convey that the sky ig the only limiit 
so far as the expenditure of a parti¬ 
cular political party even in a con¬ 
stituency is concerned, that there is 
no limit absolutely. How atrocious 
it is! This is the inter-pretation 
whidh they ask ug to believe! If that 
were so^ a ceiling on election expen¬ 
ses was meaningless. Then why do¬ 
n’t you come forward in a straight¬ 
forward manner and honestly tell the 
House that a ceiling on expenditure 
by a particular candidate is mean¬ 
ingless and it must be done away 
with? That is a course which could 
have been better understood by us. 

Now it is clear that the Supreme 
Court does not adjudge that 'expen¬ 
diture on general party propaganda 
should be taken into account in com¬ 
puting the candidate’s election ex¬ 
penses. It does make a concession 
for the expenditure incurred on party 
propaganda or On idelogical propa¬ 
ganda. It does make a concession 
in that respect. Please do not think 
that the Supreme Court has been un¬ 
reasonable in this matter. The Sup¬ 
reme Court does make a concession 
in that Regard. It is only when the 
political party sponsoring a candidate 
incurs expenditure in connection with 
his election as distingui^ied from ex¬ 
penditure on gen€*<al party propa¬ 
ganda and the candidate knowingly 
takes advantage of it or participates 
in that programme or activity or fails 
to disavow the expenditure or con¬ 
sents to it or acquiesces in it, that it 
would be reasonable to infer, save in 
special circumstances, that he implie¬ 
dly authorised the political party to 
incur such expenditure and he cannot 
escape the rigour of the ceiling by 
saying that he had not incurred the 
expenditure but his political party 
had done so. That is the clear ex¬ 
position of the Supreme Court’s 
stand. And could anybody in his 
senses disagree with this view? You 
.^ye hot disavowed. If I find not 
Iq^ the r^urces of the Ganga 


flowing or even the resources of the 
Brahmaputra l^t the whole ocean 
inundating the Party, would 1 not 
take objection to this? 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Have 
you quoted from the judgment? 

SHRI shyamnandan MISHRA: 
I have quoted from the judgment it¬ 
self. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Which 
page? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
I can give you the page later. 

These are the words of the Supreme 
Court ... (Interruptions) 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Shrimati 
Mayaji has something to say. 

SHRI DARBARA SINGH (Hoshi- 
arpur): She does not need your re¬ 
commendation . 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour): Does she want to 
talk about Gaighata? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The Supreme Court has also said: 

“This view we are taking does 

not run counter to any earlier deci¬ 
sions of this ourt.” 

These are again within quotes. It 
bids us, therefore, how the Law Mi¬ 
nister could take the stand that the 
recent judgment was a departure 
from the judgments delivered in the 
past... 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: That he 
will cite. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
When the Supreme Court has said in 
explicit terms that its judgment does 
not run counter to the earlier judg¬ 
ments,. the hon. Law Minister has 
told Us that it does go against. Now, 
whose interpretation this House will 
believe more? The interpretation of 
the Law Minister or the interpreta¬ 
tion of the Supreme Court? He had 
also been 'a Judge of the High 
Court. I am quoting the Supreme 
Court... 
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SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I will 
also quote the 'Supreme Court. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

I am coming to all that. Thp Supreme 
Court has referred not only to the 
cases which the hon. Law Alinister 
mentioned, but, in addition, it has 
referred to Madras Patodia vs. R. K. 
Birla and others also. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Chalees 
Lakhwala? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The consistent stand of the Supreme 
Court has been that whatever goes 
into and affects the election of a 
candidate, should be added to the 
election expenses on the basis of 
equality of opportunity. That is the 
basis of the limit imposed. 

You are now destroying natural civi¬ 
lised law of equality of opportunity. 

... (Interruptions) and-it would now 
wipe out whatever remains of the 
limit on ceiling. 

Now,. I challenge the Law Minister 
to quote a single judgment to the 
contrary. My hon. friend, Shri Salve, 
seenis to think that there are some 
judgments which run counter... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Yes. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
...to the Supreme Court’s judg¬ 
ment. If this was the law, then, may 
I ask my hon. friend, Shri Salve: 
why was Shri Amarnath Chawla 
made to suffer? You are protecting 
the prospective 180 cases^ but why did 
you not protect Shri Amarnath Chaw- 
la’s election if this is the law? ... 
(/nferuptions) Why not you give 
equal protection of law? You should 
have granted equal protection of 
law. You have ’ done retrospective 
validation but protected the judg¬ 
ment at all. Last must be based on 
non-discrimination and equal appli¬ 
cation. ... (Interruptions^ But the 
also you have not done. You cannot 
ride two ^horses at the same time. 
Would It iiOTivince anybody that your 


proposition that the law was that 
such an expenditure should not be 
debited to the account of a candidate 
was the correct law? Then, that 
should have been applied by the 
Government to the case of Shri 
Amar Nath Chawla’s case also. 

But you are doing something com¬ 
pletely different... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Would you 
agree to it now? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

I am only stating the proposition be¬ 
fore you. Again you ask me to sit 
in judgment. I will not do that. 

The plain fact Mr. Deputy Spea¬ 
ker, is that by this judgment, they 
are altering the law. It is remark¬ 
able that they want the Supreme 
Court to interpret laws according to 
the social ethos and environments in 
one bieaili, but when the Supreme 
Court does the same,, they turn 
against it. Would you want it to be 
a completely conforming Supreme 
Court? You do not W’ant the 
Supreme Court to be keeping with 
the spirit of the times? They have 
brought out that because your ex¬ 
penditure is so becoming so fantas¬ 
tic and so gigantic that the Supreme 
Court is bound to take it into ac- 
count. 

But, now, the basic approach of the 
Supreme Court is contained in the 
following sentence: 

“Before we proceed to discuss 
the evidence...” 

I am again quoting the lines of the 
Supreme Court Judgment. 

“Now, before we proceed to dis¬ 
cuss the evidence bearing on this 
question, we must clear the ground 
by pointing out that not only ig the 
incurring of excessive expenditure 
a corrupt practice,, but also the 
authorising of such expenditure 
and authorising may be implied as 
well as express.” 
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That is the key sentence in the 
judgement of the Supreme Court. 

“Where the authorising is ex¬ 
press, there is no difficulty in 
bringing home the charge of cor¬ 
rupt practice against the candi¬ 
date. But a somewhat difficult 
question on facts may arise where 
the charge is sought to be proved 
against the candidate on the basis 
that he impliedly authorised ex¬ 
cessive expenditure. Whether a 
particular expeiditure was implied¬ 
ly authorised by the candidate must 
depend on the facts and circumst¬ 
ances of each case as appearing 
from the evidence adduccKl before 
the court. 

This question would arise in a 
challenging form where the ex¬ 
penditure in connection with the 
election is incurred not by the can¬ 
didate but by the political party 
which has sponsored him or his 
friends and supporters.” 

Then the Supreme Court proceeds 
to ask: 

“Can the limit on the expenditure 
be evaded by the candidate by 
not spending any moneys of his 
own but leaving it to the political 
party or his friends and suporters 
to spend an amount far in excess 
of the limit.” 

That is what Supreme Court has 
said. The Supreme Court has laid 
stress on authorisation and the au¬ 
thorisation in the opinion of the 
Supreme Court can both be express 
and implied. Would any person hav¬ 
ing the least knowledge of law dis¬ 
agree with the view that the autho¬ 
risation can be of two kinds? Are 
they |oing to bind the Supreme Court 
by saying that you cannot go into 
the question of implied authorisation. 
They are living in a peculiar world 
of their own if they think by this 
Ordinance they can bind any court to 
saying ffikt they would not go into 
the quea^n of implied authorisation. 


That is the primary duty of the court 
to go into the question of implied 
authorisation and on this basis they^ 
have established the case of Amar 
Nath Chawla that there was excessive 
expenditure incurred. 

« 

Now, I come to some of the cases 
mentioned. In Ram Dayal versus Brij- 
raj Singh and others, the question 
arose whether certain expenditure in- 
cured by the Maharaja of Gwalior^ 
and the Rajmata in connection with 
the election of Bnjraj Singh was li¬ 
able to be included in his election ex¬ 
penses. 

The court had pointed out that in 
the absence of any connection between 
the canvassing activities carried on 
by the Maharaja and the Rajmata 
with the candidature of Brijraj 
Singh, it is impossible to hold that 
any expenditure was incurred by 
Brijraj Singh which was liable to 
be included in the election expenses 
of the first respondent. 

Further the court had proceeded to 
add; 

“We agree with the High Court 
that under 77(1) only the expen¬ 
diture incurred or authorised 
the candidate himself or by his 
election agent is required to be 
included in the account or returW” 
of election expenses and thus ex¬ 
penses incurred by any other agent 
Or person without anjdihing more 
need uot be included in the ac¬ 
count or return,, as. such incurr^g 
of expenditure would be purely 
voluntary.” 

In the latest judgement the Sup¬ 
reme Court has said: 

“These observations would show 
that mere incurring of expenditun 
by any other pdrson in connection' 
with the election of a candidate, 
without something more, would not 
make it an expenditure authorised 
by the candidate.*’ 

But if there is something more which 
can reasonably lend itself to the in- 
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ference of implied authorisation par¬ 
ticularly having regard to the object 
^of this provision which is to bring 
about, as far as pohsible, equality in 
availability of resources and elimi¬ 
nate the corrupting influence of big 
money then it would certainly be 
included in the election account of a 
candidate. 

It is signiflcant to note that in this 
^ connection the court proceeded to 
examine whether the evidence was 
sufficient to establiaij that Brijraj 
Singh travelled with the Maharaja in 
his helicopted and visited several vil¬ 
lages for his election campaign and 
held that the evidence in this con¬ 
nection was not reliable. This in¬ 
quiry would have been wholly un¬ 
necessary unless the court was of the 
view that if Brijraj Singh could be 
shown to have travelled with the 
Maharaja in his helicopter and visit¬ 
ed several villages in connection with 
hi.s election campaign that would be 
sufficient to invest the expenditure 
incurred by the Maharaja with the 
character of expenditure impliedly 
authorised by Brijraj Singh. This 
decision, therefore,, far from contra- 
dieting the view taken by us, actually 
supports it. 

So, my submission is in this case 
Ram D.ayal versus Brijraj Singh the 
court was of the opinion that if any 
connection could be established bet¬ 
ween the visit of the Maharaja to 
seven 1 villages in connection with 
his election campaign then the expen¬ 
diture incurred on that account would 
have been included in the computa¬ 
tion of the election expenditure of 
the particular candidate but since no 
connection could be established in 
this case, therefore, the court ruled 
that it could not be taken into account. 
The position is quite clear. It is only 
wremg interpretation of the which 
would lead to another view. There¬ 
fore, the Supreme Court is absolutely 
right in holding that thieir judgement 
does not counter to any judgement 
before and particularly this case be- 
cimtea very very important in this 
connection. ‘ 


Then I come to Rananjaya Singh 
versus Baijnath Singh where the 
Supreme Court says: 

“This court had no occassion to 
consider whether the elected candi¬ 
date could be said to have authoris¬ 
ed any expenditure by knowingly 
taking advantage of the services 
of these persons, because no such 
argument was advanced before this 
Court. In fact, such an argument 
could not plausibly be advanced 
because the salaries paid by the 
father to these persons were not for 
the purpose of working in connec¬ 
tion with the election.’’ 

After one or two lines the Supremo 
Court asserts: 


“This decision does not. therefore 
run contrary to what v/e have 
said." 


The Supreme Court has found that 
their view is further supported by the 
decisions earlier in Magraj Patodia 
versus R. K. Birla and other and in 
B. Rajgopala Rao versus N. G. Ranga. 
Then finally the Supreme Court says: 

“The question, therefore, in cases 
of this kind always is whether thei'c 
is something more which may legi¬ 
timately give rise to an inference of 
implied authorisation by a candi¬ 
date. What could be something more 
is indicated by us in the propriety 
formulated above, though we must 
confess that by its very uatiue. It is 
not possible to lay down the ex¬ 
haustive enumeration of the cir¬ 
cumstances .in which that some¬ 
thing more may be inferred." 

Now, Sir, I am referring to another 
case which had not been referred to 
either by the Supreme Court or by 
the honourable Law Minister. That 
is the case of Shri D. P. Mishra 
versus K. N. Sharma. My submission 
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there is that the Supreme Court had 
held that the Party could also spend 
in a Constituency, and not only the 
candidate. That proposition had been 
held by the Supreme Court. In that 
case, Shri Mishra had deposited Hs. 

7001 - with the Madhya Pradesh 
Congress Committee as an applicant 
for the Congress ticket. Out of this 
amount, Rs. 5001- were meant as 
application fee and the remaining 

Rs. 500 j- were to be used in the 

Cons'ituency. That is, this expandi- 
ture was to be canalised through the 
P.C.C. 

Now, the Supreme Court s,aid: 

“In our judgment, the High 
Court was rigjht in holdiriig the 
amount of Rs. 500',- paid by Shri 
Mishra as expenditure incurred 
on April 1, 1963, and was liable to 
be included in the statement of 
expenditure incurred for the pur¬ 
pose ot election.” 

If this proposition is establishe.f, 
even the Congress Committee can 
spend in a particular Constituency, 
and not only the candidate himself. 
This is the view of the Supreme 
Court and it is also supported by this 
Government* in the case of Shri D. P. 
Mishra versus K. N. Sharma. 

But, this Ordinance notwithstand¬ 
ing, I have a feeling, the court will 
not change its basic position, and 
swallow any amount that a Party 
may spend in connection with the 
election of a candidate I hope I have 
been able to establish on the basis 
of the case to which the Law Minis¬ 
ter referred and the Supreme Court 
had also gone into with great care. 

I am trying to formulate my own 
view in this matter for the consi- 
denation of the House. 

I have a feeling that the court will 
not change its basic position and it 
would not swallow that the Party may 
spend any amount in connection with 
the election of a candidate that would 
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not shallow any kind of a fantastic 
amount that may be incurred by any 
political party. 

Do you think that the Court will 
not take ihto account many of these 
things which are Very obvious? In 
fact, the Court said in a recent case 
that the statement of expenditure by 
Shri Amarnath Chawla was an insult 
to intelligence because much more 
hundred times more, than that 
has been incurred by the political 
party which had sponsored the can¬ 
didate, No doubt the court would 
take the same view in future -also. 
Do you think that by adding two 
Explanations, they can alter the sub¬ 
stantive provision? What does Sec¬ 
tion 77(1) say? It did not have any 
explanation appended to it earlied. 
Nov.\ what they are trying to do is 
to completely change the character 
of the substantive provision of Sec¬ 
tion 77 by adding two Explanations. 

My humble submission is that by 
adding the explanation you cannot 
change the basic character of the sub¬ 
stantive provision that would make a 
non-sense of the whole Section itself. 
You are trying to add that in a circu¬ 
mlocutory manner—in a round about 
manner which would not be accepted 
by the court. That wou'd simply 
reduce to nullity the section iteelf. So, 
it is clear that both on politico-moral 
and legal grounds, this measure is 
most objectionable. It is an attempt 
to pervert the present law. It is an 
affront to the Supreme Court. It 
expenes, as I have submitted earlier, 
the true colour of the Ruling Party. 
May I say that earlier it was the same 
view by a galaxy of the topmost intel¬ 
lectuals of this country. They had 
come out with a statement. Are some 
eminent professom including Dr. K. N 
Raj, Prof. M. N. Srinivas and Prof, 
V. M. Dandekar not the top intellec¬ 
tuals of the country? I ask you. 
They have got international reputa¬ 
tion. They have pointed out that the 
Ordinance legitimises in effect the 
control that powerful financial and 
propertied interests have acquired 
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over electoral processes. They further 
says: 

“It cannot but lead to further loss 
of faith in the possibility of reform¬ 
ing the state of affairs in the country 
without recourse to extra-parlia¬ 
mentary methods.” 

Now, Sir, they are driving the country 
to extra-parliamentary methods and 
if they wanted to come forth with this 
Ordinance and if indeed a majority of 
the candidates involved in the election 
petitions belonged to the Opposition 
then, they should have held consulta¬ 
tions with the Opposition before com¬ 
ing up with a measure of this kind 
When they came with an Ordinance 
in respect of the smugglers, they did 
consult or at least gave a show of 
consultation with the Opposition. But, 
in a matter which concerns the elec¬ 
tive process, which concerns the 
majority of the candidates tliey did not 
have the decency to consult the oppo¬ 
sition Parties So, niy charge is that 
this has been done in a hole and cor¬ 
ner way. This is done only for the in¬ 
terest of the ruling party and in doing 
so, this party is de.stroying democracy 
in thi.s country. We, therefore, oppose 
this will all the force at our command 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; The 
Resolution is before the House.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpurl: 
Sir, the ordinance is the direct result 
of the decision in an election petition 
by the Supreme Court, in which one 
of the members of this House, Shri 
Amar Nath Chawla was unseated. 
Let us forget for a moment the other 
cases which are pending, including 
the Prime Minister’s case. We are 
not discussing them. But I want to 
bring to your notice that Shri Amar 
Nath Chawla has preferred an appeal 
in the Supreme Court for revision. T 
have with me a copy of his revision 
petition, which has been filed in ac¬ 
cordance with the Constilidion. Na¬ 
turally, when I am discus.sing this 
ordinance and the Bill, am I not enti¬ 
tled to discuss what will happen to 
this revision petition filed by Shri 
Amar Nath Chawla in the Supremo 
Court? I have moved an amendment 
also. I want your ruling. The other 
cases might not be discussed which 
are sub judice according to you, but 
am 1 not entitled to discuss Shri 
revision petition? A feel¬ 


ing has rightly or wrongly been 
created in the country that this has 
been brought simply to protect cer¬ 
tain interests—may be the Prime Min¬ 
ister, or any minister or any MLA or 
MP, There are 180 persons, includ¬ 
ing ladies and gents. I would like 
to know whether I am not entitled 
to refer to Mr. Chawla’s revision peti¬ 
tion in the Supreme Court. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad); Sir. ordinarily what you 
have f-aid riylit, hut iheie has bivn 

an extraordinary measure brought by 
the Government. They have brought 
this Bill precisely because there arc 
certain cases in various courts. The 
Prime Minister’s ca.se is prominent, 
but tliere are 179 other cases. Be- 
c.iuse of these cases, the minister has 
brought the Bill. If the bringing of 
the Bill is in order and does not vio¬ 
late the rules you have invited atten¬ 
tion to, I do not .sec how ue canno, 
discuss it. The slatement of t)V>jc*cl.s 
and reasons says; 

“However, ill the recent case of 
Shri Kan war I.al Gupta versus Shri 
Amar Nath Chawla and others, the 
Supreme Court has inleiTircted the 
aforementioned expre.ssion ‘incurrerl 
or authorised’ as including within 
its scope expenses incurred by the 
political party. . .’’ etc. 

Then see the next sentence; 

‘Tn view of the olTect which sucii 
interpretation"—that is. the inter¬ 
pretation of Mr. Justice Bhagavati— 

“might have, particularly willi 
reference to candidates against 
whom election petitions are pend¬ 
ing, it became urgently necessary 
to clarif.y the intention underlining 
the provisions contained in section 
77.” 

So, the Government themselves have 
come with an explanation that Uie 
whole purpose of this Bill is to, give 
a reply in advance to the 180 cases 
already pending before the court. If 
a Bill comes on that ba-sis, how are 
we prevented from referring to lho*e 
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cases in individual as well as general 
terms? You cannot expect us mere¬ 
ly, to go into an academic or theore¬ 
tical discussion whether there should 
be more money spent or less money 
spent. We will have to bring up a 
number of issues and implici^tions in¬ 
volved precisely because the Ministe}' 
has in his statement mentioned that 
he is anticipating some technical diffi¬ 
culties in those 180 cases, including! 
that of the Prime Minister. So, we 
will have to refer to all the individual 
cases in detail and point out the im- 
plicaljtijons and important issues in¬ 
volved.

referied to. It the contention of the 
hon. Law Minister is that the basis 
lor this measure is those 180 cases 
which might be affected if no such 
Ordinance were pa.s.«ed or if no such 
measure were passed, then the hon. 
Members would be quite in order to 
refer to those cases. That is one 
thing for you to consider whether 
you would allow this measure to be 
discussed and if so, whether you 
would not permit members to go into 
the basis of this measure, in other 
words to go into the contents of 
those 180 cases. 
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[Shri Shyamimndan Mishra] 

Secondly, it seelcs to amend section 
77 of the Representation of the People 
Act. There you have to consider 
whether an Amendment in the form 
of an explanation negativing the sub- 
.stantive provision could be permitted 
to be moved. If the substantive pro¬ 
vision is allowed to remain, can you 
take away the content of the substan¬ 
tive provision by bringing in expla¬ 
nations which run counter to it? That 
is another thing which the Chair will 
have to consider. My humble sub¬ 
mission is that, since the original sec¬ 
tion did not contain any explanation, 
it is none of the business of this Gov¬ 
ernment to add explanations to it and 
reduce the original section 77 to a 
nullity. Therefore, this Amendment 
is not in order. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; I may 
make a brief submission only with 
regard to these points. 

The first thing to remember is that 
there is a distinction between the 
doctrine of sub judice not applying to 
legislation and of the doctrine apply¬ 
ing to merits of individual cases 
which are pending decision in a court 
of law. It is well established and I 
hope my hon. friend Shri Madhu 
Limaye will also concede—if it is 
necessary to substantiate it, I will do 
so—that the theory that legislation 
cannot be undertaken because there 
are certain cases pending, ha.s been 
negatived repeatedly and Parliaments 
were to legislate. . . 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
Nobody has contested that. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Mr. 

Mishra, I am making my point. 
Therefore, the ground that as there 
are petitions pending or appeals pend¬ 
ing in course, any legislation will 
have the effect of being sub judice, 
has no substance. That is one 
point . .

You 
referred to what you thought were 
the merits and the demerits of this 
ordinance and as to why, according 
to you, this ordinance should not be 
approved. I fully appreciate and 
understand that and I slubmit that 
was the correct attitude to take. 

Now, if legislation is not sub judice, 
as it is said that it is nobody’s case, 
then, the question ari.ses, whether in 
respect of a discussion with regard to 
legislation it is likely to affect cases 
which are pending in courts, as it is 
said that it mighf’affect a number of 
petitions and appeals which are pend¬ 
ing in the courts. . .

SHRl H. R. GOKHALE: It is 

wrong to say that there ia only one 
ease in which this question has 
i,risen. . . 

SHRI MADHU UMAV£: How 

many cases are pending? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I am not 
replying to the main debate. At the 
moment, I may tell the hon. Member 
that I will give him figures to show 
iss to how many cases in whidi the 
question of election expenses is in¬ 
volved are pending in the Supreme 
Court. I can tell that at the moment. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
None of them has moved for protec¬ 
tion. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I am 

dealing with one point and you are 
referring to something eJse. 

The question is:., that there are 
pending cases and the cases are not 
only one but, as I said, they are more 
than one. There are quite a good 
number of cases which I will substan¬ 
tiate when.I am replying to the de¬ 
bate. 

A rel'eience was made to what I 
A'as .supposed to have said in the 
Pres.s discussion. I did not refer to 
the merits of any single case. 1 only 
mentioned the fact as to how many 
petitions were pending. Nobody can 
prevent anybody from saying. . . (In- 
lemiptioiis). It is a statement of 
fact that petitions are iiending. To 
•ay that is one thing and it is another 
thing to suy that I will pick out a 
particular petition—I am not refer¬ 
ring to any particular petition—any 
petition, for that matter, and then 
discuss the merits of that petition. . . 

AN HON. MEMBER; Here it is. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE:. .. so that 
the discussion of the merits of that 
petition will affect the fair trial of 
that case. That is a very different 
matter. They can certainly say that 
80 many ca^ are If they 


want to centradict roe, they can do se 
and say that so many are not pend¬ 
ing. That is a different matter. But 
the fact is that in view of the judg¬ 
ment of the Supreme Court, it was 
thoi^ht necessary that cases which 
are pending and in which thu ques¬ 
tion has arisen, ought to be covered 
by an ordinance to bring the true 
effect to what we thought was the 
intention of the legislature. 

This is not the first time that this 
has been done. Legislation has been 
passed by this Parliament, by other 
legislatures many times on occasions 
when, as a result of the judgments 
of the judiciary, it has become neces¬ 
sary. . . 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
There is no dispute about it. ’ 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: It has 
become necessary to set at right or 
at rest any doubt which might have 
arisen with regard to the true inten¬ 
tion of the Parliament or of the legis¬ 
lature. Now, if this Parliament 
approved this Bill, then it will mean 
that the Parliament approves of th* 
fact that the intention of the legisla¬ 
ture was this. Therefore, my .sub¬ 
mission is. that there is no question of 
any discussion with regard to the 
merits or demerits, the facts etc. or 
questions arising in 3113 * particular 
case. 

The last point which was raised by 
Shri Madhu Limaye was with regard 
to the Explanation. First of all, I do 
not understand how this can be a 
matter of preliminary objection at all 
because I am astounded to hear that 
this goes to the root of Parliament’s 
competence to discuss a Bill like that. 
In the course of discussion the Mem¬ 
bers will be entitled to say this can¬ 
not be done—although I do not admit 
that this cannot be done—but you 
will be entitled to say that this can¬ 
not be done. 

Finally, I would say the whole ar¬ 
gument proceeded on the assumption 
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[Shri H. R. Gokhale] 

that there is contradiction between 
the Explanation and the main Section, 
it is as it were to negative the main 
Section that the Explanation has been 
given. This, I submit, is not correct. 
The purpose of the Explanation inter 
nlta is to clarify what is the intent of 
the main provisions. That is the pur¬ 
pose for which Explanation has been, 
given. There is nothing contradic¬ 
tory so far as the Explanation in the 
proposed Bill and the original Section 
is concerned. I submit these questions 
cannot arise at any rate at this stage. 
There is no rule. There is rule in 
respect of introduction of the Bill but 
there is no rule in respect of motion 
for consideration. I am putting it on 
the ground that these objections have 
been raised and, I believe, the con- 
iiideration of the Bill should go on.

SHRI MADHU LlMAYE: I do not 
want him to restrict the scope of tlic 
discussion. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I would 
not give my ruling so easily. I would 
like first to understand what are the 
issues. 

Now. [ would like to understand 
very clearly about the issues involv¬ 
ed. We are discussing certain points 
ol order. I completely agree with 
the Minister that there cannot be an> 
objection to a Bill at the .stage of 
consideration. But, since the name of 
the hon. Member, Shri Jancshwar 
Mishra is mentioned here, I thought 
lie wanted to raise a point. This 
is already on the order paper. I 
thought that some .sort of decision ha.s 
been arrived at. It is none of my 
duty to comment on what has been 
agreed to. That is why I have al¬ 
lowed him to raise his point. Now I 
see from the submissions made by 
different Members that there are two 
issues on which perhaps,the Chair is 
expected to give a ruiing—one is 
whether a discussion on this Bill 
should preclude reference to the 
pending cases in various courts. That 
is one submission that is made. This 
is regarding the cases that are before 
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I the court. That is the question posed. 

I do not know who made this another 
point. I think it was Mr. Banexiec 
r who made this point whether we can 
even make a reference to the case of 
Shri Chawla because a rcMew peti¬ 
tion is pending. These arc the two 
questions which were posed. Let 
, the Law Minister give some authori¬ 
tative information about that. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Mr. 

Chawla’s review petition had been 
(iled in the court. I do not know 
whether it has yet been admitted. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; These 
are tlie only two questions as far I 
am concerned. Mr. Limaye has also 
made another point. I did not refer 
to it bec-aus'j 1 do not think Uiis js 
the point of order. I thought that 
this is regarding the merit of the Bill. 
It is for this House to dc'-ide. It 
has nothing to do with the points 
of order. 

Now, even if we sit for two weeks, 
we cannot go into all the 180 cases. 
The third point is regarding the merii 
of the Bill. That is why I did not 
pay attention to it. The point here 
JS that if, suppose, the Chair rules that 
this Bill doe.s not bar reference to 
the different case.s or the facts of the 
different cases in different courts, 
then, of course, the discussion takes a 
different turn with different compli¬ 
cations. 1 am .saying that it i.s very 
vital. But the case of Shri Chawla 
is peripheral and we need not go 
into it. 

Let me first state \fhat are the ac¬ 
cepted practices. One of the accept- 
i*d practices is that we do not dis¬ 
cuss the merits or the facts of any 
case that is pending before the court. 
This is one of the accepted practices. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: That is 
in relation to the Bill. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 

coming to that. I will come to this 
Bill and that ia why I am giving 
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great importance to the points you 
are making. This is one of the ac¬ 
cepted practices. We do not, because 
it i.s sub judice. Another is that the 
Jaw making power of this House i.N 
un-fettered. Whatever be the case, 
the morits of the oaae, Parliament can 
make any Jaw. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Subject to 
Constitutional provisions. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Natu¬ 

rally. You can even make an uncon¬ 
stitutional law. It is for the Supreme 
Court to decide, whether it is consti¬ 
tutional or unconstitutional. Youi‘ 
right is un-fettered. But, we are ex¬ 
pected to take all these into conside- 
raliuu. Even hypothetically, if you 
make .such a law and you will be 
taken care of by the Supreme Court 
or the High Court-,. That is a difie- 
icnl matt(?r. Therefore, the question 
of .s'ub judice does not stand in the 
way of law making here. These are 
the two thing.s. But, here. I think we 
are dealing with a situation that is 
rather unusual. I would like. . . 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; Be 
very caututus. 

MR. DEPU'FY-SPEAKER: I air 

very cautious. I know. 

SHRI INDHAJIT GUPTA: Don’; 

rush in. 

MK. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I do not 
rush in. I am not a fool to rush ii’ 
where angel.s fear to tiead. But, here 
is a very ticklish issue, because a, 
the Members had said and I think I 
have also once heard and saw—I do 
not know whether I should say the 
word 'beautiful’—the attractive face 
of our Law Minister on the Televi¬ 
sion. . . 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Wliy do 
you hear the radio and see the tele¬ 
vision? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I saw 
the television. 'When the Ordinance 
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[Mr. Deputy>Speaker] 

was promulgated, soon alter that, he 
went on television and Members also 
had referred to it. When he was of 
my age, he would have been a very 
good looking young man. Now, the 
Members had also mentioned that the 
whole purpose of this Ordinance and 
the Bill now is to give protection to 
various Members of Parliament and 
Members of the Assemblies against 
whom there are election petitions. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Protec¬ 
tion from the judgement of the Court? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What¬ 
ever it is, against whom there are 
election petitions in various Courts. 
This is the basic thing. This is what 
the Members are saying. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Protection 
from Parliament. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I full.v 
agree with the Minister. Once this 
House in the exercise of its legisla¬ 
tive power makes a law or brings 
out clearly the intention of that law. 
Courts are expected to interpret or 
to act according to that law. Once 
we pass thi.s, they will have to go bv 
that. Here, it is said that these vari¬ 
ous cases are pending and that is why 
to give protection to that, we have. . . 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Protec¬ 
tion from what? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: From 

the effect of the judgement. That 
is the purpose. I think thd Minister 
also agrees there. He said that this 
has always been the intention that a 
case like this should not be consider¬ 
ed as an excessive expenditure. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: That is 
his opinion. 


question that arises is whether theae 
various cases to which the Minister 
has referred need this kind of protec¬ 
tion and if they need this protec¬ 
tion. . . 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: What pro- 
tectionf 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Protec¬ 
tion of this Bill and of the Ordinance, 
the Ordinance and now the Bill. The 
whole purpose is for that. 

SHRI N, K. P. SALVE: The pur¬ 
pose is to supersede the Supreme 
Court judgement? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I did not 
say that the purpose is to supersede 
the Supreme Court. The point is to 
make the Intention of the law very 
clear so that the Supreme Court may 
not have any doubt about it. I think 
that is the point. 

Now if it is to protect these various 
members, he will help me in deciding 
whether we can stop there without 
asking the question whether they 
really need this or they do not really 
need this. This is my difficulty. I 
find it very difficult to give my ruling. 
A.S I said, it is rather a difficult point 
which has to be considered very very 
carefully and I cannot give my ruling 
offhand in this matter unless tl»e 
Minister can help me further. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE; Unless yoa 
hear our speeches. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I am just 
trying to understand what you art 
saying. Can this question which you 
have formulated at the end of your 
observation whether the persons in¬ 
volved in these cases actually need 
this protection or not be answeredj 
withov.t going Into the facts of 
cases? 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He gHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

comes before this House to make that That is the point, 
very clear and to lay down the law 

so that there is no confusion in future. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; That 

It is quite proper. When it is so, the question hag been raised. We have pet 
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decided it. You have not held any¬ 
thing about it as to whether in the 
course of this debate members should 
nr should not be permitted to go into 
the facts of these cases. Bu^ the point 
is that unless these case are gone into, 
the question you have formulated just 
DOW cannot be answered. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Yes. 

SHRI INDRAJIt GUPTA: What are 
We to do? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I do not 

Itnow. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: You have 
to make up your mind on this. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: After 
hearing our speeches, you have to 
decide whether it is relevant or not. 
Only the rule of relevance should pre¬ 
vail. 

* 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattapuz- 
ha); To say that this Bill has a limited 
purpose with respect to the cases now 
pending i.s not factually or legally cor¬ 
rect. This is a law sought to be pul 
On the statute book. It will have two 
effects. One is the effect on the cases 
now pending, the other on cases v/hich 
may be coming hereafter—it is gene¬ 
ral law being formulated. 

There are two types of cases. One 
aimed at the particular issue formulat¬ 
ed by you may be relevant. But here 
i.s an amendment of the election law 
which will have effect not only today 
but tomorrow, for all time to come. 

It will have certain statutory effects, 
the statutory effect will certainly be 
on those cases which are now pend¬ 
ing also. That is all. But this is not 
the only or main purpose—^that is a 
side effect. For future cases also, it 
h 8 .s an effect. 

My submission, therefore, is that it 
‘s the principle we are grappling with. 
If the purpose of th« Bill, apart from 
the. principle, is only to protect the 
cases now pending against the effect 
of the' Supreme Court judgment, then , 


the question you postulated may be 
relevant; not conceding that it is irre¬ 
levant, it may become Havant. But 
when a law is enacted, it has some 
effect. What it says is that certain 
cases will not have this protection but 
certain cases will certainly have pro* 
tection. Therefore, in discussing that, 
the question as to whether these need 
protection need not be gone into at all. 

SHRI MADHU LIBIAYE: Why not? 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Because the 
purpose is not to protect. If the effect 
of the law is such as will give protec¬ 
tion, those cases wrill be protected. 

SHRI MADHU UMAYE: Read the 
statement of objects and reasons. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: If the effect 
of the law is that they will not get 
protection, they will not get protec¬ 
tion. ■ 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The statement 
of objects and reasons ig categorical. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN; That is why 
I said two types of law are possible. IE 
specifically it ig mentioned in the law- 
that such and such judgment will be 
annulled or such and such cases pend¬ 
ing will get such and such protection 
or such and such law which lias been 
invalidated will be put in the schedule 
of the Constitution, if these things 
are done, then the facts with respect 
to these cases will have to be consi¬ 
dered. The Minister might have made 
a statement that these cases are also 
pending. But my submission is that 
the law is an amendment to the elec¬ 
tion law completely. Therefore, let 
us forget th’e fact of some cases pend¬ 
ing, what facts are there. Even if they 
are not getting protection, still the law 
will have to come into effect all the 
same. Therefore the facts of the cases 
are absolutely irrelevant and cannot 
be gone into. They are not before the 
House. Rules 75 says what should be 
discussed at this stage: “On a motioa 
referred t© in rule 74 being made the 
principle of the Bill and its provirion 
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may b© discussed generally but the 
details of the Bill shall not be discuss¬ 
ed further than is necessary to explaiii 
its principle." What we are now ccii- 
cerned with ig only the principle of 
the Bill, not its application with res¬ 
pect to cases pending or which may 
be coming up. What we are no w com¬ 
petent to discuss is only the principle 
of the Bill, nothing more than that.... 
(Interruptions.) The question is whe¬ 
ther for the purpose of discussing the 
principles of the Bill certain facts with 
respect to ca-ses pending should be 
adverted to or not, whether adverting 
to the facts of cases pending is abso¬ 
lutely necessary or relevant. My sub¬ 
mission is that the principle of the Bill 
can be completely and exhaustively 
discussed without referring to the facts 
pending judicial decision. My iv.o 
arguments are; What you are entitled 
to discuss at this stage is only the 
principle, and secondly for the purpose 
of discussing the principle of a Bill 
the facts of the cases wldch may be 
pending are unnecessary and irrele¬ 
vant, therefore they need not be ad¬ 
verted to. 

SHRI MADHU UMAYE; If the dis¬ 
cussion of the general principle re¬ 
quires certain facts to be adduced in 
support? 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Mr. Limaye 
is going into relevancy and permissi¬ 
bility. Relevancy *is circumscribed by 
certain rules of procedure. Something 
may be relevant. But there aye cer¬ 
tain rules of procedure which say: 
thus far and no further, even if rele¬ 
vant. Rule 352(1) gays that a Member 
while speaking shall not refer to any 
matter of fact on which a judicial 
decision is pending. There is a distinc¬ 
tion to be drawn between cases pend¬ 
ing and facts pending judicial deci¬ 
sion. You may generally refer to 
cases but you cannot refer to facts 
pending judicial decision. The rule of 
relevancy is g mandatory provision. I 
have already submitted that >t is not 
relevant But even if it is relevant it 
canm^ over-rule the mandatory pro¬ 
hibition in rule 352(1). 
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My friend Mr, Limaye says: what 
about the privilegea The Constitution 
contemplates two types of things; one 
is the rules of procedure. The other 
is the rights and privileges of Members 
of Parliament. Article 118 covers the 
Rules of procedure. Rules of Proce¬ 
dure have been framed and they have 
been codified and they are binding on 
us, and therefore we do not look up 
to the British Parliament in this 
matter. With respect to the privileges 
there is article 105(3) in our Consti¬ 
tution and that applies to our privi¬ 
leges. 

“In other respects, the pow'^rf/. 
privileges and immunities of 
House of Parli .uncut, and of the 
members and the committees of each 
House, shall be such as may from 
time to time be defined by Parlia¬ 
ment by law, and, until so defined 
shall be those of the House of Com¬ 
mons of the Parliament of United 
Kingdom, and of its members and 
committees, at the commencement ol 
this Constitution.” 

So. the rules of procedui-c are framed 
here and the House of Commons does 
not come in. But about privileges, wo 
have advisedly refused to frame ilie 
law and we are being governed by the 
precedents of the House of Commons, 
according to which where the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the House comes, the magi-s- 
trate’s court does not come in and the 
sub judice rule does not apply. There¬ 
fore, privilege matters are not sub)eet 
to sub judice. This is not a privilege 
motion. This is procedural. Under 
rule 352(1), the principle alone can be 
discussed without reference to the facts 
of any case. When you discuss the 
principle, you are governed by the 
rules of relevancy one of which, i.c. 
rule 352(1) says that you shall not 
refer to any fact which is pending 
judicial decision. You should **ot 
permit any irrelevant or unnecessary 
reference to be made. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): Sir, 
the objection compendioui^ Is that a 
meaningful debate on the Bill is not 
{Kwslble unless facts of sub jutftee 
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matters are referred to, I shall show 
you precedents on this point and the 
ruling given by the Chair where a 
similar situation arose and a member 
raised an objtetion that a particular 
motion could not be debated without 
referring to certain matters which 
were pending in High Courts* and the 
Supreme Court. The Speaker ruled 
that the motion nonetheless would be . 
debated excepting that the facts shall 
not be referred to- Actually, no facts 
involved in any case are at all ger¬ 
mane to the considevation of this Bill 
at all. What is the object of ihis Bill? 
The object of this Bill is to restine the 
law to its position status quo anU 
Kanwar Lai Gupta vs. Amar Nath 
Chaw la’s case, the postulates of section 
77 Sg it was intended and understood 
Irefore this judgment was rendered by 
fbe Supreme Court was sought to be 
re.stored, no more and no., less. The 
tacts r/f each ca-se would remain what 
tlrtiy are; they would continie, they 
,fre unaltered, so far as this taw ia lOn- 
cerned, whether this law is made ''■r 
is not made. All that we are seeking 
to do is. on a principle, to take a deci¬ 
sion, should it commend iteself to this 
House to pass this Bill, that .action 
77 will not include party expenses. 
That wc.s the clear \iew of the 
Supreme Court al.so in Boddepalli Ea- 
'}agopala Kao vs. N. G. Ranga AIR. 
1971-7SC267, where in terms it has 
been stated—and this case has not 
been considered in Amar Nath 
Chawla’s case— 

“Expenditure, if any, incurred by 
the party which sponsored the can¬ 
didature of the candidate cannot be 
taken into account for the purposes 
■of determining whether the corrupt 
practice within the meaning of sec¬ 
tion 123(6> was committed by the 
candidate.”. 

Therefore, the entire endeavour is to 
restore the law t© the position at 
which it stood before this decision of 
the Supreme Court was rendered. 
Therefore, the basic premise on which 
the entire objection is founded, that 

this sort of reference to particular 
facts and cases is utterly indispensa- 
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ble, is, I submit, utterly untenable, 
an argument, if I iiu^y call it, of des¬ 
pair, and possibly—I do not like to 
state that since Shri Madhu Limaye 
has gone away, at his back—I think it 
is very highly politically motivated. 
They want to bring in irrelevant mat¬ 
ters, utterly matters unrelated to the 
principles involved in this. For this 
purpose, permission L being sought, 
and if that is so, sucli permission shall 
not be granted by the Chair. (Inter¬ 
ruptions) . 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; This Bill from 
A to Z is political. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I am refer¬ 
ring to the decision of the Speaker on 
an identical point. He wa.s in the same 
predicament ag you are in today. And 
this is the precedent, at page 90l of 
Kaul and Shakdher, which reads thus: 

“On September 26, 1955, ittcf tne 
Minister of Home Affairs had moved 
the motion for cemsideration of the 
Prize Competitions Bill, a member, 
on a point of order submitted that 
the subject-matter ©f the legislation 
being* sub judice, the discussion on 
the motion should not be proceeded 
with.”. 

The facts were on all fours on that 
point of order, as they are toda 3 ^ 

"He argued that the subject- 
matter of the proposed legislation 
fell within entry 34.... of the State 
List and the validity ©f certain laws 
dealing with the same subject nad 
been challenged in the High Court 
of Bombay. The High Court had 
upheld the contention of the Peti¬ 
tioners against which the Bombay 
Government had gone up in appeal 
to the Supreme Court and the ques¬ 
tion whether the subject-matter fell 
within the State field was pending 
adjudication by the Supreme Court. 
While the matter was pending, tlte 
member contended, it would be diffi¬ 
cult to have a real debate without 

reference to the matters which were 
stib jttdice.” 
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That is what >s stated today. 

“The Speaker ruled out the point 
of order and observed that the 
debate in the House could not pre- 
'judice the hearing of the appeal by 
the Supreme Court. The Speaker 
allowed the debate on the niotion 
to proceed, with the only limilaiion 
that members should not lefei' to 
the facts of the particular case undei' 
appeal." 

This is a precedent, an extremely 
healthy precedent. In view of the fact 
that under similar circumstances a de¬ 
cision of the Chair exists, I submit that 
there ig absolutely no warrant at this 
juncture for both the points oi order 
to allow or to grant permission to any 
Member to re*'er to any facts whatso¬ 
ever of any particular case which is 
sub judice. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHKA; 
At the moment we are on the subject 
of what should be the scope of the 
discussion, within what ambit the c‘is- 
CUSSion has lo remain confined. May 
I draw your attention to the State¬ 
ment of Objects and Peasons. yaviiou- 
larly the sentence: 

“In view of the effect whloh such 
interpretation might have particu¬ 
larly with reference to the candi¬ 
dates.”

Hov, 
can you take objections to those facts 
l>eing pre.scnted to the House? li 
those facts are really available to us 
by the courts, you cannot come in the 
way of presenting those facts before 
the Hou.se. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA

So, my humble submission is that if 
this measure seeks to insulate, ano 
that is the primary intention of this 
measure to insulate 180 cases from the 
effect of the recent Supreme Court 
Judgement, then this House will have 
to go into many aspects of 180 cases. 

It is the Government which has made 
the basis of this measure. It is not 
this House which has made too bai-is 
of this measure.

Again. I am cmphasi'zing tiic wru J 
‘particuiurly’. 

. . .“parlicularly with reference to 
the candidate.s again.sl whom elec¬ 
tion petitions are pending.,". 

Now this is tile operative part of the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons: 

“ .it became urgently necessary 
to clarify the intention underlying 
the provisions contained in section 
77 of the Representation of the Peo¬ 
ple Act, 1951, namely...” 

This is tlio dominant intention of the 
Bill; 

“. . that in computing the maxi¬ 
mum amount under that section, any 
expenditure inewred or authori.sed 
by any other peison or body 
of persons or political parties 
should not be taken into account. As 
Parliament was not in session, the 
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President promulgated on 19th Octo¬ 
ber, 1974, the Representation of the 
People (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1974.” 

If you read the whole paragraph, 
vou will find that there is no scope for 
interpreting it differently. The main 
purpose of this Bill is to clarify the 
position of the law, principally and 
predominantly. Reference to the cases 
comes. But incidentally as I submitt¬ 
ed, the expression here is *might have’. 
It might have the effect or might not 
have the effect. Therefore, to say that 
this Bill is being brought predomi¬ 
nantly or principally or primarily to 
protect any particular cases is totally 
wrong interpretation of the Objects 

and Re8.sons of this Bill. The main 
purpose is to enunciate the principle, 
to clarify the position, of law. That 
IS why the paragraph says: 

.. In view of the effect which such 
interpretation might have particu¬ 
larly with reference to the candi¬ 
dates .... ” 

This is also for application to all 
future cases which might occur. There¬ 
fore, to put an interpretation that the 
Government has considered all tho.se 
■cases, ha-s gone into the facts of the 
cases, Ls wrong. How can Govern¬ 
ment do that? The tacts have to be 
established by courts. The facts will 
be found out by courts. Therefore, the 
predominant intention of this Bill is 
to clarify the position ir» principle, in 
la.w. It mght have repercussions on 
the pending cases or it might not have. 
.Every legislation that is brought forth 
into this House will have one repre- 
cussion or another on any other case 
irrespective of the fact whether in 
the statement of Objects and Reasons 
a general or incidental reference to it 
is made or not. 

My hon. friend, Shri Shyamnandan 
Mishra, was giving a very interesting 
interinretation about facts. He says 
that they know the facts from the 
. Press. The facts on which the court 
:,^^as to judicially determine are not yet 


facts in the real sense of the term. 
Rules specifically say that the facts on 
which judicial verdict are pending are 
not actually facts. They may be alle¬ 
gations, they may be absolutely false 
allegations. You may treat them aiS 
facts, but the court may ultimately 
say that they are not facts. 

Even with regard to privilege mat¬ 
ters. though academically it can be 
said that, irrespective of the power of 
the court, where certain facts have to 
be ascertained which arc common to 
a privilege motion and to a judicial 
determination, on which conclusions 
can be drawn by the Parliament or by 
the court, academically, theoretically, 
it could be said that the Parliament 
has the power. Yet, in fact, in prac¬ 
tice, even in the Privileges Commit¬ 
tee—had been a member of the Pri¬ 
vileges Committee—where the same 
facts have to be determined by the 
court of law and the same facts have 
to be determined by the Privileges 
Committee, the practice in the Privi¬ 
leges Committee has been not to start 
a parallel inquiry but to wait for the 
determination of the facts by court. 
Cases have been kept pending in the 
Privileges Committee, waiting for the 
court verdict. Therefore, my respect¬ 
ful submission is that where the ob¬ 
ject of the Bill is to protect the pend¬ 
ing cases, the law is bad. The object of 
the Bill is to lay down the law for 
future time which may affect pending 
cases or which may not affect 
pending cases and a reference to this 
comes only as a matter of incidence, as 
an incidental matter and which Ls 
rightly referred to as only an inciden¬ 
tal reference. That is the msClor inten¬ 
tion to clarify the principle as laid. 

Now all these things they are bring¬ 
ing in obviously with political mo¬ 
tives and to draw certain conclusions 
and for certain ptu-poses. Therefore, 
my submission is to read that thia 
BiU primarily intendeds to protect the 
pending cases would be wrong in the 
light of the submissions I have made. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipott): 
, Unlike many hon. Members who tifive 
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twen speaking, 1 am like you not a 
lawyer.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; We are 
in tne same boat. 

f 

SHRi IND-RAJIT GUPTA: 1 am re¬ 
ferring to the question once again, with 
your permission. The question you 
have posed before the House at the 
end of your observations a little while 
ago, according to you, is: whether or 
not these pending petitions actually 
require the protection of this ordinance 
and Bill. Now, to that, I wish to add 
a supplementary question. How are 
we to be a satisfied on this point? 
Who is to satisfy us on that? Some¬ 
body has to satisfy us. Simply this 
bald statement made in the Statement 
of Objects and Reasons will, not suffice. 
Somebody has to satisfy us. We can¬ 
not just take, at the face ' alue, an 
assertion made by th^ Government 
through the Law Minister. Therefore, 
it is obvious that when replying to 
this question, some information, some 
data have to be supplied by the Gov¬ 
ernment. It has not been supplied so 
far. He says, ‘When I reply at the 
end of the whole discussion. I will 
give certain facts’. But that should 
have come here first of all in the body 
of the Statement of Objects and Rea¬ 
sons. 

Now, Sir, in that my difficulty is this, 
that, if out of these 180 cases, there are 
some, whether they are a few or many 
or if it is only one case, I do not know, 
in which the allegation... 

SHHI JAGANNATH RAO JOSHI 
(Shajapur); One at least I know. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA:... is con¬ 
cerning excessive election expenditure, 
expenditure in excess of the prescrib¬ 
ed ceiling, even if it is only one case, 
I suppose, Mr. Qokhale can come and 
say that since all these oases involve 
hem. iientbers, eUher of this House or 
of otiier Houses ... 

SHRI SOTAMHANDAN MISHRA: 

Asseai^MsM 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; Ag also 
the Houses in the States, he may argue 
that even if there is only one such case 
and if the other 179 cases rest on other 
pieas, not on the plea of exces^ve ex¬ 
penses, even then, since the rights of 
all members are equal, 1 am duty 
bound, in order to protect the rights 
of that one member, out of 180, to bring 
an ordinance like this. I am giving 
an extreme example because he has 
ahready stated that he could not give 
the exact figure, that there afft a good 
number of cases pending, which deal 
with excessive expenses. 

The point of principle involved 
seems to be that even if there is one 
case involving excessive ‘expenditure, 
Whether the Government hw a right 

or not—I am not going into the merits, 
merits we will discuss later—to come 
forward with this type of legislation on 
the ground of protecting the right of 
that member. My difficulty is...(lTi- 
terruptions) I would have understood 
if this ordinance was in terms of what 
is stated in the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons, and the Government had 
taken this step—because nobody likes 
ordinances in any case—and if the 
application of this ordinance had b«n 
specifically restricted to only pending 
petitions and the Government had said 
that as for the future, let us all sit 
down and have a discussion, we want 
to consult the Opposition what to do 
but for the time being, because these 
cases are pending and we want to pro¬ 
tect them, we are having this ordi¬ 
nance which specifically states that its 
applicability extends only to the pend¬ 
ing petitions, as for cases in ♦he future 
we are not doing anything just now 
and we will sit with the Opposition 
as expeditiously as possible and have 
a discussion and take their views into 
consideration.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
That is in fact what the hon. Law 
Minister said to the Press that for 
future we are prepared t© discuss this 
matter. We do not stand permanently 
for this "View that this expenditure 
should not be included in4he account 
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Of expenditufie of a particular candi- 
tate. For the future our mind is open 
on the subject. This is precisely what 
he had said to the Press.

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE; Would Mr. 
Mishra be satisfied if Mr. Gakhale 
says that on compassionate grounds 
the judgement should not apply to the 
Prime Minister? 

SHRI INDRAJIt GUPTA; I would 
htimbly submit the Chair will have 
to now squarely face this question. 
There is no way of avoiding it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You have 
put me in a square. I am a round 
peg in a square hole. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: As to 
whether it is possible to proceed with 
the consideration of this Bill in its 
present form until and unless the 
House is given satisfaction that really 
these pending petitions required pro¬ 
tection—^I do nOt mean by that as some 
friends seem to be suggesting here, I 
do not agree with them, that all the 
facts relating to all those petitions are 
to be discussed. (Interruptions). 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
My hon. friend must address himself 
to this question if the Government 
tries to influence the judgement of the 
rourt in the vital aspect; is it not the 
intention of the Government to in¬ 
fluence the judgment of the court in 
180 cases or say even 25 per cent of 
‘hose cases in one vital aspect by this 
measure? It is their intention to in¬ 
fluence the court. That is the object. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; Anyway 
as far as those documents are con- 
•cemed pertaining to those cases which 
are accessible doctunents and not se¬ 
cret. documents, if any hon Member 
. thinks that he can cull out something 
out of those vital documents which is 
^^.relevimt for the discussion, this is for 
Ihe Chafir to judge whether it is rele- 
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vant or not relevant. For the time be¬ 
ing 1 am saying—^I am finishing by 
posing this question—whether the 
consideration of this Bill can proceed 
without the Government giving some 
satisfaction to this House on the ques¬ 
tion whether these 180 cases really re¬ 
quired protection or did not require 
protection. Nothing has been put be- 
lore us except a bald statement or 
assertions contained in the Statement 
of Objects and Reasons. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Sir, the 
question whethter the House is satis¬ 
fied or not is a question which the 
House will decide when the motion for 
consideration is put to the vote. It is 
not a question of some Members say¬ 
ing that they are not satisfied. It is not 
a legal point on which discussion of the 
consideration motion can be stopped. 
Even at the end of the discussion if the 
House comes to the conclusion on the 
material which is put before the House, 
if the House comes to the conclusion 
that on these facts it cannot be taken 
into consideration the House will vote 
it out. 

At this stage, it cannot be stopped 
from being considered. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
We are only seeking guidance with re¬ 
gard to the scope of the discussion; 
we are not trying to prevent tlie dis¬ 
cussion. We are only seeking guid¬ 
ance from the Chair so far as the 
scope of the discussion is concerned; 
we ard* not preventing the discussion. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: You did 
not say that. But, it was said here 
that before some discussion, considera¬ 
tion cannot procede. To that I was 
replying. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur); 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, it has been 
very ably argued by my hon. friend, 
Shri Indra’jit Gupta just now and 1 
would request you in this particular 
case not to rely On the legal wiadoir 
of the hon. Law Minister because he h 
a party to it end he cannot be objec¬ 
tive but he will always be lubjective 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I rely on 
lim just as I rely on you. But, I make 
ny own decision. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I‘am not 
1 legal luminary. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Nor am 
I. I go by commonsense. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: What I say^ 
is that in this particular case, since the 
Law Minister is directly involved, I 
would request you to direct him—the 
Government—to call the Attorny 
General before the House. I am pre¬ 
pared to move an oral or even a writ¬ 
ten motion. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I shall 
come to that. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Sir, I re¬ 
quest you to direct the Government to 
summon the Attorney.General to 
come here. In this particular case— 
Shri Kanwarlal Gupta vs. Shri Amar 
Nath Chawla—Shri Chawla has al¬ 
ready filed an injunction petition in 
the Supreme Court. And naturally, 
every election petition is likely to be 
discussed. I am going to quote that 
argument in the election petitions. I 
request you therefore to call the At- 
orney General to come and address 
he House. I shall move the motion. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: The narrow 
question is as to what should be the 
scope of the discussion. The question 
is not whether the consideration 
motion should be moved or not. Am 
I right in understanding this? 

I We may start the discussion on the 
i consideration motion in the 

meanwhile, there are questions which 
ire of such nature which require your 
Ruling, you can give your ruling. 

SEVERAL HON. MEMBERS: No, no. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am not 
((ivihg my ruling. I am just trying to 
put it to you. Now the question is: 
whether, in course of discussion, Mem- 

hers can refi^'to the facts of any of 
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those 180 cases pending before the 
court. 11113 is the question before me. 
Now, if we start the discussion— 
have said it—there is nothing to stop 
it. The only point is about the scope, 
whether they can refer to the debts. 
This is a limited question. If I go by 
what the Minister says, we start the 
discusion. At this stage, I can nei¬ 
ther stop nor permit members to make 
references to those cases. 

At this stage, I can only say that 
either you proceed or leave the deci¬ 
sion to the wisdom of the House. 
But, if anybody, at this stage, makes a 
reference, I cannot stop him and if I 

cannot stop him, I cannot stop others 

later on. That will be discriminatory. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: There are 
Members who are willing to speak, as 
Shri Shyamnandan Mishra spoke, with 
out reference to the cases. Those who 
can speak without reference to the 
cases may be called now. If it is not 
unnecessary filibustering, then, there 
are Members who can speak and who 
can effectively participate in the dis¬ 
cussion of this Bill. Shri Shyamnandan 
Mishra made a very eloquent and fer¬ 
vent plea to the House objecting to 
the Ordinance. But, not a word, not 
a sentence was there in his speech 
which referred to the facts of any of 
the cases which are pending. My 
submission. Sir, is that until your 
ruling, you may be pleased to direct 
that the discussion ^ould commence 
excepting that the Members should 
not refer to any of the facts until 
your ruling comes forth on this point. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I think I 
was a little irresponsible even to say 
that the discussion wil] go on and 
leave it to the House, to the wisdom 
of the House I think that is some¬ 
what irresponsible for me. In a 
moment of weakness, I was trying to 
run away from my responsibility. 
Now, I think, I have to do my duty as 
long as I sit here. Let us be very 
clear. I am in a jam, not long jump. 
Let me put it to you, I am in a long 
jam. The scope of this Bill is to re- 
' place the Ordinance, and therefore. 
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we have also to refer to the Ordi¬ 
nance. What is an Ordinance? 
An Ordinance is an extra-ordi¬ 
nary law naade by the President 
when Parliament is not in Session be- 
cau% the circumstances are so urgent 
that this particular type of law is 
called for. I think that is clear. Now, 
in the Statement of reasons for this 
Ordinance, Government have said— 
am referring to the reasons for this 
Ordinance— 

“The Supreme Court in the recent 
case of Kanwar Lai Gupta vs. A. N. 
Chawla and others, had, however, 
given a wider intrepretation to the 
expression ‘incurred or authorised’ 
so as to include within its scope ex¬ 
penses incurred not only by the 
candidate or his election agent, but 
also by a political party. There was 
every likelihood of such wide Intre¬ 
pretation being followed in other 
election petition which were pend¬ 
ing and in which the issue related 
to the question of incurring or autho¬ 
rising of expenditure at an elec¬ 
tion.” 

They also further say: 

“In that event, candidates who had 
fought elections on the basis of the 
provisions of the law in this behalf, 
as they were, well-understood and 
according to the previous decisions 
of the courts, would have been ex¬ 
posed to the risk of their elections 
being set aside, which situation 
would undoubtedly have been un¬ 
fair to such candidates. It became 
herefore, necessary to clarify the 
intention underlying the provisions 
contained in section 77 of the Rep¬ 
resentation of the People Act, 1951, 
namely, ^hat in computing the ma- 
ximiun amount under that section 
any expenditure incurred or autho¬ 
rised by any other person or body 
of pei»ons or political parties should 
not be taken into account.” 

So I think it is very clear that the 
whcde pMxpeee of the Ordinance dnd 
B&l' iB to protect Ihe members of 


this House or of the other Houses in 
this country from fee efBect 0 * the 
Supreme Court judgement. We eaunot 
get away from that. 

Therefore, this question is very im¬ 
portant'whether—and this is the basis 
of this entire Ordinance and the BillI-~- 
members can be debarred from refer¬ 
ring to these various cases and the 
facb thereto. Shri Salv^ has pointed 
out to me a certain case. I say I 
cannot give my opinion on that un¬ 
less I study whether that particular 
Bill is the same like this. This Is a 
very unusual Bill. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; The Law 
Minister wants us to discuss this with¬ 
out referring to those cases. It is just 
like the bikini suit where we can see 
everything but not what we want to 
see. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: People 
are tired of bikinis now. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: 1 may sub¬ 
mit that you may rule thaFthey refer 
to it.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; The 
question which has to be replied lo 
through this Bill’s debate ig whether 
the 180 cases which have been afford¬ 
ed protection by the promulgation of 
the Ordinance deserve protection on 
their merits. Without that it is-almost 
impossible to say a word in favour or 
against this Bill. The Law Minister 
should be directed immediately to pro¬ 
duce the plaints together with affida¬ 
vits, statements because the Rae Bareli 
case i.s the most brilliant; I have got 
the affidavit and statements also; 32 
jeeps.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Do not 
go into all that. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I have 
not menitioned the case; there 's no 
case before the Supreme Court or the 
High Court named as the Rae Bared 
case. The plaints, affidavits and state¬ 
ments have to be circulated to the 
Members and adequate time has to be 
given so that w-e are able to apply our 
mind. 

SHRI BARBARA SINGH: You put 
in a motion to the House. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: All right; 
I will put in a motion, under the same 
rule under which Shri Raghu Ramaiah 
does, that the House hereby decides 
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that tne plaints, together with aiTida- 
vits, and statements be circulated to 
the House and sufficient times be given 

to the Members of the House for mak¬ 
ing a thorough study so that they are 
able to come to their own judgement 
whether the ordinance has nullified 
the Supreme Court judgement and 
gone out of the way to afford protec¬ 
tion to the persons who have been 
accused... {Interruptions). All right, 
defendants or respondents. I am not a 
lawyer. Only then could the moot 
question be decided whether the 180 
cases deserve protection qu their merit 
or not. That is the moot question. So 
it should be circulated; the time should 
be given and then only we can discuss; 
then only the Bill could come before 
the House for discussion. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): I must say, Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, that it is rather 
extra-ordinary for Mr. Stephen to 
get up and suggest to the House that 
they had consulted among themselves 
and also they consulted the Minister. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: I did not 
say that at all. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I beg 
your pardon; some senior Member 
from the Congress Party got up and 
suggested after some apparent conr 
sultations with the Minister and 
among themselves and asked you to 
give a certain ruling. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: They can 
always make suggestion. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: I must 
straightaway say that he had made 
two allegations: consultation and 
submission.

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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Let us 
have things clear. At one stage Mr. 
Salve did get up and say: you may 
rule that reference may be allowed; 
he said that,' I hope that has gone on 
record. I, have taken note of that 
too. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I also 
saw some movement going on. Let not 
the Government depend on the op¬ 
position’s mercy and vice versa. Let 
us go by rules and conventions. Mr. 
Salve quoted the Speaker’s ruling in 
1955. We do not know at this stage 
what was the precise nature of that 
Bill and what were the implications 
of that Bill. Without studying them, 
how can we compare the two? I have 
some compromise formula for your 
consideration. If you say merely, 
“Let the debate continue. If some¬ 
body says something irrelevant, the 
Chair will stop him’’ that will be very 
difficult because many things would 
have gone on record by then. Before 
you ask a member to sit down, there 
will be a lot of noise from either side. 
Instead of that, if the Law Minister 
were to provide a digest of the broad 
aspects of the 180 cases which are 
pending, for which he has come with 
this Bill, then we can study it and 
refer at least to those aspects without 
going into details. The Chair may 
kindly allow the members who parti¬ 
cipate in the discussion to refer to 
such of the cases—one or more—by 
way of illustration to strengthen some 
of the general and fundamental points 
which we may be making on this 
Bill. If this via media is accepted, 
we will be able to refer to the impor¬ 
tant aspects involved.

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI (Gauhati): Sir^ opposition 
members have contended, that this 
Bill has been brought forth to save 
the election petitions of 180 persona 
against whom election petitions are 
pendng, and, therefore, these things 
should be referred to in this House. 
But if we look to the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons, it is clear that 
the purpose of this Bill is not really 
to protect the election cases of the 
180 petitions, but the purpose of this 
Bill is to restore the position of sec¬ 
tion 77, as Shri Salve put it, status quo 
ante Kanwarlal Gupta case. The pur¬ 
pose of this Bill is to properly convey 
the intentions of the legislature, so 
far as section 77 is concerned. So far 
section 77 was interpreter! to mean 
that while the election expenses in¬ 
curred expressly by * an individual 
candidate would he counted, the ex¬ 
penses incurred by the political party 
would not be counted for the purpose 
of computing and deciding whether it 
exceeds the limit or not. That was 
the decision of many judgments of 
the Supreme Court. In the latest 
case of Shri Kaowar Lai Gupta the 
Supreme Court gave a judgment 
which, to a certain extent, is contra¬ 
dictory to its earlier judgment. There¬ 
fore, it was thought just and proper 
that the intention of the legislature, 
so far a« section 77 is concerned, 
should be made clear and unambigu¬ 
ous. 

If you please look at the Statenifent 
of Objects and Reasons, it says: 

“The expression ‘incurred or 
authorized’ had not been construed 
so as to bring within its purview the 
expenditure incurred by a political 
party in its campaign or by any 
person other than the candidate un¬ 
less incurred by such third person 
as the candidate’s agent. In other 
words, the provisions of section 77 
and clause (6) of section 123 have 
b^n Intended and understood toi 
he Tfwtrtints on the candidate’s 


That Vi as the main intention of sec¬ 
tion 77 as it was framed and jt stood 
the scrutiny of judiciary till now. The 
main object of this Bill is to make 
that intention clear. Whether it ulti¬ 
mately, and if so how, reflects on the 
180 election petitions is an incidental 
question and it is also a moot ques¬ 
tion. 

In fact, while my hon. friends are 
referring to the question of the pend¬ 
ing election petitions, they have not 
ready placed before you the sentence 
in the Statement of Objects Rea¬ 
sons in its proper perspective. It 
says; 

“In view of the effect which such 
interpretation might have parti¬ 
cularly with reference to the candi¬ 
dates against whom election peti¬ 
tions are pending, it became urgent¬ 
ly necessary to clarify the inten¬ 
tion underlying the provisions con¬ 
tained in section 77 of the Repre¬ 
sentation of the People Act....” 

It is not as if this Bill has been 
brought in to protect the interests of 
the persons against whom election 
petitions are pending. This Bill has 
been brought in only to clarify the 
intention. If the House agrees with 
the intention for which the Goverii- 
ment has brought this Bill, if the 
House agrees that the intention of 
section 77 should be as it is explained 
in the explanation in this Bill, then 
whether it affects the elections peti¬ 
tions or not is a matter with which 
We are not at all concerned, because 
it may depend on the election peti¬ 
tion and the way in which the Sup¬ 
reme Court interprets it in the differ¬ 
ent election petitions. 

What We are concerned with is that 
the latest judgment of the Supreme 
Court on section 77 did not really 
reflect the intentions of the legisla¬ 
ture and, therefore, there is the risk 
that the legislature’s intention not 
being very clearly reflated in the 
judgment, it may adversely affect 
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some of the pending election petitions. 
I'nerefore, we wanted to express in 
clear and categorical terms how we 
feel section 77 should be understood. 
When this actually becomes law, how 
it will affect the election petitions is 
a matter with which this House is not 
directly concerned with, though inci¬ 
dentally it may come in. 

Therefore, for the purpose of a 
discussion of this Bill the reference to 
the election petitions ia absolutely an 
irrelevant matter. Therefore, my res¬ 
pectful submission is that, following 

the conventions and the rules that sub 
judice matters are not referred to in 
this House, you should not permit a 
reference to the election petitions 
because that will open the Uoodgate 
and will also prejudice those cases. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgram): As to what Mr. 
Goswami has mentioned, his argu¬ 
ments are contradictory. 

Here in the Sstatement of Objects 
and Reasons, it is mentioned: 

“However, in the recent case of 
Kanwar Lai Gupta vs. A. N. Chawla 
and others (Civil Appeal No. 1549 
of 1972 decided On 3rd October, 

' 1974), the Supreme Court has inter¬ 
preted the aforementioned expres¬ 
sion “incurred or authorized” as 
including within itg scope expenses 
incurred by a political party or 
other person referred to above. In 
view of the effect which such inter¬ 
pretation mi^t have iparticularly 
with reference to the candidates 
against whom election petitions are 
pending, it became urgently neces¬ 
sary to clarify the intention under¬ 
lying the provisions contained in 
section 77 of the Representation of 
the People Act, 1951,.. 

It has been olearly mentioned here 
that, it became urgently necessary to 
clarify the intentions underlying the 
provisioag . contained in section 77 of 
Representation of the People 
' with reference to th** 
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candidates against whom election 
petitions are pending. 

I want to know from the hon. 
Minister, hot only 180 cases, how 
many cases are concerned with excess 
election expenses. We are going to 
amend section 77 of the Representa¬ 
tion of the People Act, 1951. From 
19&2, there have be% so many Gene¬ 
ral Elections. I want to know how 
many election petitions were filed 
against elected Members where elec¬ 
tions were set aside for incurring 
more expenses than prescribed in 
section 77 of the Representation of 
the People Act, 1951. If it is the only 
check after passing this Bill, that is 
a different matter. 

Before Mr. A. N. Chawla’s case, 
naturally, there were many elections 
which were set aside for incurring 
excess expenses. So, I want to know 
what necessitated the Government to 
promulgate thia Ordinance and to 
come befOTe the House to pass this 
type of anti-people Bill. I want to 
l^w this from the Government

Government have not been unaware 
Of the seriousness of the problem re¬ 
lating to election expenses and have, 
in fact, endeavoured to place before 
the Joint Committee of Parliament 
constituted by the Speaker for the 
purpose the recommendations made by 
the Election C(/mmission in regard to 
the legal provisions relating to elec¬ 
tion expenses, and the Committee 
which included representatives of 
most of the major parties, after giving 
serious thought to the problem, came 
to the conclusion that due to various 
practical difficulties it is not possible 
to require political parties to account 
for the expenses incurred by them for 
the election campaign of their candi¬ 
dates. The Committee, however, 
^pvoured the continuance of the exist- 
- ing legal provisions providing for 
restrictions on election expenses since 
in almost all countries of the world 
where representative form of Gov¬ 
ernment prevails, provisions as to 
election expenses have been made.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Distribution and Sale of Medium and 
Coarse Cloth 

*454. SHRI HARI KISHORE 
SINGH: Will the Minister of COM¬ 
MERCE be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government propose 
to exercise stricter control over the 
sale and distribution of medium and 
coarse cloth in the country; and 

. (b) if .so, the broad outlines of the 

proposal? 

- THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA): 
(a) and (b). There is already con¬ 
trol over the distribution of 
certain specified varieties of 
coarse and medium cloth known 
as controlled cloth. The con¬ 
trolled cloth is being distributed 
through the National Cooperati\'e 
Consumers Federation and Coopera¬ 
tive Societies affiliated to it and Mills’ 
own Retail Shops. The State Govern- 
meiits have now been asked to sell 
the controlled cloth on the basis of 
ration cards/household cards and to 
persons with a monthly income of 
less than Rs. 400. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH: Is 
the hon. Minister aware of malprac¬ 
tices in tbe distribution of controlled 
cloth by the consumer co-operative 
societies all of whom are nominated 
and not elected bodies? Shortage of 
supply and irregularity of supply lead 
to these malpractices. If he is aware 
of this, what is he going to do to 
correct these malpractices. 

PROP. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Some reports of maliwactices have 
been brought to our notice. This is 
by individual people, not of the co¬ 
operatives. It is for th* State Gov- 
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ernments to supervise the functioning 
or malfunctioning of the co-opera¬ 
tives. If they bring these to our 
notice, we take necessary steps. No 
specific allegations about malpractices 
of co-operatives have been brought to 
our notice, but individual consumers 
have shown us the substandard cloth. 

About shortages, there is a sort of 
imbalance between the different 
varieties of cloth, dhotis, saris, long 
cloth, shirting etc. Some mills pro¬ 
duce only long cloth and less of 
dhotis and saris. This imbalance is 
there. It has been brought to our 
notice. We are taking appropriate 
action insisting on each mill to pro¬ 
duce their due quota of the different 
varieties of controlled cloth. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH: I 
get the impression that there is a cer¬ 
tain bias in favour of supply to the 
urban centres at the cost of the rural 
centres because the urban people can 
make a lot of noise and have also 
access to the seats of power and the 
Ministers. May I know if this imba¬ 
lance in the supply between the rural 
and urban centres is going to be recti¬ 
fied? 

In this context, in the last quarter 
how much cloth has been supplied 
to the State of Bihar and how does 
it compare with the supply to cities 
like Delhi and Bombay? 

PROF. D. P.'CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
The hon. member is right in pointing 
out that in the total quantum of 
controlled cloth distribution till date 
there is a sort of bias towards the 
town people because our net work of 
distribution is not wide enough to 
reach the rurfil areas. But now steps 
have been taken to see that the dis¬ 
tribution network covers the semi- 
urban areas comprising a population 
of, say, ISiOOO—20,000. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH: 
What about the villages?^ 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA; 
1. w coming to that. It is a valuable, 
digestion. We have, also asked 


State Governments to see and explore 
the possibility of opening new retail 
shops under the NCCF the National 
Consumers’ Co-operatives Federation 
or the State-level co-operatives so 
that down to the village level these 
shops would be opened. But it will 
take some" time; it is an administra¬ 
tive problem and also a credit pro¬ 
blem. But steps are being taken.

PROF, D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
I have already said, as he is demons¬ 
trating, that some of the cloths of 
standard variety are in fact sub¬ 
standard and we are discussing this 
matter with the NTC. t had a meet¬ 
ing with my colleague Mr. Pal the 
other day and; we heve examined 
some of the samples, shpwn, as the 
oni^. shown hy the. hon. .hiember Just 
now. We are tr^g to widen the 
network pC (^tributim and the fact 
th^ we are ihslstbg; that only people 
with less thhn Rs, ^ indotim will be 
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eligible for' standard cloth shows that 
we want to cover the poorer sections 
)f the people, including the adivasis. 

DR. KAILAS: May I know how 
and why this estimate ]aas been 
arrived at that only 10 metres of 
:loth and 2 dhotis and 2 saris are to 
be supplied per year? It is abso¬ 
lutely insufficient. Has it been 
brought to the notice of Government 
that this insufficient supply of cloth 
is iiot sufficient and is only a mockery 
■jf the whole system? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Till March 1974, production was only 
400 million metres. From April this 
year we have raised it to 800 million 
metres, which accounts for nearly 24 
per cent of the total production. It 
is true that even this is not enough 
for the purpose and we are thinking 
of raising it further. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB; In view of 
the fact that Government are seized 
of the problem, may I ask the minis¬ 
ter to furnish details of the distribu¬ 
tion apparatus w'hich will be used to 
aisure that the cloth does not go into 
the black market in this country? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
The existing distribution channels are 
five in number. (1) Mills’ own 
authorised retail shops; (2) super¬ 
bazars in the cooperative sector; (S') 
national cooperative consumers’ fede¬ 
ration and their chain of cooperative 
institutions; (4) fair price shops ap¬ 
proved by the State Government; and 
(5) aiy other cooperative agency 
approved by the Government. As I 
have said, we are trying to widen 
further the number of channels and 
the Government authorised retail net¬ 
works.

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA; 
We have received a complaint of that 
sort. A complaint was voiced on the 
floor of this House by a colleague of 
ours. We have already instructed 
the Textile Commissioner to look 
into the matter. As soon as we get 
the report, appropriate action, penal 
action if v.ecessary, would be taken. 

Coming to the first question about 
the number of distribution units, I 
cannot enumerate them because their 
number has increased and is increas¬ 
ing. I can only say that in order to 
cov'er a wider area we are thinking 
of allowing the State Governmt%its to 
bring comlaints to the notice of the 
Textile Commissioner and also close 
cooperation between the National 
Textile Corporation and the private 
sector so that more number of units 
for distribution are opened. The 
NTC has also been asked and allowed 
to open many more centres. More 
private retail outlets are also bei'.ig 
authorised. Stricter vigilance with 
the help of the State Governments is 
also taking place. Th^se are some of 
the measures to see that the malprac¬ 
tices are eliminated, or at least mini¬ 
mised, and a wider coverage is 
achieved.

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Whether it is Birla or super-Birla, if 
the chaige is proved then the punish¬ 
ment is imposed. 

SHRI K. GOPAL; The hon. Minis¬ 
ter has stated that increased produc¬ 
tion of controlled cloth is going to be 
from 400 to *800 million metres. 1 
think it is only a targeted figure. Is 
it not a fact that these mills which 
are supposed to produce controlled 
cloth, when they fail to produce 
them only a fine of Rsi. 2.50 per metre 
is imposed, which they gladly pay, 
with the result that only NTC mills 
are producing such variety of cloth 
at a loss? I would, therefore, like to 
know whether the hon. Minister will 
see that the obligation is fulfilled by 
the mills and, if they do not, whether 
stricter punishment will be given to 
them. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Formerly, the transfer of obligation 
for the production of controlled cloth 
was being allowed. If some mills 
found it impossible or difficult for 
them to produce standard cloth, they 
could transfer their obligation to 
some other mills which because of 
their type of machinery and other 
things found it more lucrative to take 
up the obligation. But, in that case, 
if they failed to fulfil their obligation, 
they were charged a penalty of Re. I 
per sq. metre. Now, this penalty has 
been raised from Re. l to Rs. l.SO per 
metre. 

A» I have already admitted, we 
have foiind that some mills are not 
fulifilllBg the obligation. Some mills 


were fulfilling the obligation by pro¬ 
ducing sub-standard cloth. We are 
now thinking of imposing the obli¬ 
gation on almost every mill for pro¬ 
duction of standard cloth, without 
allowing transfer of obligation whicb 
has been highly misused. Maybe, in 
some cases because of their type of 
machinery, they have been exempted. 
But. by and large, we are thinking of 
imposing the obligation of producing 
controlled cloth on each mill so that 
they cannot escape the obligation, 
transfer it and produce sub-standard 
thing. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA 
HALDER: The hon. Minister in his 
reply said that arrangements will be 
made to supply controlled cloth to the 
rural areas. May I know as to when 
the arrangements will be completed? 
I want to know whether special ar¬ 
rangements will be made to reach the 
backward areas and the rural areas 
so that it can reach the agricultural 
labourers and share-croppers. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
I have said that our endeavour will be 
to extend the' network to the semi- 
urban' areas having a population of 
between 15,000 to 20,000. I do not 
think, at this stage, with the con.- 
atralnt of credit and other infra-struc- 
ture difficulties, it will be possible t( 
take it to all villages. Neither thai 
will be desirable nor possible at this 
stage.... 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA 
HALDER: Why not desirable? (In¬ 
terruptions).

loss suffered by Air-India due to the 
strike by the pilots from August 2 
to October 31, 1974 and its after 

effects is Rs. 11.35 crores. The final 
figures of loss will be computed as 
and when actual figures of revenue.s/ 
expenditure become available. 

(b) and (c). The Pilots disputed 
the right of the management to 
determine the pattern of operations 
and crew scheduling and demanded 
the revocation of the slip system of 
crew scheduling introduced by the 
management. The allegations made 
generally against the management 
were that the management was un¬ 
ilaterally imposing the slip pattern 
of crew scheduling on the members 
of the Indian Pilots Guild without 
their concurrence. Government was 
convinced that the slip system was 
introuduced (after due consultations 
and not imposed unilaterally and 
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upheld the managv^ment’s basic right 
to determine and introduce pattern of 
operations and crew scheduling. 

SHRI JAGAMlSfATHRAO JOSHI: 
The full answer to my question has 
not come. My question in part (b) 
was: 

“the demands of the pilots and 

the main charges levelled against 

certain people in the Management.” 

Not the general management. I have 
said, ‘certain people in the manage¬ 
ment’. 

And in part (c) I have asked: 

“the reaction of Government in 
respect of each of them and the 
action taken thereon.” 

I have got a long list of their grie¬ 
vances about the highups in the 
management. I can list them one by 
one. I have put a specific question. 

I have said: 

”-against certain people in the 

Management... .’* 

“....the reaction of Government 
in respect of each one of them.” 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: 
Yes, it is misdirected. It should be 
against the pilots and not the 
management. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: I do say 
that so far as the context was con¬ 
cerned, we, on this side, answered 
(b) and (c), on the basis of (a). 
The only complaint they have made 
was about the unilateral imposition 
bf the slip pattern.

MR. SPEAKER: Please do not 
make a regular speech. This p : 
Question Hour. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Sir. 1 
want a reply to this. 

MR. SPEAKER; Mr. Banerjee you 
hare made allesalions against tlio 
individ.uals who are not Members ot 
this House. In that case the rules 
are that ho should liav« given a due 
notice to the Minister. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: ] am 
grateful to you that I should havi.* 
been given a notice if this question 
were to be rai^d. (Intcrrupticiis). 

MR. SPEAKER: This does not 

arise out of the question. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: Sir, I 
would like to state certain facts. He 
has made certain observations; he has 
got in his possession some order of 
the City Civil Court. It is quite clear. 
He has himself mentioned that. He 
says some entries in the internal re- 
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iSister of the Labour Commissioner— 
-not of Air India, not of Mr. Tata, not 
of Mr. Unni—have been changed.

Impact of General Credit Squeeze on 
Coffee Industry

GOWDA; 

SHRI G. Y. KRISIIKAN: 

Will the Minister of COMMERCE 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Ohairman, Karnataka 
Planters Association has stated that 
general credit squeeze was going to 
have a ‘serious impact’ on the coffee 
industry in the country and unless 
credit was provided at a reasonable 
and stable rate of interest there 
would be no holding the coffee prices; 

(b) whether "Government have re¬ 
viewed their policy in titiis regard: 
and 

(c) if so, the salient features there¬ 
of? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH) 
(a) In the 16th Annual Conference 
of the Karnataka Planters Associa¬ 
tion at Bangalore in October, 1974 
the Chairman of the Association 
inter alia mentioned about the credit 
problem of the coffee industry. 

(b) and (c). Government is cons¬ 
cious of the need of credit require¬ 
ments of export oriented industries 
including coffee. This, however, hasi 
to be viewed in the context of over-f 
all credit policy of the Governments^ 

SHRI D. B. CHANDRA GOWDaV 
Sir, in view of the fact that coffee 
is an export oriented industry and 
it eari^ foreign exchange to the tune 
of Rs. 40 crores and also In' view of 
the fa^ that the indiut'^y is euHer- 
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ing becattfite of the policy of general 
credit squeeze—rather, the entire 
industry depends upon credit—may I 
know from the hon. Minister whether 
there is any proposal under the con¬ 
sideration of the Goverpttient to 
treat this industry as a priority in¬ 
dustry and keep this industtiy outside 
the purview of the general credit 
squeeze? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: Sir, the Chairman of the 
Coffee Board had met the Chairman 
of the State Bank of India in Sep¬ 
tember this year. The State Bank of 

India gives Rs. 35 crores annually lo 
the Coffee Board for purchases of 
coffee. It was feared that this would 
be affected by the present credit 
squeeze policy On this point, the 
Chairman of the Coffee Board met 
the Chairman of the Sts^te Bank of 
India. The Chairman of the State 
Bank of India assured the Chairman 
of the Coffee Board that the Bank 
will do its best to see that this in¬ 
dustry is not affffected by the present, 
credit squeeze policy. As for priority 
being an export-oriented indus¬ 
try, coffee will receive the same 
priority as other export-oriented 
industries receive. 

SHRI D. B. CHANDRA GOWDA: 
Sir, another important fact in regard 
to this industry is the increased coat 
of production. Specially, the prices 
of inputs have gone up four-fold and 
the rates of interest have also been 
increased. We are accounting only 
for 2 per cent of the total world 
production. So, there is scope for 
increasing the exports and earning 
more foreign exchange. Keeping in 
view all these things, may I know 
from the hon. Minister whether there 
are any proposals under the consi¬ 
deration of the Government for 
supplying the inputs at subsidised 
rates and to reduce the rates of in¬ 
terest? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: About the cost of produc¬ 
tion, the minimum release pHce was 


worked out previously at Rs. 3.48 per 
point. This, Government had increas¬ 
ed ad-hoc to Rs. 4.25 per point. But', 
the Coffee Board operates at Rs. 4.60 
per point. This question of cost of 
production is under the consideration 
of a Committee which consists of 
representatives of the Commerce Mi¬ 
nistry, the Finance Ministry and the 
Chairman of the Coffee Board and 
it is looking into the matter of cost 
and when its report comes, a final 
decision will be taken. About the 
inputs, one of the major inputs is 
fertiliser which the Agriculture Mi¬ 
nistry ehannelises through the Coffee 
Board and now the Agriculture Mi¬ 
nistry has suggested that this should 
be channelised through cooperatives. 
This is also under consideration. 
Then, about the rates of interest, it 
is true. Sir, that bank rates of inter¬ 
est is about 16 to 18 per cent, which 
does raise the cost price and the re¬ 
tail price of coffee and to meet this 
factor the Coffee Board formed bank 
groups two years ago in which sche¬ 
dule banks have opened branches in 
coffee growing areas. It has staff 
which sponsores the applications to 
the bank and supervises credit utili¬ 
sation. Apart from this Coffee Board 
has its own Development Board 
where .35 crores goes for working 
capital and Rs. 6.50 croreg for deve¬ 
lopment purposes. 

SHRI G. Y. KRISHNAN; In view 
of the reply given by the Minister 
and the latest press reports, I would 
like to know whether the export is 
being oriented through the Board or 
Karnataka Planters Association. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: For this, I require a separate 
notice. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Will 
the hon. Minister iell us in view of 
the recommendations made bv the 
Public Accounts Committee as to the 
need of production of instant coffee 
only through Coffee Board’s own ar¬ 
rangements whether the Govern¬ 
ment has considered that and made 
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any grants in regard to this. Second¬ 
ly, whether the grants and loans 
given to the coffee planters has been 
fully utilised for the amenities that 
were stipulated to be given to the 
workers. If not, the reasons there¬ 
for and if so the details thereof. 

MR. SPEAKER: There are certain 
traditions and customs. You give 
him an instant answer. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: About proper utilisation of 
credit facilities_ there is a provi¬ 

sion for supervising the facilities to 
see whether they have been proper¬ 
ly utilised or not. In cases where 
there is mis-utilisation, action is 
taken. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You 
have made some observation which 
I do not like... 

DR. KAILAS: Wo do not like your 
behaviour wards the Speakre. (f*.- 
terrupiions) 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: The 
production of in.stant coffee is given 
to the foreign monopolists. The Com¬ 
mittee had made a recommendation 
which has been laid on the Table. I 
want Government to tell us whether 
the Coffee Board will be asked to do 
it, whether it will be taken up in the 
public sector or not. What ig there 
so much hullabaloo about it? 

MR. SPEAKER; Please sit down, 
when the recommendations are there, 
action taken' report will come • to 
them. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I am 
not satisfied. 


MR. SPEAKER: Conventions and 
traditions are there. Please do not 
take everything in the way you. like. 


Shri Lakkappa. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I am 
not talking about evidence..s. 

MR. SPEAKER; No, no. There are 
conventions to be followed. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The general 
credij^ squeeze has been imposed to 
fight inflation in the country. But 
how would it apply to a production- 
oriented aud export-oriented indus¬ 
try like coffee which ds grown in 
South India? How far has it affected 
this industry? This credit squeeze 
has enormously affected even research 
and the plantations cannot do even 
research in regard to coffee. We are 
having a global market in coffee. 
Will the Minister discuss it with the 
Finance Ministry and set that this 
principle is not applied to the pro- 
du. lion-oriented and export-oriented 
coffee plantation industry in South 
India? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: About the credit facilities 
and how the credit squeeze has had 
its effect, I have already stated that 
the Reserve Bank of India has assur¬ 
ed that the previous provi.slon of 
Rs. .:i5 croro.s will be continued. As 
regards export facilities being given 
to export-oriented item.*!, these are 
the facilities given by the RBI: (1) 
A maximum rate of interest of 
11 per cent has been fixed whereas 
for other commodities a minimum 
rate of 12A per cent has been fixed; 
(2) Refinance assistance to banks is 
given by the RBI. In the busy sea¬ 
son of 1973-74, about 50 per cent of 
the incremental finance wag made 
and about Rs. 105 crores was given 
by the RBI; (3) Then the banka have 
been allowed flexibility so far as 
securities are concerned for export- 
oriented items. A special concession 
for coffee has been given' in that the 
necessity of letters of credit, and firm 
orders is waived so far as giving 
loans is concerned.

Under Section 416(7) of the Foreign 
Exchange Regtdation Act, 1073, firms 


haviiig more than 40 per cent foreign 
equity participation are required to 
obtain Reserve Banks permission for 
obtaining loansjoverdrafts|credit faci¬ 
lities (including the facility of dis¬ 
counting inland and export bills) 
from commercial banks in India. Re¬ 
serve Bank of India has reported 
that it has permitted the commercial 
banks to grant, without its prior 
approval, credit facilities, including 
the facility of discounting documen¬ 
tary inland and export bills, to such 
firm-d provided such credit facilities 
are fully covered by the value of 
stocks hypothecated/plcdged to them 
and that the total borrowings of the 

firm concerned do not exceed twice 
the amount of its paid up capital plus 
re.-'p:v.'. Borrowings beyond this 
limit have to be referred to the Re¬ 
serve Bank for approval. Discounting 
of and grant of advances against 
clean'accommodation bills for such 
firms iy prohibited with a view to 
preventing them from trading on 
borrowed funds to an abnormal ex¬ 
tent, instead of their bringing in 
freh foreign capital and thereby aug¬ 
menting the countrys foreign exchan- 
change reserves. 


The Reserve Bank has reported 
that no exception to this policy has 
been made in favour of Hindustan 
Lever Limited in the matter of dis¬ 
counting of their bills.

Operational Area of Nationalised 
Banks

With a view to ensuring an elective 


supervision over the end-use of agri¬ 
cultural credit, Re.serve Bank, in 
guidelines issued to the bank in Dec¬ 
ember, 1970, had inter-alia suggested 
that, consistent with the availability of 
staff, each bank branch should decide 
on the command area that it could 
serve. As a broad indicator it was 
suggested that a branch with one 
field officer/assistant attached to the 
agent could have a ‘comma.nd area’ 
with a radius of ten miles. This was 
by no means a restrictive norm. With 
a view to removing any misunder¬ 
standing on this point, in the clari¬ 
fication issued later, on October 14. 
197], Reserve Bank advised the bank 
that the Ion miles-radius norm was 
not to be interpreted too rigidlv and 
thal the puroose of specifying the 
norm to ensure that the processing 
and supervision of i^gricultural 
loons did not become ineffective. 


The command area of a bank branch 
is actually determined by several 
factors like the topography of the place 
and the means o£ communication 
available, as also its staffing pattern 
to effectively supervise disbursement, 
utilisation and timely recovery oi 
loans. Precise estimation of the area 
covered by bank branches in a State 
is, therefore, not possible. 


As part of their overall branch ex- 
pan..^ion policy of reducing regional 
imbalances in availability of banking 
services the Reserve Bank have advi¬ 
sed the commercial banks that while 
formulation the three year rolling 
plans for branch expansion,, special 
attention should be given to the need 
for oppening more bank offices in such 
districts as had per bank office popu¬ 
lation exceeding 75,000 as at the end of 
June, 1974. However, having regard 
to the organisational and other con¬ 
straints faced by the banks, it will 
also be necessary to set up local In- 
situations like Farmers Service 
Societies, and route bank credit to 
ryots through such intermediaries so 
that the pace of coverage of rural 
areas gets quickened.

and (b). The credit policy for the 
current busy season announced by 
the Reserve Bank on October 29, 
1974, emphasises that there should be 
no slackening of export effort and 
that the special requirements of ex¬ 
port credit should continue to be 
accorded high priority. This aspect 
has been reiterated by the Reserve 
Bank in the credit plan discussions 
which it had with each of the major 
commercial banks. Export perform¬ 
ance in respect of any given item, 
say cotton textiles, depends upon a 
variety of factors, the two most im¬ 
portant ones being the quantum of 

demand abroad and the competitiveness 

of the terms offered by the Jndian ex¬ 
porters vis-a-vis the terms offered 
by the other competitors. Credit as 
such has only a marginal role in the 
entire complex factors affecting ex¬ 
port performance. 

(c) The ceiling rate of interest to 
be charged by banks on export cre¬ 
dit has been enhanced from 8 per 
cent to 9 per cent in April 1974, 10.5 
per cent in July, 1974 and 11.5 per 
cent in September, 1974. The rates 
were enhanced so as to bring about 
a proper alignment of the Interest 
rate structure, consistent with over¬ 
all policy, and taking into accoxmt the 
interest tax payable. 

(d) The target for cotton textile 
for 1974-75 has been fixed at Rs. 235 
crores.

So far we 
have not experienced “ill-effects” of 
Tourism such as those mentioned in 
the question.

Within the broad parameters of the 
policy of credit restraint, necessitat¬

Pakistan held talks on Civil Aviation 
matters in Rawalpindi from 18th to 
22n<i November, 1974. 
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Specifically, discussions v/ere held 
on terms for bilateral settlement of 
the 1971 case before the ICAO, and 
on principles for the resumption of 
overflights and airlinks between the 
two countries. 

The discussions were useful in 
bringing about better appreciation of 
each other’s view-points and it was 
agreed that the talks will be resum¬ 
ed at another meeting to be held in 
New Delhi at a mutually convenient 
date. 

A statement showing the text of 
the Joint Communique issued en the 
22nd November, 1974 is attached. 

Statement 

Pursuant to the decisions of the 
Government of India and the Gov¬ 
ernment of Pakistan as announced in 
the Joint Communique issued on Sep¬ 
tember 14, 1974, the delegation of the 
two countries met in' Rawalpindi 
from November 18 to 22 , 1974, to dis¬ 
cuss the 1971 case regarding over¬ 
flights and the question of resumption 
of overflights and airlinks between 
the two countries. 

2. The delegation of India was led 
by His Excellency Shri Narottam 
Sahgal, Secretary, Ministry of Tour¬ 
ism and Civil Aviation, Government 
of India. It included officials from 
the Ministries of External Affairs, 
and Tourism and Civil Aviation and 
representatives of Air India and 
Indian Airlines. 

3. The delegation of Pakistan was 
led by Major General (Retd.) Fazal 
Muqeem Khan, Secretary, Defence 
and Aviation. It included officials of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Civil 
Aviation Division and Department of 
Civil Aviation' and representatives of 
Pakistan International Airlines. 

4. The leaders of the two delega¬ 
tions recalled with satisfaction the 
progress already achieved towards 
implementation of the provisions of 
the Simla Agreement for normalisa¬ 
tion of relations. They expressed the 
bope that the negotiations one Civil 


Aviation matters would meet with 
the same success. 

5. The two sides held detailed dis¬ 
cussions with a view to evolving 
terms for the settlement of 1971 ICAG 
case. Discussions were also held for 
finding mutually acceptable principles 
for the re-establishment of airlinka 
between the two countries and for 
the resumption of overflights. 

6 . The talks were held in' a cordial 
atmosphere and the two sides had a 
frank exchange of views. The two 
sides agreed that the discussions had 
helped them achieve a better appre¬ 
ciation of each other’s viewpoints^ 
They decided to continue the talks at 
another meeting to be held in New 
Delhi on a mutually convenient date.

70—Main Findings”, published in thefr 
June, 1974 Bulletin, foreign owned 
companies, having collaboration with 
private sector, comprising subsidiaries, 
minority companies and pure technical 
collaboration companies, imported more 
by way of raw materials etc., than 
their exports during 1964-65 to 1969-70. 

(b) Imports and exports by the pri¬ 
vate sector foreign collaboration com¬ 
panies during 1964-65 to 1969-70 total¬ 
led Rs. 1600.2 crores and Rs. *<28.7 
^crores respectively. 

(c) and (d). It would not be cor¬ 
rect to draw any conclusion regarding 
the impact of collaborations by foreign 
owned companies merely on the basis 
of the figures of imports and exports 
by them. In assessing the economic 
benefits of foreign collaboration, ac¬ 
count has to be taken not only of the 
export earnings and the remittances 
on aU counts including imports, but 
also of other factors such as increased 
production, import substitution, em- 
pUyment opportunities, advance in 
technology, export promotion, '*tc. All 
these aspects are taken into considera¬ 
tion while giving approvals to foreign 
collaboration.

(i) A review to be undertaken bv 
all Ministries of ‘on going’ functions 
and actual staff requirements, so as 
to ensursLthat inessential and peri¬ 
pheral functions are cut* down and sur¬ 
plus staff located. Consideration of 
proposals to augment stac will be post¬ 
poned, and powers of local or ad hoe 
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recruitment will be kept in abeyance 
till the above review is completed, even 
if this leads to deviation from the 
prescribed staffing pattern in respect 
of different categories of staff. 

(ii) A 10 per cent cut on provisions 
for office expenditure, travelling allo¬ 
wance and contingencies. 

(iii) A 10 per cent cut in expendi¬ 
ture on overtime payment to non- 
industrial workers. 

(iv) Ban on engagement of addition¬ 
al staff on daily wage basis. 

(v) Ban on creation of new posts 
except for certain operational posts in 
the Civil Aviation, Posts and Tele¬ 
graphs, Indian Meterological Depart¬ 
ments and operational and technical 
staff directly connected with the execu¬ 
tion of new plan projects or Security 
and Vigilance sectors. 

(vi) Ban on filling up of all vacan¬ 
cies in non-technical and non-opera- 
tional posts except by transfer, pro¬ 
motion, deputation or adjustment of 
surplus staff. 

(vii) Implementation within a per¬ 
iod of three months of all outstanding 
reports of Staff Inspection Unit recom¬ 
mending abolition and adjustment of 
surplus posts.

N0W| Mr, Priya Ranjan Das Munsi. 
You will take only two or three 
minutes. I will hear Mr. Goenka 
also. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: How are 
you allowing him. Sir? 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: I want to make a sub¬ 
mission. (Interruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER: I will listen to 
Mr. Goenka also. I am not going to 
reverse my procedure. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jaina- 
gar): Mine was the first notice of 
privilege on this point. Please en¬ 
quire and then decide. 

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Priya Ran¬ 
jan Das Munsi’s is the first. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, on tlie 
4th December, 1974, in the authentic 
progressive daily. Patriot, a newsitem 
was published which read as 
follow:— 

'^Goenka, 4 others to be tried for 
Forgery. 

‘Three directors of the Indian 
Express group are to stand trial for 
cheating, forgery and criminal con¬ 
spiracy. Besides the directors— 
Mr. R. N. Goenka, his son, Mr. 
B. D. Goenka, and Mr. B. D. 
Goenka’s wife, Mrs. Saroj Goenka— 
two other employees of the Ex¬ 
press group of companies will stand 
trial on similar charges. 

‘The case was committed for 
trial by the Special Metropolitan 
Mafds^rate of Madras to the court 
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{Shri Priya Ranj&n Das Munshi] 

of the Chief Metropolitan Magis¬ 
trate, New Delhi, on Saturday. 

“According to the prosecution, 
the Indian Express (Madurai) Pri¬ 
vate Limited and the Andhra 
Prabha Private Limited hypothe¬ 
cated between the two of them 
cash credit facilities of over a crore 
of rupees with the Punjab Na¬ 
tional Bank, Madras. Hiese credit 
facilities could be enjoyed on the 
basis of monthly’ stock statements 
sent by the companies to the bank. 

“The prosecution case was that 
the accused entered into a criminal 
conspiracy in 1968, to cheat the 
bank, commit forgeries and falsify 
the account books and stock records 
of the companies with a view to 
obtaining excess cash credit facili¬ 
ties from the bank. 

“Fictitious Firm. 

“With this end in view, the pro¬ 
secution case said, false invoices 
and other documents were-pre- 
pared and false entries made in 
the companies’ Ijooks. The docu¬ 
ments by the companies were in 
the name of a fictitious Calcutta 
firm and showed purchase by the 
companies of white printing paper 
to the tune of Rs. 56 lakhs.” 

“...Besides the documents, the 
prosecution case said, false state¬ 
ments of stocks were sent to the 
bank. The two companies, accord¬ 
ing to the prosecution case, obtain¬ 
ed a wrdngfull gain of the order of 
Rs, 40 lakhs as a result of this 
cheating.” 

What I would like to submit is that 
on that day I expressed my view that 
I only wanted to have a clarification 
whether this Shri Ram Nath Goenka 
is a Member of this House who be¬ 
longs to the Indian Express Manage¬ 
ment Group. If it is not so and if 
this report is a wrong report, then 
it goes against an hon. Member of 


this House and it amounts to a pri¬ 
vilege and we all ought to protect 
the Member. In the privilege mo¬ 
tion, it may also be considered that 
if the report is correct, then the en- 
tire House is involved and the pres¬ 
tige and dignity of the House is in¬ 
volved, as he is a Member of this 
House. Now, I would like to submit 
to you that in the charge-sheet 
against Shri Ram Nath Goenka 
which is submitted by the Special 
Police Investigation Branch of 
Delhi... 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRTSHNAN 

(Badagara): CBI: 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI; ...on 21st May 1973 by the 
CBI Special Investigation Unit and 
the FIR made is No. 2/71/SnJ of 
12th April 1974. The charges made 
are under Section 120B, 420, 469, 467 
and 471 of the Indian Penal Code. 
The chargesheet involves many peo¬ 
ple including officials, Indian Express 
Group, son and wife of Shri Ram 
Nath Goenka, Shri Ram Nath Goenka 
is directly involved because the re¬ 
port and the charge-sheet say... 
(Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER: Now, it is sub- 
judice. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The big¬ 
gest scandal of this country. 

... (Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER: It is sub-judice. 
We cannot discuss it, 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: It says that accused No. 1, 
that is Shri Ram Nath Goenka is 
directly involved with the signing of 
the documents and getting money 
from the bank... 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA: It is all 
false... (Interruptions). 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN ' DAS 
MUNSI:.. .cheating the bank, forgery 
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and criminal conspiracy. My argu¬ 
ment is that cheating, forgery and 
criminal conspiracy are criminal 
offences which will be rightly dealt 
with by the court of law and not by 
Pailiament. There, I entirely agree 
with you. But, what I would like to 
submit is that in Shri Tulmohan 
Ram’s case, I fbund that af^er the 
CBI investigation was over, you, in 
your wisdom, expressed in this House 
that since a prima facie case was 
established, the House could move 
any motion. Here also the CBI has 
completed its inquiiy, a charge-sheet 
has been made and also an FIR 
lodged and, therefore, a prima facie 
case has been established. The 
charges against Shri Ram Nath 
Goenka are cheating, forgery and 
criminal conspiracy. 

The charge is that Radha and Co., 
Calcutta is a fictitious company and 
who is connected with the Indian 
Express Group of Madras and Andhra 
Prabha got for the*company credit 
facilities twice.... (Interruptions). 
once, to the tune of Rs. 18,67,600 and 
second time, to the tune of Rs. 37,30, 
108 in the name of Radha and Com¬ 
pany. The report says that there is 
no such company or group. It is a 
false company. It is a fictitious com¬ 
pany. .. (Interruptions ). 

These purchases were approved by 
a Board Meeting presided over by 
Shri Ram Nalh Goenka, if he is at 
all a Member of this House. I do not 
know. 

What I would like to submit again 
is that after this thing, Shri Ram 
Nath Goenka and his management 
filed writ petitions in Madras and 
Calcutta High Courts, not once, but 
twice and every time, it was rejected. 

What I would now like to submit 
is that it may be argued that this 
was instituted in 1968 «nd what re¬ 
levancy it has got in 1974. But what 
I would like to submit is that If at 
adl a Member of this House commits 
a dacoity hr a murder in 1968 and 


the findings of the*inquiry come out 
in 1974 that he is genuinely in¬ 
volved, though at that time he was" 
not a member, a prima facie case is 
surely established and a substantive 
motion can be moved. 

So what I would request you now 
is that you may kindly take it to the 
Privileges Committee..j.; 

MR. SPEAKER: May I ask you 
one thing? Is it in connection with 
his conduct as a Member of this 
House?...

Is it his conduct as a Member of 
this House involved er is it as a 
businessman? ■“ 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: As a Member of this 
House. 

MR. SPEAKER: As a business¬ 

man? 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 

MUNSI: As a Member of the House. 

In both ways. A privilege can 
come in both ways. Collectively, as 
a Member of the House and also as 
an individual. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please be clear 
about it. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 

MUNSI: It is the duty of this House 

that if the report was found to be 
false, we should protect the dignity 
and honour of the hon. Member and 
we should all stand by him.... (In- 
terruptions) Moreover, what I would 
like to submit is that the coimtry 
and this whole House are exercised 
over what Mr. Jayaprakash Narayan- 
ji as doing. Shri Jayaprakash Nara- 
yan, most of the Members feel, is an 
honest man. I have, therefore, an¬ 
other request which is to protect 
Shri Jayaprakash Narayan from the 
clutches of these corrupt people if at 
all it is true_(Interruptions). 
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, SHRl MADHU UMAYE (Banka): 
Be is in nobody’s clutches. He is in 
the clutches of the Indian people and 
none oth^. , 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: Sir, 1 conclude by saying 
this. The investigation report and 
charge-sheet were drawn after ex- 
amining 223 offlcUds and these in¬ 
clude the Income-tax Department, 
of Company Affairs, The Indian Ex¬ 
press Group, The Punjab National 
Bank etc. Then 1 quote. It says: 

"It has also been brought out 
during investigation that certain 
^amounts alleged to have heen re¬ 
mitted by the Express Group of 
Companies towards W.P.P./I.P.P. 
supply were in fact utilised for the 
share dSailings at Calcutta and 
Bombay whidi were being con- 
•ducted xmder instructions of ac¬ 
cused No. I. i.e. R. N. Goenka." 

This is in the report This is based 
on the documents, based on the 
charge-sheet and F.I.R. Now I like 
to submit this to you, Sir. You kind¬ 
ly take it . to the Privileges Com¬ 
mittee to find out the truth. It in¬ 
volves not only the question of Tul 
Mohan Ram. There may be thousand 
Tul Mohan Rams in this House. We 
should pull them up. Therefore I like 
to submit, please take it to Privileges 
Committee and find out the truth. If 
he is involved he should be r^oved 
from the‘House. If he is not, we 
should unitedly stand and fight 
against this. So kindly take it to 
Privilege Committee. This is my 
submission. Sir. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): 1 
need a clarification from Mr. P.’ K. 

How Tul Mohan*Ram 
and R. N. Goenka can be equated 
t(%ether? Tul Mohan Ram is Mem¬ 
ber of the House. He used Lok 
Sahha stationery, Lok Sabha letter 
pqd., He committed a br^idh of pA- 
vllegie tff the House. He has been 
using £1^ SaUie station^, he forg¬ 


ed signature of other Members. He 
forged the signatures of various 
Members of Parliament Shri Goen¬ 
ka is alleged to have committed 
offences when he was not a member 
of this Hpuse. 

MR. SPEAKER: Kindly sit do^n. 
After aU there cannot be many Tui 
Mohan Rams. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHKA: 
There are already 21. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I have 
brought this Privilege Motion and 
I request that (his should be sent to 
the Privileges Committee. After one 
scandal was discussed we have a 
bigger scandal in this House. This, 
h»s come tolight, which has tarnished 
the image of this House, of every 
Member of this House. This is equal¬ 
ly and even more pernicious in that 
the huge amounts amassed as men¬ 
tioned in these cases endanger end 
help forces causing destruction to the 
democratic structure itself. Shn 
Munshi read out from the Patriot' of 
4th December, 1974. I don’t want to 
repeat that. As Member of this 
House, some influence is brought 
upon this Government, upon the Fin- 
nance Ministry that certain very 
serious things have been suppressed. 
In the late 1972 when Shri Goenka 
was in the House, very late 1972, I 
say, the Chief Cost Accounts Oflicei;, 
of the Union Finance Ministry sub¬ 
mitted a report to the Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting and 
uptill now it stands suppressed. 

Acrording to that report the in¬ 
vestigator found that the Indian Ex¬ 
press Pvt. Ltd., has raised by way 
of loans and deoosits about Rs. 33 
crores whereas the total share capital 
of all the newspaper groups was only 
Rs. 27 Ikkhs. ^en after getting sucty 
a colossal sum the Finance Ministry 
fouhd that Siri Raihnath Ji’s empire 
ran b deficit bf Rs. 1.85 crore by 1972 
after wiping out the share-capital and 
reserves of Rs. 1 bcore. So, it is a 
deffiKcftion of hbout Rs. 25 crores. 
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Another sensational finding of the 
investigator W 8 *i in April, 1972 all the 
nine groups of the Goenka compa¬ 
nies constituted themselves into a 
partnership firm called Express Tra¬ 
ders which is ensconced in the Ex¬ 
press Towers, Nariman Point, Bom¬ 
bay. This is again in viol^ion of 
the company rules. Through these 
methods about Rs. 25 crores have 
been defalcated. Illegal actions have 
been committed and there is no point 
in not coming to the conclusion that 
as a Member of the House utilising 
status of a Member of this House, 
Shri Goenka, has succeeded in sup¬ 
pressing those things uptil now even 
after a thorough inquiry by the in¬ 
vestigators of the Finance Ministry. 
It is the misfortune of this House that 
he is here uptil now.

After Investi¬ 
gation having been completed by the 
Finance Ministry the matter is still 
pending.

I want to know 
whether this businessman as Mr. Ram- 
nath Goenka or not; whether the case 
referred to was this case which the 
officials are at present dealing with. 
You can ask the Prime Minister or 
you can ask Mr. Goenka. I am siiift* 
ply raising a question which' I have 
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read in the Press because it Is in the 
public mind and people have been 
asking me as a Member pf this House 

to get the truth. (Interruptions) L 

am coming to the point. Shri Cktenka 
went to Patna: he has & right as a 
Member of this House or as an indi¬ 
vidual or as a businessman to do so. 
But when he came back he made a 
statement that he went to Patna only 
to meet Mr, J. P. I am not going to 
dispute that. What l say is this. A 
huge amount has been defalcated. A 
prima facie case has been established 
and the case has been committed for 
trial. A huge fraud has been com¬ 
mitted. It is my suspicion that because 
he is a Member of the House, utilising 
the status and privilege of a Member 
of this House, the Ministry and the 
Government headed by shrimati Indira 
Gandhi are being black mailed into not 
taking proper action against him. The 
privilege of the Member of the House 
is being misused and the Government 
is blackmailed by money power... 
(Interruptions) * 

The Government and its policy are 
being influenced by big money and big 
business and that is why the danger 
arises to our democracy. Otherwise, 
if the Government had been immune 
to big money, there would be have 
been no danger, even if there are hun¬ 
dreds of Goenkas. 

Shri R. N Goenka, by committing 
these crimes which have been prima 
facie proved, has tarnished the image 
of this House, and the privilege of 
the whole House and each member 
of the House is involved. The image 
of the House is being tarnished that 
in this House there are people who 
have defalcated crores of rupees. 
We have discussed Shri Tul Mohan 
Ram's case. Here it is not Tulmohan, 
but atulTHohan—it is immeasurable. I 
submit that by misusing his position 
as member of this House and by pres¬ 
surising and blackmailing this Gov¬ 
ernment and the investigating offi¬ 
cers, the crime is being continued. I 
request you, Sir, to accept this privi¬ 
lege motion and send it to the Privi- 
.. leges Committee, so that the image 


of the House is saved from being 
tarnished. 

SHRI SHYAMANANDAN MISHRA: 
On the basis of the submissions made 
by the hon. Member, it seems that a 
huge amount of money has been de¬ 
falcated by a particular person and the 
Government' of India is sitting over 
that matter. May I move a motion 
of breach of privilege against the 
Minister of Company Affairs for sup¬ 
pressing this matter? Would you 
kindly give me permission because 
the minister wants to extort money 
from Shri Goenka? 

MR. SPEAKER; We cannot bring 
up another privilege during the dis¬ 
cussion of one privilege motion. 

SHRI SHYAMANANDAN MISHRA: 
He has been supressing this with the 
object of pressumising him to give 
more money to the ruling party. 
So, a question of breach of privilege 
does arise against the Minister of 
Company Affairs. 

MR. SPEAKER; How can you 
move another privilege when we are 
already dealing with the previous 
one? 

SHRl SHYAMANANDAN MISHKA; 
It arises out of this. 

MR. SPEAKER; You can raise it 
separately. 

SHRI SHYAMANANDAN MISHRA: 
The Minister of Company Affairs 
might be trying to extort more money 
out of him. So, the question of cor¬ 
ruption is also involved. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: We would like 
to hear Mr. Goenka and Mr. Tul- 
mohen Ram. 

MR. SPEAKER: I had hardly got 
rid of the case of Shri Tul Mohaa 
Ram and now we are having another 
one.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanjmr): 

I would like to support what my 
hon. friend, Shri Bhogendra Jha and 
my young friend, Shri Das Munshi, 
has said. You have asked a very 
pertinent question as to how it 
becomes a matter of privilege. If you 
really see the genesis of the case, it 
started in 1968. At that time Shri 
R. N. Goenka had all the resources 
but not the badge of a Member of 
Parliament. My respectful submis¬ 
sion is that from 1971 or 1972 on¬ 
wards he used his influence as a 
Member of Parliament on the Gov¬ 
ernment, on certain officers of the 
Finance Ministry, to hush up that 
case. That is our charge. You will 
realise that Shri R. N. Goenka is not 
interested in Rs. 51 per day, because 
he can spend that in a minute. That 
is the position of all big business 
houses. Shri R. N. Goenka is run¬ 
ning some newspapers. I have noth¬ 
ing against those newspapers. In 
fact, I read his newspapers.. (Inter¬ 
ruptions) Shri Goenka has got all 
the resources at his disposal • • • • 
(Interruptions) . The question is very 
clear. He is involved in a case of for¬ 
gery, whether it is section 420 or 120 
I do not know: it had to be establish¬ 
ed. Of course, I know that he has 
not been convicted by a court and 
it cannot be done until the case is 
established. He has been charge- 
sheeted and the case is going on. It 
has been going on since 1968. There 
are four cases, not one - (Inter¬ 

ruptions). They were there even 
before he became a Member of Par¬ 
liament. In this particular case, 
Shri R. N. Goenka should not have 
been elected to this House. But 
thanks to our voters yho elected him. 
He is now elected, as honourable as 
1 am. 

The question is, in this particular 
case, he has been influencing the 
officials and he has been using his 
position as a Member of Parliament. 
Here, I refer to the case of Mr. 
Mudgal. What did he do? He was 
only trying to hold a brief for a parti¬ 
cular business house. That was his 


only fault. During those days, the 
people had character and he resign- 
. ed. Now, whether privilege motion 
or no privilege motion, whether CBl 
report or no' CBI report, nobody wants 
to resign unless he is dead and aa 
obituary .reference is made. 

Sir, here I quote the same case 
which you know better than me, that 
is, the Mudgal case. There, actually, 
a Member of the ruling party did 
something or wanted to influence the 
officials. At that time, the leader of 
the House, late lamented Pandit 
Nehru, brought a motion against him 
in the House and that gentleman 
resigned. The same thing has hap¬ 
pened here. 

I want this matter to be sent to 
the Privileges Committee for two 
purposes. Let it be investigated 
whether he has influenced the offi¬ 
cials. If he has not influenced the 
officials either with monev or moral 
force or anything, including some of 
the Ministers. I am prepared to apo¬ 
logise to him in this House. Who 
should judge it? The matter is not 
going to the CBI. The matter should 
be sent either to the CBI or to the 
Privileges Committee. It should be 
sent to the Privileges Committee. In 
the Privileges Committee, he will be 
given full and adequate opportunity, 
as required under the Constitution, to 
defend himself. He can produce all 
documents and papers to prove that 
all the allegations against him are 
false. He can bring a defemation 
suit against the Patriot. I will 
claim any immunity. I will apologise 
to him. 

You kindly send this matter to' the 
Privileges Committee. Let him come 
out with flying colours and throw on 
our face that these are all false alle¬ 
gations against him and that we only 
wanted to assassinate his character. It 
is a fit case to go the Privileges Com¬ 
mittee to find out whether hfe has used 
his position, aa a Meihber of Parlla- 
ment for the promotion of a particular 
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business concern which is owned by 
his group. This is a matter which 
should go to the Privileges Com¬ 
mittee. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: Sir, 

I shall begin my submission, by say¬ 
ing that this is not an ordinary' pri¬ 
vilege motion. This is a rather 
oxtra-ordinary privilege motion 
which involves procedural questions 
of a fundamental Importance. That 
is why I earlier submitted to you 
that you cannot shut us out. This 
would call for a clear ruling from 
you. not covered by your earlier 
rulings, not covered by earlier rulings 
of hon. Speakers before the Fifth Lok 
Sabhu. 

Since this matter involves a ques¬ 
tion of fundamental importance, we 
should be allowed to make our sub¬ 
missions clearly and adequatedly and 
we should be allowed full opportuni¬ 
ty to do so. It concerns the unbe¬ 
coming, undignified conduct and niis- 
demeanour of a Member which is 
derogatory to the dignity of the 
House and which has brought, this 
House to odi.um, ridicule and con¬ 
tempt before the public. It also in¬ 
volves the misuse of his position ot 
a Member of Parliament after he 
became a Member of Parliament. 
What I am going to contend is that 
it is as though another Natwarlal 
has come to this House. 

What I want to submit is this. 
Here is a habitual offender against 
whom not only charges are pending, 
not only charges of a kind that we 
have in Mr. Tulmohan Ram’s case 
but much more than that, one who 
has been a habitual offender before 
he became a Member of this House 
and who continues to be one ®ven 
to this day—that is the point; that is 
the most conclusive thing. 

The question regarding such ques¬ 
tions of privilege, what to do with 
such questions, was raised not only 
in Mudgal’s case, but also during the 
Constituent Assembly debates. In 
such cases, what do we do? Then, 
dealing .with such questions. Dr. 
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Ambedkar one of the architects of 
the Constitution said: 

I am quoting what Dr. Ambedkar 
had said: j 

“Again it is open to Parliament 
to take such necessary ' action 
against any individual member for 
anything that has been done by him 
which brings Parliament as an ins¬ 
titution into disrepute....*’ 

This was what Dr. Ambedkar had 
said. So, it is not an easy question 
which should be dismissed lightly or 
where time should not be permitted 
to develop arguments. Of course. 1 
am not going into the political argu¬ 
ments of the case, but I will refer 
to the other basic points, what is rele¬ 
vant to the central essence of the 
issue, about the habitual offender of 
crimes—crimes worse than what has 
been perpetrated by Tulmohan Ram 
or in the earlier case of Mudgal. He 
is amongst us. As I said—and l 
would repeat—a Natwarlal has be¬ 
come a member of this House! 

On the 4th December, 1974, I saw 
a news item in the Patriot of Delhi 
which read: 

“Goenka and four others to be 
tried for forgery, cheating and 
criminal conspiracy”. 

I wrote to you. Sir, you would re¬ 
call, Mr. Speaker, and I had also 
requested you repeatedly to identify 
for my benefit, for your benefit and 
for the benefit of the House the per¬ 
son concerned, because I did not go 
by the name alone—because there 
are Goenka and Goenkas! So, I 
sought information from you whether 
it was the same person who re¬ 
presents the Vidisha constituency of 
Madhya Pradesh in this House who 
has been charged with serious cri¬ 
minal offnees. This was the infor¬ 
mation that I sought from you. 
Since I received no information from 
you, I had to make sonae enquiries 00 
my own before coming to you with 
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this motion. i looked into the ‘Lofc 
Sabha who is who’. I thought 
I could know more about this 
colourful person, this colburful seth! 

But just as he keeps himself mostly 
away from the House, he has also 
hidden himself from the "Lok Sabha 
Who is Who’! I wanted to identify 
the person, i wanted to establish bis 
identity. I would have loved to know 
his hobbies and pastimes besides 
floating papers, besides indulging in 
420, 468, etc. But that was not 
available. Then I went through the 
Lok Sabha List of Members, Seventh 
Edition, which refers on page 29 to 
one R, N. Goenka, having his per¬ 
manent address as Express Estates, 
Mount Road, Madras-2. 

Subsequently after this, I got infor¬ 
mation that the CBI, on a complaint 
from an Under Secretary of the 
Government of India, had conducted 
investigations and framed a long list 
of charges. For the information of 
the House, for your information. Sir, 
this is not the first CBI inquiry, this 
is one in a long series of CBl inqui¬ 
ries this is one in a long series of 
cases pending, that has been going 
on, that is being inquired into, when 
involves the entire gamut of the 
Government of India—all the de¬ 
partments. So, Sir, this is a very 
serious question. 

In one of the last—^I hope, it will 
be the last—^there is long series of 
frauds, cheating and violations of the 
Indian Penal Code, committed by 
Shri R; N. Goenka whom I have iden¬ 
tified as the Member representing the 
Vidisha Constituency of Madhya Pra¬ 
desh. I understand that on F.I.R. No. 

RC '21711SIU of the CBI. the said 
Ramnath Goenka, son of Shri Basant 
Lai Goenka, having the same address 
as mentioned in the Lok Sabha List 
of Members, has been charged with 
15 or more offences, including those 
of forgery, use of forged documents 
•as genuine, criminal conspiracy, 
cheating, etc., which reads very sinri- 
Ifff to the charge-sheet against Tul- 
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mohan Ram with which the House 
was ccmcemed. There were only 
eleven charges against Tulmohan 
Ram, but here there are 151 

Mr. Shyamnendan Mishra is not 
here. Npw let me say this that I am 
interested in defending the honour 
and dignity of the House and of its 
members. I am interested in defend¬ 
ing not only Tulmohan Ram but also 
Shri Ramnath Goenka because they 
happen to be members of this House, 
and the honour of this House has to 
be defended. 


You, in yOur wisdom. Sir, told the 
House on 12th November: 

“We do not like any black sheep 
which might come out of us.” 

This is precisely the point. My 
argument flows out of your ruling 
and what I have quoted from the 
Constituent Assembly debates, what 
was said by Dr. Ambedkar. I beg to 
submit that this is applicable not only 
to Mr. Tulmohan Ham but also to 
Mr. Ramnath Goenka who is a habi¬ 
tual offender, Seth Golmal of the 
Indian business world.

lise in tax evasion and smuggling and 
violation of all the law^ that we 
make here. I am not laso going into the 
ugly face ol free enterprise of wuich 
Mr. Piloo Mody talks about. But, Sir, 
some of these tycoons, including this 
honourable Member, can only be com¬ 
pared to the high-way robbers of the 
middle ages, but I am not even con¬ 
cerned with that aspect of the matter, 

I am only concerned with his conduct 
as a Member of Parlianrent. which 
has brought ridicule upon this House, 
odium upon this sacred institution 
and that is where my Privilege 
Question comes m. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please sit down. 
Kindly conclude now. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
You are allowing ten day.*: for them, 
why don’t you allow him a few more 
minutes? You must* allow him. 

MR. SPEAKER: If they are wrong, 
you are also gci! g to je wiong! What 
is this? This will be never ending. 
What is wrong with you people?

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: My 
whole point is that the Member from 
Vidisha is not only charged with 
forgery but also, unfortunately, seems 
to be a habitual offender. In answer 
to unstarred Question No. 679 on 31st 
August 1970 the then Minister for 
Company Affairs laid on the Table of 
Rajya Sabha a long statement about 
one of the earlier CBI inquiries con¬ 
cerning one National Company. 
Again the charges in which the Mem¬ 
ber was involved, who, again I repeat, 
was a habitual offender were similar, 
namely, 420 etc. This concerns the 
National Company and cornerin.g of 
the II SCO shares. This was one of 
the charges which is still there in 
the new chargesheet. To quote: 
“the agencies were asked to maintain 
two sets of accounts, namely, (a) 
concerning actual amounts spent on 
jute purchases; and (b) concerning 
inflated amounts which were to be 
dishonestly obtained for the aforesaid 
company.” 

Again in RC-l/7fl'SIU dated 14-2- 
1970, the name of number one accus¬ 
ed is one Shri R. N. Goenka in his 
Calcutta address. In the forwarding 
report to the CBI, the Department of 
Companv Altairs da.-d 21-7-l!i’,(j —all 
of which came to light after he became 
the Member of Parliament the report 
says: "it may be pointed out that there 
are circumstances suggesting that 
R. N. Goenka by virtue of Ills 
dominant position in the Board of 
Directors of the company has mis¬ 
used his position in committing breach 
of trust, fraud, cheating and falsifying 
all accounts.” Again there are the 
same charges. 

Mr. Goenka is a respectable man 
and I would like to defend him like 
my other friends but I am sorry I 
cannot do so. He is not merely a 
Member of the House. He is a jute 
baron and a newspaper tycoon and 
one who controls—^to quote the 
Supreme Court in a case—“who 
poisoned the wells of public opinion 
of this country.” This is justice 
Mathew’s judgement. There was a 
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time earlier when Mr. Goenka could 
have done anything. There is still 
in the officialdom a powerful set of 
people who are with him. There is 
another set of people, and that is the 
crux of the problem, who are being 
pressurised by him in his capacity as 
Member of Parliament, because in 
1966, the then Finance Minister, Shri 
Sachin Chaudhury and the man who 
followed him. Shri Morarji Dcsai the 

then Finance Minister—I am just 

quoting his designation—allowed Shri 
R. N. Goenka to furnish a guarantee— 
a penonal promissory note for Rs. 50 
lakhs was accepted as personal 
guarantee. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: On a 
point of order. Is he quoting from 
)ainy document? It should be laid 
on the Table. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: I 
am quoting. In response to an 
answer to an imstarred question.... 
(Interruptions ). 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The 

Speaker will look after that. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: This 
is in response to an unstarred ques¬ 
tion in the Lok Sabha No. 5279 dated 
21-12-1967. That is my point. Please 
listen to me. Now. it has been going 
on. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Who 
asked the question? 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: By 
one Shri P. C. Verma. 

MR. SPEAKER: This was in 1967. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: Yes. 
Now, my point is this. We are not 
aware of full facts but we have only 
outlined a conspiracy in which the 
Member is involved, the bare evi¬ 
dence regarding the various crimes 
that he has been conunitting includ- 
tog 420, forgery, fraud. Now, I am 
demanding a statement from the Gov. 
ernment before we proceed with the 
Privilege Motion. 1 demand from the 
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Home Minister and also from the 
the Minister of Finance, from Idinister 
of Law and Company Affairs, m 
fairness to him. from the Minister 
of Industrial Development and Mr, 
Gujral, Information and Broadcast¬ 
ing Minister because this concerns the 
whole gamut of activities, gamut of 
industries, where he has been per¬ 
petrating these things. 

Now, Sir. the basis on which I have 
come before you is the chargesheet 
1/1973 dated 21-5-73 by the Police 
Station Investigating Unit, S.P.C.B.I., 
District New Delhi. That is the basie 
to some of which Mr. Munsi has re¬ 
ferred to much earlier. Here is a 
question of how public money is being 
misused by a newspaper tycoon. Mr. 
Justice Mathew himself described it 
by poisoning the wells of public 
opinion.* Here is a man who has not 
even spared Lord Venkateswara of 
Tirupati who is revered by millions 
in this country. He has not even 
left him in peace. He and some other 
members of his family have used the 
trust funds of Sri Venkateswara 
temple to commit the same crimes In 
any number of cases. 

Here is Ivan Kruegar less his good 
qualiti^: I hope that he does not 
meet the same fate. Now, the Chief 
Accoimts Officer of the Finance 
Ministry who went into the balance 
sheet of the Express Group (Interrupt 
tions). 

MR. SPEAKER: You must con¬ 
clude now in a minute. I am not 
going to give any more time. You 
will please sit down. I am not going 
to give any more time. Please sit 
down. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN; 
Please have some patience. 

MR. SPEAKER: Should I have 
patience? This man is advising me 
to have some patience. You request 
him that let it not be eidiaustive, • 
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SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Huge 
ibuildings have been purchased in 
Karnataka: this was the charge 
against Shri Nijalingappa. He has to 
refer to that. 

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Lakkappa 

how is it that you have come from 
the back pillar to the front seat. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: The 
Express Group of which he was the 
Chairman or Managing Director or 
whatever he was—it is very difficult 
to find out—it undergoes metomor- 
phosis—^it was a private limited com¬ 
pany in 1959; public limited company 
in February 1961 and again a private 
limited company in January 1968! It 
goes on and on and on! You see in 
between 420 is fixed at various points! 

Now, Sir, the Chief Cost Accounts 
Officer of the Finance Ministry—J 
have a grievance against this Gov¬ 
ernment also—here agree with Mr. 
Bosu and Mr. Madhu pmaye that they 
have been sleeping over the misdeeds 
of this gentleman—^in the balance 
sheet of the Express Group from 
1964-65 to 1970-71 found that not only 
the capital has been wiped out. 
but borrowings in 1971, were Rs. 22.7 
crores and deposits from public—^with 
which I am concerned—, particularly 
from the public in Madras and 
Bombay, who were impressed by the 
sign board ‘Express’ were to the 
time of Rs. 10.69 crores. Where is 
this report, I would hhe to ask, Mr. 
Gujral? I would like to ask the 
Minister of Finance, wh.y is it hidden 
from the Parliament? 

Now, Sir, this Is not an ordinary 
case. It involves the conduct of a 
Member. We are only interested in 
the pursuit of truth. Before this 
Rouse can proceed further in this 
case, we must have all the facts. Sir, 
3 rou, in your wisdom, in Tulmohan 
Ram's case, observed that the informa¬ 
tion is called for in such cases. You, 
in your wisdom, weie also able to 
guide us so that w^ h.xve now come 
to a point where we have allowed the 
Opposition leaders to have not only 


a lode at the CBI report, but all the 
relevant files and various other re¬ 
records.

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO¬ 
SWAMI: It is very unfortunate that 
we have spent most of the time of the 
last session and also this session in 
discussing about ourselves, the dignity 
of the members of this House, rather 
than discussing the innumerable pro- 
blems facing the coimtry. ■’ It is with 
great regret that I am placing before 
the House the case of another 
member, Shri Ramnath Goenka, who 
has been chargesheeted by the CBI 
under 15 heads with all conceivable 
social crimes under the Indian Penal 
Code, crimes like fOTgery, cheating, 
conspiracy and so and so forth. 

The facts of the case, as the CBI 
report discloses, are trial Shri Ram¬ 
nath Goenka and his family mem. 
bers, who were owners of two con¬ 
cerns, the Indian Express Pvt. Ltd. 
and the Andhra Prabha Pvt. Ltd. had 
hypothecation cash credit' facilities 
with the Punjab National Bank. They 
in return for the stocks tnat they 
possessed could take cash credit from 
the Punjab National Bank. 

Around March 1968^ accused No. 1 
ihlong with others entered into a 
briminal conspiracy to cheat the 
■Punjab National Bank and its olfieials 
by submitting false stock statementii 
Including nOn-existent stocks of white 
printing paper and Indian printing 
paper. 'What they did was that they 
showed in their„ account books that 
they purchaised wMta parbttinf pApcf 
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and Indian printing paper worth 
Rs. 55,98,608 from one company, 
Messrs. Radha ancT Company of 7, 
Lyons Range,.' Calcutta. The CBI 
report discloses that when the CBI 
went for investngation* the investiga¬ 
tion disclosed that there is no concern 
of the name and style of Messrs. 
Radha and Company in existence at 
7, Lyons Range, Calcutta. Therefore, 
by showing- these fradulent docu¬ 
ments, they induced the Punjab 
National Bank to increase their cash 
credit facilities to the extent of 
Rs. 41,98,956.

I have no time; I will not be able 
to place all the details before the 
House. But the essence of the alle¬ 
gations are that false and misrepre¬ 
sentations the company belonging to 
the hon. Member, if I can call him 
honourable,, and his family made 
drawals from the cash credit account 
and obtained wrongful gains to the 
maximum extent at** various stages 
amounting to Rs. 27,97,334, Rs. 27.98,198 
and Rs. 25,74,221, totalling Rs. 81,69,744 
in the name of one company. In the 
the name of another company it was 
to the extent of Rs. 14,00,767. 13,99, 
838 and 13,99,278 totalling Rs. 41,99,884. 
Together the total misappropriation 
came to Rs. 1,23,69,588. 

Now, Sir, you asked a very rele¬ 
vant question. Does this conduct of 
Mr. Goenka amount to breach of pri¬ 
vilege? I am trying to answer this 
point. As a member of Parliament 
various rights and privileges are en¬ 
joyed by us and we are expected to 
act with responsibility and the country 
expects us to behave with dignity in 
keeping with the rights and privileges 
that we enjoy. We frame criminal 
laws, Indian Penal Code and Criminal 
Procedure Code and one amending 
Bill on the Indian Penal Code is no 
before the Select Committee. If this 
House consists of Members who com¬ 
mit such serious offences, how will 
the country have cpnfldence in laws 
framed by such people? If the peo¬ 


ple find that there ere persons in this. 
House who are guiRy of cheatting,, 
misrepresentation and forgery to the- 
extent of crores of rupees, obviously 
people will have no confidence upon 
the Codes that are framed here be¬ 
cause the Codes had been framed by 
persons who are guilty of these cri¬ 
mes. 

Therefore the basic question to 
which we should address ourselves is 
this. When a Member puts the en¬ 
tire House into disrepute, has he com¬ 
mitted a breach of privilege or not? 
This is the question to which till now 
we have received no answer. In 
the fitness of things, you, Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, has been called upon to give a 
momentous ruling on this point. We 
have full confidence that after due 
deliberations, you will give a ruling 
taking note of the fact that because of 
the rights and privileges that we 
enjoy as Members of Parliament the " 
country expects us to do various deal¬ 
ings in such a way that they can re¬ 
pose a certain amount of confidence 
in us. May be it is because of that one 
of the most important' men of this 
country who is leading a crusade 
against corruption has placed reliance 
upon this hon. Member. It may be 
because of that he has said that he is 
a friend and he has placed confidence 
upon him and he is a close associate 
of his because as a Member of Par¬ 
liament. he is supposed to be an 
honourable Member. Could we allow 
this situation t’o continue? Because of 
the presence of such persons this 
House has been brought into disre¬ 
pute. Whatever ^functions are per¬ 
formed here by us with utmost dilli- 
gence, they get adverse reflection 
throughout the country. Therefore, 
I say that he has brought this House 
into disrepute and has tarnished the 
ipiage of .Members. It is a fit case 
for an investigation by the Privileges 
Committee. 

In order to find out whether the 
Member has brought the House into 
disrepute and wheth^jr in such cases 
action can lie against him, the case 
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ahould go to the Privileges Committee 
which should investigate into the 
truth of the matter. Before it goes to 
the Privileges Committees, I should 
say I am in complete agreement with 
Shri Unnikrishnan that for our com¬ 
plete understanding of the question 
the entire facts should be placed by 
the concerned Ministers before this 
House. 

MR. SPEAKER: We will take it 
up next week. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOBU; On a 
personal explanation. Sir, I and my 
party have been consistently fighting 
against the malpractices of the big 
houses. In the course of the brilliant 
research they have done, if they look 
into the records they will see that I 
am the man who had raised it again 
and again. I am telling you, you 
institute a probe at once as to whe¬ 
ther as a Member of Parliament, he 
has misused his position to pressurise 
the Government. If you are worth 
the salt, institute a probe Mr. Goenka 
had been a Congress candidate in 
1952* Lok Sabha elections.

This has not happened for 
the first time; this has happened for 
the second time; this is rather a serious 
matter and I would like this to be con¬ 
veyed to the Minister concerned—the 
Minister concerned here is the Minis¬ 
ter of Education. He is a good friend 
of mine, a very educated, very articu¬ 
late, a very scholarly man. I was very 
much impressed by his television inter¬ 
view one dSy after he returned from 
Russia. I really feel proud that we 
have people of hig calibre to present a 
good image. But, this has happened 
with him for the second time today; it 
may not be so much him but this minis¬ 
try and it happened also during my 
chairmanship of this House. And that 
is why 1 am mentioning this. 

Shri Madhu Limaye’s case is 
this. Let us imderstand what 
it is. He has sent a notice 
of Private Member’s Bill w'hich, 
everyone of you can do on the 12th of 
November, 1974. Private Member’s 
notices—^unless they are amendments 
of the Constitution— are accepted and 
the Members are allowed to introduce 
the Bill in the House. That is the prac¬ 
tice. This is the right of everyone of 
you. 

This is the Delhi Dramatic Perfor¬ 
mance Bill. This is a Bill by which 
he wants that certain taxes that are 
imposed, that is, entertainment tax and 
all that, should be withdrawn. They 
should be abolished. And he has other 
reasons also. Because the Bill seeks 
to abolish a tax, it attracts Art. 110 of 
the Constitution. The abolition of the 
taxes also attracts Art. 117 of the 
Constitution which says that no IKll 
which affects taxation or no Bill which 
affects certain provisions of Art. 110 
can be ihtroduced Without the Presi¬ 
dent’s rteotnmendation. 

Vhis was the whole thing. Now he 
has sent the notice of this Bill on the 
12th of November and, the same day, 
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tie also, accordihg to our practice, 
sent an appiicatiou for the President’s 
tacornmendation. To obtain the Presi¬ 
dent’s recommendations he did that 
on the same day. Now, the Presi¬ 
dent’s recommendation is to be obtain, 
ed by the Ministry or the Minister 
concerned and the President’s recom¬ 
mendation is to be conveyed by the 
Minister concerned. 

Here, Mr. Madhu Limaye did this on 
the 12th and he sent it to our Secreta¬ 
riat. Our Secretariat sent it to the 
Minister concerned. That is the prac¬ 
tice. We took almost immediate ac¬ 
tion. Now, our rules lay down that 
the notice of a Bill, before it is introdu¬ 
ced should be for one month. Unless 
you give notice of one month, you can¬ 
not introduce a Bill unless the Speaker 
allows it. In this case, because the 
Bill needs the President’s recommen¬ 
dation, before the Bill is considered 
for introduction, within that one 
month, it should come to our Secreta¬ 
riat together with the President’s re¬ 
commendation. If it does not crane 
along with the President’s recommen¬ 
dation, the Bill cannot be considered. 
This is the rule. Now, he had sent it 
on the 12th. We took immediate ac¬ 
tion. We sent Mr. Madhu Limaye’s 
application for the President’s recom¬ 
mendation to the Ministry of Education 
almost immediately. On the 27th of 
November, our Secretariat got an inti¬ 
mation after a little pressure perhaps 
from the Ministry of Education that 
they had not received the Bill of Mr. 
Madhu Limaye and also his application 
as forwarded by us—12th November 
and 27th November—15 days later. We 
ascertained this and we found that the 
Bill and the application of Mr. Madhu 
Limaye were duly delivered at the re¬ 
ceipts section of the Ministry of Edu¬ 
cation. But, here they say that they 
have not received it. Then, we took 
more action after that and we sent it 
to them. But, until to day, the Presi¬ 
dent’s recommendation has not been 
received. The Minister has not yet ob¬ 
tained the President’s recommendation, 
and therefore, this Bill cannot be Intro- 
dueid. Now, Biat ^Is ^e position. I 
do not know, why. 'it happened In the 
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case of Ab*. Samar Ouha. On the SDth 
November) last year, Mr. Samar Guha 
also raised this question when his Bill 
was to come un. His Bill relates to the 
*Un^m lleiplllpriea Secondary Educa¬ 
tion Bill. It was introduced. It was to 
betaken up for consideration. But, be¬ 
cause, the Bill involved expenditure 
from the Consolidated Fund of India, 
the consideration of the Bill needed the 
recommendation of the Presient. But, 
the recommendation had not been re¬ 
ceived by that lime, had oot been con¬ 
veyed, and therefore, the Bill could not 
even be considered. We were in a quan¬ 
dary on that day, and the Minister of 
Education, my good friend, Mr. Nurul 
Hasan came to the House, and apologis¬ 
ed and he said that he vnuld imme¬ 
diately obtain the reconunendation of 
the President and he also gave some 
kind of commitment that this sort of 
thing would not happen again. Now, 
We are faced with a situation that 
it has happened again. I think, hon. 
Members will agree with me That as 
the Presiding Officer of this House, 

I have the duty to safeguard the rights 
and privileges of the Members, the 
j rights and privileges of this House. 

1 Now, this non-arrival of the Presi¬ 
dent’s recommendation has resulted 
today in the inability of a Member or 
has stopped a Member from exercising 
his right and introducing a Bill in 
this House. 1 put it to you, whe¬ 
ther this is not interference in the 
business of this House and holding up 
tile business of this House? I put it 

to the Minister, Deputy Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs, is this the way 

this House should be treated? There¬ 
fore, I fully sympathise with Mr. 
Iiladhn Limaye. I do not expect the 
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Minister of . idtiiatlbh to be here 
and to give his fekpldnation. If 
he were here, I would have. 

He did not know that this Bill 
would come up and naturally he is not 
here. But that does not absolve 
him.. It does not absolve his Minis¬ 
try. This should be conveyed to them. 

I think it is right and proper that he 
should come forward with a statement 
in this House, because it has happen¬ 
ed for the second time, and explain 
why this has happened for the second 
time. This House should not 
be taken for granted; at least 
as long as I am in this Chair. 

I will not permit within my know¬ 
ledge that this House should be taken 
for granted in this way. This is not 
how the business of the House should 
be done. I hope you will convey 
that. 

SHRI S. M. BANER.IEE: When you 
are not there, we shall occupy the 
Chair and maintain that tradition.

PLANNING and DEVELOPMENT 
THROUGH PANCHAYAT RAJ 
BILL—Contd. 

By Shri Kanabahadur Singh 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We 

take up further consideration of the 
following motion moved by Shri 
Ranabahadur Singh on the 28tb 
November, 1974:— 

‘‘That the Bill to provide for 
planning and development through 
various democratic and official 
agencies of Panchayat Raj, be 
taken into consideration”. 


SHRI p. R. SHENOY (Udipi): 1 
was narrating the incident of the 
authorities of a State trying to fix 
the location of a proposed public well 
in a village where there was no 
agreement regarding its fixation 
amongst the villagers. The authori¬ 
ties had never visited the village and 
they had no knowledge of the village 
at all. Sitting in the headquarters 
Of the State, tKey decided* that the 
well should be at the centre of tne 
village. So they broughf a map of 
the village and took .some pains to 
find out the centre of the village and 
placed a mark there and ” directed 
that the well should be dug exactly 
at that place. An official was deputed 
to the village. When he went there, 
he found that this point was on the 
top of a rocky hill. Therefore, the 
villagers could not get the well which 
they wanted very badly. This is the 
result of planning ffOm State head¬ 
quarters or from Delhi and not at 
the district/village level. 

The Ministry of Planning has pro¬ 
mised that the people would be in¬ 
volved in the Fifth Plan. I do not 
know how the people have been in¬ 
volved an its formulation. So far 
no people have been involveafln the 
plan at alL Even MPa have not 
been involved in the formulation oi 
the ninn except to the extent of 
attending some committee meetings. 

In some States. Di.strict Planning 
Committees and District Develop¬ 
ment Councils have been formed but 
those are neither democratic, nor do 
they have any i>ower to implement 
or monitor the plan. In RTamataka, 
there are not even District Boards. 
These were abolished long back. The 
promised zila parishads haiie not yet 
come into existence. Unless we have 
democratic bodies at district pancha¬ 
yat levels. We cannoT'really have a

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good plan for plenty and develop¬ 
ment of the rural areas of our coun¬ 
try. In the last four Five Year 
Plans, we have made a lot of invest¬ 
ment in machineries and in institu¬ 
tions at the expense of man. 

Man has been exploited to build 
machinery and institutions in the 
hope that the machinery and institu¬ 
tions would subserve the interest ot 
man in due course. But even now 
the growth of man is negligible when 
compared to the growth of machinery 
and institutions. The growth Ot 
machinery and institutions 'is ih 
geometric progression whereas the 
growth of common men or the villa¬ 
gers is very slack or iiT small arith- 
methic progression. Villagers are 
migrating to urban areas to find jobs. 
Every year we find surplus popula¬ 
tion practically in every village in 
the country. Educated people from 
the district go abroad or to bigger 
towns seeking luxusy and security in 
the form of white collar job. They 
have lost the spirit of adventure and 
they have lost faith in self-employ¬ 
ment. To make up for the lost spirit 
of adventure some of them have 
begun to consume spirit and do noth¬ 
ing. 


The main reason for this is that 
the Cteverhmeht is not throwing 
enough challenges at the district level 
to the young men who are educated. 
If the State Government throws 
some challenges to these yoim men i 
am sure, they will remain in their 
district and try to improve the stand¬ 
ard of living of the people of that 
particular district. Planning at the 
village level is very faulty, if at all 
it has reached that level....(Inter¬ 
ruptions) It has reached some vil¬ 
lages. Forinstance in my district of 
South Canara in Karnataka State 
there is an elementary school in 
practically every village. There is 
ne branch of some bank for every 
three villages of the district. But 
along with these schools and banks 
we have in each and every village 
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without exception *a liquor shop of 
a toddy shop. These shops are 
meant to exploit the villagers to the 
maximum extent possible. Though 
there are elementary schools they do 
not have enough teachers. The banks 
collect deposit and the advances made 
by them are much below the deposits 
received by them. The employees in 
these rural branches have no know¬ 
ledge of the rural life at all as they 
come generally from the cities and 
towns. In our district there are 
about a lakh of small land holders 
owning between 1 and S acres. Some 
of them are already owners and 
others are'in the process of becoming 
owners under the Land Reforms Act. 
No provision has been made by the 
State to supply seeds, fertilisers, pes¬ 
ticides or credit to these small land 
holders and no effort has also been 
made by the State to supplement the 
income of these people by way of 
dairy farming, poultry farming etc. 
No encouragement has been given to 
Khadi or handloom cloth or sericul¬ 
ture 'industPTi or any other village 
industry. At the central level we are 
spending hundreds of crores of rupees 
for this purpose, but this money does 
not reach the villages. 


The result is the villagers spend 
their spare time in cock fights, side 
bets and lotteries provided by the 
State. House sites have been distri¬ 
buted to thousands of landless labour¬ 
ers but there is no money to build 
houses. Government says, it has no 
money to build houses on these house 
sites. The State Bank and the nation¬ 
alised banks have a lot of money but 
they say, they have no schemes to 
build houses in rural areas. LIC has 
crores of rupees but their schemes to 
build houses are restricted to cities 
and towns. This is the situation. We 
can improve it only by having plans 
at district level and panehayat level. 
I am sure Government also agrees 
with this, but we need not have a 
statute to do this. This can be done 
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[Shri P, H. ShsnoyJ 
by 9n adimnistrative order. Before 
that, a highpowered committee 
should be formed to go into the 
whole question deeply. So, l request 
the Qbvernment to form a high- 
powered committee to go into the 
question of having plans at district 
panchayat levels involving the peo¬ 
ple in our plans. I request Shri 
Ilanabahadur Singh to withdraw the 
Bill if the Government agrees to 
form such a committee. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We 

have almost exhausted the 2 hours 
allotted for this Biy and yet there 
are six Members wbo have already 
given their names. Then the Minis¬ 
ter has to intervene and the Mover 
has to reply. I do not know what is 
the pleasure of the House. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN (Siva- 
ganja): It is an important Bill. 
Some more time ^ould be given. 

SHRI JAGAHNATH MISHRA 
(Madhubani): It should be extended 
at least by half an hour. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Let us 
be realistic. Half an hour will not 
do. The other Bills may have to be 
pushed out, Shri Gomango. 

SHRI QIRIDHAR GOMANGO (Ko- 
raput): Sir, this is not a new Bill. 
The hon. Member suggests some coun¬ 
cil at the district level. But there 
are district boards already function- 
lr*g in some States. In some other 
States, tl^ere are no district boards. 
The Moyer has lightly moved this 
BiU td get an opportunity to submit 
bis views on the functioning of pan- 
chgyat samitie ip his State and ip 
ot^er States.

I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister how far we hav^ ghhieved 
the aims and ambitions of MaBhtnA 
Gandhi, what he wanted to be achiev¬ 
ed m this country. 

My humble submission before the 
Minister is that as the panchayat 
samities are the unit for the deve 
lopment of any areas, so, you should 
ic-.qrm that. Now you will" see the 
panchayat houses in a mined condi¬ 
tion and the village industries are 
already gone. The developmental 
administration in the block level has 
to be improved. 


We are coming from the villages, 
though we are living in the towns. 
\Yben 'We compare the towns and 
villages we find that the difference 
is that between hell and heaven. 
It happens because the distance from 
the- village to the town is very muc*’i. 
Not only the distance is much but 
we do things only in paper; every- 
tha.'ig is transacted in paper. That 
de-Lys the implementation. When 
we plan a scheme in paper, at least 
a percentage of it should be im¬ 
plemented. 

The main reason for imder-deve- 
lopment or non-development of the 
panchayat ra| areas is lack of finance 
and planning. The plans which we 
propose there should be according to 
the needs of the people and th^ 
should satisfy at least the minimum 
needs of the people. For that we 
should know what are tiia basic 
needs of the people and then try to 
sa^y them gt leart befpM thg awd 
of me Fifth Plan. 
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through Panchayat Raj Bill * through Panchayat Raj Bill 


Now there are a number of Tribal 
Development blocks. The aim of 
the TD blocks is intensive develop¬ 
ment of the area. Now we are 
proposing inflated development 
schemes. Whatever may * be the 
scheme, the administrative structure 
of the block and district level should 
be improved. There should be a 
Collector exclusively in charge of 
development. My proposal to the 
Government is that since panchayat! 
raj is one development unit, there 
should be one IAS officer wRo should 
be empowered to deal with all deve¬ 
lopmental matters within his jurisdic¬ 
tion and capacity. Those proposals 
should not be sent to the State or 
Central level for approval. That 
should be decided on the spot.

On the other hand,, if proposals 
relating to the development of the 
blocks are to be decided at the dis¬ 
trict or State level, and that also by 
means of flies, since the flies move 
very slowly, it will take years, per¬ 
haps one Five Year Plan even to 
start a scheme. Government have 
proposed single-line administration 
for the tribal blocks and that should 
be implemented, because, in a single- 
line administration there will not be 
any confusion. 

Though our Constitution says that 
increasing the level of deveTb^ment 
and administration in the tribal and 
backward areas is the responsibility 
of both the Central and State Gov¬ 
ernments, I am not saying that 
neither the State nor the Central 
Government has done anything.

village is the basic unit for our 
development. The village is the birth 
and death-place of a person. I am. 
not saying that the towns should not 
be improved or developed. But the 
village as the basic unit should he 
developed and improved. The Gov¬ 
ernment should give priority, while 
they formulate schemes, and give 
more emphasis on the village psn- 
chayat and the village development, 

I am not going to speak more on 
this. The Bill which has beeifThoved 
by the hon. Member, Shri Hana 
Bahadur Singh, for planning and 
development through Panchayat Raj 
’las been brought before the House at 
a proper time because, when the 
discussions for the Annual Plan for 
1975-76 start, I hope, the hon. Minis¬ 
ter will give more emphasis on 
planning and development through 
Panchayat Raj. 

Lastly, I would like to request the 
hon. Minister regarding one thing. 
The Minister of Agriculture was kind 
enough to start tribal projects in 
India. There are six tribal projects. 
The allocation is the same. But the 
development unit that they propose 

and fix differs from State to State. 
For example, in Madhya Pradesh, the 
Khunta tribal project covers four 
blocks whereas in my district of 
Koraput, the tribal project covers 
ten blocks. Then, there is the Gan- 
jam project which covers nine 
blocks. The allocation is the same. 

I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister on what basis they have 
given the money, whether it is area- 
wise or population-wise. If you go 
on the basis of population, the popu¬ 
lation is less in the four-block project 
and the population is more in the 
ten-block project. If the hon. Minis¬ 
ter kindly consider this question, 
our project wdl more allocation. 

I would request the hon. Minis¬ 
ter that agriculture should be deve¬ 
loped in these tribal blocks and the 
Maxtor Pign^for irrigation for the 
Panchayat Saroiti which wea propos¬ 
ed by the State Government should 
be given priori^. If ^e Minister of 
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Agriculture win say that irrigation 
is a State subject and that we have 
nothing to do from the Centre, then 
the Centre can do this much that 
they might earmark some money for 
irrigation for each and every block. 
I hope, the hon. Minister will do 
something, in this regard. 


SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN (Siva- 
ganja): Mr. _Chairman, Sir, first of 
all, I shoul«r congratulate my hon. 
friend, Shri Rana Bahadur Singh, for 
bringing before the House this good 
Bill for discussion. 


The Government itself should have 
brought such a Bill, passed such an 
Act, so that the villages and the 
people in the rural areas would have 
benefited much. But the Govern¬ 
ment has failed and my hon. friend, 
Shri Rana Bahadur Singh, has 
brought this Bill before the House. 
All sections of the House has support, 
ed the spirit of this Bill. Though 
some Members there may not have 
supported the Bill, they have support¬ 
ed the spirit of the Bill. So, I would 
request the Government that at least 
by this time some action has to be 
taken to enforce the thinking of our 
leaders and the nation-builders. 


The hon. Member, Shri Shenoy, 
was saying that a highpowered com¬ 
mittee should be appointed to go 
into all these things. So many com¬ 
mittees have been appointed by the 
Government. They have given their 
suggestions. Most of the State 
Governments have appointed higfi- 
powered committees. They have 
given their suggestions and recom¬ 
mendations. But the Government of 
India which is interested in enforcing 
uniformity in respect of all other 
things have not taken any interest to 
bring imiformity in th&legislation so 
far as Panchayat planning and deve¬ 
lopment is concerned.... 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISmY OP AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNASAHEB F. 
SHINDE): I hope you are speaking on' 
behalf of the DMK Government 
Have yOu consulted your Government? 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN; Our 
Government, not only the DMK Gov¬ 
ernment but also the previous Con¬ 
gress Governments, have introducetd 
this system in our State. I dm Spying 
that you have not taken any decision 
or any steps to introduce this... 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: ’ I 
will put just one question. I want to 
know whether it is the policy of the 
DMK Government—I would welcome 
it—that the Centre should legislate in 
regard to this particular subject- 
matter. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN; 1 am 
saying that the Centre is interested 
in enforcing uniformity in other casea, 
but they are not interested in bring¬ 
ing uniformity tfi this case. Most of 
the States have not conducted elec¬ 
tions, have not brought any legislation 
to introduce this panchayat samiti 
system. So, I want to bring to the 
kind notice of the hon. Minister that 
he should look into this position in 
most of the States where this system 
has not been introduced so far. 

Secondly, villages are the basic 
units of the nation, the basic units of 
the economy of this country! If the 
villages are not developed we cannot 
claim that this country as a whole 
would develop as we, the politicians 
and the political parties, expect. I 
come from a very small village and I 
represent my village as the President 
of that village. Being the Chairman 
Of the Panchayati Union in my area, 
I am aware of the difficulties and the 
miseries and the undeveloped, condi¬ 
tions of the villages. I myself tried to 
do much for the villages. There are 
villages without roads, without drink-' 
ing water, without school buildings, 
without sanitation and other basic 
needs and facilitim. 'Kie present 
system of planning is not suited to 
touch the villages. The present sya- 
tem of planning does not reflect the 
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aspirations of the people who are 
living in the villages. The village 
panchayats do not have the necessary 
finance to fulfil their local demands. 
^We talk much about villages and vil¬ 
lage development. But we must think 
over the things which we have done 
*0 far for the village people.* 

This Bill which seeks to provide for 
planning and develonment through 
various democratic and official agen¬ 
cies of Panchayat Raj. should be wel¬ 
comed by all sections of the House. 
Now, the political and economic 
powers are centralised. I am coming 
to this point now. My request is that . 
the political as well as economic 
powers should be decentralised. That 
is the object of this Bill. Even the 
-constitution of Panchayats as well as 
Panchayat Unions and Block develop- - 
ment rest with the povernment of 
India. I can cite an example. In my 
district, Ramanathapuram district, 
there is one Block called Bogalur, 
which consists of ^4 village panchayats 
having a vast area. It is unable to 
-develop. It has no finance at all. Our 
Government as well as the Panchayat 
Union and the District Development 
Council have recommended bifurca¬ 
tion of this ‘into two Blocks. It has 
come to the Government of India, but 
the Government of India has always 
heen rejecting' this. Our request has 
not Iseen considered favourably so far. 
The power is still with the Centre and 
that power has not been utilised pro¬ 
perly for all States uniformly. When 
sudi is the situation, how can the 
village panchayats plan further de- 
Arelopment? So. we demand decentra¬ 
lisation of political and economic 
powers which only, I think, will help 
the nation to develop a hesdthy situa¬ 
tion. 

’ Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru wanted a 
national programme, which will have 
as its objectives: 

i(l) involving the village people in 
the process of breaking the 
forces of traditimallsm and 
^ the bondages of poverty, 

nn X^IO 


( 2 ) An orgWzational structure 
which would, in meaningful 
ways, involve to the village 
people with the government 
in building a new nation. 

SHRi; V. T. Krishnamachari, 
the then Deputy Chairman of the 
Planning Commission stressed the need 
of involving the village people direct¬ 
ly in both the formulation and im¬ 
plementation of India’s future plants. 

Mr. De.y who was the architect of 
Community Development and Pan- 
chayati Rgj gave the structural mean¬ 
ing and content to the process of in¬ 
volving village people in a national 
self-help community development pro¬ 
gramme and projected the role of the 
Government as a resource in provid¬ 
ing technical and financial support. 

The abovementioned three person¬ 
alities and national leaders shared in 
the conceptualisation of India’s com¬ 
munity development programme and 
painted it on the large canvas of 
India’s 5,50,000 villages. 

It is claimed that the Panchayats 
have existed in India for centuries and 
that We are only recreating the clas¬ 
sical image of the panchayats. Pan- 
chayal Raj is not something new but 
is an effort to re-discover what once 
served to vitalise the entire nation. 
However, there is a fundamental dif¬ 
ference between whatever might have 
existed in the past and what we are 
seeking to build up now. 

Society remained stationary in the 
past and it could not think in terms 
of the elements of growth, feiShnologi- 
cal changes and new inputs. But w« 
can no longer remain static because 
three elements now exist that did not 
Operate in the past One is that we 
are living in a crowded world. 

We are living in a shrinking world 
and we are living in a changing world. 
We have to achieve these changes in 
a much shorter time. Time is 
crucial Importance in the whole pro¬ 
cess of development. 
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Panchayats are described as organs 
of implementation and above ail, as 
agents ot modernisation. Panchayat 
Raj institutions did not arise from the 
need to implement the community 
development' programmes. The pan¬ 
chayat raj system was conceived and 
set up as an instrument of change of 
transformation. 

I think there is a lot that remains 
to be done with planning at the block 
and district levels. I think that it is 
not that our implementation is in¬ 
adequate- Rather it is our planning 
that is defective. There is really very 
little of planning at the grassroots. If 
that is to be done, I think the Pan¬ 
chayat Unions or the districts would 
be Ule obvious unit for the organisa¬ 
tion of techno-economic surveys and 
techno-administrative planning. This 
has to be done within the broad frame 
work evolved for the Centre and the 

States. No district can ever be in a 
position to produce its requirements 
of steel, power cement etc. The neces¬ 
sary financial resources will have to 
be found at the national and state 
levels. But to identify the resource.*?, 
to find out the ways and means, 
whereby these resources can be fully 
energised and organised, the techno- 
administrative and techno-economic 
possibilities are the things that can and 
should be done at the district levels. 

Circumstances are forcing us to 
realise the fact that if we are to solve 
the basic problems of food, we have 
to think in terms of establishing the 
most complex agro-industrial rela¬ 
tionships. Even if the most rustic pro¬ 
blems are to be solved we have to 
bring to hear upon it sophisticated 
understanding. There is no getting 
away from that bruital fact. That is 
where the process of planning becomes 
so crucial. 

India's urgent need today is to 
understand the new purposes. To the 
extenf wfi* make pandhayat instltu- 
tions, democratic institutions and 
phmnini^ institutions subservient to 


transforming revolutions we .shall 
have served the cause we cherish. 

Shri Fakhruddin Ali Ahmed, now 
President of India, when he was 
Minister fdr Agriculture said; 

‘The programmes envisaged in 
the Fdth Plan for grassroots deve¬ 
lopment could be effectively iAiple- 
mented only if the panchayat raj 
institutions were fully involved and 
made to function properly." 

Our Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi, in a message, said as follows: 

“UWess the people were associa¬ 
ted with the policy, planning and 
implementation process, nothing 
could be don© to lift the vast ma.jo- 
rity of the rural populace from the 
mora.ss of poverty." 

Many Members have mentioned about 

the Father of the Nation, Gandhiji. 

The concept of panchayat raj initiated 
in villages did not work as Gandhiji 
had visualised. The working of the 
panchayati ra.i is influenced by deci¬ 
sions from thfe'top and the people who 
are passionately concerned with the 
programme are not consulted. The 
planning for the country’s progress 
should be from below. I am surprised 
to note that the slogan, ‘Planning from 
below* has been reintroduced after so 
many years at the Centre by the Plan¬ 
ing Minister, Mr. D. P. Dhar. The 
greatest failure of panchayats has been 
the assumption of a fragmented ap¬ 
proach to the question and their in¬ 
ability to inculcate sacn S spirit. 

The only level at which the people as 
such can cooperate In raising agricul¬ 
tural production is the village level. 

Although the gram sabhas and vil* 
lage panchayats have existed In many 
parts of the country they are only 
‘paper bodies*. The objectives of pan^ 
chayat raj system is democratic de- 
centralisatim. But the development 
programmes have been Imposed from 
the headquarters. Instead of that, if 
the programmes bad been drawn up 
after consulting the panchayats, and 
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including them in the planning aspecti 
of their territories, perhaps, there] 
would have been more enthusiastic , 
participation by the panchayat officials. ■ 

• 

The panchayat raj system which 
was expected to bring about changes 
in the power structure in the village 
in step with the community develop¬ 
ment programme also failed in its 
purpose. The panchayats became the 
instruments of the stronger sections in 
the village community for the preser¬ 
vation of their dominant positions 
rather than organs of village demo¬ 
cracy. 

To modernise the rural society and 
economy as well as to establish focial 
justice in place of vestiges of feudalism 
and exploitation, one of thg cssentiaL 
steps needed is to reorganise and re¬ 
vitalise the panchayat rro system. It 
is possible that the panchr.vat raj in¬ 
stitutions can be called vron to play 

new roles in addition to the existing 
ones. These are implementation of 
land reforms, uplift of weaker sections, 
provision of building sites and housing 
subsidies to the houseless. The oan- 
chayat raj is the new system of rural 
local Government. 

The motivations for the creation of 
this new system have been two. They 
are: ' . 

1. The increasing emphasis on the 
progressive democratisation of various 
institutions in harmony with the letter 
and spirit of the constitution. 

2. To develop rural entities t© mo¬ 
bilise the people’s understanding and 
cooperation in regard to the pro¬ 
gramme Of rural community develop¬ 
ment, That is, in short, democratic 
decentralisation and community parti¬ 
cipation are both highly desirable 
objectives. 

So, 1 request the hon. Minister to 
concede these points and bring about 
a new Bill which will give true demo¬ 
cratic decentralisation of economic and 
political power which our leaders 
visualised in this country.

SHRI K, LAKKAPPA (Tumkur); 
Mr. Chairman, at the outset I vtrould 
like to say that the Bill has provided 
me an importunity to foctts certain 
problems which are conjroatlng. our 
State aniTalso our Country, ^e baste 
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principle <m which the Bill has been 
framed may not ultimately srtve the 
problem. But the spirit with which 
the Bill has been introduced is* com¬ 
mendable from the point of view of 
debating interest. '' ’ 

The hon. members who have<spoken 
on this sub.iect have stated and also 
stressed that village institutions have 
to be developed and Panchayati Raj 
has to be established in the real sense 
of the term and the people of this 
country should get the real power. 

The institutions are functioning or 
maybe, sometimes man.v institutions 
are not functionijjg in various States. 
That *s not an important aspect. But 
the point is whether, in the real sense, 
the socio-economic problems have been 
solved so far as the people living in 
the rural parts of the country are con¬ 
cerned. That is the most important 
aspect that we have to stress. Whe¬ 
ther you introduce any kbid of or¬ 
ganisation and whether such organisa¬ 
tions are functioning in the country, 
is not so important. If we trace the 
history of the functioning of these 
institutions and the development acti¬ 
vities that have been generated in the 
villages, we are very sorry to say that 
the socio-economic problems of the 
rural parts have not been solved so 
far. 


We have recently read reports as 
also statistics that except for a few 
States, every other State is confront¬ 
ing with acute poverty and even some¬ 
times the people are living below the 
poverty level We are also even hear¬ 
ing reports about starvation deaths. 
But the point we want to focus is that 
economic freedom of the people, in 
the real sense, has unforttmatcly not 
been fulfilled. Even the crying need 
for econ(»nic development in the 
villages and to narrow down the gap 
between the village and economy and 
the urban economy has not been pro¬ 
perly rmderatood by the planners and 
no efforts have been made either by 
the State Governments or the Central 
tSovcfinent to see that this gap is com- 
pleteily ndped out or at least narrow- 
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ed down so as to bring the villagers 
on par with the urbanites. Most of 
our economic acticity generated in the 
towns but not in the villages. Even 
the economy that flows in various 
forms and various activities has not 
gone in the real sense to the people 
of the country and they are not parti¬ 
cipating in the real sense of demo¬ 
cracy. They have been denied every 
right and the right of equality has been 
completely denied so far as the rural 
masses are concerned. 

In the force of developmental acti¬ 
vities, even the basic necessities of 
life food, clothing and shelter they do 
not get, let alone other rights and 
developmental activities which so many 
members have mentioned. I want to 
know whether this Planning Commis¬ 
sion that has been created here has 
got any sense of responsibility to 
know, to understand aiid to find solu¬ 
tions for any of the real problems of 
the rural parts. No planner has ever 
understood the real functioning of the 
villages and of the village life and the 
rural problems which have remained 
completely neglected. 2 would like to 
say that so far as the national problems 
are concerned, so far as the major 
problems are concerned, we cannot 
isolate the villages. Take, for example, 
the natural resources available in the 
country. Take water. Hundreds of 
irrigation projects have been located 
in the districts but the Planning Com¬ 
mission is not helping the State Govern¬ 
ment in their execution. And the 
Ministry is not solving the problem 
and this is going on for a long time. 
It is not to-day’s problem or yester¬ 
day’s problem. It is there for years. 
Unless you fully exploit the natural 
resources and develop the economic 
life in the rural parts by completely 
solving the problem of irrigation at 
least, the rural economy cannot be 
buiH up. 

That rural economy has not been 
built up because we think these are 
the national problems of national re¬ 
sources of the country and we are still 
at the mercy of the bureaucracy,, 
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[Shri K. Lakkappa] fixed in varioua matters. There is no 

politics in this. We should all united- 


whetber it is at the central level or at 
the State level. This is the real situa¬ 
tion that is prevailing in the country. 
Not only that, we have accepted a 
system which we have to attack and 
that system is that even the bureau¬ 
cracy that is functioning is based on 
the capitalist system. Unless you 
attack that system, we cannot generate 
any economic activities in the rural 
parts and there will not be any develop¬ 
mental activities taking place. There¬ 
fore, we have to take the necessary 
Steps to see that social justice is meted 
out to every citizen of the country. 

You know that we have had a num¬ 
ber of elections and the people of this 
country have participated in the 
elections and the ratio of election 
particpation of the rural masses and 
the people living in the urban areas. 
But, unfortunately, the economic con¬ 
trol and the economic activity and its 
generation always centre around big 
cities. 


Big industries are developed and 
crores of money are put but they are 
confined to big cities only like Bombay, 
Bangalore, Madras and so on. They 
are not set up in the rural parts. Rural- 
based industries have not been develop¬ 
ed. We have no control over big busi¬ 
ness houses and industrialists. They 
are not functioning at the mercy of 
the people, but they are functioning 
in a way that they get more and more 
money and this is an attitude which is 
responsible for not creating enough 
sense of security in our rural masses. 
So, what I say is, this sense of security 
has to be created. That is the social 
effort for which we fight for. This 
■problem has to be solved. Whether 
this is solved by discussions, debates 
or organising meetings and so on is 
one aspect of the matter, but what I 
feel is, this problem cannot be solved 
unless the Ministry comes to Its senses, 
and see that sense of responsibility Is

ly tackle this' problem. The hon. 
Members opposite must also give us 
help. The Jan Sangh, the Swatantra 
and other parties are having different 
ideologies and they are directing people 
in different directions. Therefore what 
I say is that responsibility should be 
fixed on political parties. This is not 
a political or partisan issue. Every 
party gets its strength from the peo¬ 
ple. The Minister should constitute 
a committee of all parties, to see that 
pragmatic s61ution is made for this 
problem. Mr. Shinde is an efficient 
Minister. I hope that “my suggestions 
will be taken into consideration seri¬ 
ously. Our irrigation problem 0 # 
Karnataka has not been solved as yet, 
I am sure a solution will -be found 
out in the near future for this also. 

*SHRI E. R. KRISHNAN (Salem): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am very happy 
to participate in the discussion on the 
Planning and Development through 
Panchayati Raj Bill, which has been 
moved by my hon. friend Shri Ran a 
Bahadur Singh. I have to pay my 
compliments to Shri Hana Bahadur 
Singh for introducing this very im¬ 
portant piece of legislation, which 
emphasises the imperative necessity 
for formulating and executing Plan 
Projects through Panchayati Raj 
institutions, as that alone will ensure 
the economic development of rural 
areas in our country. This is a lauda¬ 
ble objective and there should be no 
hesitation on the part of the Govean- 
ment to accept this legislative pro¬ 
position. 

Sir, one can talk about this Bill for 
any length of time. On account of 
paucity of time, I will confine my¬ 
self to a few very" important issues. 

We have so fer Invested Rs. ?770 
crores in majdT and minor irrigation 
projects. On the admis 3 ion< ot the 

Tamil 
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hon. Minister of Agriculture him¬ 
self, only 15 per cent of the farmers 
have been the privileged persons to 
derive benefits 'from these irrigation 
projects. The remaining oer cent 
of our agriculturists are still scanning 
the skies for their cultivation. The 
former Member of the Planning 
Commission, Dr. Minhas has stated 
that in 1972-73 the country suffered 
a loss of Rs. 140 crores on this in¬ 
vestment of Rs. 2770 crores. The 
reason for that Is that the majority 
of agriculturists in our country has 
not been able to derive any benefits 
from these irrigation projects for 
want of subsidiary canals. When the 
Irrigation Project is constructed over 
a river running through more than 
two or three States, the State Go¬ 
vernments are quarrelling among 
themselves as to who sihould bear 
the cost of constructing ' the subsi¬ 
diary canals. In these unseemly 
controversies the small farmers are 
deprived of the muchrneed water for 
Irrigation. Naturally the investment 
made on these irrigation projects 
does not yield a single paise return 
to the Government. Besides this, in¬ 
spite of the fact that there are many 
major and minor irrigation projects, 
the annual loss of crops on account 
of recurring floods is estimated to be 
of the order of Rs. 300 crores. 

I have referred to these facts to 
indicate that the prestige irrigation 
projects have not been planned keep¬ 
ing in mind the economic develop¬ 
ment of rural areas in our country. 

If only the agriculturists had been 
assured of adequate supply of water, 
there would not have been this kind 
of food scarcity in our country and 
the Government would have also not 
been gping to countries like the 
U.S.A. withlyegging bowls for food- 
h grains. The agriculturists living in 
'villages"' of our country would 
have made the nation self-sufficient 
in food long ago. 

I would also like to bring to the 
notice of the Rouse that we have so 
far fovested Ra, 4700 crores in Power 
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Projects. What is the result of this 
massive investment? Out of 5 lakhs 
of villages in our country, only 1.22 
lakh villages have got electricity 
connection. This again shows that 
the Power Projects with Rs. 4700 
crores have not solved the problems 
of people living in rural areas. Here, 

I would like to give the instance of 
Tamil Nadu where the D.M.K. Go¬ 
vernment during its short tenure of 
7 years has achieved magnificent re¬ 
sults by"planning the projects on the 
basis of rural needs. Out of 61,396 
villages in Tamil Nadu, during a 
period of 5 years, the D.M.K. Go¬ 
vernment has ensured that 41,146 
villages are electrified. In the Con¬ 
gress Party rule of 20 long years in 
Tamil Nadu, only 20,250 villages 
could get electric connection. Bear¬ 
ing in mind the importance of achiev¬ 
ing self-sufficiency in foodgrains, the 
Tamil Nadu Government has ener¬ 
gised 6 lakhs of pumpsets. I have 
referred to this only to show that 
when the Projects are based on the 
needs of rural areas, then there is 
proper utilisation of the money in¬ 
vested in them and also there is ade¬ 
quate return to the Government on 
its investments. 

Sir, after investing Rs. 7470 crores 
in Power and Irrigation Projects, the 
plight of 5 lakhs of villages in our 
country even after 27 years of inde¬ 
pendence is unenviable. In case a 
village has been taken as the central 
point for economic development, the 
Government would have invested a 
sum of Rs, 14.94 lakhs so far. This 
investment of Rs. 15 lakhs in a vil¬ 
lage would have brought in an econo¬ 
mic marvel in our country. 

The National Commission on Agri¬ 
culture has made an important re¬ 
commendation, after analysing in de¬ 
tail the causes of our rural back¬ 
wardness. 

I quote: 

‘The Commission recommend the 

Idoption of a whole village ap- 
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proach to development for har> 
nessing the growth potential of the 
villages.” 

Bow could this recommendation be 
implemented successfully except 
through Panchayati Raj institutions? 
In this effort, the Community Deve¬ 
lopment Projects will also play a 
very vital role. But, so far as the 
Plans and Projects of the ruling Con. 
gress Party are concerned, they are 
all only on paper and none of them 
has yet become a reality especially 
in reference to the economic deve¬ 
lopment of our villages. On the 
ether hand, in many of the Congress, 
ruled States, the Community Deve¬ 
lopment Project has been scrapped. 
An as example, in Madhya Pradesh 
the Block Development Officers have 
disappeared. In many of the States 
ruled by the Congress, for many 
years no elections have been held to 
the Panchayati Raj institutions. Per¬ 
haps the Congress Governments in 
the States are afraid, after seeing the 
recent debacle of the Congress Party 
in the recent Municipal Elections m 
Maharashtra. 

In conclusion, I would like to point 
out that the Central Government 
appointed B. G. Mehta Committee to 
go into {Re question of Panchayati 
Raj Ihsfftutlons. The Committee 
aubmitted its report many years ago. 
I would like to know what action 
has been taken on the valuable re- 
conunendatlons of the B. G. Mehta 
'Committee’s Report. 

Sir, Mahatma Gandhi, the father of 
•our Nation led the freedom struggle 
solely guided by his goal of estab. 
lishing Gram Raj fn India. I regret 
-to say that Mahatma Gandhi's l^rs 
in the Central and the State Govern- 
have not so far endeavoured 
to establish Gram Raj in our 
country.

MR. CHAIRMAN; Therefore, we will 
take up the half-an-hour discussion at

SHRI R. P. ULAGANAMBI: Sir, 
liefore that, kindly give me a chance 
to move my Bill. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I will try. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The hon. Member has a very good 
knowledge of the problems of rural 
economy of our country. I have heard 
him speak on a number of occasions on 
the problems of agriculture, on the 
problems of rural development and he 
is really one of the very good Members 
of this House, who does take these 
matters very seriously. But the issues 
he has raised have two aspects. First 
of all. what is the role in India of 
Panchayat Raj? How it should really 
play its role in our economy and 
particularly in regard to rural develop¬ 
ment? As far as the first aspect is 
concerned, hon. Members have expres¬ 
sed their views and I have no differen¬ 
ces with' them. But, that is a different 
thing. As far as the Bill which has 
been brought forward by Mr. Rana¬ 
bahadur Singh is concerned, I think, it 
is a diqerent thipg, because, first of 
all, he has not, naturally, all the means 
available, all the sources of informa¬ 
tion available to him, as an individual 
Member, which are available to the 
Government. I cannot blame him. 
But, naturally, the BUI which has been 
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drafted has all limitations, many draw«- 
backs, and therefore, if this august 
House is to accept the Bill, there will 
be many many difficulties. Some of 
them I will touch upon. I am not 
blaming him, because, any private 
Member bringing a Bill of this nature 
is bound to have these limitations. 
But, Sir.... 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH; I 

would asK tiie Minister not to waste tiis 

time on trying to meet the arguments 
as to whether my Bill is the proper one. 
That was not my intention. My only 
intention was to focus the attention of 
the House. So, I would request the 
hon. Minister to come to the funda¬ 
mentals and not try to go into the 
limitations of this Bill. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: Sir, 
I agree that the main intention of the 
hon. Member was to focus the attention 
of the House and of the country on the 
role of Panchyat Raj in the country. I 
think, he has succeeded very well. 
This is clear from the very fact that 
all sections of the House have broadly 
supported the principles implied in 
this Bill. I would also like to say 
that as for as Government of India is 
concerned, as far as principles are con¬ 
cerned, we are one with him. If is not 
that today, I am taking the position. In 
fact. Government of India has been 
very clear, all along, as far as the role 
of Panchayat Raj in this country is 
concerned. Personally, I feel that many 
of the ills in this country with which 
we are confronted today would not have 
been there, if real, genuine Panchayat 
Raj had been established in this coun¬ 
try. By genuine Panchayat Raj, I 
mean, Panchayat institutions elected on 
the basis of adult franchise, not only 
Panchayat institutiona—here, I am not 
referring to the village Panchayats— 
but also Panchyat Samitis and even 
Zila Parishads etected on the basis of 
adult franchise like Members of Parlia¬ 
ment and Members of State Assem¬ 
blies. This Is because, I have seen in 
this coluntry that wherever there are 
indirect demons, a lot of manipulations 


take place and these institutions are not 
effective. But, we have effective insti¬ 
tutions in some parts of the country. 
For instance, in the State from where 
I come, members of the Zila Parishads 
are directly elected on the basis of 
adult franchise. Every man and wo¬ 
man "who is a voter votes in these 
elections. Now, they have been accep¬ 
ted the position that even at Panchayat 
Samitis level, there should be direct 
election. Therefore, these bodies have 
lot of weight and they influence the 
policy decisions of the State Govern¬ 
ments. They have become very effec¬ 
tive instruments in regard to the deve¬ 
lopment of our rural economy. There¬ 
fore, my concept of Panchayat Raj is 
that there should be elected bodies 
elected on the basis of adult franchise. 
This is one. Secondly, these Panchayat 
bodies should have a very effective 
say in the planning as well develop¬ 
ment activities which is not there in 
the country today. Thirdly, these 
Panchayat bodies should provide every 
important safeguard to the weaker 
sections of the society because there is 
a complaint in the country that these 
Panchayat bodies are sometimes domi¬ 
nated by a handful of people who are 
very powerful in the rural areas. There¬ 
fore, there should be a new mechanism 
as far as Panchayat Raj ia concerned, 
whereby, the interests of the weaker 
section.^ of the society are very well 
protected. That is my concept of 
panchayat raj. The Government of 
India also has all along accepted this 
position. In fact, our constitution- 
makers themselves had Visualised this 
role of panchayat raj. I would draw 
attention to art. 40 which says. 


“The State shall take steps to 
organise village panchayatg and 
endow them with such powers and 
authority as may be necessary to 
enable them to fud&tion as units of 
self-government”. 


SHRI ERASMO DE SEOUEIRA 
(Marmagoa): This is what has not 
happened. 
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SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
That is true. As far as the theoreti¬ 
cal position ^s concerned. I am clarl- 
fying what is the Government oI 
India’s position in thii matter because 
that is how the hon. member wanted 
to know from me. 

<• 

When the Balwnntrai Mehta Com¬ 
mittee went into this, they suggested 
that this should apply not only to 
villages but even to the panchayat 
samitis and zila parishads. They 
should be very effective units of self- 
government. 

If we go into the background, we 
find that the National Development 
Council which went in 1959 into the 
report of the Balwantrai Mehta Com¬ 
mittee which for the first time clearly 
enunciated the position of panchayat 
raj in the country, also accepted this 
position with this proviso that this 
country being vast with different 
socio-economic condilions, with diffe¬ 
rent historical backgrounds, different 
land tenure systems, a uniform pat¬ 
tern of panchayat rajv will not be 
applicable to India. So when they 
went into the problem in 1959, they 
said that while the broad pattern 
and fundamentals may bei uniform, 
there should not be any rigidity in 
the oattern. They said; 

“In fact, the country is so large 
and panchayat raj, that is demo¬ 
cratic decentralisation, is so com¬ 
plex a subject with far-reaching 
consequences that there is the ful¬ 
lest scope for trying out various 
patterns and alternatives. What 
is most important is genuine trans¬ 
fer of power to the people”. 

X repeat it— 

"^What is most important is 
genuine transfer of power to the 
people. If this is ensured, the 
form and pattern must necessarily 
vary according to conditions pre¬ 
vailing in the different States”. 

This was accepted. In fact, we have 
reconunended this tg the State Gov¬ 


ernments. We h^ve asked them to 
enact panchayat laws on these lines. 
Moreover, we also" envisage' a three- 
tier structure. Experience indicates 
that there may be two opinions whe¬ 
ther it should be two-tier or three- 
tier. My own view Is that perhaps 
two-tier would be preferable, because 
multiplicity of agencies would per¬ 
haps add to the troubles. But this is 
a matter of local judgment. In these 
matters, some discretion needs to be 
given to State Governments. 

There should be genuine transfer 
of power and responsibility. Ade¬ 
quate resources should- be made 
available for development program¬ 
mes. These should be channelled 
th>-ough these bodies and the instru¬ 
ment evolved should be such as will 
facilitate further devolution and dis¬ 
persal of power and responsibility In 
the future. This is the Government 
of India’s approach to this matter. 
We have repeatedly drawn the atten¬ 
tion of various State Governments to 
this. In fact, these are the matters 
referred to by hon. members when 
they spoke. 

Therefore, on policy matters we 
have a very clear view. Personally, 
I have been very closely associated 
with the rural economy. I feel that 
our country is sO vast and many of 
the ills afflicting us whether in Bihar, 
U.P, or M.P. or any other State are 
there mainly because we have failed 
to evolve an institutional structure 
in the rural areas, a very effective 
institutional structure which involves 
the elected representatives of the peo¬ 
ple. Our States are so big that 
it is not possible to govern them 
either from Delhi or the State capi¬ 
tals. Therefore, the constitution of 
such an institutional structure with 
effective involvement of the duly 
elected representatives of the people 
is a must for this country. That is 
how the Government of India looks 
at the problem. Unfortunately, many 
of the States have not implemented 
the recommendations and that ^ 
really tl^q main diffl<;ult^. 
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Fortunately or unfortunately, pan¬ 
chayat raj is a state subject. Perhaps 
some hon. members can raise the 
plea that now there is emergency and 
under art. 250(1) the Government of 
India and Parliament have power to 
enact legislation in regard to a sub¬ 
ject falling within the State List. 


Though it is not in the concurrent 
list, even if it is in the State list, at 
the time of emergency Parliament has 
the power but subject to the limi¬ 
tation contemplated in article 251 
which says that unless the State Go¬ 
vernment enact their own legislation 
on the pattern which six months the 
laws so enacted by Parliament will 
become invalid. There are no com¬ 
pelling reasons why the Go^rnment 
of India should enact legislation. I 
have already pointed out how difficult 
it is to have a uniform piece of legis¬ 
lation for a country of our size. The 
hon. Member is not suggesting a 
very effective instrument of Pancha¬ 
yat raj. But he has suggested that 
there should be district welfare coun¬ 
cils. There seems to be some con¬ 
fusion in regard to this issue because 
according to provisions of the Bill the 
panchayat raj and zila parishad 
should be represented on this body. I 
do not think that by creating an ad¬ 
ditional body we are serving any 
puri>ose. I am not prepared to blame 
the hon. Member and he has tried to 
put it like that with the best of In¬ 
tention. However I do not think that 
this Bill will serve the purpose wRTcIi 
the hon. Member has in mind. ^TOr 
is the Bill comprehensive enough. I 
have already pointed out some very 
importatnt lacuna in the Bill. The 
bodies which are supposed fo come 
into existence as a result of this Bill 
are not based on adult franchise. 
There are no safeguards for the 
weaker sections. I would therefore 
humbly request the hon. Member who 
Is a knowledgeable person, to with¬ 
draw the ^11. 


I promise him this. He said that 
there should be a Committee of Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament to go into this. We 
accept the spirit of his suggestion. We 
have already a Consultative Commit¬ 
tee on panchayat raj. It is a very 
representative body and there are also 
Members of Parliament on it. It is an 
All India body and the Ministers of 
panchayati raj are there. The hon. 
Member has also given me a represen¬ 
tation signed by a large number of 
Members of this House. We would 
specifically put forward those sug¬ 
gestions before this august body 
presided over by my senior colleague, 
by Jagjivan Ram Ji for Its con¬ 
sideration. The points which have 
been raised by the various speakers 
would also be placed before that body 
and that should go a long way in 
serving the purpose which the hon. 
Member has in mind. 

The hon. Member from the D.M.K. 
Party generally extended his support 
to this Bill. I do not know whether 
the D.M.K. Members have consulted 
their Government. 

SHRI R. P. ULAGANAMBI; It is a 
private Members Bill and Members 
can express the personal opinion. 

SHRI AimASAHEB P. SHINDE: I 
have no quarrel over that. The 
D.M.K. is so conscious ol Ihe States 
right and they are pleading for more 
autonomy. They do not want the 
Central Government to enact legis¬ 
lation on subjects which are witKin 
the State jurisdiction. The D.M.K. 
Government would oppose this «ort 
of Bill That is why l“say that I did 
not know whether they really repre¬ 
sented the views of the partjr when 
they spoke on this Bill. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: They are speak¬ 
ing in their private capacity... 
(Interruptions). 

SHRI TEA KIROTTOTAN; Tbia to 
a Bill which concehis Planning and 
Development; the Stote should h0 
given power.. Ome State Omremr 
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ment is implementing the Plan with 
all possible efforts. The problem la 
one of resources. Where is the 
money? If you accept State aufo- 
nomy? we will do everything. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. gHINDE: 

The D.M.K. Government shoufld con¬ 
stitute very powerful panchayat bo¬ 
dies based on direct election and adult 
franchise, without any interference 
from the State capital. This is the 
principle. 

The mover has succeeded in draw¬ 
ing the attention of the country to 
this matter and we will put it up 
before the august body which is iu 
charge of this. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH: 
Sir. I am greatful to the Minister for 
having pointed out the tailings of my 
Bill. I would request him to considet" 
the matter from the point of View of 
a private member, that too an inde¬ 
pendent member. He was kind en¬ 
ough to say, I have my limitations. 

As a matter of fact, I had tabled two 
Bills. Bill No. 36 did not fare well 
in the ballot. If that had come before 
the House, the lecunae you have very 
kindly pointed out were exactly dealt 
with in that Bill. There was also the 
constraint that this is a State subject, 

I could not have brought it in here 
unless I took the name of develop¬ 
ment and planning. That wast the 
backdoor entry I had to make. 

I am grateful for the all round 
support this Bill has drawn from this 
House. I am sure the matter is now 
formally placed for the consideration 
of the House, -waftiely, the peonle’s 
involvement is the necessity. That 
has been the accepted policy, as the 
Minister says. But this accepted 
policy has had a twist in it. There 
was always the necessity of having 
the poeple involved in development 
or reconstruction activities. Especial¬ 
ly now in regard to the food situation, 
wa want the people to cooperate, but 
the twist has remained: “You work, 
we^rule”. All that I wanted to put for 
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the consideration of the House by 
this Bill was, now it should be ac¬ 
cepted that this will not work. So, 
if you want people to work, you shall 
have to say you work and you rule 
with us. That is the only difference. 
This would lead to giving sovereigntly 
to the panchayats. Unless the sover¬ 
eignty is willingly parted to the 
panchayats, nothing will work in this 
country. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Sovereignty will not be the right 
word; it should be self-government. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH: I 
used a strong word, so that in the 
process of dilution, at least something 
may remain. 

I have heard that the Prime Minis¬ 
ter has written to the heads of pan¬ 
chayats drawing their attention 
and cooperation to family planning. 
This will do no good whatsoever. For 
the last 25 years, there has been a 
law that has framed the panchayats 
and that law has had the most dis¬ 
turbing effect on the panchayats in¬ 
asmuch as the law has disgraced the - 
commonsense of the people in the 
villages. As many members have 
said, for 7 or 10 years if you do not 
hold elections to a body which should 
be held in three years, people in the 
villages are no fools. They know 
exactly the value of a body in whose 
election in' time the Government has 
no faith. It is not the fault of the 
quality of the people in our villages. 
It is the fault of the panchayat! laws. 
The baby should not be thrown away 
with the bathwater, saying that no 
self-governing powers can be given 
to the panchayats because of their 
present low quality of administrative 
skill Or morality. 

Another point that strengthens this 
Bill, however weak in its approach, 
has been that the present tax struc¬ 
ture of our country cannot' withstand 
any further financial weight and un¬ 
less we are able to organise the peo¬ 
ple on a basis of equality the social 
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Bervices level that we are aiming at 
in the context of our social welfaria- 
tic plan would be frozen in the pre- 
aent context, because, unless the 
people are willingly involved on the 
basis of equality, the whole social 
fabric is going to fall down. 

What can be done is very simple. 
There is no need to grope In the dark. 
There are just four points that I 
want to present in this context. As 
the Minister has kindly promised to 
bring this matter up before the august 
body that already exists, I mention 
these four pointg specifically for con¬ 
sideration, there. 

Well, if this bad law that has under¬ 
mined the people’s will in the coun¬ 
tryside is sought to be renewed or 
revamped. The first thing that is 
necessary and that should be consi¬ 
dered is that there must be a univer¬ 
sality of membership at the pancha- 
yat level. Shri Ramavatar Shastri 
has brought out a very good point 
when he said that the bigger people, 
the social-statured people, in the 
villages are exploiting the people. 
The answer lies in the universality of 
membership and consensus of work¬ 
ing. If the small man bad the power 
of vetoing the law inside a village 
panchayat there would not be a single 
voter who will not participate in the 
proceedings and that would stand 
well in giving him the leverage that 
he requires and for which he has 
been asking for all these 27 years 
from the people, from our laws, so 
that he can stand on his own' and say 
he is a free citizen of this country. 
This consensus is not a chimera. It 
has already been made out that con¬ 
sensus is not possible in the present 
context of things. May I respectful¬ 
ly submit that what this House has 
witnessed today for the last one and 
a quarter hour, or the earlier day 
when we were discussing this, shows 
that there is a consensus reignin'g in 
this House, which by itself is quite 
« change from what happens between 


12 aoon and 1 O’Clock in the House? 
So, it depends on the quality of the 
thing that is sought to be achieved. 

The second point that I want to 
make in this context is land distri¬ 
bution, which is a thing which has 
held us spell-bound for the last 
twenty years. How much energy, 
how much time and how much ver¬ 
bosity has gone into it I cannot say. 
•But if land distribution wag left to 
such constituted panchayats on the 
basis of univerality of membership 
and consensus, I would say respect¬ 
fully that this problem that has been 
hanging fire for the last 20 years 
would be solved in 20 months, be¬ 
cause the present land distribution 

laws depend on the official machi¬ 
nery, and the official machinery ha 
no way of finding out who is landless. 

Thirdly, there must be financial 
independence of the panchayats, and 
financial independence cannot be 
based on the fact that the Govern¬ 
ment sets apart a certain fraction of 
the land revenue to the panchayats. 
It must be made in such a way that 
every person who is a member of the 
panchayat must contribute at least 
l/30th of his annual income to it. 

Lastly, there must be a corporate 
ownership of land. This is a bogey 
which could very well raise a hornet’s 
nest because it visualizes corporate 
ownership that has been tried in other 
parts of the world. I am not draw¬ 
ing the attention of the House to 
that. What I mean is that there 
should be corporate ownership on the 
basis of trusteeship and land should 
vest in the panchayat on the basis of 
trust. 

I raise these points only for the 
sake of putting them uo as a matter 
of discussion. These are not the final 
word. 

I have already found a consensus 
amongst the Members here that there 
must be set up a committee. The hon. 
Minister has promised to bring this 
matter to the notice of a committee 
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that already exists. All that I would 
request him even now is that -he 
Members of Parliament who might 
be interested in this as a subject 
should be at least asked to depose be¬ 
fore that committee and to bring 
about a certain sitting of the com¬ 
mittee in which that committee will 
take specific note of this particular 
aspect. 

In conc’usion, I would say that 
whatever might be contemplated as 
a stop-gap measure, one thing should 
be taken into consideration as to whe¬ 
ther it can be at least weighed for 
its viability and that is, whether it 
would be possible to amend the Con¬ 
stitution and include in the Seventh 
Schedule another new item under 
item 97. Vou say that the formation 
of panchayats at the village level 
based on these four point- would be 
included under item 97 in the Seventh 
Schedule of the Coitstitution. 

I would say that the Madhya Pra¬ 
desh Government has been the first 
Government in this country which 
has already framed a law based on 
these four point.s and that law is 
working. So. I think. I have a point 
in requesting the hon. Minister to 
study this matter more deeplv. That 
was all ^he purpose in bringing for¬ 
ward this Bill before the House and 
in the hope that he will take the 
matter up. 1 would, under his instruc¬ 
tions, withdraw the Bill. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The ques-tion is: 

“That the leave be granted to 
withdraw the Bill to provide for 
planning and development through 
various democratic and official 
agenciea of Panchayat Raj.” 

The motion loas odopted. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH; I 
withdraw the Bill.

HALF-AN-HOUR DISCUSSION 
Declaration of Assets by the elected 
Representatives. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): Mr. Chairman. Sir. I am 
raising a discussion on a very im¬ 
portant question which relates to the 
declaration of assets by the elected 
representatives. 

To put the record straight. I would 
like to ro.ad the Question that was 
posed to the Home Minister and the 
rooly that was given bv the Minister 
concerned. The Question was; 

“(a) whether a number of news- 
patic;? r.irriod edilon.ils and articles 
during July-August last to the 
effect that for a healthy and pro¬ 
gressive po'itical atmosphere. it 
was necessarj' that every elected 
representative should declare pub¬ 
licly the movable and immovable 
property owned or controlled by 
him; 

(b) whether Government have 
examined this demand and taken 
any decision thereon; and 


*Moved with the recommendation of the President. 
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(c) if so, the salient features there¬ 
of.” 

The Home Minister, Shri K. Brah- 
mananda Reddy, replying to this 
Question said; 

“(a) Government have seen 
some reports on the subject.” 

ThS Government is quite know¬ 
ledgeable. 

“(b) and (c): There is already a 
Code of Conduct for Ministers 
which provides for the disclosure 
by a Minister to the Prime Minister 
or the Chief Minister, as the case 
may be, of assets and liabilities and 
of business interests of a Minister 
and members of his family and also 
for submission of an annual de¬ 
claration regarding his assets and 
liabilities. These are treated as 
confidential documents.... 

—because, if they are opened out 
something may come out— 

“No proposal is under consider¬ 
ation for requiring other elected 
members to furnish similar de¬ 
clarations.”

While I raise this discussion on the 
floor of the House, I do so with a 
clean conscience because the Party 
to which I belong, the Maharashtra 
Branch of the Socialist Party, has 
directed all the Legislators and the 
Municipal Councillors elected under 
the Socialist ticket to declare their 
assets and properties. Sir, the House 
will be happy to know that, not only 
those Members of the Socialist Party 
from Maharashtra like myself who 
are elected to the Parliament, but 
the Members of the Bombay Munici¬ 
pal Corporation, the Poona Municipal 
Corporation and 27 Presidents of the 
Municipalities which the Socialists 
have cantured in the recent elections 


(HAH) 

on the basis of adult franchise, all of 
them have made public declarations 
of their liabilities, assets and propert¬ 
ies—whatever -they have. 

On 9th August last, the Legislators 
from Maharashtra walked in proces¬ 
sion—on that historic and memorable 
day—to the Governor of Maharashtra 
and submitted a statement indicating 

their liabilities, their assets and their 

properties, and ultimately that de¬ 
claration, handed over to the Gover¬ 
nor, was published in the press. What 
we have done for ourselves, we are 
demanding that it should also be 
done for all the elected representa¬ 
tives. 


I must be very fair. It is not only 
that some of the Members of the Op¬ 
position have followed this practice, 
but I am happy to recall that one of 
our young Ministers, Shri Mohan 
Dharia, when he accepted office In 
May 1971 in the Union Government— 
he was, probably, the first Minister 
to do so—^he submitted that statement 
not only to the Prime Minister as re¬ 
quired by the insufficient Code of 
Conduct that they have evolved, but 
he also cyclostyled that statement and 
gave it to the leaders of the Opposi¬ 
tion in Parliament and he also sub¬ 
mitted that statement to prominent 
personalities like Justice Chagla and 
Mr. Jayaprakash Narayan. Probably, 
some friends there must not have 
liked his submitting that statement* to 
Mr. Jayaprakash Narayan, but he con¬ 
siders him to be one of the personali¬ 
ties in Indi.a with impeccable charac¬ 
ter and quality Therefore, accepting 
them as mer, in our public life, with 
integrity, he submitted those state¬ 
ments to persons like Justice Chagla, 
Mr. Jayaprakash Narayan and a num¬ 
ber of other prominent personalities. 
I am only expecting that what the 
Members of the Socialist Party In 
Maharashtra have done and what the 
Congress Member like Shri Mohan 
Dharia has done in this House, that 
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particular example, must be emulated 
by all the elected representatives and, 
particularly, by the Ministers. 


Sir, my conviction that such state¬ 
ments must come forward gets rein¬ 
forced and strengthened by what we 
have seen in the 87 hours of debate 
on import licence scandal in this very 
House: whether we belong to the rul¬ 
ing Party or to the Opposition, I 
have not the least doubt that, as far 
as this country is concerned, each one 
of us in this Parliament will hang our 
heads down in shame, sorrow and 
)ain when wt; go before the people— 
after the scandal discussion that has 
taken place in this House. It is not 
merely one section of the House that 
will hang their heads down in shame, 
but the entire House feels thari our 
status, our dignity and our honour 
have been denigrated. And if we want 
to establish that, prevention is better 
than cure. We have to see that the 
potential scandals are nipped in the 
bud, we have to create confidence in 
the minds of the people about those 
Members of Parliament and State 
Legislatures who hold important 
offices as Members of Parliament or 
State Legislatures. Here I may say 
that it is not only the Ministers who 
hold important offices, it is not only 
they who hold the levers of pow’er, 
but even ordinary Members like ■those 
who belong to Parliament or State 
Legislatures have also the levers of 
power with them. What are those 
levers of power? The businessmen 
can try to purchase the Members of 
the Legislatures, at the Centre as well 
as at the State level. They can build 
up their own lobbies inside the Parlia¬ 
ment. They can build up their own 
lobbies inside the State legislatures. 
They can lure the Members of the 
Stabs legislatures and the Central 
Parliament and request them, ‘Here 
is the price we are prepared to pay’ 
and if there are men who will be 
prepared to sell their soul for a mess 
of pottage, then the soul of democracy 
and the parliamentary democracy will 


be completely mutilated and destroy¬ 
ed. In order that this thing should 
not happen—whether it is Members 
of the Opposition or of the ruling 
party, there are weaknesses—we must 
have a provision in the statute to see 
that there is no attraction, and temp¬ 
tations for any member of the legis¬ 
lature whether at the Centre or in 
the Stales, that he c.?n be purchased 

by money power must be prevented. 

There are levers of power in our 
hands. I do not want to cast asper¬ 
sions on any individual Member and 
it is against the ethics that I observe 
in this House. I do not want to name 
anyone. But I know that sometimes 
there are business houses which pick 
up a few Members of Parliament and 
provoke them to ask and put questions 
against their rival business houses, 
not out of any love for justice and 
equity, but because they are more con¬ 
cerned with their own prosperity and 
their own business interests. There¬ 
fore, if they cannot rise on their own 
strength, they would like to rise on 
the debris of their rival industrial 
houses and they paint their rivals in 
all the black colours when their own 
image is not a shining one when re¬ 
lated to the image of their rivals. 
Therefore, they will provoke certain 
Members of Parliament and Mem¬ 
bers of State legislatures to ask cer¬ 
tain questions embarrassing to 
the indusrital houses which are their 
rivals and, as a result, if some in¬ 
dustrial house goes down, then they 
feel that at least the gap between the 
two gets widened. That is what is 
likely to happen and this has hap¬ 
pened in certain cases. That also has 
to be prevented. 

In this connection, I find, sometime 
ago there was a discussion where the 
Minister also inadvertently made cer¬ 
tain remarks which was sought to be 
interpreted in some other connotation 
and context. But a controversy did 
go on in this House that certain big 
houses and monopoly houses are try- 
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ing to keep certain members of the 
Parliament at their disposal and are 
trying to serve their own business in¬ 
terests. And if this happens, merely 
for the lure of lucre, in that case, 
the Parliament and parliamentary de¬ 
mocracy would be destroyed. 

I have seen certain legislators who 
completely live beyond their means. 
Probably nobody raises that issue on 
the Hoor of the House, But, all the 
same, it is there. These are the 
things talked about. You go in the 
trains, you go in the bullock-carts 
and you travel by bus and you hear 
the stories about our character, about 
our integrity and about the character 
of the parliamentary institutions in 
this country. And, Sir, what we hear 
is not very flattering to the dignity 
and honour of these institutions.. 
Therefore, I want that those living 
beyond their means by taking help 
from industrial houses, from big busi¬ 
ness houses, at least should be check¬ 
ed. Therefore, when one tries to get 
money by all dubious means, if there 
is some provision in the statute and 
if he feels “Some-one is going to ask 
me every year and I have to make a 
declaration and probably, if I try to 
earn money by dubious means, there 
is some forum where questions will 
be asked’’, it will act as a deterrent. 

The hon. Minister said in a written 
reply last time and also in reply to a 
supplementary that they were follow¬ 
ing a code of conduct. The Prime 
Minister has given a written state¬ 
ment and the Minister also has given 
a statement. These statements are 
normally not available to the com¬ 
mon man. If these statements are 
published in the press and are avail¬ 
able to the man in the public life, in 
that case, if people feel that there is 
something shady, something that is 
wrong and something that is myste¬ 
rious, then questions cart be posed 
from public platforms and there will 
be no question of breach of privilege 
if probably the issues are focussed in 
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a proper manner, either through cri¬ 
ticisms in the columns of the Press or 
on public platforms. Probably, at 
least some Members of the Parliament 
and legislators will feel responsive to 
the criticism if it is voiced on the 
platforiji and they will feel that they 
should change their own ways. 


I am not talking on general terms 
but I have concretised certain specific 
i.ssues and I am offering these. There 
are laws framed in this House. There 
are statutory provifsjong and manda¬ 
tory provisions. Within certain time 
the reports have to be presented like 
the Tariff Commission Report, the 
MRTP Commission report, the Sugar 
Inquiry Commission Report and so on 
and so forth. Very often we find,— 
I do not attribute any motive to any 
Mini.ster or anybody.—these are not 
presented in time and there is inordi¬ 
nate delay in the submission of the 
report. If only there is some delay 
in submission of some administrative 
report there is no economic conse¬ 
quence but here in this case if a re¬ 
port like the Tariff Commission report 
is delayed, it results in disastrous eco¬ 
nomic consequences and distortion of 
prices and certain sections of the busi¬ 
ness community and industrial houses 
get gains by such delay in the sub¬ 
mission of these reports. I am not 
talking about A or B or C. If the 
powers that be are affected by the 
power of the purse, they may delibe¬ 
rately delay submission of the report 
and there will be serious economic 
consequences and that will in turn re¬ 
sult in distortion of prices. There¬ 
fore, it is very necessary that not only 
Ministers but elected representatives 
of both sides of the House should do 
this. There is no demarcation line 
and aa far as opposition is concern¬ 
ed, I may say, we are as pure as the 
Ganga. 

So what I would say in conclusion 
is that even if there is no statutory 
provision, we can’ have common 
agreement with the leaders of the 
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)pposition and the leaders of the rui¬ 
ng party and we must evolve a code 
>f conduct. Till the statutory provi¬ 
sions and legal provisions are provid¬ 
'd lor by law, let us follow tracdtions 
jnd conventions. There are ghining 
traditions and shining conventions. 

As an example I will say this. Long 
before the Defection Bill had been 
thought of, in 1943 when socialists left 
the congress, under the leadership of 
ftcharya Narendra Dev, u number of 
them in the U.P. State Assembly de¬ 
cided that they should give up their 
seats in UP. They gave up their seats 
and contested the election. Including 
Acharya Narendra Dev everyone was 
defeated. But their defeat was more 
glorious than the victory of many per¬ 
sons. These are the traditions which 
we have set up, 

I would conclude by saying this. Let 
us evolve a code of-conduct, in con¬ 
sultation, among leaders of opposi¬ 
tion and leaders of ruling party. Till 
a statutory provision comes, let every 
person elected to Central or State le¬ 
gislature come out with his assets and 
liabilities statement. In this manner 
we will be strengthening the parlia¬ 
mentary institutions and parliamen¬ 
tary democracy in this country. With 
that hope I conclude my speech. 
Thank you. 

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur): Every 
Member, elected to Assembly or Par¬ 
liament is supposed to file return of 
election' expenses. But that is a mat¬ 
ter for separate discussion. Likewise, 
will Government see that a return 
showing the assets! and liabilities 
should be submitted before they take 
oath in the Parliament. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, it should be done at the 
time of filing the nomination. But 
the Minister said it poses some diffi¬ 
culties. I w:ant to know after winning 
whether they will be made to submit 
a report of the assets and liabilities? 


•SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgram): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 

I thank Prof. Dandavate for raising 
this half-an-hour discussion today. 
He has rightly pointed that the opi¬ 
nion of the public about Ministers, 
Membei’s of Parliament etc. have gone 
down so much that sometimes we feel 
ashamed to disclose our identity of 
being Members of Parliament. Prof. 
Dandavate has in his speech quoted 

the origiiidl question and the answer 

given thereto, I will therefore not I’e- 
peat that. The hon. Minister had 
stated in his reply that there is a code 
of conduct for the Ministers under 
which the Central Ministers and State 
Ministers are required to submit a 
declaration of their assets and liabili¬ 
ties either to the Prime Minister or 
to the Chief Minister aa the case may 
be. This is done on their appoint¬ 
ment as Ministers. They are also re¬ 
quired to furnish thereafter, an an¬ 
nual statement of their assets and lia¬ 
bilities. All such statements are kept 
in the custody of the Prime Minister 
or of the Chief Ministers as secret 
documents. I want to know that how 
many of the 61 members of the Coun¬ 
cil of Ministers at the Centre have 
furnished an amount of their assets 
and liabilities. 

Prof. Dandavate has stated that Shri 
Mohan Dharia alone has publicly dis¬ 
closed his assets and liabilities. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
They might have given to the Prim* 
Minister but how many given to the 
public. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: I want to know that how many 
in the Council of Ministers have dec¬ 
lared their assets and liabilities even 
to the Prime Minister. How many of 
them are submitting their annual ac¬ 
counts also? As you are aware. Sir, 
this said code of conduct was formu- 


*The original speech was delivered in Bengali. 
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lated 27 years ago. Since then the 
moral values of the Ministers, Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament etc. have under¬ 
gone a steady decline. Previously if 
a charge of corruption was raised in 
Parliament against any Minister, at 
least an enquiry was instituted. In 
the time of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru 
at least two Ministers had to resign 
office as a result of such enquiry. I 
would not name those Ministers. But 
what is the situation today. The cor¬ 
rectness of the statement of assets 
furnished by even the Head of our 
Slate was challenged by a ruling Con¬ 
gress member viz., Shri S. N. Mishra. 
Even after prolonged discussion the 
doubt about the genuineness of the 
declaration of assets by even the Head 
of our State has not been completely 
erased from the public mind. A doubt 
still lingers. At present there is no 
machinery to verify whether the 
statement furnished by Ministers are 
factually correct or not. I will there¬ 
fore, ask the Minister whether he is 
prepared to frame some machinery to 
verify the correctness of such state¬ 
ments, All the Members of Parlia¬ 
ment, Ministers etc. should furnish 
detailed statements of their assets 
and liabilities for scrutiny before this 
body. I would like to know whether 
he would set up a Parliamentary 
Committee comprising of leaders of 
all the parties to scrutinise the state¬ 
ment of assets furnished by all the 
Members of Parliament and Minis¬ 
ters? That Parliamentary Committee 
should place their findings before 
the Parliament after scrutinising all 
the statements of assets and liabili¬ 
ties. I feel such a Parliamentary 
Committee is very necessary to re¬ 
move the suspicion from the public 
mind regarding the conduct of Min¬ 
isters, Members of Parliament etc.? 
This will go a long way in saving the 
system of Parliamentary democracy. 
Although I do not believe that our 
basic problems can be solved through 
the system of Parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy. Or that the country can be 
freed frcan corruption through this 
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system. This step will help the in¬ 
terest of yourselves who talk about 
Parliamentary democracy all the 
time. I want a clear answer to my 

questions. 

• 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY): Sir, I would like the House 
and, particularly, Prof. Madhu Dan- 
davate and others, to listen to my 
reply to Starred Question No. 316. I 
had stated that there is already a 
Code of Conduct for Ministers which 
provides for the disclosure by a Min¬ 
ister to the Prime Minister or the 
Chief Minister as the case may be of 
assets and liabilities and business in¬ 
terest of a Minister and members of 
his family and also for submission of 
an annual declaration regarding his 
assets and liabilities. These are treat¬ 
ed as confidential documents. No 
proposal is under consideration for 
requiring other elected members to 
furnish similar declarations. 

Under Rule 55(1) of the Rules of 
Procedure of this House, a discussion 
can be raised to seek elucidation on 
a matter of fact. The hon. Member 
has commended declaration of mov¬ 
able and immovable properties by 
elected representatives as a healthy 
practice. He had also eloquently 
pleaded for the need to evolve a code 
of conduct for elected representatives. 
He fiu’ther recommended that those 
members who amass wealth during 
their tenure as elected representatives 
should be subjected to some electoral 
disqualifications. It will be appre¬ 
ciated that these are all matters which 
constitute suggestions for action and 
do not strictly require any elucidation 
on any matter of fact. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: I 
never used the word disqualification 
at all. Probably, he may have pre¬ 
pared his reply before. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANAHDA RED¬ 
DY: Any way, the question' whether 
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all elected representatives should be 
required to declare publicly their as¬ 
sets and liabilities had been consi¬ 
dered on several occasions in the past. 
Right at the time when the Constitu- 
,ion was made, proposals to this effect 
came before the Constituent Assemb¬ 
ly and the founding fathers of the 
Constitution did not see any merit in 
incorporating provisions in our Con¬ 
stitution in this behalf, In 1964, this 
House considered a Private Member’s 
Bill on this subject moved by Shri 
H. V. Kamath and rejected the Bill. 
In 1969, the All India Whips Confer¬ 
ence deliberated on the need for a 
code of conduct for elected represen¬ 
tatives and adopted a code of con- 
luct. Even this code of conduct does 
not Include any provision for decla¬ 
ration of assets and liabilities by elect¬ 
ed representatives. Most recently, 
;wo Committees of Parliament consi¬ 
dered the matter. One was the Com¬ 
mittee presided over by the Speaker 
for changes in the electoral law. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: Ex¬ 
cuse me for my interruption. He has 
been referring to the founding 
fathers. But the founding fathers did 
not feel the necessity of amending 
Articles 368 and 13(2). 

But, later on, through the Golak 
Nath case, when we found that prob¬ 
ably a mis-use of those loose Articles 
Was faking place, we came forw'ard 
with the 24th Constitution Amend¬ 
ment Bill and tightened up Articles 
368 and 13(2) and we said that Arti¬ 
cle 13(2) is not the controlling clause 
for Article 368. Whatever the found¬ 
ing fathers of our Constitution might 
have felt earlier while framing the 
Constitution’, later on, when our ex¬ 
perience demanded that these chan¬ 
ges had to be incorporated, we have 
made them. That is my argument. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA B£D- 
DY; So iax as the principle underly¬ 
ing your suggestion is concerned, the 
niatters do not change. Now, one 


was the Committee presided over by 
the Speaker for changes in the elec¬ 
toral law, The other was a Joint Se¬ 
lect Committee which examined the 
Presidential Election Act. Again, Sir, 
no recommendation on this subject 
has been made. Finally, I under¬ 
stand that there are two other Pri¬ 
vate Member's Bills on this subject 
introduced in the House by Shri Ula- 
ganambi and Shri B, K. Das Chou- 
dhury. The House will have an op¬ 
portunity to discuss this question at 
greater length when these Bills come 
up for consideration. 

As I had stated in my answer, there 
is already a Code of Conduct for Mi¬ 
nisters which provides for disclosure 
by a Minister to the Prime Minister 
or the Chief Minister as the case may 
be of assets and liabilities and busi¬ 
ness interest of a Minister and mem¬ 
bers of his family. The code of con¬ 
duct also requires submission of an¬ 
nual declarations regarding Ministers’ 
assets and liabilities. This code of 
conduct represents the consensus 
amongst all Chief Ministers when 
they went into this question in 1964. 
This code already provides an ade¬ 
quate mechanism for the Prime Min¬ 
ister Or the Chief Minister to look 
into allegations concerning Ministers’^ 
assets in the light of their earlier dec¬ 
laration of assets and liabilities. All 
elected representatives, and more so 
the Ministers live every minute of 
their lives In the glare of publicity 
and public gaze. The two Houses of 
Parliament can make themselves felt 
at any point of time on any aspect 
of their members’ conduct, reputation 
and for that matter any aspect of pub¬ 
lic administration. The authority of 
this House, the sanction behind dish 
cussions and expression of opinions 
in this House in our view, constitute 
the safeguard necessary in this be¬ 
half. Mere declaration of assets and 
liabilities, even their being made pub¬ 
lic, would not be any greater sanc¬ 
tion than the opinion and authorit^r of 
this House. Further, these pul^ic 
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declarations can lead to frivolous 
challenges. As the facts are, such 
challenges are likely to receive exag¬ 
gerated publicity. Even if th® chal¬ 
lenge or other allegations were to be 
found baseless after inquiry, the un¬ 
savoury publicity arising out of the 
challenge would cause irreparable 
damage to the reputation of the con¬ 
cerned Member of Parliament or of 
the Legislative Assembly. If declara¬ 
tions by elected representatives were 
to be insisted upon and were also to 
be made public, adequate safeguard 
against frivolous challenges would 
have to be advised. 

Another aspect of the matter is that 
a mere declaration of assets and lia¬ 
bilities—^here, I would like you to 
listen carefully—^would not be ade¬ 
quate to prevent clandestine or bena- 
mi acquisition of wealth. Now, Sir, 
Mr. Dandavate has made much of the 
Socialist Party of Maharashtra, Mem¬ 
bers of the Socialist Party, having 
declared their assets before the Gov¬ 
ernor and some Corporators before 
somebody else. If he thought that— 
he began his speech in that manner 
—the conscience of the Socialist Party 
is eased by this, I am afraid, he has 
committed a grievous mistake 

PROP. MADHU DANDAVATE: I 
am very sorry. You have not res¬ 
ponded to the noble sentiment. I am 
sorry. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: Noble or otherwise. I am only 
saying that you claim that. If you 
think that mere declaration of assets 
and liabilities will absolve you all 
and if that is being considered by you 
as easing of your conscience, I would 
say you are very wrong. 

It would, therefore, be necessary to 
Klevise fur&er measures to provide 
for sanctions against incomplete dec- 
larationB and other such matters. I 
am sure, fflr, that at the appropriate 
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stage when Private Members’ Bills 
are considered, this House will go into 
all these aspects, the pros and cons 
of the proposals in detail. 

In answering the question, I had 
merely stated the factual position. 
In doing so, I Was also reaffirming 
my great faith in the conduct and the 
values which the elected representa¬ 
tives of this country cherish. The 
quGStion of disqualification of mem¬ 
bers of the legislature who amass 
wealth during their tenure as elected 
representatives did not directly arise 
from the question as it was for¬ 
mulated. In any case, whether or 
not, there should be disqualification, 
and if so, what should be the nature 
and scope of such disqualification, 
are matters which could be consi¬ 
dered when amendments to the Re¬ 
presentation of the People Act are 
taken up for discussion. Therefore, 
it would not have been proper for 
me to express any opinion on this 
issue while answering that question 
which did not directly relate to that 
subject. The answer I furnished on 
the 5th was complete and after hear¬ 
ing the member I do not think that 
any aspect of my reply needs any 
elucidation on any matter of fact. 

As I have already said in my reply 
as well as in the remarks made now, 
mere declaration ol assets and liabi¬ 
lities is not a remedy against corrup¬ 
tion. If you think it is a remedy 
against corruption or any such thing, 
it is not so. 

PROF. MADHU ~ DANDAVATE; 
On ^af there is no difference 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: On the other hand, it has 
potentialities of some mischief. They 
will have to be considered in depHi 
and safeguards evolved it Parliament 
were to ultimately decide on some¬ 
thing like this. 
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Secondly, my hon. friend has 
brought in not only elected MPS but 
all elected representatives. That 
would mean lakhs and lakhs of peo¬ 
ple in this coiihtry, elected MPs, 
elected members of Legislative As¬ 
semblies, Legislative Councils, pan- 
chayats, corporations, Municipal Co¬ 
uncils, co-operative societies, house¬ 
building societies and what not. They 
are all elected representatives. 

SHRI THA. KIRUTTINAN (Siva- 
ganja): That has been done in 
Tamil Nadu except for MPs. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY; On paper. That I know. 
Please do not go into it. 

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karurl: The 
assets are on the high side for every¬ 
body. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA . RED¬ 
DY: There is no remedy if a false 
declaration is made. Nothing has 
happened. Therefore, let us not go 
into this question which is not a sub¬ 
ject matter of debate just now. 


Secondly, you will have to consi¬ 
der his intention. Whether his inten¬ 
tion is tfifs or whether he wants to 
limit it to only the elected members 
of Parliament end the legislatures is 
one point on which he has to be 
clear. If you put ‘elected represen¬ 
tatives’, that will mean a million 
people in this country, or even more. 
So I would requesT film to consider 
this. 

If Shri Mohiti Dharia has done it, 
I do not want to mak# any com¬ 
ment. Whether it is heroic or other¬ 
wise, I do not know. Whatever it 
be, It is a matter for him. 

PROP. MADHU DANDAVATE: I 
hope you do not disapprove of the 
conduct of Shri Dharia.

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY; I am neither approving nor 
disapproving. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
You are not prepared to praise your 
colleague for what he has' done. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: I am not approving; I am not 
disapproving. I am not making any 
cumment. 

If the honour of MPs or others 
has to be maintained, if they have to 
be protected from the manipulations 
of business peopIeT this alone will 
not suffice. I hope he will entirely 
'agree there. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Agreed. BfiR make a beginning 
somewhere. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: He has also said that some 
people are living beyond their means. 
That has nothing to do with assets 
and liabilities. It has something to 
do with the money got. 


Therefore. I do not want you to 
refer to what the late revered Dr, 
Ambedkar, one of the architects of 
the Constitution, said in this regard. 
After an, all elected representatives 
live in the public gaze every mo¬ 
ment and if really there are some 
who dishonour themselves by this 
kind of fcorruption, the public are 
there to correct them, I am sure is 
a great majority of cases such elect¬ 
ed representatives fall to the ground 
when they go before the people at 
the time of the next poll. 

Shri Haider asked how many Min¬ 
isters had submitted the list of assets 
and liabilities. It is a code of con¬ 
duct. I presume all Ministers would 
have submitted their lists ef assets 
and liabilities to the Prime Minister. 
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I have no reason to believe that some 

have not submitted. 

If is a matter on which I cannot 
assert, but f can only presume that 
all Members would have submitted 
their list of assets and liabilities. So 

far as I am concerned, I have sub¬ 
mitted. 

About a committee, the question is 
premature. I am not saying: no. At 
the same tinie I am saying that this 
is a matter which has great poten- 
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tialities, StIBft from good if there is 
any, for mischief also. Therefore if 
it has considered, it has to be 

considered in great depth.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI KEDAR NATH 
SINGH); (a) to (c). A statement is 
laid on the Table of the House.

(c) Irrigation is a State subject and 
funds for the execution of irrigation 
projects are provided by the State 
Governments within the framework of 
their overall developmental plans. 
The Central assistance to the Slate 
Plans is given in the form of block 
loans and grants^ not related to Siby 
individual sector of development or 

project. 

SHRI R. P. SHENOY: Though the 
dams have been put up across the 
Ghataprab)ia and Malaprabha river, 
so far no work has been taken up for 
the construction of the right bank 
canal of Ghataprabha and left bank 
canal of Malaprabha. Also, the dis* 
tributaries work either for the left 
bank canal of Ghataprabha or right 
bank canal of Malaprabha. Dams are 
being put across the Upper Krishna 
river but these are coming up slowly. 
As a result, the State Government has 
spent more than Rs. 10 to 15 crores 
in the last 5 to 10 years but there is 
no irrigation in the locality. In view 
of this, may I know whether the Gov¬ 
ernment will at least increase the 
grant and block assistance under the 
Fifth Five Year Plan for the State 
of Karnataka? 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: As we 
all know, the irrigation is a State 
subject. The Centre is not expected 
to interfere in the overall plans of the 
State Governments. The State Gov¬ 
ernments are to allocate funds accord¬ 
ing to the priorities and, therefore, it 
is upto the State Governments to 
manage it. 

SHRI P. R. SHENOY: My question 
has not been answered. My question 
was as to whether the Central Gov¬ 
ernment will give any lumpsum grant 
for the river valley projects in the 
State of Karnataka in view of the fact 
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that all the river valley worka ai^ 
pending execution for want of funds. 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: At 
this stage, the Centre is not in a posi¬ 
tion to consider this aspect because it 
is upto the State Go^nments to 
allocate funds according to priorities. 
I feel, if the State Government is ap¬ 
proached properly, they shall manage 
it. 

SHRI P. R. SHENOY: I want to 
know whether th'e Government has 
any idea of forming the Krishna Val¬ 
ley Authority similar to the Cauvery 
Valley Authority. 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: I 
feel, it is a good suggestion. But it 
is for the State Government to agre'e, 
whether they want to form the Krishna 
Valley Authority like the Cauvery 
Valley Authority. 

SHRI S. B. PATIL; As far as the 
Upper Krishna project is concerned, I 
would like to know when this project 
was sanctioned and started and also 
what is the total expenditure incurred 
On it. 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: As 
regards the Upper Krishna Project, 
Stage I, the total estimated cost is 
Rs. 11,667 lakhs and the expenditure 
incurred in the Fourth Plan is 
Rs. 1,744.16 lakhs. 

• SHRI J. MATHA GOWDER: I want 
to know whether tlhe Karnataka Gov¬ 
ernment need not take the concur¬ 
rence of the Centre even for irrigation 
projects that affect the neighbouring 
States. . 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: Nor¬ 
mally, they are to take the concur¬ 
rence of the neighbouring States. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
Sometime back, the hon. Minister of 
Irrigation said that to maximise food 
production, irrigation is the 
Y^er. In view of the fact that many 
of the projects on our major rivers 


are being held up because of Inter- 
State water disputes, may f know frtn 
the hon. Minister whether an early 
action will be taken in regard to the 
settlement of the Krishna water dis¬ 
pute since the Karnataka Government 
has revised their stand and have 
agreed to appear before the Tribunal? 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH; As 
we all know, the Krishna water dis¬ 
pute has come to an end and the Tri¬ 
bunal has given its award. Some 
clarifications are being sought from 
certain States and they are under 
process. 

Paddy procured by Tamil Nadu daring 
Kharlf Season 

*476. SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRI- 
SHNAN: Will the Minister of AGRI¬ 
CULTURE AND IRRIGATION be 
pleased to state: 

(a) how much paddy Government 
of Tamil Nadu procured in Kharif 
season; and

THE minister OF STATE IN THE

of paddy has been procured by xhe 
Government of Tamil Nadu during the 
current Kharif season upto 9th Dec¬ 
ember, 1974. 

(b) The Government of Tamil Nadu 
have not offered any paddy for the 
Central pool so far. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KMSH- 
NAN: May I know whether, as a result 
of the failure of the North-East Mon¬ 
soon, the estimated crop in Tamil Nadu 
ig far below what usually is, whether 
there is an estimated shortage and 
whether the Government propose to 
extend any help to Thmil Nadu ag a 
result of that? 
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SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: Ai 
far as North-East Monsoon is concern¬ 
ed, there has been an erratic behavi¬ 
our; the rains have not ben normal in 
Tamil Nadu. We are aware of that; 
we are watching the situation. I do 
not think we should take a very alarm¬ 
ing or gloomy view of things. If it 
comes to that, we shall try to extend 
the necessary help to Tamil Nadu. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; May I point out to the hon. Min- 
ister that, already the Chief Minister 
in the Assembly has stated that, as a 
result of the failure of the Monsoon, 
there is a severe drought in Tamil 
Nadu and the estimated crop is less 
than what usually is. It is in that 
context that I have asked this ques¬ 
tion. I want to know whether it has 
been brought to the notice of the 
Centre, whether the Tamil Nadu Gov¬ 
ernment has appealed to the Centre 
for relief and if so. what a ‘e Govern¬ 
ment's reaction to it.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The hon. lady Member knows much 
better than I that large areas of 

Tamil Nadu are irrigated areas. There¬ 
fore, even if there is a setback, it 
should not be so much and probably 
the Tamil Nadu Government and the 
Government of India would be in a 
position to face the situation in coope¬ 
ration With each other. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; I know that some areas are irri¬ 
gated areas, but there are large areas 
which are not irrigated. The Tamil 
Nadu Assembly has bfen seized of this 
subject for the last one week; it is 
appearing in the press. The Chief Min¬ 
ister has appealed to the Centre. What 
is the reply that he is giving? I am 
weli aware of the position there. 

MR. SPEAKER: This is Question 
Hour, not a debate. 

Mr. Kiruttinan. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN: During 
the last year and the year before last, 
when there was surplus in Tamil 
Kedu, it was able to give so much of 


paddy and rice t^ the Central Fool U 
well as to the other State Govemmente 
as the Centre wanted. Now there >■ 
a serious shortage of rice and paddy 
and other foodgrains there, ^y I 
know whether the State Government 
has brought to the notice of the Cen¬ 
tral Government the problems and h4s 
approached them for any help and if 
so, what is the reaction of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India to it?

The National Commis¬ 
sion on Agriculture in "their Interim 
Report on Desert Development have 
proposed recasting of the Stage—II of 
Raj'asthan Canal Project to exclude 
unsuitable areas, bring more areas 
under lift irrigation and alter cropping 
pattern for more fodder crops with a 
view to immunising the desfert areas 
and to protect maximum number of 
people against the ravages of recur¬ 
ring droughts. The State Government 
is thinking of constituting a study team 
for undertaking technical and econo¬ 
mic surveys of the proposals. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: The state¬ 
ment of the hon. Minister states: 

“The National Commission on 
Agriculture in their interim Report 
on Desert Development have Pro¬ 
posed recasting of the Stage—^II of 
Rajasthan Canal Pro^ject to exclude 
unsuitable areas....”. 

I would like that the statement had 
given more details as to how much 
area is going to be covered at the 
Stage—11, what the interim report 
says, etc. Such comprehensive details 
are required, in the absence of which, 
it ifli very difficult for us to put ques¬ 
tions. 

MR. SPEAKER: He has taken note 
of what you have said.... 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH:..and 
have given maximum information 
available. The project comprises of 
two Stages. I feel that the first stage 
consists of the construction of a feeder 
banal upto 215 km and the Rajasthan 
Main Canal ja of 126 km and the Sec- 
ahd Stage compri^ of 272 km. 


Now, there is a propoml by the 
National Commission on Argiculture 
for recasting the Stage—^II of the pro¬ 
ject. The Centre has approached the 
State Government and a meeting was 
held in Jaipur and they decided to 
recast it after getting certain more 
data and investigation. For that, the 
Centre has already aPP^oached them 
for setting up a committee. The Ra¬ 
jasthan Government is, therefore, set¬ 
ting up a committee to go into the 
details to see whether recasting is 
possible or not. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: The hon. 
Minister said that the National Com- 
mision on Agriculture has made an 
interim report suggesting recasting of 
the Second Stage and for that, they 
are going to meet in Jaipur and that 
a committee will be appointed and 
that the report will be placed later 
on. I would like to know whether 
any time schedule has been fixed for 
all these stages. 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: Nor¬ 
mally, there is no time schedule fixed. 
But, as I have already said, it should 
not go beyond a year. 

MR SPEAKER: Shri Ram Gopal 
Reddy.

I 
would like to know wnal is the main 
policy of the Ministry in this regard— 
do they differentiate as between big 
blackmarketeers and hoarders and 
small ones? I want to know whether 
everyone of them is treated alike.

Of course, malpractices between the 
big hoarders and profiteers and small 
ones have to be differentiated. But, 
nobody—even a small fair price shop 
owner—^has any authority to commit 
irregularities or malpractices. There¬

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(b) The objectives of the EAPP 
launched in the coimlry to meet the 
situation created by tha un-preceden- 
ted draught during 1972-73, were (i) 
io retrieve, to tiie extent possible, the 
apprehended loss of IS million tonnes 
of foodgrains caused by the drought 
during the Kharif season and* (ii) to 
increase the production of rabi and 
and summer crops through implemen¬ 
tation of special minor irrigation prog¬ 
rammes and provision of enhanced 
short-term loan for purchase and dis¬ 
tribution of agricuUuvai inputs,, The 
kharif production fumed out to be 
only 4.4 million tonnes lower in 1972- 
73 than in the irrevious year (1971-72), 
as against the initially feared loss of 
15 million tonnes. During the rabi 
season, the weather continued to be 
unfavourable. Tlte output of wheat 
was adversely affected by hot winds in 
some parts of North India during Feb- 
Mar. 1973 and the occurrence of rust 
disease. There was sliortage of ferti¬ 
lisers, the reservoirs, and tanks were 
dry, the water table in the dug-wells 
and tubewells continued to be low be¬ 
cause of the unprecedented unbroken 
drought, and there was shortage of 
electric power, partly because the re¬ 
servoirs feeding the hydel-generating 
stations were dry. The unbroken 
drought in the major rabi jowar grow¬ 
ing areas destroyed this crop almost 
in its entirety. All these factors re¬ 
sulted in reducing the rabi production 
in 1972-73 by about 3.8 million tonnes 
from the previous years’ level. Since 
in actual practice the production did 
not register an increase, the question 
of indicating the value of additional 
production achieved as a result of the 
implementation of the EAPP does not 
arise. Nevertheless the irrigation faci¬ 
lities which had been created through 
implementation of the quick maturing 
minor irrigation schema taken up 
under the EAPP have proved very 
useful In providing irrigation to crops 
in the subsequent years.

SHRl ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Sir, as far as the investment is con¬ 
cerned Ihon. Member is intelligent 
enough to understand that even nor¬ 
mally, under Plans, we invest much 
larger amoimts. Annually, for ins¬ 
tance, we invest about Rs. 250-300 
crores for minor irrigation and other 
things. That docs not necessarily 
mean that agricultural production goes 
up because there are large areas of 
our country which are unirrigated 
where irrigation facilities are not there. 
If nature is not favourable, if there is 
failure of rain, jf there is power shor¬ 
tage—these factors do come in—they 
adversely affect production. But, hon. 
Member should appreciate that in the 
drought yem: of 1966, there was a set 
back in production of almost 15-17 
million tonnes. But, this time, the fall 
in production was only million ton¬ 
nes. Th«'e has been some production 
potential, which is getting built up. 
As far as State-wise production figures 
are concerned, in some States produc- 
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tion has gone up< In Mme States, 
production has come down. I can also 
give the State-wise information to the 
hon. Member. But, it will take the 
time of the House. I am preprared to 
furnish the statement to the hon. Mem~ 
her.

Information as to how many tubewells 
were sunk is not readily available with 
me, but with appropriate notice, it will 
be possible to give the figure. As for 
the amount spent, the necessary irri¬ 
gation potential has been built up in 
Assam. 

SHRI BISHWANARAYAN SHAS- 
TRI: What about the unproductive re¬ 
lease of Rs. 151 crores? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: I 
do not agree.

At one stage the Government of India 
were thinking of taking up special^ 
development programmes in areas 
where the potential was the richest. 
Later on we found that the present 
economic situation and the finanical 
resources do not permit us and I do 
not think it will be possible to take up 
such a inogramme now.

Statement 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION: (SHRI ANNA¬ 
SAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) to (d). A 
statement is laid on the Table of the 
Sabha. 

(a) Yes, Sir. The Technical Advi¬ 
sory Committee of the Consultative. 
Group on International Agricultural 
Research convened a working Group 
to discuss the Biology of Yield in 
Grain Legumes. Twenty Four scien¬ 
tists from different parts of the world 
met at the Indian Agricultural Re¬ 
search Institute, New Delhi from 
30th September to 4th October, 1974. 

(b) Yes, Sir. Plant architecture and 
its bearing on yielding ability, the 
physiology of flowering, fruiting and 
seed development, efficiency in photo- 
ejynth^is and distribution of the 
products of such photosynthesis and 
different aspects of nitrogen by grain 
legumes were among the topics con* 
sidered. 

(c) The variation in productivity of 
grain legumes in varioua agro-ecolo- 
gical regions of the world, experi¬ 
mentally as well as in farm practice, 
the reasons fbr such regional varia¬ 
tion an well m for flie difference bet¬ 
ween yields on research plots and on 
farms and the relative yielding abili¬ 
ties of grain legumes vlftA-vls eerc- 
ala were among topics diseuwed 

(d) Yea, Sir. The worldod drovp 
has pointed out the concurrent need 
fm; applied fnd fun'divnentel reaea^ 
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in this field and identified action need- 
er to push up the production of 
grain legumes in the short term as 
well as serveral areas where more 
research is needed to overcome fac¬ 
tors limiting the productivity of grain 
legumes. 

The principle conclusions and reco¬ 
mmendations of the working Group 

are:— 

(I) Much hibher yields of grain 
legumes have been recorded from 
developed countries characterised by 
efficient agricultural management 
systems, as compared to yields obtain¬ 
ed in India and other developing 
nations, where these crops are gener¬ 
ally grown in low yield environ¬ 
ments and under poor management. 
Also, grain legumes which have 
received more research" attention 
show a better average yield than 
those "which have received less rese¬ 
arch support. 

(II) The Group identified a wide 
gap between yields obtained in rese¬ 
arch stations and in farmers' fields. 
Among the important factors identi¬ 
fied as determining the difference 
between yield in research plots and 
in farmers’ fields were to the avail¬ 
ability of inputs, adequate agronomic 
management and the quality of seed, 
especially in respect of seed trans¬ 
mitted diseases. The Working Group 
felt that the scope for improving the 
production and productivity of pulse 
crops with the already available 
know-how and varieties is immense in 
developing covmtries. 

For bridging the gap between what 
is possible and what is being accom- 
plUhed, it was recommended that 
national Governments should develop 
appropriate package of services and 
of public policies to match the re¬ 
quirements of scientific package. 
Also, production oriented training 
•ourses should be organised for 
Aidd extension workers. A publica- 
Mdn indicating the extent of the 
'laecompliahment gap" in transferring 
knpwn" If^^^ge to the farmers' 
may eiso be brought out 


(in) Towards bridging the gap 
between research and practice and to 
identify the socio economic factors, if 
any, impeding such technology trans¬ 
fer, the Working Groups has recom¬ 
mended that the Consultative Group 
should sponsor operational research 
projects covering whole villages or 
large areas in developing countries 
where grain legumes are important 
in human nutrition. 

(IV) Several areas where more 
mission oriented research of a basic 
nature is needed in order to push up 
the ceiling to yields in grain legume 
beyond the highest yields currently 
obtained, when all constrains on 
inputs and management are remov¬ 
ed, were also identified. The scope 
and need for cooperative endeavour 
in this direction between national 
and international programmes as well 
as institutions in the developing and 
developed countries has also been in¬ 
dicated . 

(V) The Working Group also reco¬ 
mmended that national Governments 
should 'Set up an independent moni¬ 
toring agency for ensuring that the 
bacterial cultures supplied to farm¬ 
ers are of good quality. 

(VI) It was recommended that global 
responsibility for collecting germ 
pla'sm and promoting relevant rese¬ 
arch may be assumed jointly by app¬ 
ropriate laboratories in developing 
and developed nations in collaboration 
with international research Institu¬ 
tes. The Indian Agricultural Research 
Institute may be one of the Institutes 
that may play a pivotal role in such 
work. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: May know 
whether any hybrid seeds in pulses 
have been developed and if so which 
are those pulses where they have been 
developed and what is their yield 
as compared to the normal crop? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
There have been two major develop¬ 
ments in regard to pulses: short 
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durataion crop add high yielding 
variety. - In the case of moong, the 
haisakhi moong of short dxiration h|as 
been satisfactory. It has not had a 
total impact on the country as a whole 
because the areas covered are small. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: Since cer¬ 
tified seeds supplied by Government 
•do not germinate invariably and in¬ 
secticides sprayed on crops always 
failed to kill pests may I know whe¬ 
ther these two factors are responsi¬ 
ble for low yield pulses in the coun¬ 
try and if so devices discussed by 
the Scientists to improve these 
anomaly. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
This problem was being looked into. 
It is known that only marginally and 
unirxigatfed ]|ands are under pulses 
in this country and that is why the 
yields are low. The non-availability 
of good seeds and the non-use of 
phosphates are some of the factors 
which are contributing to low yields.

The up-to- 
date expenditure incurred by the 
various State Govmiments under this 
Scheme is not avaRable. The Scheme 
for provision of house-sites to land¬ 
less workers in rural areas was in the 
Central Sector upto 31st March, 1974. 
The Scheme has been transferred to 
the State Sector with effect from 1st 
April, 1974. A Statement showing 
the amounts which have been dis- 
tmried to the various State Govem- 
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ments under this Scheme during 1972» 
73 and 1973<74 is laid on the table dl 
the Sabha. No amout was' di»- 
bursed under the Scheme to the Stale 
Governments during 1971-72. 

State Governments have not fur¬ 
nished up-to-date information about 
the expenditure incurred by them 
under this Scheme.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: 

Although 


we have talked a lot about the Hari- 
jans, the poor minorities and adivasis 
—even yesterday the Prime Minister 
made a speech in Lucknow>-the 
policy of the Government so far was 
that the national expenditure is made 
overwhelmingly for the urban people 
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«nly. In reply to ray question last 
Friday, it was said that the expen¬ 
diture made by UC on house-build¬ 
ing loans was Rs. 82 crores in 1071-72, 
Bs. 94 crores in 1972-73 wd Rs. 115 
crores in 1973-74i, but all these amounts 
have been spent only for the urban 
people. May I now whether* this is 
a fact and also whether it is a fact 
that we bave shed a lot of crocodile 
tears for the mural people but the 
Lie has not given anything for the 
rural people? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA: It is 
true that rural housing has not so far 
received due priority and only 55,000 
rural houses have been constructed 
so far. According to our informa¬ 
tion, 1.96 lakh land house sites have 
already been developed and deliver¬ 
ed. The Government is reconsider¬ 
ing the policy of LIC investment so 
that investment oan be made for the 
welfare of the weaker sections of 
society including rural people. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The state¬ 
ment says that no amount was dis¬ 
bursed to the State Governments 
durnig 1971-72. What they have 
given in 1972-73 is perhaps the conso¬ 
lidated amount. You have also said, 
“The State Governments have not 
furnished up-to-date inormation about 
the expenditure incurred by them 
under this scheme”. The Central 
Government has stated on innumerable 
occasions' that'^iSt is Kvorried about 
the development of rural housing 
schemes, particularly for the land¬ 
less people. If it is so, when will 
Government furnish to this House 
this information about the expendi¬ 
ture of money sanctioned for the 
landless people in the rural areas? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA: We shall 
call for the information. Besides, we 
have (already di^ussed the matter 
with the Planning Commission 
that while annual plans arc being 
fohnulated, specific amounts should 
be earmarked for these projects. 


SHRI BHAGWAt JHA AZAD: The 
information that has been given to 
the House is inadequate. And tbc 
figures are revealing. As against 41 
crores of people who live in rural 
areas of this country, only 55,000 
houses have been [constructed. 1 
would like to know, in spite of the 
inefficiency, inadequacy and the flaun- 
ing of Directive Principles in the 
Constitution to safeguard the inte¬ 
rests of Harijans, poor landless, who 
are 20 crores in this country, why 
did the Government of India give up 
this scheme on 1st April, 1974 and 
hand over to State Governments? 
Was it due to inefficiency and failure 
cr due to something else? What was 
the reason? 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA: In spite 
of the fact that the Housing Ministry 
has insisted that this project should 
remain in the Central sector, the 
National Development Council had 
taken a decision to transfer it to the 
State sector. These schemes are to 
be implemented by the State Govern¬ 
ments. Now, we are insisting that 
if this is to remain with the State 
Governments, at least, specific 
amount should be necessarily ear¬ 
marked and spent in this sector 
itself. That is what we have been 
insisting on. We shall again bring 
this thing to the notice of the Chief 
Ministers concerned. 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA: The 
hon. Minister said that the imple¬ 
mentation of the scheme actually 
rests with the State Governments. 
In Gujarat which is under the Presi¬ 
dent’s Rule, there is a Rural Housing 
Board set up since years. I want to 
know what is the amount sanctioned 
to it after the Presiden'i’s Rule was 
imposed and what is the utilisation of 
that amount. 

MR. SPEAKER: You are asking a 
specific question for which a specific 
notice should be given. 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA: In 
Gujarat, there is no popular Govern- 
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ment land there is| the President’s 
Rule at present. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am sorry. 

SHRI NOORUL HUDA: It appears 
from the statement given by the hon. 
Minister that my State, Assam and 
also Tripura do not figure in the list 
and in West Bengal only Rs. 4 lakhs 
and odd have been spent. I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister as 
to why during 1972-73 and 1973-74, 
not a single paisa has been spent on 
rural housing in Tripura and 
Assam and why only Rs. 4 lakhs .and 
odd have been spent in West Bengal 
and on what schemes it has been 
spent. 


MR. SPEAKER: That is what Dr. 
Mahipatray Mehta also asked .about 
Gujarat. You can ask in a general 
way. 

Let the Minister reply in a general 
way. Let him reply .about Gujarat 
also. 

SKRI MOHAN DHARIA: Under 
that scheme, the State Gc’errinonts 
were asked to confer homestead 
rights on the landless argricultural 
workers. Those State Governments 
have enacted accordingly alone could 
get the benefit of the scheme. Now, 
the scheme has been transferred to 
the State Governments. That is the 
reason why their names are not- 
mentioned. 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA. My 
question was not that. Gujarat is 
now under the President’s Rule. The 
Central Government is supposed to 
know it. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA: About 
the question of the hon'. Minister, I 
require notice. 


MR. SPEAKER: You better find 
•Vt and send it to him. 


^ ^ I I ^ ^ 
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SHRI MOHAN DHARIA: I require 
notice for that. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI- I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister, in view of the State¬ 
ment, what is the rational policy of 
the Works and Housing Ministry and 
the Government of India in the allo¬ 
cation of financial assistance to var¬ 
ious States because in the statement 
we find the U. P., which is the biggest 
State of this country; Assam is not 
at all figuring; West Bengal is another 
problematic State like Kerala; Orissa, 
another backward State of this coun¬ 
try, is figuring with absolutely low 
amount. Therefore, I want to know 
the rational basis or the principle for 
the allocation 

Secondly, is it not a fact that the 
Government of Orissa and the Gov¬ 
ernment of West Bengal, consecuti¬ 
vely in the last two years, have been 
asking the Central Government to al¬ 
locate specific financial resources, so 
that they can meet the demands of 
the landless agriculturists there be¬ 
cause the amount of Rs. 4.85 lakhs 
which has been sanctioned by the Go¬ 
vernment is not sufficient even for a 
single district housing scheme. You 
were in the Planning Ministry for 
two years. You please tell me whe¬ 
ther an amount of Rs. 4.85 lakhs can 
meet the demand of even a single dis¬ 
trict or taluk levejl landless labour 
housing scheme. 
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SHRI MOHAN DHARIA: The Cen¬ 
tral Government had sent the scheme 
and written to all the State Govern¬ 
ments on the same day. They also 
asked the State Governments to con¬ 
fer the homestead rights on the agri¬ 
cultural labour on the same day. 
The State Governments that are com- 
petent and efficient have taken 
the advantage and the others have not 
taken the advantage. It is for the 
State Government to be more efficient. 

Seminar on Irrigation in India 

*489. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 

Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION be pleased to state: 

(a) whether in the papers presented 
by Administrators, Engineers and 
Social Scientists in a Seminar organis¬ 
ed by the Institute of Economic and 
Social Change in Bangalore, it has 
been pointed out that the “irrigation 
it! India is in a mess”; 

(b) whether public irrigation has 
been losing all the lime; and 

(c) if so, what measures Govern¬ 
ment have taken agaipst it? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI KEDAR NATH 
SINGH); (a) to (c). A statement is 
laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) Some of the Papers presented 
at the Seminar highlighted the follow¬ 
ing main issues relating to the irri¬ 
gation development: 

(i) Need for realistic water rates 

and their periodic revision. 

(ii) Water logging, see page and 

salinisation due to canals and distri¬ 
bution channels. 

2971 L.S .—2 
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(iii) Need ^ for reclamation of 
lands through drainage and ade¬ 
quate amendment technique. 

(iv) Need for efficient water man¬ 
agement. 

(v) Systematic surveys for gro- 
oundwat'.T and soil conservation 
works in the river Valley catch¬ 
ments. 

(vi) Collection of more precise 
data to assess adequacy of water 
supply in irrigation systems. 

fvii) Command area develop¬ 
ment to maximise production. 

It may be mentioned that several 
Old canal system in oUr country are 
enable to provide adequate water sup¬ 
plies in an efficient manner to meet 
the needs of present day agriculture. 
Steps are being taken to modernise 
them and rander them more efficient. 

(b) and (c). Irrigation is a State 
Subject and irrigation schemes are 
executed by the State Governments 
within their overall developmental 
plan^. The economic feasibility of an 
irrigation project is. of late, judged 
on the l)asis of benefit cost ratio which 
takes into consideration the value of 
the increased agrioultural production 
as well as annual financial burden of 
the project. Irrigation projects, how¬ 
ever, yeild low returns to the Exche- 
qure mainly because the water rates 
being charged are much lower. The 
Central Government hag often impre¬ 
ssed on the State Governments the 
need to increase water charges and 
collect betterment levy, where permi¬ 
ssible, The other causes for low fin¬ 
ancial returns are; 

(a) Long gestation period of the 
irrigation projects. 

(b) Lag in the utilisation of irri¬ 
gation potential created. 

(c) Escalation in cost of construc¬ 
tion and operation of the project. 
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The State Governments have been 
increasing water rates from ijme to 
time. However, the increase is not 
adequate. It is also impressed upon 
the State Governments to provide ade¬ 
quate funds to complete the on-going 
schemes with the least possible de¬ 
lay. Command Area Development 
Authorities are also being set up on 
major projects to take necessary mea¬ 
sures to expedite utilisation of the po¬ 
tential created. 

SHRI C. K. CHANRAPPAN; The St¬ 
atement appears to be a routine state¬ 
ment of the Government. But a very 

Shocking fact has been revealed hy 

the said Seminar. Tkie discussions 
have revealed that more than 50 
per cent of the water is being 
wasted by the ineflSciency of the 
Government in running the irrigation 
scheme. I really thought that the Go¬ 
vernment would react to that. I wo¬ 
uld like to know the reaction of the 
Government to this. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I do not think the use of the word 
‘waste’ is appropriate. In fact, what 
happens is that, in the reservoir, for 
instance, there are evaporation losses. 
How do we stop that?. 

AN HON. Member: How much? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
10 to 15 per cent. Again, in the canal, 
while the waters flow, there are see¬ 
page losses. Linning of the canals is 
an effective remedy, but the linning 
is very expensive. The resources po¬ 
sition is known to the members. Th¬ 
ough Government has accepted the 
principle, if we go on linning the can¬ 
als, the other development activities, 
irrigation activities, will suffer. We 
have to take a balanced view, lliese 
losses are not waste, they are because 
of the structure of the canals, soil 
structure, etc. Particularly in north¬ 
ern India where canals are dug and 
where we have the alluvial soil struc¬ 
ture, the water losses are more. In 
the canal distributive system, the los¬ 


ses are there. But Government is well 
aware of the problem and we propose 
to line the canals when the resources 
position eases. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; In 
the •statement, the Government say on 
page 2: 

I 

“There is a lag in the utilisation 

of irrigation potential created.” 

I would Lke to have an explanation 
from the Government as to what ex¬ 
actly it means by saying “a lag in the 
utilisation of irrigation potential”, and, 
if there is any lag, what is the remedy 

that the Government suggests for the 

full utilisation of the water resources 
that We are creating? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
This is really a very important prob¬ 
lem. There is a lag in the sense that 
when potential has been created, it is 
not fully utilised. Though at the all 
India level the figure is 84 per cent of 
water utilisation, there are individual 
places where water utilisation is qu¬ 
ite low. Therefore, the Government 
of India has decided to have 50 Canal 
Command Authorities to provide for 
better water management, improved 
utilisation, etc as also a number of 
other steps are being taken. 

MR SPEAKER; Now, the Question-

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Drop Outs at Sdiool Stage

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): (a) 
and (b): Among the principal fac¬ 
tors responsible for the high rate of 
“drop out” among pupils, mention 
may be made of the inabilitiy of 
children belonging to the weaker 
sections of society particularly girls 
to pursue education on a whole time 
basis, inability of the school system 
to provide for children who 
have had to “drop out” for a short 
time to resume their studies or for 
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those lacking in attitude for one or 
two subjects to continue their studies 
in other subjects. 

2. The traditional model of the pri¬ 
mary education system is to be mo¬ 
dified on the following lines: — 

(1) The single-point entry system 
should be replaced by a multiple- 

point entry under which it will he 

open for older children of 9, 11 or 14 
to join ttie primary schools in sepa¬ 
rate classes specially organised for 
their needs. 

(2) The sequential character of the 
system must go; and it should be pos¬ 
sible for older children to join the 
prescribed courses at any time and 
also to complete them in shorter or 
longer periods. 

(3) The exclusive emphasis on 
full-time institutional instruction 
that is laid m the present system 
should be replaced by a large pro¬ 
gramme of part-time education which 
should be arranged to suit the conve¬ 
nience of children who are required 
to work. 

(4) The exclusive emphasis on the 
utilisation of full-time professional 
teachers should go. An attempt 
should be made to utilise all the tea¬ 
ching resources available in the local 
community; and the services of 
part-time local teachers, and even of 
senior students, should be fully utili¬ 
sed for promoting instruction in the 
primary schools. 

(5) There should be no rigid de¬ 
marcation between primary schools 
and pre-schools. Girls who are re¬ 
quired to look after young children 
should be encouraged to bring them 
to the school. These could be taken 
care of in pre-school or creches at¬ 
tached to the primary schools and 
managed by the girls th^nselves, by 
turns, under the guidance of the tea¬ 
chers. This will provide a valuable 
service at a minimal additional cost 
and assist materially in the spread 
of education amongst girls from the 
poofer families

A supplimehtal agreement was 
reached between the two State Gov¬ 
ernments on 18th Fcbruaiy 1924 with 
regard to extension of irrigation in 
the Cauvery basin in the respective 
territories of the two States and cer¬ 
tain rules of regulation of the Krish- 
narajasagar Reservoir. Certain claus¬ 
es of this agreement are open to re¬ 
consideration in the light of the ex¬ 
perience gained and possibilities of 
further extention of irrigation at the 
expiry of 50 years from the date of 
the agreement. 


A meeting of the Union Minister of 
Agriculture and Irrigation with the 
Chief Ministers of Tamil Nadu, Kar¬ 
nataka and Kerala to discuss various 
issues relating to Cauvery waters 
was held at New Delhi on 28th and 
29th November, 1974. A broad con¬ 
census emerged during negotiations 
regarding the quantum of water 
that can be saved and the manner in 
which it may be apportioned. Con¬ 
census was also reached to set up 
Cauvery Valley Authority to regu¬ 
late supplies of the Cauvery with a 
view to ensuring the most equitable 
distribution of waters. The Authority 
would also monitor the schmes for 
effecting savings and allocate the 
water so saved amongst the various 
States on an agreed basis. Another 
meeting with the Chief Ministers is 
proposed to be bdd shortly .

The Commit¬ 
tee on Model Act for Universities, ap¬ 
pointed by tne Government of India, 
had made some suggestions in its Re¬ 
port (1964) regarding composition of 
these bodies. The Gajendragadkar 
Committee in its report on Govern¬ 
ance of Universities (1971) has also 
indicated certain broad principles for 
constituting these bodies which can 
result in achieving considerable uni¬ 
formity in this regard. These are be¬ 
ing kept in view while amending the 
Acts ot Central Universities. The 
recommendations of the Committees 
have also been brought to the notice 
of all the State Governments.

Ac¬ 
cording to this the Association’s de¬ 
mand is that the Chief Secretary An¬ 
daman Administration should not re¬ 
view or counter-sign the report of 
CPWD Engineers posted to Andaman, 
on the ground that he is an Officer of 
a rank lower than the Chief Engineer, 
CPWD, who according to the CPWD 
procedure, is the counter-signing au¬ 
thority of the Assistant Engineers in 
the CPWD, or the Engineer-in-Chief, 
who according to the same procedure, 
is the counter-signing authority for 
the Executive Engineers. While this 
resolution is being examined by the 
Administration, the position is that 
the CPWD procedure is meant for 
officers working directly under the 
CPWD; the engineers posted to An¬ 
daman are actually on deputation to 
the Andaman Administration and the 
reporting and reviewing of their per¬ 
formance and counter-signing has, 
necessarily, to be done by the superior 
officers of the Local Administration, 
according to their own procedure.

taken to unload foodgrains from a 
ship depends upon several factors 
such as the type of vessel (Super¬ 
tanker, Tanker, Bulk Carrier etc.), 
nature of Cargo (in bulk or in bags), 
facilities available on the berths for 
discharging cargo (e.g. Phenomatic 
equipment, shore cranes etc.), bag¬ 
ging, stitching, weighing; weather 
conditions; output of labour; clear¬ 
ance by rail and/or road, etc. The 
average daily discharge of foodgrains 
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from a ship on berth, therefore var¬ 
ies from port to port and even in the 
Charter Party terms for various ships. 
Similarly, the time required to move 
foodgrains to destinations depends 
upon the lead and the type of trans¬ 
port used, capacity on various sec¬ 
tions enroutes, whether traffic moved 
through or transhipped from broad- 
gauge to metre gauge or from rail to 
road and tnee versa. The average 
lead of foodgrain traffic moved by 
rail is about 1100 kms and the average 
distance covered by broad gauge 
wagon in a day is about 75 kms. How¬ 
ever, sponsored foodgrains are, by and 
large, moved by Specials; hence the 
time taken to move them to destina¬ 
tions is comparatively much less. 

(b) and (c). Increased mechanised 
handling, overside discharge simul¬ 
taneously when ship is discharging on 
berth, discharge into barges to re¬ 
duce pre-berthing delays, additional 
shifts of duty, clearance by Specials 
to the maximum extent possible, in-

The problem of job oriented courses 
should, thorofore. be tackled in an 
appropriate and limited fashion and 
not be allowed to dominate the entire 
system of luiiversity education itself. 
Such training courses are noimally 
siicce.rsful at the secondary than at 
the university level. Moreover there 
is no basis for the assumption that 
there ate plenty of jobs available and 
the education system has only to 
provide suilablo training. 

The ncw' pattern of education in¬ 
volving 10 years of general school 
education and two years of higher 
secondary education, is expe'ted to be 
in operation throughout the country 
by the end of the Fifth Plan 'Die 
plans of many State Governments 
provide for vocationalisat'cn of 
higher secondary education. The 
Government of India have a'so pro¬ 
posed a Central Scheme for assistini; 
.ebout 1000 '-■cliools le thi country for 
introducing new vocational co’ts-.^ 
which are to be -taited on the basis 
of tlio needs in the districts con- 
terned. Die thinkng ;. that v^dp 
ergineering and some vncatioral 
i-ourses are already catered for bJ' 
tb< Industrial Training Institutes, 
I'e'vtocli.'.i,- D'aeher Training} Ins- 
tittitionp and schools for para-medical 
personnel and agricultural techni¬ 
cians. there are other courses which 
can be profitably started. 

Nevertheless, what is cotitemplated 
is work and production oriented edti- 
cation rather than job oriented edu¬ 
cation, the intention being that stu¬ 
dents must receive enough education 
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to prepare thems4Wes to earn a liv¬ 
ing including self employment as 
well as to fulfill themselves as Indi¬ 
viduals and discharge their duties as 
citizens in a modern democratic 
society. 

The solution to the problem of un¬ 
employment is to be found essen¬ 
tially in faster economic development 
and consequent increase in employ¬ 
ment opportunities. The educational 
system can contribute only indirectly 
to economic development and em- 
ployment. The programmes contem¬ 
plated in the Fifth Plan are intend¬ 
ed to ensure Ihe maximum feasible 
contribution from the educational 
system. But it is not the responsi¬ 
bility of the education system itself 
to create jobs or provide jobs to the 
jobless.

Council of Child Welfare applied for 
a grant-in-aid for printing the Report 
of its National Committee for presen¬ 
tation in the l7th International Con¬ 
ference on Social Welfare to be held 
at Nairobi from 14th to 20llh July, 
1974.

The Tamilnadu land ceiling law was 
comprehensively revised several times 
in recent years in accordance with 
national guidelines and President’s 
assent to It was accorded at the ap>- 
propriate stage.

2. In minor irrigation progratiunes 
which account for the major portion 
of the investments, certain difficulties 
relating to adoption of the technical 
disciplines by the financing institutions 
were experienced and appropriate 
corrective action has been taken in 
order to ensure planned exploitation 
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Of groundwater resources- Other issues 
relate to the enforcement of the defi¬ 
nition of small fanners for urposes of 
concessional lending under the I.D.A. 
credits and the criteria relating to 
the level of overdues of loans advanced 
by Land Development Banks. Approi- 
priate remedial action has been ini¬ 
tiated So that refinancing arrange¬ 
ments by the A.R.C. do not suffer. 
Other measures include the formula¬ 
tion of banking plans to ensure the 
planned involvement of commercial 
banks in the investment programmes. 

3. The policies and procedures 
adopted by the Corporation and also 
the organisational set-up are constant¬ 
ly reviewed and suitable remedial 
measures taken with a view to faci¬ 
litating speedier and effective imple¬ 
mentation of the programmes assisted 
by the Corporation.

With the help of Fire Brigade 
and the port fire fighting equipment, 
the fire was extinguished by about 
1700 hours. 2863 tonnes of Calcium 
Ammonium Nitrate wlhich were in and 
just outside this transit shed were 
affected by the fire. It is, however, 
estimated that substantial portion of 
this cargo can be salvaged as sound 
fertiliser and that some portion which 
has only been partially affected will 
be capable of utilisation as substan¬ 
dard fertiliser for granulation and 
manure mixing. Only the bcd&nce 
will be without any nutrient content. 
TVie exact quantity under there three 
categories and the loss caused by the 
fire can be determined only after the 
salvage operations are completed. 

The stocks belong to the G.)Vern- 
ment of India, whose handling agent 
at the ports is the Food Corporation 
of India. At the time of the fire the 
above fertiliser stocks were in the 
charge and custody of the Bhavnagar 
port authorities, who act as bailees for 
bagged stocks in the port transit sheds. 
The Bhavnagar port is under the ad¬ 
ministrative control of the Gujarat 
State Government. 

Immediately on receipt of the in¬ 
formation about the fire, the Food 
Corporation of India appointed a 
surveyor. The State Government also 
ordered police investigations and have 
appointed an Enquiry Committee to 
ihVSistigate the case. Since the damage 
took ^lace while the stocks were in the 


custody of the Bhavnagar Port autho¬ 
rities, claims have been lodged by 
Food Corporation of India against the 
Port. The salvage operations are con¬ 
tinuing and the standard material is 
being bagged, standardised and stitch¬ 
ed for despatch to various destina¬ 
tions.

Fixation of irri- 
gaticni rates lies entirely within the 
power of the State Governments based 
on their socio-economic and technical 
considerations. The Irrigation Com¬ 
mission 1972, however, had studied 
inter alia the laws relating to irriga¬ 
tion and concluded that there was 
multipbc'ity of State Statutes covering 
various aspect,*? of irrigation manage¬ 
ment and adminisi ration and in pur¬ 
suance of their recommendations 
“Model Canal Irrigation and Dfainage 
Bill” which sooki; to consolidate the

ments for adoption. As far as import¬ 
ed fertilizers are concerned, these are 
sold at uniform retail prices through 
out the country, fixed by the Union 
Ministry of Agriculture & Irrigation 
The prices of indigenously produced 
fertilizers are fixed by the manufac- 
tUT’ers, themselves. The (Central Gov¬ 
ernment, however, prescribed maxi¬ 
mum retail prices in respect of three 
major nitrogenous fertilizers viz, Ut^ea, 
Ammonium Sulphate and Calcium 
Ammonium Nitrate, any sale beyond 
which constitutes an offence under the 
J.aw.

Cost of Production of Pulses, Millet, 
Peas and Gram and steps to increase 
their production 

4686. SHRI M. S. PURTY: Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION be pleased to state:

PATEL): (a) Under the Compre¬ 
hensive Scheme for studying the Cost 
of cultivation of Principal Crops in 
the different States of the country, 
launched by this Ministry, State-level 
estimates of the cost of production 
have become available in respect of 
Bajra for the year 1970-71 for Rajas¬ 
than and Jowar for the year 1971-72 
for Maharashtra. These estimates are 
given below; 
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Notes 1. Cost of cultivation includes 
(a) Cask and expen¬ 
ses such as those incurred 
on hired human labour, 
bullock and machine labour 
(both hired and owned), 
seed, fertiliser and manure, 
irrigation, pesticides, land 
revenue, cesses and taxes, 
and rent paid for leaaed-in 
land and (b) imputed val¬ 
ues of interest on fixed capi¬ 
tal rental value of owned 
land and cultivator’s 
family labour. 

2. Cost of production per quin¬ 
tal is obtained by dividing 
the cost of cultivation per 
hectare (net of the value 
of by-product) by the yield 
per hectares. 

3. 1970-71 was a year of very 
good yield in Rajasthan ow¬ 
ing to excellent weather 
conditions. 

The field data for the above States 
have beep collected by the University 
of Udaipur, Udaipur, for the State 
of Rajasthan and Mahatma Phule 
Krishi Vidyapeeth, Rahuri, for the 
State of Maharashtra. Similar data 
On the cost of production of Bajra, 
Jowar and Maize lhave been collected 
for a number of producing States. In 
some cases, the data are still being 
collected/compiled by the Implement¬ 
ing Agencies; in other cases, where 
the data have ^®en received in the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation, 
they are either being analysed or 
are at the stage of scrutiny and com- 
i^ilation. 

So far as pulses, peas and gram are 
concerned, representative data on 
their cost of production have not yet 
been collected under the scheme. 

(b) and (c). The production of 
pulses is proposed to be increased by 
Increasing their productivity and area 
under these crops. To achieve these 
objectives a Centrally Sponsored 
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Scheme on development of pulses was 
launched from kharief 1972 and im¬ 
plemented during 1972-73 and 1973-74. 
Under the scheme financial assistance 
was provided to the State Govern¬ 
ments for layout of demonstrations, 
nucleus and foundation seed multi¬ 
plication, adoption of plant protection 
measures, supply of Bsed to the far¬ 
mers, equipping microbiological labo¬ 
ratories for production of rhizobium 
culture. As a result of these efforts 
l.'SO lakh hectares additional area was 
brought under pulses and package of 
practices adopted On 9.30 lakh hec¬ 
tares during 1973-74. The Centrally 
Sponsored Scheme is being continued 
during the 5th plao. This is expect¬ 
ed to bring 15 lakhs ha. more area 
under pulses and package of practices 
adopted on 70 lakh ha. by the end 
of the 5th Plan. 

Similarly, during the 5th Plan e’m- 
phasis is being laid to increase the 
coverage under the high yielding 
varieties of bajra, jowar and maize.'* 
It is proposed to cover an area of 8.5 
million hectares under these crops by 
the end of 5th Plan, as against a 
coverage of 4.7 million hectares in tbe 
base year (1973-74). A Centre Sec¬ 
tor Scheme Of minikit programme of 
millets has been introduced from the 
current year (1974-75). A number of 
nev? varieties of Sorghum hybrids 
and new disease resistant varieties 
have been evolved. These varieties 
have been introduced through the 
minikit programme during 1974-75. ' 
This will facilitate the farmers to 
select good varieties and have the 
seed for cultivation On larger areas.

Wheic 
the deceased officer was occupying 
type I accommodation and the depen¬ 
dent relation is entitled to type II, 
type II accommodation i.s allotted to 
the dependant. In other cases, the 
relation is allotted a residence of his/ 
h* entitled type, if available at the 
lime, or failing that, the next 
lower type, if acceptable to the allot¬ 
tee. In a few exceptional cases of 
extreme hardship, the dependent le- 
lations of the deceased officers have 
been allowed to retain the accommo¬ 
dation occupied by sudh officers even 
though the dependent relations were 
not entitled to that type of accommo¬ 
dation .

But no panel action can be 
taken so long as a factory pays the 
Glatulory minimum price. The State 
Governments, however, are expected 
to. use their goods offices to ensure 
payment of higher prices if any, fixed 
by them.

Jobs.—For giving facility to the 
Scheduled Tribee in securing jobs, 
certain relaxations of the general 
criteria of recruitment for them and 
a policy of reservation of certain per- 
centage of the vacancies are being for- 
lowed.

staff etc., representations were made 
to the President of India by the Delhi 
Sikh Gurdwara Board in April.

The Board, which manages the S.G.T.B. 
Khalna College and Mata Sundari 
College for Women, requested that the 
Colleges established and maintained 
by minority communities chould be 
excluded from the purview of the pro¬ 
posed amendments, as these were 
ultra vires of articles 29 and 30(1) of 
the Constitution of India.

formance of the flood protection mea¬ 
sures and new works considered 
necessary as a result of experience of 


each year’s floods, which are complied 
by the State Governments have not 30 
far been received for 1974 floods from 
the Slate Governments. However, the 
reports of damage caused by the floods 
of 1974 have been received from the 
States, according to which, the total 
loss due to flood-3 in the country is 
about Rs. 559 crores. The losses in the 
worst affected StatcG have been report.

(b) and (c). Flooding is caused by 
spilling of waters over the banks due 
to insufficient capacity of the rivers 
within I heir banks to carry the high 
flood discharges brought down from 
upper catchments due to heavy rain¬ 
fall and also by accumulation of water 
resulting from heavy spells of rainfalls 
over areas, which have poor drainage 
characteristics. There are several 
factors which contribute to accentua¬ 
tion of flooding. In alluvial plains, 
the process of erosion and silting leads 
to meandering of the rivers and 
reduction of the carring capacity of tne 
river channels. Flooding can get fur¬ 
ther aggravated by land-s'ides in hilly 
cathments, changes in river course, 
synchronising of flood flows in the 
main and tributary rivers, excessive 
rainfall over short periods, spells of 
continuous rainfalls, obstruction of 
natural drainage and change of sheet 
flow into concentrated flows by the 
developmental works, ouch as roads, 
canals, railways etc. The de-afforesta¬ 
tion and improper land uses in the 
catchment of rivers lead to increase 
in sediment load leading to silting of 
rivers. Analysis of available data doe.s 
not indicate that there has been an 
increasing trend in the magnitude of 
floods in Bihar and other Slates. How¬ 
ever, in monetary termo increase in 
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flood damages is due'to general rise in 
prices of damaged crops and property, 
increasing occupation of flood prone 
areas due to pressure of populatio.i 
etc. 

For preparing a comprehensive plan 
of flood control in the Ganga basin and 
arranging its implementation in a co¬ 
ordinated manner though the agencies 
of the State Governments, Ganga 
Flood Control Commission has been 
set Up by the Central Government. In 
the preparation of the comprehensive 
plan, the Commission will malce an 
assessment of the adequacy of the 
waterways provided for the roads, 
rail and canal systems and the effect of 
various developmental works on the 
flood problem. The Commission has 
prepared an outline plan estimated to 
cost Rs. 1043 crores and is now engag¬ 
ed in the preparation of detailed 
basinwise plans. Pending the prepa¬ 
ration of the comprehensive plan, the 
State Governments who are responsi¬ 
ble fOr the planning and implementa¬ 
tion of flood control mearsures are 
executing flood control and drainage 
works according to the availability of 
funds to mitigate the damage caused 
by floods and drainage congestion. 

In the planning of the roads, rail¬ 
ways, canals, etc. suitable arrange¬ 
ments are made for prividing ade¬ 
quate waterways to reduce the drain¬ 
age congestion caused by the obstruc¬ 
tion of the natural drainage due to 
these structures. This is continuously 
reviewed and additional waterways 
are provided as necessary.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION {SHRI PRABHUDAS 
PATEL): a) and (b). According to 
the latest information received from 
the State Governments, the total sur¬ 
plus area distributed so far on the 
implementation of the amended Ceil¬ 
ing Laws is 18,969 acres. In most of 
the States which have made tentative 
estimates of the extent of surplus 
land likely to be available, various 
steps prescribed under the law are 
being taken for expeditiously imple¬ 
menting the ceiling laws with a view 
to distributing surplus lartd. All these 
laws and rules framed under them 
provide for returns of land being 
filed by the land owners, scrutiny of 
these returns, the declaration of sur¬ 
plus land, the selection of land that 
can be held by the land-owner with¬ 
in the ceiling, the filing of objections 
against the decision of the appropri¬ 
ate authority, the disposal of objec- 
tionis, appeal, revision, the prepara¬ 
tion of list of eligible categories of 
persons to whom surplus land should 
be distrubuted etc. Since opportunity 
is given to the affected parties to 
raine objections at various stages, it is 
difficult to ensure the implementa¬ 
tion of these laws within a specified 
time-limit. Besides, references to the 
courts of law by affected parties have 
also held up or islowed down the pace 
of implementation in a number of 
States. The law of Kerala provides 
for the association of village level ad¬ 
visory committees in the process of 
the implementation of the ceiling law 
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12 lu-s.

QUESTION OP PRIVILEGE 
AGAINST SHRI L, N. MISHRA RE. 
IMPORT LICENCE CASE—contd. 

MR. SPEAKER: Now. I have to 
give my ruling regarding the ques¬ 
tion of privilege again.st Shri L, N. 
Mishra. Sarvashri Atal Bihar Vaj¬ 
payee, Madhu Limaye, Jyotirmoy 
Bosu and Shyamnandan MLshra gave 
notices of question of privilege 
against Shri L. N. Mishra, Minister of 
Railways. They also made their sub¬ 
missions in the House on the 4th, 5th, 
11th and 12th December, 1974, on the 
admissibility of their notices. 

The facts are as follows: — 

(i) On the 28th August, 1974, Shri 
L. N. Mishra made a .statement in 
the House as follows: — 

“I recollect having received a 
letter purporting to bear the signa¬ 
tures of a number of MPs when I 
was in charge of the former Minis¬ 
try of Foreign Trade. As far as I 
remember, I passed on the letter 
to the officer concerned in the nor¬ 
mal course of business. No order 
was passed by me, nor any licence 
was issued during the period 1

remained in that Ministry. I 
strongly repudiate the allegation 
that I had anything to do with the 
obtaining of signatures on the 
application or grant of licence. I 
repeat, Sir, none of the.se licences 
were issued during my btewardship 
of the Ministry of Foreign Trade.” 

(iii On Ihc 9th September, 1974, 
when Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee said 
(original In Hindi) that Shri Tul- 
inohan Ram w<a.s having a school con¬ 
structed in hi.s village in the name of 
Pandit Ravindra Nath Mishra, the 
.^■athc!' of Shri Lalit Narain Mishra, 
and that donations had been collected 
for that purpose, Shri L. N. Mishra, 
Minister of Railways, intervened to 
say.

The contention of the members is 
that by his above two statements 
Shri L. N. Mishra has deliberately 
misled the Hou.se. In support of their 
contention, these members have 
referred to the follovring passages in 
the Charge Sheet filed in the Court 
against Shri Tulmohan Ram, M.P., 
and others: — 

(i) ‘'On 23-11-1972 Shri Tul 
Mohan Ram after meeting Shri L. 
N. Mishra in his ollicc told S/Shri 
K. V. Nair and S. M. Pillai that the 
Minister had asked the CCI&E to 
examine the position and put up the 
case early". 

(ii) "On 5-2-1973 Shri K. N. R. 
Pillai sent an interim report to 
Shri N. K. Singh saying that a 
detailed report of the Controller 
of Pondicherry in this matter was 
awaited and that the Minister be 
apprised, if necessary. On 5-2-1973 
Shri L. N. Mishra took oath of office 
of Minister of Railways. On the 
relevant file there is a noting by 
Shri N. K. Singh, admitted to bi» 
dated 5-2-73, to the effect that 
'Minister desires that this case 
should be finalised quickly, as it 
has been pending for a long time. 
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.[Mr Speaker] 

According to his understanding, the 
Public Notices were not properly 
worded or have been incorrectly 
interpreted. MET also feels that if 
•n injustice has been done to the 
appellant, remedial action should be 
taken and such reliefs as are possi¬ 
ble under the Import Control Re¬ 
gulation should be given to them.' 

Shri Shyamnandan Mishia also 

referred to the following noting in 
a file of which there is no mention in 
the Charge Sheet: — 

“Refer my minutes at page 11/N. 
This matter has been unduly 
delayed. I should like the points 
raised in my notes on page 12/N 
be examined with speed and file 
submitted to me by the 30t.h....” 

He also referred to Shri N. K. 
Singh’s note dated the 5th February, 

1973. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): This was on 2:i-f]-72. i 
pointed this out that day. 

MR. SPEAKER: And argued that 
on the principle of ministvirial res¬ 
ponsibility, Shri L. N. Mishra .should 
be held responsible for this Officer’s 
action. 

As regards the alleged construction 
of a school in the village of Shri Tul 
Mohan Ram, MP.. Shri Vajpayee 
referred to proceedings of a Com¬ 
mittee Where Shri Tul Mohan Ram 
had suggested that the school might 
be named Sfter the name of the 
father of Shri L. N. Mishra. 

Shri L. N. Ttlishra, Minister of Rail¬ 
ways, laid On the Table of the House 
a statement on the 9th December, 

1974, explaining the position In his 
statement, he stated inter alia a.^ 
follows: — 

“My above statement of August 
28, 1974 is factually correct and is 
fully borne' out hy the CBI charge- 
sheet.... 


My hon’ble friends opposite have 
tried to make much of a note 
(referred to in the charge-sheet) 
recorded’ by Shri N. K. Singh, OSD 
on the relevant file. The date of 
Ihe note is admitted to be 5-2-1973, 
the date on which I ceased to be a 
Minister of Foreign Trade. Since 
this note Ea.s been quoted to estab- 
'ish that it is in conflict, with my 
statement before this House of 
Aufitist 28th 1974, I would like to ^ 
.submit tliat any such a.^SUlttptiOll 
is unwarranted and baselo.ss. Even 
taking the note as it is, I would 
emphatically assert that by no 
st??tcli of imagination can it be con- 
slnjod as an order or directive from 
me .sanelioiiiog the licence. In fact, 
ne order r^-l.ilin.g lo Ihe irsuo of 
theqe licenct's, a: already slated 
earlier, was issued until seven 
months after this note.... 

I reiterate that my entire state¬ 
ment of 2Sffi August, 1974 is 
faetually cor reck and in no way 
conflict.s with the contents of the 
charge-sheet. 

On 4lh December, 1974 Shri Vaj¬ 
payee quoted from a document 
which he described ai? the proceed¬ 
ings of a meeting of the school 
Managing Committee held on 22nd 
February, 1973. According to this 
document, at the meeting, Shri Tul 
Mohan Ram had suggested the 
naming of the school after the 
Railway Minister’s late father, Shri 
Ravindra Nath Mishra. My father’s 
name is Pandit Ravi Nandan Mishra 
and not Ravindra Nath Mishra, 

According to the document from 
which Shri Vajpayee has quoted. 
Shri Tulmohan Ram is reported to 
have said that be had talked to 
me about this subject. Sir, it is 
not for me to explain Shri Tul¬ 
mohan Ram’s statements. I repeat 
that I said on 9th September, 1974 
is factually correct. Shri Tulmohan 
Ram had at no stage discussed with 
me any proposal in-^this regard— 
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1 had recorded, I remember, a 
note almost three months earlier 
».e.. in August and that note related 
»o the examination of the matter 
m the Ministry of Eaw on certain 
legal points of discrimination etc. 
This was for contesting the case in 
a court of law, and not for helping 
anybody. This was three months 
oefore the memorandum in puestion 
was received or you can say memo¬ 
randum was born.’’ 

In his further statements on the 
12th December, 1974. Slu'i I.. N. 
Mishra has stated inter alia: 

(b) “My note of 23rd August, 
1972 as also the notings on 
page.s 11 and 12, now popu¬ 
larly known a ; 11//N and 

12, N of the file to whieli Shri 
Vajpayee has referred, ielate 
lo my decision to contest the 
ease ii> a Court of Law and 
obtaining opinion of the Minis¬ 
try of Law on legal aspects 
including discrimination. My 
note of 23rd August. 1972 
called for speedy action only 
in direction of cojile.stiri;* the 
case in a Court of Law and 
not for speedy issue cf the 
licences as alleged.” 

On the 5th morning, I became 
Railway Minister. Therefore, 
whatever happens after I left the 
Ministry I cannot be held respon¬ 
sible." 

During the course of their speeches. 
Members have raised many Issues. 
Some of them arc abviously tor 
debate and decision by the House and 
do not call for a ruling by mo. 

However, one important issue raised 
by Shri Shyamnandan Mishra i.«! 
whether a Minister is responsible to 
this House for the actions of his 
officers. There is no doubt that 
Ministers are responsible to this House 
for all the actions of their officers, and 
from the statement of Shri L. N. 
Mishra,, T find that he has not denied 
rwponsibility for the actions of his 


officers during his tenure as Minister 
of Foreign Trade. 

As regards the note by an officer of 
the Ministry of Foreign Trade on the 
5tli February, 1973, Shri Mishra has 
.slated that he became Railway Minis¬ 
ter that day and he cannot be held 
responsible for any notings dune in 
the Ministry of Foreign Trade (re¬ 
named as Ministry of Commerce) on 
that day. Strictly speaking, the con- 
cfitutional position is that any 
noting.s done after a Minister has 
.•■eased to be Minister of a Ministry 
will be the responsibility of the 
Minister who has assumed office of 
Ibat Ministry on that day and not of 
the Minister who had left the Miris- 
tiy. 

With respect to the noting in 
August 1972 on a file, it is stated b.y 
the Minister that it had nothing lo 
do with the application signed by tJte 
Members of Parliament for grant of 
H liconeo. which was of course sub¬ 
mitted hi November, 1972. So, this 
is net relevant to the question of 
privilege under consideration. 

The limited que.stion for my con¬ 
sideration is whether the two state¬ 
ments made by the Minister in the 
House On August 28 and September 
''>, which ore Ihe basis of the questions 
O! privilege by the Members, have 
been shown to be false and made 
dt li'f'ratcly to mislead the House in 
those respects. 

On the 26th August the Minister 
staled that he acknowledged the 
receipt of the letter purported to bear 
signatures of a number of Members 
of Parliament. He also stated that 
he sent this letter in the normal 
coinse of business and that he did not 
oass any order nor any licence was 
issued during the period he remained 
Ml that Ministry. From the submis¬ 
sions made by the members and the 
Minister, ill is clear that the said 
statements made by the Minister are 
factually correct and none of them 
has been proved false. 
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So far as Shri Vajpayee’s allega¬ 
tion is concerned, the Minister has 
stated that he had no knowledge. 
Shri Vajpayee in his statement has 
quoted Shri Tulmohan Ham and 
minutes of a Committee. He has not 
shown anywhere that the statements 
made by Shri Tulmohan Ram in a 
Committee were with the knowledge 
of Shri L. N. Mishra. In a question 
of privilege the responsibility and the 
act of commission or omission must 
be direct. I do not think this is a 
case where Shri L. N. Mishra has 
misled the House. 

I therefore do not give my consent 
to these notices of question of 
privilege. 

(iMterruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER: No points of 
order now. No discussion on thi.-s. I 
am not here to explain my ruling. 
I am not allowing anything. I have 
done it with a full conscience. 1 have 
not called any member. Nothing 
said will go on record. There should 
be no discussion on this. I am so 
sorry, 

MR. SPEAKER; There can be no 
discussion; no points of order on a 
ruling. 

(Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER: Whatever was re¬ 
levant in the records I have seen 
Shri Indrajit Gupta—absent. Shri 
Ramavatar Shastri—absent. 

(Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER; Whatever anv 
Member has •‘said and whatever has 
happened, it wilJ not go on recora. 
I have not called any Member on this 
item. I have gone to the next item 
Shri Darbara Singh. 

(Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER: I have given my 
ruling. You cannot compel me to 
give a ruling which suits you. It 
may be right; it may be wrong; it 
is accwr(‘.ing to my conscience. No 
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Member is allowed except Mr. Dar¬ 
bara Singh. Only Sardar Darbara 
Singh is on his legs. 

SHRI SHYAmNANDAN MISHRA: 
We walk out as a protest against your 
ruling. (Interruptions). 

Shri Shyamnandan Mishra and 
some other hon, members then left 
the House. 

MR. SPEAKER: Shri Darbara 

Singh. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jai- 
nagar): Sir, I have sought your per¬ 
mission. I have some very important 
'documents.... 

MR. SPEAKER; You have alreadv 
spoken. I cannot give you a .secon'l 
chance.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: My point 
of order relates' to the points that 
you have permitted on this privilege 
motion against Shri Goenka on the 
basis of one specific news—^the news 
that appeared in the Patriot-.-which 
related to a case instituted against 
him in a metropolitan court in Mad¬ 
ras. And many hon. Members have 
mentioned about many C.B.I. reports 
and he was described as a habitual 
offender.

last several years is being withdrawn 
and the employees are being deprived 
of the Project Allowance. i want a 
statement from the Prime Minister 
which is directly in-charge of the 
Atomic Energy Department. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISHNAN 
(Coimbatore); Sir, already this morn¬ 
ing, the Question had come up and. 
once again, the Minister had evaded 
the reply I gave him an opportunity 


this morning by putting a Question to 
make a reply. Since he evaded tttt 
reply this morning, I am forced to raiil| 
the matter now and that is about acute 
famine and drought conditions in 
Tamil Nadu.

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISHNAN 
We want a statement on this. P^pl* 
are eating poisonous roots and thing 
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like this in Tamil Nadu. In Falladam 
taluk, seeds of grass are being eaten. 
Children are dying as a result of 
eating poisonous roots.... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): And the Prime Minister 
has just assured us in Lucknow yes¬ 
terday that the food situation is very 
satisfactory. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISHNAN: 
I also read the newspaper. It is not 
■only Mr. Shyamnandan Mishra who is 
reading newspapers. I have a few 
■suggestions to make. 

In Tamil Nadu there is not a single 
district which is unaffected by drought 
and famine and scarcity. Five crores 
of rupees have been requested from 
the Centre. I wan: the Minister to 
make a statement as to what they 
are doing abodt it, what they are doing 
to open relief centres in Tamil Nadu. 
Corruption cases are there, no doubt. 
Let us have a Citizens’ Committee. It 
will ensure that the money is spent 
exactly where it should go. Payment 
of dearness allowance to the Central 
Government employees also becomes 
very important in these drought and 
scarcity conditions.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; I have not.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Will you kindly listen to 
what is happening in the House? "Sir 
I am referring to the cases of the rail¬ 
way employees who have been victim¬ 
ised during the last railway strike. 
Their cases have been kept pending 
for months and months. In spite of 

repealed assurances lliat have been 

given that it would be expedited, still 
cases of the employees are pending and 
transfers of victimised employees are 
taking place. There is still break in 
service. Still there are many different 
types of harassments that are caused 
to them. Apart from review of the 
cases of the dismissed railway em¬ 
ployees which have been pending for 
a long time, I may tell you that we 
have won in two high courts—Calcutta 
and Gujarat—'Where the dismissal 
orders of the employees have been set 
aside by these two high courts. Even 
then Government is not considering 
this matter sympathetically. 

So far as railway employees are 
concerned, a statement should be made 
before we adjourn so that the people 
know what is the position with regard 
to them. 


SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola)r 
Sir, you wiU recall that last week I 
had asked for a specific statement in 
this House. I have given notice- 
other Members also have given notice 
—under 193 to discuss a very serious 
situation arising in my part of Maha¬ 
rashtra about the cotton purchase. Sir, 
I have come from my region only last 
night. I may tell you that there is 
virtual panic and Government is not 
even giving the minimum credit to 
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the Maharashtra' Government, which 
is going in for purchasing the cotton 
under the monopoly purchase scheme 
from the cultivators. The Reserve 
Bank has refused to give an^ credit. 

The results of all this are that there 
is a collapse on price. A cartload of 
cotton has come to the market but 
nobody is prepared to buy it. The 
private trade is holding the cultiva¬ 
tors to ransom. The cultivators are 
panicky. I have brought this to the 
notice of the Government. The Finance 
Minister mu.st be willing to give at 
least Rs. 100 crores. There is already 
a drain of Rs. 1,000 crores in cotton 
textile. Of this Rs. 100 crores, Rs. 50 
crores will go to Maharashtra and the 
other Rs. 50 crores to the Cotton Cor¬ 
poration of India. In Punjab, Gujarat 
and other parts of the country, the 
cotton growers are coming forward but 
there is none to buy this. This year 
there is going to be a catastrophe on 
cotton. I warn the Government about 
this. Immediate steps should be taken 
in this regard. This is what I want 
to say. I want a statement from the 
Finance Minister. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): Sir, with your permis¬ 
sion I would like the Minister of Par¬ 
liamentary Affairs to let us know as 
to what happened to my request that 
I had made in the last couple of weeks 
with regard to various public matters 
on which I wanted statements from 
the respective Ministers. 

He only conveyed that to the Minis¬ 
ters. As regards Gujarat, I do not 
want to take the time because the 
matter is coming tomorrow and I 
shall take that up tomorrow. Maha¬ 
rashtra is also as strong as Gujarat. 
In regard to Gujarat, I want to make 
■one reference. As many as 3,500 Offi¬ 
cers of seven subsidiaries of State Bank 
of India are on agitation—peaceful 
agitation—from the 10th of December. 
The managements are refusing to take 
cognisance of this because this is a 
Tjeaceful agitation. 3,500 officers have 


been making a number of demands 
some of which are pending lor the last 
several years. But, the m a n ag em ent 
is keeping comidetely silent because 
they think that they are very lew^ 
number and because their agitation n 

peaceful and they are democratic in 

their demands. They want integration 
of Grade II and I Officers, revision of 
Dearness Allowance formula and link¬ 
ing of dearness allowance to cost of 
living index as applicable to Award 
Staff, fixation of working hours, ade¬ 
quate differential between clerical en^^-; 
laments and supervising staff emolu^, 
ments including protection of special 
allowance, absorption of Technical Offi¬ 
cers (Agriculture) in the normal cadre] 
transfer policy, promotion policy, casstij 
department procedures and standardis-' 
ation of working hours and parity 
treatment with State Bank of India 
counter-part. Sir, the Chairman, Shri 
Talwar (also Chairman of State Bank), 
and Managing Director, Shri Majumdi^^ 
who is under transfer and the nev^ 
Managing Director, Shri Nawathe whd 
is taking charge shortly are refusing 
to take cognisance of this and the 
managements are refusing to start 
negotiations with the officers and they 
are all feeling aggrieved. That is why 
I am referring to all these matters.

I like to 
give time. Let us sit together and 
try to fit it into the programme. I 
am not standing in the way. Regard¬ 
ing the Tbbacco Bill, about which my

There was some confusion last 
time. When some points were raised, 
even the Law Minister thought that 
perhaps those points were to obstruct 
the motion for consideration. It was: 
not so. That was why I allowed him 
to move the motion tor consideration. 
He did so and he made a speech. 
Then because there ^ere a few 
minutes before 0. ?.M. before wo ad¬ 
journed, I also called on the flrsi 
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[Mr. Deputy-Speaker.] 

speaker from *the Opposition, Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu, to “^peak. I had also 
said that with regard to the points 
of order raised by Mr. Mishra and 
other Members regarding the scope 
of the discussion, whether Members 
can make reference to the different 
election petitions pending before 
•different courts, that was the point 
of order, I had said that I would 
reserve my ruling. Now before Mr. 
Jyotirmoy Bosu continues his speech 
I think that we must settle this 
matter. I would not have permitted 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu to begin his 
speech last time were it not for the 
fact that we had only tWo or three 
minutes to adjourn at 6 O’clock; I did 
some calculation and I decided in my 
mind that within those few minutes, 
long-winded and stout lunged as he 
is, weighty as he is, he would not 

reach even the banks of the Rubicon, 
not to speak of crossing it. And there¬ 
fore, I allowed him and at 6 O’clock 
we adjourned. 

I know what is worrying Mr. Sathe. 
I know that this is a very .slippery 
and trecherous ground and I have to 
progeed ver.y carefully. I should first 
•dispose of one particular item so that 
there may not be any misunderstand¬ 
ing. Last Thursday Shri Salve of 
the Ruling party drew my attention 
to a precedent in this House. He read 
out from page 901 of the book. Prac¬ 
tice and Procedure of Parliament and 
on the strength of that precedent he 
wanted me to rule that reference to 
the cases before the court should 
not be permitted. I said then that 
I would have to study this particular 
•case. If there had been a precedent 
like that, of course it would make 
my job much easier. 

I think I should acquaint the House 
with what that precedent was. It 
related to a particular Bill which the 
Home Minister at that time—^I think 
it was the late Govind Ballabh Pant 
-of revered memory—brou^t before 
the House ip 1955. The Bill was call- 
-«dl the Pdze Competitions Bill of 


1955. The Bill related to Entry 34, 
List 11, State list and it sought to 
prohibit promotion and conduct of 
prize competitions which exceed^<^ 
certain le^'el; I think they mentis '^^d 
a level oa Rs. 1,000. The Bill wi's 
brought before the House under arti¬ 
cle 252 of the Constitution after a 
number of States, namely, Bombay at 
that time, Andhra. Patiala and East 
Punjab States Union had passed re¬ 
solutions delegating their powers of 
law making to Parliament. The Bill 
if passed would be made applio^^-. 
to the States in Part C and Uni«yj 
Territories; and other States in Part 
A and B as might pass resolutions to 
adopt the Act. After the Home Mi¬ 
nister had moved the motion for con¬ 
sideration of the Bill, an hon. Mem¬ 
ber Dr. Krishnaswami raised a point 
of order. He said, certain laws relat¬ 
ing to the subject were already pass¬ 
ed by the State Legislature of Pj/'' 

bay but th -j laws were challet^i. 
in the Boi. .aay High Court and 
Bombay High Court struck tK i:i 
down. The Bombay Government, 
went to the Supreme Court on appeal 
and so the case was pending before 
the Supreme Court. On the strength 
of the fact that the case was pending 
before the Supreme Court, Dr. 
Krishnaswami sought to say that this 
was sub judice and discussion on the 
Bill should not be proceeded with 
and the Bill could be considered only 
after the Supreme Court had 
its judgment. The Speaker ru \ 
out the point of order and allowed 
the discussion to proceed on the 
ground that the House had the power 
to make la\.s, whatever might be the 
case. But, he also appealed to the 
members not to refer to the facts. He 
said; 

“They will not refer to the facts^^ 
not of a law, but of the particullf'^^ 
case under appeal.” 

Hon. members will see that that 
Bill and this Bill are not on all fours, 
The Prize Competitions Bill was 
brought to this House in response to 
certain social needs at that ttoe. No 
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reference was made in that Bill, 
whether in the Bill itself or in the 
nUlMment of objects and reasons, to 
[any case pending before the Supreme 
Court. But in this particular 'Bill 
before the House, the very genesis, 
the very basis of the Bill itself, as* 
the Minister himself had said so many 
times both in this House and outside, 
is tnc 180 cases or so pending adju¬ 
dication before the various courts in 
4h<? -country. I had said even last 
pime/ although I did not have the 
iji^e to study, that this was a very 
Cnusual situation and I expressed my 
jidifflculty in these words: 

( 

“I must say that this is the most 
difficult situation in which I have 
. ever found myself.” 

I have been presiding officet now for 
'ars or more. We had faced many 

S ilt situations, but I had never 
a more ticklish Situation than 
this. My good friend, Shri Indrajit 
Gupta—unfortunately he is not here 
■who we all know is a brilliant 
parliamentarian also said that we 
were standing on extremely slippery 
[and treacherous ground. He caution¬ 
ed me by saying, "Be very cautious”. 

I replied, “I am very cautious: I 
know.” Then he aid, "Don’t rush 
Jin”. I replied. “I don’t rush in. I am 
■noj^a fool to rush in where angles 
'ff. to tread.” 

^^^iiijlegarding the different points of 
tfraer that were i.iised, I sought the 
assistance of the Law Minister. He 
did intervene once or twice and on 
'Thursday last, he said: 
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V different matter_I«would submit. 

that this has been unprecedented:, 
it has never been allowed. I hope, 
you will accept that.” 

That is what he said. 

Before I proceed further in the- 
matter, I would feel very much more 
comfortable and it would help me 
and the House—I wish I could accept 
the submission of the Law Minister 
straightwa.y—if even at this stage he 
could point nut to me a precedent in 
the past when a similar Bill of this 
nature making the cases pending be¬ 
fore the courts the very basis, the 
very genesis, the raison detre, of the 
Bill had come before the House. If 
he can point me out this and twint 
out that a certain ruling had been 
given by the Chair saying that it 
could uot be done. I think, it would 
help me very much. 

I do not want to proceed further 
in a hurry. Of course, I thought 
a'b> at it the whole day yesterday. 1. 
struggled with it. My duty is to 
maintain the balance and to give the 
House an opportunity of a full and 
frank discussion. After that, the 
House can do anything it likes. I have 
not been able to make up my mind, 
although I have some idea, and a rul,. 
ing has to be given—otherwise, we 
cannot proceed further; I shall give 
a ruling, but even at this stage, if 
he can help me by pointing out to a 
precedent of a similar Bill of this 
kind in which a certain' ruling of the 
Chair had been given, it would heln 
me.

If you say that so many cases 
are pending without reference to 
the name of the party, ■without 
reference to what is the dispute 
pending, what are the allegations 
and counter-allegations in that 
particular case, that is entirely a 


SOME HON. MEMBERS rose — 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola). 
Sir, would you allow us to make a 
submission before the Minister says 
something? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Yes. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur); Sir, you want a .similar prece¬ 
dent So that you could give a ruUng' 
On those lines. 
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[Shri Jagannath Bao] 

May I refer to you the case of the 
Essential Services Ordinance which 
Was passed oh December 11, 1968? A 
point of order was raised by Shri 
S. M. Banerjee saying that it could 
not be discussed as the Ordinance 
was pending adjudication before 
many courts. The Deputy-Speaker 
ruled: 

“According to the precedent m 
this House, the Speaker has beld 
the discussion of a Bill the subject- 
matter of which is sub judice by 
virtue of an appeal pending in the 
Supreme Court as in order provid¬ 
ed the Members refrain from re¬ 
ferring to the facts of a particular 
case in appeal as, thereby, the de¬ 
bate in the House would not pre¬ 
judice the hearing of the appeal by 
the Supreme Court." 

Therefore, the Members are not 
allowed to refer to the facts of each 
case pending before the High Court 
or the Supreme Court. They can 
mention the names. The legislative 
power of Parliament cannot be sub¬ 
ject to the principle of sub judice. 
Otherwise, Parliament will be help¬ 
less. We have got the powers to 
make laws. It is a sovereign body. 
Are We to be precluded simply be- 
’ cause some case is pending in a court 
and the Parliament cannot legislate? 

Here, in this particular case, the 
Government wants to remove the 
confusion' that has been created by 
the Supreme Court which is con¬ 
trary to the decision of the very 
court delivered earlier_ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It would 
help me if you give me the basis of 
the Essential Services Ordinance, 
whether any particular case was the 
basis for the Bill itself. That is the 
crucial question. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; I take 
an extreme case. Supposing there 
'iwas no precedent, are you going to 


decide that Parliament has no power 
to legislate simply because some c§,se 
is pending before a court? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 
were not here on the last day. We 
are not discussing about the power 
of this House to legislate. It can 
legislate. But that is not the point... 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; You say 
that the principle of sub judice Will 
come in the way_ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I never 
said that. You did not understand 
me then. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour); Sir, you have said 
on page 12118 of the debate: 

“But if anybody, at this stj^ge, 

makes a reference I cannot 

him.” 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That was 
before my ruling. I said it in this 
context: at that time it was submitt¬ 
ed to me ‘Let us go on with the dis¬ 
cussion; you can reserve your rul¬ 
ing’. Then 1 said; ‘Before I give my 
ruling, at that stage, I cannot stop 
anybody’. But now we have not 
reached that stage, I have yet to gi'-t 
a ruling. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): I 
entirely agree with you, Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, that We are facing a 'very 
ticklish situation and your problem 
has become more difficult because 
there is no direct precedent. If there 
was a direct precedent on all fours, 
as you said, the problem would not 
have arisen and you had only to 
follow the precedent. I have tried 
to do some research and I have nij^t 
been able—I do not know whether 
the Law Minister has found any— 
to find out a direct case On all fours. 

Now, Sir, the principle of sub 
judice is well imderstood. And it is 
no one’s case or contention that this 
House or the Parliament is estopped 
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because certain matters or cases are 
pending in a court of law. This is 
a rule of self-restraint. This is a rule 
of piudence because we do not want 
to prejudice the cases in courts crea¬ 
ted by this very sovereign body. We 
do not want to refer to those matters 
lest it should prejudice them. That is 
why, in the book by Kaul and Shak- 
dher it has been mentioned on page 
« 01 : 

“The rule of sub judicc cannot 
stand in the way of legislation. If 
the rule of sub judice were to be 
made applicable to legislation, it 
would not' only make Legislatures 
subordinate to the courts in that 
matter but would make enactments 
impossible because numerous cases 
conerning a large number of statu¬ 
tes await at atl times adjudication 
in one court or the other.” 

On this, I do-not think, there is any 
dispute. The difficulty has arisen not 
because of the rule of sub judice but 
because it was contended, as you right¬ 
ly pointed out, that this Bill in terms 
is trying to cure a defect that has 
arisen out of the recent judgment in 
kanwarlal Gupta vs. Chawla. Because 
Of the recent judgment given, a cer¬ 
tain contingency has arisen because of 
an interpretation given in that decision 
nn section 77 read with section 123 of 
the Representation of People Act. The 
Interpretation that has fallen from the 
learned judges of the Supreme Court 
has created a difficulty; that interpre¬ 
tation was that the ‘authorised ex¬ 
penditure’ would mean contrary to 
the earlier rulings, ‘deemed to be 
authorised’... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Implied¬ 
ly. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Yes. im¬ 
pliedly authorised. 

Therefore, this Bill is being brought 
to make clear what was till then the 
decision as understood of the Supreme 
Court and High Courts as was de¬ 
cided in the last case of Rajagopala 
JRao us. N. G. Ranga which quoted 
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earlier decisions from Meghrai Pato- 
dia vs. R. K. Birla and others. 1 am 
giving the background so that we may 
understand the import of what we are 
trjdng to prevent. This is what the 
Supreme Court had to say: 

“This Court as well as the High 
Courts have taken the view that the 
expenses incurred by a political 
party to advance the prospects of 
their candidates put by it without 
more do not fall within Section 77.” 

Now, the Supreme Court said and 
underlined the words “without more”. 
They said the words ‘without more” 
are important. They have interpreted 
the words “without more” as to mean 
•not as authorised knowingly or ex¬ 
pressly but even by implication’. Now, 
this is the extent to which the Supreme 
Court has gone and this is what has 
created a problem. 

Now, what is it that is sought to 
be done? The effort of this Bill is 
that where a reference has been made 
to the pending cases—reference to the 
pending cases is only qua this parti¬ 
cular aspect—that means where ‘any¬ 
thing more* can be interpreted as to 
mean implied authorisation. Only 
that much. Therefore, in the pending 
cases which are 180 or so. whatever 
it may be, there may or may not be 
facts which would show an expenditure 
by a political parly and whether such 
an expenditure would be deemed to be 
authorised impliedly or not, would be 
a matter which, when each case comes 
up for consideration, is for the Judge.s 
to consider and determine. But if 
this judgment stands, then every 
such expenditure incurred by a poli¬ 
tical party would be deemed impliedly 
Incurred by the candidate. 

Ram Dayal vs. Brij Lai & Others 
where the contention was that the 
expenditure incurred by the Maharaja 
of Gwalior should be deemed to be 
impliedly an expenditure incurred by 
Brij Lai but the Supreme Court said, 
‘No’ and did not accept the principle 
ol Implied consent. But today if it la 
accepted, then, even that case could 
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struck down. That is the possibi¬ 
lity. All these candidates pending 
cases of various political parties stand 
to be affected if it is established that 
even friends, or groups of friends or 
supporters had s-pent for them for 
pamphlets, propaganda, arranging 
meetings or anything even though 
they had spent that money on 
the understanding of the law 
as it stood till the decision 
in Kanwar Lai Gupta’s case. 

In that understanding, if a party has 
spent some money or some groups of 
friends have spent some money and if 
It is to be impliedly included, then 
a large number of cases, for no fault 
of theirs, but only because they un¬ 
derstood the law as it stood till then, 
would be declared void. This is ? 
simple problem. I am sure Mr. 
Gokale will appreciate my point. I 
am quoting the law; I am only saying 
the law as laid down by the Supreme 
facts of the case. And even if we 
agree to the principle of mb-judice 
which I do agree, is not to apply and 
the legislation could go on, we could 
not make any reference because that 
is not essential. That is my basic 
point. Simply say, this is the 
law on that, you need not go on 
arguing any further. One should not 
refer to facts of each case because 
once you start doing that there will 
be no end to it. What would be 
argued by the other side? They 
would say. yes. such and such expen¬ 
ses must' be deemed to be authorised, 
and then they will start giving ins¬ 
tances and so on. That is all that 
they can say. They can quote X or 
Y or Z. They want only to streng¬ 
then their reasoning that this Bill 
should not be passed and that the 
Supreme Court ruling would hold the 
field. This is what they want to say. 
For that one need not have to refer 
to facts of the pending cases. And as 
T see it, the demarcating line would 
be this. There cannot be blanket 
shutting out. It cannot be said that 
nobody can refer to any name of a 
case or any such thing. That would 
not be correct. The dividing line 
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should be the rule of self-restraint. 
Do not say anything on the merits of 
facts which have been controverted. 
What you said in your aflSdavit could 
have been controverted by the other' 
side. It is for the court to decide. 
You need not advance your arguments 
all over here. You may in your 
wisdom rule that while Members may 
without prejudice to sub-judice law 
refer to cases in general, they should, 
not refer to facts averred which are 
for decision. And the moment they 
come to that, this Book itself says 
what the presiding officer should do. 

Sir, tbe presiding officer has a duty; 
at the point where finds that someone 
is referring to facts which are likely 
to prejudice, he can stop, I hope that 
the hon. Members here can exercise 
that much restraint unless they want 
to utilise this Bill, as they have done 
in the recent past, to do mud-slinging 
and go on saying things hoping that 
that will go on record. I do not think 
that that is their intention. Therefore, 
they will exercise the restraint and 
if the ruling comes laying down this 
guideline. I believe, it would serve 
the purpose. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I had 
sought the Law Minister’s assistance 
only on one particular point, that is, 
to help me in pointing to, a precedent 
of a Bill of a similar nature where 
the cases pending before the courts 
are the verv basis of the formulation 
of that Bill and the presiding officer 
decided that even when a Bill is of 
that nature no reference could be 
made to those cases before the court. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan.1; The point that we are 
considering here and also trying to 
assist on is as to what wUl be the 
scope of discussion of this Bill, and 
whether in the course of discussion of 
the Bill we can refer to any particular' 
pending case or not? We ought to 
remember that we cannot discuss a 
legislation as an abstraction, A legis¬ 
lation cannot be in abstract form. It 
has to meet certain social needs or 
important changes which are sought 
to be brought about in the politiMil 
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Of social fabric of the country. So far 
as the present Bill is concerned, it is 
an adniitted case'that it is for the 
purpose of providing a protective 
umbrella to certain pending cases. 
That Its the main objective of this 
Bill. The object of the Bill t is not 
only to have a law for the future 
guidance of the people but to seek a 
protection to pending cases which are 
about 180 or so. 

This Bill has been brought to re¬ 
place an Ordinance. 

This Ordinance that is sought to 
be replaced now was brought in when 
Parliament was not sitting. What im¬ 
mediate urgency was there? Clearly 
the urgency could not be for the 
future applications. The urgency was 
to give protection tp the respondents 
to the pending petitions. Whether it 
was necessary or not or urgent or not, 
the only considejation is giving pro¬ 
tection to the pending petitions and 
not the future law of this land. 

If the intention of this Government 
was to provide certain changes in an 
electoral law as such, we have also 
other pending bills such as the Re¬ 
presentation of the People (Amend¬ 
ment) Bill. The hon. Minister could 
have brought in an amendment to 
this Bill if he wanted it only for 
future guidance. The protection is 
sought to be given to such and such 
petitions pending in the court. This 
umbrella is going to be given to those 
petitions so that the decision of the 
Supreme Coiurt may not have any 
effect or it may nullify the Supreme 
Court’s decision in relation to that 
particular case. Shall we not discuss 
here the particulars of the cases that 
are pending? Whether the cases re¬ 
quire protection or not, can we not 
look into it? Can we not look into 
the question because of the rule sub 
judjtce? We may not make comments 
only on the facts of the case. And 
mere narration of the facts of the 
case is no comment on the issues in¬ 
volved. ’ 


MR. DEPUTYaSPEAKER: I say 
1 am terribly afraid of the tomes that 
are being brought to the House. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The principle of sub judice is very 
clear. You should not try to pre¬ 
judge the issue. There should he no 
comments on the merits of pending 
cases so that the adjudicating autho¬ 
rity is not influenced by it'. But, if 
1 say that certain cases do not require 
protection, then this law is not neces¬ 
sary. We must also know what are 
the facts of the pending cases. If we 
pass judgments in pending cases, then 
you can pull us up. But you cannot 
do that, So far we do not try to give 
our own opinion as to the rightness 
or wrongness of the contention made 
in the election petitions or the con¬ 
tentions made by the respondents in 
the election i>etition. We are not dis¬ 
cussing the law as such in abstract. 
On reading the statement of objects 
and reasons, I And that this Bill is 
brought forward with reference to 
the candidates against whom election 
petitions are pending. It says: 

*Tn view of the effect which such 
interpretation might have particu¬ 
larly with reference to the candi¬ 
dates against whom election peti¬ 
tions are pending, it became urgent¬ 
ly necessary to clarify the intention 
underlying the provisions—” 

When we come to the objectives of 
the Bill, when we discuss the merits 
of the Bill as also refer to the pending 
cases. Otherwise, it will be only a 
mockery of the Parliamentary Proce¬ 
dure. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Sir, I want one minute only.. 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUS-HCE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI 
H. R. GOKHALE): I think the hon. 
Member spoke the other day. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I spoke 
in regard to the case of Shri Chagla.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I have 
already answered tliat. You were not 
here. I have already dealt with that. 
I had already answered. This is the 
difficulty with the Members. They 
do not follow from the beginning. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: There is 
no -lunch hour for every one of u.s. 
Kindly hear me a minute. Mr. Jagan- 
nalh Rao... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Don’t 

refer to Mr. Jagannath Rao. I have 
ruled it out that the Bill to which 
he has referred has no similarity with 
this one. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I am 
happy. Secondly, the hon. Minister 
has said that.wc should not make any 
reference to the pending cases in the 
various .courta There is .another case 
pending, not. only pending, but, Mr. 
A. N, Chawla himself has filed a revi¬ 
sion p€titi<Mi. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
a different matter. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: My party 
colleague has been give^*a copy of 
that. He is bound to speak on that. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This has 
nothing to do with this particular 
question. Let us hear the Law Minis.* 
ter. '

:SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MI5HRA: 

It is admitted by everybody that the 
xule of sub-judice does not apply to 
any legislation. What does it mean, 

1 should like to understand from the 
Chair. The rule of sub-juilice does 
not apply to any legislation in the 
House. Any legislation which is be¬ 
ing (discussed in the House^—in my 
humble opinion that means that there 
could be uninhibited d .scussion on that 
piece of legislation. This rule is un¬ 
trammeled by any qualthcaxton. Has 
anybody produced any qualification 
to this rule: that the rule of sub- 
judice would not apply to any legis¬ 
lation? It is without any reservation. 
So. I should submit that this has to 
be applied in this case also. 

You were pleased to say that the 
case that has been cited in this con¬ 
nection was not identical, on all fours 
with the matter before us just now... 
iinteriruptions). jHere is a definite 
attempt by the Government to in¬ 
fluence the judgements in the court. 
That is the express objective of this 
measure. What is the objective of 
this measure?—That the cases which 
are pending before the court should 
not be affected adversely. That means 
that the Government' is making an 
attempt to influence the judgements 
in the court. Who is doing it? The 
tap does not fit us. It is the Gov¬ 
ernment which by bringing up this 
measure is trying to influence the 
judgments in the courts. It may be 
a good act or bad act on the part of 
t]^. Government; I am not going into 
t^ merits. But the desired effect of 
act is that the judgmezits in the 
court Aould not be adverse, against 
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the election pAitions pending in the 
court on this very subject. If that is 
clear that th® object is to influence 
the judgments in the courts, the duty 
of the House is to see that the proce¬ 
edings in the court are not affected 
by anything you do, if we go by their 
own argument and then we will have 
to cite our own facts to show that 
probaly it was not required and there¬ 
fore, Government is ftot in order in 
bringing up a measure of this kind. 
You will kindly recall that when the 
Minister first spoke to the press, he 
mentioned about these 180 cases. The 
explanatory memorandum refers to 
the same. The statement of objects 
and reasons says that particularly 
because of these cases pending in the 
courts that this measure is being 
brought. I underlined this on the 
previous day when we were discus¬ 
sing if that this was the particular 
object mentioned in the statement of 
objects and reasons. 

After all that storm that raged in 
the House when the Law Minister in¬ 
troduced that Bill in the .House, at 
that time, his whole speech was full 
of references to the cases pending be¬ 
fore the courts. The entire speech of 
the Law Minister was based on those 
pending cases. That being so, I think 
this House has a clear duty to go into 
the facts of those cases which are 
pending before the courts and which, 
as you have been pleased to point out| 
form the very basis of this measure. 
We cannot just refrain from making 
references to the facts that are there. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS ROSE— 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I have 
a very difficult task even in running 
the business. On the one hand, there 
is pressure from the Minister of Par¬ 
liamentary Affairs that we must hurry 
because there is a time-limit that we 
have fixed. Moreover, the Business 
Advisory Committee has made certain 
recommendations, which the House 
has adopted. Qn the other hand, the 
pressure on ipe is to ensure that this 
House has the right of a reasonable 
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debate, that we do not do anything 
hurriedly in an irresponsible manner. 

I have to resist pressures from both 
the sides. The Law Minister in this 
case is the spokesman of the Govern¬ 
ment, of the ruling party. You all 
belong to that party. The members 
of the opposition have their submis¬ 
sions to make. It would save the 

time if you voluntarily forgo ttie rigtit 

to make your submissions and leave 
the matter to the Law Minister. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Sir, what 
I am going to impress upon you is 
that in this particular case, there are 
two points. Firstly, what is the 
genesis of the case? It arose out of 
the judgment delivered by the Sup¬ 
reme Court in the case of Shri Kan- 
warlal Gupta vs. Shri A. N. Chawla. 
Mr. A. N. Chawla was a sitting Mem¬ 
ber of the House. When the judgment 
was given, the Government in their 
wisdom came out immediately with 
an Ordinance protecting the cases of 
those against whom election petitions 
are pending. If you will kindly read 
the Statement of Objects and Rea¬ 
sons ... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: We have 
read it many times. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: You have 
read it and you are also convinced 
that the object of this Bill is quite 
clear. What is the object of the Bill? 
The object of the Bill is to protect 
those 180 and odd cases pending be¬ 
fore the various courts in the form 
of election petitions. ' 

Now,, there are two aspects of the 
case. Firstly, if we are allowed to 
discuss these cases, if you kindly 
allow .us to refer to those cases, then 
We will be doing injustice to those 
against whom election petitions are 
pending and we will be expressing 
our opinion .in this. House which 
would be the opinion, of the legislators. 
That might go against the interest of 
those against whom Section petitions 
ate pending.. Secondly, if you- do not 
aBpw us to r^er to.'&ose cases, what 
W.^if<;uss . 
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M;r. deputy-speaker': That-is 

exactly my difficulty. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Yo 
difficulty is the difficulty of us all. 

My hon. friend, Shr^ ,Sath^ waa 
saying, let us discuss the general as¬ 
pect of the Bill. If we are to discuss 

it only in abstract terms, let them 

withdraw the Bill and bring a motion 
under rule 184 or 193. We can dis¬ 
cuss it. In that case, it will not be 
a Bill. It will be a motion. I have 
no objection. But if you are interes¬ 
ted in passing the Bill.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Let us 
not have too many motions. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Sir, I 
want that you should take a deci¬ 
sion .... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I will 
take a decision. You allow me to 
take a decision. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: My sub¬ 
mission is that if you allow us to 
refer to those cases, that will prejudice 
the cases of those against whom elec¬ 
tion petitions are pending in various 
courts. If you do not allow us to 
refer to those cases, what are we to 
discuss then? I feel, this Bill should 
be withdrawn. Let us then have a 
motion and discuss it. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK rose— 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. 

Naik, I had made an appeal. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): I 
think, even the hon. Minister wRl 
yield fpr a minute to me. 

What I am saying is, if you kindly 
bear with me that in this Statement 
of Objecjts and Reasons, without ih- 
Vbiyiiig myselt in legal hair-flitting, 
since I ani not a lawyer but a com¬ 
moner, the caf that has been cited 
is that of Mr. ■ K^nwatlal Gupta tJ*. 
Mr.‘A. N'. 'ChkwTa— 
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MR. DEPUTY>SPEAKER: Please 
do not go into all that. You were 
not here last Thursday. You are 
lieginning the whole thing right from 
the start.

SHRI B. V. NAIK: You bear with 
pe, for a minute. The subjeet-matter 
of 180 eases has not been referred to 
jit all in the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons. ^e case imder reference 
is post jttdjce, not stib judice. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 

have not read the Bill; you have not 
followed the discussion. 

A little while ago, I welcomed you 
after a long time were seen in 
the House. I think, I will have to 
revise my opinion if you go on in 
this manner. 

Shri H. N. Mukcfjee. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta— 
North-East): Mr. Deputy-Speak¬ 

er, Sir, I would be very short. I think, 
the basic point is in regard to the 
position of the Legislature and of 
the judiciary, and we should not do 
anything which would prejudicially 
affect the balance which ought to be 
there. As far as we are concerned, 
the rule of sub-judice does not apply 
in so far as our power to legislate 
is concerned. And there may be good 
reasons or bad reasons for Govern¬ 
ment and Parliament to collaborate in 
order to bring forward legislations 
which would affect the counrty in a 
particular way and it does not matter 
what is pending in courts or not. It is, 
therefore, the point of Government 
and Parliament making up them mind 
about wbat legislation is desirable. 
But if Government approaches Par¬ 
liament with change in legislation 
necessitated on account of a certain 
trend in so far as judicial pronounce¬ 
ments are concerned, a trend which 
was of one sort once upon a time 
and appears to be of a different sort 
at ^e present moment, then, surely, 
it is necessary for Parliament to 
know exactly what these, in many 
cas^, at^ about. If reference con- 
tinned to be made fay- Government— 
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I am told so; I was not here; I apo¬ 
logize I was nc^ here a bit earlier—, 
if Government continues to rely upon 
the nature of certain cases pending 
before one court or tlje other and if 
that is the reason why legislation of 
another sort is supposed to be desir¬ 
able—and Government went so far 
as having an Ordinance promulgated 
when Parliament was ,about to begin 
its Session—^then, the Parliament 
must satisfy itself. Therefore,. I feel 
that, since wo have, as against the 
judiciary, the sovereign right of not 
having to bother about the' sub-judice 
rule when we legislate by means of 
a Bill, we should also, at the same time 
pay a compliment to the judiciary 
and to the citizens of our country 
who have gone to the courts for re¬ 
lief and we should know what exactly 
is happening which requires this 
change. Therefore, I feel, quite apart 
from the subject-mater of this legis¬ 
lation, if Government has relied upon 
the pendency of a large number of 
selection cases, they must keep the 
Parliament informed in regard to the 
contents of those cases, the kind of 
problem.-* that cropped up in those 
cases and the kind of solutions to those 
problems which this country, through 
the Parliament, should evolve. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA' 
Only this much I wish to remind this 
hon. Hopse that we are discussing not 
only this Bill but also the Ordinance. 
Both the discussions are taking place 
together. I have made a submission to 
.you earlier. Sir, that, while one can¬ 
not urge that the Bill is dishonest, 
ope can urge, so far as the Ordinance 
is ponqerned,’ that it is dishonest and

-THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUS¬ 
TICE AND COMPANY AFFAIRS 
(SHRI H. R. GOKHALE): Mr. Depu- 
ty-^Speaker,' I would like, in a short 
tune, to deal with the points raised by 
the hon. members toduy. The question 
is what is the scope or what should 
be the scope of the present discussion. 
To me it appears to be plain that' the 
scope of the disextssion is discussion 
on the Bill which is before the 
House.... 
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SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MiSHRA: 
Not on the Ordinance^ 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; I did not 
interrupt you. I expect you to allow 
me also to carry on without interrup¬ 
tions. 

We are considering the motion for 
consideration of the Bill and his 
motion for disapproval of the Ordin¬ 
ance. ... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Both are together. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I know 
what are going together. You need not 
remind me of that. 

The Ordinance and the Bill, in terms, 
are the same. So far as the legislative 
provisions are concerned, the Ordin¬ 
ance and the Bill are, in terms, the 
same excepting for the fact that one 
is a Bill converting the Ordinance into 
law and the other one is an Ordinance. 
But, in terms, between the provisions 

the Bill and the provisions of the 

Ordinance, there is no difference. 
Therefore, the scope of the discussion 
is the scope that will apply to the 
discussion of the Bill or, let us say, 
the Ordinance also. 

Now I would submit, with respect, 
that the Bill or the Ordinance will 
not show this—a reading of the pro¬ 
visions of the Bill or of the Ordi¬ 
nance; I will come to the Statement 
of Objects and Reasons later because 
a reference has been made to that 
also—; the Bill, in terms, seeks to 
rectify the position which arose on 
account of a judgment of the Sup¬ 
reme Court, although, in terms, no re¬ 
ference is made to that case in the 
Bill or the Ordinance. Naturally it 
could not be made. It only seeks to 
correct the legal position, it seeks to 
amend section 77 of the Representa¬ 
tion of the People Act, because what 
was thought that the section really 
ought to mean one thing but the in¬ 
terpretation of the Supreme Court 
says that if means another. There have 
been limiunerable instances in which, 


Sir, a law has been undertaken to 
set right decision of the Supreme 
Court in order to make the intentions 
of the Parliament clear. There is no 
difficulty about that. Therefore, there 
is no question that the Parliament has 
the power to make a law because if 
thought that a certain law or legaf 
decisions taken by the court in a parti¬ 
cular case were quite different and nqf 
the correct decisions and that they re¬ 
quired rectification by a proper legis¬ 
lation. Therefore, I think^and I sub¬ 
mit with respect that it is not correct 
to say that the legislation is in respect 
of any particular pending^case. In fact, 
the case in which this proposition vras 
laid down has been excluded from the 
operation of the ordinance and also 
from the operation of the Bill because 
the provisions will show that it does 
not apply to decisions which have be¬ 
come final in the High Courts or and 
in the Supreme Court.... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Why this 
urgent ordinance? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; Let me deal 
with it. I have not forgotten the Ob¬ 
jects and Reasons reference also. To 
that I will come step by step. I will 
deal with all the points. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE; 
Why this discrimination? Why not al¬ 
low Shri Amar Nath Chawla to sit 
in the House? 


SHRI H. R. GORHALE: When this 
question has been raised before the 
courts as to why this dlscriminatiqn 
of excluding a particular-ipase, the 
courts have laid down, and I have gqt 
one judgment here right now where 
they have said,—that there is no di^ 
crimination at all if Parliam^t wore 
not to touch that very case in wh^ch 
a particular proposition of law hag 
been given, and the reasons given 
the Bombay Hi^ Court are t^t wheq 
litigants go to the court.... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
We will atndg 
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SHRI H, R. GOKHALE: You may 
study or may not study. But a point 
has been raised and I am answering 
ihat....(Interruptions) It has been 
said that when a client goes to the 
court and gets a favourable judgment, 
he spends a lot of money, time and 
•energy for obtaining a particular 
.judgment and, therefore, it is not right 
to deprive him and in this case, Mr. 
'Gupta, of the benefit of that favour¬ 
able judgment. That has been the 
• view taken by courts and, therefore, 
there is no discrimination in this. This 
question was considered and decided 
by the courts. 

Now, apart from the question, be¬ 
cause I was taken a little aside beca¬ 
use of the interruptions, the submis¬ 
sion which I wish to make is that 
when you think of precedents, it is 
well-known that you do not think of 
facts for precedents. I am making this 
respectful submission. What we think 
of is the ratio even in respect of the 
legal propositions which have been fol¬ 
lowed from time to time in diilerent 
'Cases in the past. It is unfortunate that 
you have already said something 
about the ruling which was cited be¬ 
fore you. But I would respectfully 
submit that the ratio, the basic prin¬ 
ciple underlying that decision holds 
even to-day in respect of any other 
case where legislation is undertaken 
for the purposes of rectifying a legal 
l)Osition taken in a decision by a 
court. This question we will have to 
decide not on whether A or B or C 
-Or D or E or F or such other facts 
which obtain In the earlier cases ob¬ 
tain in this case. Even in the earlier 
ease there was a matter pending in the 
court and it was argued that without 
reference to the facts of the case, we 
cannot proceed with the consideration 
of the Speaker, with respect 

rightly pointed out that you cannot 
; prevent consideration of the BiU and 
' you can do that but without reference 
to the facts of that case because the 
facts of that case have nothing to do 
with the consideration of the Bill.

position which m sought to be recti¬ 
fied. My hon. ^friend, Mr. Mishra 
may not agree with me. That is a dif¬ 
ferent matter. On his side he has al¬ 
ready made his submissions why the 
position of law taken in the Supreme 
Court is correct. That is a different 
matter. With regard to that, I will 
deal with it later on when I deal with 
the merits. Therefore, we look to the 
precedents, not for the facts the pre¬ 
vious cases. We look to the precedents, 
a ratio, some basic principles, some 
first principles which have been the 
guiding principles of our deliberations 
here and in the matter of rule of sub- 
judicc. when you apply if outside 
the House also, I would request you 
to consider this. 

Again, I submit with great humility 
and respect that here, what is the ba¬ 
sic principle? If you discuss le¬ 
gislation, you discuss the merits of the 
legislation by all means. You can say 
that this legislation is not justified. 
You may as well say that this is mo¬ 
tivated, that the Government has 
ulterior ends and purposes for bring¬ 
ing this legisla-iion. It is your right 
to say all these things in opposing 
this legislation and it is my right to 
defend and privilege to defend the 
Government which I will do. There¬ 
fore. that no case exactly on the 
point and a case of similar facts were 
not available is not necessary. The 
basic principle, the first prindple is 
that when you discuss ani^hing in 
this house and if you discuss any le¬ 
gislation, you can discuss the merits 
and demerits of the legislation. 
On first principle you will not 
allow anything to happen which 
will prejudice the fair conduct of a 
trial in a civil court, may be in a 
criminal court or as in England where 
they have referred to even Courts 
Martial and such other forums before 
whom judicial adjudication takes 
place, there are references in May’s 
Parliamentary Practice. References 
were made just now saying, this 
principle apidies to Motions, this 
principle applies to questions etc. I 
can briefly ^er to tl^. iThls is from 
page 228 and the heading is^ aub- 
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judlce matters. This is from para U. 
This is the 18th Edition. It says: 

“By a Resolution of the House 
matters awaiting or under adjudi¬ 
cation in a criminal court or a court 
martial and matters set down tor 
trial btoughi before civil court IttSy 
not he referred to in any debate or 
question." 

Now, what is the principle under¬ 
lying this? It is not the case of A. N. 
Chawla. The judgment is there al¬ 
ready before everybody. R is no lon¬ 
ger open for discussion and I am not 
going to discuss the facts of Chawla's 
case. The Supreme Court is the 
final arbitor and on facts the Supre¬ 
me Court has decided that thing. But 
now can we refer to other cases and 
say that in that particular case a 
certain allegation is made etc.? That 
is the question; and we can certain¬ 
ly refer to in general terms, in re¬ 
gard to pendency of the case, where 
a question as regards excess expen¬ 
diture arises, where similar question 
of law arises or is pending conside¬ 
ration. If ore were to go further and 
say that we will discuss the merits 
of those cases,, that would be, I very 
respectfully submit, an irregular 
thing and by this you would be only 
setting down a precedent for the fu¬ 
ture which would be undesirable. 
This is my submission. 

As regards the other point raise^, it 
is a well-known and well-recognised 
principle of all interpretations that 
you for imderstanding the meaning of 
a legialaftion, we -do not wimply look 
at its-Phjeets an^ Rpasons. That is 
a well-known principle that you can¬ 
not look at them upless there is any 
doubt pr sqmo such thing in under¬ 
standing the provision itself. It is only 
-for the purpose of clarification of that 
thh^p that you can refer to the State¬ 
ment ,pf QbjepU..an4 Reasons. But 
tha| ^t^xient JtseM cannot ^ove^ 
the”mt^:^i^tion of a section which

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on the section itself and on nothUig 
else. But apart from this, what does 
the Statement of Objects apd Reasons 
state here? One thing is this. What 
is the position in law which this Bill 
seeks to remedy? The position in law 
.is stated in the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons. Certain provision (na¬ 
mely,. Section 77) has been under¬ 
stood in a particular way in previous 
decisions of the courts and by all 
concerned who are connedted with, 
elections. An^ it is therefore now 
thought necessary to clarify the in¬ 
tention so that the doubt created by 
the Supreme Court might be met by 
clear-cut and unequivocal legislation. 
That is the siim and substance of 
the objects of this legislation. Then 
it proceeds to say the second thing. 
What we proposed is this. Because, 
if the intention of Parliament is this— 
I am assuming that Parliament will 
eventually pass this Bill,—^that such 
an intention of the legislation should 
be clarified by amendment in the Bill, 
it is also mentioned that in order that 
that intention should be clarified, this 
Bill must be passed. The purpose is 
two-fold. First of all, to lay down the 
law, what Parliament thinks is the 
law for the present and for firture 
and the second purpose is, if that is 
going to be law, giving the benefit of 
that to all those cases where the same 
question of law arises. It has no re¬ 
ference to any facts of any pending 
cases. I would again repeat that it 
will be very unfortunate if a prece¬ 
dent of this type is taken. Thank 
you. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT (East 
Delhi): Sir, I may be allowed just 
half-a-minute. I want to read from 
the debate of 26th September, 1^5.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That sub- / 
mission has already been made. Now 
you will kindly cooperate with me. 
Let us not forget how this discussion 
started again. I bad proceeded with 
the ormulations of certain thoughts 
in my mind. Before I proceeded. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: Are you 
also giving private ruling? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: No pri¬ 
vate. No question of private. I have 
nothing private, nothing to hide, my 
life is an open book. Now, at a cer¬ 
tain stage, while I was formulating my 
approach to the whole question, and 
then expressing my difficulties, 1 
sought the Law Minister's assistance 
on one specific issue, to give me a 
precedent when a Bill of this nature 
had ever been brought before this 
House.

Now. it is abvious 
from his intervention that be had not 
been able to oblige me on this perti- '' 
cular question. 1 have not got any¬ 
thing to catch hold of I cannot catch 
hold of anything. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: I have 
given you something to catch hold of. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I wiU have 
to hire somebody to carry all those 
things. 

SHRI MADHU UMAYE: I have not 
quoted from every book. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER On the 
other Itand. he pointed out certain, 
what he calls. weR-establisbed princi¬ 
ples. i am not a lawyer. Again, I 
express this ignorance. 
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SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar): 
That makes you more objective. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: May be. 
He mentioned the expression, first 
principles and he also mentioned the 
ratio of rulings. I think that is what 
he meant. From what I undAstand 
from him, the first principle is that we 
do not refer to cases, to facts or merits 
of cases, as he would like to say, that 
are pending adjudication. That was 
what he wanted lo enunciate as tbe 
^first principle here. Also, by ratio of 
ruling he meant that in the past, many 
rulings have been given prohibiting a 
reference of this nature. I think that 
is what he wanted t'o submit. Now. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: All the 
cases, or some casc». 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Ratio ol 
ruling is over-whelming in that. In 
all that has happened in the past.... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Ratio 
means 10 per cent or 20 per cent? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I will 
agree with him that in this lespect. 
the ruling were overwhelmingly that 
we cannot refer. Coming to the Ques¬ 
tion of, first principle, I must say that 
it is a question of interpretation. Now, 
we are discussing this Bill and the 
judgement of the .Supreme Court is 
the cause for this Bill. In the past, 
the Supreme Court had given a judge¬ 
ment in a certain manner. This time, 
in its wisdom, it had given .i judge¬ 
ment in another manner. It is a 
question of interpretation. As far as 
the rules of this House are concern¬ 
ed.... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Supreme Court does not say that. 
Supreme Court says that the judge- 
i ment is in keeping v,rith the past. Even 
> the Chair will have to say v/hat the 
Supreme Court has said. Chair will 
not say what the Law Minister says. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I am only 
saying that yOu are entitled to say 
that. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What Mr. 
Mishra has said iias gone on record. 

1 am just saying we must be very 
very accurate in what we say> 

<• But as far as our rules of procedure 
are concerned, it is also a question, 
of interpretation by us here. Now, 
what should be the first principle in 
this particular case, this particular 

Bill? That is the main thing. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: Eighteenth 
edition. That conclusively settles the 
question posed by you. There is ncu 
room for debate. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Order 
please. 

As far as our rules are concerned, 
I think they have many times, every¬ 
where mentioned this. I will just 
mention some: 41, (2) (xvii)-(xxii), 58, 
59, 173(5), 175, 186(viii). 188. 210(viil) 
and (xii) and 352(i). These are those 
rules of ours which have again and 
again said that reference should not 
be made by question, motion or any¬ 
thing to cases pending before, cr 
awaiting, adjudication. Our rules have 
said that so many times. But also our 
rules say that wherever anything is 
not specifically provided by these rules, 
then the Chair, the Sneaker, will 
regulate, obviously anticipating that 
there might arise situations... . 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Speaker 
includes Deputy-Speaker. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: When I 
sit here, I am the Speaker. 

Now obviously this provision is i" 
our rules to take care of certain un¬ 
foreseen situations and circumstarices, 
when these rules do not quite provide 
the answer. As 1 stated at the 
beginning, this is a very unusual case, 
a very unusual situation, a very un¬ 
usual Bill. Therefore. I have to decide 
in this particular case where not a 
precedent could be cited in a special 
way. 1 agree with the Law Minister 
that I should not set & precedent by 
this. This is only for this particular 
case. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY. BOSU; I.et him 
sit up now. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
He is very happy. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Can you slop 
your successors from taking the pre¬ 
cedent from you? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I hope a 
Bill like this will r.evor come before 
this House (Applause), Do not mis¬ 
understand me. You are taking it in 
a wrong way in the sense that Gov¬ 
ernment has brought a va'ong Bill and 
therefore, when 1 say this, it is a kind 
of censure on them. 1 do not- say 
that (Applause). I am only saying 
that this Bill is creating for me and 
for the Chair very great difficulties, i 
would not like to face this kind ot 
difficulties again, in future, lhat is 
the limited sense of what I said. 
Please do not misunderstand me. 

In this particular case, what should 
be the first principle? 

SHRI S. M. BANER.IEE: Why don't 
you convene a meeting? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; 1 have 
made up my mind here. Kow hci’e, 
both the Law Mimsier and Shri 
Madhu Limaye have helped me I'Y 
pointing, out certain decii-ions or 
certain rulings or guidance given in 
this book. May’s t’arliamcntary rrac- 
tice, which we are follow iis. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I cannot 
keep the book because 1 do not bring 

it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Does nol 
matter. 

Now the Law Minister has read out 
from p. 328 of this hook, the latest 
-edition, the 18th edition. 

I will read that again— 

“Matters sub Judice—By a Resolu¬ 
tion of the House (House of Com- 

monj) matters awaiting or under 


adjudication in a crinunal court er 
a court martial, and matters s^t 
down for trial or otherwise brought 
before a civil court may not be 
referred to in any debate or ques¬ 
tion. If the subject matter of the 
question is found to be, or becomes, 
sub judice after notice of the ques¬ 
tion has been given, the Member is 
asked to withdraw It. or the Spea-. 
ker may direct it to be removed 
from the notice paper or refuse to 
allow it to be asked if it is on the t 
Order papar”. 

Obviously this relates to question. 

Mr. Madhu Limaye drew my atten¬ 
tion to another proviyioa in this took 
which i.s on page 362— 

“Matters pending judicial deci¬ 
sions.—A matter, awaiting or under 
adjudication by a court of lav/, 
should not be brought before the 
House by a motion or otherwise. 
This rule applies to motions lor 
leave to bring in bills, but not to 
other proceedings on bills. 

This is w'ilhiri “Debate’’. 

That this provision i:i May’s i-aiiia- 
mentary Practice has met the situa¬ 
tion in til's particular instance up to 
this stage is clear 

We have proceeded with the consi¬ 
deration of Bill. There i.s no question 
about that. The question is whether 
matters pending judicial decision can 
be brought in at a later stage after 
the motion to consider the Bill has 
been moved—that i.s the point J‘ 
think this provision of May is very 
clear. Tint i1 should not be brought, 
does not apply to this. At least that 
is the interpretation. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE- You have 
made it absolutely clear. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Not so 
clear. It is clear up to this aiid be¬ 
cause it suits your purpose, you want 
me to stop here. I think there is 
another first prihciple in' this Housh' 
and I request you hon. Members ahsh 
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to think about it The first principle, 
if you ask me, is laid down in our 
Constitution, Article 105. freedom of 
speech and freedom of expression. To 
mo I should say this is the first prin¬ 
ciple. I think our rules also loUow 
this principle. If you tfead' thp rules 
there is a provision for closure, that 
whenever a debate has become too 
^protracted somebody cap move a 
motion that the question be now put 
In that ail« it saye dearly that the 
^Speaker has to decide whether he 
should accept this motion or not, 
having regard to the fact whether it 
Infringes the right of reasonable de¬ 
bate. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: That is 
enough. 

16 brs. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKUR: It is not 
enough, I will proceed and in proceed¬ 
ing I should first* like to share with 
the Members my approach I0 this 
question, my appranci to the House, 
to .ill questions Inal are iiefore the 
House. I have always viewed that 
we are all co-partners in this House. 
The Speaker cannot nir. this House 
alone. I cannot run the House just 
with the Government. I cannot run 
the House just with the opposition. 
We are all co-partners. We na^e a 
common interest and we have to get 
along. Matters as tar as possible 
^hould not be decided by a mere majo¬ 
rity or by just directives from the 
Chair in the shape of obiter dicta or 
pontifleation. That is not for the 
Chair lo do. As far as possible by 
consensus we must try ta .proceed 
That is what parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy is. Of course, we have di de- 
rent duties to do. The Government 
has the duty to bring forward policies 
and decisions and to defend them and 
the opposition have their dutv to pick 
f holes in the Government and say this 
and that and I have the duty to bold 
the balance and make decisions some¬ 
times pleasant, sometimes un-plcasant. 

X will first deal with some peripheral 
qd^tidns which were raised even on 
the la«t eieeaslon. I think this morn¬ 


ing there was an uproar in the Houm 
and many mem’^rs ^ere saying, this 
point was not answered qr tliat point 
was not answered. I do not want to 
fall into the same trap. I will fh'St 
turn my attention to Mr. Madhu 
Limaye, He raised two questions— 
Can an Act be amended by just 
adding an explanation? Should ap 
Amendment to an Act be just of a 
negative nature and seek to nullify 
the effert of the original Act? He 
pointed out rule 344 in which it is 
said that an amendment should not 
be of just a negative nature. If an 
amendment is just of a negative 
nature, it is not admitted. Thai is 
what he submitted. Now. an amend¬ 
ing Bill can take any form. Here this 
Bill says very clearly that because 
the meaning of this particular provi¬ 
sion-section 77 of the Reproieulation 
of the People Act—is not very clear, 
because we have not brought it very 
clearly, we have run into this dUli- 
culty arising from Ihe Supreme Court 
judgment and ths<r>:Iofe, we went to 
make the meaning of this particular 
provision very clear and we do it Jn 
the form of an explanation. Theie- 
fore, on that score that the amend¬ 
ment is sought to be made by an ex¬ 
planation—I do not think that ob jec¬ 
tion can be maintained and I d j not 
r,crept it. About tbe .Tinondinont being 
negative, this would apply to rnotions 
and amendments to claused, i..n(ier the 
rules. For in-tahce, the Law Minis¬ 
ter has moved the moliin that ihe Bill 
be taken into consideration. If there 
is an amendment sayihg that the feill 
should not be taken into consldera- 
tiun, that is merely a neg.ativo amend¬ 
ment and it would not be acceptable. 

Mr. Mavalankar raised another 
ticklish issue, which Mr. Kanerjec has 
now repeated. lie said that there is 
iio bar to discuss the case of Mr. A. 
N. Chawla because that has been men¬ 
tioned again and again. He said that 
Mr. A. N. Chawla had filed a review 
petition before the Supreme Court. 
On that day, I sought an authoritative 
informatifm frtom the Law Minister 
about it. He said, yes, he. had-filed a 
review petition before the Supreme 
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Court but he did nit knojw whether 
Hiat pi^itiion had been admitted or 
not. 1 take it that the petition has 
not yet been admitted and, thereforfe, 
to that extent, it is not lub judice. * 

SHRI SOMNATh CHATTER.TEE: 
The review petition has been filed. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; But not 
admitted. 

I was saying that the Law Minister 
had said that it had been filed but he 
had no information whether it had 
been admitted or not. Therefore, as 
long as it has not been admitted by 
the Supreme Court, the Supreme 
Court is not seized of it. To that 
extent, it is not sub judice. 


Then. Mr. H. K. L. Bhagat and Mr. 
Stephen made the point last time that 
it was wrong to construe that this 
Bill was only to give protection to 
those 180 cases pending before various 
courts. They said that this law will 
be of a permanent nature to take care 
of a future situation, and, therefore, 
we can discuss this law on its merits 
without reference to all those cases. 
I think, Mr. Bhagat had made it very 
clearly that any reference to these 
pending cases was only incidental. 
This was the word he used. 


Now. I am afraid, this contention, 
of Mr. Bhagat and Mr. Stephen was 
not supported by the Law Minister in 
his speech on that very day, I quote 
from what the Law Minister himself 
said on that day; 

"A Bill to amend comprehensively 
the Representation of the People 
Act. 1950 and 1951 has already 
been introduced- in Parliament and 
is pending in the Lok Sabha. There 
win be enough opportunity for the 
Members to make suggestions in the 
tight of decision of the Supreme 
Court during the> consideration of 
the BUI in the House.’* 
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Therefore, that Bill is coming.* 2'roni: 
what the Law Minister had said here,- 
it is apparent, very clear, that this- 
BiU is purely of a temporary charac- 
ter. This is what 1 understand.... 

THE, MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE: 

AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI H. 

R. GOKHALE): What I said was that 
the BiU to amend the Representation 
of the People Act, 1950 and 1951 is 
coming and has been introduced in> 
the House. Therefore, at that time* 
it will not preclude Parliament fromr 
changing this Bill also if it wants so. 
As soon as this BiU is passed, it be*^ 
';omes law and becomes part of ^he 
Representation of the People Act.. 

MR. DEPUTY^SPEAKER: Now. that 
comprehensive BiU is coming and,, 
therefore, I feel that this BiU is to 
meet a particular contin^ncy. As 
the Law Minister himself has said in. 
his speech many times, in the reason* 
for the Ordinance, in the Statement 
of Objects and Heasons, and also out¬ 
side in the press, on the television and 
even in his speech on Thursday, that 
contingency is the 180 cases or so 
pending before various courts. Now, 
let me come to the core of the ques^ 
tion. These are aU peripheral ques* 
tions.... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Hard core. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Tfiis is 
the core.^ Nothing more. This is the 
core. While coming to the core, 1 
think, my first duty is to delineate the 
ground, I must delineate the ground. 
And I must also identify the bound¬ 
aries. If I make mistakes about these 
boundaries, members can correct me- 
If I leave out only landmark, please 
remind me about it because I want to 
go along with you, I do not want to 
say something out of my own mind. 

Now, these are the boundaries of 
the ground. We do not, nurmaUy, 
discuss the facts and merits of a 
case before a court of law in this 
House on the healthy principle that 
there should be no interference 
the functioning qf our c<|tvrts. TUs 
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is one. We do not discuss the con¬ 
duct of the Supreme Court or of a 
Hidh Court or of judges thereof—the 
general boundaries—except upon • a 
motion for presenting an address to 
the President. It is very clear. On 
th^ other hand, a case pcnclitig be* 
fore a court of law does not stand in 
the way of legislaiion by this, House, 
•and Mr. Madhu Limaye has just read 
out that sub judtce does not applv to 
Bills. It does not, many times. What- 
>ever* be the case, we can make our 
law rflid after we have made the law, 
the court will interpret the law as 
We have made. ThWe is freedom ot 
speech here and the right of reason¬ 
able debate. These are the bounda¬ 
ries. 

The balance between ^hese different 
provisions of our Constitution and of 
the Rules of Procedure of this House 
has been a long-standing question be¬ 
fore the Legislatures of the country, 
including our House, and constitutes 
the essence of Parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy. 

In their report of September, 1968, 
the Committee of the Presiding Offi¬ 
cers—^it did a very useful duty_ 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Did you 
attend that meeting? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Always; 
until the one held in my home-State 
•r home-town; until that time when 
it looked as if the Speakers’ Confe¬ 
rence was a forum for running down 
one presiding officer or the ether. 
Until that time, they did a verj? useful 
duty. 

In their report of September, 1988, 
ftie Committee of the Presiding Offi¬ 
cers had this to say on this question-— 
they went into this question; 

“The Committee feel that, while 
aj^lyiiig the restrictions regarding 
the rule of sub-judice, care should 
be taken to see that the primary 
right of freedom of speech is not 
impaired to the prejudice of the 
tiCgislaturd. Every attempt should, 
mi L,S.—IS. 
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be made to strike a balance in this 
regard." ^ 

Coming to this Bill, the main question 
that has been asked is: should any dis¬ 
cussion take place on the conduct of 
the Supreme Court and should refe¬ 
rences be made to the 180 cases or so 
pending before the different cnurt^ 
Thi.s is the question. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: Yes. yes- 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Theoreti¬ 
cally, the answer is simple, but, with 
reference to this particular Bill before 
the House, it is difficult to give a 
straight forward answer. 

While participating in the discussion 
last Thursday, Shri Salve said that the 
purpose of the Bill was to supersede 
the Supreme Court judgment. That 
was on record what Mr. Salve said. 

I do not wish now to repeat what 
has been quoted at some length last 
Thursday from the Statement explain¬ 
ing the circumstances which necessita¬ 
ted the promulgation of the ordinance. 
We read it last time, and from the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons ap¬ 
pended to the Bill, these were referred 
to to-day also. But the Law Minister 
himself has elaborated on all those 
things and on the Bill’s raisoyi detre 
while moving for its consideration 
when he said; 

“However, the Supreme Court in 
the recent case of Kanwar Lai Gupta 
vs. Amamath Chawla and others, 
civil appeal 1549 of 72. has by its 
observation imported an element of 
doubt into a hitherto well-accepted 
and well-understood principle under¬ 
lying Section 77 of the 1951 Act.” 

I w^uld like the hon. Members to 
record and register this in their minds. 

“...that the Supreme Court has 
imported an element of doubt Into 
hitherto well-accepted and well- 
understood principle underlying Sec¬ 
tion 77 of the 1951 Act.” 

“This judgment... 
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. .by giving a viride meaning to 
the expression 'incurred or autho- 
ried’ has created a serious problem, 
particularly, with reference to the 
candidates... 

Here the candidates— 

"...against whom election peti¬ 

tions have been filed and are still 

pending decision. For no fault of 
theirs, their election might set 
aside... 

SHR'I MADHU LIMA YE: That has 
to be seen. That is a controversiM sub¬ 
ject. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I am quet- 
ing; 

"... Their election might be set 
aside because they had participated 
in the election having regard to the 
then prevalent position in law which 
had also received judicial approval." 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: Question. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAn MISHRA: 
What a great solicitude! 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: 

".. .To meet this situation created 
for the candidates, it has become ne¬ 
cessary to make clear the intention 
underlying Sec. 77 of the Represen¬ 
tation of Peoples Act 1951, namely, 
that in computing the maximum 
amount under Sec. 77 any expenditure 
incurred or authorised by any other 
person or body of persons or politi¬ 
cal parties would not be taken into 
account. The President promulgated 
the Representation of People 
(Amendment) Ordinance 1974 to 
avoid a situation wherein it \KX)uld 
have been necessary to follow the 
wider interpretation given by the 
“Supreme Court in pending election 
petitions.. .** 
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So, it is avoid that contingency. 

“In the circumstances, I am sure, 
all sections of the House will appre¬ 
ciate that the President, in promul¬ 
gating the Ordinance on the 19tk 
October, 1974 and the Government, 
in bringing the Bill for replacing that 
Ordinance only wanted to ensure 
that candidates who have contested 
elections and whose petitions are^ 
pending in various High Courts and 
the Supreme Court on the under¬ 
standing of the provisions of the law . 
as hitherto interpreted by the 
Court.. .should not be made te 
suiter undue hardship consequent 
upon a sudden departure in the 
judicial interpretation of the pro¬ 
vision.” 

This speech of the Law Minister creat¬ 
ed for me more difficulties...

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
In any by-election there may be a case; 
but that would not be covered accord¬ 
ing to the Law Minister; this is strictly 
confined to these cases only! 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I read 
his speech and his statement the whole 
day yesterday; I went on revolving this 
question in my mind. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: It is sett¬ 
led now; no ruling is called for, 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This has 
created more difficulties. I would like 
the Law Minister and the House to 
help me in resolving my difficulty here. 

I want to put this question to all of 
you to give me an answer. In these 
observations of the Law Minister, the 
expressions 'import an element of 
doubt in the hitherto well-accepted 
and well-understood principles’ and 
‘sudden departure’—the word ‘sudden’ 
—would be very significant,-“sudden 
departure in the judicial interpreta¬ 
tion of the provision of law and of 
courts,” whether by these observa* 
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tions we have not entered into a 
dicussion of the conduct of the Sup¬ 
reme Court. Well, I put this ques¬ 
tion. Whether we have not entered 
into a discussion. 


Therefore, the provisions of the Bill 
itself refer to this particular judgment. 
The Supreme Cwirt in its judgment had 
formulated a principle on which it bas¬ 
ed its conclusion. I quote:

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur): In the Constitution Anwndment 
Bill we have discussed about Judges;

The Law Minister and some hon. 
Members have made this point that 
the Statement of Objects and Reasons 
is not part of the Bill, and therefore we 
need not discuss about that. I now 
come to the corpus of the Bill. The 
Member Shri Salve, said that the pro¬ 
vision of the Bill itself is to supersede 
the Supreme Court judgment. Now, 
what does the Bill say? I quote. 

“Notwithstanding any judgment, 
oroer or decision of any court to the 
contrary, any expenditure incurred or 
authorised in connection with the 
election of a candidate by a political 
party or by any other association or 
bojr of persons or by any individual 
(other than the candidate or his elec, 
tion agent) shall not be deemed to 
be and shall not ever be deemed to 
nave been, expenditure in connec¬ 
tion with the election incurred or 
authorised by the candidate or by his 
el^ion agent for the purposes of 
this sub-section.’* 


“When the political party sponsor¬ 
ing a candidate incurs expenditure 
in connection with his election, as dis¬ 
tinguished from expenditure on gene¬ 
ral party propaganda, and the can¬ 
didate knowingly takes advantages of 

it or participates in the programme 

or activity or fails to disavow the 
expenditure or consents to it or ac¬ 
quiesces in it, it would be reasonable 
to infer, save in special circumstan¬ 
ces that he implied authorised the 
political party to incur such expen¬ 
diture and he cannot escape the rig¬ 
our of the ceiling by saying that he 
has not incurred the expenditure but 
his political party has done so. A 
party candidate does not stand apart 
from his political party and if the 
political party does not want the can¬ 
didate to incur the disqualification, 
it must exercise control over the ex¬ 
penditure which may be incurred by 
it directly to promote the pool pros¬ 
pects of the candidate. The same 
proposition must also hold good in 
case of the expenditure incurred by 
friends and supporters directly in 
connection with th" election of the 
candidate. This is in fact what the 
law in England has achieved. There 
every person on pain of criminal pe¬ 
nalty is required to obtain authority 
from the candidate before incurring 
any political expenditure on his be¬ 
half.” 


The Law Minister obviously strongly 
disagreed with this formulation of the 
Supreme Court and he wants the House 
to agree with him. It is quite legiti¬ 
mate for him to do so but would it not 
be fair to this House for him to be 
more forthcoming in giving grounds 
for his disagreement with the Supreme 
Court before the House can discuss the 
matter? For example, is it true that 
in England whose form of democracy 
we are following even a party has te 
obtain authority from the candidate 
concerned in respect of expenditure in 
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hie constituency. A .mere and bald 
statement that the SiA>reme Court has 
suddenly departed from a well-accepted 
judicial interpretation leaves us gaping. 

The intention of the Law Minister 
is also amply clear. He wants, in his 
own words, “to ensure that candidates 
who had contested elections and whose 
petitions might be pending in the va¬ 
rious High Courts and the Supreme 
Court should not be made to suffer any 

undue hardship consequent upon a sud¬ 
den departure in the judicial interpre¬ 
tation of the provisions." 

This is the clause. It has been .sub¬ 
mitted that reference to these petitions 
in the House would prejudice the 
trials in the sense that it may influ¬ 
ence the outcome of one or the other. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
That is my submission. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I shall 
repeat. 

It has been submitted that reference 
to these petitions in the House s^'ould 
prejudice the trials in the sense that 
it may influence the outcome of one 
or the other. Is not the Bill itself 
which is before us meant to influence 
the judgment in a particular way? 
This is the question. 

The Supreme Court had given a cer¬ 
tain judgment, it had laid down the 
law and now it has been told that that 
was a wrong interpretation and the 
interpretation should be in a particular 
way. This is what we are trying to 
do. It is granted that the House has the 
power to do so. We have the power to 
do so. But in passing this Bill, are 
we not collectively going to lay dowm 
a particular direction to the Supreme 
Court? 

We can do that. We have that 
tM)wer. We can do that. But, ^uld 
not the House have fuBer informatiem 
Ob the matter in order to facilitate a 
ftdlet arid more perspective disctiailon 


so that we may have the feeling that 
we have done the best that we can 
and we are now being railroaded into 
a particular decision. The Law Minis¬ 
ter himself realised the importance of 
this when he raid last Thursday at 
another stage. I quote him: 

“The question is that there are 
pending cases. The cases are not 
only, quite only, one but, as I said, 
they are more than one. There are 
quite a number of cases which I will 
substantiate when i am repl>ing to , 
the debate.” 

This is one positive statement made 
by the Law Minister but I feel that it 
will be more helpful and fruitful if 
such substantiation is made at the beg¬ 
inning so that the House can fully dis¬ 
cuss it and come to a decision rather 
than at the end when fresh questions 
will come up and the whole thing be¬ 
gins all over again. 

Shri Indrajit Gupta has demanded 
that “somebody has to satisfy us. Simp¬ 
ly this bald statement made in the 
statement of objects and reasons will 

no suffice.But this should have 

come first of all.” Shri Mavalankar 
made a similar demand and jyanted a 
synopsis of the cases to be made 
available. Shri S. N. Mishra stated 
that the facts as alleged by different 
parties to the petitions in affidavits 
and submissions are public knowledge 
and that copies of them can be 
obtained by application and by paying 
certain fees. 

Therefore, as I said, this is a very 
unusual Bill and this is a very unusual 
situation in which we find ourselves. 
The quandary was highlighted last 
Thursday by Shri Salve when at one 
stage he got up and told me: 

“I may submit that you may rule 

that they may refer to it." 

But we don’t have to rush. Even at 
this stage, if the Law Minister hu 
anything to say to help me out of 
difficulties which I have tried to 
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delineate, I shall welcome his help. 

If he has nothing more to say, the 
best thing I can do is to rule 
that it is difficult for me in 
the circumstances to prevent Mem- 
oers from making reference to these 
cases. In doing so, however, 1 atiuld 
earnestly request them not to cross the 
limits and upset the delicate balance 
between Parliament and judiciary. 
Whatever submissions they might make 
in this regard should be within the li¬ 
mited purpose of whether a measure 
of this kind is called for, whether it 
is justified and whether we should go 
in for it. They should not try to pro- 
tounce on the merits of the various 
allegations and submissions. Nothing 
on merits. They should not even try 
to say that these are facts because the 
facts are to be detemtined by the 
courts. We are not to determine the 
tacts. It is the courts.... 

AN HON. MEMSeR: What about 
the affidavit? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Affidavit 
is your submission. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE; What 
about admitted facts, admitted by the 
respondents? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: When 
they are out from the courts. But, it 
is the courts that determine the facts 
and not we. They should not even try 
to say that these are the facts because 
the facts are to be deermined by the 
courts and not by us and the merits of 
each petition are to be determined by 
them, by the courts and not by us. We 
should not pronounce on that. Of 
course, after we pass this Bill, and it 
has become an Act courts will have 
to Interpret the facts as they find in 
the light of this Act

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond

the useful judgment that the Supreme 
Court Judge Mr. Bhagvati has deliver¬ 
ed, Now, to counter-act that, this un¬ 
democratic Government had brought 
this amendment and the object of the 
amendment is to supersede and make 
ineffective the recent Supreme Court 
judgment in which the Court held that 
expenditure incurred by political par¬ 
ties. .. .You know fully about that

It is a very interesting • case. Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, this is the judgment 1 
am reading. In the application filed 
by Shrimati Indira Gandhi, in the case 
against Mr. Raj Narain—I mean, Mr. 
Raj Narain is the petitioner—it has 
been stated that; 

“This has been made an occasion 
by the leaders of opposion parties and 
opposition press and papers to freely 
comment on the pending election pe¬ 
tition against respondent No. 1 . They 
are widely prejudicing the Public by 
distorted, incorrect and imaginary 
facts in their statemcDt^. 

This is when the Ordinance 
brought out— 

“..that the applicant is attaching 
a true copy of an ar ticle appea ring in 
Panchajanya. Tn TfISt it is stated 
that if Is obvious that even on the 
law as laid down by the Supreme 
Court in Kanwarltd’s case, the res¬ 
pondeat is not at all affected, that 
whatever adyaptages the partite in 
electiop peUtioins may get out of the 
Or<%spQs ipomulgftid by Oe Praii- 
dent, ^rinvati Indira Nahni Gandhi, 
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respondent No. 1, does not get any 
advantage out of it as her case is ir- 
I'efutable even on the law as laid 
down by the hon. Supreme Court in 
Kanwarlal Gupta’s case”. 

This is the copy 1 obtained from the 
Allahabad High Court. 

Then the Order was; 

‘‘The relief asked for is not at all 
understandable”—Mrs. Indira 

Gandhi’s petition and the High 
Court’s judgment— 

“If the respondent No. 1 believes 
that anything s'ud about the Ordi¬ 
nance can have a bearing on the 
issues involved in the case and can 
amount to contempt, it is for her 
to decide whether she should or 
should not say that and obviously 
the court cannot allow any party 
to do an act which is wrongful. 
Application rejected”. 

On the one hand, they promulgate an 
an ordinance; on the other, they go to 
the court to shut out our mouths, 
that the Opposition should not be al¬ 
lowed to criticise this atrocious, dra¬ 
conian piece of ordinance and law, 
and the court has very rightly rejected 
the petition, to my mind, with the con¬ 
tempt it deserves. 

Then what did they say in the ordi¬ 
nance?. I do not want to go into de¬ 
tails because it has been discussed at 
length. 

“There was every likelyhood of 
such wide interpretation being fol¬ 
lowed in other election petitions”— 

I will come to the election petitions; 

I have got a copy— 

“which were pending and on 
which the issue r<dated to the ques¬ 
tion of incurring or authorising of 
expenditure at an election. .In that 
\ event, candidates who had fought 
on the basis of the pro^- 
dons el the law ill Qiis behalf, as 
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they were well-understood and ac¬ 
cording to the provided decisions of 
the courts, would have been expos¬ 
ed to the risk of their election being 
set aside..-

We have said time and again as to 
whose election is really in danger, 
whose election is causing concern in 
the minds of many of my friends— 

“which situation would undoub¬ 
tedly have been unfair to such can¬ 
didates_” 

1 do not want to go into details of 
the Representation of the People Act.. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: His time is up. 
The Business Advisory Committee had 
allotted six hours. Your party has 
six minutes. You had already started 
last time. Even excluding that today 
you have taken six minutes. 

SHRI JAGANNATHRAO JOSIII 
(Shajapur): The debate will go on for 
six hours. How can it be only six 
minutes for him? Then we will get 
three minutes only. We are entitled 
to 18. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The breakup has 
already been given here; it is not pre¬ 
pared by me.

“Douglas points out in tiis book 
called Ethics in Government at page 
72, ‘If one party ever attains over¬ 
whelming superiority in money, 
newspaper support and (government) 
patronage, it will be almost impos¬ 
sible, barring an economic collapse, 
for it ever to be defeated. This pro¬ 
duces anti-democratic effects in that 
a political party or individual back¬ 
ed by the affluent and wealthy 
would be able to secure a greater 
representation than a political party 
or individual who is without any 
links with affluence or wealth.” 

Since the time is short I would much 
rather leave it to somebodyelse to deal 
with the subject. .> Of course there is 
the question of tours conducted and 
the money spent. I know of one tour 
for visiting Orissa during the last elec¬ 
tion. That tour of some V.I.P. belong¬ 
ing to the ruling party had cost 16 
lakhs. Here is a paper cutting which 
says The Bihar Ex-Chief Minister de¬ 
tails P.M’s poll tour expenses; it is 
given here as Rs. 35 lakhs. 

Now I should like you Mr. Chair¬ 
man to give me your undivided atten¬ 
tion because I am going to lay this 
paper on the Table of the House. This 
is an extract from the blue book, in 
which it is stated.... 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: It is not 
relevant. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I have 
already written. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You have written 
to me. Under the rules if you want 
to lay anything on the Table you will 
have to give it to me and it will be 
lor the Speaker to decide whether it 
should adnnltted or not. In tte mean¬ 
time do net quote it. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: This is 
something new.' I can read out.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I am 
entitled to quote from the papers. I 
request you to accept it for laying 
on the Table. You can decide whether 
it should be accepted or not. But it 
should be accepted because there are 
two specific rules. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: What are the 
rules? You must assist me. Direction 
117 says that a private Member may 
lay a paper on the Table of the House 
when he is authorised to do so by 
the Speaker. Direction 118 says: if 
a private Member desires to lay a 
paper or document on the table of the 
House he shall submit a copy thereof 
to the Speaker in advance so as to 
enable him to decide whether permis¬ 
sion should be given to lay the paper 
•r document on the Table. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I shall 
read this out. 

SHRI SAT PAL KAPUR: You can¬ 
not read that. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: What is the rule? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Rule 368. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: That rule says if 

Minister quotes in the House of des¬ 
patch or other state paper which has 
not been presented to the House he 

shall lay the relevant paper. 

This rule relates to the Minister. Which 
rule are you quoting? Rule 369 says, 

“A paper or document to be Isdd

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The actual laying of the paper on 
the Table is governed by the Direc¬ 
tions. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Rule is 
supreme. All right, Sir; I would not 
lay it on the Table. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Therefore, don't 
quote from it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; Sir. you 
are a lawyer. Taking the Speaker 
into (■.•niidence and showing it to him 
etc. i.s only for laying on the Table, 
but 1 can quote from it and incorpor- 
s'le it in my speech. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; 1 will not allow it. 

SllRl SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; 

On a point of order. Sir. Rule 352 
prescribes the rules which are to be 
observed while speaking. These are 
the only restrictions. Subject to that, 
article lO.s of the Constitution applies 
I can quote from any journal or any 
document 1 want. Only if 1 want to 
make it a public document by laying 
it on the Table that I have to get the 
prior sanction of the Speaker. Please 
don’t make a mockery of the rules. A 
member can quote from any docu¬ 
ment that ho possesses. Subject to 
Rule 352 and article 105, my right to 
speak in Parliament is supreme. I 
cannot be dictated as to what docu¬ 
ment I shall read here and what docu¬ 
ment I shall not. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I shall hear hon. 
members on this point of order. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; This 
matter about the Blue Book is pend¬ 
ing decision In the Supreme Court. The 
petitioner having lost in the Allahabad 
High Court has gone to the Supreme 
Court. Secondly, this matter is not 
relevant at all and not germane to the 
9iU before us. On these two gnjitnds, 
he should be debarred from reading 
from it. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Sir. 
firstly, under article 105 of the Con¬ 
stitution, I am entitled to speak and - 
quote any document that I may choose 

t0.3» 

SHRI SAT PAL KAPUR: No; he is 
wrong. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Secondly, 
Mr. Jagannath Rao has given a wrong 
picture of the story. This is already 
before the court of law. The court of 
law is wanting the whole Blue Book. 

I am only reading out from an extract 
—a change that has been brought in 
during the present regime as com¬ 
pared to what it was in existence. This 
is not a matter which is sub judice. 
Therefore, 1 should be allowed to quote 
it becau.se this is very relevant here. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; The first thing 
that I would like to know is; Is this 
a public document that you want to 
quote? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; It is a 
Government publication. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Every Govern¬ 
ment publication is not a public docu¬ 
ment. Is it available to any citizen 
on payment of fee? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: It does 
not concern the security of the State. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: This is not a 
public document. It is a privileged 
document. Un’.ess the court asks for 
it, gets it and makes it public, till then, 
it will not be treated as a public docu¬ 
ment. Therefore, if it is a privileged 
document and yet you want to quote 
it and produce it, the right thing for 
you is to take the Speaker into con¬ 
fidence under Direction 117. Otherwise. 

It will be a very unhealthy thing. 

Why I say this? Mr. Chatteijee wa^ 
pointing out that this will curtail the 
fundament.^ right of speech. For ex¬ 
ample, tomorroiw, suppose any privil¬ 
eged document, say, s> sperpt dpcumont 
of Army—I am pnly giving an analogy 
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—or some secret document on Defence 
comes in your hand and, while speak¬ 
ing here, without taking any permis¬ 
sion of the Speaker, you quote it. The 
analogy is the same. You say, “I have 
got the fundamental right of, speech. 

I will quote it; I will produce it.” Now, 
if you quote it, before you take the 
consent of the Speaker to produce It, 
it goes on record and it becomes the 
public property. It will be quoted in 
the newspapers also. Vou understand 
the implication of it. That is why 
there is the healthy practice here that 
you must take the Speaker into con¬ 
fidence. If he allows it, I have no 
objection. You give an advance copy 
of that to the Speaker, Till then, this 
cannot be produced and it cannot be 
quoted. Nothing quoted from it will 
go on record. I have given my ruling. 
(Interruptions ), I heard yyou patiently 
and fully. I have given my ruling.

SHRl SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The scope has been enlarged by your 
ruling. Is it your ruling that every 
document read in the House must be 
presented to the Speaker first? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: If it is already a 
public document, it is not necessary to 
do so. That is why 1 asked: Is this 
a public document? The newspaper is 
a public thing. Why do you give the 
analogy of a newspaper. i ask: Is 
this a public document?. Is it avail¬ 
able to every citizen? Then, why do 
you say that it is a public document? 
It is not a public document. It is a 
privileged document. It cannot be 
produced. I have given my ruling... 
(Interruptions ).

You cannot prevent him from 
quoting. How can you prevent him 
from quoting?

Jyotirmoy Bosu wanted to lay on the 
Table the papers from which he also 
wanted to quote. But the relevant rule 
you have referred to is about laying 
on the Table—^where the consent of 
the Speaker is necessary. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You 
said, ‘Handover to me*. I am prepared 
to hand it over to you. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: He 
said that he was not laying it on the 
Table just now; he was only quoting 
from that. As regards quoting from 
it, you have not referred to any rule. 
Simply because some friends there ob¬ 
jected. you immediately stood up and 
said that you were not going to allow 
him to quote. This is not a ruling 
according to rules. So many things 
we have quoted in ordw to place onr 
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point of view; we want to substantiate 
how our points of view are justified 
and for that purpose, we are always 
entitled to quote from the relevant 
documents. If this is prevented, it 
means that you are preventing free 
expression of opinion here, free dis¬ 
cussion here. This amounts to gag¬ 
ging the voice of the Opposition. We 
cannot allow this to take place. Be¬ 
cause this thing is unpalatable to some 
friends there, you cannot gag us in 
this way. You must allow this to be 

quoted if it is relevant. You can only 

make your comments whether it is 
relevant or not. Beyond that, you 
cannot gag him from quoting.

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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 1 
was sitting in the back seat when Shri 
Jj’Otirmoy Bosu wanted to quote 
something from a paper. I do not 
know whether it is a newspaper report 
•r any paper. He was not allowed to 
quote that. May I invite your kind 
attention that under the Rules, whether 
it be the Directions of the Speaker or 
the Rules of the House, a Member can 
quote and when he quotes, other Mem¬ 
bers can demand laying the document 
•n the Table of the House. But, in 
this particular case, without knowing 
what he is quoting and without know¬ 


ing whal he is reading, how can any 

Member object to it? 


When the hon. Deputy Speaker was 
giving a ruling, I pointed out the 
danger of it. When this entire Bill 
came up for discussion, I had pointed 
•ut the danger of it because this will 
involve disclosure of ipany things which 
we do not want and which we do not 
want the Members to do. I would re¬ 
quest for your kind indulgence and 
invite your kind attention that if 
something objectionable was said or 
something derogatory was said by the 
hon. Member, that portion you can 
possibly expunge it and you can say 
that it is expunged.... 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Under 
' the rules. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; But when 
it is not derogatory or unparliamentary 
it cannot be expunged. Then, when an 
hon. Member wants, authenticity, he 
can authenticate the document. In this 
case, I fear they will be falling into 
their own trap. If they want authenti¬ 
city, will Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu authen¬ 
ticate it and will they accept it? Any 
^Member in this House, when he quotes 
from a particiilar document, he knows 
Twhat he is disclosing and he may be 
asked to ^tabllsh it and if somebody 
challenges, let us assume that all 
members of this House are as responsi¬ 
ble as Shri Jagannatha Rao or any 
bodydae, he edll establish it. The 
pgriy members and the ruling 


party should not be so much touchy 
about the whole/thing. I do not know 
why they are so much touchy. Out 
of 180 election petitions 70 are of the 
ruling party and the leftists are only 
three or four just as Jan Sangh, Cong. 
(O) and other parties. I have got the 
break-up. When you sit in the Chair, 
you are the custodian of the powers 
and privileges of the House. I re¬ 
quest you to use your discretion. I 
will accept your ruling unreservedly, 
if it is according to the rules. I have 
been a Member of the Rules Commit¬ 
tee and I know that these rules were 
Irarned by our elders who were in this 
House and they really wanted' that 
these rules should be flexible. You are 
the custodian of the liberties of the 
House. I appeal to your sense of im¬ 
partiality to consider these points and 
give your decision in the matter. 
Thank you. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): I 
would like to refer to the observations 
made in Practice and Procedure in 
Parliament by Kaul and Shakdher at 
page 829. 

“Normally a Member is not ex¬ 
pected to spring a surprise on the 
Speaker, the House and the Govern¬ 
ment by quoting from a document 
which is not public. In fairness to 
all, and in accordance with the 
Parliamentary conventions, he is 
expected to inform the Speaker and 
the Government in advance so that 
they are in a position to deal with 
the matter on the floor of the House 
when it is raised. If this require¬ 
ment is not complied with, the 
Speaker may stop the Member from 
quoting such a document, and ask 
him to make available to the Chair 
a copy before he can be allowed to 
proceed with any quotation there¬ 
from. 

While the Government cannot be 
compelled to admit or deny the cor¬ 
rectness of any alleged copy of a 
document which is certified as 
secret or,confidential it is necessary 
lor the Member who quotes from 
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such a document to certify that he 
has verified from Mis personal know¬ 
ledge that the document is a true 
copy of the original.” 

You will see the rationale of not al¬ 
lowing a MBinbfir to quote from a docu¬ 
ment for which prior consent of the 
Speaker has not been obtained. The 
Government should know these and 
they should be enabled to give effec¬ 
tive reply. The other members should 
be enabled to give effective rebuttal 
to the charges levelled therein. There¬ 
fore an advance copy must be sent 
to Speaker. But in this case this 
has not been done at all. If he is 
aUowed to quote that wiU create a 
^ng impression, as if he is quoting 
from some source which is authentic 
and so on. Therefore my submission 
Is this. He cannot therefore spring a 
surprise on the House. Therefore he 
cannot be allowed to quote from that 

now. This is my respectful submis¬ 
sion, Sir. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; I would 
like to remind the House that Shri 
D. K. Barooah. the then Minister for 
Petroleum and Chemicals, brought a 
surprise for the House when he brought 
the Secret Bill 


SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): Six 
now it has become almost a practio 
to very frequently quote either fron 
May’s Parliamentary Practice or fron 
Mr. Shakdher’s book. I think they ar 
only by way of clarification and w 
should be guided by the book on rule 
and procedures. The objection the 
has been raised is untenabte even froi 
what we know from this House. Ther 
is no necessity of going back or t 
citing any example or precedeni Jut 
two to three days back Member afte 
Member in course of the privileg 
motion against Mr. Goenka were quoi 
ing from certain secret and fven CS 
reports and the Shaker did net ol 
Ject to thgt.

single occasion when the Speaker ob¬ 
jected as to whether the report is 
authenticated or not or the report 
should have been placed or that it has 
not come in the Press. Therefore, if 
you take the convention and precedent 
this House permitted quoting and cit¬ 
ing reports after reports almost ver¬ 
batim in the form of quotations. 


I want to give you one classical 
example. When Mr. H. V. Kamath was 
the Member of the House he brought 
a CBl report on the basis of which Mr. 
Malviya was sacked and has now again 
been rehabilitated. A challenge was 
made to Mr. Kamath whether it was 
a real CBI report or not and the 
Speaker who was in the Chair accepted 
the authentication of the report. It 
was neither placed on the Table of the 
House nor published. He simply quot¬ 
ed. If any Member quotes any docu¬ 
ment and on the basis of that If any 
allegation or anything derogatory to 
the hon. Member or right or privilege 
of the Member of the House is affected 
then the Member is allowed to move 
privilege motion. 


1 should sav that if he makes 
genuine remarks out of his own 
imagination, this blue book again pro¬ 
vides for the rules under which that 
Member can be brought before the 
House and if he makes a wrong state¬ 
ment. then he may be taken to task. 
Therefore I want to make my submis¬ 
sion that there cannot be restric¬ 
tion or any obstruction i»> ouoting 
from an* document or w’’'‘*ever It 
mav be. But. if those documents were 
found wrong later or if anvbodv finds 
it wrong, you can take legitimate action 
against him according to the Rules 
of Procedure of ttiis House. Otherwise 
vou cannot obiect to the Quotation 
being feed from anv document what- 
so>ever by anv Member of this House. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
As I understand the jjwsitiqn, ttirl 
Born wanted to quote from a dtwq- 
ment witteh has not bean altewad on 
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the ground that he has net givea the 
iecvunent beforehand te the Speaker. 

I think the hon. Member quoted ficm 
the book on which I am also relying. 

If you go through it very darefuUy, it 
states; 

e 

“A member can ordinarily quote 
from a document that is treated bv 
Government as secret or confiden¬ 
tial, and which the Government have 
not disclosed in public interest” 

Afterwards it says* 

“Normally, a member is not c.x- 
pected to spring a surprise on the 
Speaker, the House and the Govern¬ 
ment by quoting from a document 
which is not public. In fairne-ss to 
all and in accordance with the par 
liamenlary conventidns, he is ex 
pected to inform the Speaker ,tti i 
the Government in advance so that 
they are in a pojdtion to deal with 
the matter on the floor of the House 
when it is raised. If this require¬ 
ment is not complied with, th? 
Speaker may stop the member from 
quoting such a document and ask 
him to make available to the Chair 
a copy before he can be allowed 
to proceed with any quotation there¬ 
from”. 

Here he has already informed the 
Speaker. I further quote; 

“While the Government cannot be 
aompelled to admit or deny the cor¬ 
rectness of any alleged copy of a 
document which is classified as 
secret or confidential, it is necesary 
for the member who quotes from 
such a document to certify that he 
has verified from his personal know¬ 
ledge that the document is a true 
eopy of the original with the Gov¬ 
ernment and will do so on his own 
responsibility, and the Speaker ac¬ 
cordingly would permit him to pro¬ 
ceed. In case the members not pre¬ 
pared to give a certificate in these 
terms and insists on quoting from 
a document, the Speaker* may 
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find out from the Government be¬ 
fore the Chair will be final in deter¬ 
mining wheth(;^ that document is 
genuine or not. Where the Govern¬ 
ment decline to admit or deny the 
correctness of the alleged copy, the 
Slpeaker allows the member to pro¬ 
ceed and it is for the Government 
lo give such answer as they deem 

fit." 

In case the Member is not prepared 
to give such a document, then it is the 
di.scretion of the Speaker whether or 
not to accept that as a genuine docu¬ 
ment to be laid on the Table of the 
House. I have quoted from Page 829. 
But, under Art. 121 of the Constitu¬ 
tion. I quote: 

“No discussion shall take place in 
Parliament with respect to the con¬ 
duct of any Judge of the Supreme 
Court or of a High Court in the 
discharge of his duties except upon 
a motion for presenting an address 
to the President praying for the 
removal of the judge as hereinafter 
provided”. 

Therefore, Art. 121 of the Constitu¬ 
tion is the only provision restricting 
the scope of a discussion. Nowhere else 
under the Constitution, there is a bar. 
The Rules of Procedure make it clear. 
That is, if a Member begins quoting 
from a document, in all fairness to the 
House and to the Speaker, the Hon 
Member should inform the Speaker 
about it that he is going to quote from 
that document. If he does not inform 
the Speaker earlier, then the Speaker 
has got the right to ask him not to- 
proceed with quoting from that docu¬ 
ment because he has not given the in¬ 
formation to him earlier. The second 
thing is that If he refuses to certify 
the document, there is a course of 
action that the Speaker may take. He 
may or may not allow him to lay it 
on the Table of the House. If the hon 
Member has certified that document, 
whether It is genuine or not. it is for 
the Government to deny or accept. 
Here, it has been stated very clearly. 
Ihren if the Member is not prepared 
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to certify the document, it cannot be 
rejected. This is whav is stated here; 

“In case the member is not pre¬ 
pared to Kive a certificate in these 
terms and insists on quoting from 
such a document, the Speaker may 
find out from the Government about 
the authenticity of that document 
and the facts placed by the Govern¬ 
ment before the Chair will be final 
in determining whether that docu¬ 
ment is genuine or not. Where the 

Government decline to admit or 
deny the correctness of the alleged 
copy, the Speaker allows the Member 
to proceed and it is for the Gov¬ 
ernment to give such answer as they 
deem fit.” 

Therefore, even if the CJovernment is 
not prepared to accept or deny, it, even 
then, even if the Member does not give 
a certificate, the Chair cannot prvent 
the Member from quoting or placing 
it. It is for the Government to give 
such answer as they deem fit. In this 
case, I understand the hon. Member 
has informed the Chair. Therefore, he 
is within his right as a Member of 
this House to quote from a document 
and give his certificate. Then, once 
the certificate is there, it is for the 
Government to deny it or accept it.

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: I sub¬ 
mitted earlier that this matter about 
the production of the Blue book is 
pending a decision in the Supreme 
Court. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: No. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Secondly, 
Government is claiming privilege. 
Thirdly, it is not relevant for the pur¬ 
pose of this discussion. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: Jyotirmoy 
Bosu is not claiming privilege. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Govern¬ 
ment is claiming privilege. 
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SHRI MADHU UMAYE: Let it. He 
is quoting. 

SHRI JAGANNATH^ RAO: If Gov¬ 
ernment is claiming privilege in res¬ 
pect of a document from which ex¬ 
tracts are quoted, the member could 
not have got it by legitimate means, 
but by illegitimate means. This is un¬ 
becoming On the part of an hon. mem¬ 
ber. We are talhing of misdemeanour 
of members. Is it misdemeanour or is 
it decent behaviour? 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT (East 
Delhi): I do not know whether what 
he wants to quote is part of the Blue 
book Or not. But the question is not 
that simple as Shri Madhu Limaye has 
tried to make out. It is not a question 
of placing this so-called document on 
the Table. The parallels which he has 
mentioned gre not' parallels indeed. 
This is a matter itself.the subject of 
judicial determination. From whatever 
we have read in the press. Govern¬ 
ment is claiming privilege about' this 
documents in the High Court. The 
matter has gone even to the Suoreme 
Court. Whether this document should 
be made public or not is a matter 
pending before the Supreme Court it¬ 
self. How by placing this govern¬ 
ment document on Table or quoting 
from it would be making this so- 
called document—I do not know whe¬ 
ther it is the real document—public 
and commenting on It. I would fur¬ 
ther submit this. If you kindly peruse 
the ruling given by the hon. Deputy- 
Speaker today, he has also made it 
clear. Some friends opposite had ask- ' 
ed ‘Suppose we quote from some ad¬ 
mitted document_’. He said, "No, 

no’. He asked them to read the rules. 
Things become facts only when 
courts determine on them. 'Htis is a 
matter which is pending before the 
High Court on which a judicial deci¬ 
sion has to be given'. It is a privilege- 
ed document. We cannot comment on 
that. Can Parliament make it public? 
This obviously will create a very diffl- 
oult situation and we should be able 
to meet the situation according to our 
rules. The Deputy-Speaker has given 
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a ruling that they can refer to tne ease 
but not to the facts which have not 
been established by the courts, as such 
Here it is not a question of even the 
court accepting it or admitting it That 
has not arisen. The case is in a very 
preliminary stage. To permit him to 
place the document on the Table of 
the House would be making this Issue 
open for discussion in this House on 
which a judicial decision on a fact is 
pending. Therefore he is not entitled 
to do it under the rules and also in 
terms of the ruling given by the Depu¬ 
ty Speaker. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Shri Shy am 
Ba'bu and ^ome other hon. Members 
were not here when yqu gave the 
ruling. You want to hear some per¬ 
sons now. Shyam Babu is here. After 
Shyam Babu you can give your ruling. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I know I had 
given the ruling. But senior Members 
like Shri Mukherjee wanted to make 
some submissions and by way of ac¬ 
commodating them I shall listen. I 
am open to correction if they can 
satisfy me. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA, 
(Begusarai): My submission Is that 
there are only two conditions and no 
more which restricate a Member in 
this matter. One condition is that the 
Member will not spring a surprise. He 
should submit to the Speaker the in¬ 
formation that he Is going to quote 
from the document. And the other 
condition is that the act of the Mem¬ 
ber should not be inconsistent with 
national interest or security of the 
country; except these two there are 
no other conditions. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: la he not to give 
a copy? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
No. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Is it your conten¬ 
tion that all that he is required., to do 
is only to say: there Is some^secf^l 
document with him from which 1 aftt 
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going to quote. The Speaker may not 
have a copy of that? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

I am going to submit to you how it ia. 
Government can quote from any docu¬ 
ment and we can swallow it. Do not 
we? The Speaker also swallows it. 

The Speaker does not require the full 
document tg be placed before him. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I do not agree. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The aasumption behind this is. it is 
bound to be in any case, that one has 
to go by the truth and nothing else. 

If the hon. Members think that he has 
to place the things in the interest of 
truth he will do it. Even the Chair 
cannot prevent him. ' 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Should he not 
take the Chair into confidence? He has 
not given me a copy. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Only in not sprmging a surprise. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I have 
given notice to the Speaker. The other 
day I had profusely quoted from a 
CBI report.which I had in my posses¬ 
sion. When I wanted to lay it on the 
Table of the'House hon. Speaker said: 
you cannot lay it on the Table of the 
House because you have not given me 
notice. I am sending for the debate 
and will convince you what I am say¬ 
ing is correct. The Speaker had no 
o-bjection for my reading from the 
document. He said that I cannot lay 
it on the Table of the House because 
I had not given his notice^ Only No.-, 
tlce is necessary.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 

> He has to give only information to the 
Speaker, so that no surprise is sprung 
not .only ,on the Speaker but on the 
House and on the GoVemnawt. It aayg, 
“Normally a member. i», aOt expects^, 
to spring a' surprise on the Speaker,’ 
the House and the Gnv^ment.*

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springing surprise relates to the Spea¬ 
ker, to the House and to the Govern¬ 
ment. the document will not be made 
available to the Speaker, to the House 
and to the Government, In all these 
cases, the same rule will prevail that 
he will give information to the Speak¬ 
er and through the Speaker to the 
House and to the Government and not 
spring a surprise. That is the real in¬ 
tention. This is for not only the 
Speaker but for the House and for the 
Government as well. The second con¬ 
dition is, it should not be inconsistent 
with the security of the country or 
national interest. The hon. member is 
not compelled even to give a certi¬ 
ficate. If he does not give a certificate, 
the Speaker, cannot prevent him from 
quoting from the document. The Spea¬ 
ker allows him to quote but the Gov¬ 
ernment will have the right to reply 
to it and say whether what the hon. 
member has quoted is a correct thing 
or not. These are the only two condi¬ 
tions. The condition regarding na¬ 
tional security does not apply and one 
condition he has already fulfilled. May 
I remind you, only a few days ago, 
when I quoted from a file of the Gov¬ 
ernment in' respect of the privilege 
motion against the hon. Minister of 
Railways, Shri L. N. Mishra. I was 
allowed to quote and it is on the re¬ 
cord. I have quoted the minutes re¬ 
corded by the Minister on the 23rd 
August, 1972, When I was asked by 
the hon. member, Shri Limaye. where¬ 
from I was quoting, I said, I am quot¬ 
ing from the relevant file of the Gov¬ 
ernment. An hon. member asked, 
where are those files? I said, those 
files had been submitted to the CBI. 
I was not compelled to quote the 
entire file or to produce it. So, it is 
the right of the hon. Member to 
quote, subject only to those two con¬ 
ditions which I have mentioned. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jai- 
nagar) : Ini' the last two months, inside 
this House and outside, there have 
been voicM against the very existence 
of parliamentary democracy and per¬ 
haps that hiks also made the treasury

benches very panicky^ They have be¬ 
come so panicky that even things 
which should be part of normal demo¬ 
cratic discussion and debate are sought 
to be prevented. Otherwise, the very 
utility of the system of all of us being 
here will disappear. We are discuss¬ 
ing a matter regarding which scores 
of cases are pending in courts. The 
Deputy-Speaker has categorically stat¬ 
ed that members should keep restraint 
and try to be on the other side of the 
dividing line so that it should not in¬ 
fluence the judgment one way or the 
other in any of the pending cases. The 
point is. what la being discussed is 
not such a secret document for the 
safety and security of the Prime 
Minister. There is nothing so much 
sacrosanct or secret about it. The Trea¬ 
sury Benches have nothing to hide 
from the House or from the public. A 
certain expenditure has to be met by 
the party concerned for whose cam¬ 
paign the Prime Minister goes on tour. 

I would request you, as you have 
been very reasonable to say that you 
have given your opinion but you are 
still with an open mind, to revise your 
ruling. This will in no way jeopardise 
any particular case unless any Mem¬ 
ber refers to any particular case pend¬ 
ing before the court. If it is discussed 
in an abstract manner, there is no 
harm In it. Let the public know it. 

In such a situation, I would again' 
request you to revise your ruling. The 
Treasury Benches should cooperate so 
that the people outside should have 
more confidence in the discussion in¬ 
side the House and the forces and ele¬ 
ments which are casting aspersion and 
doubt on the very futility of parlia- 
^mentary democracy should also be 
compelled to do re-thinking or to 
change their views or they should be 
compelled to change their views.

If you read all these together, you will 
see the spirit of it. 

Direction 117 says: 

“A private member may lay a 
paper on the Table of the House 
when he is authorised to do so by 
the Speaker.’’ 

Direction 118 says: 

“II a private member desires to 
lay a paper or document on the 
Table of the House, he shall supply 
a copy thereof to the Speaker in 
advance sq as to enable him to 
decide whether permission should 
be given to lay the paper or docu¬ 
ment on the Table.” 

Here, the permission that has been 
sought is: 

“I would like to lay an authenti¬ 
cated extract....” 

So, when ‘laying’ is to be done and 
not ‘quoting’, then this rule says that 
an advance copy has to be given. So. 
We are on the point of this request. 

I have to give a ruling on this re¬ 
quest. This request is for ‘laying. i 
am giving my ruling pn that. If you 
want only to quote and not to lay, 
that would be a different matter. That 
is not what you have been sajring. All 
the time you have been arguing that 
you want to lay it. The next moment 
you will say, T have how quoted, I 
Want to lay this’. 

This, I will not allow. Therefore, if 
you want to quote, you can do so, but, 
whatever worth the document may 
be, we will not take cognizance of it. 

SHRI JYOTIRhIOY BOSU: Right, 
Sir. 
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MiR CHAIRMAN: But it cannot be 
laid. 

\ 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: This is 
an extract from the Blue Book—Rules 
and Instructions for the protection of 
the Prime Minister while on lour or 
on travel. The provisions that were 
there before 19th November 1969 dur¬ 
ing the regimes when her father was 
the Prime Minister as also when Lai 
Bahadur Shastri was Prime Minister, 
were considered adequate and fair. 
What did they read; 

“It has been noticed that the 
rostrum arrangement is not properly 
made because the hosts sometimes 
are unable to bear the cost. As the 
Prime Minister’s safety is the con¬ 
cern of the State, all arrangements 
for putting up the strum and the 
barriers at the meeting place will 
be undertaken by the State what¬ 
ever may be ... 

The amended paragraph issued on 19th 
November, 1969 says: 

“71.6 It has been noticed that the 
rostrum arrangements are not al¬ 
ways properly ‘made because the 
hosts are sometimes unable to bear 
the cost. As the security of the 
Prime Minister is the concern of the 
State, all arrangements for putting 
up the rostrum, bearriers, etc. at the 
meeting place including that of the 
election meetings ... 

which was not there earlier, 

“...will have to be made by the 
State Governments.” 

Now, prior to 19th November, 1969, 
for those two brilliant Prime Minis¬ 
ters, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru who 
had the eminence of the whole world, 
and Shri Lai Bahadur Shastri, it was 
considered enough for their security, 
but from 19th November 1969. this 
new one line paragraph has made all 
the - difference to others who will be 
opposing her and all her party candi¬ 
dates in the elections. 


Then it says: 

“The expenditure on all these 
items made in the first instance is 
to be borne by the State Govern¬ 
ment and then recovered from the 
political party ctmcemed. In regard 
to the rostrum only 25 per cent of 
the cost of the rostrum or Rs. 2500/- 
whichever is less ... 

SOME HON. MEMBER: Wah. xvah. 

SHRI JYOTIjRMOY BOSU; This is 
tho Garibi Hatao. 

This I do not know what you would 
call. A fraud on the exchequer. T 
have never seen such a big fraud on 
the exchequer. What was thought to 
be good and fair by the two succes¬ 
sive prime Ministers till 1969 from 
1947 for 22 years was undone by her 
in One stroke of her pen in order tO' 
defraud the exchequer. 

Now, I am reverting to what I was 
saying. The election petition of Raj 
Narain vs. Smt. Indira Gandhi, etc. I 
would make no comments. These have 
been mentioned in the petitions. I will 
neither say ‘Yes’ or ‘No’, ‘good’ or 
‘bad’. Nothing at all. What does it 
say? It says: 

“Shri Yash Pal Kapoor, the Elec¬ 
tion Agent to Shrimati Indira Nehru 
Gandhi... 

{Interruptions.) 

SHRI JAGANATH RAO; How is it 
relevant? 

SOME HON, MEMBERS; He has 
said that he will make no comments. 

SHRI JYOTliRMOY BOSU; “..of¬ 
fered to pay a sum of Rs, 50,000/- to 
respondent No. 2, Swaml Adiutanand. 
a.s a gift with the object of directly 
inducing him to be a candidate at the 
said electicm, and the payment of' 
Rs. 50,000 was made by Shri Yashpal 
Kapoor to Shri Achutanand on 28th 
January, 1971 in the town of Raci 
Bareilly. A corrupt practice of brlberir’ 
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under Section 123(1)(A) was thus com¬ 
mitted by Shri Yashpal Kapoor, the 
Election Agent.”

MR. CHAIRMAN; What are you 
quoting? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I am 
quoting from the election petition of 
Shri Raj Narain “against Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi, a case which is so much 
within the 180 cases. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; You are quoting 
from the petition’ 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: It is 
said that at the said election liquor 
was distributed freely among the 
voters by a number of agents. 

SOME HON. MEMBER; It is most 
unfortunate. 

(Interruptions.) 

MR. CHAIIRMAN; What is the 
purpose of this quotation?^ What are 
you driving at; 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Expendi¬ 
ture incurred, corrupt practices. It is 
one of the 180 cases. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: These are the 
allegations. That you are referring to. 
The Deputy Speaker had categorically 
stated that you shall not aver to the 
facts which are yet to be decided on- 
He has categorically stated that you 


shall not mention facts. Until the 
court gives a decision, these are mere 
allocations. Are they admitted facts? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; I am not 
saying that these are facts. I am only 
reading the petition. 

18 hrs. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The are only 
allegations and not facts. All these 
allegations which are read out will not 
form part of the record...(Interrup¬ 
tions) I have given a ruling. Please 
sit down. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Nothing that he 
quotes without my permission will go 
On record. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: How can 
you shut me like that? 

MR. CHAIRMAN; I will be within 
the limits of the Deputy Speaker's 
ruling because it was a very fair rul¬ 
ing. 

SHRI JAGANNATHRAO JOSHI: 
All sorts of allegations were made 
against Mr. Goenk.i and Jayapraka&h 
Narayan and you never stopped them 
and all that went on record. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; You need not 
talk about irrelevant matters. On this 
very point I am within the Deputy 
Speaker’s ruling. We have all heard 
it. That is what I understand. Under 
his ruling and he has said it very 
clearly, that he facts on which a de¬ 
cision is to be given, if they are mere 
allegations, they cannot be quoted. 
How can I allo%v .you to quote? 1 can¬ 
not do that. (Interruptions) 

Otherwise, if you read it the whole 
petition, will the ruling have any 
meaning? Then... (Interruptions). 
Then, what is the meaning of the 
Deputy Speaker’s ruling?. If the entire 


•Not recorded. 
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petition is to be read out in every one 
of the 180 cases, we will never finish. 
Is that the idea and the understanding 
of the Deputy Speaker’s ruling? That 
is not Aiy understanding of the Deputy 
Speaker’s ruling? 

SHE! SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
May I seek your guidance? 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI 
(Calcutta-South): No argument after 
your ruling. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA. 
Is it your pleasure to say that if the 
complainant is the CBI, then all this, 
facts mentioned in the complaint.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN; No, no I am not 
going be.yond the Deputy Speaker’s 
ruling. I will neither comment on 
nor improve upon the Deputy Spea¬ 
ker’s ruling. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Please read out the ruling. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: If you 
kindly read it the ruling—I have very 
carefully listened to it and I got it 
recorded in my head—it is that I shall 
not be entitled to pass a^^y comments 
On what is stated in the peition.. (In¬ 
terruption.'!) I beg of you to listen. I 
say it on my own respoirsibility. What 
is the remedy, Sir, when you are 
proved wrong tomorrow? 

MR. CHAIRMAN; As I understand 
the Deputy Speakre’s ruling, I will not 
allow you say something which will 
Prejudice the case. If the speaker or 
'the Deputy Speaker allows you to¬ 
morrow you vote the whole thing. The 
court may hold that all these allega¬ 
tions are false. Now, should I allow 
you to say something as if .vou are 
reprodtidnlg an allegation on which 
the House is expected to form ita 
mind? I cannot allow. How can I be 
tt party to that. 


I do not have here the copy of the 
Deputy Speaker’s ruling. We will solve 
it this way. At present, you do not 
quote. You say on other points and 
tomorrow when the Speaker or Deputy 
Speaker.. 

THE MINISTER OP WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RAM- 
AIAH); This has to be passed today. 
That is a decision of the House.... 

(Interruptions) 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; You are 
seized of the matter. You said some¬ 
thing on the basis of recoUection. That 
is my recollection also. 

(Interruptions) 

But what I am submitting is, it is 
not necessary for you to postpone this. 
You can decide this matter. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; Mr. De¬ 
puty Speaker gave a ruling on this 
point. If you read that sentence every¬ 
thing will be clear.. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; I do not haVe that 
with me.. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
We have already gone beyond six now. 
What is your pleasure Are we to go 
On till midnight? What is tide? 

BIS eft;? Bia 

»TRfr % t ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Order, order. 
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SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH; The 
Business Advisory Committee decided 
and the House has also endorsed this 
decision. If necessary, by sitting late, 
this shall be finished today, There are 
other matters which have to be passed 
tomorrow, there are specific Pemands 
for Grants and other matters- We 
have other work on the next day. This 
ha.s to be passed today and this has to 
go to Rajya Sabha. This is my sub¬ 
mission. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
If it is one hour or one-and-a-half 
hours more one can understand. You 
have allotted 6 hours for this. Now 
itself it is 6 already. Are we to go 
upto 12 O’clock? Is it humanly pos¬ 
sible? If it is 8 O’clock we are pre¬ 
pared to .sit. It is very undesirable 
to except us to sit upto 12 O’clock. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH; I 
make a sportig offer that no one on 
Our .side will speak except the Minister. 
To that extent we will cooperate. Let 
Us pass the Bill. I request all sections 
’ to cooperate please. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; Sir, 
may I make my submission? As far 
as I understand, it was the decision of 
the Business Advisory Committee 
which was endorsed by this House that 
this particular measure would be 
passed to-day by sitting late which 
means it may be by 10 ‘O’ clock or 
midnight or 2 A.M. We cannot help 
it. That is my understanding. By 
sitting late, may be by midnight or 2 
A.M., we have to pass this Bill because 
tomorrow the other business comes up. 
For the whole of last week we had 
certain time bound discussions. We 
must now end it. Another thing is 
that the other issue may come day 
after tomorrow. 

So I would suggest that we are 
dutybouhd, IdgaUy and morally, to 


complete the discussion today. That 
is Number One. Secondly, the Min¬ 
ister of ParliaiAentary Affairs has now 
come with a sporting offer. (Interrup¬ 
tions.) 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
It was a reasonable assumption of 
being late. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; You 
may differ from me; I can also differ 
from. you. That is wh.v we are here. 
He ma.y not like it; I am not bound 
to please him; I am bound to please 
my conscience. We are legally and 
morally bound to conclude this. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Please do not rush up. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; The 
point is this. On this particular 
measure the Members on the Oppo¬ 
sition Benches have to speak. The 
Minister for Parliamentary Affairs 
has already made a sporting offer 
that none from the Congress Benches 
will speak. That means the hon. 
Members from the Congress Benches 
would be adequately covered by the 
Law Minister himself. Therefore, let 
the Chair now go in the order of the 
speakers from the Opposition. From 
others there will be no speech. 

Lastly, about quoting by Mr. Bosu, 
recollection. I am not depending on 
I suggest that you may depend on the 
recollection. He may not depend on 
recollection. I would request you 
to kindly go through the ruling your¬ 
self and verify it. "Rll then, Shri 
Bosu may continue with his speech 
without referring to the document. 

After they complete their submis¬ 
sions, if you give your ruMng, we 
have to accept your ruling as final. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I am reading 
that ruling. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I am not 
challenging your ruling. Would you 
kindly give me a minuter 
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MR. CHAIRMAN; I heard you last 
time. You do not remember that. 
You will please sit dpwn. I am now 
reading out the Speaker’s ruling. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Just a minute 
please. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You do not co¬ 
operate at all. 

* SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Mr. Bosu 
was reading a quotation from a cer¬ 
tain document that has been produc¬ 
ed before the court. I want to draw 
your attention that these documents 
which have been persued by the 
courts are available there to anyone. 
They are available to the newspapers 
al^. He simply quotes from there 
without making comments. How can 
you say that he cannot? If he wants 
to make any comments, I can un¬ 
derstand that. He is simply quoting 
from the document without making 
any comments. I think that is per¬ 
missible, to quote from that docu¬ 
ments without any comments what- 
so ever. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: This is what 
the Deputy-Speaker had said: 

“Therefore, as I said, this is a 
very unusual Bill and this is a very 
unusual situation in which we find 
ourselves.. .At this stage, if the 
Law Minister has anything to say 
to help us out of the difficulties 
which I have tried to delineate, I 
shall welcome his help, but if he 
has nothing more to say, the best 
I can do is to rule that it is diffi¬ 
cult in the circumstances to pre¬ 
vent the Members from making re¬ 
ference to these cases. In doing 
so, however, I would earnestly re¬ 
quest them not to cross the limits 
and upset the delicate balance bet¬ 
ween Parliament and judiciary.” 

This is important. You must not do 
anything here which is pending ad- 
jiidicatlon there on which they have 
to decide and reproduce it to cast an 
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aspersion. The Deputy-Speaker, had 
further said: 

“Whatever submissions they 
might make in this regard should 
be within the limited purpose of 
whether a measure of this kind is 
called for, whether it is justified 
and whether we should go in for 
it. They should not try to prono¬ 
unce cn the merits of the various 
allegations and submissions. They 
should not even try to say that 

these are facts because the facts are 
to be determined by the courts and 
not by us and the merits of each 
petition are to be determined by 
them.” 

This is the quotation. Mr. Bosu. 
Now, you quoted from the petition. 
What was the objective of your 
quoting? You said that this is the 
allegation as if it is a fact which you 
are trying to establish here. Now, 
this is the only purpose that can be 
served by this. Otherwise, you will 
read out the whole petition. You can 
read out the entire petition, within 
inverted comma.s that this is the peti¬ 
tion and you read it out. That be¬ 
comes irrelevant completely. My 
understanding of this ruling is this. 
Allegations should not be reproduced 
for the purpose of your statement of 
facts. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I want 
to cooperate with you. Let me make it 
clear. What I am reading out are from 
the petition, allegations. They may or 
may not be facts. I am not making 
any comments on the same. I am not 
saying whether there is merit or no 
merit. That is left to the court. I 
am only quoting from the election 
petition, what has been alleged in 
that, for the purpose of this Bill only. 
Sir, it has been stated: 

“Hiring charges of vehicles Rs. 
1,28,700/- The cost of petrol and 
diesel used—Rs. 43,230/- Payments 
made to the drivers—Rs. 9,900/- 
Repalring and servicing charges— 
Rs. 5,000/., Payments made to the 
workers engaged lor the purpose of 
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election propaganda amounting to 
Rs. 6,60,000. 

“Expenses of the election of res¬ 
pondent No, Ts poling camps— 
Rs. 10,000/- 

Expenses of the election .of ros¬ 
trums for the public meetings (from 
certain date to certain date)— 
Rs. 1,32,000/- 

Expenses of loud speaker etc Rs. 
7,200/- ■ 

Expenses on respondent No. I’s 
transport—Rs, 1,68,000/-” 

I would like to be corrected, if I am 
wrong. I am only saying that it has 
been claimed, if I "am right, that the 
total expenses come to Rs. 15,86,030/-. 

“Agent, State Bank, Rae Bareli, 
along with the registers of pay¬ 
ments made to Shri Yashpal Kapur 
from 1st January 1971 to 30th June 
1971 and on the basis of coded 
messages received from New Delhi 
and full details of the accounts 
from which and the persons un 
whose instructions these payments 
were made as also the full details 
of all the payments made to him on 
the basis thereof’ 

“Agent, State Bank, Rae Bareli 
along with the complete account or 
full extract thereof... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: This is from 
what’ 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Some- 
allegations. 

“..including register of payment 
for the cheques...” 

All these total up to Rs. 3,95,000, 
according to this. ~ I do not know 
whethef it is correct or not, whether 
it is a fact or not. .(Interruptions) 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: 
Only he can quote? I would Uke to 
know whether it is true or not. 


MR. CHAIRMAN; He said ‘I do 
not know’. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I do 
not know. 

Now there is a question of facts. 

In the petition, there is a list of 
allegations. Allegation is: 

“Shrimati Indira Gandhi pro¬ 
cured jGGpS (32) on hire and in¬ 
curred expenditure on them”. 

To that, the reply is: 

“Para 17(a) (b); Out of the 
jeeps, none was procured by Mrs. 
Gandhi or her election agent 17(b). 
Out of these, 32 jeeps (number of 
22 jeeps admitted).. 

I do not know whether it is 22 or 2; 
it is not clear— 

“were procured by the District 
Congress Committee of Rae Bare¬ 
illy for 3 parliamentary consti¬ 
tuencies”. 

Then it is said here: 

“Mrs. Gandhi did not specify 
any amount of expenditure. How¬ 
ever a modest amount of Rs. 8,000 
per jeep for the election period is 
hereby assessed on account of hire 
and petrol expenditure.,.” 

This also comes to a big total of 
money. 

There are so many other things. I 
do not want to go into them. These 
things will speak for themselves. The 
court will sit in judgment. Let the 
country know what the allegations 
against the Prime Minister are and 
why the election petition has re¬ 
mained pending from 1971 to 1974. 

Then we have an institution called 
the Election Commission. Its con¬ 
duct has been scandalous and dis¬ 
graceful. It has been so criticised 
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throughout by all the opposition par¬ 
ties that it does not justify its exis¬ 
tence. It has been headed by servile, 
superannuated, job-seekers... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: How is it rele¬ 
vant here? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: It is 
an election matter. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: This is against 
the Election Commission. 

Is it relevant under this? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Of 
course. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: How? It is 
irrelevant. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I will 
show you. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: This is under 
the Representation of the People Act. 

It is not about the Election Commis¬ 
sion. Why are you side-tracking? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: The 
minimum time for a bye-election is 
1 month 13 days, maximum time 11 
months 17 days. For the Legislative 
Assembly, minimum time is one 
month... (Interruptions); maximum 
time 3 years 1 month and 22days. 
But if it is for the ruling party, one 
by-election can be held on 1 month 
12 days. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You are not on 
the Bill 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I am. 


elections effectively. As a mult, 
he is likely to be exposed'and vul¬ 
nerable to charges of arbitrariness 
and partiality. The Committee 
therefore recommend that the Elec¬ 
tion Commission should be a multi- 
member body as envisaged in art. 
324(2) of the Constitution”. 

Now it had a Congress Chairman. 
Most of the members were Con¬ 
gressmen. But what has happened? 
They do not want to touch it. But 
they are doing this in order to pro¬ 
tect their Prime Minister, by bring¬ 
ing in a draconian law in a most 
shameless manner. 

I want to conclude. I want to say 
that my party has said that there 
should be restrictions not only on 
the expenses incurred by the candi¬ 
date and his party but .ilso on the 
number of posters issued, vehicles 
used 'and other propaganda material 
distributed, etc. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I have called 
Mr. Jagannath Rao. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: We 
have said that the All India Radio 
and television should for the dura¬ 
tion of the election campaign be 
under the supervision of an all par¬ 
ties committee. 

In the issue of People’s Democracy 
dated 1st December, we have listed 
a six point formula and I would urge 
the House to consider that to pre¬ 
vent rigging and distortion of peo¬ 
ple’s will. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: We do 
not want to speak. 


I am drawing your kind attention 
to what the Joint Committee on 
amendments to election law, of wliich 
you were an able member, has said. 
They said: 

'It is too great a burden for a 
single person to exercise super¬ 
vision, direction and control over 


MR. CHAIRMAN: From 4.30 to 
6.30 Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu alone has 
spoken... (Interruptions). 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: In this 
debate I took somewiiat less time 
because physically I dm a lilQe run 
down... (Intemiptfodl). 
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SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jaina- 
gar): This Bill has been introduced 
l^to re^jlace the ordinance which was 
promulgated after the Session of the 
Lok Sabha was prorogued. ■ The ne¬ 
cessity for this arose after the Sup¬ 
reme Court gave a certain interpreta¬ 
tion to the expenses incurred in the 
case of Shri Amar Nath Chawla. Some 
new interpretation has been given to 
the expenditure that can be incurred 
by a candidate or a party, accounts to 
'^be maintained, etc. 


1 should like the House to take into 
consideration the relevant part of the 
judgement; on page 14 it says: 

“When the political party spon¬ 
soring a candidate incure expendi¬ 
ture in connection with his election 
as distinguished from expenditure 
on general party propaganda^ and 
the candidate knowingily takes ad¬ 
vantage of it or participates in the 
programme or activity or fails to 
disavow the expenditure or consents 
to it or acquiesces in it, it would 
be reasonable to infer, save in spe¬ 
cial circumstances, that he implied¬ 
ly authorised the political party to 
incur such expenditure and he can¬ 
not escape the rigour of the ceiling 
by saying that the political party 
has done so, A party candidate 
does not stand apart from his poli¬ 
tical party and if the political party 
does not want the candidate to in¬ 
cur the disqualification, it must 
exercise control over the expendi¬ 
ture which may be incurred by it 
directly to promote the poll pros¬ 
pects of the candidate. The same 
proposition must also hold good in 
case of expenditure incurred by 
friends and supporters directly in 
connection with the election of the 
candidate. This is the only rea¬ 
sonable interpretation of the pro¬ 
vision which would carry out its 
object and intendment and suppress 
the mischief and advance the re¬ 
medy ]|)y pprifying our election pro¬ 
cess and ridcBhg it of permicious 
and ban^id Infiumce of big money.” 
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On page 15 it says: 

“But we do ^ot think so. In the 
first place, a political party is free 
to incur any expenditure it likes on 
its general party propaganda though, 
of course, in this area also some li¬ 
mitative ceiling is eminently desir¬ 
able coupled with filing of return 
of expenses and an independent 
machinery to investigate and take 
action.” 

We all know the contradictions and 
stresses through which our parlia- 
menxary democracy is passing through. 
The contradiction is, we have a sys¬ 
tem of adult franchise where every 
adult has got one vote, and the right 
to get elected or to elect, irrespective 
of status, wealth, caste, religion, etc. 
On the other side, there is the huge 
amassing of wealth, mostly unearned, 
looted, exploited wealth, concentrated 
in a few hands. These few people 
who are hated by the society are in¬ 
fluencing the elections, influencing the 
Government, the ministers and the 
Members of Parliament, as we have 
seen. So, big money is having its 
influence on our system. Under this 
contradiction, the stage has been rea¬ 
ched now when our democratic inter¬ 
est and democratic advancement must 
be strong enough to curb the power 
of big money and big business. I am 
raising this point because those who 
have huge money, struggled or de¬ 
falcated money, and who have been 
influencing the Government, the ad¬ 
ministration and the political parties, 
feel strong enough now to openly 
challenge the very system of parlia¬ 
mentary democracy. A few years ago 
We were reading in the papers about 
the sanctity of the parliamentary de¬ 
mocratic system. Whenever we on 
this side—the communists and other 
democrats—^wanted some improvement 
in the system, we were told that we 
were following the pattern of the 
Mother of Parliaments—^the British 
Parliament—and there should be np 
change. Now the monopoly press is 
directly attacking the parliamentary 
system and directly helping the forces 
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who through violence and other me¬ 
thods are attacking tne very system 
of parliamentary democracy. When 
people who are big-moneyed like Mr. 
Naval Tata or Mr. K. K. Birla find 
that even their security deposit is 
forfeited, they think, “To hell with this 
democracy and election system. .After 
spending millions of rupees, one gets 
his security deposit forfeited.” So, the 
attack is now being made on the sys¬ 
tem itself. Slogans like partyless 
democracy are openly supported by 
the press owned by monopoly houses. 

In such a situation, there is greater 
need to curb the power of big money 
and enhance the democratic content in 
the Constitution and in our electoral 
law. Many of us feel it is an unequal 
election campaign. Almost 80 to 90 
per cent of the people are on one 
side, but minus money, when the final 
count comes, if you secure a majority, 
it is a fortunate thing. Even then, on 
•one side you see 10 or 15 thousand 
persons marching on their legs from 
village to village. On the other side, 
there are hundreds of jeeps and cars. 
Booths are captured by usurious land¬ 
lords in the rural areas. In such a 
situation, the country expects that 
there should be some change in our 
election methods and election law, 
like proportionate representation, 
curbing the power of money etc. Shri 
Uma Shankar Dikshit, when he was 
Home Minister made a statement 
which was. publicised In the press that 
■Government should meet the expenses 
of the candidates. And that there 
should be a ceiling on that. 

We had thought that that was a 
serious proposal. But, I think, that 
could not materialise. 

Now. through the present Bill, what 
is being attempted to be done is to 
give full freedom to big business, full 
■freedom to black money and full free¬ 
dom to corrupt men openly. They will 
openly come to capture the whole 
•electoral system on Ihe basis of money 
power. I am very much apprehensive 
of that. If we adopt this Bill as it is. 
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then they will come openly to do what 
they have been doing stealthily and 
surreptitiously. Uptill now, they have 
been telling a lie and they have been 
filing wrong returns. Now, they will 
not be required to tell a lie. Then can 
be required to tell a lie. They can 
come openly now and say that their 
friends, individuals, associations, cha¬ 
mbers of commerce, have spent mil¬ 
lions of rupees for their elections. 
There is no need of hiding it. If w 
adopt this Bill as it is, this is what 
will happen. This is a very serious 
indication. I do not know if the 

whole Cabinet or the ruling party has 
seriously thought over it. 

This is the provision of the Bill: 

“Notwithstanding any judgment, 
order or decision of any court to the 
contrary, any expenditure incurred 
or authorised in connection with the 
election of a candidate by a politi¬ 
cal party or by any other association 
or body of persons or by any indi¬ 
vidual (other than the candidate or 
his election agent) shall not be 
deemed to be, and shall not ever be 
deemed to have been, expenditure 
in connection with the election in¬ 
curred or authorised or authorised 
by the candidate or by his election 
agent-” 

So, if anybody, any individual or any 
association spends millions of rupees 
for me, that will not be taken to be 
incurred for my election. 

This is strange. When there is a 
direct attack on the parliamentary 
democracy from one side, there is an¬ 
other counter attack on the parlia¬ 
mentary democracy from the Treasury 
Benches, the ruling party. The result 
will be the same. I think, the money 
bags, the smugglers, the black mar¬ 
keteers, the people with black money 
will have a free play. They will be¬ 
come honourable men. They will not 
do it stealthily as they have been do¬ 
ing in the past. They will openly do 
it now. So, there is a very serious 
danger to our parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy. I am giving this warning.... 
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SHRI B. V. NAIK: Do you believe 
that the electorate can be bought? 

SHBI BHOGENDRA JHA: Had it 
Mien so, 1 would not have been here. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Neither the elec¬ 
torate noi: the elected, nobody is being 
bought. 

• BHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I am 
talking of the electorate. 

We have dealt with one case. Now, 
we are dealing with another case. 1 
M not have the courage to say that. 
In such a situation, what' is being pro¬ 
vided in this Bill will give a death¬ 
blow to at least the apparent curb 
on money power which our election 
law has provided uptill now. This 
House should take into account the 
serious implications of this as to what 
will happen once this freedbm is given. 
We should not think that tiiose who 
Sire in the Treasury Benches today 
will remain there for ever. Therefore, 
they should not fail to understand the 
seriousness of the situation, that' the 
money bags are very powerful not 
only on their own but also in league 
with foreign imperialist powers, they 
are influencing and are attempting to 
influence our national political situa¬ 
tion which may affect our democratic 
system. The ruling Party, is playing 
with fire by providing for this thing. 
Millionaires will come openly for this 
H^d that candidate publicly and none 
can say that they are being stealthily. 
In such a situation, what I am afraid 
is, they aie more than Americanising 
Qur election system. So, Sir, I have 
given notice of an amendment. In the 
;ondition when the Supreme Court has 
given a new interpretation, I under¬ 
stand and appreciate the difficulty that 
here should not be any curb on a 
political party. Its Central organ or 
he State'Organ gives names or lists 
Candidatos and asks people to vote 
Hb. them. Naturally it will be very 
Vtocult for a candidate or for any 
Ble(rtibn authority to find out the ex- 
sphere of the particular candidate 
a particular constituency, what Us 
election expafises will be on the pacr- 
Vcular issue of a newspaper or hand¬ 


bill and so on. Both with regard 
to individuals or associations or groups 
of persons, the petition is different. 

I submit, the Treasury Benches should 
think over it. They are in a great 
hurry to pass the Bill today. I think, 
the Business Advisory Committee is 
plso committed to it. At least, they 
should delete the following words, 
namely, "or by any other association 
or body of persons or by any indivi¬ 
dual (other than the candidate or hia 
election agent)”. This portion must 
■not remain.. Otherwise, our demo¬ 
cracy, which ha-s been advancing very 
slowly, but nonetheless advancing, will 
be given a very powerful blow from 
the Treasury Benches, at the time 
when it' is receiving and facing a blow 
from outside from certain forces in 
the name of partyless democracy or 
dissolution of Assembly_ 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE; 
Spare Mr. Jayaprakash Narayan here 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I have- 
not named him. I think, you also 
belong to a party. When the partyless 
thing comes, as long as you do not 
dissolve your party, you will be with 
me.... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Classless class 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: We all 
know what happens when a classless 
society is there.... (Intemiptions) 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please conclude, 

SHRI BHOGENDRA . JHA: As I 
was saying, the Bill, in its present 
form, is not only harmful for one side 
or the other—it may serve some pur¬ 
pose, some particular election this w'ay 
or that way—-but it will be disastrous 
for our electoral system and .very 
harmful for th-a healthy process of 
democratic life. In' such a condition, 
I urge on the House to accept my 
amendment which seeks to delete that 
aspect—that particular portion which 
I have mentioned. It will at least put 
some curb on the power of money 
bags, smuggled money,' hoarder^ 
money and so on. 
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Otherwise. Sir. the House should 
muster courage, if this amendment is 
not accepted, to reject this Bill. That 
is my submission. Sir.

(3n 19-10-1974 the President pro¬ 
mulgated the Ordinance stating that 
the expenditure incurred by a political 
party 6n its candidates will not form 
part 0 fthe election expenses of 
candidates op which there is a ceiling. 
In order to give statutory shape to this 
Ordinance, this Bill has been introdvu 
ced by the Government. . - 


*The orlgtiial veech was dellveted in Tamils 
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The Supreme Court in its ^idgment 
unseated the ruling party Member, 
Shri Chawla on the ground that the 
money spent by the Congress Party 
on him lormed part of the Election 
expenses of the candidate, which ex¬ 
ceeded the ceiling. The Central Gov¬ 
ernment argue that this Ordinance is 
necessary in order to give protection 
to 180 election petitions pending before 
the Courts of our country. Within 
two days of the Supreme Court’s judg¬ 
ment, this presidential ordinance was 
promulgated. I would like to know 
whether this amending BUI has been 
introduced just to spite the Supreme 
Court for having unseated a ruling 
party member or whether this has be¬ 
come an imperative necessity for giving 
statutory protection to the Prime 
Minister against whom an election 
petition is pending in a Court. I also 
wonder at the sudden solicitude of the 
ruling Congress Party fior the Opposi¬ 
tion Parties, when the Law Minister 
says'that this dilPwill give protection 
to Opposition Party Members also 
against whom election petitions are 
pending before the Courts. Is it not a 
surprise that the ruling Congress Party 
has extended its support to the Opposi¬ 
tion Parties at the cost of the Supreme 
Court?

[Shri Jaganath RAo Joshi in the Chair] 

Here, I would like to refer to the 
behaviour of the Central Government 
at the time when the Supreme Court 
gave its judgment against the Aboli¬ 
tion of Privy Purses Act and against 
the Nationalisation of Banks Act. Vhe 
Central Government superseded three 
senior judges of the Supreme Court and 
appointed a junior judge as the Chief 
Justice, who was in the good books of 
the Government. The three senior 
judges later on resigned in protest. 
But now, the favoured Chief Justice 
has given this judgment against the 
ruling Congress Party. I have no 
hesitation in saying that the Govern¬ 
ment have insulted the Supreme Court 
by promulgating the Ordinance and

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introducing this Amendment bill. Not 
only the Supreme Court but also all 
other Courts in the country have been 
insulted by tMb Government. 

The Prime Minister as also the Law 
Minister have been repeatedly saying 
that there is need for reforming the 
election law. The Chief Election Com¬ 
missioner, in his Report after every 
General Election, has been emphasis¬ 
ing the nefd for reforming the Elec¬ 
tion Law, particularly in regard to 
election expenses. I would like to 
quote from page 181 of the Report of 
the Chief Election Commissioner, 
which the Chief Election Commission¬ 
er, which he presented after the Fifth 
General Election: 

“The Joint has not accepted the 
proposals of the Election Commis¬ 
sion about the filing of return of 
election expenses by the political 
parties. I should once again strong¬ 
ly urge that the recomendations of 
the Election Commission should be 
accepted in toto, if some improve¬ 
ment in the position relating to the 
incurring of expenditure at elections 
is to be expected and achieved.” 

This recommendation has not been 
accepted by the Ruling Congress Party. 
There is no meaning, in this situation, 
in decrying the Opposition Parties. 

I Unless this recommendation is incorpo¬ 
rated in the Election Law, we can¬ 
not expect free and fair elections in 
our country. 

From 1952 to 1971, during the past 
five General Elections 253 petitions 
against Lok Sabha Elections and 1680 
petitions against Legislative Assembly. 
Elections have been filed in the courts. 
Most of these petitions are against the 
Congress Party candidates on the 
ground of excessive expenditure in the 
elections. Sir, a sum of Rs. 35,000 has 
been fixed for Lok Sabha election. At 
the present rate of inflation and the 
declining value of rupee, this amount 
of Rs. 35,000 should be statutorily 
enhanced to a suitable sum. Then 
only unfair means can be avoided in 
the elections. I would UlEe to kbow 
M^iiat steps the Government propose to 
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take in this direction. Similarly, the 
ruling Congress Party should become 
the beacon light for all^bther political 
parties in the country by submitting its 
annual statement of revenue and ex¬ 
penditure in the form of duly audited 
Balance-sheet to the Chief Election 
Commissioner. 

Sir, there ig widespread belief among 
the people of the country that the 
delimitation of constituencies before 
the General Election is being done in 
such a way that the ruling Congress 
Party is enabled to get majority in the 
constituencies. The Law Minister 
should find out legislative means for 
removing this impression among the 
people of the country. None in the 
country can refute that the ruling 
Congress Party unhesitatingly uses the 
official machinery for election purposes. 
The illuminating illustration in this 
respect can be the All India Radio. 
Another example is the laying of in¬ 
numerable foundation-stones of big 
porjectg by the Prime Minister in the 
Uttar Pradesh just before the recent 
Elections. Six months before the 
Elections in U.P., Shri Kamalapathi 
Tripathi was removed from the politi¬ 
cal scene of U.P. and Shri Bahaguna 
from here was installed as the Chief 
Minister of U.P. in order to ensure 
success for the Congress Party in the 
polls. As an election sop, Shri 
Bhahaguna confirmed all the Govern¬ 
ment servants who were not confirm¬ 
ed for the past 20 years. Even the 
Government servant with one year of 
service was confirmed. Are all these 
things not meant for the success of the 
Congress Party in the elections? 

Sir, the last public function of late 
Shrimati Sucheta Kripala was giving 
evidence before a Committee under the 
chairmanship of shri Tharkande on 
24th November 1974—a w^k before 
her death—in the India International 
Centre. This is what she said before 
this Committee: 

“When I was the Chief Minister of 

U.P., there was a conflict between 


the Congerss High Command and 
myself. The main reason for this 
conflict was because I refused to 
collect money for the Election Fund 
of the Congress, as dictated by the 
High Command. The High Com¬ 
mand was greatly displeased with me. 
Though in the 1967 Elections I 
wanted to stand for the U.P. Assemb¬ 
ly, the High Command said no and 
asked me 10 stand for the Lok Sabha. 
They wanted to drive me away from 
U.P. political arena. There was also 
another conflict. The High Com¬ 
mand wanted me to use the official 
machinery during the Elections and 
I stoutly refused to do so. Conse¬ 
quently, the Congress Party got 
defeated in the U.P. In other States, 
the Congress Party had resounding 
victory because it could use the 
official machinery for elections.” 

Sir, none ii^ this House can suspect the 
patriotism of late Shrimati Sucheta 
Kripalani. She was the leading 
woman-patriot of the country, who 
sacrificed her entire life for the good 
of the nation—this is what our Presi¬ 
dent, Shri Fakhruddin Ali Ahmad, has 
said about her. 

I have referred to this because there 
is urgent need for comprehensively 
amending the Election Law to root out 
all corrupt means during the Elections. 
As if to substantiate the contention of. 
Shrimati Sucheta Kripalani, the Central 
Government have recently lifted the 
ban on the donations of Companies to 
the pdtitical parties. Can anyone in 
this House deny that this has been 
done in the interest and welfare of the 
ruling Congress Party? 

Before I conclude, I would say that 
the Government have shown unseemly 
haste in promulgating this Ordinance. 
While there is urgent need for com¬ 
prehensively amending the Election 
Law, the Central Government have 
come forward with this half-hearted 
measure. As is being stated by the 
Prime Minister as also the Law Mini¬ 
ster both inside and outside this House, 
the Election Law should be amended 
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in such a way that free and fair 
•elections become possible of achieve¬ 
ment. 

In conclusion, I demand that the 
■election expenses of the candidates 
should be borne by the Government 
Then only it will become possible to 
avert the violent display of differences 
-of opinion among the political parties. 
This will also pave the way for free 
and fair elections, eradicating once and 
for all the corrupt practices and unfair 
means in the elections. This will also 
elinilhate the habit of filing election 
petitioi^.' Secondly, within 24 hours 
after the announcement of the dates of 
General Election by the Chief Election 
Commissioner, the Ministry at the 
Centre and the Ministries at the States 
should resign. This will avoid for ever 
the allegation of the use of official 
machinery for eleciion purposes. The 
people will also be free from the pre¬ 
ssures and pulls of ihe governmental 
machinery in e^ipreising their franchise. 
This arrangement should form part of 
ihe Election Law. In the end, 1 would 
urge upon the Government of India to 
find out ways and means for expedi¬ 
tious disposal of election petitions, 
which are now pending before the 
Courts for four years and more. The 
election petitions must be disposed of 
within six months. Adequate legisla¬ 
tive and executive steps should be 
taken by the Government in this 
matter.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): II 
this Bill it enacted into lawi I fear the 
Lav Mini^r will be ronembered in 
future as the author of the script of 
the Sotig oi the institutlidn ef 
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parliamentary democracy in our coun¬ 
try. I do not know whether such a 
nakedly dishonest and treacherous Bill 
was ever brought before this august 
House. To what extent a totalitarian 
mentality, the ruling Party is develop¬ 
ing! The Parliamentary Affairs Minis¬ 
ter has immediately made, I use the 
word, an ugly exhibition of that. 

The ruling Party, so much confident 
about the brute majority that regard¬ 
less of the merits of the issue, without 
having any consequences, without hav¬ 
ing any consideration whatsoever about 
the logic, the argument, the principles 
that may be put forward against this 
Bill by the Opposition Parties and 
opposition Members, this Government, 
this ruling Party has developed such 
a fascist mentality—I use the word 
‘fascist* mentality—that they do not 
consider it desirable in any way to 
enter into a dialogue, to enter into a 
controversy, to enter into an exchan^ 
of logic .and to enter into an exchange 
of argument but that they, with their 
numerciai superiority can rule over 
all kinds of arguments, logic or wis¬ 
dom. This is the naked exhibition of 
the totalitarian mentality, as I have 
already said, while initiating my 
speech. I again repeat what I have 
said. My apprehension is this. This 
Bill, if enacted, perhaps again I use 
the word, the Law Minister who claims 
himself to be socialist, what to speak 
of bringing in socialism, is almost going 
to issue the death warrant on parlia¬ 
mentary democracy in our country in 
favour of an oligarchy a chosen few. 
will be chosen from the community of 
all kinds of vested interests. I repeat, 
Sir, again that this is the worst, dis¬ 
honest and treacherous Bill ever 
brought b^ore this House. It Is dis¬ 
honest in its concept, it is dishonest 
in its contemplating the procedure of 
its implementation. It is dishonest in 
its ultimate objective. The Minister 
criticised the judgment of the Supreme 
Court. He did not have the humility in 
him because he charged the judge of 
the Supreme Court and he siddi Uds 
ie not a judgment, it Is a hew law end 
an that. 1 have never heard dl stHih 
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a thing. When a judgment is made by 
any court of law, can one belonging to 
the legislative wing of the country and 
being a Law Minister, denigrate or 
even use derogatory or bantering re¬ 
marks by calling the judgment*a new 
law? What is the function of these 
wings in a democracy? The legisla¬ 
tive body enacts the laws, the execu¬ 
tive implements the laws and judiciary 
interprets them, and finds out whether 
the executive has correctly applied the 
law. The Minister wants to usurp the 
function of both the judiciary as well 
as legislative competence, when he 
said, this is a new law. Those are 
bantering remarks. If he had any de¬ 
mocratic sense, any honour for the 
judiciary, any appreciation for judicial 
wisdom, he would have said, we are 
thankful to the Supreme Court that at 
, least they have found lapses in the 
condifleation of this section 77. They 
have pointed out in their judgment as 
follows. 


I quote; 

The pernicious influence of big 
money would then play a deci- 
.sive role in controlling the 
democratic process in the 
country. 

,^^ow seriously they have gone into the 
matter! They have gone to the extent 
of saying that if a freeplay of money 
power is allowed, that will destroy 
the basis of democracy itself. This 
is the danger when Indian democracy 
is to be controlled by money power. 
Then the judgment said: 

Tf a candidate were to be subject to 
the limitation of the ceiling, but the 
political party sponsoring’ him or his 

f riends and supporters were to be 
^ ree to spend as much as they like in 
cohnection with his election, the object 
of imposing a ceiling would be com¬ 
pletely frustrated and the beneficient 
provision enacted in the interest of 
puiity fnd geouinenees of ttie demo- 
cratto. preceas would be wholly ainas- 
dtdsrtKh’ 


What strong words have they used,— 
whole democratic process would be 
wholly emasculated! And again the 
judgment said: 

“The mischief sought to be remedi¬ 
ed and the evil sought to be sup¬ 
pressed would enter the political 
arena with redoubled force and viti¬ 
ate the political life of the country”. 

Then they said, and mark the 
words— 

“The great democratic ideal of 
social, economic and political justice 
and equality of status and opportu¬ 
nity enshrined in the preamble of 
our Constitution would remain 
merely a distant dream eluding our 
grasp.” 

They have expressed their opinion 
very clearly. So, I am really astoni¬ 
shed at the way the Law Minister 
spoke saying that they are setting uo 
a new law. I am not at all using 
bombastic word when I say that he 
has sung the swan song of the institu- 
tion of democracy in India. The sup¬ 
reme court judges had expressed the: 
concern, their anxiety in these mat¬ 
ters. They said, if such things are 
allowed, the basis of democracy will 
be undone. So the judiciary has been 
very much concerned with this Bill. 

I could understand if the words ‘not¬ 
withstanding any judgment, order or 
decision of any court to the contrary’ 
had been omitted in Section 2, Expla¬ 
nation 1 as weU as in sub-section (a). 
What they have done is not only a 
frown to the judiciary, but an affrent 
to it. It is a challenge and no such 
remark has been made in any of our 
enactmmts so far. You may say any¬ 
thing and decide things by your brute 
majority. But you cannot avoid the 
common man coming to the conclu¬ 
sion that you have brought this Bill 
only to save your Prime Minister. 
This is an irresistible conclusion. You 
want to save her from the possible 
verdict of the courts of law. Now, may I 
tell you what is the discrimination in 
the law here? The law is meant for 
everybody. That has to be equally 
appUed. The benefit of law must be 
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equal for everybody. But what has 
happened? You are making this law. 
But you are saying that Mr. Chawla 
will not get any benfit of that. I do 
not know why one set of people should 
be discriminated against those who 
,get the benefit of the same law. If 
some persons commit the same wrong 
or the same offence, they will be com¬ 
ing under the same law. 


Then again I said that this is a dis¬ 
crimination in the law. This is politi¬ 
cal hypocrisy. You are codifying 
this into law- You are not courageous 
enough to say that either for Parlia¬ 
ment or Assembly, we do away with 
the expenditure. Why don’t you take 
courage to say that you are trying 
to ban donations by the companies? 
You are doing away with this. Why 
don’t you have the courage to say so? 
What kind of hypocrisy it is? You say 
that only Rs. 35.000 Will De spent by 
the Lok Sabha candidate and about 
Rs. 10,000 by an Assembly candidate. 
At the same time you are saying that 
if it is spent by the party or if it is 
spent by any organisation it will not 
be include in the expenditure of the 
candidate. For this you have not 
even brought in a clause. There is no 
conscience of the country. That is the 
reason why I have said that this politi¬ 
cal hypocrisy is codified into a law 
which has never happened in any of 
the laws passed by Parliament. What 
are the qualifications of a Member? If 
he indulges in violence or if he indul¬ 
ges in communal propaganda or any¬ 
thing else, I believe he can spend any 
amount; he can spend lakhs and lakhs 
of rupees. He can indulge in commu¬ 
nal propaganda; communal riots 
or anything or he can do anything. 
When It comes to the election of 
a candidate the law gives him a long 
handle of freedom. He can indulge 
in casteim, communalism, violence or 
rigging or do any kind of political or 
criminal offence. You will not touch 
hiim beeauae it is not done by . him 
'K..< {« In by somebody mse. He 


may be concerned or many not be con¬ 
cerned with his conscience. It can be 
said that he can commit all these offen¬ 
ces and he will be free from this. Do 
not take shelter under the codification 
of political hjrpocrisy. This ceiling law 
either for the Lok Sabha candidate or 
for the Assembly candidate is not prac¬ 
tical and it cannot be implemented. 
Therefore, it is better to say that this 
ceiling law cannot be utilised by con¬ 
trolling the election expenditure. This- 
I can understand. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Guha, please 
conclude. You have taken much time. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I am finish¬ 
ing. This is the apprehension of aU 
the Members. It it honesty? WiU the 
hon. Minister kindly tell us clearly and 
categorically whether he is going to 
have a snap poll or not?, I do not 
know. Art. 82 of the Constitution 
envisages revision of voters’ lists as 
also the revision or delimitation of the 
constituencies. This can tie obviated 
only by and Act of Parliament or by 
an Ordinance and then only the Elec¬ 
tion Commission can issue a notifi¬ 
cation for the snap poll. About this 
I went your categorical explanation. 

Lastly I want to conclude by saying 
that this Bill, as I have said, it not 
only to bury the future but it will also 
open the floodgate by controlling the 
so called democracy of our country by 
the money bag, by radio, and by the 
process of rfgging with the help of hard 
hoodlums and also b.y manipulating ad¬ 
ministrative power. Sir, as I started, 
I conclude by sa.ying that this Bill is 
not only dishonest, but is is treacher¬ 
ous because this Bill when it will un¬ 
fold in its applicability will just pave 
the path of replacing our people’s de¬ 
mocracy by the oligarchy of a vested 
interest and that is the fear, that is 
the apprehension impregnated in this 
Bill. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad): Mir. Chairman, Sir, I must say 
at the outset fliat I very emphatically 
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endorse my esteemed friend, Shri 
> Shyamnandan Mishra’s observations 
I when he moved his statutory resolu¬ 
tion on this very vital subject and I 
agree with him that this has been a 
very dishonest and a very treacherous 
Bill. Shri Samar Guha has said the 
same thing. I am sorry that on this 
particular Bill, only Members from 
this side of the House are participating 
in the debate and that many good 
^irfripnds from the Congress benches 
liave, due to the Parliamentary Affairs 
Minister’s intervention and offer, de¬ 
nied themselves the privilege of par¬ 
ticipating and replying to the various 
points. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE; It is 
a privilege issue. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I wish 
there was more time at the disposal of 
all of us so that Congress Members 
could have also effectively intervened 
at the end of each Member from this 
side and there would have been a more 
balanced debate. All the same, I hope 
that the Minister of Law, Justice and 
Company Affairs will in his reply refer 
to the various points which are being 
referred to in the discussion, especially 
from the Members on this side. 

Now, Sir, let me say at the outset 
again that I would have thought that 
the progressive Government, as they 
often call themselves to be, would have 
welcomed the historic judgement of the 
Supreme Court in the Chawla Vs. Kan- 
war Lai Gupta’s case, I say this be¬ 
cause the Supreme Court which hes 
given this judgement has viewed all 
pros and cons very carefully. Indeed 
rather than being ignored, the earlier 
judgements have been considered, re¬ 
ferred to and discussed by the Bhaga- 
‘ vati judgement. It is true, Sir, that a 
view has been taken which has nut 
been taken before... But, it Is 
contrary to what was already decided. 
The Bhagavati judgement represents 
if I may put it that way, a progressive 
view consistent with the sociaUstic 
pattern of society which we are tiylhS 
to evolve and it carries out the object 
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of imposing a ceiling on election ex¬ 
penses. Sir, it Itrikes at the money 
power in elections. So. this is a pro¬ 
gressive judgement, a refreshing and 
welcome exposition of the law, and an 
admirable attempt at spelling out the 
law where it was per^Ps silent. It 
is really, therefore, what we expect 
from the judiciary of a democratic Re¬ 
public that the judiciary will, in their 
judgements, reflect the several whole¬ 
some sentiments of the people. There¬ 
fore, Sir, I should have thought that 
for these reasons, Government and 
particularly the Law Minister deeply 
immersed as he is in legal and judicial 
traditions would have welcome this 
historic judgement. But, on purely 
and solely political grounds and in 
fact, on personal and party grounds, 
my charge is that the Law Ministei 
and his Government have come for¬ 
ward with an Ordinance followed by 
a Bill to make nonsense of what we 
call purity of elections and free and 
fair elections. Sir. the Law Minister 
says that this is not with regard to this 
or that individual case. It is not for 
me to refer to this or that case. I am 
not interested in accusing this or that 
individual. Som© peonle have already 
referred to the case pending before 
the High Court where the Prime Minis¬ 
ter is involved. I do not want to go 
into that aspect. The Law Minister 
says that this is not merely one indi¬ 
vidual case Or this or that party, but 
that 18 O petitions are pending before 
the various High Courts and the Su¬ 
preme Court and the petitions involve 
various MPs, MLAs of various parties, 
and therefore, this Bill has come.

I would request him to tell us how 
many petitions pending before the High 
Courts and the Supreme Court speci¬ 
fically deal with the question o? ex¬ 
cess expenditure, authorised or moUed. 
If the Report on the Fifth General 
Election is perused, it says In 1952—— 
I am talking of the Lok Sabha and not 
of the Assembhea——there were 39 
election petitions, in 1957 there were 
59 petitions, In 1962, there were 46. 
in 1967 there were 51 and in 1971; 
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there were 58 petitions. How many o® 
the election petitions in the past anfl 
among the pending election petitions 
deal specifically or in a major way 
with the matter of excess of expendi¬ 
ture by a candidate in a particular 
election? 

Therefore, it boils down to this lhat 
under a general umbrella of 182 elec¬ 
tion petitions, Government are eager 
to save the skin of this or that indivi¬ 
dual. This is my charge and this is 
the difficulty, to which the Minister 
will, I hope, if he is honest, try to give 
Us a square answer. 

As regards the Chawla case, the 
Deputy Speaker has ruled that he has 
gone to the Supreme Court. But the 
Law Minister has told us that his re¬ 
view petition has not yet been admit¬ 
ted by the Supreme Court. I would 
ask whether it is on the basis of the 
original Act, the Act of 1951, or on 

the basis of this Bill-whicn I am 

sorry to say will in a short time be¬ 
come law because there is a tremend¬ 
ous majority for Government in this 

House-^the Supreme Court will re 

Sect or admit his review petition. That 
also is a moot question. 

The Law Minister has brought this 
Bill after the Ordinance. I agree with 
Shri shyamnandan Mishra in asking 
where was the urgency for the ordi¬ 
nance. It has been done in vulgar 
has to because they wanted to save 
some of the high-ups in the establish¬ 
ment. Therefore, I charge that this 
Bill is clearly designed to destroy the 
effect of the historic Bhagavati judge- 
meift. 

The Minister has appended to the 
Bill various objects and reasons. If 
I had more time, I would dedit in de- 
' tail with these. I imow that ultimately 
those objects and reasons do not form 
part ol tiie Act itsdl. But after iSU 
they are a kind of preface, rational^ 
by wtaieh tlsr Minister wants to t«R 
tha House, antfr tMcWUghr thw tUB 

coonlry gft to Why tUa hnp Bees Br<v- 
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ught. But the last two paragraphs 
are, if I may say so. both incorrect 
and misleading. Section 77 of the 1951 
Act is quite specific. It does not say 
that the expenditure incurred by a 
political party on behalf of a party 
candidate is all ruled out. After all, 
a political party has a right to can¬ 
vass its view, to propagate its ideology 
and make it known to the general 
public. But when a particular parly 
spends money for a particular cand^ 
date in a particular coMtituency wuh 
the knowledge of that particular can¬ 
didate, that expense is specifically and 
only for him or her, whoever lhat may 
be. Then the Bhagavati judgment 
says. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: May I 
seek a clarification? 

May I know if he has understood the 
judgment means this that if Shri Jaya- 
prakash Narayan goes to his constitu¬ 
ency at the time of the election, addre¬ 
sses a meeting and he has participated 
in that meeting, the exoense will be 
accounted to him? I am sure he has 
not understood it. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I have 
understood it to the best of my know¬ 
ledge. I am talking of political parties, 
not independents. I am an Indepen¬ 
dent and stood as such. But if Shri 
Bhagat wants my answer, it is simple: 
if Shri Jayaprakash Narayan were to 
address the meeting which was orga¬ 
nised either by him or by me with 
my concurrence and I attend and par¬ 
ticipate in it then surely that expen¬ 
diture is part of my election expendi¬ 
ture also. I cannot go beyond that. 
In he cannot understand this, I can¬ 
not hdp. 

The main question is; can party’s or 
some one else’s expenditure for a par¬ 
ticular oaind|da|||e in an .election be 
considered to be valid? The Bbagvati 
judgment says that it cannot be con¬ 
sidered that way. The court’s judg¬ 
ment is not new.

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candidate’s election be considered 
valid? The Bhajr<vati Judgment has 
said that it could not be considered 
that way. This judgment, let us notCi 
has not in a way said anything new. 
It does not make any new law. It 
says that all expenses which are in¬ 
curred by a party with the consent of 
a candidate for his particular* benefit 
and advantage cannot be taken as ex¬ 
penses incurred by that party. It has 
not held as a matter of law that the 
expenses incurred by a political party 
or other persons are included within 
the expression ‘incurred or authorbed’ 
by a candidate. I have no time to 
read extensively from the Bhagwati 
judgement. It has taken a common- 
sense point of view. The court has 
not decided any question of law. It 
was in conformity with the morality, 
as you yourself, Mr. Chairman, said 
rightly earlier on in the debate. I 
therefore, ask; what was the necessity 
to clarify the intention underlying 
section 77? The. Bill now makes an 
absolute provision that any party, any 
other body of persons can spend any 
amount for a particular candidate. Is 
this honest? The Oovernment even 
after spending so much with the evil 
of black money power is not able to 
face the electorate honestly, squarely 
and therefore they cannot afford fight¬ 
ing elections honestly. Therefore they 
have taken this blanket power. You 
are talking about smaller parties. What 
^ about the still smaller individuals who 
have every right to stand as a candi¬ 
date to the Lok Sabha or the Assem¬ 
bly. This Bill of the Law Minister 
opens the flood gates for a torrent of 
maney power to overwhelm the elec¬ 
tive process. It gives licence to money¬ 
ed candidates who will be running 
amuck in spending in elections. The 
role of money power has been Con¬ 
demned by all of us, by the ruling 
party itself. Are they honest? I ask 
them in all fairness they go on spend¬ 
ing any amount; yet it will be consi¬ 
dered democratic, fair, free and just 
elections, I am quoting one para from 
the judgement of Justice Bhagwati: 

“It is elementary that each and 
ev«y oitiaen has an Indienable right 


to full and effective participation in 
the political process of the legisla¬ 
tures and this requies that each citi¬ 
zen should have equally effective 
voice in the liection of the members 
of the legislatures. That is the basic 
requirement of the Constitution. This 
equal effective voice—equal opportu¬ 
nity of participation in the electoral 
process—would be denied if affluence 
and wealth are to tilt the scales in 
favour of one political party or in¬ 
dividual as against another. The 
democratic process can function effi¬ 
ciently and effectively for the bene¬ 
fit of the common good and reach 
out the benefits of self-government 
to the common man only if it brings 
about a participatory democracy In 
which every man, whosoever lowly 
or humbly he may be, should l-e 
able to participate on a footing of 
equality with others.” 

I shall conclude by quoting one more 

extract from the same historic judge¬ 

ment: 

“if there is continuous community 
involvement in poUtical administra¬ 
tion punctuated by activited phases 
of well-discussed choice of candidates 
by popular participation in the pro¬ 
cess of nomination much of unneces¬ 
sary expenditure which is incurred 
today could be avoided. Consider¬ 
able distances may not have to he 
travelled by candidates and support¬ 
ers ndriiidaen skeletons in political 
cupboards factually uncovered, pro¬ 
pagandist marijuana skilfully admi¬ 
nistered, temptations of office strate¬ 
gically held out nor violent demon¬ 
strations disruptively attempted. 
The dawn-to-dawn multiple speeches 
and monster rallies, the flood of pos¬ 
ters and leaflets and the organising 
of transport and other arrangements 
for large numbers would become 
otiose. Large campaign funds would 
not able to influence the decision of 
electors if the selection and election 
of candidates become people’s deci¬ 
sion by discussion and not a Hon- 
son’s choice offered by political part¬ 
ies”. 
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This Government, instead of wel¬ 
coming this judgment, are doing 
something which really marks through 
this Bill a great advancement towards 
everything that is dishonest, unfair 
and unjust in elections, which really 
speaking are to be free and fair, I 
ask the members of the ruling party, 
after this Bill is passed, will the peo¬ 
ple of India have any faith in the le¬ 
gitimacy of the members elected as 
a result of the law which is about to 
be pased by this House? This Bill is 
nothing but a charter of corruption in 
election practices in this country. It 
is a black Bill and it deserves to be 
condemned by all those who love 
democracy and morality.

“To give all candidates a faif 
chance, an operationally fairer 
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pefhaps even radical plan to fin¬ 
ance our elections, particularly the 
campaigning proces^, may have to 
be devised.

The convenient—not 
necessarily correct—plea would be 
that the candidate spent for his 
election but the party for its cam¬ 
paign. This likely evasion of the 
law by using big money through 
political parties is a source of pol¬ 
lution of the Indian political pro¬ 
cess.”

“To channel funds into the cam¬ 
paign for specific candidates get¬ 
ting around the requirements of 
the law by establishing party com¬ 
mittees is all too familiar in this 
and some other countries. In this 
context, it may be apt to draw at¬ 
tention to a recent ruling of this 
court in Kanwarlal Gupta vs. Amar 
Nath Chawla on election expenses. 
It may be proper to infuse into the 
election law the cleansing spirit 
which was emphasized way back In 
' 1920 by the Select Committee on 
the Indian Election Offence and En¬ 
quiries Act (XXXrv of 1920 ).

TICE AND COMPANY AFFAIRS 
(SHRI H. R. GOKHALE); Mr. Chair¬ 
man, Sir,the speeches have been long. 
Although J did not have the advant¬ 
age of supporting arguments from 
speakers of this side yet in view of 
the short time available to the House 
I took upon myself the responsibility 
of putting the point of view which 
really rests behind the proposal Of 
the present Bill before this House. 

So many things have been said. 
They are not all relevant. Some, of 
course, are relevant. Some according 
to me do not relate to the subject- 
matter of this Bill at all. So, I am 
going to confine myself to those issues 
which are relevant for the considera¬ 
tion of the Bill. The issue is in a 
very narrow compass. As the House 
knows by this proposed amendment— 
as also by the Ordinance—Section 
77(1) has been proposed to be 
amended. Section 77 has been in the 
statute book for a long length of time, 
and as I have said earlier, the amend¬ 
ment has been necessitated by the in¬ 
terpretation recently, given by the 
Supreme Court in the case of Kanwar 
Lai Oupta versus Chawla. 


.1 have been very carefully reading 
the judgment ofthe Supreme* Court 
and I would first dispel the argument 
made by many members opposite that 
legislation of this type is a dis-res- 
pect to the Supreme Court. I must 
categorically state that when Parlia¬ 
ment passes law to set right a certain 
view taken by the highest court of 
th(‘ land it does not mean any dis¬ 
respect to the Supreme Court. All 
that it means is the Supreme Court 
has done its job—I would concede 
honestly—in interpreting what they 
thought was the correct provisions 
under the existing law and when Par¬ 
liament wants to re-consider that in¬ 
terpretation Parliament also is >3quol- 
1v honestly providing for legislation 
which will put before the country 
what was the real intention of the 
Parliament. Therefore, I would ca¬ 
tegorically reject the argument that 
any such legislation l.s .n dis-resoect 
to the highest court of the country. I 
want you to consider that. We have 
the fullest respect for the courts. 
They have done their duty and it is 
undoubtedly for us to do our duty. 

It was argued since the law of land 
was laid by the Supreme Court un¬ 
der Article 141 the Parliament has no 
power to legislate so as to set-aaide 
that law. It has also been said that 
Parliament as the supreme authority 
has the power ultimately to express 
what were the intentions behind a 
particular legislation or what should 
be the intentions behind a particular 
legislation. It is in that .spirit that 
the present legislation is brought be¬ 
fore Parliament. 

I may divide the Supreme Court 
judgment in two x>arts. The tot 
part ig more or less a theoretical dis- 
cu.ssion about the electoral process. 1 
would again respectfully submit that 
when the court interprets a provision 
it ' Has to take into account the lan¬ 
guage of the provision which it is in¬ 
terpreting and not to be guided by as 
to what is considers to be right philo¬ 
sophy. 

Unfortunately, I got the impresBiort 
after reading the Judgment very 
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fiirt‘luU>. In ft they cleall with that 
part w'hich aives political theory. At 
one stiice they even aay 111 li'is Lght 
we must inleipu'l the sections which

Tho Supremo 
Court has referred to four eases and 
1 have looked at these eases very 
carefully and I have looked at the 
conimenl- of the Supreme Court in 
.ffspect of these few' eases. For the 
purpo'-e of understanding the submis¬ 
sion w'hif'h I am making, it might not 
be out of place, very briefly, to refer 
to these few cases which to my mind 
clearly e.stablish that a view’ taken by 
the Supreme Court was that expendi¬ 
ture incurred by a candidate or his 
election agent wn.s the onlv expendi¬ 
ture nr authorised by him was the 
only expenditure which was to be t^ken 
into account for puroo.ses of Section 
77fl). 


I would first refer to the very first 
cases to which the Supreme Court 


veierred. namely, Kananjaya Singh 
Vi. Baijnath Singh and Others. It is 
\or. uitcrestm^ to see what were the 
1 ;.: ti ijI this | ca-se.

ho ^aken into aceount because this is 
pn evopuditu''*'' not incurred hy the 
candidate or his election agent. Where 
wf'-' the iheei-v of implied .authorisa- 
lion at that time’ What better case 
pod cbrnrieer case to infer hv imnli- 
(Tifion a'ilhnrisation could have been 
fhcre more (hnn thi.s when it was not 
.amdiodv 'bird person hut the father’s 
emnloveec working for the son and 
monev admitted to have been paid 
and Supreme Court finds that this 
would not he regarded as expendi- 
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ture. The total number of employees 
would not be taken int<j account be¬ 
cause they may however have help¬ 
ed the election, in fact the finding 
was that they did work in Section, 
but this expenditure not having been 
incurred by the candidate or his elec¬ 
tion agent, the father was not the 
election agent. 


Therefore, this could not be taken 
into account for the purpose of Section 
77 of the Representation of the People 
Act. I am Justifying on the ground 
that that was the law as per the 
Supreme Court from 1955 right till the 
recent judgment was delivered. 


If you want to change the law, the 
way is not this. I shall come to the 
cases. The proper time for me and 
for all of us is that we may sit toge¬ 
ther and consider whether any change 
in the Election Law is necessary. We 
are not averse to it. We are today 
on the narrow question as to whether 
there is occasion to restore the statvs 
(pio ante. In view of this clear and 
unequivocal judgment of the Sup¬ 
reme Court where the argument is 
similar to the one that was advanced 
in Rananjaya Singh vs. Baijnath 
Singh, it looked as if the spirit of 
the legislation and the spirit of the 
legislature will be defeated, if you 
do not take this expenditure into ac¬ 
count. That was argued in Ranan¬ 
jaya Singh’s case. The observation 
made by the Supreme Court in re¬ 
gard to this particular argument is 
very relevant. It is interesting to 
know what the Supreme Court says. 
I quote: 


“The spirit of the law may well 
be an elusive and unsafe guide and 
the supposed spirit can certainly 
not be given effect to in opposition 
to the plain language of the sec¬ 
tions of the Act and the rules made 
thereunder. If all that can be said 
of these statutory provisions is that 


construed according to the ordinary 
grammatical and natural meaning 
of their language they work injus¬ 
tice by placing the poorer candi¬ 
dates at a disadvantage the appeal 
must be to Parliament and not to 
tliis Court." 


Therefore, while conceding —1 con¬ 
cede now—that we must restore a cer- 
i ,in . •nour.l of Cviualily in the fight 
which takc.s place in the election bet¬ 
ween various candidates—whether they 
are party candidates or not, whether 
they are independent candidates or 
not, well. Sir. the way out is not 
to interpret a section in such a way 
that the appeal is not to the court as 
the Supreme Courf itself has said but 
the appeal should be to Parliament. 
Therefore, it is for Parliament which 
i.s the forum to consider whether any 
change in this law which has been 
there from 195.i till the judgment in 
Chawla’s case came is necessary or 
whether that will be given effect to 
or not. It is not as it it is an isolated 
judgment because I would point out 
that later on. after this judgment wa.s 
delivered by the Supreme Court, a 
reference is made to this judgment 
and relying on the judgment, they 
have come to the conclusion that that 
expenditure shall not be taken info 
consideration. This is a bench of five 
judges. I do not go into the technicality 
of the present law. After all both 
were the Supreme Court Benches. 
We can refer to five judges bench. I 
shall give more importance to the 
fact that the Bench have gone into it 
and made an observation. The cases 
which are referred to by the Supreme 
Court are tho.se in which they had 
placed reliance for reiterating their 
view that the expenditure that was 
incurred by a person who is not a 
candidate or an election a»»ent shall 
not be taken into account. The ofher 
case which was considered—dt was 
also referred to earlier—^was the case 
of Ram Dayal Vs. Briirai Sineh and 
Others. That was also referred to In 
the Suorerne Court judgment, in 
Chawla’s caw. 
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Here Brijraj Singh was the elect¬ 
ed candidate. His election was chal¬ 
lenged inter alia on the ground that 
he had exceeded the limit of expen¬ 
diture. It was contended that the 
Maharaja of Gwalior and * Rajmata 
had incurred expenditure to support 
ais candidalure. They had gone by 
a helicopter and had incurred con¬ 
siderable amounts of money or. the 
election of this particular candidate. 

Now, what is most important to note 
i.s this that the Supreme Court did 
not find that the Maharaja and the 
Rajmata had not participated in that 
election campaign. But, the Supreme 
Court said that there was nothing to 
show that the Maharaja and Rajmata 
incurred the expenditure on behalf of 
the successful candidate, namely, Brij- 
raj Singh. Secondly, the relevant por¬ 
tion of the judgment is this. The 
Supreme Court observed as follows;— 

‘ Unles.-j it is established that the 
cxipenditure was incurred in con¬ 
nection with the election by the 
candidate or by his election agent 
or was authorised hy him..."(In¬ 
terruptions) . 

Wh.y does my hon. friend get upset. 
Just listen to me. 

SHRt SIIYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
It atiecl.s you. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: It does not 
affect mo. My friend will realise that 
‘authorised’ is the word which the 
Supreme Court has not used but it is 
the word in the Section. Therefore, 
there is no need to run away from 
it. I am not at all doing that. What 
I am saying is that this is not said 
by the Supreme Court. This is in the 
Section itself. The question is what 
interpretation you give to It. whether 
on the facts which the Supreme Court 
considered in earlier cases, it was not 
hnplied authorisation, because it was 
admitted_ 

MAl»m LTMAYE; Here, it is 
i of fai^. 


SURI jl. UOKHALE; It was not 
a que&uoD oi fact, it was a question 
oi law. They have laid it down as 
law. Subsequently, this has been de¬ 
pended upon and relied upon in all 
thc.se cases for the proposition of the 
law and they have come to the same 
conclusion in the subsequent cases. 
Here. I was just reading tKis when un¬ 
fortunately lri«e word ‘authorised’ 
rattled my hon. friends on the other 
side for which there was no reason. 

■•l'nles.s it is c.stablished that the 
expenditure was incurred in con¬ 
nection with the election by the 
candidate or by his election agent 
or authorised b.y him, it is not liable 
to lie included under Section 77 of 
the Representation of the People 
Act. We agree 'with the High Court 
that under Section 77(1) only the 
t>xpe.nditure incurred or authorised 
by the candidate himself or by his. 
election agent is required to be 
included in the account or return 
of election expenses and thus ex¬ 
penses incurred by any other agent 
or person without anything more...” 

I agree with this. I know my friend 
will again harp on this ’without 
anything more’. 

“ . .need not he included in the 
.iccount or return, a.s such incurring 
of expenditure would be purely 
voluntary.’' 

But, the next is important. 

‘‘Ass'.iming that the expenditure 
was incurred....” 

even on the assumption that the 
Maharaja and the Rajmata had in¬ 
curred that expenditure for the pur¬ 
pose of canvassing votes against Raja 
Pancham Singh, who was the defeated 
candidate 

“in the absence of evidence that 
the Maharaja and the Rajmata of 
Gwalior acted as election agents of 
Brljiaj Singh, or the expenditure 
wah authorised. by Brijraj ^ngb. 
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the account of the election expen¬ 
ses." 

Therefore, Sir, let us look at the facts. 
First of alf. if was found that the 
Maharaja and the Rajmata did incur 
expenditure, that they travelled by 
helicopter and otherwise in support 
of the election canipaiB.i of Brijraj 
Singh. Then. Sir, since that itself was 
in dispute ii’ the Court, the Court 
proceeded on the assumption also that 
they had worked for the election of 
this candidate and came to the con¬ 
clusion thot even under that assump¬ 
tion, they were not the election 
agents of Brijraj Singh and that the 
expenditure need not be included. 
With I'eference to the phrase, wittu 
out anything more’, because much is 
made... 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE; Authoris¬ 
ation could not bc proved. That is 
what the Supreme C^our-. has ^aid. 

SHRI II. R. GOKHALE; Not at all. 
If this is not authorisation, when the 
Maharaja has admitted participation 
in the election, then what is it? ^ A 
father spending money for the SOIl 
was not implied auchonsalion what 
other implied authorisation can be 
found? Nothing special had hap¬ 
pened in that case, whicn had not 
happened in Chavvla's case, and yet, 
the view was taken that this is not 
expenditure to be included tor the 
purpose of Section 77 of the Reore- 
.s-entation of the People Act. Then, 
Sir. the third case is again very in¬ 
teresting. That was the case of 
Patodia Vs. R. K. Blrla. 'Hiis is also 
referred to in the judgment of the 
Supreme Court. Here, Sir, the success¬ 
ful candidate was R. K. Birla, His 
election was challenged, it was point¬ 
ed out that large amounts of money 
were spent in support of his election. 
Now, it was said that this expendi¬ 
ture incurred by the political party 
sponsoring his claim and also the em¬ 
ployment of a large number of em¬ 
ployees of the Blrla Group of com- 
' ••• _ _- 


point out that although there was 
some dispute about It, it was ultimate¬ 
ly found that he was a candidate of 
tile Swatantra Party—at that time it 
was very much there.... Tbetefoie, 
the question is, a large number of 
employees belonging to various Birla 
Group of companies had worked. 
That was the finding. That was the 
admis.<uon on the basis of which the 
Supreme Court proceeded and the 
Supreme Court also found that thaf 
the postiion is esttVolished and it is 
not denied that the Respondent No. i 
wa.t: a Swatantra Party candidate. I 
do not want to take the time of 6ie 
House. The earlier case of 1955 hag 
also been referred to. 

Coming to corrupt practices of in¬ 
curring expenditure beyond the 
prescribed limit, in several decisions 
this Court has ruled that it is not 
sufficient for the petitioner to prove 
merel.v that the expenditure more than 
the prescribed limit had been incur- 
re.-! in connection with the election. 

‘•He must go further and prove 
that the excess expenditure was in¬ 
curred with the consent or under 
the authority of the returned can¬ 
didate or his election agent ” 

Therefore, the incurring of the ex¬ 
oend itu re in this case was not dis¬ 
puted; it was not disputed that he was 
3 party candidate; it was well cstab- 
lishe.i that the expenditure incurred 
was much more than the limit which 
had been set for J^e purpose, and yet 
lhe.y .said that thi.s expenditure not 
having been incurred by the candidate 
or his election agent, therefore, could 
not be taken into account. 

In this case, it is interesting to note 
that the Supreme Court also relied on 
a judgment of the Allahabad High 
Court where the election of the late 
Shr; Lai Bahadur Shastri was chal¬ 
lenged—that is, Mubarjk Mansoor vs, 
T-s! Bahidnr Shastri. In that case, it 
was held that expenditure vokintarily 
Incurred by the friends and suppor- 
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ters of the returned candidate does 
n&i com ' within section 123, even 
though the returned candidate was 
aware of the fact at the time of the 
election itself that his friends and 
sympathisors were incurring .expendi¬ 
ture in connection with his election. 
This was cited with approval in the 
Supreme Court judgment. What was 
held was that even though it was done 
with the knowledge of the candidate 
anjj the expenditure might have been 
incurred by his friends and admirers, 
still it was not expenditure incurred 
by the candidate and therefore it 
could not be taken into account. 

The last one is very important be¬ 
cause of the phrase on which my hori. 
friends have been relying—what is 
more. Even that is missing in that 
judgment. I have been trying to 
imderstand ‘whpt is more’. Although 
the Supreme Court never explained 
what is that something more any¬ 
where, in every case the position was 
perhaps worse than in the case of the 
judgment in Chawla’s case, but even 
that something more was not found 
to exist. It was said that the some¬ 
thing more does not come here be¬ 
cause expenditure was not incurred 
by the candidate or his election agent. 

The last one which was referred to 
by the Supreme Court in the judgment 
is the case in which the election of 
N. G, Hangs was challenged, thot is 
Rajegopal Rao vs. N. G. Ranga. It 
was also on the ground of expendi¬ 
ture amongst other ground.s. In the 
Court’s observations, what is somo- 
thing more is not there. This is inci¬ 
dentally the last in this series which 
i-ays: "Expenditure, if any, incurred by 
the party which sponsored the candi¬ 
dature of a candidate cannot be taken 
into account for the purpose of de¬ 
termining whether the corrupt prac¬ 
tices within the meaning of S. 123(6) 
were committed by the candidate”. 
That 'something more’ is not there. 
Not only that, but in terms, it says 
that If .sponsored by a party, the ex¬ 
penditure incurred by the political 
party cannot be taken into account.

Again in this last judgment—last 
in the sense of last but one judgment 
before the Chawla judgment—even 
in this reliance was placed on 
Rananjay Singh’s case. In Ramdaval 
vs. Braj Raj Singh, again they have 
come to the conclusion that the law 
IS that you cannot take the other ex¬ 
penditure into account. Reliance 
was placed on these cases because 
the Suprem.-- Court itself lead all 
lhi,.se COS'.', to mean th.'t 30 a have 
to take into at count thp expenditure 
ino'jired by the candidate or nia 
election agent or authorised by him, 
but th'* expenditure inru-'ed by 
other',. frkiid> and admirers in one 
case, a political party in another, 
father in the third case and in the 
fourth case by companie.s which had 
spent large amounts of money, and 
al'so by the ' Maharaja and Rajmata 
of Gwalior—all this was not sufficient 
for implied authorisation. Then the 
court came to the conclusion that 
you cannot take that into account. 

That i.s why J repeal this with the 
utmost respect U the Supreme Court. 
bec.TUse as a lawyer, as a parliamen¬ 
tarian and as a citizen. I do iniAst 
thru, we niu.sl have the utmost res- 
ped lor the Supreme Court. But 
lint, is not to say tliat it is not recog¬ 
nised L'xcrywhore that the Court’s 
judgmeni is always open to fair com¬ 
ment Wiiat I am doing js not doing 
any disrespect to the Supreme Court 
but wba' I regard as a fair com¬ 
ment on the ludcment of the Suiv- 
reme Court. This absolutely makes 
it clear, in my submission, without 
any shadow of doubt that the law 
was not the same till the Chawja 
judgmeui was delivered. I have read 
the theory part in the Chawla judg¬ 
ment. I do not wish to say that I 
disagree with all the observations 
the.v have made. I aeree that some 
of these observations do require 
mature and serious consideration and 
it might be that when all of us ait 
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together—election is not a matter 
where I can sit alone and decide or 
you can sit alone and decide—it might 
be that all of us will have to think 
of this when the substantive law for 
amendment of the Representation of 
that People Act is considered. Be¬ 
fore that, we can go through this 
process. 


SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I do not 
know. If they refer to 180 cases my 
Bill is fully justified. I am sure they 
do not. My submission before the 
House is that even here the ambi¬ 
guity is not altogether done away 
with. The ambiguity is there. That 
is not the reason for the present Bill. 
The reason for the present Bill m, 
what I believe to be true, namely the 
law ha<! been consistently the same. 


I submit with all the emphasis at 
my command. I honestly believe, that 
the judgment is not correct because 
of the fact that the earlier view, taken 
was categorically different. 

I do not wish to take the time of 
the House by reading the pages but 
even here there is some ambiguity 
left. This portion was read by one 
hon. friend: 


“When the political party spon¬ 
soring a candidate incurs expendi¬ 
ture in connection with his election 
as distinguished from expenditure 
bn general party propaganda, and 
the candidate knowingly takes 
advantage of it or participates in 
the programme or activity or fails 
to disavow the expenditure or con¬ 
sents to it or acquiesces in it, it 
would be reasonable to infer. 

I do not understand the next pharase— 

“-save in special circumstan¬ 
ces_•’ 


Again with this pronouncement the 
whole thing has been thrown in doubt. 
What are the circumstances in which 
party expenditure will be taken inte 
account and what are the dreum- 
stwees in which party party expen- 
will not be taken into accoimt. Even 
here in categorically saving so the 
Sppifwne Court Itself proceeded on 
the basis that there are special c^cum- 
stances.

Repeatedly it has been said that 
there was only one petition in which 
tho question of election expenditure 
was raised. All lawyers and all politi¬ 
cians also know that in most of the 
election petitions the question of ex¬ 
cess expenditure is raised; in fact 
that is the most important allega¬ 
tion in most of the petitions; it ma.v 
not be in all petitions but it is there 
in most. Only in the Supreme Court 
there are thirteen appeals pending, 
where the question of elccfiuti ex¬ 
penditure has risen; there are manv 
more appeals but in these thirteen ih.' 
question of election expenditure has 
come. Two appeals of candidates 
belonging to the Bharatiya Jan Sangh; 
five independents, two appeals in 
which the respondents are Cong (O) 
candidates and three in which the 
persons are the Indian National Con¬ 
gress; the Nagaland Nationalist Or¬ 
ganisation' has one. So, out of thir¬ 
teen only three are Congress candi¬ 
dates in so far as appeals concerning 
election expenses are concerned.

Reference was made to the Constitu¬ 
tion. Shri Madhu Limaye referred to 
article 14. I have not been able to un¬ 
derstand, with great respect to Mm, 
how article 14 can come into this arti¬ 
cle 15 talks of equality before law. I 
fully agree that if a law violated arti¬ 
cle 14, it is ultra vires of the Constitu¬ 
tion. But what has been held by the 
courts all along In respect of thl* 
article is that when you make a reason¬ 
able classification and when you do not 
ei^ly the law by picking and choo&ing 
one or two individuals for special and 
favourable treatment, merely because 
you make a classification, article 14 is 
not violated. Here there is a clear- 
cut classification. It talks of all candi¬ 
dates who will be benefited, irrespec¬ 
tive of political parties, colour or their 
independence against whom election 
petitions are pending in the High 
Courts or Supreme Court. (Interj up- 
lion). From what you read yourself, 
the Supreme Court has referred to 
friends and admirers. You know better 
than I that indeoendent candidates 
have friends and admirers. Gokhale 
might have a Gokhale Mitra Mandal 
to support him if he is a no party 
candidate. Even in one of the judg¬ 
ments I read, there is reference not 
only to political parties but friends and 
admirers and associations formed for 
the purpose. This is not unknown to 
him. He is far more experienced than 
me and he has fought many more 
elections. I cannot believe that he does 
not know how election funds are 
collected and how money is spent. 

It is perfectly legitimate for the 
oivosition to say that this law is 
motivated by this and that and so on 
and so forth, but I sternly cautioned 
at tiiat time that our discussion should 
not lead us into a discussion oq the 
fai^ of the existing caseo-. That was 
Indirectly sought to be dope. Unfor- 
' Sfar, you were not in the 

1 am not going to repeat all 
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Iho.-ie allegations, i know that for au 
those allegatioils, there is also a repb' 
in the Court. Therefore, those allega¬ 
tions are not the final facts which are 
found by the courts. Ultimately the 
courts may or may not find those 
facts. The same thing was referied 
with reference to the rostrum of the 
Prime Minister.. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: I read out 
from the affidavit. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: You read 
out and Mr. Bosu also read out that 
statement in 1969. This had come up 
for consideration in the courts and this 
challenge was thrown out from the 
courts. This will arise for considera¬ 
tion in the Allahabad High Court It'^ 
the petition against the Prime Minister 
and I am sure the High Court is 
competent to deal with it. But 1 did 
not understand one argument. If we 
are to go on the assumption that the 
Prime Minister’s security is a matter 
which is of vital interest to the whole 
nation irrespective of party alfiliations. 
that security is no less important In 
an election meeting than anywhere 
else. Therefore, the emphasis as to 
how much mon^ is paid by the party 
etc. is completely irrelevant for this 
discussion. I am not going to deal 
with it. Thesp questions have been 
answered .several times. 

It was said, ".you are legitimasing 
corruption”. It has been said, “you 
are not giving effect to the recommen. 
dations of the Joint Committee ’. After 
all, when the Joint Committee func¬ 
tions, I know there can be differences 
of opinion. How do we proceed? We 
proceed on the basis of a reemnmea- 
dation which is of the majority. In 
this case it is not. In some of the cases, 
it is not majority recommendation, but 
it Is a recommendation which is 
dmost unanimous. The question as to 
whether parties should be called upon 
to furnish their return of election ex¬ 
penses or for that matter whether 
there should be any limit on partr 
Mpenditufe hat,as it not escafpd 
the attoition of the Joint Commime. 
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1 am not saying, what they said is the 
final word. In view of the importance 
of the matter, whatever the Joint Com¬ 
mittee may have decided, it i.s open 
tor us to discuss it and see whether in 
consultation with all of us it is possi¬ 
ble to do anything in this direction. 1 
cannot say what is possible, but I do 
not close the issue. It is a matter of 
great importance, which 1 do agree 
should receive attention. Therefore, 
the other argument that we have 
changed the character of Section 77 
does not hold good. 

That the Government should take 
over certain expenditure was the one 
point made by Shri Jagannathrao Joshi. 

I am not averse to considering this 
aspect. In fact, we are examining that 
question. It is a matter as to what 
extent v. e will be able to do that. In 
view of the vaslness and the size of 
the country as well as the electorate, 
whether we will lie able to do to the 
fullest extent is a different matter. 
Whether certain items of expenditure 
can be taken over is a suggestion 
worth considering. I am not rejecting 
if outright. It is a matter which we 
will consider carefully and probably 
riiscusss it with you also and find cut 
a.s to what should be done in this 
matter. 

Then, a reference was made to tlie 
review peitition, I believe, by my hon. 
friend, Mr. Mavafankar, filed by Mr. 
Chawla. The House knows that mat¬ 
ters which have been finally disposed 
o; by the Supreme Court or by the High 
Court have been excluded by the ope¬ 
ration of this Ordinance. He asked: 
What will now the Supreme Court 
decide? That is the only question I 
cannot answer. But, I am sure, Mr. 
Chawla’s right to get the ju(."rnent 
reviewed under Article 137 stands un¬ 
impaired irrespective of this Ordinance. 
The right to review has been there and 
the right to review has been exercised. 
If the Supreme Court is pleased to 
take cognizance of the review petition 
and issue notice to the otherside, the 
Stipreme Court will go into the review 
petition on merits. 


Sir, I would submit that most of the 
doubts which have been expressed have 
no foundation. I do hope that this 
Biiy will receive the .support of the 
House. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHBA 
(Begusarai): Mr. Deputy-Speakei', 

Sir, I regret to have to say that the 
reply of the hon. Law Minister is the 
most perfect model of an evasive reply. 
The hon. Law Minister, Mr. Gokhale. 
has proved to be the proverbial duck 
on which whatever quantity of water 
we might pour, not a single drop 
will stick. 

The basic point of law is that if the 
word “authorised” doe.s exist in Section 
77, then would it be allowed to exist 
in the real sense of the term or not or 
whether authorisation would be re¬ 
quired to be interpreted a'.‘cording 
to the sweet wishes of the executive 
or of the ruling party. If the word 
“authorisation” does exist, my question 
which I put squarely to him earlier 
way: Would the law Minister prevent 
a.ny court from going into the q testion 
of implied authorisation? 1 think, it is 
beyond the capacity of any executive 
to go into question of implied authori¬ 
sation. They are really in a quandary. 
Whatever change.s they might bring In 
Section 77, they vinould not be able to 
tell the court, “Please do not go into 
the question of implied authorisation.” 
It is only the Law Minister who would 
appropriate to himself the right of 
saying, what does authorisation exact¬ 
ly mean. 

In all cases which the Law Minister 
has cited, the word “authorised” does 
exist. I will go into all these cases. 
This is bound to exist because that te 
in the law itself, in section 77 itself. 
So. it is bound to exist. Whatever the 
ert'orl on the part of the Law Minister, 
he has i^ot been able to erase that 
word from the substantive Section of 
the law. It is only by a backdoor 
method, by an indirect method, that 
he wants that the word ‘authorisation* 
should be a non-word, should be al- 
most non-existent. That is what he 
desires. But my humble mibmlialOB 
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is that, so lonp as is i*emains in -the 
substantive clause, the court will al¬ 
ways interperl it and in all cases 
the Law Minister has been,pleased to 
cite, this word does exist. 

Now, let me come to the cases into 
which he ha-s gone just now and to 
which I hj'.d made a reference earlier 
in my speech while moving the Reso¬ 
lution. 

k The hon. Lav, Minister has refeiTed 
to the case of Rananjaye Singh u.v. 
Brijnath Singh What does the Sup¬ 
reme Court say about this? I will re¬ 
peat what J have said earlier, so that 
the House may bo in a position to 
judge whether the interpretation of 
the hon. Law Minister is correct or 
the interpretation put by the Supreme 
Court is correct. There, the Supreme 
Court says: 

“This Court had no occasion to 
consider whethep* the elected candi¬ 
date could be said to have auihoris- 
>'d any expenditure by knowingly 
taking advantage of the services of 
these persons because no such argu¬ 
ment was advanced before ihe 
Court. In fact, such an argument 
;-ould not plausib’y be advanced 
because salaries paid by the father 
to these persons wore not for the 
purpose of working in connection 
with the election.” 

After one or two lines, the Supreme 
('’curt has said 

“This decision does not. therefore 
run eontr.'iry to what we have 
said.” 

No plea o! thi;-. kind had been 
taken in that case, in the Rananjaya 
Singh vs. Baijnath Singh case, and thf 
Supreme Court has held that no such 
plea could have been plausibly taken 
in that case. So, that is the position. 
And the Supreme Court has asserted 
that it does not go against the judg¬ 
ment tha^ y hod delivered. 

Coming to Ram Dayal r.?. Bri.1rai 
.Singh and others, the question aro^e 
whefther a certain expenditure incur¬ 


red by the Maharaja of Gwalior and 
the Rajmata coiuld be said to be an 
expenditure in connection with the 
election of the candidate. The Court 
had pointed out; 

Tn the absence of any connec¬ 
tion ...” I would like to lay str 6 ^eB 
on this: 

“In the absence of any connection 
carried on by the Maharaja and the 
Rajmata with the candidature of 
Brijraj Singh, it is impossible to 
hold that any expenditure was in¬ 
curred by Brijraj Singh which was 
liable to be included in the election 
expenses of the first respondent.” 

Further the Court had said; 

“We agree with the High Court 
that under section 77(1) only the 
expenditure incurred or authorised 
by the candidate himself or by his 
election agent is required to be in¬ 
cluded in the account or return of 
election expenses and thus expen¬ 
ses incurred by any other agent or 
person without anything more need 
not be included in the account or 
return_” and so on. 

M.,' humble submission is that, if there 
could be any connection established 
between the canvassing activities car¬ 
ried on by the Maharaja and the Raj- 
m.nta. then the Court would have held 
that that wa.s an expenditure which 
shouUl be included in the account of 
th'' candidate. These are the words of 
the judgment which I am quoting: 

"But ii, the absence of any such 
connection between the expenditure 
incurred between the canv-issing 
activities carried out by the Maha¬ 
raja and the Rajmata with the can¬ 
didature of Brijraj Singh, it is im- 
possible to hold that any expendi¬ 
ture was incurred by Brijraj 
Singh.” 

Now, would not the hon. Law Minister 
agree with, me that if the Supreme 
Court found that there was a nexus 
between the two. then, it would have 
been proper for the Supreme Court to 
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hold in that case also that the expen¬ 
diture should be put down to the ac¬ 
count of the candidate? These arc the 
points of the Supreme Court’s judg¬ 
ment- (Interruptions) What? Now, 

you are a lawj^er in disuse. 

So, Sir, here what has been happen, 
ing is that the hon. Law Minister has 
been conveniently ignoring all these 
important observations of the Sup- 
erme Court and he has been only going 
in the direction in which his Party has 
asked him to go because of the reasons 
which have been mentioned by many 
of my hon. friends. 

Now, he had laid a great store by 
the judgment in the case of V. Raja- 
gopal Rao vs. N, G. Ranga. May I 
point out in that very connection what 
the Court has to say? Here, the first 

question rekted to a publication 

brought out in connection with the 
candidature of a particular person. 
There, the Supreme Court says: 

“If it is a publication by a person 
other than the candidate or his elec, 
tion agent, the consent of the candi¬ 
date or his election agent must be 
established before the charge is held 
proved. Proof of express consent is 
not necessary.” 

Now, this is the point on which I 
would like to lay stress. The Court 
says; 

“Proof of express consent is not 
necessary. Inference of such a con¬ 
sent may be raised from the cir¬ 
cumstances.” 

here is also a case of implied 
inference, implied authonsation. When 
that could arise in the case of a pub¬ 
lication. it should stand to reason that 
it could arise in th^ case.of an expen¬ 
diture, also. If the whole question... 
fInterruptions) Ijdr. Rao, don’t

Now, if that could be in the matter 
of a publication, why should it not? ■ 
The authorisation can be implied in 
the case of a publication. The authori¬ 
sation cannot be implied in the case 
of an expenditure of other kind? Is 
that the submission of my hon. friend? 
Then the qii'jstion arose in that very 
case Rajagopal Rao vs. N. G. Ranga 
and the Court observed: 

“Towards the boarding and lodg- ■ 
ing expenses of workers, it appears 
Simha Jagannatham, President of the 
District Swatantra Party pai^ Rs. 
5000 and Rs. 1200 after the 
election. It was proved by evidence 
that the Party office was in the house 
of Simha Jagannatham. The workers 
were lodged and boarded in a place 
called Sri Venkateswara Board¬ 
ing and Lodging at Srikakulam.” 

Now. if it could be proved again in 
this case that the boarding and lodging 
did take place in the house of the 
District Swatantra Party Chief, my 
submission is that the whole amount 
could have been credited into the 
account of the election of the candi¬ 
date. That being the position in the 
case of Rajagopal Rao us. N. G. 
Ranga—in the other case I have 
pointed out that in the case of a 
publication they accept that there can 
be implied authorisation, not neces¬ 
sarily express—where the court has 
held that there was no evidence to 
shew that this expenditure of the 
boarding and lodging was incurred in 
the house of the District Swatantra 
Party President and, therefore, it 
could not be put down to the account 
of the candidate. But, if it could be 
proved, then, of course, my submis¬ 
sion is that it could have been inclu¬ 
ded in the election account of the 
candidate. So, whichever case the 
hon. Law Minister has cited, he has 
not done justice to the observations 
made biy the hon. Court and I ^Ink 
that thereby he. has tri^ to complete¬ 
ly distort the meaning of the judg¬ 
ments on which the. Suprenw Court 
has relied. The Law Mbiislter Mid 
that the Court has to go by tljili 

the sititufd. An the what 
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been telling to the country is that the 
court has to interpret the laws in terms 
oi the ethos and the spirit of society 
and so on. That is what they have 
Ibeen telling the country all the time. 
'But in this case they want their own 
philosophy. It is not the supreme court 
which has imported a philosopher into 
this thing. It is the philosophy of cor¬ 
ruption which the ruling party wants 
to import into this thing. It is a philo¬ 
sophy of, I again say, corruption. What 
else can I say? There could not be any 
.other correct philosophy except that 
•of the supreme court, which philosophy 
It relied upon, to interpret the law in 
this connection. 

Having said this, I would J'ke the 
hm. Mini.ster to consider whether now 
tho candidate as such does not disap- 
p.var in a sen.se altogether in the mat¬ 
ter of expenditure. If a candidate 
shows only zero expenditure and all 
- the expenditure is shown lo be incurred 
i V the party, the hon. l,aw’ Minister 
would say it i.s according to law. Is 
that the spirit of Are law w'hich you 

want Us to appreciate? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: That is a mathe¬ 
matical absurdity. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Now the parly takes the place of the 
candidate in the matter of expendi¬ 
ture. And what would the party 
mean? The party would mean, in 
FeffefTct. an agency of moneybags and 
capitalists. It can’t be anything else. 
You are placing the party in that posi¬ 
tion where if can spent amounts, limit¬ 
less amounts. I should say. on a candi¬ 
date. The Minister has said this yes¬ 
terday. He said that election petitions 
involve members of the opposition as 
well. Did any opposition party ap¬ 
proach the Minister to come forward 
with this amendment? No. But yet 
he said, election petitions are not only 
aceming the ruling party but that 
members of the opposition as well are 
involved in It. I would say that this 
sympathy of the Law Minister so far 
as the members of the opposition are 
concerned, is misplaced and this is 
totally uncalled f 6 r. 


Sir. let me make it clear on behalf 
of the entire opposition that no opposi¬ 
tion party seeks this amendment at all. 
If it did involve, ^en again, he has not 
answered the question which I had 
raised earlier on. Why did you not 
consult the opposition parties before 
the promulgation of this ordinance? Did 
you think it fit to consult the members 
of the opposition when you wanted to 
promulgate an ordinance on smug¬ 
gling? But when it comes to protec¬ 
ting the political smuggling you 
do this, because you want to pro¬ 
tect this very thing. Otherwise what 
Is the reason for this at all? In a vital 
matter of election with which the Par¬ 
liament of India ought to be concerned 
more than anybodyeTse there you did 
not think fit to consult the Opposition. 
Why? The Opposition could have been 
persuaded by your point of view or it 
could not have been persuaded as it was 
in the case of smugglers. 


It is abundantly clear tliat they seem 

to be determined to make the ballot- 
box equivalent of the chest box of the 
ruling party. That is their plain inten¬ 
tion. Earlier a candidate’s dis-honesty 
could make a nonsense of the ceiling 
law on expenditure now the party is 
being asked to supplement the dis¬ 
honesty of an individual candidate, that 
is the plain meaning of this amend¬ 
ment. The Law Minister asks us tn 
believe that the Government is keen 
to bring about reforms in the election 
system. If that is the proof of their 
keenness. I must say, we will have 
absolutely nothing to do with the re¬ 
forms they have in their mind. 

The decision of the ruling party to 
do awa.y with the ban on company do¬ 
nations is indeed an indication that the 
ruling party wants to amass as much 
money as it is possible for them. They 
will produce only a certificate of R's. 2 
lakhs from these businessmen whereas 
they would have got from them under 
the counter Rs. 2 crores. 
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If the hon. Law Minister and lus 
party are really serioqp aboul Ihc elec¬ 
tion reform then may 1 ask him why 
did not his party support the suggestion 
for putting a ceiling on the expenditure 
to be incurred by the party. We had 
all suggested that the party also should 
be obliged to file el'-teion rfti!tn.«. If 
you were serious why did noi >our 
party support that suggestion in Ihc 
Joint ftelect Committpe itself. 

Finally, I would say that the hon. 
Law Minister has also not answered the 
point about discrnninafion that is imp¬ 
lied in this law. Why didn 1 .011 inu- 
tect the election of Shri Chaw'J.iV ran 
any law be based on disi-rinunation? 
That is what ycu arc doing. 

This is ah only .uiginenting the heat 
waves of their words. So far as ideo¬ 
logical postures are eoneorned they do 
not mean anything serious. It is also 
a clear violation of the law of ceiling 
on election expenditure. 'J'his makes 
a complete nonsense of this. 1 w’ou.'d 
say if the Election Commission and the 
Government of India really want to 
exercise a check on oorrunl practices 
then why should not the Election Com¬ 
mission organise intensive and effective 
checks in about hundred constituencies 
in which the high-ups and the affluent 
persons are involved. 

If that is done. I think that w'e e.xer- 
cise an effective check on the corrupt 
practic'Js i*r election. But, this Election 
Commission consists of persons who 
have been bred up in that tradition of 
bureaucracy. That cannot be expected 
to go against them. We have absolu¬ 
tely no faith in such an Election Com¬ 
mission. Why has the Government not 
been coming forward with a mea'iuro 
which will expand the Election Com¬ 
mission? That is the question to which 
the hon. Law Minister has not answer¬ 
ed. What stands in your way in ex¬ 
panding the Election Commission? We 
simply have faith in one man Election 


Commission. But. that one Member- 
Election Commis.iiion is always 
under your patronage. So, I would 
submit that wo cannot support this 
measure w'hich W'e consider to be the 
greatest on-slaught on our democracy 
and we oppose it with all the strength 
operate in the oiher stages of this Bill 
because they go b.v the strength of the 
majority. So, let it be made clear that 
w'c. from the Oppb.sition, would not 
cooperate in other stages of this Bill 
because it is clear that they want to 
go by the steamroller majority on the 
strength—on the phy.sical number—in 
this ITou.sc--which we would not sup¬ 
port

Sir, the leaders of the Opposition 
Parties have already put forward their 
irrefutable arguments to prove how 
the passage of this Bill will encourage 
the moneyed people and they alone will 
have a smooth entry into this House 
while the poorer people will have prac¬ 
tically no chance to come to this House^^ 
and as such I will not reiterate that 
argument once again. I would, how¬ 
ever. stress that after this Bill is pass¬ 
ed the entire election system will be 
dominated by money power. This mo¬ 
ney power will have an unfettered free¬ 
dom to weild its unethical influence 
and elections w-ould be a mockery. My 
friend Shri Joshi has rightly pointed 
out that the very foundation of demo¬ 
cracy will be shaken because hereafter, 
the candidate with enormous financial 
resources will always have an edge 
over tho.se who lack them. The "Lok 
Sabha” can never be a House of true 

representatives of the People, but it 
would be a House of the representatives 
of the moneyed people. Sir, Democracy 
is. described as a “Government” of the 
people, for the people and by the peo¬ 
ple” but after this Bill is passed it 
would whol/y change the concept of 
democracy in our country. It would 
then be a Goveniment of the moneyed 
people, by the moneyed and for the 
moneyed people". 

The representative of the agri¬ 
cultural labourers, cultivators and the 
working class can hardly And a place 
in this House. Sir, I could support the 
Minister if he had introduced an 
amending legislation which sought to 


lower the voting age to* 18, if it .sought 
to introduce proportional representation 
in our electoral s.ystem, if it provided 
the right to recall to the electorate, if 
it provided that use of vehicles would 
be banned within a certain distance 
from the polling booth on the polling 
rate, or if it provided that on comp¬ 
laints from the candidates opposi¬ 
tion parties that some rigging had taken 
place, the Government would automdt- 
tically order a repolling in that cons¬ 
tituency but far from all the Gov¬ 
ernment have brought forward a Bill 
which will only encourage the play of 
money and black money into politics. 
Today the concept of “one leader” “one 
party” is being propagated by the ruling 
party. The country is being pushed 
toward.*? dictatorship. For all these 
reasons 1 have suggested some statutory 
limit through my amendments and I 
would urge the House to accept them. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAn MISHRA; 
We do not give our co-operation to, 
this. We are walking out. 

Shri Shyamnandan Mishra and some 
other lion, members then left the 
House 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I have 
moved amendment No. 80. I hope at 
this stage the hon. Minister w'ill accept 
it. I have not moved the other two 
amendments in my name. I have omit¬ 
ted the last one because I think it creat¬ 
es a controversy. 

As the Minister has said, the Supreme 
Court has given some interpretation to 
the Representation of the People Act, 
section 77 and because of that a situa¬ 
tion has arisen and by this Bill he is 
trying to restore the status quo ante. 
By this amendment. I Seek to omit “or 
by any other association or body of 
persons or by any individual (other than 
the candidate or his election agent)”. 
Otherwise, this will simply open the 
floodgates and openly leg^ise comip* 
tion, expenditure of black money etc. 
This should be the concern not only of 
us but of the entire House, of all those 
who have been elected by tte people. 
We are concerned with defending and 
proofing democracy; but we ant not 
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strong enough to do it alone. That is 
why I say this is the concern of all those 
interested on this or that side. I ap¬ 
peal to the hon. Member that he should 
accept my amendment. This should 
als » be his concern. I »m not doing 
it for to sake of propaganda. I mean 
it very seriously. He should also do 
likewise. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I am not 
able to accept his amendment. I ap¬ 
preciate his argument. But I would 
say that when the election law is 
amended, we shall keep this in mind 
and see if anything can be done. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DAR; I am also working out. 

Shri Krishna Chandra Haidar left the 
House. 

SHRI BOGENDRA JHA: Is it an 
assurance? 

SIIRI H. R* GOKHALE: It is not an 
assurance. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It is an 
assurance to consider. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I said that 
we could consider it at that time.

CHEMICALS (SHRI K. E. GAN-

ever, the Government H^ve been re¬ 
viewing the working of the. company 
is periodical meeting held from time 
to time. The Audit Board .set ui* 
with effect from Ifit April 1.’69 o<' 
the Comptroller and Auditor General 
has undertaken appraisal of the 
working of Hindustan Antibiotics 
Ltd. Their report was presented to 
the Lok Sabha on the 14th March, 
1974. The Board of Directors of 
H.A.L. had als,o appointed a com¬ 
mittee with the following terms of 
reference:— 

"to investigate into the working 
of the production, engineering and 
material management departments 
with particular reference to the 
performance of the personnel and 
fix responsibilities for shortfalls.” 

This report was submitted to the 
Board of Directors on the 25th Sep¬ 
tember, 1974. The recommendations 
of the Sub-Committee as approved by 
the Board are under various stages of 
implementation by the company, 

SHRI S. N. MISRA: What are the 
irregularities found by the Commit¬ 
tee and what are the amounts invol¬ 
ved therein? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: The Com¬ 
mittee has gone into various aspects 
of the production and other aspects 
of HAL. Its recommendations relate 
to the shortfall in the production and 
engineering departments and the res¬ 
ponsibility of the service chiefs, the 
responsibility of the chief executives, 
discipllng at various levels, the moti¬ 
vation of the staff, decentralisation 
and delegation of authority, setting 
up a technological cell, the strength¬ 
ening of the fermentation process 
and modernisation of the penicillin 
plant These are broadly the aspects. 
As for the specific question, whether 
they have quantified in terms of lea¬ 
ses, I do^ aot. have the answer at the 
moment.

MR. SPEAKER- The question ‘was 
very categorical.

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA:; Various in¬ 
dustrial licences are given to HAL 
which are not implemented up till 
now.

THE MINISTER OF A-STROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS (SHRI K. D. 
MALAVIYA): (a). The basis of Kero¬ 
sene allocation to States was recently 
reviewed and the scheme of uniform 
cuts on all States was changed to 
give weightage to the various factors 
and special features of States having 
an impact on kerosene consumption. 

No allocation of HSD or LDO is 
made State-wise. Spplies are arrange 
ed on the basis of region wise esti¬ 
mates of demand. 

(b) The distribution of kerosene oil 
for retail sale is the responsibility ot 
the State Governments. All Slate 
Governments have been requested to 
have an effective system of kerosene 
distribution in the States in view of 
the present oil crisis; so as to ensure 
equitable distribution of the avallnble 
supplies. There have been io restrir- 
tiors ro far on diesel oil sales by Ihe 
oil companies’ retail outlets. State 
Governments have also been requested 
to ensure availability of HSD/LDO 
for agricultural purposes on priority, 
if necessary, through the system of 
issuing diesel allocation cards to the 
agriculturists.

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: In 
the statement given by the hon. Minis¬ 
ter, one can see that both in the ease 
of IDPL and the SsmtheHc Drugs 
Plant at Hyderabad, there is a wide 
gap between Installed capacity and 
the actual productton. The installed 
capacity is not even half-utilised, I 
wbixld like to kiiow from the hon. 
k^ister, whdt' are the reasons for 
the'^^ilttfe of utiliMtioa of the instal¬ 
led, capacity, when there is shortage 
of life saVteg medtehte in the cboiic 
iryf" ‘ 


SHRI K. R. GANESH: Sir, it is a 
fact that the actual production has 
been short of installed capacity. Sir, 
there are separate reasons both for 
IDPL and the Hyderabad plant. As 
far as IDPL is concerned, there has 
been technical problem about' the 
strain, about the slow activity and its 
si-bilisation and recently a ”ew stra¬ 
in has been provided by the collabo¬ 
rators which is showing better re- 
ruHs. It is expected that within the 
next six months or so, it will be pos¬ 
sible to reach the rated capacity. 
Then, Sir, there has been power 
shortage in U.P. os well as in Maha¬ 
rashtra. This has also affected the 
production. There has been shortage 
of raw materials Kke Sulphuric Acid 
and so on and there have also beei.'!. 
some natural calamities, as far 
IDPL is concerned, like, for example, 
the Alaknanda disaster and varioiiS 
other things/ Then, Sir, there has 
been some contamination also ia 
the fermentation plant as a result of 
which there has been large scale re¬ 
jection of certain anti-Motica pro¬ 
duced and there has also been rather 
unhappy industrial relations in the 
IDPL. Apart from the general ques¬ 
tion' of management and various 
other problems connected with it. 

These are some of the reasons 
Certain steps have been initiated 
see that industrial relations are Im¬ 
proved. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: The 
hon. Minister haa stated that the un¬ 
happy industrial relations in IDKi is 
also one of the reason's for the failure 
to utilise the installed capacity. He 
made a statement four or five days 
here that Government are trying to 
take certain measures so that indus¬ 
trial relations are improved. After 
that, what step* have Government 
taken to improve such relations? 

Secondly, in regard to IDPL, recent¬ 
ly a Soviet technical team visited the 
country to discuss the problems of 
coUalmfatlon. W^t was the reiitdt of 
those diapussions? -Could tome defetls 
be gi'vdn? 
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I iHRI K. R- GANESH: I would men- 
\ that the process of production in 
antibiotics plant is a continuous 
and any little delay or any little 
truction due to power shortage or 
>n industrial relations does cause 
'ery large gap in the fermentation 
>cess. Today industrial relations 
fe considerably improved and 
re is a spirit of cooperation there, 
d is why it is the opinion of the 
?L management that it will be 
i possible for them within the next six 
months or so to reach the rated capa- 
I'city. 

As for the visit of the Soviet team, 
they have supplied a better strain. 
That has been tried and is now being 
tried also for commercial use. It has 
shown much better results, and with 
Ibis strain on commercial production 
probably it will be possible to increase 
the utilisation of capacity to a much 
* higher extent. 

SHRl PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN- 
Si- The Minister stated in his answer 
that due to certain reasons the instal¬ 
led capacity of IDPL could not be 
utilised. Is it not a fact that while 
IDPL and government-owned drug 
manufacturing units are not getting 
suflicient raw materials specially sul¬ 
phuric acid commensurate with their 
installed capacity, foreign monopolies 
like Pfizer and Cynamidc India (Leder- 
lie Division) are able to get such raw 
materials and thus are able to utilise 
their installed capacity? If so, what 
is the reason behind this? Will the 
Minister have this investigated? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I had Indi¬ 
cated that one of the reasons for low 
utilisation of capacity has been short¬ 
age of certain raw materials including 
sulphuric acid. He has put a specific 
question whether some of the foreign 
(XHicerns are getting these while IDPL 
is not. I will look into this and see 
whether there is a general shortage 
Or whether there is any sabotaf^ In¬ 
volved as far as IDPL is concerned. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: The 
Minister stated that production has 
differed due to various reasons in¬ 
cluding, ighpur unrest and shostage of 


power. What production of produc¬ 
tion has suffered due to these two 
factors and what steps is he taking 
to get over these factors? 

SHRI K. R. 4aNESH: It is difficult 
to quantify each factor leads to what 
percentage. As far as electricity is 
concerned, the U.P. Government has 
been kind enough to allow full power 
to the IDPL after it was discussed 
with them. As far as industrial rela¬ 
tions are concerned, efforts have been 
made to improve relations and put 
them on a more rational and scientific 
basis.

The Lay-out Plan has to 
indicate the location of pump, tank, 
sales buildings, etc., conforming to the 
safety distances as per Explosive 
Regulations and Indiah Road Congress 
Rules. On receipt of District Magis¬ 
trate’s approval, application to Con¬ 
troller of Explosives is required to be 
made for storage licence. 

(b) As per the current Petroleum 
Act, Diesel oil is classified as a ‘Non- 
dangerous’ Petroleum Product.

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SHRl BHOGENDRA JHA: I hope 
you will maintain this commonsense 
always! 

MR. SPEAKER: 1 will not mind 
even if 10 per cent is rorrect. It is 
all a guesswork. If you see the 
news item they are not identical even. 
Some papers say something something 
else is said By some other papers. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: So, 1 
say this is factually incorrect. They 
did not walk out. Time was given to 
Government to consider the issue. 
The question is one of differentiation 
between quotation and taking notes, 
whether they can differentiate that 
or not. There is one other point. 1 
do not want to repeat what has been 
said by other hon. Members. The 
other day the offer was made by 
I^ime Minister and we in this House 
could not persuade ourselves to ac¬ 
cept that offer on that day but it was 
accepted in the Rajya Sabha. 

The next day, it was accepted by 
Us here too. And Mr. Morarji Desai 
made' a statement and we accepted 
it. It was pointed out that if wo 
accepted that the next day why we 
ffld not accept it on that very day. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: How is 
it relevant? 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: It is 
very pertinent. I want to make a 
submission and so I would like the 
Members'to hear me. I want to tell 
you one thing. I want the House and 
Qie country to know whether the 
CBI Chargesheet is a real one or only 
a summary that is filed in the court. 
Th at is why we demanded that the 
whole report should be gone into in 
order to ascertain the facts. The 
whole country is waiting in expecta- 

tioR that the leaders of the Opposi- 

tian will go into the entire report 
end, if they are satisfied that there 
is truth in the chargMheet, the matter 
reits there. If they are not satisfied 
wB&'the 'tontents or If they had that 
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something is suppressed or has not 
been quoted in the prosecution stage 
or in the chargesheet, then we have 
a right to go into the whole ques¬ 
tion. In Rajya Sabha I have talked 
to some of the Members where al¬ 
most all party members were present. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Our party was not there. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; At the 
meeting of yesterday in Rajya Sabha 
a method was adopted. Whoever may 
be the Member who was present they 
perxised the report and put a flag to 
that page. Afterwards it would be 
easy for them if they want to re¬ 
construct the whole matter. That 
was done by marking and flagging. 

The Opposition may take notes 
naturally. But, we are supposed to 
maintain some secrecy. It would be 
much better at least what happened 
in the Rajya Sabha is done in Lok 
Sabha too. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
No. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Please 
hear me. The whole country expects, 
us to go through the wTiole report 
Otherwise the people will think that 
we are not doing out Huty. We have 
to go through the report and satisfy 
ourselves one way or tti© other so 
that the country knows where the 
matter stands and whether the per¬ 
son concerned has been shielded ot 
not. Let us follow the method adopt¬ 
ed by the Rajya Sabha. Shri Morar¬ 
ji Deasai gave his statement the next 
day. This method can be' adopted. 
Whatever may be the page, if you 
think that there is something, we 
may flag it and may make use of the 
portions. That is my submission. 
(Interruptions). Please allow me to 
c omp lete my subnussion. Do not 
disturb me. 

Rtna SHYAMNANDAN MISHRAt 
Why did you mention tho naan 
Shri MnwH D«tl? 
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SHRl BHOGENDRA JHA: Please 
do not distxirb me. ^ply I want to 
state that we are duty bound and the 
whole country is waiting that the 
leaders of the Opposition will go 
through the report to see if there is 
anything new in the report; after the 
Prime Minister’s statement, Shri Mo- 
rarji iDesai made his statement. If 
the Government 'accepts the methxKi 
that is welcome. We can follow the 
method of I^ya Sabha. We have to 
peruse the report to find out the 
truth. We are also accountable to the 
country. Somehow we have to find 
out the truth. 

I am not talking on this side or that 
side. The whole House is committed. 
This was the unanimous understanding 
of the House that the leaders of the 
Oppo'sitibn will perusfc the report. On 
no, pretext, on no account, we should 
give the impression that we have no 
courage to go threugh the report and 
peruse the report. I would again 
make a request. I think those who 
have the courage to find out the truth 
should go through the report' and have 
fiaggings, as was done in the R'ajya 
Sabha. This will be the way out. 
You can think over it. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Sir, I am 
sure, the Opposition does not want to 
precipitate a crisis again. I hope they 
do not.^ I am now speaking on the 
basis of what has appeared in the Press 
today. Today, Sir, there is a news in 
more than one paper that the Opposi* 
tion walked out on your disallowing 
them to take notes. This is the crux. 
This is Motherland, not my paper. 
This is Motherland of which Mr. 'Vaj¬ 
payee has a control. Prati Pakksh 
also could be quoted. ‘Opposition 
leaders walk out as Speaker disallows 
Jotting*. That is what has been said- 
Therefore, the fact remains. Now, 
Sir, we thought that once he Opposition 
shcm^d the grace of accepting every¬ 
thing in confidence, once they showed 
the grace, may be as an after thought, 
they will see the documents to satisfy 
the^sildyes^thb has been the c^, aa 
yod 'liMb potDted out—as to whetter 
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there was something against some mie 
else who was not involved in 'the 
criminal case. That is what they 
wanted to know. Therefore, if this 
was the only object, we cannot do 
anything md^e than having a perusal;, 
because Sir, taking down notes tanta- 
mounts to having more or less a copy 
which was specifically refused. There¬ 
fore, 

SHRI PILOO MOBY (Godhra): Why 
was it specifically refused? 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Wte know 
now. Let us not go back Into the 
whole thing because no prejudice was 
wanted to be cast on the criminal 
trial. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Prejudice IB 
not your concern. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: We have 
discussed it. Let us not go back into 
the whole thing. The House does not 
agree with Mr. Piloo Mody. Nobody 
in the country agrees with Mr. Piloo 
Mody. Of course, he does not care 
for the country. He belongs to some¬ 
where else. They are trying to queer 
the pitch, playing foul. You know 
that the ball is in your court and you 
are on a weak wicket. Then, you try 
to find some other excuses, you find 
fault with the umpires, you find fault 
with somebody else’s decision and then 
trying to quit. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: It is like 
cricket. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: This is not 
cricket. If you want to play cricked 
play it with courage, play it iiiith grace, 
play it bravely and come and see the 
entire documents in the same manner 
as the elders, gentlemen of the Rajya 

Sabha, are doing. 

We can agree that 1200 pages cannot 
be {remembered. Therefore, It was 
agreed that you may have markings 
so that you may ultimately bring It tb 
the notice first of ttie Speaker that 
here is some material which we went 
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[Shri Vasant Sathe] 

ultimately to bring to the notice of the 
Leader for further action. Have mark¬ 
ings but do not take down notes. 

SOME HON. MEMBEBS:*'Why? 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; No nothing 
can be allowed because that will defeat 
the very purpose of conhdentiality 
and secrecy. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): In 
your ruling, you very rightly remark¬ 
ed that if was an impropriety on the 
part of Government not to hav^ placed 
the report on the Table of the Sabha. 
Then the Prime Minister suo motu 
came a proposal that she is prepared 
to show the report provided w keep 
it secret under an oath of secracy. We 
accepted it and wanted to see the 
report. The question of objecting to 
taking down notes is an afterthought, 
it is a later invention. It is nobody 
else but Shri Raghu Ramaiah who is 
trying to put all impediments in show¬ 
ing the report to us. It is his inven¬ 
tion that no notes will be taken down 

You know that we are all hon. mem¬ 
bers. We are not going to divulge any 
secret, but for our own benefit, we 
would like to take down notes, so that 
we can remember the points in what 
has been written in the 1200 pages. It 
is not possible to memorise all these 
1200 pages. It is a very genuine 
demand; and if at all this objection was 

an afterthought and you should not 

take any notice of it. We should have 
full freedom to take down notes! I 
suggest that if you want, those notes 
be kept in your chamber. We are pre¬ 
pared to keep those notes there when 
yxe leave the Committee meeting. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai); It 
will be wrong if an impression is 
created in the country that the hon. 
_.^ eaker stood in the way of a mean¬ 
ingful of the CBI report by 

Opposition ^kesman. I do not want 
any grace or' any favour fnan the 
Treasury behci*®** But I want to re- 
cdlect and re<^nd you of what exactly 
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happened in the first day’s meeting. 
The decisions that were taken on the 
first day should be followed. I remem¬ 
ber you were very helpful. There 
were two basic controversies. One was 
whether only the leaders of the groups 
or partieo would be there or whether 
anybody who may be chosen by the 
different parties would be accepted, 
the Minister of Parliamentary Affairs 
was strongly opposed to the latter say¬ 
ing that only the leaders of the 
different parties would be allowed to 
see them. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Then Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi should have been there 
from the oposite side, not Shii Raghu 
Ramaiah. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; You resolved 
the problem by your helpful suggestion 
that any representative of the parties 
could be present there and he would 
continue to be present and only he 
\^x}uld attend the meetings. That was 
the number one problem solved by you. 

MR. SPEAKER: What is the use 
of secracy if all that happened at the 
meeting is to be given out? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; The second 
issue was whether noting of the CBI 
report would be permitted. There 
also you resolved the problem. I quote 
verbatim what you said; Notes may 
be taken, but that is is a verbatim 
quotation will not be accepted on the 
floor of the House if it is used on the 
floor of the House. 

MR'. SPEAKER: Please do not say 
that. Various suggestions were made 
to the Minister. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: This was 
accepted. 

After accepting this at your sugges¬ 
tion, in the fli:^ meeting, how can the 
hon. Minister back out from that? 
Is it the artistic pleasure, how beauti¬ 
fully typed report is the CBI report or 
the literary pleasure, how beautiful 
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police bwe framed sentences in the 
CBI report, is it that kind of pleasure 
that wn want to derive? It will be our 
duty. Those who will be the spokes¬ 
men of the different parties will after 
the perusal of the report, if they find 
anything in the report which affects 
the dignity and honour and privilege 
of Parliament* that will be brought 
before the House? If any action is 
necessary, it should be followed. That 
was the whole objective of the perusal 
of the CBI report. What has been ac¬ 
cepted under your presidentship and 
guidance and according to our sugges¬ 
tion should be fully implemented by 
the hon. Minister of Parliamentary 
Affairs. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K.s RAGHU RAM- 
AIAH): I am grateful to the hon. 
Members who have paid me such 
copious complimpnts. One of them 
said that I am playing one against the 
other; another said that I planted this 
in the Press to embarrass everybody. 
I wish I were such a Machiavelli. They 
all know that I am a nice gentleman 
and that is why they take advantage 
of it. However, I may say this. What¬ 
ever they throw at me, I take it as a 
boquet of roses; they know that also. 
Theiefore, I do not mind. Let me 
make it clear that whatever I said then 
and whatever I say now and whatever 
I say tomorrow will be on behalf of the 
Government; nothing personal so far 
as I am concerned. .. (Interruptions) 

I am glad Shri Vajpayee has quoted 
the Prime Minister she said that she 
was willing to accept the suggestion 
that the Leaders of the Opposition 
“might see in confidence and under 
oath of secrecy”. Shri Vajpayee has 
said: we do not want to see for our¬ 
selves. Then whom do you want to 
see for? 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
I did not say that; he does not follow 
Hindi and he makes a mess ot It. 

Sasi K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: X shaQ 
clew, that mess. 


MR: SPEAKER: Sometimes you see 
certain people; sometimes you are 
tempted to kiss them; they feel tempt¬ 
ed to see and kiss the report some¬ 
times. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: The 
spirit of the offer of the Prime Mini¬ 
ster is what? In the previous sentence 
the Prime Minister says; “Entirely un¬ 
justified propaganda was carried on 
inside and outside”. What was the 
propaganda? What something was be¬ 
ing hidden and therefore it is not be¬ 
ing .shown. The idea of showing it to 
the Leaders of the Opposition was to 
dispel that impression so that they may 
be able to see for themselves that the 
Government had nothing to hide; there 
is nothins more and nothing less: that 
was the intention. 

Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu said that there 
was a united offer four days back. 
Some other Member said impliedly 
that I agreed for the notes being taken. 

The hon. Speaker knows very well 
that it was only a suggestion and I 
was asked to get Government’s reac¬ 
tion. Government have considered 
the matter and they consider that 
seeing does not include faking notes. 
What do they want to take notes for, 
such great leaders, great orators, 
paragons who can retain a compendum 
of even 400 pages in their memory and 
could come and discuss any matter 
have without any notes? Why do 
they want to take notes? It is un¬ 
necessary. We don’t think it is part 
of the offer. Therefore, there was no 
question of my having, accepted if 
any stage. 

Mr. Limaye pointedly said that I 
must have given it to some news¬ 
paper. Of late Mr. Limaye has been 
very much in love with me and if is 
the second compliment he has paid 
me within one week. I do not want 
to throw back mud. But X rember 
the adage, “Thief shouts 'Chief”. (In¬ 
terruptions). 
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[Shri K. Raghu Rumaiah] ' 

Shri Bhogendra Jha has made a 
very helpful suggestion. He said, let 
us follow the Rajya Sabha procedure. 
On behalf of th« Government, I ac¬ 
cept it whole-heartedly. 

Shri P. K. Deo has given me a lot of 
conyiliments by saying that Mr. Raghu 
Ramaiah is putting all impedimmts. 
1 w:ish 1 could. I am not putting any 
impediment. From the very begin¬ 
ning, I am here to seek your coopera¬ 
tion to see that the work of this 
House goes on smoothly, consistently 
with the dignity and prestige of the 
House. 1 have devoted my entire 
career as Parliamentary Affairs Min¬ 
ister to that objective. I will co¬ 
operate with you. Please cooperate 
with me. Don’t make a confrontation. 

SHRI SMAR GUHA: On a point of 
order. 

MR. SPEAKER: No point of order. 
It is not going to be a debate. I am 
not calling anybody. Unless all of you 
sit down, I will not proceed. I have 
not called any person. 

It is unfortunate that this matter 
has been brought to the House.

That is my advice to all the Speakers 
of the coimtry; 

“—that we must take a total 
view of a situation when it comes to 
the question of our privileges vis-a- 
vis the Press, Parliament and the 
legislatures in India would be doing 
entirely the right thing by them¬ 
selves in taking as far as possible a 
generous view of lapses here and 
there (which often, when you go 
into it, may not be intentional).... 

SHRI MADHU UMAYE: Let us 
then free the Press Coundl.

MR. SPEAKER: ‘‘....in the in¬ 
terests of the free fiinctioning of an 
important ally in the democratic 
cause.” 

This was my observation and ad¬ 
vice to the Presiding Officers while 
dealing with the privileges) against th 
Press. 


Now, unfortunately. I was the first 
victim of the Press, and that too, at 
Shillong, though I am indeed very 
grateful to the Leaders of the Oppo¬ 
sition that they had accepted my ex¬ 
planation. Unfortunately, I was never 
aware till you wrote to me because 
when I returned and reached home, 1 
immediately contradicted it and 
explained it. After a few days I re¬ 
ceived the full text of my Rotary Club 
speech at Shillong my entry, the 
welcome speech, the introduction 
speech, my own speech and . all that 
fdltowed, X thought that T should bring 
it to your notice and I requested you 
to Mhdly hut it on the tape and to 
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[Mr. Speaker] 

spite of that, you,said, ‘No, no. We 
believe it.’ 

Whatever my views afe on demo¬ 
cracy, we sometimes note in the 
'Press ‘ omissions, sometimes under¬ 
statements, sometimes under-men- 
tionings of -the proceedings .some¬ 
times over-statements and exaggera¬ 
tions. We do not mind if we are 
omitted. But, when' there is a mis- 
reporting, we feel concerned. When 
there is a distortion, we are still more 
concerned. When there is a concoc¬ 
tion, we feel helpless. 

I was very happy that in case of my 
Shillong speech, the head of the Press 
Tnist of India, Shri Ramachandran, 
came on the way from Bombay and 
he expressed his regrets. But I ask¬ 
ed him to let me know how it hap¬ 
pened. 1 asked the Secretary-General 
to contact the PTI representative in 
Delhi To my great surprise, when 
he came, the Secretary-General in¬ 
formed me that he was most casual— 
a person whom 1 knew and from 
whom I expected a good response. 
So, I applied the formula which I 
have given here. 

At least then I was not here and I 
was in Shillong. The day I arrived, 
all types of articles and editorials 
appeared and I was the wor.st vic¬ 
tim. Now, this is the second time. 
After all, you are dealing with the 
Speaker. He holds gome position in 
the country. There is no harm if you 
just contact him and either tell him 
about the exact, position—^what is not 
to be disclosed or what they can 
mention. It was my s\irpi1se this 
morning when I found this news-item 
which, as you know, was totally 
wrong. And, I tell you, if you had 
not been there, it would have been 
very difficult for me to explain suo 
moto. 

SHRI FJLOO MCH>Y: Pull him up. 

In^ SPEAKER: I pull up nobody; 
1 vmh to point out that in cue of the 
Leaden Committee also the same 
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Direction goes, that is. Direction No. 
'55. It says: 


*1110 provision of Clause 1 shall 
also mutatis mutandis apply to the 
proceedings of the meeting held by 
the Speaker with the leaders of 
parties end groups in Lok Sabha.* 

Now, whatever we talk, if there is 
any guess work which goes out, to¬ 
day it may be about Speaker of the 
House, tomorrow it may be in the 
case of another leader, and the next 
day it may be about some Members 
also. And naturally it will create a 
very awkward situation indeed.

And therefore, it 
is the responsibility of the Centre to 
see that no atrocity is committed on 
them..

As regards the breaking-up of the 
meeting addressed by Shri Tridib 
Chaudhury, this is causing a serious 
concern to us and I would be grate¬ 
ful if you will make a suitable 
observation in this regard.

RE. MURDER OF A SOCIAL WOR¬ 
KER AT BOLANGIR IN ORISSA 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): Sir, 
I wrote to you to make a submission 
under Rule 377. 

MR. SPEAKER: If it is connected 
with privilege, we are taking it up 
the next day. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: I only want to 
submit that this is a cold, calculated, 
brutal and ghastly political murder 
of a journalist, social worker, youth 
leader and a member of the District 
Committee of B.L.D., Shri Parsuram 
Satpathi at Bolangir on 29th Novem¬ 
ber, 1974. 

Though it is on question of law and 
order, it is a break-down of the 
Constitution in the State of Orissa. 
He met the Governor on the 26th. 
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MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Deo, please 
listen to me. I tell you that this 
matter relates to the law and order 
of the State. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: Sir, this is a 
breakdown of the Constitution. The 
death of Parsuram Satpathi, jour, 
nalist was caused under the wheel of 
cong;resS Jeep DHA 9836 driven by 
Juba Congress workers on 29th 
November 1974. 

MR. SPEAKER; Again 1 tell you 
that this is a law and order problem 
which is the state subject. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: Sir, from F.I.R. 
filed in Bolangir P.S. on 27th Novem¬ 
ber 1974, We learn that on 24th 
November 1974 evening when Shri 
Parsuram Satpathy was coming, he 
met Shri Bikramananda Bohidar on 
the road. 

MR. SPEAKER: Will you please 
lit down? This is a state matter. 

SHRI P. K. DEO; He halted him 
and told him that his life was not 
safe and that he was passing this 
information secretly to Shri Satpathy 
that murderers from outside like 
Bombay and Calcutta might be 
brought to kill him. As Shri Bohidar 
is a member of the Congress Party 
there may be some truth. Please 
take necessary action and give pro¬ 
tection. 

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. DEO, this is 
a State matter. I cannot allow you. 

SHRI D. K. DEO: Sir, the con¬ 
spiracy Was hatched to kill him when 
Z^puty Minister was present in 
Bolangir. 

SPEAKER: 1 tell you again 
that this is a state matter relating to 
the law and order of the State. 

SHRI P, K. DEO: I only invite 
your attention to this that & calculat¬ 
ed murder is committed.

RE. SLOW PROGRESS OP WORK 
IN SALEM STEEL PLANT 

*SHRI E. R. KRISHNAN (Salem): 
Hon. Mr. Speaker, Sir, I wish to sub¬ 
mit an urgent matter of public im¬ 
portance in regard to Salem Steel 
Plant, which is in my constituency, 
Salem. 

Sir, due to uncertainty in allotment 
of funds for the year 1974-75 from 
S.A.I.L. and from the Central Go< 
vernment and also due to allotment 
of only Rs. 3 crores in the year 
1973-74, in general the progress of 
work in Salem Steel Plant has slowed 
down considerably. It is regrettable 
that the Central Government have 
not yet approved the procurement 
of Rs. 40 crores worth of plant and 
machinery required for the Steel 
Plant, This will delay further the 
completion of the first phase of the 
projects by about a year. The issue 
of tender enquiries for major equip¬ 
ment is not yet being issued. The 
finalisation of know-how supplier 

from abroad is pending for a long 

time. On account of this, the Hin¬ 
dustan Steel Works Construction 

Ltd., will receive a set-back in its 
programme of work. The following 
will be the consequence of such inor¬ 
dinate delays: About 3000 employees 
will be out of work; 150 people of 
the permanent labour force will be¬ 
come surplus. Heavy construction 

equipment worth Rs. 1 crore will be¬ 
come idle. This will paralyse the 
technical personnel already engaged 
in different specialised field work. 
Meticulous advance planning is re¬ 
quired for the purchase of allotted 
steel and such other raw material. 

If the purchase of these items is 
postponed, it is likely that they may 
cost much more than what it is now. 

I have to say that already Rs. 7 
crores have been invested in the Steel 
Plant at Salem. The tempo of con¬ 
struction built up by 31st March 1974 
could not be conttoued due to the

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uncertainty in the allocation of funds 
in the current financial year. I re- 
quest that the hon. Minister of 
Steel should take immediate steps in 
this matter and make a statement on 
the fioor of the House at the earliest.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 

I raise one matter because of the im¬ 
portance of it to West Bengal. It is 
.about the second Hooghly bridge 
project. We have seen in West Ben¬ 
gal papers that the Central Govern¬ 
ment is only going to bear half the 
cosfof the project and is not willing 
to start even the construction of the 
project, until the State Government 
agrees to bear the other half.

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SUPPLEMENTARY DEMANDS FOR 

GRANTS (GUJARAT), 1974-75 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI- 
MATI SUSHILA ROHATGI): I pre¬ 
sent a statement showing Supple¬ 
mentary Demands for Grants in res¬ 
pect of the State of Gujarat r'.;r the 
year 1974-75. 

MR. SPEAKER: Shri Sezhiyan. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 

I will take about ten minutes. This 
has got a history behind it and is 
a sequel to the point of order and 
the discussion we had in tie last 
session. In today’s order paper, wo 
see items 10—12 regarding conside¬ 
ration and phssing of Supplementary 
Demands for Grants for Gujarat for 
1974-75. Another set of Supplemen¬ 
tary Demands for Grants for Gujarat 
has been presented just now. 1 wel¬ 
come it, becau&e at least they have 
come to senses. But this requires a 
deeper consideration from the Chair. 
That is v^y I rise on a point of 
submission. 

The first set of supplementar> 
demands for Gujarat was presented 
to the House on 24 August 1974 It 
was scheduled for discussion on 20 
August 1974 along with the Supple¬ 
mentary Demands for Grants of the 
Union Government and the Supple¬ 
mentary Demands for Grants for 
Pondicherry. On 30 August 1974, 
when first the Union Supplementary 
Demands came up for discussion. I 
raised a point of order whether it is 
fsroper to include items of expendi¬ 
ture belonging to the previous years 
in the supplementary demands for 
the current year. That is, whether 
supplementary* demands for 1974-75 
could include any item of expenditure 
in l973-t4. Cn 2 September It was 


held by the Chair that it could not 
be included • in the current year's 
supplementary demands. 

The hon, IVIinister of State iCor 
Finance was Mr. K. R. Ganesh then. 
The Deputy Speaker came to the 
Chair and after the supplementary 
demands for grants for the Unlori 
Government came in, the next item 
on the agenda was those of Gujarat 
and then the item for Pondicherry. 
I raised a point of order much before 
it could be taken into consideration 
on the Gujarat item itself and the 
hon. Minister Ganesh rose up to say 
that the Government had "to accept 
in Gujarat as well as in Pondicherry 
that the same problem will come.” 
They were unceremoniously drop¬ 
ped at that stage. 

On September 6., 1974 when the 
statutory resolution regarding conti¬ 
nuance of the President’s proclama¬ 
tion for Gujarat came up for consi¬ 
deration, I raised this point. I found 
that on 14th June, 1974 a sum of 
Rs. 10.38 crorcs had been withdrawn 
from the Consolidated Fund by a 
presidential order. 1 accept that the 
Government have powers under arti¬ 
cle 357(1) (c). But the House com¬ 
menced its session on 22nd July and 
it went on till 9 September. During 
that period this was never brought 
to the House. 

MR. SPEAKER: It came on the 
24th of August, it was presented. 
What happened after that was part 
of what we did in the House 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: I am on the 
first point. I am not quarrelling with 
their power to withdraw as article 
357(1) (c) says: 

“Where by a Proclamation issued 
under clause (1) of article 356, it 
has Been declared that the powers 
of the Legislature of the State shall 
be exercisable by or under the 
authority of Parliament, it shall be 
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competent for President to autho¬ 
rise when the House of the People 
is not in session expenditure from 
the Consolidated Fund of the State 
pending the sanction of such expen¬ 
diture by Parliament.” 

I raised the issue whether it was 
not against the specific constitutional 
provisions that the advances from the 
Contingency Fund relating to 1973-71 
had not been regularised before 31st 
March, 1974 and also whether it was 
proper on the part of the executive 
to withdraw the amounts fT-om the 
Consolidated Fund by a Presidential 
Order when it was avoidable. A reply 
was given to me on the last day, 9lh 
September saying that the Constitu¬ 
tion did not require such Pro'idenlial 
order issued under article 357 ( 17 ( 0 ) 
to be laid before Parliament. I agree 
article does not say so. Tt says ‘Pond¬ 
ing sanction of such expenditure by 
Parliament’. My ^ only plea is that 
they do not give due respect to 
Parliament which is the final arbiter; 
they should have placed on the Table 
the Presidential Or.der. Fcom 14th 
June till date, they have not done 
so. 

I am going to suggest to the Rules 
Committee that after Rule 216, a now 
rule 216A should be incorporated 
saying that ‘where a Presidential 
order under article 357(1) (c) of the 
Constitution has been issued to autho¬ 
rise expenditure from the Consoli¬ 
dated Ftmd of a State, a copy of 
such Presidential Order shall bo laid 
before the Houses of Parliament on 
the first available opportunity when 
Parliament re-assembles.” 

On 6th September, I raised three 
points. One was about the desirabi¬ 
lity and propriety of withdrawing 
amounts from the Consolidated Fund 
of a State by Presidential order 
without taking the House into confi¬ 
dence. The second point which is 
more vital is, it goes agajinst the 
very basis of the conditions under 
which supplementary demands are to 
be granted, £ asked whether it is 


not against a specific constitutional 
provision that advances from the 
contingency fund relating to 1973-74 
have not been regularised before 31st 
March, 1974. 

MR. SPEAKER: I made some ob¬ 
servations on it and I did not approve 
of it. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Supplementary 
demands deal with two aspects. If 
the provision under the budgetary 
demand is found to be insuilicicnt, 
before incurring further expenditure. 
Government should come before the 
House and get its sanction. If there 
is a new service which was not con¬ 
templated in the budget, that also 
should be included in the supplemen¬ 
tary demands. 

MR. SPEAKER: You say that ex¬ 
penditure incurred in 1973-74 should 
have been regularised before tl^e new 
financial year 1974-75 started. It 
was not regularised. That is why it 
became an Excess Grant. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: A new service 
is one which is, not contemplated in 
the annual financial statement for 
which they cannot take money out 
of the Consolidated Fund withou'i 
sanction of Parliament, Govern¬ 
ment has got two sources: One is 
the Consolidated Fund and the other 
is the contingency fund. Contingency 
fund is meant for unforeseen expen¬ 
diture. When you take an advance 
from it, you should come before the 
House with a supplementary grant, 

MR. SPEAKER: Your view is that 
these were unforeseen items of ex¬ 
penditures; when it is difficult even 
for foreseen expenditure to be in¬ 
cluded, you say, it is very much odd 
that unforeseen expenditure also 
should be thrown on it. To cut it 
short, suppose they withdraw from 
the contingency fund and then they 
refund it? 

SHRI SEZHIYAN; That also has 
to be accommodated under one or the 
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other of the three demands, name¬ 
ly, annual budgetary demand, sup¬ 
plementary dcma'nd and excess 
demand. 

The annual budgetary demand is 
that with whi/ch tjhey come before 
31st March for the coming year. A 
new service is one which cannot find 
a place in tho' annual budgetary 
demand. If a service is included in 
the annual budgetary demand, it is 
no| longer' a new service. A new 
service comes in the middle of the 
year. If you read article 115(1) (a), 
it says: 

‘‘If tire amount authorised by any 
law made in accordance with the 
provisions of article 114 to be ex¬ 
pended for a particular service for 
the current financial year is found 
to be insuf]pcient for the purposes 

of that year....” 

So, the definition has been given, 
^iramely, '.... is found to be insuffi¬ 
cient for the purposes of that year*. 
Suppose, Rs. 100 lakhs have been al¬ 
lotted, and you feel at the end of 
September that Rs. 100 lakhs are not 
enough for 1974-75; then you come 
with a supplementary demand for 
Rs. 30 lakhs or more over and above 
what has been granted in the Bud¬ 
get. 

The second item is: 

“... .when a need has arisen 
during the current financial year 
for supplementary or additional 
expenditure upon some new ser¬ 
vice not contempla'ted in the annual 
financial statement for that year.” 

Even though some amount is left 
out, even though there may be some 
saving, still they ct^nnot spend it on 
i>nw service unless it is included in 
me Supplementary Demands and 
Parliament’s approval is obtained. A 
new .^rvice, it has been rightly said, 
Bhouid-find a place in the Supple¬ 


mentary Demands. It cannot come in 
‘excess’. The definition of ‘excess 
grants' is given in article 115(1) (b): 

‘Tf , any money has been spent 
on any service during a financial 
year in excess of the amount 
granted for that service and for 
that year.” 

In the case of ‘excess’, there are two 
contingencies: there should have 
been some grants already granted for 
that year and they should have been 
exceeded. That comes in the next 
year. For the new service, no 
amount has been granted. There¬ 
fore, two things ouf'oT the three are 
excluded. The annual budgetary 
demand cannot include it because if 
it is included, then it cannot be 
called a new service. It cannot be 
included in the ‘excess’ because, for 
that, there should have been some 
money already granted and that 
should have been exceeded. There¬ 
fore, new services have to be includ¬ 
ed only in the Supplementary De¬ 
mands. And what is the definition 
of ‘Supplementary Demand’? It 
should be for the current financial 
year, when the amount is found to 
be insufficient and also for additio¬ 
nal expenditure on some new service 
not contemplated in the annual fin¬ 
ancial statement. 

Therefore, necessarily, the new 
services should be included in the 
current financial year’s Supplement¬ 
ary Demands. It cannot go beyond 
that. That is my contention. Any 
amount that has been spent on new 
service during a year should be re¬ 
gularised through a Supplementary 
Demand for that year. It cannot go 
beyond that. That is my basic sub¬ 
mission. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): 

I would like to draw attention to 
para 3 of the introductory remarks. 
The points which the hon. Member 
has mentioned.,.. 
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MR. SPEAKER: Without going into 
the details, you may confine your 
remarks to the points he has raised. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
.TEE: I am not going into the details. 
Regarding the points which the hon. 
Member has raised, we are in consul¬ 
tation with the Law Ministry how to 
regularise the items relating to the 
year 1973-74. So far as the present 
Supplementary Demands are concern¬ 
ed, those items have been taken out 
and we have presented here now only 
'the items pertaining to the current 
year, 1974-75. This is my submission. 

MR. SPEAKER: If you lake out 
some money from the Contingency 
Pund and make amends for the excess 
grants, the point is. Whether this is 
the prooer procedure or whether you 
have to come to this House for sanc¬ 
tion. Secondly, what about the pro¬ 
cedure when new exnenditures are to 
be met within the current grants? He 
has raised these points. And many 
other point.s, as you would" remember, 
were raised at the time of the Pon¬ 
dicherry Budget also. Of course, w^' 
•stretched it and we could say that 
the House was seized of it on' the 
24th. Points of order were raised and 
then it was again referred back to 
vou and you came with a new Sup¬ 
plementary Budget. But the basi'’ 
facts still remained that the House 
had not expressed itself bn that. 

But. now, the whole problem will 
.arise if we can go too much into it. 
I fully uphold the objections taken. 
You see that they are not there. We 
have to consider them for future 
reference. It must be avoided in 
future and whenever you take thi-s. 
vou must come witti a statement 
before the House also. We will have 
to go to the Rules Committee also. 

But one suggestion 1 may make to 
your Ministry, that you must have 
some ceD in your Ministry where all 
iyour Budifet estimates; and expendi-

ture and all other connected things 
could be looked into from the proce¬ 
dural side of the Parliament and also 
from the point of view 6 f the Cons¬ 
titution and not rushed through. 
Whether at the State level or hera, 
we must evolve something so that in 
future.... 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE (Banka): 
Who bothers? 

MR. SPEAKER:.... such difficult 
situitions may not arise. On that 
basis, I think I stretch it a bit, but 
this will not be a precedent for 
stretching again and ^ allow the dis- 
ifjussion. You can lay it, but you 
please come prepared for the Rules 
Committee—what to present there, 
how to explain it and how we can 
safeguard against its recurrence. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad): May I makg a submis¬ 
sion, Sir? 

MR. SPEAKER: No, no. Your 
name is not there. 

SHRI ,P. G. MAVALANKAR: 
Last week when this matter was 
brought, I invited your attention with 
great sincerity and you said.... 

MR. SPEAKER: Only Mr. Sezhi- 
yan has written to me. 

SHRt P. G. MAVALANICAR: You 
might remember what happened last 
week. The Minister was laying this 
and I got up with a point of order 
and then followed shouting and in 
til at noise I could not make my sub¬ 
mission and you said, *Next time 
when it is done, you can raise your 
point of order.’ That you said last 
week. That is why I did not write to 
you as I thought I would get a chance. 

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Mavalankar, 
it is all settled now. Had you sent 
me your name or reminded me be¬ 
fore I spoke, I could have allowed 
you but even upto the point of time 
of my getting up, you did not get up. 
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SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: You MR .SPEAKER: I think you have 

were looking to the Minister and I laid it. Mr. Mukerjee. Now, Shri 
could not catch your eye. Brahmananda Reddy. 


SHRI SEZHIYAN: Regarding the 
third set of Supplementary Demands 
presented to-day, my submission is 
this. It has been presented to-day. 
The second set is going to be discus¬ 
sed in the afternoon and passed. 
What is going to happen to the Third 
set? As per Rule 7 of the Gujarat 
Assembly Rules: 

“Supplementary estimates for 
expenses so financed shall be pre¬ 
sented to the State Legislature.. . 

In this case, Parliament. 

“-at the first and second ses¬ 

sion as may be practically sum¬ 

moned to meet immediately after 

the advance is sanctioned.” 

Some of the advances which v/ere 
given in April have not yet beet pre¬ 
sented. We were in session twice 
after April. The Budget Session 
extended upto the 10th May and this 
House was in session from 23rd July 
to 9th September, 1974. Therefore, 
two sessions have already passed and 
in this third session it is presented. 
Sir, presenting is not a mere ritual. 
Presenting to the House is giving an 
opportunity to the House to discuss 
and pass the demands. Therefore, I 
request that both the second .and 
third 'sets should be discussed and 
passed before this session ends. They 
cannot just present it and go away. 

MR. SPEAKER: i must say that 
everything is ticklish. l' can stretch 
it only upto 24th August. There is 
no way out. l do not want that the 
State should suffer for that and the 
only thing is that we can sit together 
and chalk out something. And the 
Ministry will have to circulate cer¬ 
tain directions. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Before the end 
of the session they should pass both 
the demands.

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Chatterjee, 
there has been too much of delay and 
I would request you. 

SHRl SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Sir, this is a matter of 
importance and i would request the 
hon. Minister to kindly listen to this 
and reply. Kindly see page 8 of the 
Supplementary Grants. Page 8 of the 
Supplementary Grants shows the ex¬ 
penses for Wagon India Private 
Limited. Please see last but one 
paragraph at page 8 and it reveals 
that ttie expenditure is for a new 
service. But the expenditure con.- 
cemed has already been incurred out 
of the contingency fund on the 5th 
SetAembar, 1974. And an equivalent 


amount is required to enable repay- 
Tncnt to that fund, that is, the con- 
(in.'^ency fund. That amount of 
li . 2.50 lakhs has been found by 
appropriation of savings within the 
Grants, token vote is now re¬ 

quired. It says that as the decision 
to set up the company was a post¬ 
budget development no provision on 
this account could be included in the 
budget for 1974-75. Two things arLse. 
It was a post-budget development. 

It is a new service as expressly 
staled but thoy have met the expenses 
out of the contingency fund of India. 
Article 115 says this. Mr, Sezhiyan 
ha, said about this. With regard to 
other things supplementary grants 
can be got. That is only in respect 
of expenditure to be made in future 
except in cases covered by Art. 
115(1) (b). Art. 115(1) (b) postulates 
that money may be spent or has been 
spent On any service during a finan¬ 
cial year in excess of the amount 
required for that service and in that 
year. Therefore, Sir, so far as New 
service is concerned. New Service 
cannot possibly come under 115(1) 
(b). It has to be Service already 
authorised for which extra expendi¬ 
ture is necessary which may be 
foreseeable or unforseeable which is 
in excess ox amount covered by 
original budget or supplementary 
grant. That can come only under 
Article 115(1) (b). Now, Art. 115(1) 
(a) is concerned with expenses which 
have been found to be insufficient in 
the course of the year or when a 
need has arisen, during the current 
financial year, for supplementary or 
additional expenditure upon some new 
service not contemplated in the 
annual financial statement. Then a 
supplementary grant has to be passed. 
But, Sir, 115(1) (a) provides for pros¬ 
pective expenses. So far as 115(l)(b) 
is concerned, it provides for regulari- 
sation of the expenses made but it 
can not be in respect of New Service. 
The Constitutional scheme is very 
clear. If Government wants addi¬ 
tional money for a new service it 
must eome before it spends the money. 
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IShri Somnath Chatterjee] 

But. if it is already spent in respect 
of the existing services, if you have 
spent it, then you can com^ up to 
Parliament to have the excess grant 
regularised under 115(1) (b). So far 
as the other relevant provisions are 
concerned, the hon. Minister will no 
doubt refer to Art. 267 because they 
have already incurred the expendi¬ 
ture for the new services out of the 
contingency fund. You will now see 
Art. 267, It says: — 

"Parliament may by law estab¬ 
lish a Contingency Fund in the 
nature of an imprest to be entitled 
“the Contingency Fund of India” 
into which shall be paid from time 
to time such sums as may be deter¬ 
mined by such law, and the said 
Fund shall be placed at the disposal 
of the President to enable advances 
to be made by him out of such 
Fund for the purposes of meeting 
unforeseen expenditure pending 
authorisation of such expenditure 
by Parliamenrby law under Article 
115 or article 116.” 

Therefore, Sir, only such expenses 
can be incurred out of the contingency 
Fund of India which may be authoris¬ 
ed under Aft. 115(1) (a) or (b). 

Now, Sir, as I subhutted the scheme 
of 115 is very clear, so far as new 
(service is) concerned. Theie is no 
provision for authorisation of expen¬ 
diture already incurred in respect of 
a new service. If 115 does not con¬ 
template that, there cannot be any 
unforeseen expenditure and under 
Art. 267, it can not be met out of the 
Contingency Fund of India. There¬ 
fore, when it is expressly admitted 
by them that this is a new service on 
which expenditure has already been 
Incurred, it is clearly in violation of 
Art. 115(1) (a) for which no sanction 
has been obtained. Therefore, it can 
only come under Art. 115(a). This 
does not contemplate ex-post facto 
sanation af expenditure made in 


respect of new service. This is not 
contemplated. This does not come 
under 115(1) (a). This canno^ be an 
expenditure incurred under Art. 267 
of the Constitution of India. There- 
iore, I submit... 

MR. SPEAKER: Can you suggest 
any way out? 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
The position is this. This is a matter 
of great importance and it is very 
frequently coming up. I want to seek 

certain clarifications on on« or two 

items. 

MR. SPEAKER: On the points 
raised by Mr, Sezhiyan, I had made 
certain observations. The same may 
hold good in this case also. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
This is an additional point. Mr. 
Sezhiyan’s point was with regard to 
carrying over of last year’s expendi¬ 
ture. ^ 

MR. SPEAKER: This is something 
which was not in the budget. This 
is a new expenditure which is being 
incurred. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Sir, as you know, the expenditure 
may be in respect of sanctioned 
service or in connection with a new 
service. So far as new service 
is concerned that is permitted to 
the extent which is contemplated 
in the Constitution. Secondly, the 
Government may have to incur ex¬ 
penditure in connection with a new 
service not contemplated at the time 
of the original grant. 

MR. SPEAKER: That is not exist¬ 
ing in the original grant. This is a 
new service, 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
It may be a new service. If it is a 
new service, it comes under Art. 115 
(a) of the Constitution. Suppose the 
expenses are incurred. They are 
regularised under 115(b). Art. 267 
contemplates expenditure in connec¬ 
tion with the unforeseen eacpendltiire. 
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The unforeseen expenditure must be 
in connection with the services 
already granted. Otherwise, it will 
be a mockery of the scheme. It 
appears that on the face of it this is 
a new service and they are trying to 
come to Parliament for a post-facto 
sanction. This is in respect of expenses 
already made. When they come now, 
we have to give a rubber stamp 
for this ex-posto sanction. 

It cannot be done. 

IdR. SPEAKER: It is such a 
depressmg sight to see the whoic 
House empty. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
These are all difficult financial matters. 
You won’t find the House full. 

Sir, I have written to you. This 
is a point of order. The entire 
demands become distorted if my point 
of order is upheld. 

MR. SPEAKER- I hope you don't 
intend to do it. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: I want to help 
the Government, Otherwise 1 
would not have come before the end 
of the Session to say that these 
things should be regularised. 1 
would have waited to see that they 
afe^n the wrong. Even in regard to 
Pondicherry, I helped them. 

MR. SPEAKER: This all started 
at a very ill-amend moment. Since 
that time something is coming taking 
it forward and again taking it 
forward. i think this should be the 
end of it. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: One of the 
officers confessed to me. He said 
‘Why are you raising these things? 
These things have been going on all 
these years; only now you are taking 
it up’. That is the whole trouble. 
These things have not been looked 
into. We are trying to look Into 
that. That is why, all the trouble. 


They have got the majority. They 
can always pass it. But, the point 
is, they should go through the pro¬ 
ducers as laid down in the Constitu¬ 
tion and nunder the Rules and Par¬ 
liament cannot be taken for granted. 

Now, Sir, kindly see page 22 of 
the Second Supplementary Demands 
for Grants of the Central Govern¬ 
ment. There is an item Demand 
No. 63. It is relating to the owful 
state of affairs’ of the Rehabilitation 
Industries Corporation, Calcutta. It 
is a fully owned Government 
undertaking. The Union Government 
have subscribed capital to the extent 
of Rs 3.48 crores and in addition, 
loans aggregating Rs. 4.38 crores have 
been advanced to the Corporation. 
H(‘re, at the end, it has been stated: 

“Meanwhile, it has become abso- 
luto].y necessary to release funds te 
the Rehabilitation Industries Corpo¬ 
ration in the form of loans to 
f'nable them to meet their Working 
Capital requirements and Capita) 
expenditure on essential items. It 
is estimated that during 1974-75. 
the financial assistance to the ex¬ 
tent of Rs. 95 lakhs would be 
necessary. A loan of Rs. 40 lakhs 
has already been advanced to the 
Corporation out of the possible 
savings within the Grant and e 
Supplementary Grant of Rs. 55 
lakhs is, therefore, sou^t.” 

My .submission is thus. No amount 
was allotted in the Budget for 
1974-75 for this. This is a new item. 

A loan of Rs. 95 lakhs is required for 
the year. Out of this. Rs. 40 lakh* 
has already been advanced. Where 
was the sanction to advance this 
loan of Rs. 40 lakhs? It is not as if 
I am taking them by surprise. I 
wrote a letter to them on the 20tb 
September for which on 10th Novem¬ 
ber, a reply came to me^ 

"The loan of Rs. 40 lakhs in 
question was released to the Cor¬ 
poration on 23rd July, 1974.” 
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This is the very crucial date. Sir, as 
a person who has worked in the 
Public Accounts Committee, i know/ 
that the possible savings will be 
assessed only after six months. It 
you are giving The Grants from t’le 
first of April, only after October, the 
possible savings will be known. But, 
in July, iticlf, under the pretext of 
possible savings, they have taken 
Rs. 40 lakhs. Therefore. I would 
like to know where was the sanction 
taken from? What is the basis of 
calculation of the possible savings? 
They should have furnished it to the 
House Ijefore, They should not have 
taken the pretext of “possible 
savings”. They should have calcu¬ 
lated the actual savings in a scientific 
manner. What is the use of a Bud¬ 
get? We have a Budget in April 
every year. In July itself, it is said 
that they have got savings. How can 
they say this? Savings will be 
known only after six months, the 
assessment will bo made. Only after 
about nine months, they will have the 
revised estimates. Still in July it- 
.self, they have given Fs. 40 lakhs, 1 
do not know from where. They may 
say that this is within the Grant. 
All right, I allow it. But, this is a 
new service. They should hove 
taken the prior approval of the 
House. Even if there is actual sav¬ 
ings, they cannot take'7€ For a new 
service, the.y should come before 
the House. Here, I would like to 
make a distinction. If it is an un¬ 
foreseen thing, then you can take 
it out of the Contingency Fund. 
Legally, you can "3o it. But. pro¬ 
priety does not allow it. For a new' 
service, you can never spend from 
the Consolidated Fund unless there 
is appropriation. Sir, in this case, in 
the case of Rehabilitation Industrie.? 
Corporation.... 

MR. SPEAKER; Shohld we stall 
it now? Should we scan it again? 
What to do? I do not deny what you 


say. This is the fourth time, where 
in regard to procedure.... 

SHRI SEZHIYAN; Omit this item, 
i.’^ou can pass other items. 

MR, SPEAKER: It is for you to 
liccide. You can give a motion. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: In this case, 1 
would like to know the terms of the 
loan from the hon. Minister when he 
replies to these points. 

MR. SPEAKER; We will have to 
devise .some procedure for theii 
guidance and for the guidance of the 
Hou.se. to which they should stick. 
They have been enjoying everything 
so far till this has come to be pointed 
out. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: In this case, 

I would like to know the terms and 
conditions for the Rs. 40 lakhs 
granted to the Corporation on the 
23rd July. 

MR. SPEAKER: It was ignored so 
many times. This is the last time 
wc arc ignoring it. 

SHRI g. M. BANERJEE (Kan¬ 
pur); Sir, may I invite your kind 
attention to Demand Nos, 24 and 100? 
They are on Pages 4 and 28.. I have 
referred to the two so that you can 
compare them. Under Demand No, 
24. Department of EducalTon, it is 
.staled at the bottom. 

“The additional provision of 
Rs. 7 lakhs is required during the 
current year, 1974-75 to meet addi¬ 
tional expenditure occasioned by 
the implementalion of Government’s 
decision on the recommendations of 
the Third Pay Commission... .and 
dearness allowance payable to the 
employees.” 

I have nothing against it. But, Sir» 
kindly see page 29, Demand No.’ 100, 
concluding para; 
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"For meeting additional require¬ 
ment to cover the expenditure on 
additional dearness allowance sanc¬ 
tioned by the Government Ironi 

1st January, 1974 onwards.” 

My basic objection is to the word ‘on¬ 
wards’. This has not been defined. It 
is said ‘expenditure on additional dear¬ 
ness allowance sanctioned by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India from 1st January, 
1974 onwards’. When we ask in this 
House that the Central Government 
employees are entitled to four instal¬ 
ments of dearness allowance from 1st 
June, 1974, they say that the matter is 
under the consideration of the Govern¬ 
ment. Here, the word is ‘onwards’. 
Should I take it that this amount is 
inclusive of the four instalments of 
dearness allowance payable to the Cen¬ 
tral Government employees according 

to the Pay Commissions formula, which 
is due to them from 'st June 1974. 
which means, up to first October, 1974? 

I do not find that account. I would 
have understood if the word ‘on- 
words* was not there. What does this 
word ‘onwards’ mean? it can go up 
to 1976. What does this mean? 

MR. SPEAKER: This requires ex¬ 

planation. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: i want 
an explanation from him, 

MR. SPEAKER: Please sit down. 

I am not stop^ng j^wi. l am just 
asking you... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I shall 
sit down. Let him clarify the posi¬ 
tion. 

Mr, SPEAKER: I am not stopping 
you, Mr. Banerjee. I am just asking 
ydu'Tb s{t~^own for a while because 
you are starting a aregular debate. 
These points could be met by the 
*tonister wMlb ixplaining it to you.

MR. SPEAKER: My ruling on 
this is that it is for the Minister to 
explain. But, so far as the matter 
concerning the points of order raised 
and objections raised by Mr. Chatter- 
jee and later on by Mr. Sezhiyan also, 

I cannot rebut them. 

Whatever they have stated is cor¬ 
rect. But I ask them whether they 
want to stall it again. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: No. 

MR. SPEAKER; If you are help¬ 
ful, we will lay down some procedure 
for future guidance. But u you like. 

I can stall it. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Let him give us a promise about 
what we have pointe^ out. 

MR. SPEAKER; We will discuss 
this. Let there be some procedure 
for the future. But I nm prepared 
to stall it if you like. I cannot say 
that I do not agree with what you 
have said simply because I want this 
to be passed. I cannot say that. I 
agree with both the points of order, 
but still with your permission, if you 
like, I can ask Kim to go ahead. 

SHRI SEZHTFAN; With the ac¬ 
ceptance tHat it is wrong. 

MR. SPEAKER; Whether he ac¬ 
cepts or nbtT I accept. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(SeramporeJ: He is a new Minister. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: You are not to 
be blamed. The Government is to 
blame. 

MR. SPEAKER: We will consider 
this in detail. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR lldU- 
KHERJEfi: I accept your suggestion. 
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SHRI SEZHIYAN: He should 

accept responsibility. 

MR. SPEAKER: He is not very

SHRI SEZHIYAN: The depart¬ 
ment has been there for' 27 /ears. 
They should know. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: After all, 
the Minister is new. Why should he 
suffer for the sins of his predecessors? 

I think this iS’as one of the reasons 
why Shri Chavan was removed—I do 
not know. 

MR. SPEAKER: No please he was 
a very good Finance Minister. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Before 
we start our discussion, kindly ask 
the'Minister to give us a satisfactory 
reply; otherwise, we will obstruct the 
passage of these particular demands. 
Here it is mentioned ‘For meeting 
additional requirement to cover the 
expenditure on additional dearness 
allowance "'Sanctioned by the Govern¬ 
ment from 1st January, 1974 on¬ 
wards’. Since then the employees are 
entitled to four instalments of D.A. 
in ad'i’tion to what they are already 
getting. But tKg money has not been 
provided for. When it is said ‘1st 
January, 1974 onwards,’ it means at 
least till th% last day of 1974, if not 
the last day of the financial year, 31 
March 1975, because this is Supple- 
mentarjrDemands for Grants for ex¬ 
penditure of the Central Governmeht 
(^cludin^ Railways) 1974-75. It 
goes upto 31st March, 1975. In the 
meantime, between 1st "Jime, 1974 
and 31 March 1975, my own assess¬ 
ment bassed on the information and 


on statistics available of Increase in 
cost of living index and various semi¬ 
nars addressed by enilneni economists, 
the employees are going to* be en¬ 
titled to 8 instalments of D.A., not 
only 4. But here there is provision 
for nothing. This is actually a ficti¬ 
tious thing, not actual. It is not 
even a forecast. What this is, I do 
not know7 

In reply to the call attention mo¬ 
tion given notice of by myself, Shri 
Vajpayee and'' ohers, the Finance 
Minister made "a commitment. Our 
notice was conc'ernmg ine failure of 
Government to grant lOOi- instalments 
of D.A. to Central Government em¬ 
ployees. The hon. MiiRsier said not 
iour; he isaid three instalments are 
legitimately due to them, ahd as for 
the fourth, he is awaiting confirmed 
figures, though the RBI bulletin has 
clearly stated the position. If we 
take this seriously, tnen three ins¬ 
talments must immediately be given 
for which provision .should have 
been made. 


Where is the amount in these Sup- 
lementary Demands? It is given 
under the head: Survey of India, 
Demand No. 100. It says here; for 
meeting additional requirement to 
cover the expenditure on additional 
dearness allowance sanctioned by the 
Government from 1st January, 1974 
onwards. As admitted by Shri C. 
Subramaniamj, the Finance Minister 
himself three instalments have be¬ 
come due. Where is that amount? 
If that amount is not there am I to 
take it that the Central Government 
employees throughout the country 
are going to be cheated? Government 
makes a statement to hoodwink the 
public in general and the Central 
Government employees in particular. 
Unless I get a clear reply I am seri¬ 
ously thinking of moving an ad- 
journment__motion on the failure of 
the Government to pay this. Yester¬ 
day we took a decision,.many Mem¬ 
bers Including tiie CP.(M), and 
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Socialist''&iends, that if it is not 
annotinced on the 18th we would 
obstruct the proceedings of the 
House; I want to know whether this 
amount is going to cover the addi¬ 
tional' dearness allowance upto 31st 
March. 19?5. If a clear answer is not 
forthcoming, I will definitely obstruct 
the passing of these Supplementary 
D'^ands for grants. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
This is a relevant point. From this 
the whole House an d the c ountry will 
be in a posM;ro~t what is In 

the mind of the Government in res¬ 
pect of additional dearness allow- 
. ance. He mentioned the period within 
which three instalments are already 
due. The Government had said that 
■ they were considering it. Is this 
your consideration that you are going 
to give only this mtich and not 
more? What is your iefinite inten¬ 
tion? You must clarify that.

•SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgraihl: Mr. Chairman, 
Sir, I will begin by recording my 
support to the points of orders rais¬ 
ed by hon. Members Shri Somnath 
Chatterjee, Shri Era Sezhiyan and 
Shri S. M. Banerjee in connection 
with Demand No. 44, before discus¬ 
sion on this Supplementary Demands 
started. I also extend my full 
support to the points raised by Shri 
S. M. Banerjee, so forcefully, in 
connection with Demand No. 24 and 
Demand No. 86 , regarding payment 
of four outstanding instalments of 
dearness allowance to the Central 
Government employees. Sir, it has 
been stated in Demand No. 24 that 7 
lakhs of rupees will be required for 
payment of dues to the Class I 
Officers of the Education Ministry in 
1974-75. I will again stress that 
arrangement should be made to pay 
the four instalments of dearness al¬ 
lowance which have fallen due to 
the 28 lakhs of Central Government 
employees. Unless this is done, the 
work in all Government offices may 
come to a standstill and all the leftist 
dmnocratic parties will extend their 
full support to the jusi demands of 
the Government employees. 

Sir, in connhctioin with the Supple¬ 
mentary Demands of the Ministry of 
Education, I have to say that there is 


the need for total educational reform 
in our country. All leaders of Oppo> 
Sion and even the Prime Minister 
have expressed this view. But, sadly 
nothing is being done in this regard. 
We' continue to follow the same old 
colonial system of education evolved 
by the Britishefs. This is not educa¬ 
tion in the real sense. I demand that 
democratic system of education must 
be introduced In our country. In 
Demand No. 26 it has been stated that 
Rs. 8 crores and 25 lakhs will be re¬ 
quired in the current year for the 
provision of nutritional food to the 
children between the ages of 3 to 5 
under the 'Nutrition programme’, 
which was introduced in 1970-71 with 
100 per cent Government grant. I 
will surely support this Demand. But 
in view of the terrible mal-nutrition 
prevailing among the children in our 
country and the high rate of child 
mortality, I feci that the provisions 
that has been made on this account 
is too meagre. Moreover, Sir, blind¬ 
ness among the children is perhaps 
the highest in our country. That is 
also, to a considerable extent, due to 
malnutrition. The Goifernment should 
come forward to remedy this situa¬ 
tion. I will also like to mention in 
this connection that the Jawaharlal 
Nehru Institute of physically handi¬ 
capped children, located at Delhi. i» 
suffering from maladministration and 
corruption. The embezzlement of 
funds by the authorities of that Ins¬ 
titute had been discussed many times. 
The Government had also earlier 
announced that it will take over the- 
management of this institute. When 
are they going to do that? 

My colleague Shri Somnath Chatter- 
jee raised certain constitutional 
issues regarding Demand No. 44. Al¬ 
though I endorse his views, I will flot 
go into them at'present. I will only 
say that in this demand Rs. 2 lakhs 
and 5 Ci"fhousands have been dMJaahd* 
ed for ‘Wagon India (P) Ltd.,* a new 
concern set dp for pfogresii aftwl pro¬ 
per coordination of the wagon mak'- 
ing industry. Sir, the wagon indus- 


Htfie original speech was delivered in Bengali. 
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try is 4odayi mostly located in the 
eastern region, in Calcutta and near¬ 
by places. This industry is suffering 
from many ills, production has gone 
down, many workers have been re¬ 
trenched, lay off is being resorted to. 
This is not at all healthy. Imme¬ 
diate remedy of this situation is 
necessary. I will demand that the 
Head quarters of this concern should 
be located at Calcutta instead of at 
Delhi. Only then it will be possible 
to effect efficiency and progress in 
this Industry. 

Now, Sir, I will come to the De¬ 
mand in respect of the Department 
of Atomic Energy. There are reports 
of frequent break downs at the Trom- 
bay Atomic power station. The 
equipment installed th(y:e are reported 
to be Sub-Standard causing frequent 
breakdowns and dislocation of work. 

I want to know whether the Govern¬ 
ment have held consultations with 
countries from where these equip¬ 
ment and machinery were imported 
to find out the causes of such break 
downs and whether efforts are being 
made to replace the defective equip¬ 
ment. Sir, the progress that we have 
made in the field of atomic energy, 
■the foothold that we have now got, 
is likely to be hampered by such 
breakdowns. I will like the Gov¬ 
ernment to pay immediate attention 
to this. 

Now I come to Demand No. 48. 
Here I find that Rs. 23,184 have been 
provided for compensation for acci¬ 
dent to a vehicle of the Border Secu¬ 
rity Force under the Ministry of 
Home Affairs. Another sura of 
Rs. 10,059 have been provided for an 
accident involvingr the I.T.B.P. In 
this context I will say that the ex¬ 
penditure on the Police is constantly 
on the increase. Along with mount¬ 
ing expenditure on maintaining the 
po^qe fOTce, the police repression on 
djenmeraJtic movements in the 
<^uptry is also rising. Not only 
^a^ tlla iiu^e^ce (rf crimp is . 1 ^ 
snounting.. Titefts, dacoities, molesta. 


tion of women etc. are very much 
On the increase. In Bengal dacoities 
on the trains are very common. 
Delhi is not only the political capi- 
t£d of Indlh, it has alsq turned to 
be the crime capital of India. The 
police are taking all steps for physi¬ 
cal annihilation of all political parties 
in West Bengal. Instead of employ¬ 
ing the police for such destructive, 
purposes, they should be utilised for 
maintaining law and ord^ and for 
checking anti-social activities of the 
lawless elements of our society. In 
Demand No, 61, Rs. 12 lakhs and 13 
thousands have been provided for 
the Television Training Institute, ac¬ 
cording to the recommendations of 
the Khosla Commission. In this 
context I will like to say a few things 
about the A.I.R. Sir, the A.I.R. is 
the most effective mass media. The 
number of people listening to the 
Radio will easily be 50 times of 
those reading the newspapers. But 
unfortunately this powerful mass 
media is following a policy of parti¬ 
ality and discrimination. Without 
taking the name of anyone I will say 
that many political parties and orga¬ 
nisations are devoting their energy 
and resources for the welfare of the 
masses through various programmes. 
But the A.I.R. does not give any pub¬ 
licity to those programmes and keep 
the people completely in the dark. 
On the other hand they propagate 
about the ruling party and thus mis¬ 
lead the people. This is not proper. 

In Demand No. 70, Rs. 1 lakh has 
been asked for development of the oil 
industry. This item falls under the 
Ministry of Petroleum and Chemicals. 
Here I want to say that at present 
*Naptha’ is surplus in the country. 

There is a food scarcity and the 
production of foodgrains is falling 
short for want of adequate fertilise>:s. 
Some lakhs of people have died of 
starvation this very year. Due to in¬ 
sufficient food the body resistance ot 
the people are at a tow ehb. We have 
heard that very recently 45 people 
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died in Bihar in the cold wave. It is 
very sad that even 27 years after 
Independence people are dying of 
starvation. The surplus ‘Nrptha’ should 
be utilised for production of fertilisers 
so that food production can be adequa¬ 
tely increased. 

In Demand No. 83 Rs. 55 lakhs have 
been asked for the Rehabilitation In¬ 
dustries Corporation, Calcutta. This 
amount should be sanctioned. I will 
also say that more craft centres should 
be opened for the displaced persons. 
It must be seen that the persons work¬ 
ing in the Rehabilitation Industries 
Corporation are not retrenched. lam 
really happy that all the displaced 
persons from West Pakistan have been 
properly rehabilitated. But I am 
sorry that those who came over from 
East Pakistan have not yet been pro¬ 
perly rehabilitated. These people shed 
their blood for the freedom of our 
country, before partition. They sacri¬ 
ficed their utmost and had undergone 
untold misery and hardship for the 
freedom of our country. But now they 
are not being cared for. They should 
not be passed over as a ‘residuary 
problem’ but all steps must be vigo¬ 
rously taken for their rehabilitation 
otherwise fresh struggle will be taken 
up by the democratic people of West 
Bengal. 

In the end, Mr. Deputy Speaker Sir, 
I will say that the Government issued 
an ordinance and started a drive 
against the smugglers under MISA. 
As a result of this drive against the 
smugglers, the Government claims that 
prices of essential commodities have 
started falling aU over the country. 
But this is a false claim of the Gov¬ 
ernment. This is borne out by a 
report published in the ‘Times of 
India’ on 28th November, 1974. 
Through comparative tables, the 
report showed that the prices of essen¬ 
tial commodities and coarse grains are 
again aihowing upward trend in Nov- 
»mh ar. Therdore, to ^eck the terri¬ 


ble inflationary pressure caused by 
the Government through indiscrimi¬ 
nate printing and issue of currency 
notes, and to check the rising prices, 
it is necessary to undertake radical 
land reforms immediately. The Gov¬ 
ernment must enforce a ceiling on 
property. The imemployed youth 
must be provided with job opportu¬ 
nities. Ill fact the present social 
structure ^ould' be coiri^etely over¬ 
hauled. A society should be created 
where there will not be any disparity 
in income and no exploitation of one 
person by another. There will be no 
unemployment and retrenchment. 
The income of the working classes 
are going down today. This must not 
happen. If this is not done, the 
frustrated unemployed and disillu¬ 
sioned young men will unite and we 
will lead them to start democratic 
agitations and movements to achieve 
their goal. It will not do to call 
these agitations as anti-social or 
anti-national. We will unite 
these masses and start struggle 
against the anti-people, anti-national 
and self interested policies of the 
Government i.c. the people in 
power. This struggle shall continue 
till the present exploiting social 
structure is completely demolished. 
Today through their propaganda and 
hypocratic policies in every field, the 
Government is taking the country 
towards dictatorship. We will fight 
this trend tooth and nail. We will 
organise the masses to fight againsi 
the total failure of the Government 
in every front to remove the misery 
of the masses. Let Shrimati Indir: 
Gandhi and the AIR start a tirade 
agamSt the opposition parties bu 
they cannot deter us. We will carry 
on the struggle for the redemption oi 
the people till we achieve compleb 
success. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur) 
I would continue myself to Demand No 
12 relating to Ministry of Commerce 
It is a matter of great satisfaction tha 
our exports of cotton textiles are in' 
crearinf. Lut year it increased b: 
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two-and-^-half times. Our exports 
have Increa'ied to nearabout two-and- 
a-hal£ to three times. In 1971, our 
export was Rs. 109 crores; in 1973 this 
is Rs. 226 crores. In 10 months of 
this year oiir export is 225 crores. 
During the next two months it may 
add another Rs. 25 crores more. It may 
reach the figure of 250 crores. This 
Is a very healthy sign. We are able 
to compete with foreign' countrie.s who 
'manufacture quality goods. Our 
quality goods are similar to them, 
sometimes, e\en better than them. 
Exports also include cloth manufac¬ 
tured by handloom. powerloom, 
hosiery industry and ready-made gar- 
ments. Export of these items is in¬ 
creasing fast, especially the ready¬ 
made garments All these are weaker 
sections. The exports are done by 
small new entrepreneurs. These new 
entrepreneurs are criming in the field. 
My point is that there is delay in the 
grant of cash incentives vi'hich were 
promised during* 1973-74, namely, 1st 
April, 1973 to 31st March, 1974. Now, 
the balance of incentive will be paid 
for the export made from 1st April, 
1973 to 31st Riarch, 1974 because there 
was no sufiicieni provision to meet the 
demand. Therefore, the Ministry 
wants extra money to make the pay¬ 
ment. 

Further this rate of incentive differ¬ 
ed. The late incentive was higher 
from 1st Apr’I to 30th September, 1973 
and then it was lowered from 1st 
October, 1973 to 31st March, 1974. 
Now, these incentive arrears relate to 
the period April to September, 1973. 
I would like to suggest that the Com¬ 
merce Ministry instead of channelising 
the cash incentive through their 
Associations can ask the exporter to 
produce bank certificate showing that 
the party exported and has obtained 
foreign exchange for the goods and 
they can be accordingly paid the in¬ 
centive. As the Indian Cotton Mills 
Federation was not able to produce 
audited account, therefore, this delay 
has occurred according to the expla¬ 
natory note here. In order to avoid 
this difficulty, I suggest, whatever 


cash incentive is to be given should 
be paid on producing of hank certi¬ 
ficate that the export has been made 
and foreign exchange received. This 
W'ay the exporters can immediately 
get their incentive from the Govern¬ 
ment directly and this will result in' 
increase of cur exports. In order to 
increase our exports we must give 
reasonable facilities and they should 
not be held up for a long period of 
time. Therefore, the Ministry should 
work out a suitable scheme so that 
exporters can get their incentive 
amount as quickly as possible. 

I want to &'k certain questions, from 
the hon. Minuter. They are: 

(1) What is tlio total quantum of 
export from 1st April 1973 to 
30th September, 1973 and the 
amount c£ cash incentive to 
be paid on them? 

(2) The amount of export made 
from 1st October, 1973 to 31 st 
March, 1974—the amount of 
spillover shipments included 
in it to which the higher rate 
of incentive of the fir.st 6 
months period is made appli¬ 
cable? 

CD Whether any extra cash incen¬ 
tive has been paid or promis¬ 
ed? If so, the amount of 
special incentive given; value 
of the exports made and to 
which period do they belong— 
whether first half or second 
half of the year or for the 
whole year? 

I hope the hon. Minister will give this 
information in detail. 

I now move on to the second point. 
There Is a scheme that any exporter 
will get the entitlement of one metre 
of controlled cloth against Rs. 5 worth 
in value of export of cloth. 

In this connection I want to draw 
your attention to the fact that this 
scheme is very vague. When K was 
introduced, the premium on controlled 
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cloth was R®. 1.60 per metre in Octo¬ 
ber, it has come down to only 40 paise 
by end of November; again in Decem¬ 
ber, it has gone up to 70 paise. As 
such the incentive is varytog oetween 
30 per cent and 8 per cent and is 
highly speculative and creates uncer¬ 
tainty among exporters. They cannot 
make any commitment because there 
IS too much or wide fluctuation'. I 
think Government would replace this 
incentive scheme by some other suit¬ 
able scheme so that the exporter can 
know what incentive he is going to get 
and he can make a commitment in the 
matter of exports and can plan' to 
manufacture cloth and sell it in export 
market. But when the fluctuation is 
So very wide in the incentive scheme 
how he can plan his production? I 
think the Government should replace 
this incentive scheme by some other 
suitable scheme so that the exporter 
can know the incentive and .ne can 
calculate the cost price. 

■We want cur exports to be increas¬ 
ed. Therefore, it is very essential 
that some new schemes should be 

worked out. This uncertainty and 

vague scheme should be dropped, the 
present one by which you are allow¬ 
ing for exports, a set-off of one metre 
of controlled cloth against Rs. 5 worth 
of export.

This year the mills have to produce 
000 million metres of controlled cloth. 
With the set off against export, there 
will be a gap and who is going to 
manufacture that? The figure of 800 
million metres is based on the produc¬ 
tion of the entire industry on that 
basis, each mill has to contribute its 
share of standard cloth. With the set 
off against export, there wiU be a 
gap. Who is going to fill it? There¬ 
fore, I want to suggest that the 
scheme of controUed cloth is not very 
helpful. Government should find out 
^ liew scheme so that it could help 
both the producer and the exporter 


and there should be no uncertainty 
about it. 

Talking about controlled cloth, I 
think very few of us have seen the 
quality of the cloth that is produced 
and how far it is useful or not. The 
Ministry must arrange to show mem¬ 
bers some samples of it so that we can 
judge about this cloth and then vve 
can talk about controlled cloth. 

Before I conclude, based on my 
experience, I want to offer a sugges¬ 
tion. Every mill should be asked to 
deliver 25 per cent of its production 
at cost price without adding any ele¬ 
ment of depreciation. The cest price 
should be decided by the Textile Com¬ 
missioner. Thus the public can get 
cloth of all qualities, suiting all tastes 
and at the correct price. This will be 
the correct thing to do. According 
to me, the scheme of controlled cloth 
is not very suitable to the people. 
Therefore, I hope the Minister will 
consider this suggestion and also give 
the informattc'Ti I have asked for.

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); Sir, I 
welcome these supplementary cie> 
mands. In regard to the point which 
Mr. Madhukar made that much of the 
national effort in the course of the last 
27 years has gone towards the deve¬ 
lopment and meeting the requirements 
of the privileged section of the 
society wnich has now turned against 
the present government in the form 
of this or that movement, I am in 
complete identity with it. We have 
fattened a calf and that has turned 
into a tiger. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; How can 
a calf turn into a tiger? Mr. Darbara 
Singh is an expert in agriculture. A 
calf can become a bull, but biologically 
it cannot become a tiger, 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: With due ree- 
pect to tbe Chair, jL-would ^ t^t I 
was trying to be figurative. 
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The essence of these Supplementary 
Efemands is in respect of loans to 
r foreign governments towards techni- 
li'cal credits incorporated in the trade 
l^agteements, amounting to Rs. Ill 
crores. The second biggest item which 
we can see is in respect of baling the 
public sector enterprise, the Air India, 
out of its present impasse in which 
they are, due to the strike of the 
pilots—^it amounts to about Rs. 7 to 
7} crore". Leaving those two items 
aside, out of a total budgetary outlay 
of R’s. 130 crores, we can say that the 
rest hardly accounts for less than ten 
per cent. 

I do appreciate the fact that, as a 
result of the recent rapport—I would 
not call it detente—as a result of the 
recent rapport between the USSR and 
this country, tlie visits of various De¬ 
legations and the Heads of States 
from various Eastern European coun¬ 
tries, there has been a substantial 
amount of improvement in regard to 
the trade, so much so today this 
country, from being principally an 
exporter of raw materials like iron 
ore, hides and what not, is in the 
enviable position—registering the pro¬ 
gress of our country’s economy—of 
exporting to European countries, 
whether East or West, automobile 
batteries, garage equipment, deter¬ 
gents and cye-stuffs. For those prc- 
phets of gloom who say that this 
country’s economy is in its doldrums 
and those prcphetg of gloom who say 
that this country has been going to 
dogs, this is a clear example that we 
have been making cetUain progress 
in certain lines—in' regard to inter¬ 
mediate products, in regard to the 
final products. We have emerged— 
It is, a sort of transformation—from a 
primitive economy of principally 
producing raw materials to an inter¬ 
mediate, industrialised economy. 
Still, Sir, this is a thin veil of pro¬ 
gress at the top layers. Therefore, in 
order to make these exports of Indian 
products to foreign countries, a lot of 
effort will have to be made. 

One of tho principal products— 
Vmugh we may tiall it a sort of raw 


material or foodstuff—one of the 
principal products in the sector of ex. 
port and economic growth of the 
maximum magnitude which we have 
got in this country is processed sea¬ 
food. In the course of the last about 
a decade, we 4iave emerged from noth¬ 
ing to an export to the extent of about 
Rs, 100 crores of shrimps and other 
sea-foods and that too in a sort of 
processed, de-fr^ezed condition, and 
the possibilities, with the Bay of 
Bengal as well a® the Arabian Sea, 
with a coastal length of about 3,500 
miles... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Under 
which particular Demand does the 
export of shrimp-- come? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: It comes under 
'credits’. I have not gone beyond the 
brief that has been given. I would 
like to .suggest this to the hon. Minis¬ 
ter. There is a provision of Rs. Ill 
crores in respect of loans to foreign 
governments towards technical credits. 

I would request that the hon. Minis¬ 
ter should also try to explore the 
possibility of export of sea foods, be¬ 
sides batteries and other things to 
the East European countries and 
USSR. I am quite sure the Russians 
like the shrimps as well as the 
Americans, if not more. Under the 
circumstances, it is related to this 
Demand. 

What I am trying to make out is 
that when you were in the Chair dur¬ 
ing the last session, 1 had made out a- 
submission to you that in this country 
there is a maximum potentiality of 
growth for sea foods and proce.ssed 
foods but the entire fishing industry 
in our country is in a state of chaos. 
We may not say in the jungles but it 
is definitely in the sea. Under the 
circumstances, the territorial waters 
as well as the waters above the Conti¬ 
nental Shelf will have to be treated 
and this subject will have to be taken 
out of the State List... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKtR: We are 
discussing the Supplementary De¬ 
mands. 
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SHRl B. V. NAIK: I am making 
only a submission. 1 am coming out 
0 ! a Fishermen’s Conference. 

Therefore, I would like it to be 
placed in the Concurrent List. 

I am making one moire submission. 
That is in respect of Air India. It has 
been unfortunate that the Air India 
pilots went on a strike. Perhaps they 
have made much better than rneny 
people well placed in life in the coun¬ 
try. It is net appropriate that these 
people should have gone on a strike 
which has resulted in a loss to the 
extent of Rs. 7 crores which is tried to 
be made out now. While saying this, 
I would like through the Minister of 
Finance to the Minister of Civil Avi¬ 
ation to tell certain' gibes. There are 
some gaps in regard to employees and 
particularly, the flight crew other than 
the pilots, particularly the flight crew 
nther than the cabin crew. Their 
conditions of service have been 
changed and have been changed 
adversely- Their morale has been 
■shaken. That does not mean' that you 
will always have to treat these staff 
members. At least the status quo 
ante as it prevailed at the time of the 
-Strike will have to be maintained. 
There may not have to be any reduc¬ 
tion. Otherwise any weak link In the 
chain will be disastrous and a con¬ 
tented employee and a contented ser¬ 
vice is a must for any organization. 
In the circumstances, I support these 
Demands with the supplementary re¬ 
marks I have made.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Shri 
Gangadeb is not here; Shri Chandnka 
Prasad is also not here. Shri Hari 
Singh is also not here. Mr. Sekhi. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH 
SOKHI (Jamshedpur); Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, 1 support the Supple¬ 
mentary Demands for Rs. 129.58 
crores—Grants (General) 1974-75. But, 
I have to cut some questions to Gov¬ 
ernment. Why is there a deftcit of 
Rs. 4 crores shewn at page 2 of the 
List of Demands? Have you antici¬ 
pated the liabilities as mentioned here 
in these Demands? Who are supposed 
to be held responsible for the waste of 
public money? The country is ex¬ 
porting so many items to the foreign 
countries ct very cheap rates—^to the 
countries like U.S.S.R., Poland, 
Czechoslovakia etc., etc. Then, why 
are we having shortage of foreign 
exchange? What sort of loans are we 
giving to U.S.S.R., Poland. Burma 
and other Gevernments as shown 
here? 

I now come to Delhi Transport 
Corporation. We are going to give Rs. 
4 crores and 3 lakhs to them? What 
for? Is it for the poor performance? 
There is no proper timing of buses 
and routes. Many buses do not even 
stop at the bus stop. You will sec a 
long queue both in the morning as 
well as in the evening. There are not 
sufficient buses in the capital city. 
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[Sardar Swaran Singh Sokhi.] 

How such a huge population would be 
served? Government should make 
arrangements in this rugard. A great 
hardship is caused to the public, 
especially to ladies. There is a lot at 
pickpocketing and mishandling of the 
passengers by the staff. The be¬ 
haviour of the conductors with the 
passengers Is very rude. Ticketless 
travel is rampant. The Corporation' 
should give proper training to the 
conductors before and after employ¬ 
ment, as t'J how they should behave 
with the public. There is no proper 
maintenance of vehicles. This is not 
taken care of by the Corporation. Road 
transport is a very profitable business. 
Then, why only the Government 
Transport is showing losses? It is not 
understood. What are the reasons? 
The Department should find out the 
reason, they should go into the lOot 
causes of it. Sir, kindly see page 18 
of this book. Drafting has been done 
very intelligently. They have said 
financial assistance to tide over the 
immediate ways and means difficulties 
etc. But, nothing specific is mention¬ 
ed. No details are given. It is just to 
get the Appropriation Bill passed and 
get the money sanctioned by the 
Parliament. The public whom we 
represent here, ask these questions of 
us. What ig the reply? The Delhi 
Transport Corporation should be 
liquidated if they do n'ot show profits 
in future. With these words, I support 
the demands. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, this Govern- 
ment does not deserve the sanction of 
a single rupee because.... 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Even 
though they do not deserve it, they 
will get it 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: They have 
failed and mismanaged not only the 
economic affairs, but Sir, they have 
failed on every front Sir, you are 
aware that this House had discussed 
the document of the Fifth Plan. But, 


thereafter, we have not heard any* 
thing about the Fifth Five Vear Plan' 
I would like to know whether it hai 
been bom or it has died or it has beer 
put in the cold storage. What is the 
fate of the Fifth Plan, this House doej 
not know. Sir, now I will deal witl 
the demands of the Ministry of Ship* 
ping and Transport. Sir, my hom< 
station and headquarters of iQy con- 
.stituency, Bhavnagar is an all weathej 
port. Within a month, within the las' 
thirty days, four accidents took place 
and the port has been closed. Tbi: 
will result in' loss of valuable foreigi 
exchange. This will affect the traffli 
and this will also affect the genera 
revenues of the Government o. 
Gujarat which is at present under th< 
rule of Government of India. Sir, on< 
ship touched the lock gate pillar aiK 
it has created a situation v/ncreir 
steamers and ships cannot enter th« 
lock gate. It requires immediab 
repair and removal of debris. But 
Government is totally indifferent an( 
it has not taken any step so far. li 
the same way, two dredgers bav« 
sunk and this is also a huge loss to th( 
Government. 

An immediate inquiry is necessary 
I do not know how Government car 
remain so indifferent to such majoi 
incidents. Bhavnagar. port has it; 
own history. It is the only all weathei 
port in Saurashtra. But the Govern 
ment have not taken care to maintain 
it and it has become a victim of the 
inefficiency of the Government oi 
India. 

Regarding labour and employment 
I have stated time and again in this 
House that the Government talk too 
much, indulge in tall talk, about labour 
and working class, peasents and far¬ 
mers. But they act quite contrary to 
the interest of the working class. There 
is a long-pending demand that the {mto- 
vident fund amount should be r^aid 
after 20 years. The rupee is fast los¬ 
ing its value and the working class 
of India has donanded repayment of 
their provident fund contributions after 
the expiry of 20 years. That is. if the 
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worker has put in 20 years, the provi- 
- dent fund amount should be refunded 
^ him. if they get it alter 40 years 
nhey will hardly get the same value. 
So Government must come forward and 
decide to repay the provident fund 
after 20 years of service on the part 
of the workers. 

I come to the Ministry of Petroleum 
and Chemicals. This Ministry is fam¬ 
ous, or notorious, for favouring foreign 
dominated companies. They give im- 
^ port licences to such companies. Take 
the Union Carbide and Hoechst. The 
first has a licensed capacity of 300 
tonnes and Hoechst 18 tonnes. But 
import licence for one formulation 
material, carbon, of the order of 2,000 
tonnes was given in 1973, because some 
influential quarters, hi^h-ups, recom¬ 
mended to the Ministry to give the im¬ 
port licence as a special case. This 
was not referred to the Licensing Com¬ 
mittee. It was disposed of on the file 
. without going through the proper pro- 
' cedure. These foreign dominated com¬ 
panies were given licences beyond 
their licensed capacities. This is the 
favouritism shown to them. It is given 
on the recommendation of the Chief 
Minister of some State and some high- 
ups in the Congress organisation. 
Therefore, this requires a probe. If 
Government probe into this they will 
certainly find that undue favour is 
shown to these foreign dominated com¬ 
panies at the cost of indigenous com¬ 
panies and small scale industries. This 
is their policy. They say they will pro¬ 
tect and promote the small scale sector 
but they are helping the foreign domi¬ 
nated companies the big houses and the 
large scale sector. 

Coming to Atomic energy research, 
development and industrial projects, 
there is acute shortage of energy coal, 
gas and oil. There are certain projects 
which are pending for a long time. 
This Government is a prisoner of un¬ 
certainty and never takes a decldon 
In time. The proposal to establish 
an Atomic Power Station in Saurashtra 
region in Gujarat has been pending for 
a long tittle... A site was selected and 


report was also submitted, but^ some¬ 
how or the other this Project is not 
taking shape at all. If you really 
mean to solve the energy crisis you 
should immediately implement the pro¬ 
jects which have been more or less 
finalised. In the same way there is 
also a heavy industry project pending 
for a long time. For instance an 
expert team selected to Bhavnagar to 
establish a machine tool factory. There 
is a great demand for machine tool. 
The recession is over and machine tool 
also earns foreign exchange. I do not 
know why the Government is not im¬ 
plementing this very important pro¬ 
ject.

[Shri Ishaque Sambhali in the Chair] 

If this project is implemented it 
will benefit the Government by way 
of earning more foreign exchange as 
well as by way of providing more em¬ 
ployment to the people. Under the 
pretext of the Sixth Finance Commis¬ 
sion report they are not fulfilling their 
obligations. Gujarat is passing through 
a severe drought condition and the 
magnitude is so great that without the 
financial assistance of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment I do not think the State Gov¬ 
ernment under the President’s rule 
can meet the situation. The Gujarat 
demands are coming up for discussion 
and I will not speak In detail about 
them now. I will only say that the 
Central Government is shirking its res¬ 
ponsibility, Thousands of heads of 
cattle in Gujarat have died. Thousands 
more are half starved and they are 
going to their death-bed with empty 
stomach. With these words I oppose 
the demands for supplementary grants.

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara): Sir, I rise to oppose this 
bunch of supplementary demands, for 
accordiiiig to me these demands re¬ 
present the capricious and whimsical 
anarchy that is prevailing in the Minis¬ 
tries of the Government of India, The 
Central Government’s expenditure will 
go up by another Rs. 129.58 crores dur¬ 
ing the current year, according to the 
second batch of supplementary de¬ 
mands, which we are discussing now 


When the first batch of .supplementary 
demands was placed on 31st August 
it was then accepted that the budgetary 
deficit may come up to Rs. 261.70 
crores as sigainst the original deficit of 
Rs. 126 crcyes. Therefore, larger dose.< 
of ta-Kation had been proposed in the 
mini-budget which we passed in August. 
The crux of the matter is this Rs. 261 
crores was inclusive of Rs. 129.56 
crores which was to'%e paid to the 
Central Government employees towards 
their increased DA. But the supple 
mentary demands are not inclusive of 
the amounts which wiU be required for 
paying the increased DA. Yet, these 
supplementary demands constitute a 
total amount of Rs. 129 crores. 

If the Government comes to the 
decision to pay increased dearness al¬ 
lowance to the Central Government 
employees and keep its word of honour 
then I am sure that this will further 
exceed Rs. 261,70 crores which had 
been stipulated in August this year, 
and we are going to be presented with 
another bunch of Supplementary De¬ 
mands. Therefore, this kind of finan¬ 
cial anarchy that is prevailing in the 
Government of India is a matter which 
should be seriou.slv considered by this 
House. 

The anticipated deficit of Rs. 261.70 
crores was calculated on the basis—I 
reiterate—^that an additional amount 
of the order of Rs. 129.6 crores may 
be required to meet the liabilities aris¬ 
ing out of payment of increased dear¬ 
ness allowance to Central Government 
employees in the context of rising 
prices. The present Supplementary 
Demands do not, however, include the 
amount likely to be required for the 
Central Government employees. I 
would like to know why increased 
dearness allowance to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment employees, which was pro¬ 
mised to be paid, is not included in 
the Supplementary Demands. Even 
then, this budgetary deficit will be 
higher than what was anticipated in 
the Budgets placed In February; in 
August and again in DMembei* this 

year. 
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[Sbri Surendra Mohan^.] 

I could have supported these Sup¬ 
plementary Demands had the droui'ht- 
and iamine-a/Tected States received in¬ 
creased succour. I would have de¬ 
fended the Supplementary Demands 
had the Flan outlays lo'r the States 
been enhanced. I could have appreci¬ 
ated in a favourable light it issue 
prices of foodgrains had been decreas¬ 
ed, if the agricultural sector bad been 
strengthened and its Snaacial reS0UIVe9 
augmented. But the Supplementary 
Demands have nothing helpful in these 
directions. 

The most intriguing aspect about the 
Supplementary Demands is that, out of 
Rs. 129 crores, we are asked to sanc¬ 
tion Rs. 105 crores to the Government 
of USSR. I am sure, the hon. Minister 
of Finance will not be able to reply 
to my doubts and misgivings. Yet, 1 
would like to know the rationale of 
paying Rs. 105 crores to the Govern¬ 
ment of USSR out of the total Sup¬ 
plementary Demands of Rs, 129 crores. 
Again, we have provided Rs. 7.16 crores 
for Air India and this amount is 
equivalent to the loss that the Air 
India sustained due to that silly strike. 

Coming to the USSR, I would say at 
the outset that the trade agreement 
with the USSR has some welcome fea¬ 
tures. It has boosted our export 
trade; it has helped us in our barter 
trade. But it was stipulated that an 
equitable balance should be maintained 
between our exports and imports in 
the trade agreement. If that was the 
stipulation, the Government owes an 
answer to this House as to why, in 
these Supplementary Demands, out of 
Rs. 129 crores, we are going to pay 
Rs. 105 crores to the Government 
of USSR. It can have only either of 
these two explanations: either the ex¬ 
change rate of rupee with rouble is 
declining or we are paying more for 
less goods. 

SHIU PILOO MODY (Godhra): It is 
aid to tte USSR. 


SHRI SURENDRA MOEAII^: USSR 
may be radically socialist but so far 
as their commercial practices are con¬ 
cerned, they are no better than the 
business practices that are pursued by 
the operators of Harrison Road of Cal¬ 
cutta or of Old Delhi. All these Rs. 105 
crores are being routed to two political 
parties in the country. It is rupee 
trade and it keeps to sustain two 
political parties in the country. One 
is the Congress and the Other is ibe 
CPI. 

Therefore, while Russia is buying 
Indian goods dirt-cheap, we are buying 
newsprint, we are buying kerosene at 
a price which is much higher than the 
international price. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Please conclude. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: You 
should not be allergic. 

SHRI PILOO MODY; Just because 
he started talking about CPI you press 
the bell?. 

SHRI C. K .CHANDRAPPAN (Telli- 
cherry): We are enjoying this music. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: 
Thank you. You have at least paid a 
compliment to my music. I will now 
give you two instances of how we are 
being mikhed. The c.i.f. price of the 
Soviet newsprint is higher than the 
Canadian prices which were contracted 
for. I would like to know whether a 
good friend like the USSR should take 
advantage of our shortage- of news 
print and charge a price which is 
higher than the international price 
which often fluctuates due to different 
factors relating to world supply and 
demand. Even in that context, the 
Russian newsprint costs much higher 
than the international price. 

Coming to kerosene, kwosene imports 
from Soviet Russia are dearer by about 
39 per cent this year than in 1973. 
(Interruptions.) 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: The quaUty 
is so good. 
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SHBl PUXX) MODY: You ask than Sir. 1 oppose these Supplesoentuf 
to buy Soviet kerosene and you aSfc Donands. 
lor more DA? 


SHBI SURENDRA MOHAMTY: The 
total kerosene imports from Soviet 
Russia would amount to 6.37,000 tonnes 
and cost the country about Bs. 21 
crores. The cost of Russian kerosene 
thus works out to Rs. 333 as against 
Rs. 240 in 1973. 

Therefore, while the price of kero¬ 
sene is escalating from year to year, 
we are selling our products to USSR 
dirt-cheap to USA in this budget we 
have provided for paying Rs. 105 
crores to USSR and Rs. 26 crores to 
Poland. I would demand that there 
should be an occasion in this House to 
discuss the entire gamut of our trade 
agreements not only with USSR but 
also with the East European countries. 


Finally, I would conclude by saying, 
as I have said earlier, that I am not 
that allergic to the Communist coun¬ 
tries. But my only complaint is that 
Russia is milching us beginning from 
wheat, kerosene, to newsprint, etc. 
Now, the effect of the Indo-USSR agree¬ 
ment is that while we are being 
mdched.... 

DR. KAILAS (Bombay South); How 
is it relevant? 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: Rele¬ 
vancy is the Supplementary Demands. 
You must have commonsense to under¬ 
stand. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Kindly explain 
to the hon. Member some procedures 
of Parliament. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please conclude. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: While 
1 have no objection to our barter trade 
agreements with these East European 
countries, we must also explore the 
possibility of similar barter -trade with 
other countries belonging to other 
blecB.

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1 SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT (East 
Klelhl): I must confess that my friend, 
Kiu:i Ma^u Limaye, is a very capabte 
Parliamentary juggler. With very great 
Ability, he has indulged in a jugglery 
' of rules and regulations. He is, accord¬ 
ing to him, an expert on various com- 
panies. Today he has told us that he 
has got f:o many doses with him, and 
he comes with one dose after the other. 
He talks very often of companies. In 
all humility and with great respect, I 
would request him to look at the com¬ 
pany he keeps. A person is judged by 
the company he keeps (Interruptions). 
I am saying this out of affection for 
him. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE; What is 
wrong with Dandavate? 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: He is a 
nice man; I am not'talking of him. 
I am talking of various parties whose 
voice unfortunately he is becoming 
much against what he should do. 

One of the friends from BLD brought 
in again with his usual bias Russia. 
I was rather surprised; I should not 
have been because that is what he 
talks always—^I would not take much 
time; I am bound by the word of 
honour I have given to the Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs. The hon’ble 
BLD member brought in his bias 
against Russia. We all know that in 
our economic problems, in our political 
international problems, Russia is the 
one country which has stood by us in 
great strength and for people to stand 
here and try to be little Russia is, to 
say the least, most unfair in this situ¬ 
ation of economic difficulties, many of 
which are for reasons beyond our con¬ 
trol. That being so, the Opposition 
leaders are taking an attitude which, 
to say the least, is not in the interest 
■of the country. They are trying to 
create more difficulties in an already 
really difficult economic situation in 
the country. 

These Supplementary Demands are 
"Very important. They relate to im¬ 
portant matters like foreign loans, 

■I « 


provision for space research, for DTC 
etc. 1 strongly support these Demands. 

1 should like to make a few sub¬ 
mission with regard to two or three 
demands. It is good that the Govern¬ 
ment has given additional grand to the 
Delhi Transport Corporation. This ■will 
certainly enable them to have more 
buses and it will result in some im¬ 
provement in the transport services. 
There has been some improvement 
during the last year or so but that is 
not enough. Much more is required. 
I welcome the provision of Rs. 4 
crores for this purpose. I wish to 
suggest to the Government that they 
should take some more steps to im¬ 
prove the bus service. 

Delhi’s transport problem cannot be 
solved merely by buses. You have to 
chalk out a coordinated transport 
policy whereby you can utilise pro¬ 
perly aU means of transport. What a 
pitiable situation we are in! The trans¬ 
port situation is dilBcult. Yet there 
are three thousand taxis in Delhi and 
because of increase in the cost of 
petrol and the decline in the number 
of passengers they are lying idle. Why 
not give them permit to operate from 
one stage to another stage and thus 
relieve the pressure on the transport? 

Similarly there are cycle rikshaws 
which serve a useful purpose. Unfor¬ 
tunately we find that we are in a posi¬ 
tion where we have cycle rikshaws in 
thi.<! country. But only two thousand 
of them have been given licences. 
There are 17,000 cycle rikshaws and 
they do not have a licence. The result 
is that they are fleeced by corrupt 
staff and Inspectors. There is there¬ 
fore need to evolve a coordinated trans¬ 
port system. There is an additional 
provision for the Space department. 
This is a very welcome thing. I wish 
to say that the country is eagerly 
awaiting the day when the Indian satel¬ 
lite will go into space. Even if more 
were to be given to this purpose the 
country will welcome it. Our advance 
in atomic research has been commend¬ 
able. It is true that there was criticism 
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by some people in-side our country 
and out-side also. May be, we are 
poor and we have our difficulties. But 
we have to advance with the advance¬ 
ment of the world. 

I wish to come back to the trans¬ 
port problem. If we have to remove 
traffic congestion we have also to 
clear the bottlenecks. The transi— 
Jamuna bridge is one of those big 
bottlenecks. Conditions there are al¬ 
most chaotic. Everyday thousands of 
people have to wait for hours together 
to pass through the bridge. Mr. 
Chairman, you know because you must 
be crossing the bridge several times. 
Another trans—Jumuna bridge was 
sanctioned and construction was about 
to start but it has not started yet. 
Taking advantage of this discussion I 
should urge upon the Minister of 
Transport to see that work starts on 
this bridge. With these words I sup¬ 
port the demands. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Every¬ 
one knows that the demands are very 
soon going to be accepted by the 
House, whether one supports them or 
opposes them. One could not, there¬ 
fore, make too much of grievance of 
it. But even after spending so much 
money the benefits do not accrue to 
the tsrpe of people to whom the benefits 
must go. It is no use this House pas¬ 
sing Budget after Budget including 
supplementary budget, but finding that 
vast sums of money had not been use¬ 
fully or judicially spent. 

Now, 1 have every sympathy for the 
hon. Minister because I know although 
he is in charge of Finance Depart¬ 
ment only, he has to take notes on 
various points and complaints and 
grievances. Even if he could not 
find time to reply to all of them he 
should atleast pass on those sugges¬ 
tions to the various Ministries con¬ 
cerned.

Wlfls regard to demand No. 12 X 
want to ask: What progress have the 


Government been able to make with 
regard to development of Kandla Free 
Trade Zone? 

As far as I know this Kandla Free 
Trade Zone was established with the 
purpose of having export promotion 
industries in that area. But, for the 
last so many years we find that hard¬ 
ly a few Industries have developed 
there because not only they lack in 
infra-structure necessary for the in¬ 
dustry but Government’s policy also is 
far from satisfactory, and the zone is 
disintegrated. In fact one wonders 
whether Government of India wants 
industries to be established there and 
export promotion to take place. After 
all, Kandla Port free trade zone was 
established with a few objectives. I 
would like those objectives to be pro¬ 
moted as early as possible. 

I would like to re-emphasize the 
suggestion already made by others 
including myself about the confiscated 
smuggled goods. These should be sent 
by way of re-export and it is not fair 
for the Government to tell us again and 
again that the matter is under con¬ 
sideration. So much quantity of con¬ 
fiscated smuggled goods is there in 
possession of the Government. By re¬ 
exporting the same, they can benefit 
the national exchequer by earing 
hardearned foreign exchange. 

On Demand No. 24 —Education I do 
not want to repeat that It Is no use 
having this or that small or minor 
demand of several lakhs of rupees, un¬ 
less this Government is ready and bold 
enough, I would say, to spend not 
lakhs but crores on education with 
right priorities—more money for pri¬ 
mary education, for teachers, for 
students of High Schools and Colleges 
so that they feel a sense of involve¬ 
ment and a concern for the community. 
The students and teachers must not 
only be in the minds of Government 
but also of socle^ and leaders in 
general. There are g variety of 
reasons for the restlessness in titis 
sphere in this country. There is sU 
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much of student unrest. One reason 
is that there is complete dislocation 
of priority with regard to spending on 
education. My complaint is not about 
educational demands put in the Sup¬ 
plementary Budget, but my complaint 
and question is as to why it is so 
small. 

On Demand No. 26—Child Welfare 
Policy & Programme, I find on page 6 
that this particular programme of 
nutrition for children (age group of 3 
to 5 years) was started but due to lack 
of funds it was stopped. It was re¬ 
started again. then, what is the 

Government’s policy in regard to the 
children? It is tragic that we in this 
House do not have time to discuss 
such vital issues like policy on Chil¬ 
dren’s Welfare. Nobel Prize Winning 
Poet from Chile—Gabriels Mistral has 
said— 

"We are guilty of many errors and 
many faults, but our worst crime is 
abandoning the children, neglecting 
the fountain of life. Many of the 
things we need can wait. The child 
cannot. Right now is the time his 
bones are being formed, his blood 
is being made and his senses are 
being developed.” 

To him we cannot answer ‘Tomor¬ 
row*. His name is ‘Today’. That is 
the imagination of a Chilean poet. We 
should look to the interests of the 
children while they are children. Lots 
of more money and imagination should 
go into the programmes for children’s 
development and welfare. I have visit¬ 
ed a number of countries abroad and 
have seen the type of attention shown 
by the various governments and peo¬ 
ples to their children in matters like 
crossing the road, getting free milk, 
education, etc. They care for their 
future generation, but we do not care 
for our future generation, much less 
for the present. 

About Demand No. 48 concerning 
the poU<», I Would submit, th^ ser* 
vice Mndltions are poor. 'Then, again. 
Instep defending the international 


border, the Border Security Force is 
used for political ends and for defend¬ 
ing the internal borders between vari¬ 
ous States'. This should be stopped. 

Mr. Limaye has rightly drawn atten¬ 
tion to the Film Institute in Poona. 
I wish that the Poona institute is run 
on better lines and it becomes a better 
body in terms of autonomy. A number 
of promising young artists boys and 
girls, feel frustrated because of the- 
bureaucratic working there. 

The Delhi Transport Corporation ia 
in a miserable state of ailairs. 1 have 
been in Delhi for more than two years 
now and I have never used the buses. 
It is impossible to use the buses. They 
are always crowded, and not on time, 
I would say, spend more on public 
transport; let Ambassadors and Fiats 
wait. This Government has no sense 
of priorities. In the name of socialism 
it gives priority to looking after the 
rich and the business people and it 
takes money from them for fighting 
elections and again coming to power. 

The Air India pilots’ strike was 
unfortunate, but let us remember that 
the pilots went on strike because of 
the lack of a climate of confidence and 
dialogue. We should take a lesson 
from this for our other public sector 
undertakings. There should be a cU- 
raate of confidence and dialogue bet¬ 
ween employers and employees. 

I support my friends Shri Banerjee- 
and Shri Limaye in their demand for 
payment of increased DA to Central' 
Government employees. There is al¬ 
ready tremendous distress for the fixed 
income people, and it is caused further 
by the compulsory deposit of additional 
emoluments. I hope Government wiU' 
look into the problems of these people- 
who are sandwiched between rising- 
prices on the one side and inability 
to earn more because they belong te 
the fixed Income group on the other. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHIr 
(Bhubaneswar): Sir, while I support 
these supplementary demands, I wishi 
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.to bring to the notice of the Govern¬ 
ment two or three points for their con¬ 
sideration. Some of the big capital¬ 
ists who used to thrive on 4he spending 
capacity of the Government and its 
jmonetary institutions are now raising 
the false alarm of recession and trying 
to pressurise the Government to have 
more credit expansion towards, the pri¬ 
vate commercial sector. This year’s 
credit expansion is in no way less than 
last year’s; may be the difference'is 
just Rs. 25 crores. So, Government 
-‘should not be unnecessarily pressuris- 
•ed in the name of recession to expand 
-the credit to the commercial sector 
•further.

T am glad that,-In every State, the 
Central Government is slowly esta¬ 


blishing one Central University. In 
Orissa, we have .three . Universities 
and out of these three Universities, 1 
suggest that the Utkal Univeraity can 
be converted into a Central Univer¬ 
sity. Then the other two Universities, 
tha Sambalpur University and the 
Berhampur University wiU gef more 
• funds from the UGC. I plead with 
the Government to look into this

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): I 
am grateful for the observations made 
by the hon. Members on this batch of 
Supplementary Grants. Iq. these 
Supplementary Demands for Rs. 129.58 
crores, one major item is the credit to 
the USSR, Poland and Burma. They 
constitute 111.50 crores, aitd on certain 
other items like New Services some 
amounts have been sanctioned. While 
presenting the Supplementary De¬ 
mands before the House, it was taken 
into consideration that only the ines¬ 
capable items and that loo to the 
barest minimum, will be taken into 
account. Therefore, it is not correct 
to conclude that Government wants to 
spend money in any way as they like 
without looking into the considera¬ 
tions of effect on the economy as such. 
In that connection some hon. Mem¬ 
bers asked why we are going to pay 
Rs. 100 crores credit to USSR and all 
that. I would not like to discuss the 
details of the trade pattern existing 
between USSR and certain other coun¬ 
tries. But I would like to say that 
this type of credit facilities is nothing 
unusual, in the normal trade practice 
in international world. Even last yean 
credit to the extent of Rs. 181 crores 
.was given to USSR and that too was 
repaid never they were in a position 
to build up their reserves and almost 
within the same financial year. These 
are not credits as such but these are 
in the nature of advances. These will 
be repaid within the current financial 
year as soon as they would have re¬ 
serves in their accounts. This is not 
an unusual practice. 1 would like to 
point out only one thing and that is 
this. I will indicate the kind of trade 
pattern which for the last three years 
has been developing between India an<l 
the USSR and that is reasonab!^ 
favourable in terms to India. Ih 1^71- 
72 imports were in the order of 87 
crores and in exports the figure is 209. 
In 1972-73 it was 106 and 305. In 
1973-74 this was 250 and 284. Certain 
observations have hfign made about the 
price of the commodifies. On this, I 
would like to point out ozity one ttlini, 
that is., about wbene the Bon* 
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Member will realise that the unit 
value of prices realised on global ex¬ 
port of tea is Rs. 7.6 per k.g. whereas 
in USSR it is Rs. 9.4' per k.g. So far 
coffee is concerned the figures are 
Rs. 7.8 per k.g. and in USSR Rs. 16.2 
per k.g. Of course, it is in that pro¬ 
portion to all other items It varies 
from item to item. So, it would not 
be desirable to come to the conclusion 
that in the overall trade pattern cer¬ 
tain parties are getting undue con¬ 
cession at the expense of the other. 
In a pattern like this mutual interest 
of the contracting parties are looked 
into and in all these trade agreements 
our interests have not been dispensed 
with in favour of the others. 


Mr. Chairman, while taking part in 
this discussion certain other items 
have also been brought and I would 
like to discuss about one particular 
item, that is, DTC. I was afraid of 
this question when I was in my pre¬ 
vious Ministry but after having come 
to the Ministry of Finance perhaps 
the breakdown in DTC would not 
frighten me any more. Anywaj’’ even 
in today’s discussion this has taken a 
lot of time and I got some assistance 
from my colleague, Mr. Trivedi, and 
I can say that certain improvement 
has taken place with the introduction 
of various services like Mudrika and 
Green Line and certain other services 
based on scientific basis. As far as 
I understood, while I was in that 
Ministry, the major problem of the 
DTC rs to augment the fleet and that 
too is not so easy because of the non¬ 
availability of spare-parts, tj’res and 
inadequate arrangement of repairing 
and maintenance facilities. This is 
the crisis faced not by one but by 
•very transport corporation both in 
the public as well as private sector in 
the country. Our colleagues in that 
Ministry are trying their best to im¬ 
prove the services and, I hope, it will 
be possible to do so with the addition- 
tional money we are providing by way 
of this grant. It wiU hrtlp them to get 
over the crisis which they are fa cing . 
It is known to the House that at one 


stage the financial situation of DTC 
reached such a state of affairs that 
they were not in a position to pay to 
their own employees. With the provi¬ 
sion of this money they would be able 
to get rid of their financial crisis and 
be in a position to augment their fleet 
and imnrove the services to some 
extent. 

AN IION. MEMBER; How is it that 
public transport is far better in otber 
places. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: In Delhi the special difficulty is 
that they have to cover the longest 
mileage which no city service in any 
part of the country does. Further at 
places like Calcutta, Bombay and Mad¬ 
ras there is the benefit of suburban 
railways but Delhi is denied of that 
privilege. 

One pertinent question has been 
raised by almost all Members and that 
is the subject on which my senior 
colleague has answered the Questions 
at length in the form of calling atten¬ 
tion notices in this House and the 
other House. That is regarding the 
D.A. which has become due. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: His senior 
colleague has already made a state¬ 
ment. That is all right. But, when 
is it to be paid to the employees? We 
want a firm date when the D.A. is 
going to be paid to the employees. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: I am not going to say that we 
are not going to pay them. What 1 
wanted to emphasise was this that i 
have nothing to add to what has al¬ 
ready been stated by my senior col¬ 
league on the floor of this House imd 
the other House. What he pointed out 
was that it was under the considera¬ 
tion of Government; the Government 
would arrive at a decision as soon as 
possible. All that I wanted to point 
out was that I have nothing more to 
add to this. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: What is to 
be decided? This I cannot understand. 
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(Shri S, M. Banerjee.) 

A decision was taken, they have ao* 
cepted the Pay Commission’s recom¬ 
mendations fortunately or unfortunate¬ 
ly.

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA 
(Uluberia): Gujarat has been under 
the Central Government for a long 
time. President’s rule is there. Peo¬ 
ple over there are still suffering from 
drought. Whose responsibility is this? 
This is the responsibility of the C^- 
tral Government. What 1 want is that 
the problem of drought must be solved 
and full responsibility must be taken 
by the Central Government to solve 
the sufferings of the people there. 
Water supply must be improved and 
people must be saved. For the develop¬ 
ment of new crop new arrangements 
for irrigation, for supply of water must 
be made. The Central Government 
cannot avoid this responsibility, ft is 
because of their fault that the people 
are suffering, cattle are dying, people 
are starving and there is a failure of 
crop. Budget must allow that much 
amount of nmney required to solve 
the drought problem of the people ot 
Gujarat. 

Gujarat must be allowed to elect 
their own Government as soon as 
possible as per their own will. 

These two things must be done, 
otherwise our people, Qur democracy 
will not be saved. 

With these few suggesstions I press 
my demand here and oppose this grant 
and ask them to include this grant In 
this Budget 


SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): Slr^ 
the demands give me an opportunity 
to place before Parliament the deplo-. 
rable conditions that are being expe¬ 
rienced in Gujarat today. As a result 
of the failure of the monsoon this year, 
almost the entire crop of Gujarat, 
starting witn maize, pll the rice, aU 
the jowar, all the bajra, most of the 
cotton and everything has been totally 
destroyed in several districts. In sPlte 
of this monumental tragedy, the Gov¬ 
ernment is totally incapable of dealing 
with any of the miseries of the people. 

I have myself made umpteen demands 
on the Gujarat Government such as It 
is that they should start relief works 
and find some way by which peoiile 
can scrape through this difficult period 
by earning the pittance that Govern¬ 
ment pays them for working on such 
works which are started in scarcity 
areas. But the govermnent’s argu¬ 
ment, as much as I can understand of 
it, is there is no scarcity at all in this 
area! I believe the procedure that the 
Government employs is to send out 
a central team to visit the areas uu 
the recommendation of the Gujarat 
Government. I do not understand 
what these teams evaluate because If 
anybody goes to those areas, he will 
find there is nothing there on which 
the people can live. I have myself 
gone to several villages in the Panch- 
mahals and Sabarkantha districts 
where you can see from the faces of 
the people that here is a man who hah 
not eaten for 12 hours, here is a man 
who has not eaten for 24 hours and 
so on. There is no grain of food m 
the entire village because the govern¬ 
ment, in spite of the promises it gives 
that it will supply a minimum of 7 
kilos of grain, has failed even to pro¬ 
vide more than 2 kg. on an average. 1 
do not expect that either you or the 
minister would have any sympathy for 
a government which cannot supply 
even what it has promised. It so 
transpired that 2 or 3” of rain fell al¬ 
most posthumously on these people, be¬ 
cause no one could benefit from this 
rain at all. Certainly not the crops. 
Yet, the government argues that be¬ 
cause this amount of rain fdl mueB 
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later than when it would have saved 
the crop, this can no longer be consider¬ 
ed as a scarcity area! In matters like 
these, we are dealing with human 
beings, not manuals. The Scarcity 
Manual published probably in 1857 has 
not yet been brought uptodate. Gov¬ 
ernment merely looks at it and says, 
if the rain is above so many inches, we 
cannot declare it as scarcity area, irres¬ 
pective of whether that rain did any 
benefit to the crops at all. In fact, 1 
have been brazenly told by the Collec¬ 
tor of my own district that if the rain 
falls, it will help the cotton crop and 
he can sell the crop which comes in 
January or February and eat. But 
what are they going to do between now 
and February when the cotton crop 
will come? There are innumerable 
complaints about taccavi and other 
loans not being available. Under the 
so-called people’s programme that this 
anti-people government has launched, 
nobody gets those loans f.t all. Nobody 
can deepen their wells because no ex¬ 
plosives are available. Nobody can 
get loan from any cooperative bank or 
panchayat or anywhere else to be able 
to sustain himself. 

Government has no plan there of 
jcnding rigs to dig weUs. In my area 
there is no water. You go to a parti¬ 
cular village which is on the banks of 
the Mahi river. There is plenty of 
water in the Mahi, but not a drop m 
the village. The nature of the project 
required is installing an engine and 
150 ft. pipe and spilling the water on 
the banks. The greedy farmers will 
take it into their fields. The cost of 
the project is Rs. 60,000. But Govern¬ 
ment has no money. 

You go to the next village. The 
tank is completely dry in almost every 
village. In some villages water lasts 
lor 15 days and in some others, for a 
maximum period of a month. There 
is a seasonal nala that goes by the 
tank. All that you have to do is to 
have a canal from the seasonal nala 
into the tank and have a spillover 
'Which could, thereafter, be connected 
to the other tanks. The cost of this 


project is Rs. 1 lakh. But 'Govern¬ 
ment has no money. 

You go to another village where a 
bund is required. The cost is Rs. 24 
lakhs. It will give relief to ten villa¬ 
ges. But Gpvernment has no money. 

Yet, I know, thousands and thou¬ 
sands of crores of rupees are being 
spent year after year when it comes 
to giving loans to large industrial 
houses, when it comes to making taxa¬ 
tion disposals. Thousands of crores 
rupees are sanctioned to public sector 
companies in a matter of a few minu¬ 
tes. But when it comes to doing work 
which is going to benefit the maximum 
number of people and provide employ¬ 
ment in that area, Government has no 
money! I do not know what sort of 
budget, what sort of planning, this is; 
I do not know what sort of humanity 
this Government possesses that it can 
totally ignore them. 

Let alone humanity, they have no 
concern for animals also. I think, bF 
now, it is a well known fact that the 
animals, particularly cattle, cows and 
buffaloes, form a very intrinsic part 
of the farm economy, of the economy 
of every village. Unless there are 
cattle, cows and buffaloes, the econo¬ 
my of the' village would collapse. 
There is no grass for these anlmahk 
There is no drinking water, tt has 
now come to the point where Ashrama 
are being opened in South Gujarat 
which will take in 50,000 heads People^ 
all the way from Kutch and north 
Gujarat, have to drag their cattle into 
those ashrams in order to get any 
relief at all. I just do not understand 
what this Govenunent is about. 

I have sent not one representation, 
but 20 representations, I have sent all 
details, I have sent reports on viUage- 
after village as to what work can be- 
carried out in those villages. Th^ 
just show us the blue print and Bay, 
'Here, we are going to do this; this is 
the Master Plan’. But not a single 
thing from the Master Plan has been 
implemented. 
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'There is need for a thousand scarcity 
works in my area, let alone Gujarat 
wheite the drought situation is pre¬ 
vailing. What they do is to open a 
test work here, a test wdrk there and 
a test work somewhere else—^three 
works instead of a thousand works 
that are necessary in a particular area. 

I want to warn the Government 
that this sort of situation cannot just 
be allowed to go on. I have talked 
about wells, about grass, about loans, 
about food. They give two kilos per 
head, and the people are expected to 
buy the rest of their requirement 
from the black market. Where will 
th^ get the money from to buy it? 
There is no employment for these 
people. They cannot go into the fields 
and do any work. They hang around 
hungry and sullen, not knowing what 
has hit them, including women and 
children. Therefore, I want to make 

xMissionate appeal. I am glad the 
lady Minister is here because all 
these will have no impact on any of 
the males in her Department. 1 am 
iluppy the Lady Minister is here. 

And I would appeal to her not only 
as a representative of the Govern¬ 
ment, not only as a Minister in charge 
of these Supplementary Demands but 
as a lady that she will use her mam- 
mum taluence to see that the Gujarat 
Government is adequately supplied 
/stith the funds necessary to save the 
lives v^kh are anywhere upto a 
■erore of pecqple. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): If it is some other lady, 
would you still make this appeal? 

' 8RRI PILOO MODY: That is why 
I say that I would not make a simi¬ 
lar appeal to other ladies in this 
Houte. But 1 am glad that this parti- 
cular lady is at the moment repre- 
'ietitlag the^dvenimdht. ThOrefOte, 
TBldam Finbfiee Mfifister, please dbU*t 
'think that what I am Aiytav la «ab> 
a gg er aH ad even by one iofu. I am 


prepared to take you with me and 
show you these conditions myself. 
Please go with me if you do not be¬ 
lieve me. But please make up your 
mind to immediately .institute the 
measures necessary to. save these 
people.

MR. CHAIRMAN: I hope she would 
not believe you. 

Now, Shri Natwarlal Patel—not 
here. Shri Jadeja. 

SHRI D. P. JADEJA (Jamnagar): 
I rise to support the Supplementary 
Demands for Grants for the Govern¬ 
ment of Gujarat for the year 1974-75. 


As my friend, Shri Piloo Mody has 
just made, a very appealing speech, all 
that I would like to tell him is that 
he has given a picture which is very 
true, not only for Panch Mahals but 
for the whole of Gujarat, and the Gov¬ 
ernment in whatever capacity they can 
and with whatever limited resources 
they have, are dong a good job of the 
whole thing. You cannot expect more 
jbrom them when the resources are not 
there. So, the first request that we will 
have to make to the Central Govern¬ 
ment is to give special grants to Guja¬ 
rat as that State this year is passkg 
through the worst drought situation 
that one has ever heard of in the his¬ 
tory. 

I would like to mention a few more 
points for the Gover^ent’s favour 
and especially, as Mr. Piloo Mody has 
talked about the Panch Mahals. 1 
H^uld like him to go and see Jam¬ 
nagar, a city with a population of 
over 3 lakhs... 

SBRI K. S. CHAVDA: Or for that 
matter, even Mehsana District. 

SHRI D. P. JADEJA: Again this 
dty, after the month of May, will not 
have a dre^ of drinkiiv water. I whuld 
IBce to haow tnnn the .Ooytaatmool 
what they have thought solt^ 
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this problem. The city population has 
not risen overnight. This is a gra¬ 
dual process. Like all other cities, it 
has progressed gradually and this 
water problem has been there for all 
these years. May I know what the 
Government has been doing for all 
these years in at least trying to find 
a solution for the drinking water pro¬ 
blem of the Jamnagar city? This is one 
district which has been neglected by 
the Government of Gujarat. I do not 
know whether they will consider this 
ipore seriously this year. But, unfor¬ 
tunately, it has been a neglected dis¬ 
trict from the very beginning. 

When we talk of scarcity, let me 
tell you that whatever relief works, 
whatever relief measures or what¬ 
ever relief in the form of fodder, in 
the form of more scarcity works, in 
the form of water and in the form of 
tube-wells is undertaken, this Dis- 
trict has had the least share from 
the Government aquota. Considering 
the seriousness of the situation, I 
would like to ask the Government if 
they have even considered a future 
plan for the city of Jamnagar. I 
know it is not going to be possible 
for them to put up a dam at this 
moment or bring a pipeline from 
Narmada. These things are not going 
to be possible.' The only possible 
thing that they can do this year is 
to bring water by tankers from dis¬ 
tance of 30—40 miles. 

18.00 hrs. 

They should have special trains to 
bring water to Jamnagar city. If not, 
by May if not by April, the city will 
have to be evacuated. There are many 
dewellers belonging to middle classes 
and richer classes. They have shifted 
to Rajkot. They have purchased 
their own buildings there or they 
have got buildings on rent and 
they would be moving out there. 
But what about poor people? 
They cannot even move up to the next 
village. What is the Government go¬ 
ing to do to solve their problems, Sir? 
This Is my question. And when we 
talk oi scarcity who are Uie pet^le who 
come to do Scarcity works?, Although 


the Government claims that the scarci¬ 
ty labourer gets Rs. 3, the fact is, not 
more than 15 per cent of the labourers 
get anything near about Rs. 3. I can 
tell you from personal experience, an 
average worker is getting not more 
than one rupee seventy-five paise. Thi* 
is on an average. So what I want tt 
know is this. What is the Govern¬ 
ment trying to do to solve this prob¬ 
lem? How can they earn their liveli¬ 
hood in this meagre amount. Why 
does not the Government think of start¬ 
ing fair-price shops in scarcity centres? 
Why does not the Government think of 
giving these scarcity labourers somes 
thing in cash and something in food? 
Why cant you give food to them at 
subsidised rates for these class of 
labourers? I would like to know whe¬ 
ther the Government is thinking of re- 
vi.sing the schedule of scarcity work in 
Gujarat, as Mr. Piloo Mody, pointed 
out?. Are they thinking of bring out 
any schemes which can in future sup¬ 
plement the works now being done to¬ 
day? These are my basic questions. 
Scarcity is something that six to seven 
districts of Gujarat’s normally every 
year. I know in my district for the last 
15 years we have had 11 such years. 
We have had scarcity works opened up 
year after year. And what is being 
done? The same road is being repair¬ 
ed or the same tank is being dug out. 
But no concrete proposal is made so 
that water can be stored before it goes 
into the sea. Why have they not 
thought of minor irrigation schemes or 
medium irrigation schemes in these re¬ 
gions where Narmada River Vally Pro¬ 
ject or any other River Valley Project 
could not come? These are scarcity 
affected area.s. I request the Gujarat 
Government to think it seriously at this 
moment and form a Board of all scar¬ 
city affected taluks of Gujarat State. I 
am not including districts because some 
part of the district may be scarcity- 
affected and some part may not be so 
affected. But all drought-prone taluks 
of Gujarat should come under this 
Board. Iliis Board should be em¬ 
powered to finalise work schemes 
which will be in the interest of these 
regions and they wlH have to took to 
this aspect of the problnn In the years 
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to come also. . This is my respectful 
submission. 

There is another problem which the 
Government and farmew are going 
certainly to face in the next monsoon, 
season. In my district alone where the 
cattle wealth was almost 8 lakhs today 
not more than 4 lakh heads of cattle 
exist. I can tell you that by the time 
next monsoon sets in we will not have 
more than 50,000 cattle heads. Today 
if you come to my place we will not 
be able to give you tea because there 
is no milk. A large number of cases 
of eye blindness come from this area. 
Therefore, I would like to know what 
the Government is thinking of doing to 
save the cattle wealth in this area. 
May I suggest that from every farmer 
or from a group of villages the Gov¬ 
ernment may take a pair of bullocks 
and these buUocks be maintained and 
kept alive by Government. If it is not 

done. I fear, next year when the mon¬ 
soon’sets in not a single field in this 
region would have been cultivated. 
Even the farmer would not be able to 
afford to buy a paid of bullocks. The 
Government may set-up some tractor 
centres. 

Though the financial position is not 
as good. I would like to know whether 
the Government has thought of saving 
the small farmer. Have they got any 
scheme of giving loan or cash doll to 
the small and the marginal farmers 
which are going to be wiped out com¬ 
pletely in the next few months?

SHRI D. P. JADEJA: Mr. Chairman, 
Sir, as I was saving it earlier this un¬ 
fortunate district has been neglected 
throughout. I would like to draw the 
attention of the Government to one 
major faitbr that 'affects the Jamnagar 


district. It has a coast-line which Is 
longest that any district in the whole 
of India has. It has a maximum num¬ 
ber of intermediate ports and a maxi¬ 
mum export is being done from these 
ports. 

But, as far as government money or 
government work that is being done at 
the port 13 concerned, it is the mini¬ 
mum. If I can give you an instance, 
take the port of Okha. This is the 
port which has been neglected from 
the very' beginning. To give an in¬ 
stance, a dredger was made specially 
for this port almost four years back. 
This dredger was to come to Okha. 

I do not know for what reason it was 
sent to some other port. This is very 
old now. For some experiment work 
when this dredger did reach this port 
it was found that it was not suitable 
for dredging work in this port area. May 
I know when this dredger was meant 
for a particular port, why this type of 
dredger was made at all—could they 
not know whether it was suitable or 
not? Okha has tremendous potentia¬ 
lities for marine products. This can 
be converted into a marine port. This 
should be given top priority by Gov¬ 
ernment of Gujarat. In the last eight 
or ten months, port charges have been 
rai.sed throughout Gujarat. 

What has been the result? The trade 
has fallen. They cannot afford to 
pay these charges, they find it unecon- 
mical. By raising the port charges to 
the extent of 130 per cent, are they 
going to benefit any industries? This 
is what I want to know from Govern¬ 
ment. Have they any scheme or 
whether they would be considering a 
scheme to revise the port charges? One 
more point and I would conclude. That 
is about industries in Gujarat. At 
present thev are faced with an un¬ 
precedented burden of the cost of elec¬ 
tric power which is so much that Guja¬ 
rat at present has become the costliest 
power generating State In the whole 
of India. 

This has arisen on account of two 
reasohs4here Is a fifty per; cent riMr 
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in the energy charge and 300 per cent 
rise in the fuel adjustment charge. 
This is going to effect the industries 
throughout Gujarat. Not only that. 
3y closing down the industries the 
carcity area where some industries 
exist will also be , affected. May I 
know whether Government would con¬ 
sider revising the energy charges? 
Lastly, I would like to draw the atten¬ 
tion of Government of Gujarat as well 
as Government of India about tourism 
development. So far as tourism de¬ 
velopment of Gujarat is concerned, 
Gujarat is a neglected State. Govern¬ 
ment of Gujarat has neglected this 
I'^ven more. This is the State where 
it does not have a Director of Tourism. 
I do not know why? They do not think 
it fit. Gujarat has the richest poten¬ 
tiality for the tourism development in 
the whole country. I would like to 
know whether Government are think¬ 
ing of setting up a Tourist Develop¬ 
ment Board in Gujarat, something 
which has already been sanctioned by 
the previous GoverruTnent also. There 
[ jis a demand for posting a Commis- 
' .sioner of Tourism. They should look 
to these aspects. I hope the Govern¬ 
ment will take these things very se¬ 
riously. more seriously, as I have talk¬ 
ed about these points many times be¬ 
fore. With these words. I support the 
Demands

In Kutch and other districts, 
I tried to meet youth who did not be¬ 
long to any political party, i have 
learnt from them that it is horrible. 
The relief officials of the Government 
of Gujarat, I do not know who they 
are, tried even to conceal from the 
people actually what assistance can be

given to them within a week,. Hiey 
came not Urst day but second^ third 
and fourth day. VirtuaTIS^-?jy tempera¬ 
ment the people of Gujarat, especially 
the poor people, are simple unlike the 
people in Kerala and Bengal. As a 
result of this they are getting much 
more exploited, it is a fact and there 
is no denying the fact about the truth. 

I request you, apart from Central 
assistance to Gujarat, why not the 
Government here advise the Govern¬ 
ment there, the administration headed 
by the Governor at the moment in 
Gujarat to involve the non-political 
forces Or the political forces whatever 
Government may feel better in the 
relief operation. At least five lectu- 
lers of Gujarat University last month 
told me when I went to Ahmedabad 
that they want to serve. There is a 
big organisation of the teachers and 
profe.'jsors of the university. They 
wanted to serve and give time in a 
manner of dedication to the cause of 
the people for the relief operation. But 
they were not called even for a single 
day by either the Relief Measure De¬ 
partment or by any official responsible 
there, to do the job. As a result of 
this the poor people had to depend on 
bureaucracy and as there is no As¬ 
sembly and popular Government, the 
grievance of the people is that it was 
not debated in the Assembly. 

If you consider all this, I must say 
that the condition is very critical. My 
suggestion to the Government would be 
not only to utilise the central assistance 
given or whatever the Government pro¬ 
poses to give but also involve the tea¬ 
chers in whom I have a tremendous 
faith not because Prof. Mavalankar be¬ 
longed to that community but because 
I know the eagerness which I had 
never seen earlier among the teachers 
in my State or any other State. They 
said we do not want any political back¬ 
ing, we do not want any name-of 
Prime Minister or the Governor. We 
want to work in our time. But they 
are not properly utilised. 

Secondly, whatever may be the Char¬ 
ges against Nav Nirman Samiti, but 
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the fact remains that there are a large 
number of students who have said the 
very same thing—they wanted to enga¬ 
ge themselves in constructive activi¬ 
ties. They were not given any oppor¬ 
tunity by the local administration there. 
Hon. Piloo Mody has said what the 
Government is doing. Gujarat is faci- 
ing crisis. In democracy, without 
having a popular Government in the 
actual activities of the Government 
people's views cannot be projected. 
Since Gujarat is facing Presidential 
rule and entire thing has to depend on 
bureaucracy, real justice cannot te 
given to the people. 

Popular Government was thrown out 
not by the conspiracy of the students, 
not by the conspiracy of teachers 
but it was a deliberate systematic plan 
which the Government of India in the 
beginning could not tackle and the 
Gujarat Governgient also could not 
control. 

After the President’s rule there 
should be election as per Constitution. 

I met hundred.® of students during 
my two or three visits to Gujaiat. 
They had Jio idea to throw the Gov¬ 
ernment. At that time they wanted 
justice from the State Government in 
regard to their problems in the Insti¬ 
tution and some measures to be taken 
by the Government in view oi the 
price rise. But I am sorry to .say a 
section in the Administration—police 
humiliated the students in the 'begin¬ 
ning, Had I been in their place (not 
being a Member of Parliament) I 
would have not done whatever they 
did. I collected this fact of humilia¬ 
tion, etc. and placed it before the 
Government after my visit. I request 
that before Government takes any 
measure to investigate how the situa¬ 
tion came, Government must make a 
comprehensive probe in this regard, 
as to how Administration is function¬ 
ing. PersonaHy. I take the name of 
IGfT—Mr. Pant. The way in which 
he deals with the students is the 
same as was done during British 
dayg. JH* is talking with the students 
wlti} vulgar tone and langua^. 


1 do not knew whether he is still 
there. If you keep- all of them intact,, 
whatever assistance the Finance Min¬ 
istry may give to Gujarat, even 6(1 
per cent ef it would not be utilised 
for the people’s benefit. Conditions, 
in drought-affected areas are much 
more deplorable. One of my young, 
friends, who belongs to a farmer 
lamily, has seen his father shed tears 
not because his son died but because 
five cows and buffaloes died without, 
grass. The father wrote to his sen,. 
“Come and see the condition. 1 am 
worried not because your mother is 
not getting food but because I could 
.not protect the cattle.” In a peasant 
family, if three or four cattle die, 
the loss to the family is horrible. No 
investigation has yet been made asr 
to who are the people who are ex- 
ticme sufferers. Government can ask 
ill the political parties, students sud 
professors to share their time to in¬ 
vestigate iiTio this matter in coopera¬ 
tion With th.e gevernment. Only llien 

the assistance will go to the genuine- 
sufferers. 

Some political parties and vested- 
interests have taken up the Narmada 
issue either to confuse the people or 
tc educate them Our Agriculture 
Minister, Babu Jagjivan Ram, has 
dealt with the Cauvery issue in a- 
very efficient manner, keeping all na¬ 
tional views before him. The Gov¬ 
ernment of India should take similar 
steps about Narmada issue also so- 
that the Gujarat people may not be 
trapped in the conspiracy generated' 
by the rightist forces there, by some 
people who had been in the Congresa- 
but who are now out of the Congress. 

Coming tc. the industrial problem, I 
Spoke about it in the last session dur¬ 
ing the discussion on the continuation 
of proclamation there. There is seri¬ 
ous resentment among the young 
people there that some public sector 
units like ONGC' etc., are employing 
a huge number of people without car¬ 
ing for the employment exchange- 
priority order or for the merit of the 
youth, but entirely depending on the 
vague lists of the tradh- union leaderr 
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there. As a result of this, in some 
cases some very unfortunate senti¬ 
ments of provincialism hav^ crept in 
and the Gujarat youth are feeling 
that justice is being denied to them. 
I do not know about the private sec¬ 
tor But in the public sector, ii has 
become a constant practice and I re¬ 
quest the Government of India to 
take up this matter with all sorious- 
ness. 

Coming to textile magnates, 1 am 
glad the Government of India have 
arrested some smugglers not only in 
Bombay but in Gujarat also. I feel 
one ^nuine mistake has been commit¬ 
ted. Government is going after the 
smugglers in Gujarat and Bombay, 
knowing fully well that .the wealth 
accumulated by them in the last few 
years and decades has already been 
invested by them either in Vasant 
Vihar in Delhi or Back Bay Reclama¬ 
tion in Bombay or in other places. 

Government is not taking any ac¬ 
tion. I am sorry to say this. I have 
received, after raising this question 
in the Lok Sabha, threatening tele¬ 
phone calls asking me why I was 
raising all these things. The big rac¬ 
kets of textile magnates, those trad¬ 
ing in' fertilisers and chemicals, the 
ground-nut merchants, all these peo¬ 
ple, with the help of smugglers, have 
purchased lot of lands in Bombay 
back-bay reclamation, and they have 
started in the last one month chang¬ 
ing the titles and shifting the owner¬ 
ship to various fictitious names. The 
Government of India", the Finance 
Ministry, is looking into only Haji 
Mastan and other top smugglers, but 
they are not taking any action on 
these property-owners. They may 
be Congressmen or Communists or 
Jan Sanghis. Why is Government 
not taking immediate action to inves¬ 
tigate into the ownership and the 
resources by which they got this huge 
property? Government la keening 
ouiet. As a result of that, I appre¬ 
hend that the smugglers will be in 
custody but the defenders of the 


smugglers and the beneficiaries of 
smuggling activities in Gujarat espe¬ 
cially and, tc some extent, in Bom¬ 
bay will be enjoying all these things 
and Government will not be able to 
do anything. If Government does 
not do anything, we have to take 
some action among the youth, without 
caring what Government does, go to 
their places, get them out and find 
out where they got the wealth from. 
There is no other alternative. 

Coming to the University and aca¬ 
demic problems in Gujarat, Govern¬ 
ment of India should know that the 
Vice Chancellor of the Gujarat Uid- 
versity, who is the root cause of the 
discontentment among the students, 
among the teachers as well as among 
the people in general, even after this 
political episode, is still conducting 
some activities in a manner which 
goes against the interests of the stu¬ 
dents, against the interests cf the 
State. He has developed a link with 
the vested interests, kulak lobbies, 
outside the University campus with 
the rightist forces, to pollute the aca¬ 
demic atmosphere and to build up a 
very \bad political campaign against 
democracy. He seems to be a very 
good man, but he is behind every¬ 
thing. But Government is silent about 
this. I had an opportunity to clairfy 
this point to the Governor of Gujarat. 
But I do not know what action has 
been taken by him or what action the 
management is taking. 

Now I come to the groundnut scan¬ 
dal. We have been discussing the li¬ 
cence scandal It was published in 
the Blitz and some members raised 
it, and thus the whole country knows 
about this licence scandal. But the 
groundnut scandal and textile scan¬ 
dal of Gujarat never come up in this 
House.... 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: Cotton scan¬ 
dal also. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN¬ 
SI: 1 am glad you have reminded me. 
Cotton scandal also^... 
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SHRI K. S. CHAVDA; There should 
be an investigation. A Committee 
should be appointed. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN- 
SI: The demand should come from 
the Opposition because they tl/nk 
that Government is protecting.... 

SHRI K S. CHAVDA: I have put 
several questions on the floor of the 
House on this. (Interniptions) 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN- 
SI: He speaks about cotton scandal, 
defending the groundnut scandal and 
the textile scandal. I speak about all 
the scandals. We knew what their 
Interests are. I know who is defend¬ 
ing them. (Interruptions) 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: We are not 
defending them. I am with you to 
demand appointment of a Parliamen¬ 
tary Committee to investigate into 
this scandal. But you are not with 
me.... « 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN- 
SI: God 'ave me. I do not like to 
be with you. What I have to submit 
is that the groundnut scandal which 
played a signiflcant role in the disso¬ 
lution of the Assembly and in fin.nnc- 
ing the entire rightist forces there at 
that time has not yet been exposed.. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: I am on a 
point of order. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN- 
SI: What point of order? Are >ou 
defending th<> groundnut scandal? 

MR CHAIRMAN: Why do you ask 
him? You please conclude. It is for 
me to decide whether it is a point of 
order Or not. Please continue., 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MDN- 
SI: These groundnut merchants in 
Gujarat in league with the textile 
magnates are still engaged in a big¬ 
ger conspiracy and I wish the Gov¬ 
ernment should immediately take 
sufllcient care and investigate and 
identify those elements amongst then 
who played a direct role at that time 


by issuing leaflets, flnancing the stu¬ 
dents as also the students* movement, 
financing some big forces and who- 
dreamt that the parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy of this country should be des¬ 
troyed for eve^ and still they are in 
action. I^ wish that the Government 
should go Into this matter and see 
the conditions there. 

I conclude that the Ministry should 
immediately see that relief measures 
are taken with the involvement of’ 
the popular forces as in the bureau¬ 
cratic set up I have no faith. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. E. R. Krish- 
nan. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar): 

I had given a long list of individuals- 
and co-operative societies to the 
Commerce Minister for investigation 
and inquiring about the cotton scan- • 
dhl. I am waiting since two years 
tut nothing has come out, 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Note ha® teen 
taken of what you have said. Mr. 
Krishnan. 

•SHRI E. R. krishnan (Salem): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise to say a few 
words on the Supplementary De¬ 
mands for Grants for expenditure of 
the Government of Gujarat for the 
year 1974-75. 

The very fact that a sum of Ra 
33.15 crores has been provided in 
these Demands for expenditure on 
measures to provide relief of distress 
caused by natural calamities shows 
that there is widespread drought in 
the State of Gujarat. My hon. friend 
Shri Mavalankar ..has been frequently 
referring to the pitiable plight of the- 
people of Gujarat only on this lu.as¬ 
sailable ground. If Gujarat is to get 
rid of the recurring drought and fa¬ 
mine, the only solution is. that the- 
Narmada river water dispute should 
be settled expeditiously. The drought 
relief works may solve this recurring 
problem for a temporary period, as 
is being witnessed during the past so 
many years. This problem of drought

in Gujarat can be solved for ever 
permanently, only when the Narma¬ 
da river water dispute is settled. 

It is not that the Defence of India 
Rules and tho National Em'irgeiicy 
siiould be utilised for solving politi¬ 
cal problems. They can as vvell be 
used for solving problems like Nar¬ 
mada water dispute, which is the main 
■cause for the untold miserie^s of the 
people of Gujarat. Recently, the Gov¬ 
ernment of India is more interested 
in the game of politics than in fif;d- 
ing solutions to the problems of the 
people of Gujarat, who are just the 
fodder for the flame of power that 
Ras been monopolised by the ruling 
'Congress Party. As Shri Priya Han- 
jan Das Munshi emphasised the Nar¬ 
mada Water dispute should be settled 
• expeditiously which alone will per- 
-manently solve the drought problem 
•of Gujarat. 

Here, I would refer to another im¬ 
portant issue. This sum of Rs. 33.15 
.being provided in these Supplemen¬ 
tary Demands for drought relief 
•works is going to be deducted from 
the Central Assistance to the Govcrn- 
rment i^f Gujarat for the Fifth Five 
Year Plan Projects. Sir, this is an 
atrocious proposition. If the monsoon 
fails there is drought; drought is na¬ 
tural calamity. The drought relief 
works will not yield any return for 
*thc State exchequer; yet drought re¬ 
lief works are social welfare W’orks. 
1 strongly condemn this method of 
'deducting drought relief assistance 
from the Central Assistance to a 
State Government for the 5th Five 
'Year Plan Projects. If this is extend¬ 
ed to other States, I am sure that the 
-country’s economic and industrial de¬ 
velopment will come to a standstill. 1 
-appeal to the Central Government 
-that the implications of this arrange- 
•ment should be considered carefully 
and if necessary it should be modi¬ 
fied. This unsound proposition ap- 
•pears on page 39 of the Supplemen- 
"tary Demands for Gujarat under the 
■aegis of Babu Jagjlvan Ram settled 
ithc Cauvery water dispute by creat¬ 


ing the Cauvery Valley Authority. A 
similar authority can be created for 
Narmada Valley also. Now Gujarat 
is under President’s rule. In Madhya 
Pradesh the Prime Minister’s disciple 
Shri P. C. Sethi is the Chief Minister. 

It should not be too difficult for the 
Centre to solve the Narmada dispute 
between these two States. I appeal 
to the Central Government that only 
when Narmada dispute is settled, the 
recurring drought in Gujarat can be 
solved permanently. 

The Staio of Gujarat gave us the 
Father of the Nation, Mahatma Gan¬ 
dhi. Mahatma Gandhi’s heir, the 
Congress Party has been ruling the 
Slate for the past 27 years uninter¬ 
ruptedly. Yet Gujarat is faced every 
year with drought and famine. I am 
happy that tho hon. Member from the 
ruling Party, Shri Priya Ranjan Eas 
Munshi, referred to this recurring 
phenomenon in Gujarat and mention¬ 
ed the deplorable conditions preval¬ 
ent in Gujarat. The people of Guja¬ 
rat are very soft by temperament. 
That is why perhaps today 13000 vil¬ 
lages in Gujarat have been declared 
as drought-afflicted areas. For all 
the miseries of the people of Gujarat, 
the ruling Congress Party alone is 
responsible. The ruling Congress 
Party The Famine Code should be 
extended to the State of Gujarat and 
the drought relief works must bs un- 
dertadren on a war-footing. 

At this critical juncture, it is essen¬ 
tial that there should be a democratic 
Government in the State. 1 h-ipe 
that the Elections in Gujarat will be 
held early. 

In the end, I would refer to De- 
mamd No. 39, which refers to the 
arrangement with the State Bank of 
India for obtaining cash-credit accom¬ 
modation for financing the transac¬ 
tions of the fair-price shops scheme. 
In this matter. Gujarat has taken a 
pioneering step, and this facility of 
meeting the financial needs of Fair 
Price shops through the State Bank 
of India should be extended t 6 other 
Stat^ also. 
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While concluding, I would refer to 
what I have repeatedly stated in this 
House. If the Government of India 
are keen to reduce the impact c.f re¬ 
curring drought in almost all parts 
of the country, all the rivers must be 
nationalised. Then alone the un¬ 
seemly river water disputes between 
the States will disappear. Along with 
that, the recurring drought also v/ill 
vanish from the national scene. 

SHE! K. S CHAVDA: Sir. I will 
first deal with the scandal problem. 
We in Gujarat. 

SHRI D. N, TIWARY (Gopalgaiij): 
That is all that you know... 

SHRl K. S. CHAVDA: We know 
so many things... 

Sir, my party appointed a com¬ 
mittee to investigalp both the 
scandals, namely, groundnut scandal 
and the cotton scpndal. On cotton I 
have put several questions on the 
floor of the House and wrong re¬ 
plies have been given. I cited the ex¬ 
ample of 22 farmers who have direct¬ 
ly written to the Prime Minister that 
even though they do not know any¬ 
thing about cotton and have no bank 
4 tccounts against their ’names moneys 
have been withdrawn. Sir, out of 7 
■crore business the nominees of' the 
Cotton Corporation of India pocketed 
about Rs. 70 lakhs and they belonged 
to Congress (R). I wrote about it 
to the Speaker. The Minister said 
because the Prime Minister’s Secre¬ 
tariat gave thir reply and, as such, 
he gave that reply. May I demand 
that a Parliamentary Committee 
should be appointed to go into both 
these scandals. 

Sir, I was pained to hear my friend. 
Shri Sambhali, saying that Amul 
Dairy should be nationalised. Amul 
Dairy is being run by the small 
farmers on cooperative basis. I know 
where the shoe pinches. It is being 
run by Cong. (O) people. If Mr. 
Sambhali wants the Amul Dairy to 
be nationalised he wants that those 


cooperative societies which are not 
run either by the Congress Party (N) 
or the Communist Party of India 
should be nationalised. 

He also wants that drug industry 
in Gujarat • should be nationalised. 
Sir, you are a member of the Drug 
Committee and you know how the 
foreign drug firms with an equity 
capital of Rs. 2 crores are looting 
this country. They are controlling 80 
per cent of the total production of 
drugs in our country. He wants that 
Indian firms like Sarabhal and 
Alembic should be nationalised and 
foreign firms .should not be nation¬ 
alised. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He did not say 
that. Don’t infer that. I hope, he 
would agree with you that foreign 
firms should bo nationalised 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: He did not 
utter a word about the foreign firms 
which are looting the country. 

Now, coming to the subject proper 
I would say Gujarat is very badly 
affected by drought. Out of 13,000 
villages Government has declared 
only . 0,000 villages and out of these 

9,000 Villages relief works only in 

1,000 villages have been started. 

19.00 hrs. 

Sir, the State Government is faced 
with a great problem of resources In 
meeting the expenditure for tne re¬ 
lief works. In 1972-73. there was 
drought and Government spent about 
Rs. 80 crores for the relief measures 
but a majority of this expenditure 
was borne by the Government of 
India. Now this scarcity condition is 
worse than what it was in 1972-73. 
Keeping in view the unprecedented 
rise in prices, the estimated expen¬ 
diture would be about Rs. 200 crores. 

Now, Gujarat is not in a position 
to give this amount for the relief 
measures in the scarcity affected 
areas Therefore, 1 would suggest 
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that the Government should exempt 
Gujarat—not only Gujarat but abo 
similar drought-affected Spates in 
our country—from the recommena- 
ation of the Sixth Fina^ice Commis¬ 
sion for meeting the expenditure for 
the relief works. If this is not done, 
then it is possible that many people 
may die within six months which 
will be very bad for the State of 
Gujarat. 

There are reports that several 
cattle have died for want of fodder 
OT water. Therefore, I have moved 
a cut motion regarding the failure 
of the Central Government to make 
adequate financial assistance available 
for the relief work in the scarcity 
affected areas in the State of Gujarat. 
My next point is this that continu* 
ous and adequate electric supply 
should be provided to pumping sets 
attached to tubewells in the scar¬ 
city affected areas. I came from 
Gujarat. I live in a village. So I 
have practical experience about this. 
Only from 9 P.M. to 1 A.M., electri¬ 
city is available in my village. The 
same is the condition everywhere 
Adequate supply of electricity is not 
given -in my village. When the volt¬ 
age is low the electric motor gets 
damaged and water work is stopped. 
The Government—the Collector—sent 
a tanker with water to the village. 
This is the position here. That is 
why I demand that a continuous and 
adequate supply of electricity should 
be given to the pumping sets attach¬ 
ed to wells and tubewells. 

I come to another point. There is 
bureaucratic rule starting from Pan- 
chayat level to the Gandhinagar level 
—I mean Taluka Panchayats which 
are run by the Taluka Development 
Officers—and they are not function¬ 
ing at all since 31st March. In the 
same way, the district panchayats are 
not functioning at all and the D.D.08- 
in most of the municipalities or cor- 
pori^ns run these. 1 mean they are 
run by the Government administrators. 


Therefore, I say that Government 
should hold elections in all the taluka 
panchayats, district panchayats and 
the superseded municipalities and 
corporations and also the State As¬ 
semblies, because, Sir, in a democratic 
rule, people are not in a position to 
ventilate their grievances and to gel 
their grievances redressed. It is 
better to have popular units of ad¬ 
ministration, whether it is in regard 
to local bodies or in regard to the 
State Assembly, in the State ol 
Gujarat. 

Another point is regarding the gri¬ 
evances of the scheduled castes 
Under the President’s Rule, these 
grievances have increased I have 
given one cut motion. But, it is 
better if i quote a certain portion of 
a letter written by me to the Gover¬ 
nor. I wrote a letter on 15th Novem¬ 
ber. It haa not been replied to up 
till now. I have not received any 
reply. Action might have been taken. 
But, I am not in the know of any¬ 
thing regarding my letter. I wrote: 

“It is a matter of regret that

1 have brought it to the notice of 
the Governor. 

“Several SC/S-T MBBS doctors

Now, when they have been ap¬ 
pointed temporarily, they have not 
been paid salary for four months, 
since their' appointment up till 
now.” 

Up till now, they have not got the 
salaries. That much I know. 

“Though according to the pre¬ 
vailing practice all MBBS doctors 
after completing internship are 
appointed in Government service 
and after the appointment. the.v 
are interviewed by the State Public 
Commis.sion for eonfirmation, those 
not qualified in the interview are 
given further chances, but are con¬ 
tinued in .service.” 

Now, I am laying* it on the Table of 
the House. -- 

Then, Sir, Government should start 
relief works. Where there is scope 
for productive work. Government 
should start relief works there. Sir. 
Government have repeatedly stated 
that the Dharoi dam. its main canal 
and its subsidiary will be completed 
before December, 1974. But, Gov¬ 
ernment have not started the work at 
all in rc;>ard to the main canal :uul 
its subsidiary. 

Therefore, I would request Govern¬ 
ment to take up this tvork as a relief 
measure. It is in Mehsana di.strict 
and it is the Dharoi project,

MR. CHAIRMAN: He is speaking 
on Gujarat and Gujral is disturbing. 

THE MINISTOR OF INFORMAT¬ 
ION AND BROADCASTING (SHRI 
I. K. GUJRAL): There is no similarity, 

I can assure you. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Then please do 

not disturb. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: 
Gujarat is not only Gujral’s responsi- 
iiility; it is the Government of India'^i 
responsibility. If Ministers have to 
make consultations, with great res¬ 
pect T request them to go to the Cen- 
tial Hall. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: That was my 
job and I have done it. You do not 
do it. 

SHRI P G. MAVALANKAR: 

1 feel disturbed. I apologise if they 
feel o*Yended. I speak with consider¬ 
able anguish and no less anger about 
various problems facing the people of 
Gujarat. I have moved 22 cut mot¬ 
ions. I could have elaborated on 
many other points and pul in a 
iiundrod cut motions, but I thoughi i 
would take up only those which re¬ 
late to problems of recent occurrence 
and which are relevant to these de- 
mand.s. 

1 want to dispel Iho misconception 
about Gujarat being one of the rich 
States. Let us not look at some 
citic .4 including my home town of 
Ahmedabad. Let us not look at a 
few very rich people in my city and 
conclude that (Sujaral is rich. There 
is a publication by the Government 
of Gujarat entitled Incidence of Po-‘ 
verty in Gujarat. It is an analysis' 
' based on the data on coiuumer ex¬ 
penditure, and is published by the 
Bureau of Economics and Statistics' 
of Gujarat Government, in 1973. The 
conclusions reached are really dis** 
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turbing. I shall read a few of them: 
“Between 43 to 53 per cent of the 
population in the rural areas of the 
State appears to have a«level of con¬ 
sumer expenditure below the desira¬ 
ble minimum. The incidence of 
poverty is the severest in the ‘Agri¬ 
cultural Labour’ households and 66 
per cent of the total agricultural 
households live below the desirable 
level of consumer expenditure. The 
incidence of poverty in urban avea-i 
•f the State is relatively higher than 
in the rural areas and appears to 
range between 58 and 65 per cent. 
Households headed by ‘manual wor¬ 
kers’ constitute the largest com¬ 
ponent—36 per cent~of urban house¬ 
holds living below the desirable 
of consumer expenditure.” So, Guja¬ 
rat is not a rich State. Large parts 
of it are inhabitated by people liv¬ 
ing in tribal areas and village.s, liv¬ 
ing far below the poverty line. 

President’s rule has been in my 
State for the last 9 months and more. 
While I cannot say that all problems 
have been completely ignored—that 
would be a wrong exaggeration—be¬ 
cause of the continuance of Presi¬ 
dent’s rule, the people are denied 
their legitimate democratic urges and 
rights of involvement in various pub¬ 
lic issues and problems that agitate 
them. They cannot go to the ad- 
not have the time and attitude to 
meet them. So, the continuance of 
ministrators. The bureaucrats do 
President’s rule has meant that peo¬ 
ple are not able to voice their feel¬ 
ings and anger.. Although it is obli¬ 
gatory for the Government to hold 
regular meetings of the consultative 
committee on Gujarat legislation, 
only three meetings have so far been 
held and that too hardly for a few 
hours each. Many of us tried to 
raise several issues. I myself raised 
uearly a hundred issues each time 
because our job now is to represent 
tixe people of Gujarat as a whole in 
the Lok Sabha and various com- 
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mittees concerned. But the consul** 
tative committees have not done any 
concrete job. The Home Minister is 
not giving any intimation about the 
fourth meeting at all. 

The six month period of Presi¬ 
dent’s rule is ending and elections 
are to take place in February or 
early March. But I hope hot only 
the Vidhan Sabha elections but elec¬ 
tions to the panchayats and corpora, 
tions and municipalities which hav%* 
not taken place will aLso be held rmd 
the election machinery would be 
bettered so that the elections may be 
held in a freer and fairer atmos¬ 
phere. 

The most vitil problem of Gnjaret 
today is the unprecedented drought 
and scarcity. Several hon, members 
have referred to it. Thi.s year parti¬ 
cularly the drought has been unpre¬ 
cedented and it has upset all ore- 
plans, calculation^ and expectaHonj, 
It has dislocated the entire fiscal ad¬ 
ministration and management of 
Gujarat. Cattle are dying in thou¬ 
sands and also migrating to other 
areas. There is no fodder for the 
cattle. People in hundreds of vil¬ 
lages have no drinkin,% water, not 
for weeks but for months. District* 
liioe Kutch, Jamnagar, Banaskantha 
and Surendarnagar are in drought, 
and Kutch district, not once but for 
seven years, in the last ten years. 
Yet, I find, to my amazement, that 
not a single district of Gujarat, not 
even Kutch, has been included in the 
Government of India’s programme- 
for assistance through World Bank. 
Why this kind of deliberate and 
.scant in difference to the people of' 
Gujarat? That is the question I want 
to ask. 

In this regard I would suggest 
briefly that the scarcity relief works 
need to be expanded and streug-' 
thened. The worker needs to be pauL 
not Rs. 3 but Rs. 5 per day. The. 
relief ccmaiiiittee meetings must W, 
held more regularly and intenslveljr,. 
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Major and minor irrigation works 
should be started and intensified. 

It has been reported in the Press 
lhat Shri Jagjiwan Ram has said in 
the other House in so many words 
ihat food is not to be considered as 
a political problem and that they 
would see to it that all disputes of 
river waters are amicably settled and 
settled soon. I urge with all since¬ 
rity that the Central Government 
should solve the Narmada problem 
as early as possible by asking the 
Tribunal to expedite it. 

I now come to the question of the 
Sixth Finance Commission’s recom¬ 
mendation. /The ex-Finaace Minis¬ 
ter, happily, is here in the House and 
his colleague, the present Finance 
Minister is also here. I ask them in 
all sincerity: if the 'report of this 
Finance Commission had not come at 
the time at which it came, would 
they have said to us that they would 
not give a single paise? Last time, 
>i>nly a year and a half ago. on scar¬ 
city relief the Government of Guja¬ 
rat spent Rs. 93 crores, out of which 
Ihe Government of India’s contri¬ 
bution was not less than 75 per cent. 
Now it is anticipated by the admin¬ 
istrators in Gujarat that the next 
year’s budget would be further dis¬ 
located and we would require not 
less than Rs. 126 crores on a mini¬ 
mum conservative scale. The nation 
will be shocked to know that not a 
nngle paisa has yet been given, not 
even a promise has come that they 
will give assistance to the Gujarat 
administration. The Gujarat Gov¬ 
ernment have come today with 
Supplementary Demands for Rs. 45 
crores out of which the major por¬ 
tion is for scarcity relief. It has ui>- 
set all our plans. Of course, we will 
be economising in all respects. The 
Gujarat Government is known for the 
last 14 years for its neat and exemp¬ 
lary fiscal administration. I can say 
that with authority. Therefore, I 
would request the Government not to 
take shelter under the Finance Com- 
nissioii’s recommendation for not giv¬ 


ing aid to Gujarat. I remember Mr. 
Chavan’s words; he has said not once 
but several times; he has said, 'll 
there are droughts and other natural 
calamities, do you mean to say that 
we would let the people go to dogs? 
We would \;ome to their help’. 
Now why do the Government of India 
not give the promised assistance to 
Gujarat? Today it is Gujarat. To¬ 
morrow it will be Maharashtra or 
Madhya Pradesh or Rajasthan or 
Orissa. I am not pleading for one 
State. I am talking about the gene¬ 
ral principle. The Government of 
India must find money and they 
should not take shelter under the 
Finance Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tion. 

Now I come to the industrial de¬ 
velopment in Gujarat. The present 
administration in Gujarat has sud¬ 
denly increased the cost of power 
per unit from 9 paise to 25 oaise. 
This means that the industries in 
Gujarat will experience a lot oi 
difficulties because they have to pay 
more for power. There is a power 
crisis in Gujarat. I do not know 
what will happen after 1979. Per¬ 
haps. this is a problem of the whole 
country. I would like the Minister 
of Energy to tell us what plans Go¬ 
vernment has. not only for Gujarat, 
but for the whole of the Indian 
Union with regard to solving the 
energy crisis. Here I want to sug¬ 
gest that the Atomic Power Station 
in Saurashtra. which we have been 
demanding for a long time, must 
come because the one at Tarapur is 
more often out of order than in order. 
Neither Maharashtra nor Gujarat are 
getting electricity regularly aild 
assuredly. Therefore, an Atondc 
Power Station in Saurashtra is 
necessary. 

About education, I am tempted to 
speak more, because that is my field. 
V, V. John Committee’s r^rt, stu¬ 
dents’ unrest, t«‘s'‘hers’ unrest, agita¬ 
tions by DTC and PTC, the Gujarat 
Agricultural University professors 
not getting the UGC scales. aO these 
problems are there. Yesterday the 
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Education Minister told me that the 
John Committee’s report had not yet 
been considered. Is this the kind of 
mdifference that they want to snow 
to our people? ** 

Lastly, the living conditions of 
workers, the low-paid people, the 
slum-dwellers in the Gujarat are also 
appalling. The conditions of casual 
labour in the PWD and other places 
in Gujarat are also equally appalling. 
They are being employed on a per- 
menent basis for years but with no 
security, no service conditions and no 
benefit of allowances. Therefore. 1 
feel this and many other kinds of 
problems are there, which must be 
looked into sympathetically and 
speedily. 

Gujarat is now under Central ad¬ 
ministration. Centra] Departments 
are there. They .should serve with 
efficiency. 

I would like to make a comment 
and that is that the people of Gujarat 
have to be treated properly, hon¬ 
ourably and justly. They naturally 
demand that the Central administra¬ 
tion should look at the problems of 
Gujarat as the problems of India as 
a whole. My friend. Shri Das Munsi 
was making some very interesting 
observations. I do not want to reply 
to those points. Some of them are 
good and some of them are not so 
good. But I am glad that there are 
people in our Parliament belonging 
to other States also who are speaking 
on this. 

I want to tell you that there is no 
political vacuum in Gujarat. Elec¬ 
tions are coming. I am quite sure 
that the people of Gujarat are alert 
and they will see to it that people 
who are corrupt and dishonest are 
nwnoved and people who can deUvar 
tte goods will only be elected in a 
proper way. 
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With these words, I want to stress 
again in all sincerity and with all 
firmness at my command that the 
Government of India under whose 
direct responsibility my people aciji 
my State are put at the moment can¬ 
not escape from the legal, political, 
parliamentary and moral responsi¬ 
bilities. and so the Central Govern¬ 
ment must come forth to the rescue 
of the people of Gujarat in every 
way so that the people of Gujarat 
feel that although they are under 
I’resident’.s rule, they are not com¬ 
pletely ignored or neglected. 
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war I 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagav): 

I would like to make only one point. 
I will not takp up much of the time 
of the House. Almo.st all the hoo. 
Member.s have stressed the need to 
expand the relief works. It is the 
urgent need of the day. We .should 
provide employment to drought- 
prone people. 12 Iakh.s people re¬ 
quire employmeul wheix-as the Go¬ 
vernment has provided employment 
only to 3 lakhs persons. The Guja¬ 
rat Government has made one pro¬ 
posal. There Ls one important pro¬ 
ject there namely, Rhavnagar Taia- 
pore Broadgaugc railway line, Thia 
proposal i"' an eforiornically viable 
one. Gujarat Government has not 
only demanded the implementation 
of thi.s mojecl but they as.sured that 
they will make good the deficit a* 
the sixth veui- if return doe-^ not 
come according to the criteria laM 
down. Government have as.sured to 
give land cost-fivc T don’t know 
wlu'iL ijreveiil.; the l.'cotre from tak¬ 
ing up this project which is a re¬ 
munerative proposition which will 
boost the economy of the backward 
area. Thi.s project should be imple¬ 
mented immediately to provide work 
to drought-prone people. They say 
they will make good the deficit if 
there i.s deficit at all by the sixth year. 
They are also prepared to give the 
cost true. So, I i'equest and I de¬ 
mand that this project should be 
taken up and implemented imme¬ 
diately. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMATI 
SUSHILA ROHATGI); Mr. Chairman, 
Sir, I am grateful to hon. Members 
who have participated in this discus¬ 
sion, who have very kindly focussed 
the attention of the House to certain 
very important matters and who spoke 
of the calamity which has overtaken <' 
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backward State like Gujarat. Moat of 
the hon. Members by and large have 
not injected any political element in 
this discussion, but with one or two 
exceptions, which can understood. 
Mr. Mavalankar was carried away by 
his own exuberance and eloquence. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; It is 
not a question of eloquence; 1 have not 
come here for elocution competition! 

AN HON. MEMBER: She is paying 
a tribute. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGIr 
Members gave a vivid portrayal of 
their anguish about various things. 
Mr. Piloo Mody appealed to me as a 
lady member; it is not only as a lady 
member that I am speaking, but as a 
Member piloting the BiU and as a 
Member of the Government, because I 
would like to convey to the hon. Mem¬ 
bers that Government is fully aware 
of all the miseries and anguish and the 
Government has taken all the steps 
which were necessary right from the 
beginning. Inspite of all the charges 
that have been hurled at the Govern¬ 
ment by way of saying that there is 
no employment scheme, plan. e.tc. 1 
would only narrate a few steps which 
the Government have taken from time 
to time. No doubt, I still realise there 
is much to be done to alleviating 
human misery and the misery caused 
to the cattle. But it would not be 
correct to say that we were lacking 
in humanity or were devoid of human 
milk. 

As regards sixth Finance Commis¬ 
sion I would say a provision for 
Rs. 4.55 crores was made in the non- 
Plan expenditure and so far an ex¬ 
penditure to the extent of Rs. 13.48 
crores had already been incurred. A 
central team had visited the State and 
there is constant dialogue going on. I 
am not in a position to say at this 
moment how much would be given but 
a Omtrfil team has visited the State 


and' it is upto the Central GovemnuKt 
to take the decision.. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: So far, 
not a single rupee has been given. 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROIIATGi: 
The Government of India have written 
to the State Government and a ftnstt 
view in regard to what amount of 
assistance can be given by the Cen^ 
to the State Government by way eC 
advance Plan assistance, advance, as¬ 
sistance under drought prone area pro¬ 
gramme, tribal development plan pre¬ 
vision etc. is yet to be taken by llw 
Government of India. But I can as¬ 
sure the hon. Members that no time 
will be allowed to be wasted from our 
side. 

One of the hon. Members mentioned 
that only a few villages have bean 
taken under scarcity relief works pw- 
gramme. For the information of the 
hon. Member, 1 may say the State Gov¬ 
ernment has so far declared scarettp 
in 8,320 villages. I can understand 
collosal anguish in these districts whids 
are not connected with the scarcity re¬ 
lief works but this is only to sub¬ 
stantiate the few steps taken. As on 
30th November, 1974, 846 relief works 
and 924 budgetted works provided 
labour to 2.59 lakh people in the scar¬ 
city affected areas. It is expected aa- 
other 4,000 villages will be declared as 
scarcity-hit and at the peak period of 
April-May 1975 the labour strength is 
expected to be 15 lakh labourers. Dis¬ 
trict-wise master plans have been pre¬ 
pared to provide gainful employment 
to the scarcity labourers and relief 
works are being started according to 
the needs so that employment may be 
provided to the drought affected people. 

A number of schemes have already 
taken shape. Instead of going into de¬ 
tails about all those schemes I woUli 
like to say that about 11 schemes for 
gainful emplojnnent have been takea 
om hand. I won’t go into details of 
the schemes. Ibese are basleal^ 
employinent-orlmitod to see that toe 
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people are able to utilise their capacity. 
We see that employment is given to 
them. 

In addition, khadi scheme is being 
implemented through the Gujarat State 
Khadi and Village Industry Board. 
Under this scheme. Amber Charkhaa 
mth 1. 2 and 6 spindles are provided 
at subsidised rates. They are also 
provided at subsidised rates. 

The trainees are also given stipends. 
They also get wages on the basis of 
♦heir turn out. The point which was 
mentioned by the Members -un this 
side was about the water supply to 
the scarcity areas in Jamnagar town. 
Due to scanty rains reservoirs in Jam- 
.oagar town is not tilled. At present 
the town with a population of 2.5 laidis 
ts getting 20 lakhs j^allons of water 
every day and at the present rate of 
tlrawal, the reservoirs are likely to dry 
up by May 1975. In order to meet the 
water supply reqfiirements till the 
next monsoon 100 tube wells (4" dia- 
neter) and 12 tube wells (6" diameter) 
*iave been drilled so far. It is also 
proposed to dig another 100 tube wells. 

SHRI D. P. JADEJA: There is no 
'Ubsoil water. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He says there is 
no subsoil water. What purpose will 
tubewell serve? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
At the moment water is needed. Gov¬ 
ernment will see to it that water is 
provided there. Government is con¬ 
sidering a proposal to bring water 
from the Sinhan Irrigation Dam which 
is 50 k.m. away to augment the supply 
The estimate upto 31-3-1975 is Rs. 200 
lakhs under emergency arrangements; 
and Rs. 200 lakhs for drilling tubewells 
in rural area: Rs. 105 lakhs for pur¬ 
chase of water tankers and Rs. 30 
lakhs being loans to Municipalities for 
water supply scheme. These vdll show 
that we are taking steps in this re¬ 
gard. Some charges have been made 
that govehiment has been negligent, 
Governmeig; has closed eyes and it is 


not aware of the situation. The steps 
taken show that they are doing their 
best. 

About cattle, unfortunately there is 
starvation and possibly there baa been 
loss of life' of the cattle as a result 
of this. That is due to shortage of 
fodder. Till 30th November 1974, Stale 
Government has distributed 286.S7 
lakhs k.g. (28,657 tonnes) of varioon 
types of cattle fodder in the drought 
affected areas. 

To meet the requirement of cattle 
fodder for the period from 1-12-1974, 
Government is purchasing 24,000 wagOK 
loads (1 lakh tonnes) of grass from 
Bulsar District which is a major graM 
producing area. That shows the steps 
taken in this direction to see tiiat the 
misery of the cattle is reduced as tar 
as fodder to cattle is concerned. About 
fair price shops, I would like to sar 
that there are 8,300 fair price shopis 
and the allocation of foodgrains ft 
made from the Central Pool. That has 
also been increased to 82,000 tonnes 
now. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: Are you going 
to provide uninterrupted and adequate 
supply of electricity to pumping sets 
attached to wells and tubewells because 
it is very very necessary? If you sup¬ 
ply continuous electricity to pumping 
sets, then, the food, fodder and water 
problems will be solved to that extent 
Are you going to assure the House 
that adequate supply of electricity to 
the pumping sets will be provided? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
That will be conditioned by so many 
other factors. But, it shall be our 
endeavour to see that as far as possi¬ 
ble this is done. This is not entirely 
within our control. But, attempts will 
be made for that. Then. Sir, about the 
point raised by the hon. Member Mr. 
Jadeja about making Gujarat a tourist 
spot and throwing it open to tourism. 
I would only say that the post of Direc¬ 
tor of Information has been recently 
replaced hv the post of Director of. 
Information-eum Tourism. A senior 
Officer from the Central Government 
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has taken over. The State CSovernment 
now attaches special importance to 
touriffln in the State. 

SHRI D. P, JAOEJA: Psaid, Govern¬ 
ment of Gujarat cannot aiTord to have 
a Director of Tourism. If the Director 
of Information also acts as the Director 
of Tourism, how is he going to concen¬ 
trate on tourism when he cannot get 
enough time to work for Information 
alone? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
That is a matter which could be taken 
up. We can even discuss it. If there 
is something lacking, that can be looked 
into. We share the common idea that 
we should give importance to tourism 
and that it should be improved. 

About the elections, many of the 
Son. Members have raised that point. 

I would only like to say that delimi¬ 
tation of constituencies is complete 
and the preparation of electoral rolls 
will also be complete by 6th January 
as envisaged by the Election Commis¬ 
sion. The question when the .‘lections 
will be held will depend on so many 
other factors. So far .is that part is 
concerned ... 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: What about 
electiona to Municipalities, Corpora¬ 
tions and Taluka Panchayats? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): Not in 
the midst of this misery. We want 
elections or relief works? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI; 
All our energy is mostly concentrated 
to see that the.... 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Is that 
an indication that you want to post¬ 
pone the elecflims further? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: He asked 
abaut the municipal dectioni. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: Don’t put things 
in her mouth. She has not said that 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: t 
1 think we all agree that the main 
priority should be given to relief works. 
With these words, I would request the 
hon. Members to give their approval 
to the Demands. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: I would ask 
only one question. I have .said that 
Gujarat Government has given an as- 
.surance to make good all the deficit 
if it occurs in implementing the Bhav- 
nagarrTarapur broad gauge railway 
line. This will provide a good deal of 
employment to the drought stricken 
laeople. Today, you have provided 
employment to nearly three lakh per¬ 
sons. But, the number of people who 
require employment is about 12 laktts. 
Why don’t you implement this project? 
Government of Gujarat has further 
assured you to give land, free of cost. 
Why don’t you implement this project? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHATGI: ' 
1 am sure this will be taken note of 
by the Railway Minister especially 
because it is employment oriented.

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR lAh- 
medabad): I am grateful to the 

Minister for her earlier remarks that 
the Government of India are actively 
considering giving all necessary assis¬ 
tance to Gujaraf in meeting this terri¬ 
ble and unprecedented challenge of 
scarcity and cirougfR. i wish she 
had elaborated a little more on this 
as to how the Govefihnent of India 
are goin.g to give the necessary 
additional financial assistance in the 
context of the. sixth Finance Commis¬ 
sion's recommendations, as she her- 
seif mentidned Tiie whole difficulty 
is, the popular upsiifTte in Gujarat 
earlier this year upset almost every¬ 
thing and everybody. But unfortu¬ 
nately both the Government and 
opposition parties have not been able 
to pinpoint and focus the issues and 
problems involved in the agitation. 
Gujarat has never resorted to any 
unauthorised overdraft from the Re¬ 
serve Bank in the last 14 years or 
from the Contingency Fund of the 
•State. It has carried on its fiscal 
affairs nicely and economically. Now 
that we are in such a terrible grip 
of scarcity. .sfiouIH we be punished 
for our honest functioning adminis¬ 
tratively and'fiscally all along? That 
is what the Gujarat people are ask¬ 
ing. I am sure the Government of 
Gujarat, who is directly in charge 
now under President’s Rule has also 
made some proposals to the Central 
Government. 

Th 1974-75 and 1975-76 budgets of 
Gujarat are going to have lot of 
difficulties and dislocations in respect 
of planning and financial administra-

scarcity relief is of the order of 
Rs. 125 crores. Therefore, ray feeling 
is that, unless hnancia], assistance 
comes in a raassive way and urgent¬ 
ly, the people of Gujarat will not feel 
satisfied and restful. 

One word about the atrocities 
committed on Harijans. in Ranraal- 
pur, Surendarnagar district, Harijans 
were tortured and beaten to death. 
The targedy of Ranraalour was not 
an isolated tragedy. It is unfortunate 
that we could not discuss the 
problems of Harijan and Adivasis In 
this House because the lime is bdng 
spent on many otRer things. The 
point Is that tlie Harijans and tri- 
bals have not been given their du«- 
attention, they have not been given 
the attention they legitimately de¬ 
serve. 


Gujarat has many problems, not 
txnly within Gujarat but outside 
Gujarat also, i.e., with various Central 
Ministries. A number of trains in 
Gujarat still stand cancelled. Tlic 
number of railway wagons provided 
for the industries there i.s inadequate. 
The telephone system in various 
cities like Surat. Baroda and Ahme- 
dahad is not functioning properly and 
efficiently. The postal services 
not satisfactory. The Minister ha^ 
been vague in his reply.. As regard-' 
television, We have been demanding 
a television station in Ahmedabad for 
a long time. Late Dr. Vikram Sara- 
bhai was responsible for many scien¬ 
tific and other achievements. Includ¬ 
ing development ol television. If he 
had been alive today, we would not 
have been in this situation asking the 
Government repeatedly for a televi¬ 
sion station in Ahmedabad. Because 
Gujarat happen.'- to be a border State, 
a television station is all the more 
necessary and essential. I hope, the 
Government will look into this de¬ 
mand seriously. 


The Provident Fund Commusiener’s 
office in Ahmedabad is absolutely in 
a mess. The workers are not getting 
their dues because there are no pro¬ 
per slips maintained. i wonder some¬ 
times as to why there is no violent 
agitation there. Of course, I am not 
pleading for that. But t^ workers 
and other citizens are expmencSng 
tremendous hardsHips. t ~ woi;dd 
request the Government of India <o 
look into this and set right the Pro¬ 
vident Fund Commissioner's office in 
Ahmedabad, so that the workers and 
others gel their dues. 


Finally, let the Cabinet have at 
least one full-fledged Cabinet Minis¬ 
ter from Gujarat. Only then we will 
feel that the problems and difficulties

DELHI MUNICIPAL CORPORATION f 
(AMENDMENT.) BILL 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): Sir, I beg 
to move that the Bill further to amend 
the Delhi Municipal Corporation Act, 
1937, as passed by Raya Sabha, be 
taken into consideration. 

Sir, the next general elections to 
the Municipal Corporation of Delhi 
are aue to be held in May, 1975. The 
Delhi Municipal Corporation Act, 1967 
provides that upon the completion of 
each census, the number of Councillors 
in the Corporation shall be determined 
subject to the maximum of one hun¬ 
dred, on the scale of one Counciller 
for not more than 20,000 of the popu¬ 
lation. According to the last census 
*he population of the areas falling 
within the jurisdiction of the Corpo¬ 
ration has, however, gone up to 37.07 
lakhs and, as such, it is no longer 
possible to stick to the criterion of 
one Councillor for every 20,000 popu¬ 
lation. It is. therefore, proposed that 
with a view to en.suring uniformity in 
the representation on the basis of 
population in the various wards, the 
Act may be amended so as to provide 
that, as far as practicable, the popu¬ 
lation of each ward shall be the same. 

For the purposes of elections to the 
Corporation, the Act provides for the 
adoption of the Parliamentary elec¬ 
toral roll relating t'o the areas com¬ 
prised within a particular ward. The 
present electoral roll has been drawn 
up with reference date as the 1st 
January, 1971 and this roll will be 
totally out-of-date by the time the 
next elections are held. The Election 
Commission had expressed their in¬ 
ability to undertake revision of the 
Parliamentary electoral rolls, specially 
for the purpose of the conduct of the 
Municipal elections. Although the 
Election Commission have since order, 
ed preparation of electioral roll fo» 
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the next Farliamentary^ elections with 
reference date as 1st January, 1975, 
but as the Hon’ble Members are aware, 
the Parliamentary elections are nor¬ 
mally held every five years while the 
Municipal elections are held every 
four years and thus are not co-termi¬ 
nus. It has, therefore, become neces¬ 
sary to unlink the municipal electo¬ 
ral roll from the Parliamentary elec¬ 
toral roll by taking power to have a 
separate roll for elections to the Cor¬ 
poration. The elections to the cor¬ 
poration are at present conducted 
i under the supervision of the Commis¬ 
sioner who is required to perform 
various other functions, under the Act. 
It is therefore, proposed to free him 
from the responsibility of conducting 
elections and also the task of preparing 
and revising the electoral rolls for the 
Corporation elections irom time to 
time. These functions are proposed 
to be vested in an officer to be de¬ 
signated as the Difector of Municipal 
elections. 


Clauses 5 and 6 of the Bill seek to 
achieve these objectives. According to 
the provisions of the Act, the appoint¬ 
ment to the posts carrying a minimum 
monthly pay of Rs. 350 or more on the 
Corporation and its Undertakings are 
required to be made in consultation 
with the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission. As a result of the Third Pay 
Commission’s recommendations and 
Sivasankar Committee’s report the 
scales of pay of such posts have since 
been revised raising the minimum to 
Rs. 700. Consequently, a large num¬ 
ber of posts which were not intended 
to be placed within the consultation 
range of the Union Public Service 
Commission for making appointments 
thereto would come within the Com¬ 
mission’s purview and increase the 
work of the Commission. This would 
also result in the curtailment of the 
powers of the Municipal Corporation 
In this respect. Opportunity is, there¬ 
fore, being taken to amend the Act 
suitably in respect of these matters 
alio. 


Sir, with this brief introduction I 
commend the Bill which has already 
been passed by the Rajya Sabha fo 
the House. 

MR. CHAITIMAN: Motion moved: 

“That the bill further to amend 
the Delhi Municipal Corporation 
Act, 1957, as passed by Rajya Sabha, 
be taken into consideration”. 

SHRI H K. L. BHAGAT (East 
Deltii): Mr. Chairman, Sir, this BiU 
primarily seeks to create a machinery 
for preparation of rolls and for the 
conduct of elections to the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation. I welcome 
this Bill. It is a good Bill. But, Sir, 
r shall make my submission very brief 
that the Delhi Municipal Corporation, 
during the last 7 or 8 years has be¬ 
come a major centre of administra¬ 
tive and political corruption. I shall 
end my speech in three or four minu¬ 
tes. What has been happening here 
is that crores of rupees have been 
given by Central Government every 
year for specific purposes. They had 
been misutilised. Even plan alloca¬ 
tions had been utilised for other pur¬ 
poses while all the plan projects had 
been neglected and they continue to 
suffer since the Jan Sangh took it 
over. 

Now, Sir, what I would respectfully 
submit is this. Very crude attempts 
are made to intimidate and bully the 
officials and employees also and all 
democratic norms of behaviour are 
thrown to the winds. One day in 
about twenty minutes more than 50 
items were declared passed. That is 
what is happening there. The cor¬ 
ruption has reached such a pitch that 
fictitious projects were shown and the 
money allocation was eaten away or 
misappropriated. Certain cases were 
Or have been registered and sent to 
the courts by the C.B.I. In such a 
situation in the Corporation the lea¬ 
der of the Jan Sangh Party in the 
Municipal Corporation Mr. Bal Raj 
Khanna and a former Deputy Mayor 
had met with his death where the 
headquarters of the Jan Sangh are 
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located. In Delhi there is a lot of 
speculation about it. So many things 
are said about it. The Leader of the 
Jan Sangh Party in Municipal Cor¬ 
poration died at th^ headquarters of 
the Jan Sangh. I would say that the 
Corporation had been stinking. 

Now, Sir, I am concluding my sub¬ 
missions. Therefore, the whole Cor¬ 
poration is slinking. The educational 
standard is miserably low. Roads are 
not being maintained. Health is being 
totally ignored. While the Corpora¬ 
tion is stinking, Jan Sangh is prosper¬ 
ing on the stinking, -aising big build¬ 
ings with lot of money on the strength 
01 corruption in the Corporation. 1 
demand two things. Fiistly, has the 
Government conducted an enquiry into 
the circumstances of the death ox 
Shri Balraj Khanna. If not, why notY 
There is a lot of misgivings and sus¬ 
picions in the minds of the people of 
Delhi. At least, that must be cleared. 
Secondly, I demand that a high-pow¬ 
ered Committee, Invesiigating team 
should be appointed by the Central 
Government to investigate the func¬ 
tioning, of the Corporation. Sir, today, 
the Central Government has no pow¬ 
ers. If they have any power, they 
have not exercised it. The Lt. Gov¬ 
ernor has no powers. No powers have 
been exercised to rectify the wrongs. 
I know the Central Government wants 
to be democratic in their approach 
and also appear to be democratic. But, 
there is a limit to everything. I would 
demand that a high-powered investi¬ 
gating team should he appointed to 
conduct an investigation into the 
>ffairs of the Corporation. No investi¬ 
gation has been conducted into the 
affairs of the Corporation during the 
last 5-6 years. In the end, I would 


urge upon the Govemme.at of India to 
have a fresh look into the administra¬ 
tive structure and pattern of Delhi. 
With all its multiplicities of authorities 
and agencies, it continues to pre.sent a 
picture of an hydra-headed monster, 
if I may be permitted to say so with 
no administrative head, no coordinat¬ 
ing head to control ihem. The situa¬ 
tion calls for a fresh review so that 
a proper system, a unified system can 
be evolved to minimise the hardships 
of the people of Delhi. With these 
words, I support this Bill. 

*S11RI JAGDISH BHATTACHAR- 
YYA (Ghatal): Mr. Chairman, Sir, the 
Delhi Municipal Corporation (Amend¬ 
ment) Bill, 1.974 seeks to lay down the 
procedure to regulate the municipal 
elections in Delhi In Section 3 Sub- 
Section (6) of the Principal Act it 
was provided that the total member¬ 
ship of the Council would be on a scale 
of one councillor for not more than 
twenty thousand of the population. In 
the present amending legislation the 
words “on a scale of one councillor for 
not more than twenty thousand of the 
population” is sought to be omitted. 
In other words, the Government is 
proposing to retain Ihe present mem¬ 
bership of the Corporation and is 
seeking to enlarge the constituency. 
In his introductory speech the Minis¬ 
ter has stated that the population of 
Delhi has gone up very high since the 
promulgation of the original Act and 
hence it would no longer be possible 
to adhere to the formula that was laid 
down in the original Act and hence a 
deletion was being proposed by the 
Government. Sir, the Councillors have 
to attend to the civic needs of the 
constituents like sanitation, repair of 
roads, housing, health measures, edu¬ 
cation etc. He has, to to sav, bestow 
personal attention to the needs of each 
of his electorata. Now, if you enlarge 


•The original speech was delivered in Bengali. 
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the constituency, H would be physical¬ 
ly impossible for him to discharge his 
responsibilities. If the Government 
feels that* one representative for every 
20,000 persons is on the high side then 
it can be raised to 25 to 30 thousand 
but I personally feel that instead of 
adopting this course of' action if the 
Government decides to stick to the 
present membership of the Corpora 
tion irrespective of the number of the 
electorates it would be unrealistic and 
impose a heavy burden on a coun¬ 
cillor which would oe impossible for 
him to carry out.’ Even with the in¬ 
creased limit i,e, to 25 to 30 thousand, 
the total membership of the Corpora¬ 
tion would not be an unmanageable 
figure. • I* am in favour of expansion 
rather than contraction. 

ITow, I will deal with the provisions 
relating to preparation ct electoral roll 
and electoral registration officers. 
Under the present Bill this function 
will now on be performed by an elec¬ 
toral Registration Officer and his 
assistants to be appointed by the Cen¬ 
tral Government. I feel, Sir, that the 
Election Commission ■ should be en¬ 
trusted with this job. 

If at all any change in the modality 
is considered necessary then the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation, being an auto¬ 
nomous body should be left to do this 
work. The Central intervention in this 
matter is not desirable. The appre¬ 
hension that through this hew mecha¬ 
nism the ruling party in' the Centre 
can always ensure some benefit to its 
own factions in the Corporation can 
never be ruled out. 

Under 7 (E)(3) of Clause 5 of the 
present Bill, power has been given to 
the Central Governntent t.o revise elec¬ 
toral roii in such manner as it may 
think fit,'- when’ necessary. It is « 
common knowledge that the revision of 
the electoral roll becomes necessary 
for inclusion or deletion of names of 
electors and as such no objection can 
pos.^b}y be taken on that ficore, . But 
from- our perB6nBl experience we have 
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found that such revision is only under¬ 
taken when the demand is made by 
the ruling party in the Corporation 
while the opposition demand is always 
negatived. - In the present climate of 
running rigged elections and election 
malpractices it is all the more neces¬ 
sary to provide adequate safeguard 
to see that the above apprehensions do 
not come true. 

Finally, I will deal with the provi¬ 
sions of 7(1) of Clause 5. This Sub¬ 
section bears the jurisdiction of Civil 
Courts in matters of electoral appeals. 
It only, means that for everything .an 
eleclors has now to go to a High Court 
or the Supreme Court to seek justice. 
You will agree. Sir, that on the very 
fare of it, the provision goes against- 
the interest of a poor elector. He can¬ 
not afford to bear the heavy cost of 
litigation at the High Court, and 
Supreme Court level. For these rea¬ 
sons I will urge upon the Government 
that the jurisdiction of Civil Courts 
should be retained -vhich would offer 
easy, quick and economical justice to 
an elector.

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SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Sir, 1 am 
thankful to the members for the sup¬ 
port they have given. The CPM mem¬ 
ber has made some suggestion that 
instead of increasing the population 
for each councillor the number of 
councillors in the corporation should 
be increased. It is a very impractical 
suggestion because if we take the 
20,000 per councillor ratio, the number 
would almost become double. 

Now a hundred Councillors are 
there. It would become double. That 
is, 200 Councillors will have to be 
elected. It is neither practicable nor 
advisable. After four years, again the 
population is bound to increase. Again 
we may have to incre.ise the number 
of Councillors. I do not think it is a 
very practicable suggestion. The num¬ 
ber of a hundred Councillors for the 
Delhi Municipal Corporation is consi¬ 
dered as adequate. We can only in¬ 
crease the number of people a Coun¬ 
cillor will represent. Now it comes to 
37,000 per Councillor. It does not 
wem to be a very big constituency. 

As the are aware, the 

■ Delhi Municipal Ci?.T>ora-tion is main¬ 
ly concerned with the provision of 
civic amenities to the people. Of 
course, it is also running the Electric 
Supply Undertaking. Many a time, 
as tl^ members have already pointed 
out, there have been some deficiencies 
in providing civic amenities to the 


people as were required and expected 
by the people of Delhi. The reason 
that they always mention is insutli- 
ciency of funds. They have always 
been asking for funds. As regards the 
financial position of the Municipal 
Corporation, a Commission was ap¬ 
pointed headed by Shri Gopala Reddy, 
and ou his appointment as Governor 
of U.P., he was succeeded by Shri 
R. R. Morarka. They have made some 
recommendations as regards improve¬ 
ment of resources. The first one is 
that the minimum rate of property tax 
to be levied should ’je 15 per cent for 
general tax, 4 per cent for water tax 
and 2i per cent for scavenging tax; 
then, the slab system for levying pro¬ 
perty tax should be rationalised so 
that properties within an annual ratd< 
able value of Rs. 40,000 and above 
should be l^rought together in one 
slab, paying property tax at 24 per 
cent; in other slabs, rates of tax for 
properties should be recast between 
the minimum of 15 per cent and the 
maximum of 24 per cent; a flat addi¬ 
tional rate of 5 per cent may be levied 
under different slabs in the case of 
commercial properties; education cess 
and tax on professions/trades/em¬ 
ployments may be levied; upward re¬ 
vision in the rates of terminal tax, 
entertainment tax and motor vehicles 
tax should be made, thus increasing 
the share of the Corporation in these 
assigned taxes. 

There, are so many sources Of in¬ 
creasing the revenue. The Central 
Government have been generous i" 
making grants also. The Corporation 
should make efforts to increase their 
financial resources, so that they give 
more amenities to ^he people. 

Some allegations have been made 
on the floor of the House about mis¬ 
use of funds by the Corporation em¬ 
ployees. It is true that, on leth April, 
1974, a complmnt was received bv the 
CBi alleging embezzlement of public 
funds by some employees of the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation in collusion 
with certain firms by falsely showing 
receipts of ballast and other buiUUfif 
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Materials purported to have been 
supplied by these llrms while no 
supplies were actually made or lesser 
er substandard material was supplied, 
n was also alleged that certain olllclal 
records had been interpolated and 
forged to show favours to the firms 
ia the acceptance of the tenders. 

»1.0O hrs. 

The firms were further alleged to 
have changed their names. As the 
allegations disclosed commission ot 
eriminal offences and it had been 
Mentioned in the complaint that unless 
immediate action was taken by the 
CBI, the accused would destroy the 
evidence, a case was registered and 
some records have also been seized. 

I might also give the information 
that one Executive ' Engineer, two 
Assistant Engineers, two Junior Engi¬ 
neers and one mason who was doing 
ministerial work * in the municipal 
stores and three Municipal contractors 
have been recommended for prosecu¬ 
tion. A complaint under Sec. 182 and 
420 IPC has also been filed in the 
court of the Chief Judicial Magistrate 
against the contractors who had ob¬ 
tained registration in the Municipal 
Corporation by misrepresentation of 
facts Disciplinary proceedings are 
also being considered, 

Mr. Sambhall has raised a point 
that in the revision of rolls, certain 
people are likely to be ignored and 
that they may not ,'ind their names 
in the electoral rolls. I do not think 
that will happen because every care 
is taken and if any such instance is 
(here, the affected person can always 
apply— (Interruptions) 

DR. KAILAS (Bombay South): A 
large number of people cannot go and 
apply for registration of their names. 
That is the difficulty. Why such situa¬ 
tion should arise at all, if rolls are 
prepared prtperly. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: If the people 
are careful, they can aoply within the 
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time limit to see that their names also 
appear in the electoral rolls. Some 
caution is also required. I can also 
assure him that we will take every 
possible cafe to see that the electoral 
roUs are brought uptodate. 

With these remarks, I commend this 
Bill for the acceptance of the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, the question 
is: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Delhi Municipal Corporation 
Act, 1957, as passed by Rajya Sabha, 
be taken into consideration.” 

The motion loasj adopted.

Was this 
matter discussed, and if so, what steps 
have been taken to restrain and con¬ 
trol the display of vulgar cinema pos¬ 
ters in different States which is now 
spreading into the rural areas also?

GEORGE): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) There is no proposal to grant 
licence to any foreign company for the 
manufacture of continuous casting 
machines at present with the Govern¬ 
ment. There is, however, a proposal 
before the Government from an under, 
taking in the small scale sector to 
manufacture such machines with for¬ 
eign collaboration, which would natu¬ 
rally entail expenditure in foreign 
exchange.

SHRl A. C. GEORGE: In reply to 
the earlier question also I made it clear 
that a committee has been appointed 
three months back and that technical 
committee wanted some more details. 
So, an expert committee consisting of 
Dr. R. V. Tamankhar, Director, De¬ 
fence Metallurgical Laboratory, and 
Shri M. N. Dastur has been appointed. 
We are expecting their report within 
a month. Government are fully aware 
that this continuous casting machine 
is of immense value to the country 
and We are likely to save per ton 
Rs. so to 60 in the manufacture of 
refractories and Rs. 130 in the material. 
So, per ton we are likely to save Rs. 
190. We are aware of it. The only 
thing Is we w^ waiting for tha 
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report of the technical committee so- 
that we can come to a conclusion which 
will be relevant and which takes into 
account intemational developments. 

SHRI JAGANNATHRAO JOSHI: 

But the applications are pending for 

the last three years. You say you have 

appointed a committee. But how long 
will it take to take some decision? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A. 
PAD: The party which is now manu¬ 
facturing this continuous casting 
machine is a small scale unit with 
less than Rs. lakhs investment. 
Therefore, they could not be registered 
with the DGTD; they were asked to 
grow a little more 30 that they could 
satisfy the requirements of the DGTD 
for registration. In the mean while, 
continuous casting has been promoted 
only recently because a large number 
of electric furnaceg were permitted to 
come into existence and continuous 
casting process would enable them to 
save a considerable amount of money 
and improve the production of steel. 
This unit claims to have manufactured 
some machines. But, unfortunately, 
its claims are getting more unreason¬ 
able. Two years ago it demanded 
Rs. 22 lakhs for one continuous cast¬ 
ing machine. Now it is demanding 
Rs. 44 lakhs. It is also demanding 
Rs. 10 of royalty for every ton of steel 
produced. Therefore, in the small scale 
sector another unit has come forward 
to establish a factory with a manufac¬ 
turing programme with improved 
technology and foreign collaboration 
and that application is under conside¬ 
ration. But the claim of the first 
company is that it could make the 
machines within the country itself 
through indigenous efforts and, there¬ 
fore, no foreign collaboration was 
necessary. That had to be looked into 
by an expert committee because we 
did not want to dismiss it outright. 
Thefore, their report is awaited and I 
can n«s iirA the House that we are not 
interested in wasting any —^foreign ex¬ 
change unless it is in the best interest 
of the country. 
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SHRI M. S. SANJEEVI RAO; Since 
the technology is fast changing, parti¬ 
cularly this continuous casting techno- 
logy, I want to know why Govern¬ 
ment is taking so much of time to take 
a decision.^., Since I know that the hon. 
Minister is a very dynamic person, 1 
want that he should take quick action 
in this regard, 

SHRI T. A. PAI: We would have 
approved of it but for tfie fact that 
some Members of Parliament really 
felt that we should encourage the in¬ 
digenous technology and we could 
not ignore that claim. Therefore, we 
had to go into it. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: Our 
country has exploded the nuclear de¬ 
vice. Is it very difficult for us to do 
away with all these foreign collabora¬ 
tions? May I know from the hon. Min. 
ister how much time he would take 
to do away with collaboration and to 
start manufacturing these items indi¬ 
genously? 

SHRI T. A. PAI; With the industrial 
development that has taken place in 
this country, I would have been, per¬ 
sonally, happy if we could do away 
with the collaboration, and since the 
Parliament has passed also the Amend¬ 
ment to the Patents Act, it is possible 
for our industrialists to break the 
patent, if necessary, and try to see 
that we make these machines within 
the country itself. But it calls for 
considerable initiative and enterprise 
on the part of the people to come for¬ 
ward and do it. On my part, I would 
suport it wholeheartedly. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: Continuous cast¬ 
ing is used not only by mini steel 
plants but also by the major steel 
plants. May I know what steps Gov¬ 
ernment are taking for having the 
major steel plants provided with conti¬ 
nuous casting to reduce the cost of 
steel. With moulding blooming mill 
etc., the cost is much higher. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: So far as major 
mills are concerned, the Heavy Engi- 
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neering Corporation is already in. col¬ 
laboration with Soviet Russia to make 
this, and I think we are in a position 
to do it. The question refers to smaller 
ones.

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
The House is fully aware that when 
State Governments request for some 
assistance in maintenance of public 
order, generally CRP is sent to States 
and I have given the statement show¬ 
ing details of the expenditure incurred 
on account of posting CRP men in 
Bihar and you also know, Sir, that 
subsequently, after Ist April, 1974 it 
was decided that the expenditure will 
be borne by the Central Government 
as a result of the acceptance by the 
Government of India of the recommen¬ 
dations of the Sixth Finance Conamis- 
sion.

There is often a mistake committed. 
They are equating companies with 
battalions. 60 companies were at one 
time in Bihar and not battalions. 

SHRI JAGANNATHRAQ JOSHI: 
Like bad company, however. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; My question 
has not been answered. Is it due to 
lack of faith in the Bihar Police that 
they have deployed CRP and BSF 
there and whether there have been so 
many incidents of clashes between CRP 
and the Bihar Police?

SHRI B. S. BHAURA: 

Will the Minister of INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES 
be pleased to state; 

(a) whether the cement industri¬ 
alists have declined to Invest more 
despite the licences and letters of 
intent issued for an additional capa¬ 
city of 20 million tonnes; 

(b) if so, the facts and reasons 
therefor; and 

(c) Government’s reaction thereto? 
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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI B. P. 
MAURYA); (a). No, Sir. 

(b) and (c). Do no aVise. 

SHRI Y. ESWARA REDI^Y: It may 
be a fact that the industrialists have 
not declined as per the answer of the 
Minister. But it is a fact that many 
industrialists have not implemented 
the licences given so far and they have 
advanced many reasons for that. I 
want to know whether there is any 
substance in the reasons. The argu¬ 
ments they have advanced are: scar¬ 
city of capital, reluctance of financial 
institutions in advancing sufTicient 
loans, the extremely limited capacity 
of manufacturing cement machinery, 
escalation’ in prices of steel and cast¬ 
ings, incapable of fetching even 12 per 
cent interest on the capital invested 
and lack of infra-structure facilities in 
backward areas and so on. i want to 
know whether tihere is any substance 
in the argument advanced by indus¬ 
trialists for not going ahead with the 
licences issued so far. 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A. 
PAD: With regard to future plants 
that will come into existence, the Gov., 
emment is going to take a quick deci¬ 
sion on this whether it would be on 
the recommendation of the Tariff Com¬ 
mission or whether it should be on the 
basis of having a policy for effecting 
decontrol of cement so that when it 
comes into existence that will be giv¬ 
ing a fair return of investment and T 
think there will be no difficulty in res¬ 
pect of these plants coming into exis¬ 
tence. As far as the otiiier problem 
the Member raised, we have capacity 
to bring the plants and already 12 
plants are ordered to be set up and 
more plants will also be ordered dur ¬ 
ing the year. 

SHRI Y. ESWARA REDDY: It ia 
welcome that Goverznnent is very 
keen to increase production. But what 
is its perfonnance in public sector it- 
^ey jsn^posed tiiiree plants in 


Andhra and one of these is at Yerra- 
guntla in Rayalaseema whidh has 
been under consideration of Govern¬ 
ment since Second Five-Year Plan. 
But this happens to be only a sort of 
election project, being talked about 
during the election only and being 
forgotten after election to be brought 
in only at the time of next election. 
What is the performance in the public 
sector? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: It was not suggest¬ 
ed that all the public sector projects 
would be taken up in one year. It has 
been decided that all the projects that 
we intend to take up like Bokajan, 
Paonta, Mandhar, Tandur, Adilabad, 
Yerraguntla, Neemuch and Akalbara 
will be taken during the Fifth Five- 
year Plan. The capacity will be of the 
order of 2.78 million tonnes production 
in the Central public sector. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA: In view of 
the fact that there is all round short¬ 
age of cement all over the country 
what steps the Government has taken 
so far to remove such shortage? In 
respect of States where there is no 
cement factory what steps are being 
taken to instal a factory there? The 
Punjab Government has approached 
you for starting a cement factory. 
What is your reaction? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: We should be very 
happy if the Punjab Government 
comes forward with a proposal. We 
should be very happy to expand the 
production here because fihis is one in¬ 
dustry where both the raw material as 
well as the machinery is created with¬ 
in the country. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH- 
Cement is in short supply. The Gov¬ 
ernment has been prompt enough to 
issue industrial licenpe and letters of 
intent, botfi in public and private sec¬ 
tors. Since it is capital-intensive in¬ 
dustry only big industrialists with 

huge resources are capable of putting 
these plants. Many small entrepre¬ 
neurs wd technocrats have come for¬ 
ward to. have these industries instal- 
ed,. But according to the xedteW 
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enumerated by Mr. Eswara Reddy 
there are obstacles coming in the way 
of small entreprenours and technocrats 
Agoing ahead witih setting up these in¬ 
dustries 

May I know from the hon. Minister 
of Industry and Civil Supplies whe¬ 
ther any industry like cement industry 
which, will be started in the backward 
areas by the small entrepreneurs and 
technocrats? Government will lhave a 
different mode of assistance in matter 
of giving financial institutions. Will 
.they also persuade the State Financial 
Institutions for entering into a joint 
venture? 

SHRI T. A. PAI; The main prob¬ 
lem now is to see that all the cement 
plants which are licensed come into 
existence by the financial institutions’ 
giving top priority for finances to the 
new projects as well as the techno¬ 
crats by providing - working capital. 
We are trying to see tihat it comes into 
existence. 

The second problem is of course the 
high capital cost. We are trying to see 
how far the capital cost can be reduc¬ 
ed by the steel being given to the 
machinery manufacturers. The third 
point is that We are trying to see tliat 
the Cement Research Organisation 
goes into the possibilities of Having 
smaller plants also so that they may 
be within the means of the smaller en¬ 
trepreneurs to go into the production 
of cement. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Sir, I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister 
what is the Fifth Five Year Plan re¬ 
quirement of cement. Will he consider 
the potentiality of Madhya Pradesh? 
May I know how many applications 
are pending and whether you are going 
to establish any cement factory in 
Madhya Pradesh? 

SHRl T. A. PAI: Sir, the expect¬ 
ed demand in excess of the present 
production in the Fifth Plan period 
is about 16 million tonnes. We have 


licensed over 20 million tonnes. So 
far as the new production capacity is 
concerned, Wg are in fact willing te- 
do much more than this because there- 
is a possibility for export of cement 
also at a coatlderale advantage to the 
country. 

So far as Madhya Pradesh is con¬ 
cerned, T am not aware how many ap¬ 
plications are pendings. But, what¬ 
ever be the applications that have 
come from Madhya Pradesh, if there 
is limestone and transport infrastruc¬ 
ture, we shall certainly consider them- 
favourably.

SHRI T. A. PAI; The installed 
capacity in this country is 19.85 mil¬ 
lion tonnes for the present. Till May, 
the capacity utilisation will be 65 per 
cent.

15 million tonnes as against 14 and 
odd mill on tonnes.

MR. SPEAKER; I sometimes have 
to acccifmmodate Members who seldom 
get uprfuAYou have got many opportu¬ 
nities, Mr. Naik. 

SHRI S, A. AGA: Kashmir has no 
railwayline and, therefore, we have 
to carry cement from here to the 
valley. There is a plant already in 
Public Sector. Will the government 
enable this public sector factory in 
producing more cement as this will 
obviate the necessity of carrying 
cement from here to the valley? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Government does 
not have any objection to tfaat plant’s 
manufacturing more cement. If they 
want to expand, we shall certainly 
be happy and if they come forward 
with a proposal to expand we shall 
be happy about it. 

MR. SPEAKER; Mr. Naik, you are 
ver^ impatient. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Will the hon. 
Minister kindly refer to the starred 
question No. 525, I do not know as 
to wliether the entire demand of ce¬ 
ment has been computed—but it is 
about 16 million tonnes—but, in reply 
to Mr. Pandey’s question it is said 
that the demand of Madhya Pradesh 

of 6 million tonnes has been equated 
to the single city’s demand of Delhi, 
namely, 6 miUion tonnes, and there 
are similar comparisons. I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether there is or there is not a 
cornering of the stocks all down the 
line and that the stocks are being cor¬ 
nered in anticipation of higher prices 
and that there is a rampant black- 
market at about 38 per cent to 50 
per cent of the price, ultimately to

SHRI T. A. pAI; Sir, put of the 
cement produced, about 60 per cent 
is taken up by the Government. In 
the past, we have seen, many of the 
public sector projects including power 
schemes were help up because of the 
non-availability of cement for Gov¬ 
ernment projects. So, the recent Ce¬ 
ment Order which prohibited the 
construction of big buildings and res¬ 
tricted the demand for cement was , 
to ensure the Government require¬ 
ments and make the rest of the 
cement available to the public. But, 
if the production itself is low, then 
scarcity develops and naturally, even 
the distributed cement under the 
distribution system of two or three 
bags is subjected to black marketing. 
In any case, now that the production 
has picked up, I hope it will go up 
to 85 per cent of the production level 
for the rest of the year and there ' 
should be less black market in the 
available cement. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN: It is 
evident that there is shortage of ce¬ 
ment in this country.) Just now, 
the hon. Minister has said that there 
is losg in production. There is short¬ 
age of Portland cement in this couti- 
try. But, we find that most of the 
cement factories have diverted their 
capacity to produce a special type of 
cement whidi has not come under 
control. Does the hon. Minister 
know this fact and if so, I would like 
to know whether the Government 
will ask the cement factories not 
to divert their capaicty but to pro¬ 
duce Portland cement which is in 
dhort supply in this country and which 
is also used by the common people? 

SHRI T. A. PAI; Sir, within the 
capacity, if any plant ig trying to give 
some other name for the cement they 
are producing, I shall certainly take 
into consideration and Insist On thdt 
making the type of cement which the 
country requires. 
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Loss of ladiHtrial Production due to

THE minister of STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES ^ (SHRI B. P, 
MAURYA): (a) and (b). Power 
shortage has no doubt affected indus< 
trial production i'n the country but 
it is difficult to assess the loss attri¬ 
butable to power shortage alone as 
other constraints sudh as transport dif¬ 
ficulties, lack of demand, shortage of 
raw materials, etc., also affect indus¬ 
trial production. 

SHRI MUKHTIAR SINGH MALIK; 

Sir, I pity tfie Minister for this poor 
answer and evasive reply and for the 
inefficiency of his department. I per¬ 
sonally feel that it was very easy for 
him to have given a better reply. 
Everybody knows that huge losses 
have been suffered by the industries 
due to power shortage in the country. 
But, the Minister lhas been clever 
enough to link up the losses with 
other constraints on industries. It 
wag very easy for his Department to 
have made good the loss suffered by 
industries due to power shortage. 
However, I would ask the Minister 
how he has planned to make up for 
the power shortage to meet the re¬ 
quirements of industry in various 
States and also what specific steps he 
has taken in regard to meeting the 
requirements of industries in Haryana 
and Punjab. The industries in Hara- 
yana and Punjab are in n very bad 
state; industrialists are closing down 
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their units and intending to migrate 
to other States. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA; Tfeig is 
the concern of the Ministry of Energy. 
How can 1 i&ssure on their behalf? 

SHRI PILOO MODY; Then why 
did he answer this question?

and Technology signed between the 
Government of India and the Gov- 
ernment of the Federal Republic of 
Germany on 7tlh March, 1974. The 
CSIR-KFA Special Arrangement pro¬ 
vides for cooperation by way of ex¬ 
change of information, technical docu¬ 
mentation, exchange of scientists, ex¬ 
perts and execution of research pro- 
jects in the fields like Geosciences, 
Materials Research, Non-nuclear 
Energy Technology, Chemical Engi- 
heering, Electronics and Mechanical 
Engineering. 

(b) The above mentioned areas for 
cooperation with West Germany have 
been identified On the basis of the 
considerable expertise gained by them. 
The Government of India is also 
taking up similar programmes for 
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development during the filfth Flan 
period. Instead of duplicating the 
research experience already gained to 
a certain extent in West Germany, it 
was felt that the German experimice 
in various fields of cooperation would 
help Us in solving the common prob.< 
lems in shorter period.

Package scheme to uplift weaker sec¬ 
tions of society In rural areas 

5004. SHHI VASANT SATHE:

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PLANNING (SHRl 
VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA): (a) 
and (bl. Yes, Sir. The National 
Programme of Minimum Needs which 
is essentially rural oriented designed 
to ameliorate the socio-economic con¬ 
ditions of weaker sections of the com¬ 
munity in rural areas, envisages that 
the various schemes included under 
this programme should be viewed as 
integral parts of a package of facili¬ 
ties ringing about physical conversion 
of diflwent facilities at spedflc points, 


XOg 

some of which would later ibecome the 
growth centres ior the establishment 
of economic services and the setting up 
Of agro-processing and other village 
and small industries. This implies that 
the villages where primary health oen- 
tres or schools are located should also 
be provided with water supply 
arrangements, electricity and link 
roads. The salient features of the in¬ 
dividual programmes under the Na¬ 
tional Programme of Minimum Needs 
are indicated below: 

Elementary Education: 

The norm for the Minimum Needs 
Programme is to provide, as far as pos¬ 
sible, a primary school within a dis¬ 
tance of 1.5 kms. and a middle school 
within a distance of 5 kms. Ancillary 
facilities like construction of addi¬ 
tional class rooms, opening of Ashram 
Schools for Tribal Children, supply of 
free text books ond provision of mid¬ 
day meals to the needy have ^Iso 
been envisaged. 

Ritrol Health Programme: 

A minimum provision of health faci¬ 
lities in terms of preventive medicine, 
family planning, nutrition etc. is pro¬ 
posed to be provided on the basis of 
the following norms: 

(i) Establishment of one Primary 
Health Centre lor each Com¬ 
munity Development Block. 

(ii) Establishment of one sub-Cen- 
tre for every 10,000 of popu¬ 
lation. 

(iii) Making up of deficiency in 
buildings including residen¬ 
tial quarters of the existing 
Primary Health Centres and 
sub-Centres. 

(iv) Upgradation of 1 in every 4 
Primary Health Centres to 
the status of 30 bed rural hos¬ 
pital with specialised services: 
in surgery, medicine, obstet¬ 
rics, gynaecology and anaes¬ 
thesia. 
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Ifutrition: / 

The objective is to counteract ha¬ 
zards of nutritional deficiencies by 
taking care of pregnant women and 
lactating mothers and pre-school 
children of the weaker sections of 
population by making provisions for 
supplementary feeding, health care, 
immunisation and nutritional educa. 
tion. Supplementary feeding is pro¬ 
posed to be provided to the children 
in the pre-school stage for 300 days 
and provision for mid-day meals in 
schools for 200 days in a year. 

Rural Water Supply: 

The following types of villages are 
proposed to be provided with drink, 
ing water supply during the Fifth 
Five Year Plan:— 

(i) Those which do not have an 
assured source of drinking 
water within a reasonable 
distance (say 1.6 kms.) 

(ii) Those where the sources of 
water supply are endemic to 
water borne diseases like 
cholera and guineaworms; or 

(ill) Those which suffer from ex¬ 
cess of salinity, iron or 
fluorides. 

Rural Roads: 

The objective is to provide all wea¬ 
ther roads to the villages having a 
population of 1500 persons or more 
and, in case of hilly, tribal and coas¬ 
tal areas, to a cluster of villages on 
this population norm. 

House-sites for landless labour: 

The objective is to provide deve¬ 
loped home-sites for the landless la¬ 
bour. The programme is being linked 
with the measures for Land Reforms 
so that priority would be given to 
such home-sites on the available 
surplus lai^d. 

Environmental Improvements in Slum 

Areas: 

This programme proposes to cover 
all towns with a population of 3 lakhs 


and above and to least one town in 
such States which do not have a town 
of this size. 

Rural Electrification: 

Only those States where about 40 
percent of the population will have 
not been covered by electrification by 
the end of the Fourth Plan, have 
normally been considered eligible :or 
this programme. Exceptions have 
however, been made for the Stales 
where extension of rural electrifica¬ 
tion would be for tribal and backward 
pockets. 

(c) and (d). Special attention has 
been given in the Fifth Five Year 
Plan to the development of tribal and 
hill areas which have hitherto re¬ 
mained outside the mainstream of 
economic and social development. So 
far as the tribal areas are concerned, 
a new strategy is being introduced 
in the Fifth Plan. It is now proposed 
that sub-plans for the geographically 
and administratively viable areas with 
tribal concentration would be pre. 
pared with an objective of narrow¬ 
ing down the gap between tribal and 
other areas and improving the quality 
of life of tribal communities. For the 
Hill areas too, in addition IB the con¬ 
tinuation of a favourable pattern of 
Central assistance, additional supple¬ 
mentary allocations are being made 
for the execution of integrated area 
development plans. 

Major effort are being made by the 
States and the Centre for the removal 
of educational backwardness among 
the weaker sections. In the State 
sector a number of programmes for 
providing incentives such as free- 
ships, stipends, book-grant, uniform 
and mid-day meals, etc. will be pro¬ 
vided for the children of backward 
classes. In the Central sector the 
post-matric scholarship scheme is 
proposed to be reorganised to provide 
greater incentives to professional 
and technical courses. It is estimated 
that about 14 lakhs would be receiv¬ 
ing the post-matric scholarships dur¬ 
ing the Fifth Five Year Plan period. 
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The programmes of social services in 
the Fifth Plan are directed towards 
the weaker sections of the commu¬ 
nity in a greater measure than in the 
past. A programme of Integrated 
Child Care Services has been drawn 
up to provide a package of services 
consisting of supplementary nutrition, 
immunisation, health check-up and 
referral services. This programme 
will cover mostly the vulnerable sec¬ 
tions of the Society. Recognising the 
fact that mal-nutrition and under¬ 
nutrition constitute a serious hazard 
particularly to children, pregnant 
women and lactating mothers of 
weaker sections, it is proposed to 
extent the nutrition programme subs¬ 
tantially for them during the Fifth 
Five Year plan. 

The constituents of the different 
programmes particularly in the field 
of Education, Rural Water Supply, 
Rural Roads and Establishment of 
Primary Health Centres/Sub-Centres 
have been conceived in a manner so 
as to enrol the effective participation 
of the rural population of the areas 
which would'develop a sense of self- 
help in the rural population directly 
benefiting which, in its turn, would 
lead to betterment of their economic 
conditions. 

Since the National Programme of 
Minimum Needs, Hill Area Plans and 
tribal sub-plans are an integral but 
distinct parts of the States Plans, the 
specific measures in regard to the 
effective implementation of these pro¬ 
grammes on the field such as forma¬ 
tion of labour cooperatives, etc. is en¬ 
tirely the responsibility of the con¬ 
cerned State Governments. 

Int^rratton of Indiw Economic Ser¬

Statement 

Majority of the recommendations 
were accepted by the President, CSIR 
as such or slightly modified. Such of 
those that could be implemented even 
within the existing frame work have 
already been implemented. Rules and 
Regulations have been amended for 
.implementation of other recommenda¬ 
tions. The amended rules and regula¬ 
tions have been given effect from 10th 
August, 1973. The Bye-lawa of the 
■CSIR are under revision and are being 
processed with the appropriate Minis¬ 
tries. 

Progress in major areas is indicated 
below:— 

.1. Redefining the objectives of the 
CSIR 

The relevant Articles of the Memo¬ 
randum of Association of the CSIR 
have been amended. The National 
Laboratories have been requested to 
reetate/redefine the ojectives and goals 
in precise terms for consideration of 
their Executive Committee and Gov¬ 
erning Body of the CSIR. 

2 . Planning Body for Science and 
Technology 

A National Committee on Science 
and Technology has 'been set up. A 
Science and Technology Plan dove¬ 
tailed to socio-economic and indus¬ 
trial growth has been drawn up and 
placed before Parliament. 

3. Reconstitution of the Society Gov¬ 
erning Body of the CSIR 

The Society of the CSIR with the 
Prime Minister as President, CSIR and 
Minister for Science and Technology 
as VfeerPresident, Cl^ has been 
^constituted. 


The Governing Body of the CSIR 
has been reconstituted with the. Direc¬ 
tor-General as its Chairman, Member 
Finance, (Secretary to the Govt, of 
India, Ministry of Finance) (Depart¬ 
ment of Expenditure) and three out¬ 
side experts together with the Chair¬ 
man of the Five Coordination Councils. 

The Board of Scientific and Indus¬ 
trial Research (CSIR) has been abo¬ 
lished. 

4. Technical Secretariat 

The restructuring of the Headquar¬ 
ters has been done giving a greater 
emphasis on the technical component. 
There are five major areas; namely. 
Planning, Technology Utilisation, 
Technical Manpower, Administration 
and Finance. In addition there are 
Sub-units to deal with international 
relations, extra-mural research and in¬ 
formation systems. 

1 . Directors’ Conference and Indus 
tries Get-together 

The Conference of Directors of Na¬ 
tional Laboratories/Institutes has been 
placed on a formal basis and is held 
at least once in a year. The last Di¬ 
rectors’ Conference was held in Janu¬ 
ary, 1974, at Madras. The Directors’ 
Conference sets apart sometime for a 
get-together with the industry when 
such a Conference is held. A very 
successful meet was held at Madras 
in January, 1974. Individual National 
Laboratories also hold such get-to¬ 
gether with the industry. 

6 . Grouping df Laboratories 

The laboratories have already been 
grouped and six coordination Councils 
set up (Chemical Sciences; Physical 
and Earth Sciences; Biolo^cal; Engi¬ 
neering Sciences; Fibre and Informa¬ 
tion). These have been aptive in iden¬ 
tifying inter-disciplinaiy, Inter-lal^ 
ratory and I<aboratory-industry pro* 
jects. Such a task force approach is 
being extended to Indian Institute of 
Technology, Universities and others, 
breaking the * inter-laboratory and 
inter-organisational barriers. . 
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7. Executive Committees of the 
laboratories 

The Executive Committees of the 
National Laboratories have heen cons¬ 
tituted in keeping with the recom¬ 
mendations of the Sarkar Committee 
with Directors of the Laboratories as 
Chairman, three Projects Coordinators, 
three outside experts, Administraive 
Officer and Account Officer as mem¬ 
bers. 

The executive co’mmittees are assited 
by a number of committees such as 
the Finance Commfttec, Merit Pro¬ 
motion Committee; Personnel Com¬ 
mittee: Patents and Royalties Commit¬ 
tee; Appointments Committee; etc. 

8 Regional Research Laboratories: 

Guidelines have been drawn for the 
setting up of new ^Regional Research 
Laboratarie-s,) palytechnology clinics, 
CSIR Complexes, Information Centres. 
Regional & Extension Centres. 

9 . Links with Universities 

New guidelines for the research 
schemes, senior/junior fellowships and 
research grants have been drawn up. 

Necessary steps to reorient fellow¬ 
ships and schemes in relation to the 
projects and progra’mmes of the labo¬ 
ratories have been taken. Funding for 
all these is based on the principle- 
66 -2/3 per cent for research projects 
relevant to CSiR and national priori¬ 
ties and 33-1/3 per cent to areas in 
frontiers in science, etc. 

10. Evaluation and Utilisation of 
Research 

Three consultancy groups in the 
field of chemical, mechanical and civil 
engineering are being set up. 

11. Royalties and Consultancy 

Guidelines have been framed for the 
distribution of royalics arising out of 
the exploration of the CSIR processes/ 
products and circulated to national 
laboratories for guidance. 

Giudelines on consultancy^ service 
are being Itaillked. 


12 . Personnel Policies 

The Governing Body of the CSIR 
have approved the revision of pay 
scales relating to Class IV, III and II 
posts in CSIR and reduced the exist¬ 
ing scales from 70 to 14. A Core Com¬ 
mittee has been appointed to look into 
the designation of posts on functional 
basis according to job description. The 
Governing Body have also approved 
that there should be a promotional 
system and career opportunities fpr 
non-gazetted staff. A Committee is 
looking into the .sy.stcm of merit rating. 

13. Finance, Budget and Accounts 

On the rccomniendaiitms of the 
Committee appoint-d to consider Sar¬ 
kar Committee recommendations re¬ 
lating to Finance, Budget and Audit 
the following changes have been made 
in the structure of CSIR; 

(i| Financial Advice at the Apex 
level: 

The Governing Body of the CSIK 
has now a Member for Finance at the 
level of Secretary to the Government 
of India in financial matters affectir.g 
CSIR 

(ii) Financial Advice at the Head¬ 
quarters level: 

The Director-General would be as¬ 
sisted by an Internal Financial Adviser 
for giving financial advice on matters 
falling within the snhere of powers 
exercised by DGSTR as Secretary lo 
the Government of India. IFA will be 
a full time Officer of CSIR. 

A similar set up of financial advice 
is operating at the Laboratory level. 

(iii) Budget procedures and financial 
control: 

Annual Budget of the Laboratory/ 
Institute will be approved by the Fin¬ 
ance Committee and Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Laboratory. 

The IFA on behalf of DG, will scru¬ 
tinise the budget proposals of all the 
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Laboratories and the overall budget

Minimum 
income expected from a new P.O. is 
fixed at 10 per cent for Hilly areas and 
15 per cent for other very backward 
areas against 25 per cent m normal 
areas. Annual loss permitted for a 
new P.O. ia very backward areas is 
fixed at Rs. 100Q|. (w Rs. 2500|- in 
special eases) against Rs. 500|- or 750{- 
in normal rural areas. During the 5^ 
Plan period. It is proposed to provide 
post dRees at nearly 5100 Gram Pan? 
chayat villages In very backward

areas, nearest P.O, beyond 

2 milea aubject to fulfllment of the 
prescribed conditions and availability 
of funds. 

Telecom, facilities: Telecommunica¬ 
tion facilities are ordinarily provided 
at places when the proposals are 
found to be remunerative. A poU^ 
has also been laid down by this 
Department to provide such facilities 
in undeveloped arras even on limited 
loss besis, depending upon the admin¬ 
istrative and otiier importance of the 
places, their population and remote¬ 
ness from the existing telecommuni¬ 
cation net work. It hae. however, to 
be ensured that the expected revenue 
should be at least 29 per cent of the 
annual recurring expenditure. This 
policy has been relaxed in respect of 
hilly and backward areas. As per the 
relaxed conditions, the qualifying per¬ 
centages of expected revenue are 
reduced at 10 per cent In the case of 
hilly areas and 19 per cent in the case 
of backward areas. The population 
limits, in such cases, are reduced and 
the loss limits are enhanced.

Arrest of Shri R. P. Bhatia of M.E.S.

MEHTA): (a) and (b). Shri R. P. 
Bhatia, a class I Assistant Garrison 
Engineer of the Military Engineering 
Service was placed under arrest under 
Section 35 of the Foreign Exchange 
Regulation Act on 10-10-1974 for 
violation of section 8(1) of the Foreign 
Exchange Regulation Act, 1973. He 
was later released on bail by the 
Additional Chief Judicial Magistrate, 
New Delhi. Further Investigations 
are in progress. 

(c) There may be other cases of 
individual contraventions of the 
Foreign Exchange Regulations by 
persons working in the offices or 
establishments under the administra¬ 
tive control of the Ministry of 
Defence. As distinct from the cases 
of individual contraventions of FERA, 
a racket would imply planned and 
professional violation of the law. Dur¬ 
ing the last three years only one other 
such case of a person working under 
the Ministry of Defence has come to 
the notice of the Enforcement Direc¬ 
torate. This cane relates to one Civi¬ 
lian Assistant Store Keeper of an 
Ordnance Depot who is siupected to 
be involved in the "racket” of receiv¬ 
ing payments and making payments 
in India in contravention of the FERA 
Show-cause notices have been issued 
to him and the cases against him are 
pending adjudication.

According to 
SBotion 7 of the Official Languages 
Act, 1963, the Governor of a State 
may, with the previous consent of the 
President, authorise the use of Hindi 
or the official language of the State, in 
addition to the English language, for 
the purposes of any judgment, decree 
or order passed or made by the High 
Court for that State and where any 
judgment, decree or order is passed or 
made in any such language (other 
than the English language), it shall 
be - accompanied by a translation of 
the same in the English language 
issued under the authority of the 
High Court. The initiative for the 
use of Hindi or the regional languages 
in the High Court has, therefore, to 
come from the State Governments 
themselves under the aforesaid provi- 
sions of the Official Languages Act. 

So far only the Governments of 
Uttar Pradesh, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh 
and Rajasthan have asked for the con¬ 
sent of the President for delivering 
judgments etc., in the Hindi language 
by their respective High Courts. The 
President has already accorded his 
consent enabling the High Courts of 
Allahabad, Patna, Madhya Pradesh 
and Rajasthan to deliver their judg. 
ments etc., in Hindi. 

Shortage of postal stationery in post 
offices in Gn^rat

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): 1 
think the position of the Government 
with regard to the question of Dear¬ 
ness Allowance to be granted to the 
employees its quite untenable. For 
several days we have been talking 
about this matter of dearness allow¬ 
ance.

Since the 
beginning of this session we haye 
been pressing on the Government to, 
commit itself on promises already- 
made. And whenever this issue is 
raised this is sought to be drowned 
in this fashion and Government comes 
up with evasive replies saying that 
the matter is under consideration. I 
do not know why they should take 
50 much time to consider a matter 
which has been decided upon several 
months ago. I think that there is a 
definite mala fide action on the part 
of the Government which wants to 
deprive these employees of getting 
their due. If it is. bankruptcy which 
prevents them from paying this dear¬ 
ness allowance they should at least 
come and repcp-t it to the House.

MR. SPEAKER; Just listen. This 
is a note that you gave ntf and that 
was dated 16-12 and 1 had passed 
orders that this is something new— 
.not permitted. , 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; I may 
mention one thing. It is serious that 
the Sr. Chief Credit Administration 
of Punjab National Bank has written 
to the Management Committee of the 
Bank with regard to the C.B.I., DIG’s > 
report to him. That had been violat¬ 
ed and where it has been mentioned 
that the chargesheet is likely to draw 
adverse comments from the court. 
The accused may also take the plea 
that even after knowing about the 
filing of the chargesheet the bank 
has chosen to continue the facilities. 

I quote: 

*lt is suggested that the case will 
be considerably weakened if the 
facilities to the Express Group of 
companies are continued by the 
bank." 

MR. SPEAKER: I am sorry this is 
not a point of order. This is not 
admissible as a point of order. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Here, 
the matter is sub judice. In this con¬ 
text, X would like to know when the 
CBI DIG insisted that no credit faci¬ 
lities should be granted, in violation 
of this report, how can the Punjab 
National Bank. . . 

MR. SPEAKER: This is not a point 
of order. This Is something about 
investigation. This is not a point 'of 
order. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; A Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament is influmidBg the 
bank to give credit in contravMitton 
of the guarantees of the CBI DIG.

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SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI (Calcutta—South); Sir^ before 
you ask hon. Member Shri R. N. 
Goenka to reply, I would like to seek 
one clarification. The other, day when 
Mr. L. N. Mishra replied to his pri> 
vilege motion against him, hon. Mem¬ 
bers Shri Shyamnandan Mishra and 

Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee raised 
certain important points which they 
said have not been clarified by Shri 
L. N. Mishra in his reply. I am not 
disturbing his speech. Let him give 
his reply. But, alter his reply, if we 
are not satisfied and if we want some 
clarifications on some points, I would 
request you to kindly allow us to 
make those points. 

MR. SPEAKER; Mr. Munsi, the 
circumstances in that were very much 
complicated and I had expressly men¬ 
tioned in that case that because of 
the noise and shouting, some gentle¬ 
men were not heard and reporters 
were not able to report. I shall allow 
points of order or submissions. I 
had expressly stated that somehow 
or other, procedures had not been 
followed and it rather went out of 
our control. It will be nay effort that 
this will never be repeated again, 
this will not be treated as a precedent 
and tjhe procedures! will be kept 
.straight. It is not necessary for the 
Speaker to listen on points of admis¬ 
sibility. It is only when he is in 
doubt or in suspense or wants some 
Clarification, he may. He is not bound 
to do it. In certain cases, if the facts 
are self-evident. Speaker need not 
even mention. Because you had 
given so many of them, he had given 
his version and so many points were 
brought in, I thought a few submis¬ 
sions on the admissibility would be 
permissible. But, nothing more. 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA (Vidisha): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am grateful to 
you for giving me an opportunity to 
state my position with regard to cer¬ 
tain accusations made against me by 
some'hon. Members on the 13th and 
16th December. 1 had thought that 
the ^legations woidd not be allowed 
to b^ made Ui an uninhalfited manner

because, 1 have no doubt, you must 
have asked yourself first of all whe¬ 
ther these allegations related to a 
period when I was a Member of Par¬ 
liament and if the answer was in the 
negative, the very basis of this dis¬ 
cussion did not exist. I need hardly 
aay that a motion of privilege against 
a Member can be entertained only if 
the Member has been guilty of ml^ 
conduct or misdemeanour as a Mem¬ 
ber of the House. There is not everi 
an iota of evidence in all the speeches 
that have been made on the fioor of 
this House that the allegations that 
have been hurled against me pertain^ 
ed to the period when 1 was a Mem¬ 
ber of the House or that they cencein 
the discharge of my duties as a Mem-* 
ber of this House. Hence, I respect¬ 
fully submit that on these two 
grounds, these notices of motion are 
patently unsustainable and untenable. 
One would, therefore, be driven to 
the conclusion that it is part of a 
campaign of calumny and vilification 
against me which is entirely i>oliti- 
cally motivated. Besides, the Notices 
of Motion under Rule 222 were based 
only one one ground that a prime 
facie case was established against me 
in the Court of the Metropolitan 
Magistrate, Madras, on certain 
charges. This claim has albsolutely 
no foundation infact, I have already 
said this to you in my letter of ex¬ 
planation in regard to these very 
notices. I have also stated that even 
the Patriot’s news item does not say 
so. I have also pointed out that the 
case was not committed to the Chief 
Metropolitan Magistrate, as was claim¬ 
ed in the news item in the Patriot, 
but it was only made over according 
to the new Criminal Procedure Code 
I have drawn your attention to the 
fact that the prosecution wanted the 
case to be committed to the court 
of sessions, but their plea was reject¬ 
ed and this fact was suppressed in 
the news item. 

You would have noticed, as I told 
you in the letter, that this is a fact 
that there was a submission to the 
court that the matter be made over 
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or committed to the sessions and it 
was rejected. Still there is not a line 
about it in the publication that has 
been made in the Patriot. 

The news item arranged to be pub¬ 
lished in the newspaper was, you will 
appreciate, a garbled version unrelat¬ 
ed in time or content to any new 
developments in the case. The re¬ 
port oi the case lias been published 
quite a number of times on one 
excuse or the other and did not 
deserve any further publication as a 
matter of news. The newspaper 
report was clearly instigated by the 
CBI who issued a press release, a 
copy of which I w'ould like to place 
On the Table of the House subject 
to your approval, wherein they sup¬ 
pressed the fact that their plea before 
the Metropolitan Magistrate, Madras, 
to commit the case to sessions had 
been rejected and the case was mere¬ 
ly made over to the Chief Metropoli¬ 
tan Magistrate, Madras, and not com¬ 
mitted to any court. It was only 
made over under the Cr.P.C, This 
was a question of procedure and noth¬ 
ing more. But the fact that their 
plea for committing the case to the 
sessions court was rejected was sup¬ 
pressed in the news item. I have got 
a copy of the order dated 30th Nov¬ 
ember, 1974 of the Metropolitan 
Magistrate, Madras, and with your 
permission, I would like to place it 
on the Table of the House. This 
makes the position absolutely and 
abundantly clear. 

It is my respectful submission that 
the CBI by their press release and 
the Patriot by its publication are, 
inter alia guilty of suppressio veri 
and suggestio falsi. You will there¬ 
fore find that not only was the case 
not committed but the contention of 
the hon. members that a prima facie 
case was established is untrue and 
mala fide. 

It will not be out of place to men¬ 
tion here that the Patriot published 
this CBI press release on 4th Decem¬ 
ber, 1^74 wherein it was mentioned 
that the "case was committed for trial 


by the Special Metropolitan Magis¬ 
trate, Madras, to the Court of the 
Chief Metropolitan Magistrate, New 
'Delhi, on Saturday". They said it 
was transferred to New Delhi. Al¬ 
though it was later corrected to the 
effect that the case was committed to 
the Chief Metropolitan Magistrate, 
Madras (and not New Delhi), enough 
damage has already been done to me 
inasmuch as the news of the transfer 
to New Delhi carried innuendoes 
adverse to me. 

It is also not for me to say whether 
the use of the word ‘committed’ was 
deliberately made to create a wrong 
impression tliat the allegations were 
as good as prima facie established. 
The lavish display given to the press 
release in the Patriot, which was out 
of all proportion to its news value 
and the promptness with which the 
press release has been seized upon by 
hon. friends opposite to malign me 
would lead one to the inevitable con¬ 
clusion that there is something more 
lhan what meets the eye in all this 
and appearances suggest a compact 
between the CBI and all other inter¬ 
ested elements. 

I am grateful to my friend just now 
who said that the CBI went to the 
extent of asking the Punjab National 
Bank to close down my account to 
give a filip to their case. I would 
like to submit here that it is none of 
the business of the CBI to go and 
ask the Punjab National Bank to 
close down my account. What is 
their business? Their business is to 
prosecute me and put facts before the 
court, but not the business of asking 
the Punjab National Bank to harass 
me, close my account and put me 
out of business. You will appreciate 
from this to what depths this Gov¬ 
ernment can go down to, to what 
depths their agencies can go down to. 
I want to establish this before you 
this afternoon. The charge of which 
I am accused is of cheating the Pun¬ 
jab National Bank of Rs. 40 lakhs 
in 1968. You, sir, and the Members 
of the House may not be aware that 
the Punjab National Bank, the party 
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affected has not made any complaint 
at any time in this regard. Myself 
and the Express Company still con¬ 
tinue to be their clients and, I take 
it, esteemed clients. It is admitted 
by all concerned including the Pro¬ 
secution that no amount has remained 
unpaid in this connection. I really 
wonder that it is. The Punjab Na¬ 
tional Bank does not say so; but the 
Government says that I have clieated 
them' 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: What did the chief account¬ 
ant give out as a witness before the 
CBI? 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA: The Punjab 
National Bank is under the control of 
the Reserve Bank of India and the 
Government of India and if at any 
lime I had cheated the Punjab Na¬ 
tional Bank, the Punjab National 
Bank will be th| first to make a com- 

' plaint against me. However, it is for 

t your consideration whether allegations 

or charges appearing in newspapers 
against some hon. Members should be 
allowed to form the basis of discus¬ 
sion in this House.

tions). If this practice develops I can 
make hold to say that even now there 
would be a crop of privilege motions 
against a number of hon.

SHRI R. N. GOENKA: I did not 
want to give the name but they in¬ 
sisted; I do not want to give the 
name. I want to point out the depths 
to which they descend. Can this be 
made the subject matter of discus¬ 
sion in this House when the matter 
is stib judice’f 

There is a case against another 
Member of the House, again belong¬ 
ing to Ihe Congress Party. 

AN HON. MEMBER; Name? 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA: No, I will 
not give the name; it relates to the 
most heinous crime. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS; What? 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA: Murder. 
In this case also charges have been 
levelled against the Member by the 
CBI and he had been released on 
bail. Allegedly an offence had been 
committed by the Member while he 
was a Member of Parliament. Could 
this again be the subject matter of 
discussion in this House.... 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: What about Radha and 
Company? 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA; Wait, I will 
come to Radha and Company when 
necessary. I refrain from mentioning 
the names because I do not want to 
go to that depth which some of the 
hon. Members on the other side have 
gone down to. There has been a news 
item, even editorial commentary in a 
Mai ay lam paper, on the conduct of a 
Member of this House, who also be¬ 
longs 10 the Congress Party.. (Inter¬ 
ruptions) . 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN 
(Badagara): I reserve my right of 
personal explanation. 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA.... Therein 
not only certain allegations of vici¬ 
ous crimes had been made but it was 
also further alleged that the Member 
concerned used his inffuence as a 
Member of Parliament to hush up 
the matter. This hon. Member is one 
of the sponsors of this motion. Will it 
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be proper or appropriate for the dig¬ 
nity of the House to discuss the con¬ 
duct of the hon. Member on more al¬ 
legations or charges? 

There are a number of election pe¬ 
titions pending in courts in which 
wild charges have been made against 
some of the sitting Members of Par¬ 
liament. Can mere charges be suffi¬ 
cient to discuss their conduct in this 
House? I refuse to be provoked into 
making such wild allegations because 
1 believe that the dignity of the 
House should be fully protected and 
maintained, and the Members of the 
House should not be obstructed in 
discharging their duties independent¬ 
ly, fearlessly and without 'being in- 
tiiffidated or issues being sidetracked. 

I have no doubt that you will not 
countenance such motions and would 
not depart from the salutary tradi¬ 
tions built up so far that no Member 
should be permitted to be maligned 
on imsubstantiated allegations and 
on mere newspaper reports. 

I may mention in passing before I 
reply to the allegations made against 
me by the hon. Members the other 
day, that the CBI, the Government 
and some of their agencies have gone 
out of their way to harass me. The 
CBI has not gone to the Court with 
clean hands; but this is neither the 
place nor the occasion to go into this 
matter. 

Coming to the allegations made by 
Members against me' in this House, 
I shall deal with them seriatim. My 
hon. friend Shri Priya Ranjan Das 
Munsi merely repeated what was 
published in the Patriot and tried to 
go into the merits of the case. I 
am sorry I am not in a position to 
go into the merits of the case since 
the matter is pending in a court of 
law. This House is not a trial court. 
The allegations and charges made by 
the hon. Members should not have 
'been permitted by you, Sir. I shall 
present my rebuttal in the Court, 
nds House is concerned only with 
the question of misdemeanour. The 
Hon. Members have not been able to 
make out any case in this regard. 


Shri Bhogendra Jha accused me of 
defalcation of Rs. 25 crores. Where 
he gets the figure from, I do not 
know. 1 am not able to understand) 
this. I only wonder wihy the amount 
was not raised to a higher figure to 
make it look even graver.. (Inter¬ 
ruptions). He also referred to some 
note from the Chief Cost Accounts 
Officer of the Finance Ministry to the 
Ministry of Information and Broad¬ 
casting. No such note has ever been 
made available to me nor has any 
question in regard to their note been 
asked from me. He is obviously in 
the confidence of tihe Ministries of 
the Government of India but all that 
I can say is that the assets of the 
Express Group of Newspapers far 
exceed their liabilities. Shri Jha 
also referred to a certain speech of 
the Prime Minister in Calcutta. 1 
am sorry that in a discussion of fibis 
nature he should have brought in ir¬ 
relevant matters and dragged in even 
the name of the Prime Minister, 
have great respect for the Prime 
Minister and the Nehru family for^ 
decades and I would not bring them 
into this discussion. I do not want 
to discuss any matter which concern¬ 
ed the Prime Minister and the Nehru 
family. I have known them for de¬ 
cades.

SHRI R. N. GOENKA: The best 
part of Shri Bhogendra Jha’s speech'^^ 
referred to the activities of Shri Jaya- 
prakash Narain. How it was relevant 
to the question imder discussion, I do 
not know. Certain allegations that 
have been made against me that I 
went to Patna to bribe the Legislators 
are absolutely untrue and I treat them 
With the contempt they deserve. JP 
can speak for himself. But there is^ 
a salutary rule established in tiiis 
House that no allegations or charge 
can be levelled against anybody or'* 
his name should be dragged into this 
House, who cannot defend himself on 
the floor of this House. This has 
been completely ignored so far as this 
discussitm is concerned.. 
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Shri S. M. Banerjee admits that the 
court has not yet adjudicated on the 
•merits of the case and it cannot he 
done until the case is established. 
Yet. he would like the matter to be 
sent to the Privileges Committee. I 
have already answei^d this point. 
He also says there are lour cases 
against me. So far as I am concern¬ 
ed, there is only one case against me 
which has been the subject matter of 
discussion. If there are others in the 
making, I have no knowledge. He 
knows better. 


I now come to Shri Unnikrishnan. 
He referred to a series of enquires 
by the CBI. I do not know anything 
about the series of enquiries. He is 
in the confidence of the Government 
and probably he knowg better than 
I do. He accused me of misuse of 
funds of Lord Venkateswara Devas- 
thanam, Tirupathi. This matter was 
raised earlied by a Communist member 
in this House in 1968. The then 
Speaker had asked for an enquiry 
to be made and later the then Law 
Minister, late shri Govinda Menon, 
reported in the Lok Sabha on 13th 
May, 1969 as follows: 


“Mr. Speaker, Sir, in the course 
of supplementaries to Starred 
Question No. 1384 dated 29th 
April, 1969. I was directed by 
you. Sir, to find out the facts 
regarding an allegation made 
by Shri Indrajit Gupta that 
the funds of the Tirupathi 
Temple are being misused to 
corner shares in the Indian 
Iron & Steel Co. Ltd,, by the 
Goenkas. The Deputy Minis¬ 
ter, Shri 3. B. Muthyal Rao, 
was instructed by me to go 
to Tirupathi, look into the 
registers, talk to the authori¬ 
ties of the Devathanam and 
the Andhra Pradesh Govern¬ 
ment and report to me On this 
allegation. He had been to 
. ^Rblipathi along with an offl- 
^' "of the Ministry of Law

tailed discussions with the 
Minister of Religious Endow¬ 
ments, Government of Andhra 
Pradesh and the officiaig of 
the Tirupati Devasthanam. 
They had also gone through 
the registers of investments 
and books of accounts main¬ 
tained by the Devasthanam 
under the statutory provisions 
applicable to the Devastha¬ 
nam. The register, were 
seen to be duly audited by 
the Assistant Commissioner of 
Local Fund Accounts. As a 
result of the discussions and 
the examination of the various 
registers, it was seen that 
there has been nO misuse of 
funds of the Devasthanam as 
alleged. The rule«! made 
under section 100(2Kkl of 
the Madras Hindu Religious 
and Charitable Endowments 
Act. 1951, relatipcf to the cus- 
todv of moneys of the religious 
institutions, their deposits in, 
and withdrawals from banks 
and investment of sudh mon- 
nevs were found to have been 
observed. I am. therefore, to 
mention that there is no truth 
in the statement that the funds 
of the Tirupati temple were 
misused, as alleged.” 

There cannot be a better enquiry than 
tho enquiry that was held by the 
Government of India on the accusation 
made by Mr. Indrajit Gupta. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur); 
Don’t mention the name of God. 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA; T worship 
God. You don’t believe in God. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): The 
Congressmen believe in a Goddess! 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA: This would 
show the utter irresponsibility of the 
members who have made these allega¬ 
tions again knowing the same to be 
untrue. There can be no privile^ 
wiUtout responsiblUty, If there ia 
an all^ation, tl^t anust be made 
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with a sense of responsibility. If it 
is proved to be irresponsible, then 
I do not think that deserves privilege. 
This is the position to which We have 
been bringing down the privilege. 
They make wild allegations which are 
being publicised all over the world. 
They are not talking to us, they ar^ 
talking to the world outside. These 
allegations are being made with a 
view to malign me. I should not go 
into it very much lor the time being. 
This clearly establishes that their sole 
object is to malign me by introducing 
insinuations. Kindly permit me to 
ask you Sir, whether you consider 
such remarks to be justified. 

I havn nolhing moi-e to add except 
to emphasise that some of my hon. 
friends do not miss any opportunity 
of maligning me in spite of the fact 
that they know that the allegations 
are baseless. The hon. Member also 
referred to the alleged report by the 
Chief Cost Accounts Officer, fine 
same charge made by Shri Bhogcndra 
Jha. I have already replied to it. 
A reference has been made to what 
Shri Raghunatha Reddy^ the then 
Minister for Company Law, has said 
in the Rajya Sabha in 1970 about my 
association with National Company 
Limited. I had issued a statement. 

refuting all toe insinuations in his 

statement; which I characterised as 
malicious and misleading. My hon. 
friend has conveniently omitted to 
refer to that statement refuting the 
allegations. 

An accusation has been made in re¬ 
gard to under-invoicing and over-in¬ 
voicing by National Company Limit¬ 
ed. AlthougKi I am not in touch with 
the day to day management of that 
Company, yet I have not come across 
any such case. I am sure the accu¬ 
sation is as usual untrue. He refers 
to one Mr. Choraria who is employ¬ 
ed in the National Company Limited 
and he wants to know if he was the 
same Ohoraria who is accused of traf¬ 
ficking in foreign exchange. There 
are hundreds of Chprarias, and this. 


Choraria in the National ^ Company 
Limited is certainly not the one whe 
had anything to do with trafficking ir* 
foreign exchange. 

Shri Unnikrishnan, whorm I heard 
with great attention and who, will 
your indulgence, spoke at great len¬ 
gth, was pleased to call me an “old 
offender". I think I should accept 
his compliment, because I have been 
an “offender" since 1971 in a sence 
which proabbly my hon. friend Shrill 
Unnikrishnan may not be able to 
understand or appreciate. I had in-^ 
deed been an “offender” against the 
British when I learnt the lessons about 
patriotism at the feet of Mahatma 
Gandhi, Acharya Kripalani an^ Babu 
Brij Kishore Prasad when I was a 
student in Bihar_ (interruption). 

I was nominated to the Madras 
Legislative Council in 1926 by the. 
then British Government. I sat iiJ 
opposition and I had the privilegef 
of standing for the country's cause 
along with Congressmen. There was 
hardly any other nominated Member 
in the country who voted against the 
Government. I certainly committed 
the “official” of being disloyal to the 
British Government which nominated 
me. That is one of my offences. 


I, along with other distinguished 
leaders, protested .against the Simoz^j 
Commission and was lathi charged. 

I was an “offender” in transgressing 
the law.

As tliere was no paper to raise the 
national voice, I associated mymlf in 
conducting papers like the Inffian Ex¬ 
press, the Dinamani, the Andhra 

Prabha, etc. during the thirties._ 

role played by these papers against 
British imperialism in extraordinarily 
difficult circumstances was appreciated 
by every patriot of this country. This 
is certainly one of the ‘offence*. 1 
committed against the British for the 
sake of our: counti^ md fo$. whkdi 
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I had to face the wrath of the British. 

I was prosecuted and persecuted for 
these offences. 

Iji obedience to the wishes of 
Mahatma Gandhi, I was the first to 
close down all 'tny newspapers in 
August, 1942. 46 per cent of the 

newspapers in the country closed 
down. I was elected the President 
of All India Suspended Newspaper’s 
Editors Conference and some Of my 
activities had greatly ‘offended’ the 
then British Government. I was cer¬ 
tainly an ‘offender’ on this count. 

In accordance with the wishes of 
Mr. Philips, the then Personal Repre¬ 
sentative of President Roosevelt^ I sur¬ 
reptitiously edited and published a 
“book called India ravaged” giving 
details of all the atrocities that were 
committed by the British Government 
in the. 1942 movement. This book 
became a notorious document during 
the 1942 movement. I certainly “of¬ 
fended” the law. 

I was placed in charge of the 1942 
Quit India Movement in the southern 
region. During this period my com¬ 
munist friends, one fine morning, de¬ 
clared the imperialistic war as the 
people’s war. They acted as infor¬ 
mers and laid a number of charges 
against me. This habit, Mr. Speaker, 
has not obviously dhanged over the 
years and I contniue to be an “offen¬ 
der”. 

Such a “habitual offender” was elect¬ 
ed to the Constituent Assembly On the 
Congress Ticket in 1946 and he also 
remained a Member Of the Provisional 
Parliament till 1952. 

On Monday last, Shri Dharbara 
Singh and Shri Shashi Bhushan, fol¬ 
lowing the same pattern, repeated the 
familiar stories, allegations and insi¬ 
nuations as the previous speakers, the 
main target being Shri Jayaprakash 
Narayan. They are highly motivated 
and divorced from realities. 'They 
also ll>rpukht into discussion the name 
ol Feroz Gandhi. It wiU 


be highly improper for me t© dis¬ 
cuss him, who happened to be one of 
my best friends. 

Sir, during the period of 50 years 
of active public life, I had the privi¬ 
lege of being associated with almost 
all the national leaders, including 
Mahatma Gandhi and members Of the 
Nehru Family. I had also been 
a Member of the AICC since 1927. 
There have been some breaks. I 
have been in very many responsible 
positions, but nobody questioned my 
integrity. But immediately after I 
left the Congress, my integrity has 
been diiallenged. It is only after 1969 
that all evils have been discovered 
in me. Until 1969 I was a good boy. 

The saddest part of this debate for 
mo is the way Shri Jayaprakash 
Narayan's name has been dragged in. 
One Member has alleged that I have 
helped Shri Jayaprakash Narayan in 
his confrontation with this Govern¬ 
ment—I think what he said was Jaya- 
prakashji was engaged in the destruc¬ 
tion of democracy. It was said that 
I have helped Jayaprakashji with 
funds which were improperly appro¬ 
priated by me. Another Member 
brought up the question of Jayapra- 
kashji’s treatment at Vellore during 
his recent illness when I was of some 
assistance to him. A third has seen 

to see Jayaprakashji. 

You, Sir, yourself admonished these 
Members for bringing in irrelevant 
considerations. You were in fact good 
enough to observe that I had been on 
friendly terms with many Congress 
leaders when I was in the Congress 
and witSi others after my leaving the 
Congress. So far as Jayaprakashji 
is concerned, I have knoWn him for 
fifty years. I come from the same 
place where he comes from. You also 
pointed out that you could see no 
harm in my visiting Patna to meet 
Jayaprakashji. I am very thankful 
to you fOr this, but I wish those on 
the other side of the House would 
show similar objectivity. 
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I have little doubt in my mind that 
I have become something of a per¬ 
sona non grata ever since the Congress 
split in which my papers took a cri¬ 
tical attitude to the ruling Congress. 
Things have got worse ever since 
Shri Jayaprakash Narayan started his 
present crusade. 

I am proud to have been some 
use to Jayaprakashji in a personal way 
as, for example, in securing for him 
the best treatment available in the 
country for the particular malady he 
suffered from and from which, I am 
very glad, he is no>v completely re¬ 
lieved. I consider it my good fortune 
to have been of some small service 
to a man whose patriotism at least, 
we thought, was beyond the reach of 
revilers. 

The times, Mr. Speaker, are out of 
joint. I considered it my duty and 
privilege to be in attendance on Shri 
Jayaprakash Narayan in Vellore Hos¬ 
pital. I was prevailed upon by my 
medical friends to use the opportunity 
for getting an old complaint of mine 
treated in the same hospital. This 
simple circumstance has been used 
by some hon. friends to draw a paral¬ 
lel with some smugglers getting ad¬ 
mitted into nursing home when they 
were about to be arrested. This is 
only one of the numerous examples 
of the flights of fancy that have cha¬ 
racterised the accusations against me. 

1 most respectfully submit that the 
campaign of vilification has been con¬ 
ceived and carried out to malign me. 
I have not .been able to meet all the 
points concerning the case simply be- 
catise under the law I cannot do so. 
What 1 is whether a continuous 
campaign of this nature lends itself to 
a fair trial. X am content to let justice 
take ita course but I respectfully sub¬ 
mit that the atmosphere is being vitia¬ 
ted by open ^nd qrstematic partisan¬ 
ship. I have nottdng to fear as my 
confidence in the judiciary is unshaken. 

X am reconciled to the fact that 
•Be tB axui public life tsad more 


particularly in charge of a newspaper, 
has to face all this if the powers that 
be are not prepared to brook any 
difference in viewpoints, let alone 
opposition. 

Finally, I am shocked and surprised 
that the matter has been allowed to 
be discussed creating an unhealthy 
precedent. Posterity will not excuset 
us for this. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN; A 
personal explanation. Sir. 

(Interruption&y, 

MR. SPEAKER: No., please. I am 
not calling anybody. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: He did not refer to any of 
my points .. 

MR. SPEAKER: Kindly ait down 
now. I am not allowing.

I he said, as Member of Parliament I 
did not do anything. As Member of 
Parliament I am told, last year, in 
respect of the Calcutta National Jute 
Mill Company, when there was a 
strike, he gave Rs. 50 lakhs black- 
money to** a protege of Birla.

MUNSI: I shall expose him within 
this week. I know the case. I have 
met the employees and Rs. 50 laklis 
has been given (Interruptions). 

SHRI PILOO MODY: (*) 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE; 
(Gwalior): Sir, a false allegation 
has been made by Mr. Munsi and so, 
that allegation should be expunged. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: I am told—I referred to it 
the other day—that Mr. Goenka is 
involved in the National Company 
Limited, Whether there is any en¬ 
quiry or not. I do not know. I am told 
that last year he gave Rs. 50 lakhs 
black money when the company was 
On strike.

1 aiadliiimdhope that be will be able 


to disprove what I should be stating 
today and have the benefit out of it. 
Otherwise, he should be true to his 
words and act as he has stated earlier. 

I will now quote one or two things. 
A newspaper report says: 

“Mr. U. S. Dikshit today assured 
the Parliamentary Consultative 
Committee attached to his Ministry 
that due procedure will be strictly 
followed and the charges against 
the Hallway Minister, Shri L. N. 
Mishra, fairly and impartially gone 
into." 

But, after that, we have never heard 
anything. Then I -wrote to Shri I* N. 
Mishra a letter on the 25th July to 
which he never replied. I have said 
in that letter: 

“I had brought widely publicised 
allegations on the floor of the House 
against you and in reply to the same 
you in your wisdom stated the 
following:— 

1 am prepared for any probe. 

I am prepared to retire fr<»n 

public life.* 

The allegations could be proved 
or disaproved only if a thorough 
and impartial enquiry is instituted 

in the matter. May I, therefore, 

request you to be good enough to 
come (within ten days) with a 
request that a Parliamentary C^»m- 
mittee be constituted for speedy 
action? And till sueb time yoH are 
ftdly cleared of the charges renudn 
outside the Government 

If you do not (boose to do so, 
1 shall be left with no other option 
hut to take it that you. are afraid 
to face a Parliamentary Commis^n 
of Kiquiry because there is substance 
in my allegations. 

Kindly do write to me by return 
of maiL" 

Believe me, nothing came out of this 
letter. 1 wrote to the Ftime Minister 
and, M usual, that also did no^. bring 
me ai^ reidy in the no.teidy 
Whi^ has . some scibitancft 
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My motidn is not one where voting 
could decide the fote of it. Neither 
should we hurl words here. I am 
making an honest submission before 
xc^y respected fellow members in the 
Bouse today whether, after what I 
have stated and after you applied 
your mind to this, this gentleman 
should be allowed to continue as a 
Member of the House and also as a 
Minister of the Cabinet. 

Sir, I regret to say that from the 
records which I am going to cite and 
from the debates that have taken 
place on the floor of the House during 
the last so many days—^in fact, it 
started in the last session and 
continued the whole of this session— 
would we not be right in calling him 
a “perpetual offender”? They have 
been talking about “habitual offen¬ 
ders”. I would much rather like to 
use the term “perpetual offender” 
because from ihe documents it has 
been established by Mr. Justice Kapoor 
that everything has been d(me 
systematically from mid-5os to 
enrich some individuals, they have 
robbed the exchequer of the poor 
l^ple of this country to enrich 
^emselves. So, I shall say very little 
of my own. 

The Kapur Commisston, which was 
appointed under the Commission of 
Inquiry Act ana, j suppO^, leased on 
^e recommendations of the Public 
Accounts Committee of the House, was 
presided over by a Supreme Court 
judges that is Justice Kapur and, there- 
fbre, its findings should be tdken as 
good as a Supereine Court judgohent. 

Now 1 am reading from the Report 
of the Commission. ^Hiis is from page 
aO, Vol. I: 

“Both the Bharat Sevak Samaj 
:and the Planning Commission agreed 
-that the Consolidated Accounts 
ahowing the overall financial p<wi- 
tion was necessary hut as no steps 
Wata tiken to the Conso- 

Aooottht^ the matter waa 


commented upon in tiJe Central 
Government Audit Report for the 
year 1964. The Public Accounts 
Committee, in its 34th Report (Third 
Lok Sabha) for the year 1984-65 
commented adversely about the 
non-preparation of the Consolidated 
Audited Accoimts of the Bharat 
Sevak Samaj showing the overall 
financial position and wanted the 
Planning Commission to insist on 
the submission of such accounts by 
the Bharat Sevak Samaj from the 
beginning. They alowed a time 
limit of six months for the submis¬ 
sion of such accounts and recom¬ 
mended that no further grante 
should be given unless and until 
this was done. 

“The Bharat Sevak Samaj could 
not render the quisite Consolidnted 
Accounts within the six months 
allowed by the Public Accounts 
Committee and they requested for 
the release of grants and also asked 
for a proforma for the submission 
of the Consolidated Accounts to be 
prescribed by the Government.” 

“The Public Accounts Committee of 
the Fourth Lok Sabha again reverted 
to this matter....” etc. etc. 

That is how this Commission came 
into existence. 

airi L. N. Mishra had been the 
Convener of the Bharat Sevak Samaj 
at the crucial time and also, if I am 
right, the General Secretary of the 
Central Bharat Sevak Samaj. He gave 
this t^ply in the last Session when I 
wanted to raise this issue, equating it 
with the Mudgal case. i wrote to the 
Prime Minister that I wanted to move 
a motion for his removal from the 
membership of this House. He had 
given a reply at that time. I will prove 
that the reply has no substance; it is 
nothing put an empty vessel. Hb had 
said: 

“A complete account of the dis¬ 
bursement of this amount was 
furnished by the Minister to Shri 
LskailVTii Narain Jhai, Convener, 
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Community Savings Fund Com¬ 
mittee, Western Embankment Side, 
Bharat Sevak Samaj, by a regis¬ 
tered letter dated 23 May, 1863. A 
copy of the letter along with the 
enclosure is enclosed. The Kapur 
Commission has included the 
statement of the disbursement in 
its report as obtained by the Com¬ 
mission from the Planning Com¬ 
mission, but I regret to say that 
the Commission has not believed 
this...” 

1 will quote from the Commission's 
report extensively. You will kindly 
give me, Mr. Chairman, a little more 
time, so that 1 do not even look that I 
am doing something out of malice. I 
will dwell on the documents that 1 
have here. 

He says: 

“The Kapur Commission has re¬ 
ferred to facts without making any 
comments on the Minister’s action:* 
Then he says; 

‘‘But, as has been stated above, 

the evidence is not complete to en¬ 
able the Commission to give a defi¬ 
nite finding.** 

Then it goes on: 

“To sum it up, it may be said 
that the Commission has at no 
stage given any adverse finding or 
conclusions against the Minister. 
Moreover, details of disbursements, 
etc.... 

Mr. L. N. Mishra contends.•(Inter¬ 
ruptions) I will prove from the 
documentary evidence as to what you 
are doing, x not out of context. 
I am quoting one paragraph. Then I 
will cover extensively. This is para¬ 
graph page 126, volume XI: 

“According to the statement made 
by Mr. L. N. Mishra before Parlia¬ 
ment he ceased to be the Convener 
«f the Kosi Project B.S.S. in 1857. 
But it 'is, not clear in what ciq>acity 
he witfadiew Bs. 2,10,000 in the years 
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In 1857 he ceased to be the Convener 
but in 1858 and I860 he draws Bs. 2,10, 
000 from out of the Commimity Sav¬ 
ings Fund. Then, 

“Mr. Mishra had also stated that he 
rendered the accotmts of the 
amounts he had drawn to the 
Bharat Sevak Samaj and they were 
satisfied with those accounts.... 

Now, Sir, 

“But those accoimts have not been 
produced by BSS which, if produ¬ 
ced and found satisfactory, would 
have been an adequate reply to the 
criticism levelled in the legislatures 
and even outside.” , 

The Commission did not believe. 
That I have already mentioned. I 
want to ask. Why is it that after six 
years the accounts have tg go to the 
people who have paid the money? 
They have published. Before I give 
details, I wanted to demolish the argu¬ 
ments he has put forward in his let¬ 
ter in on the last session and 1 will do 
■ftufther. ( 

Strangely enough, he ran away from 
the Commission. "Ihat is a very se¬ 
rious matter. What does the Commis¬ 
sion say? 

Now, VoL I page 6...(Interrup¬ 
tions) Now, I come to 'Volume I...

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Page ft 
Mr. Chairman, they want to know the 
page.

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read 26 volumes? But you have asked 
us to memorise the CBI report. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Mr. L- 
N. Mishra thought it to be wise to run 
away from the Commission because 
the inconvenient cs:os.s-examinations 
may bring out more skeletons from 
the cup-board.. (Interruptions) I 
will read out from the paragraph. 

“Notices were issued to the office¬ 
bearers of the Bharat Sevak Samaj 
who hold or held high offices in 
the Government of India whether 
as Ministers or in the Secretariat, 
to make their statements on 
affidavits and the following 
amongst them submitted their 
affidavits:— 

Mr. Gulzari Lai Nanda. 


will come to the rest of the things. 
I will come to Volume 11, page 98. It 
says: 

“A special feature of the public 
cooperation scheme in the Kosi Pro¬ 
ject which has been taken credit for 
by the Bharat Sevak Samaj was the 
reservation of certain percentages of 
the running payments for works of 
community development and this 
fund was called the Community 
Savings Fund which was created by 
the Samaj specifically for the pur¬ 
pose.” 

Then it says: 

‘This negatives the claim of the 
Samaj that the money being of the 
Samaj, none else had the right to 
question them about its expenditure.' 
This is the Commission’s findings. 


Mr. L. N. Mishra 
Mr. KrisHha Pra'sada 
Mr. A. N. Malhotra 


That this negatives the claim of the 
Samaj has been borne out by the Com¬ 
mission’s observations, findings and 
recommendations. 


Mr. H. K. D. Tandon

also examined as witnesses but due 
to privilege provided in the Civil 
Procedure Code excluding the juris¬ 
diction of courts to summon inter 
alia Idinisters of the Central Mini¬ 
stry Mr. L. N. Mishra could not be 
summoned as a witness.” 

Shri Nanda, i thought.... 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
XSHRI L. N. MISHRA): That is not 
fair. I have filed affidavit before the 
Commission and x offered to appear 
before the Commission but the Com¬ 
mission did not send for me. That 
lact is mentioned in the report and I 
met Mr. Justice Kapur at least half a 
.dozen times and told him that 1 want¬ 
ed to appear.

Then I come to Vol. 15, page 4. It 

says: 

“From the information made avail¬ 
able to the Commission it appears 
that for the works for which PWD 
has been able to furnish the figures 
the pa)rments made amounted to 
Rs. 8,70,176,930.61; the amounts 
shown in the Accounts produced by 
the recipients in respect of those 
works amounts to Rs. 4,30,07,220.60 
only, the details of the units have 
been given in Table 47-C annexed. 
In regard to the balance either the 
accounts have not been produced or 
in the accounts produced the receipts 
have not been fully accounted for. 
The amounts not accounted far 
comes to Rs. 2,40,69,710.01. Out of 
this a major part pertains to the 
Kosi project where according to the 
reports of the Bharat Sevak Samaj 
itself the value of work done should 
have been Rs. 2,26,09,753.81 where¬ 
as accounts have been produced 
only for 3 years, i.e. for the year 
19M, 1964 and 19^ and the value 
of work done shown in those ac¬ 
counts comes to only Rs. 40,61,184. 
#1. Ho accounlB ha^ be^ pro^ 
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duced for the balance of Bs. 
1,8&,58,S69.20. The Samaj has 
taken the stand before the Commis¬ 
sion that the accounts of the Kosi 
project are outside the jurisdiction 
of this Commission. The Commis¬ 
sion has discussed the question of 
jurisdiction at another place but 
suffice it to mention here that it is 
rather surprising that a society 
registered under the Societies Regis, 
tration Act should have had no 
accounts for such large amounts. 
This is irrepsectiVe of whether this 
Commission can examine those 
accounts or not. This evidence on 
the record of the Central Bharat 
Sevak Samaj also shows that they 
could not obtain the accounts of 
the Kosi unit even in 1962 or later. 

“If the Central Samaj' claims 
credit for Kosi works, it should at 
least possess complete accounts.” 

And that is under the convenership of 
Shri Lalit Narain Mishra. Shri Mishra 
does not even fight the Bihar Govern¬ 
ment audit. I will read out. He was 
opposed to auditing by Bihar Govern¬ 
ment. This is a letter written to 
Shri Binodanandan Jha on 9th Nov¬ 
ember, 1961 by Shri L. N. Mishra, 
Deputy Minister, Labour, Employment 
and Planning of the Government of 
India. I quote; 

“On 9th November, 1961 Mr. L. N. 
Mishra, Deputy« Minister, Labour, 
Employment & Planning of the Gov- 
enunent India also wrote to the 
Chief Minister that the Fund did 
not belong to the Government, that 
it was neither a grant nor a loan nor 
a subsidy given by the Government 
of India to the Bharat Sevak Samaj 
and that this was 100 per cent B.S.S. 
money earned by it. He contended 
that neither the Kosi Project nor 
any governmental agency had any 
right oyer the monies of the Samaj. 
To qjuote his letter—” 

ihie i* the letter l^m which 
y ^iiSlwttng anol^ paja|r^. This 


Jha; 


“It will not be proper and faw for 
the Government to take upon itself 
the work of audit of the accounts of 
an independent organisation like 
the Bharat Sevak Samaj”. 

Kosi Project or any Governmental 
Agency have no right in any of these 
accounts. To this he says: 

“Thus, the Bihar Unit of the 
Bharat Sevak Samaj neither submit¬ 
ted its accoimta to the Bihar Gov¬ 
ernment nor to this Ck>mmission on 
the ostensible plea that the money 
was its own and in the latter case 
that it was outside the 'jurisdiction 
of this Commii^on. So, in either 
case, there was a refusal to have the 
accounts checked up althauidt these 
were the moneys to say the least, 
placed with the Bihar Crovemment, 
in trust for being cgqpended for 
specific objects. Even the parent 
body, the Central Bharat Sevak 
Samaj, mode vain effiorts to get ac¬ 
counts from the Kosi Unit and they 
were put off tiie latter.** 


Now I come back to some other 
things. Here it & said—pa|^ 9% Vol. 
XI, para 29.101: 

“On February 7, 1956 this clause 
was amended the effect of .which was 
that the whole amount was to be 
treated as community savingi^. 


Then, Sir, it says: a very interesting 
para— 

“90 per cent of the value of the 
work executed will on^T lie paid to 
the Unit Leader and the balance of 
value of work done will be deemed 
to have be«i surr en dered to the 
Government. The latter amount wfll 
be kept in deposit vdth the Govern¬ 
ment which will be spent <m prgani- 
sational expenditure of the Bharat 
Sevak Samaj aiul comnnif^ deve¬ 
lopment in a manner to be settled 
mutuatiy between Qie CtovcHiment 
and the Bharat SevA %ia«j. Tto 
'.Upft .tiea<!^ 
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idiall notentlUed to raise any 
objection whatsoever as to the man¬ 
ner of its deposit”. 

Of course Unit Leaders are all very 
close to one person. That is known to 
everybody in that part of the country: 

“The fact that money was surren¬ 
dered to the Government further 
negatives the calim of ownership of 
the money by the Samaj. About the 
user of the money a resultant trust 
was created and the money had to 
be spent in a particular manner in¬ 
cluding pasrment to the Central and 
Regional Samajes for management 
which as has been said above is des¬ 
tructive of the position of the Samaj 
that the Bharat Sevak Samaj as 
such had no responsibility for the 
contracts or the monies or the ac¬ 
counts.” ^ 

Then Sir, there comes a very vital 
portion. Page 103: 

“A letter dated July 3, 1967 from 
the Director (Public Cooperation) 
in the Planning Commission to the 
General Secretary of the Bharat 
Sevak Samaj points out that during 
their visit to Bihar the Accounts Cell 
of the Planning Commission noticed 
that Kosi Project authorities had 
paid Rs. 2.10 lakhs to Mr. L. N. 
Mishra out of the Community Sav¬ 
ings I\md and the details are given 
by him and to this letter is attached 
a statement showing the distribution 
of the amounts by Mr. L. N. Mishra 
to the various parties. This is ^ven 
in Table 29-1. The Planning Com¬ 
mission wanted to know as to how 
these monies were accounted for by 
the payees, whether they were spent 
in accordance with the terms and 
conditions governing the use of Com¬ 
munity Savings Fund.” 

Th», Sir, the Commission says: 

“Ahoitt a years ago, the Kosi 
project C^pstiuction Committee had 

gopsUtUted an ffUquiry Commission 
btit the powers b Siher Pradesh 

Bharat Sevak'and the then 
‘ Seeretery, Central Bharat 

to ^id.apt allow 
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the Commission 0 function with the 
result that nothing cani$ out 

“A little before the 1962, gmieral 
elections there was a good deal o| 
mud-slinging in the constituency 
from where Shri L. N. Mishra had 
stood as a candidate for the Lok 
Sabha.” 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: This is not an 
observation of the Commission. You 
are quoting from a letter of Mr. 
Khanna. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; Khanna’s 
letter. You read the para afterwards. 
It is under quotation. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: It is a quotation 
from Mr. Khanna’s letter. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: This is 
the observation: 

“On this matter the Accounts Offi¬ 
cer of the Kiarat Sevak Samaj on 
August 28, 1967 recorded tlm follow¬ 
ing note*.— 

“M/s. L. R. Pandit & Co., Char¬ 
tered Accountants, went through 
the Kosi Project Accounts upto 
the year 1962-63. They found the 
amount in the balance sheet aga¬ 
inst Shri L. N. Mishra but no ad¬ 
justment thereof. 

Kindly get that recorded clearly in 
your head: 

“A reply was sent to the Planning 
Commission on September 2, 1967, to 
the effect that the Bihar Pradesh 
Chairman had stated that the pay¬ 
ments made by Mr. L. N. Mishra h*d 
been duly entered as receipts in the 
cash books of the res^tive com¬ 
mittees and properly accounted for 
and the accounts were being sent to 
a Chartered Accountant for audit. 
The files do not.... 

Mr. Phar, Sir, 

“show any audited accounts were 
prepared or sent to the Planning 
Conunis^on nor have the accounts 
been produced in sqpport.'’ 
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Mr. Dhar, this is the Commission’s 
observation for your kind considera¬ 
tion. 


Then, Sir, I come to page 104, Para 
20.130. The man who does not ideep, 
you cannot wake him up. ITiis la the 
Commission’s observation. I am sub¬ 
ject to correction, of course, by Mr. 
Dhar: 


“On April 29, 1959 Mr. Mishra re¬ 
ceived Rs. 1,75,000 and on March 25, 
1960, a sum of Rs. 35,000 making a 
total of Rs. 2,10,100. The mode of 
payment.... 


It was a lot of money in 1959: 

“Of these monies to whom is 
shown in Table 29-1 which has been 
taken from the Planning Commis¬ 
sion flies. The statement shows that 
the two sums above mentioned are 
not traceable in the cash books of the 
Bharat Sevak Samaj'.” 

This is the Commission’s flnding: 

'Turther, there is no indication as 
to the Bank on which these amounts 
were drawn and as the accounts 
team of the Planning Commission 
has said, all these amounts were not 
credited m the books of the Bharat 
Sevak Samaj.’’ 

Money was taken, but, was not credit¬ 
ed ha the books of accounts, found its 
way into convenient pocket or pockets. 
Then, Para 29.131: 


“According to the statement made 
"by Mr. L. N. Mishra in Parliament 
on June 2, 1971, he had resigned 
from the convenership of the Kosi 
Section of the Bharat Sevak Samaj 
in May, 1957. He also stated that 
thia amount ’was sent to the various 
people concerned for the purposes it 
was meant on the recommendations 
of the committee duly constituted 


lor the purpose* ... “and there was 
no unaccounted money left. Who 
iaaaad the Committee arid what 
nulhorll^ it had is not shown by 
on the record nor whe- 
,. thee^^h© payees were pMSons who 
cotdd/'jpisopedy be the redpienta 
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Thia is a very serious matter. Maybe 
it is again a Tulmohan Ram story- 
false vouchers produced, ghost recipi¬ 
ents. (Interruptions ). I have a right 
to make comments. Shri Yamuna 
I^asad Mandal is one of the recipimts. 

I see, in these books of account. Better 
tie does not come forward. He is one 
of the recipients I sjCe here. 

SHRI YAMUNA PRASAD MANDAL 
(Samastipur): He has made a very 
objectionable remark against me. He 
is a habitual offender against iimocent 
member;^ making all kinds of frivolous 
remarks. One Harijan MP, illiterate, 
has been harassed, mentally tortured 
by this man. Again today he unneces¬ 
sarily brings in the name of that inno¬ 
cent Harijan, illiterate, innocent and 
poor. I take strong exception to this.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: So much 
noise for Rs. 3,500? 

The question is posed by the Com¬ 
mission. 

“Who formed the committee and 
what authority it had is not shown 
by anything on the record nor whe¬ 
ther the payees were persons who 
could properly be the recipients of 
these moneys”. 

I would like Mr. Dhar to make a note 
and give a reply particularly to this, 
amongst others. 

The Commission says: 

"Mr. L. N. Mishra also stated that 
he sent full accounts to the Con¬ 
vener of the Western Embankment 
Community Saving Committee about 
8 yeam previously (which woidd 
be in 1968). 

Then see the nest sentence.* 
“Vntetitiiafily, 

iKcooiitt; flMT im M iPiM M 
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by ^ Bharat Sevak Samaj but the 
corraqMndence on the files of the 
Central Bhanit Sevak Samaj tends 
to show that those accounts were 
unaudited”^ 

All cooked up accounts— 

“But it is rather astonishing that 
in spite of the criticisms both in 
Bihar Assembly and in Parliament, 
these accounts have been kept back 
by the Samaj and have not been 
produced either before the Central 
Bharat Sevak Samaj' or before this 
Commission”. 

How 1 come to P. 105—^iT you are not 
tired. 

“Another fact which has been 
brought out is that the claim of the 
Samaj was that the monev belonged 
to it, Iwt that is not a well founded 
claim. The money had been deduct¬ 
ed from out of the payments to be 
made to unit leaders and it was de¬ 
ducted for the specific purpose of 
Community Savings and Organisa¬ 
tional Expenses’’. 

I am choosing to repeat this contention 
because I know you have been trying 
to say something different. 

Now I ceme to p. 109. 

“A number of schemes were com¬ 
pleted in the course of two to three 
months’ time even though no matdi- 
ing grants were paid by the State 
Government or by the Block Com¬ 
mittees. It is not quite clear in 
.what capacity Mr. L. N. Mishra 
prepared this note because he was a 
Parliamentary Secretiuy to the 
Labour Minister.”— 

I would like this to be clarified. 

SHRI L. N. MISHIIA: I was not 
Parliamentary Secretary. 

SHRI JYOnRMOT BOSU: It is 
stated in the Commission’s report—

m.wm i wtrnm of 
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Trade made a statement in l^Ua- 
ment as follows”. 

“Within a day or two on my 
appointment as Parliamentary Sec¬ 
retary in the Government of India 
sometime in May, 1957 I resigned 
from the Convenership of the Kosl 

Section oI the Bharat Sevan Samaj”. 

“But in the same statement before the 
Lok Sabha Mr. L. N. Mishra clarified 
the position regarding the Rs. 2,10,000 
withdrawn by him in two instalments 
out of the Community Savings Fund 
as follows:—” 1 

“I was authorise to withdraw from 
this fund for the various construc¬ 
tion works on the western side of 
the Kosi. A sum of Rs. 2,10,000 was 
withdrawn in two instalments some 
time in the years 1959 and 1960 and 
not Hs. 23 lakhs as publicised by SSP 
leaders. This amount was sent to 
the various people concerned for the 
purposes it was meant on the recom¬ 
mendation of the committee duly 
constituted for the purpose. 1 can 
categorically state here that no 
money drawn from this f\md re¬ 
mains unaccounted for. Full ac¬ 
counts were submitted by me to 
the Convener of the Western Em¬ 
bankment Community Savings 
Conunittee sometime eight years 
back and these accounts were 
duly accepted. The Convener of 
the concerned committee in ac¬ 
cepting the accents submitted by 
me, in his letter dated June 15, 1963, 
addressed to me said: “As directed 
by you, your letter along with the 
statement of account was placed be¬ 
fore the meeting of the Community 
Savings Fund (Western Embank¬ 
ment) held yesterday and it was ac¬ 
cepted unanimously. The Ctnnmi-. 
ttee has directed me to convey to 
you our sense of gratitude for your 
help and guidance.” 

It says further: 

“This statement shows that Mir. 
L. N. Mishn had ceased to be the 
Convener of the Kosi Bharat Sewak 
Samaj in May, 1957 but he conU- 
nued to he assodated with fhe 
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Kosi Section because he with¬ 
drew Rs. 2,10,000 from Com¬ 
munity Savings Fund and he 
prepared a note on July 26, 
1960 about the Community Savings 
Fund which was sent to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission by the General 
Manager of the Central Construc¬ 
tion Service. As has already been 
said Mr. Mishra had stated that he 
rendered accounts to the convenor 
of the Eastern Embankment Com¬ 
munity Savings Committee which 
had been duly accepted by the Com¬ 
mittee but it is very unfortunate that 
the Bharat Sevak Samaj has refused 
to produce its records before this 
Commission or even produce them 
before the Government of Bihar be¬ 
cause that would have shown how 
the monies were spent and by whom 
and they would have been capable 
of scrutiny by the Commission. 

It further says: 

“The Commission would also like 
to observe that it was the duty of 
the convenor.” 

You know who he is, 

“duty of the .convenor to produce 
the accounts at least to prove and 
/qtjmoboT^ tiie factum of proper 
(Ucpeja^ituxe the monies withdrawn 
by diifferent prominent office bearers 
of the ^maj both past and prei^nt.” 

T^t is jtl^ position with regard to 
Bharat ^vak Sapiaj and Mr. L. N. 
Mishra. Then comes the appointment 
pf. the Dptta Commission by the Bihar 
C^vemment to inquire into the ac- 
couxits cf the Community Savings Fund 
of the Kosi Project Construction 
Committee and the advances edven to 
the Unit Leaders. 

“By a Notification dated the 26tb 
May, 1971 the Government of Bihar, 
appointed a Commiscson of Inquiry 
headed by Mr. Justice K. K. Dutta, a 
retired Judge of the I^tna High Court, 
to inquire into the following mat- 
lersr-^ 

^ the Bhs^at Sevak 
Sa^l through fli)e Central Cons- 
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truction CommithM the KiniL 
Project Construdion Committee 
on the plea of public co-operation» 
obtained the construction wmk ta 
the Kosi Project and through its. 
unit leaders received advances of 
money between the years 1955 and 
1962 out of which over 23 lakhs- 
(twenty-three lakhs) rupees be¬ 
came irrecoverable on account of 
the non-existence of the unit lea¬ 
ders set up by Shri Lalit Narain 
Mishra and Shri Lahton Chou- 
dhury and whether {he said sum 
of money or any portion thereof 
was defalcated thereby causing, 
wrongful loss to the Kosi Project 
Administration and the Govern¬ 
ment.” 

“Whether funds to the extent of 

Rs. 8,43,068 withdrawn by Shri l^Iit 

Narain Mishra and Shri Lahton 

Choudhury. ” 

Mr. Lahton Choudhury is now ft 
Congress Minister in Bihar. 

“.detailed h!ere in before aft^ 

any further sum or sums out of the 
Community Savings ^nd were spent 
in development schemes contemplat¬ 
ed by the fund, and if not, who are l^e 
persons responsible for the misapjwp- 
priation, if any?-”. 

“What was the extent of assets and 
the pecuniary resources owned by each 
of the said two persons, naSb^lyi Shri 
lialit Narain Md^ra and Shri I^ton 
Choudhury and their families, rela¬ 
tions and other persons ‘—that is, 
what is called benamidars —* in 
whom they were interested prior to 
the commencement of works in the 
Kosi Project ond thereafter?” 

This was scuttled by a dear frtend of 
ours, a minister now shunted out and 
a member of the other House, Shri 
Bhola Paswan Shastii. He was t^ougpt 
to Delhi on that imderstandlng and hd 
scuttled the CoBuniadion and the Com¬ 
mission coqld >3# i^Fpceed- 

'The Commission has, 
exan^l^ jthe wt^king ^ 
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Unit of the Bharat Sevak Samaj for 
the purposes mentioned herein but 
unfortunately the Bharat Bevak Samaj 
refused to produce any records relat* 
ing to their Kosi Unit. So it has not 
baen possible for the Commission to 
come to definite findings about the 
claims made by the Bharat Sevak 
Samaj or about the proper utilisation 
of assistance given to them or about 
the maintenance of proper accounts 
for the organisation, exceot to the li¬ 
mited extent of what has been shown 
by the records made available by the 
Central Bharat Sevak Sama'j and by 
the Bihar Government.” 

Now the very interesting part has 
come. 

“Out of the community saving... 

SHRI D. p. DHAlR: What is the page 
number? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Page 126. 
I thought you have read the report. 
Why should I assist your civR ser¬ 
vants? 

SHRI D. P, DHAR: i thought since 
he is reading from a report, i.t is per¬ 
haps my right to know the page... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I am giv¬ 
ing. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: Give it with a 
smile, give it generously. I hope he is 
not inviting me to a wresting bout. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Am I any 
match for you? Here comes the jui¬ 
ciest part: 

Convenership is gone so far as Shri 
Lalit Narain Mishra is concerned. 


No accounts have been produced show-, 
ing whether these withdrawals were 
accounted for and how they were uU* 
Used. But Mr. L. N. Mishra has stated 
on oath that he rendered accounts 
which were accepted by the Samaj.” 

The Commission did not beUeve a 
word of what h'e said. This is a mat¬ 
ter which the CBI should take charge 
of now. 

“The Planning Commission also 
made attempts to get the accounts of 
the withdrawals of the Community 
Savings in 1967 and the Accounts Cell 
of the Planning Commission which 
went to Bihar obtained a statement 
showing the distribution of Rs. 2,10,006 
received by Mr. L. N. Mishra to various 
parties but this shows only the distri¬ 
bution and does not show how and 
where the amounts were spmit. Fur¬ 
ther the receipts of these amounts were 
not traced in the accounts of the Kosi 
Project Construction Committee by the 
Chartered Accountant of the Central 
Bharat Sevak Sama'j who went to ins¬ 
pect the accounts.” 

Did you mark the words, Sir? Re¬ 
ceipts yrere not traceable in the books 
of accounts. 

According to the statement made bj 
Mr. L. N. Mishra before Parliament, 
he ceasled to be the Convener of the 
Kosi Project BSS in 1957. But it is 
not clear in what capacity he with¬ 
drew Rs. 2,10,000 in the years 1959 and 
1960 from out of the Community Sav¬ 
ing Fund. • If 

Thus, the Commission finds that in res¬ 
pect of Kosi Works no accounts havs 
been produced for the following^ 


“Out of the Community Saving 
Fund, withdrawals were made between 
April 1959 and January 1968 by the 
following two persons:- 

Mr. Lalit Narain Mishra: Ra. 2,10,

(1) Receipts and payments on as- 
count of works costing aboui 
Rs. 2.26 crores. 

(2) Advances Paid by the Bihar 
Govt, to the ^harft Sevak ftMUaJ 
and its Unit Leaders out of vfhidi 
the balance outstanding are Bs- 
18,01,529.86. . 
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counts staffl; the trainiqg was to bo 
for three months.... 
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(8) profits on Kosi works upto 
December, 1962 Rs. 16,00;000:00”. 

I do not understand how this man is at 
large, how this man is an M.P. and a 
member of the Cabinet and how the 
Prime Minister is anxious to shield 
this Pierson. I really fail to understand 
it. 

Then 1 come to another chapter of 
fraud and deceiving the poor peoples’ 
-exchequer, namely. Volume VI, page 
■ 6 . He outwardly looks very pious but 
this is what the report says: 

"B. TRAINING CENTRES FOR 
TRAINING OF SUPERVISORY 
ACCOUNTS AND ORGANISER 
STAFF 

Amongst the schemes proposed 
and sponsored by the Bharat ^vak 
fiamaj one was for starting IB train¬ 
ing centres ‘at about 20 sites' costing 
.-about Rs. 2.25 crores. This scheme 
-was proposed in a letter dated April 
r27, 1966 of kfr. Krishna Prasada te 
'Secretary of the Ministry of Irriga- 
■tion and Power. It sets out 5 bene- 
'flts of the Public Co-operation 
Scheme under which they were 
working; 

(1) Giving employment to agri- 
-culturists and not merely to profes¬ 
sional labour. 

(2) The exclusion of middle-man’s 
•profit. 

(3) Eliminating graft and corrup¬ 
tion.” 

'If you ask me, this is the creation of 
graft and corruption. 

“(4) Manual labour wil get more 
for his work through the Samaj, 
than through contractors....” 

^t further says: 

This scheme for the Kod Ro- 
, jeet was as follows: 

(1) Win training of 125 persons on 
• each bink of the river, Le. %0 per- 
“ jMCigla:4E,.for supendiory and 


Taking the first scheme— 

(i) The file of the Samaj' shows that 
it was to operate from October 16,1956 
to January 16, 1957. The audited ac¬ 
counts mention the period of training 

to be from October 1956 to December 
1956 and fn the report of the auditor 
it is stated that it operated for 1 - 1/2 
months, i.e. for half the sanctioned 
period.” 

Where did the money go for the rest 
half of the period? Thg report fur¬ 
ther says: 

“As there are no account books, 
nothing can be said as to the factum 
or the propriety of the expenditiure 
after the scheme had terminated.” 

“They do not specify the p'eriod 
but presumably they must be from 
the commencement of the schemes 
upto the date of the accounts. Theee 
figures are at considerable variance 
with that were shown by the retured 
Accounts Officer acting as an Audi¬ 
tor. 

Don’t you call it fraud? Is there no 
provision in the IPC for this? 

It further says: 

“In this note attached to a let¬ 
ter dated November 7, .1956, lito. 
Mishra said that at each centre one 
Superintendent, one Accounts Tea¬ 
cher and one social Instructor had 
been appointed who mostly were 
members of the teaching staff of 
the local high school. Against 
this on the margin Mr, K. Prasada 
wrote ‘how can they find the time 
in proportion they may not be able 
to have the full appreciation of the 
needs of our trainees'.” 

The longer the list, the bigger is the 
outlay. And the higger is the outlay, 
the bigger is the pocket. ThenRioys: 

”tb. Ifishra's' note Sam fh»t. 
the KoM Peoject D^pavtoMot Irild 
• loered its Eatecutive Shglnitori^ 
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tant BagineetB, Divisional Accoun¬ 
tants, Medical 0£9cers, Labour Wel¬ 
fare OfiScera... .to takie classes of 
subjects of their interest. Against 
this portion of the remark of Mr. 
Krishna Prasada is 1 hope this 
works; mostly such arrangements 
remain on paper’.” 

The report then says: 

“It may also be observed that the 
scheme which was to be worked for 
three months with an estimated ex¬ 
penditure of Rs. 40,720 was actually 
worked for half that period and the 
amount spent was Rs. 40,024.02 i.e. 
about the same as for three months. 
Why it so happened is not explain¬ 
ed.” 

One Mr. Daya Shankar, a retired As¬ 
sistant Accounts Officer, Accountant- 
General, Central Revenues, New 
Delhi, was appointed as the Auditor. 
The certificate .of the Auditor was 
this: 

“Audited and found correct to 
the best of my belief and know¬ 
ledge. 

Daya Shankar 

Retired Assistant Accounts Officer, 
New Delhi.” 

A very convenient person was found. 
And he writes his designation as 
‘Retired Assistant Accounts Officer’. 

The Report of the Commission says: 

"And this is unsatisfactory certi¬ 
ficate of the correctness of the ac¬ 
counts. The report also shows that 
some trainees in Scheme No, 3 left 
the training centre before the com¬ 
pletion but still grants were paid for 
those trainees.” 

People did not exist, but money was 
drawn by them under the command 
of my friend sitting opposite. 

About accounts, the Report says: 

“The Samaj has not.produced any 
account books of the Kosi Training 
> ih^ is an au4itad ae- 
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count pf the Training Centre which,- 
as has already been said, was pre*- 
pared and audited by a retired As¬ 
sistant Accounts Officer of the office' 
of the Accountant General, Central’ 
Revenues, at New Dellii. It is not 
in the usual form of audit reports 
usually prepared" by the Chartered- 
Accountants and shows only the ex¬ 
penditure and there is no proper 

certificate as to the correctness of 
the accounts prepared and what 
they are based on. 

"On September 29, 1956, the Gov¬ 
ernment sanctioned the first instal¬ 
ment of Rs. 66,000. This file of the- 
Central Samaj shows that the Samaj 
had to contribute a sum of Rs. 30,000 
and there is a note dated February 
19, 1957, by Mr. Mithal in the 
file of the Samaj which puts a query 
as to how it was proposed to be 
done and that it would have to be 
paid out of the works executed by 
the Samaj.” 

Now, the most interesting thing is- 
this: 

“It is significant that, although the- 
schemes, had termmated in June,. 
1957, Rs. 33,000 were sent after that, 
upto January, 1956.” 

The scheme was over in June. But 
even after that, they keep on drawing, 
money and they keep on receiving 
money: 

“As the records and books of ac¬ 
count of the Kosi Centres have not, 
been produced, the utilisation of the. 
sum of Rs. 78,150 is difficult to de¬ 
termine. Still less as to when the 
various amounts were spent and on. 
what. 

"The Auditor has shown in KiS* 
audited accounts the actual expendi¬ 
ture on the scheme. . etc. etc.-. 

Then he says: 

“..Now the accounts above glvett- 
show the total remittances by the 
Central Samaj to be Rs. 78,150.00* 
out of which Rs. 33,000 was remitted.' 
after end ol! June, 1997, i.e., the- 
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termination or close of the two 
schemes. How then could the Kosi 
Bharat Sevak Samaj have 'spent the 
total amount of Rs. 1,03,940.79.” 


assured that the sOcond instalment 
would be paid.” 

So, it may be noted that the second ins¬ 
talment of Rs. 24,900 was applied for 
without disclosing the correct facts. 


Then he says: 

“Mr. Goela’s inspection note on 
Public Cooperation work above re¬ 
ferred to gives his assessment of 
the accounts. After recognising the 
good work economically done by..” 
etc., etc. 

Then he says: 

“.. an Accounts Officer was ap¬ 
pointed for four months when the 
training centre was only for one and 
a half months; that Rs. 8,400 receiv¬ 
ed by Kosi Centre on March 5, 1957, 
was in excess of the needs of the 
scheme, and that the cash book was 
full of overwritings which was a 
very serious defect.” 

'Can. you understand this? This is for- 
::geiy. Foreigners were committed. The 
•cash books were full of overwritings. 

-Now, it goes on to say: 

“In a note by Mr. Mithal dated 
May 31; 1957, it was pointed out that 
cash remained in the personal cua- 
today of Mr. L, N. Mishra, the Con¬ 
venor. ... 

T^e Bthount is quite considerable, hot 
-sd^adays after Mr. Tulmohan Ram's 

.aa there was no banking faci¬ 
lity. 

Tt appears that the Samaj was 
amdouB to get the second instalment 
of the grdnt even though this amo- 
imt could not justifiably be asked 
for. Mr. Mi^ra in his note dated 
October 26, ^957 said that he had a 
talk with Mr. Venkataraman, De¬ 
ploy j^ecretary of the Irrigation & 
Ministry and he had been 


At on© place Mr. L. N. Mishra stated 
(page 15 of the same volume): 

“..although Mr. Mishra had said 
that Rs. 18,000 was paid, no such 
contribution had been credited in 
the accounts.” 

I do not want to po very much into 
this. I -would only say that this is not 
a matter to be taken so lightly. I want 
to produce one photostat for which I 
have written to the Speaker. This is 
from the Associated Engineering Cor¬ 
poration. 

SHRI KRISHANA CHANDRA PAN- 
DEY (Khalilabad): Bilkul Ghalat Hai 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: They are 
contractors and when he was a Mnis- 
ter in Defence Production, this has 
happened. This i's a telegram which 
quotes: ‘Laddubabu . .” i take it that 
this gentleman is related to the Exe- 
cutivie Engineer of the Projectl It 
says: 

“We are anxious tu take up the 
above work and we have got equip¬ 
ment at oUr disposal and shall com¬ 
plete the work in time.”

B. K. DASCHOWDHURy

SHRI D. P. DHAR: The motion 
relates strictly to certain observatkM 
made in the Kapur Commission’s 
report and there is a definite content 
of this motion.’ 1 do not know and 
1 seek your guidance whether any 
document extraneous to this motiAt 
can be suddenly flung at our face at 
this juncture. 
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SHRI JYOTmMOY BOSU 1 am 
talking about the telex. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: You can go on 
howling about the telex till the cow 
comes home and we will know who 
tells the lie. But I am at the present 
moment on this question and I do not 
think that Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu would 
be within his rights to make this a 
part of the record. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: T -will 
help you, Sir. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I was about to 
ask him about the same thing. But 
when he read about, I heard him say¬ 
ing something about Kosi. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: He cannot even

Now, in 
this motion, we are considering what 
has been the role of Mr. Mishra and 
what he has done and what has the 
Commission said about that? 'Now, he 
has drawn his own inference. For the 
time being I am not commenting on 
that. I am noUalso discussing Bharat 
Sevak Samaj as such because that is 
not the scope of the discussion. The 
scope of discussion is very limited as 
to what Mr. Mishra did in this matter. 

Briefly speaking, the situation is 
something like this. The Bharat iSevak 
Samaj through their local branch took 
a contract for this Kosi project earth 
work and involved some local people 
to do some earth work. There they 
appointed some unit leaders and the 
contract was signed with the Bihar 
Government by these unit leaders. It 
was decided that these unit leaders 
will be paid by the Bihar Government 
and will in turn distribute the money 
to the labourers. Now, the unit Jiea- 
ders, who were the contractors, told 
the Government to pay them 80 to 90 
per cent of the amount and keep in 
reserve 5—10 per cent with them and 
the Bharat Sevak Samaj will use this 
amount on 8(Hne welfare conununity 
schemes in the area. That was the 
point. Now» that money as !a matter 
of contractual. obligation was to be 
to the Bharat Sevak Samaj.)that 
is, ae unit leaden who were the con- 
tgecton.

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Now, I come to the point where Shri 
Mishra comes in the picture. They 
appointed a Savings Committee for 
community projects at the western 
bank of that project. At certain point 
of time he was the Convener of that 
Committee but he resigned and he^was 
the Treasurer also. Now, when^ he 
was Treasurer he had withdrawn a 
sum of Rs. 2.9 lakhs through drafts;' 
and cheques. That money he had 
withdrawn on the authority of that 
Committee which was authorised to 
draw the amout. The contention of 
the Bharat Sevak Samaj was—^which 
all along was accepted by the Bihar 
Government—that the Government 
had nothing to do with this money 
.and that they are holding this money 
in trust.

Later on a question arose whether 
legally this 5—10 per cent of the 
money could be retained by the Gov¬ 
ernment. Now, Bharat Sevak Samaj 
said this money is part of our con¬ 
tractual earning and this does not be¬ 
long to the Government. This was 
the decision taken by the Bihar Gov¬ 
ernment also but they claimed only 
some control as to how this money 
was going to be spent. But, I am 
only mentioning a question of fact, as 
it is clear. The amount of Rs. 2,09,000 
and odd which was taken by Shri 
L. N. Mishra through drafts and che¬ 
ques has been paid by him through 
drafts and cheques except a small 
amout of Rs. 1,200. Now, thU is all 
on record. Rs. 2,09,000 and odd were 
drawn by drafts and cheques by an 
authorisation of the Committee itself. 
He disbursed that amount to the 
various parties whose names are m^x- 
tioned, cheque numbers are mentioned, 
draft numbers are mentioned and that 
is placed on the record of the Com¬ 
mission itself along with a statement 
of Stui L. N. Bdlshra. That «naU 
amount of Rs. 1,200 which is given 
without cheques, even that is also ac¬ 
counted foW. Now, Sir, ^e lihnijtdd 
question was, so far as Mr, L, N, 
Mishra was concerned, he with^bjew 
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the amount. So far as he is concern¬ 
ed, he has accounted for it, by its 
disbursement to various parties. Bharat 
Sevak SamaJ itself accepts that it has 
got the account from Mr. K N, Mishra 
and that he has paid the amount. They 
have said so in a letter which they 
wrote to Mr. L. N. Mishra. That letter 
has been placed on record, that no 
money is due from Shri L. N. Mishra. 
Then, Sir, what happened? Shri L.N. 
Mishra submitted an affidavit to the 
Commission and he explained the 
position and at the same time, in his 
affidavit, he says that if any assistance 
is required Irom him, wMcb the Com¬ 
mission would like to have from him, 
he will be at the disposal of the Com¬ 
mission. Now, Sir, he makes an offer 
to the Commission that he has dis¬ 
bursed the money and if anything 
more is required from him, he will 
be at the disposal of the Commission. 
He is not summoned by the Commis¬ 
sion. Now, the question is not whe¬ 
ther Shri L. N. Mishra has given an 
account of the amount disbursed by 
him. What the Commission has been 
asking for is, how that amount was 
spent, whether it was spent for com¬ 
munity projects or not. There, the 
Bharat Sevak Samaj took the position 
and they said that this was their 
money and therefore they were not 
bound to produce the accounts on this. 
Here, I would make a further state¬ 
ment. When this matter came up, the 
Commission told Mr. Nanda that he 
should satisfy himself whether this 
money has been spent or not. Mr. 
Nanda saw the accounts and he told 
the Commission—this is on record— 
that he was satisfied. Now, so far as 
Shri L. N. Mishra is concerned, he 
withdrew its. 2,09,000 and odd 
on authorisation, he disbursed 
to the varibiis people and he 
Submitted an account to the Com- 
ihlttee. He informed the Commlsrton, 
dnd gave all details to the Commia- 
idoh. The' Commissiab did not call 
Viim any further account. Sir, 
2 'w^ be very Inlef. The dlffieulty 
Is tiiat thjase are matters, which 
from commonsenBe; require some 


The difficulty with him is that he 
does not know, or if he knows, he 
deliberately Ignores it- Now, Ohe 
question is, there is no observation, 
whatsoever, nowhere by the Com¬ 
mission that Shri L. N. Mishra was 
bound to produce these accounts, that 
Shri L. N. Mishra was asked to 
produce these accounts or that it was 
his responsibility to produce these 
accoimts, this particular account. The 
Commisdon has certainly said about 
the convenor of Bharat Sevak Samaj. 
Shri L. N. Mishra was not the con¬ 
venor. It was one Shri L. N. Jha. 
The responsibility for producing the 
audited accounts was of that man. 
The Commission's observation is that 
the consolidated accounts were not 
produced. The Commission has un¬ 
favourably commented on it and said 
that they should have produced. But, 
at the same time, if you go through the 
remarks of the Commission, you find 
that the Commission says that since 
these things were not with them, they 
cannot make any observations and 
apportion any responsibility on any 
particular person. The observations 
of the Commission are very clear and 
this is all On record. So, it is abso¬ 
lutely wrong to say that the Com¬ 
mission has made any unfavourable or 
unsavoury observations against Shri 
L. N. Mishra. Now, here,, it is not 
even n where somebody has said 
that this money was defalcated, that 
the work on Kosi project—am not 
talking about the community projects— 
was not done properly or an 3 d;hing of 
that kind. I do not know. I saw the 
Evaluation Report in regard to the 
Third Five Year Plan. There, on 
page 294 , it is mentioned that this. 
work was done long before the sche¬ 
duled date of completion and witb 
much lesser expenditure than was 

anticipated. Ibis is mentioned in the 
Evaluation Report of the Planning 
Commission itself, whatever its worth 
maybe. So, the issue is simple. Shri 
L. H. Mishra has in a certain capacity 
wl8hdre?v‘a gum of Rs. !^09,00& and 
odd and he ^biiiaed It and the dls- 
buraetaant has been disclosed tb the' 
Commiision m t>atb..bF H-flfMfa-' 
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supported by the Bharat Sevak Samaj 
itaelf. Now, whether the money was 
spent in a particular manner or not 
is the question. The BSS took up 
a legal contention—they said not only 
about this—on a principle. If you see 
the report, even the Commission does 
not say that it was government money. 
The Government say that according 
to the agreement, the Government had 
a right to see how it was being expen¬ 
ded because it was mentioned in the 
contract. There were no straight¬ 
forward observations in the Report 
that the money was not BSS money. 
1 arm not going into the question whe¬ 
ther the BSS should have produced 
the accounts or not. If I were in 
their Place, I would have produced 
the accounts. But to make a story 
out of this and to say all that he has 
said and to ask for all that he has 
asked is, to say the least, very im- 
selves. 

We are in this House. I do not 
know how far in the atmosphere that 
has been prevailing here it is possible 
to be ol>jective. But I know that 
determinedly some people are doing 
something which is injurious to all of 
us. 1 would not like to say either 
this side or that side, but they stand 
here against all rules and regulations 
end say what they like. Somebody 
told me that some servant of some¬ 
body came to Shri Vajpayee and said 
something to him. So be came here 
and said every thing. He said some¬ 
thing about the CBI. First he said 
it is bad; they say it is good and want 
to see their report. 

1 am only commenting about one 
thing that was done. During all these 
ten fifteen days all the opposition 
leaders have not been able to add 
even a single due of evidence to what 
the CBI has collected. They have 
only been harping on the CBI, what 
it said. As the Speyer very rightly 
aaid, we should not make this House 
a mass daughtw house. But we are 
d^ging-the grave of sound principles 
of -djemocracy, whether on this side 
ot that ride. But that side has taken 
thc^iidtHPtive kt ttiis. 


Now what has the Commission said 
about the Prime Minister? We are 
considering the Commission's R^iort. 
But Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu brings in 
this breath or that the Fi^ime Minister. 
The Prime Minister is not going to, 
be reduced by what he says. If she 
were to depend upon bis certificate, 
she would have been out long ago; 
if her fate was to be determined by 
his abuses, she would have been out 
long ago. But ^be does not depend 
upon his certificate or appreciation; 
she depends on the confidence of the 
people of whidh she has ample. 

I do not know whether a midtenn 
poll is coming. But the PppositioQ 
is nervous. Everyday they are say¬ 
ing that a midterm poll is coming. 
You do not have confidence in your¬ 
selves. 

This is the usual technique of mud- 
slinging and character assassina¬ 
tion. I am sorry to say this is a diver¬ 
sion. By this the Opposition has done 
a great disservice to this country by 
diverting the attention of the nation 
and the law makers of the nation 
from major issues of national and 
international importance which should 
have been discussed in this House. 
This month bag gone, I say without 
any disrespect, it has not been utilis¬ 
ed for the benefit of the people as 
could have been done, and the res¬ 
ponsibility for this is on a way ward, 
theatrioal, .irresponsible, mudslinging 
and character-assassinating Opposi¬ 
tion. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Shri Madhukar. 
I would like to bring to Ibe notice of 
members the scope of the debate. It 
is a limited one. We should not bring 
In extraneous matters like reference 
to the Prime Minister or elections, 
this and that. Let us confine oursel¬ 
ves ihe report on the Bharat Sevak 
Samaj.

.Sir, when the BSS started the work 
in the Kosi area, it opened the eyes of 
dhe Indian contractors. They became 
alarmed and they found that their 
■vested interests will be affected. Now, 
the then Union Minister, Shrj Hathi 
aayu: 

'The Association of the BSS -with 
the Kosi Project during 1955—59 
has indeed brought forth in a telling 
manner, evidence of the great possi¬ 
bilities in the matter of reduced 
■costs, improved quality and speedier 
■completion of certain types of sche¬ 
mes through public participation. To 
mention a few notable examples, 
against the original estimate of 
Rs. 11.5 crores, the actual exendi- 
tUTe on the Kooi Embankment Sche¬ 
me came to Rs. 6.5 crores.'” 

Rs. 5 crores were saved. This was 
saved from the “looters” and “robhers" 
like contractors. Otherwise, this money 
would have gone to the vested inte¬ 
rests. Mr. Hathi has also said; 

‘The work was, besides, comple¬ 
ted in lKi8, two years in advance 
of the target date of I960.”

SHRl D. P. DHAR: I am taking Uie 
liberty of talking to a reasonable 
Member of this august House and that 
i 5 why I want him to draw the distinc¬ 
tion between the affairs of the Bharat 
Sevak Samaj and the affairs of the 
Kosi project as they fell within the 
jurisdiction of the State Government 
of Bihar and, therefore, State Asseixt- 
bly. The two are different.

SHRl B. R. SHUKIA (Bahraich): 
M*. Chairman, Sir. for the past few 
months, witch-hunting and character 
aaeaaination have been the obsession 
•I some hon. Members of the Opposi¬ 
tion. Failing in their attempt to assail 
the policy and principles of the ruling 
party they have now started to assail 
the character of distinguished Mem¬ 
bers of the ruling party. Now, you 
have learnt nothing but to laugh and 
ridicule. Now, this charge against 
Shri L. N. Mishra is based 
presumably on certain portions 
of the Report of the Kapur Commis¬ 
sion. Before I go into the various 
aspects of the allegations made against 
Shri L. N. Mishra, I would like to 
draw the attention of the hon. Mem- 
l)ers of this House to certain portions 
of the Report. On Page 103, in Para 
29,129. it says: 

‘The Commission wishes to 
express no opinion on the various 
allegations made whether against 
the persons named in these state¬ 
ments or any one else.” 

Then, further, i would like to draw 
the attention of this bon. House to 
Page 110 , Para 29.147. 

“But as has been said above, the 
evidence is not complete to enable 
Ihe Commission to give a definite 
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finding. All it can do is to point out 
the points which require elucidation. 
Tlie Commission would also like to 
observe that it was the duty of the 
convenor to produce the accounts at 
least to prove and corroborate the 
factum of proper expenditure of the 
moneys....” 

It further says: 

“The statement shows that L. 
N. Mishra had ceased to be the con¬ 
venor. .. .in 1957, but he continue to 
be associated with the Kosi section. 
As has already been stated. Mr. 
Mishra had stated that he rendered 
the accounts to the convenor of the 
Eastern Embankment Committee 
which had been duly accepted by 
the Committee. But it is unfortu¬ 
nate that the Bharat Sevak Samaj 
has refused to produce it.s records 
before this Commission or even 
produce them before the Govern¬ 
ment of Bihar." 

lYom all this, it is clear that no 
categorical or definite finding has been 
arrived at by Mr. Kapur in his volu- 
minou.s i-eport which may go to show 
that any charge or any allegation has 
been proved against Mr. L. N. Mishra. 
Therefore, my submission is that 
according to the terms of the report, 
it requires further elucidation on 
crertain points which could not be 
substantiated because of lack of evi¬ 
dence bfeore the Commission. 

Now what was the position? HLon. 
niember.s of the Opposition have con¬ 
fused the issue. The point at issue was, 
who was responsible for rendering 
accounts of the moneys advanced by 
the Central Government to the BSS? 
Money was allocated for construction 
works in the river of sorrow, that i^, 
Kosi, in the Kosi project. In order 
to enlist the enthusiasom of the local 
people, the BSS was entrusted with 
propaganda work and also to eliminate 
the role of contractors who wanted to 
take the firork of construction on a 
profit motive basis. Therefore, the 
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work was entiusted to local pancha- 
yats, to local labour co-operatives and 
also to unit leaders. By agreement 
these agencies which, were entrusted 
with the work of construction agreed 
tliai a certain portion out of the con> 
tractual money would bb deposited la 
a Community Saving Fund that would 
be utilised for the purpose of the local 
people. The position of Mr. It. N. 
Mishra in the entire project was that 
for some lime he was the convenor, 
and probably from 1959 to 1963, he 
acted as the Treasurer. 

In any case of embezzlement oc 
misappropriation of iunds or falsifica¬ 
tion of accounts, three issues primarily 
arise; first, who received the money, 
for what purpose the money was 
'■ntrusted to him, whether the work 
entrusted was done in accordance with 
the directions or not, and if the work 
was not done according to specifica¬ 
tions and directions where the money , 
has gone, w'hether the persons entrust¬ 
ed with it has given a reasonable ^ 
account of the expenditure or he had 
not done the work as he was directed 
to do. The work was entrusted to the 
BSS. The money was 'given to Mr. 
Mishra through cheques and drafts. 
He made payments by means of 
cheques and drafts. He was responsi¬ 
ble for rendering accounts to the BSS 
or to the Community Savings Fund„ 
Committee, and that he hae done. He 
has said on oath before the Commis¬ 
sion that he had rendered the account. • 
Even in that report it has bCfen noted 
by Mir. Kapoor that Mr. Gu^zarilol 
Nanda himself had admitted it. The 
Commission says that Mr. Nanda had 
aeen the accounts but those accounts 
were not produced before it. If the 
accounts were not produced before the 
Commission of enquiry by Bharat 
Sevak Samaj the blame cannot be laid 
at the door of Mr. I* N. Mishra be¬ 
cause he was not responsible accord. ,^ 
ing to the terms of r^erence. Accord¬ 
ing to the agreement between the 
Saving Fund Committee and the Trea¬ 
surer,. be ivae not only, liable to account 
tu the Committee. Then he wrote, a 
letter to the Convenor of that Coifi' 
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mi'ttee. The Convenor of that Com¬ 
mittee wrote bach a letter saying that 
nothing was due from the side of Mr. 
L N. Mishiu that he had given n 
..r«mp 1 cto and coirect account; and tli.^ 
convenor also placed on record, the 
services rendered by him. The matter 
ends there. If tlie hon. Members are 
vc-ry enthiiiiastic ni support of a public 
cause In demanding the removal of 
lion. Minister Mishra they should have 
come with a categorical allegation; .so 
much amount was given to him and 
that amount has not been spent in tne 
manner in which he was directed to 
spend. Nothing of the sort has come 
forth. Therefore my submission is 
that all these allegations and wishper- 
ing campaign in direct and indirect 
form are nothing but futile attempts 
to denigrate the personality of Shri 
L. N- Mifihra. 

I do not want to defend bim on the 
basis ibat he is a dilitinguished leader 
and the Member of the Cabinet. I 
want to confine my remarks only to 
the conclusions and findings arrived 
at by the Commission itself. There is 
nothing in the report of the Commis¬ 
sion which goes to show that he waf 
in any way responsible for embezzle¬ 
ment or falsification of the account in 
the entire episode. Then why is he 
made the target of attack in season 
and out of .sea.son and inside Parlia¬ 
ment and outside Parliament? The 
reasons are obvious. Those who 
could inflict a smashing defeat on the 
ipposition all combined, they 
jecome the target of attack. The 
opposition parties forget their princi¬ 
ples and policies (InterT7iptio«.s). 
I do not want to know who defeated 
you or who defeated him, but I know 
that opposition groups are a micro¬ 
scopic minority in the House. They 
were given the first innings in 1971 to 
play. They were not only defeated 
but were routed. In 1972 again they 
were given a second innings to play 
but they were again routed. B'ailing 
in those attempts they have resorted 
to character assassination because it 
they attack our policy nobody is 
Ippii^ ;to listen to them and they 


would get no publicity in the Press 
or Platform. If you begin to criticise 
our principles and policies you will 
be dividing yourself because the CPM 
has got one set of policies, the 
Swantantra has another set of poli¬ 
cies and the Jan Sangh has got third 
set of policies. You forget your 
policies conveniently in order to forge 
a common grand alliance against us 
who arc marching with the masse 
and who are progressive in out look, 

SHRI PILOO MODY: In your Gov¬ 
ernment Shri Malviya hag one policy, 
Shri Jagjivan Ram has another policy 
and Shnmali Indira Gandhi has a 
third polic.y. 

SHKI B. R. SHUKLA: You would 
have shone more brilliantelv by 
.sticking to one seal instead of going 
in the company of those who have 
nothing to do witli you. 

SHRI PiLOO MODY: I do not want 
to live in borrowed light. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA: I am inter¬ 
rupted So much. It means that my 
voice has some effect on them. Other¬ 
wise, I would not have been so much 
interrupted. 

This House could have utilised its 
precious time in discussing many 
more important and urgent nmtters 
than confining its attention for the 
w'hole of this session to Shri Tulmohan 
Ram and in character assassination of 
the Prime Minister and Shri L. N. 
Misiira, who is dynamic and progres-'" 
sive in outlook. He is a stout politician 
who can smash all the opposition 
combined. 

SHRI SOMCHAND SOLANKl 
(Gandhinagar): Sir, I support the 
motion moved by Shri Jyotirmoy 
Bosu regarding the Kapur Commis¬ 
sion of Inquiry into the affairs of 
Bharat Sevak Samaj in connection 
with the Kosi project. In the begin¬ 
ning, Mr. Madhukar said that this 
motion is politically motivated. He

I want to give an example. So 
many passengers are travelling in a 
train without tickets. One person is 
caught by the ticket collector and he 
sasrs, “So many are travelling without 
tickets." The ticket collector will 
say, “First of all, you are responsible. 
You must either pay or go to jaU." In 
the same manner, there is nobody in¬ 
volved in anything said against any 
member in the opposition party. It 
is only a scandal against Shri L. N. 
Minhra. He is the hero of the scan¬ 
dal and so it is necessary to say even 
more than what we have to say 
againat Shri L. N. Mishra. 

This session is full of scandals and 
it has created a good alliteration in 
this House. It has created good 
music laid song in the House Th’ 
word ‘scandal starts with ‘S’ and ends 
with 'L'. ‘L’ means Lalit Narain 

Mishra; it is not difficult to And that 
out. 

This Commission was appointed by 
the Government of India and Justice 
Kapur was the Chairman. Instead of 
6 months, the Commission took more 
than 4 years to complete its work. 1 
want to discuss the activities of the 
Bharat Sevak Samaj regarding the 
Kosi Project. As regards the cons¬ 
truction work of the Kosi project, it 
wag decided that the instrumentality 
for the construction was to be the 
ordinary contractors and the agency 
executing it was to be the Central 
P.W.D. Later on it was decided that 
the operation and the construction 
work should be done through public 
cooperation and for that purpose, the 
Bharat Sevak Samaj wag selected, 
The plea taken was that it will elinii' 
nate the contractors, who would only 
have it for profit motive. 

On page 82 it is mentioned: 

“A matter which must be men¬ 
tioned at thig stage is that the cost 
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through contractors includmg 
amenities given to the workers 
come to Rs. 34 per thousand eft, 
and what is called voluntary labour 
(Shramdanies) cost the department 
Rs. 59 per thousand eft. on the 
western side and Rs. 41|8 on the 
eastern side.” 

The execution of this work by this 
voluntary organisation, BSS, lug cost 
more than what it would have cost 
through contractors. 

17 hrs. 

When this agency was selected, the 
Kosi Project Administrator, Shri T. P. 
Singh, said that he was doubtful as 
to the political parties agreeing to this 
work being done by BSS, which had 
been nominated by the Union Hmne 
Minister, Shri G. L. Nanda to take 
charge of public cooperation. In this 
connection, I want to quote the find¬ 
ings of the Commission, which states 
on page 81 what 1 have mentioned 
above. It further says: 

“This shows that before the 
scheme was discussed, the Union 
Minister had chosen the Bharat 
Sevak Samaj for the purpose of 
promotion of public cooperation and 
the other political parties were not 
willing to participate or ooopmrate 
with the Samaj.’’ 

Moreover, it may be mentioned here 
that regarding bungling etc. the CPI 
had submitted a memorandum, high¬ 
lighting the bungling to the Central 
Government and the Central BSS to 
get the accounts of the cash unit of 
the Samaj checked but it was. refused 
on the plea that the money belonged 
to the samaj and not to any indi¬ 
vidual person. In this connection, I 
would like to quote the observations 
of the Commission, which says on 
page 104: 

But it is rather astonishing that 
in spite of the criticisms both in 
Bihar Assembly and in Parliament, 
these accounts have been back 
by the Samaj and have not been 
produced either before the Cai^l 
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Bham Sevak Samaj or before thia 
Commia^n.” 

On page 105 it ia mentioned: 

“In this atatement dated June 2 , 

1971, made in the Houae of the 
People Mr. L. N. Miahra aaid that 
he had reaeigned from the Kosi 
Section Convenership in May, 1957 
and that he was authorised to with¬ 
draw from the Community Savings 
Fund for various construction works 
on the Western aide of Koai and had 
withdrawn Ha. 2.10 lakhs in two 
inatalmente, which wag sent to 
different people for construction 
purposes, and that this money was 
sent on the recommendation of a 
committee duly constituted for the 
purpose and no part of the money 
withdrawn had remained un¬ 
accounted for,” 

These records have not been produced 
before thia Committee. to show the 
persone to whom these moneys weie 
paid. So, the refiort says: 

“Unfortunately, the recordg have 
not been produced before this Com¬ 
mission to show the persons to 
whom there monies were paid or 
the personnel of the committee 
which had made the authorisation 
and the details of the works for 
which theee amounts were dis¬ 
bursed are also not there.” 

It clearly shows that everything i.<j 
not above board. Shri L. N. Mishra 
did not expose himself for scrutiny 
by the Commission to decide whether 
there was bungling. Does it not 
throw some suspicion on the cmnduct 
of Shri L. N. Mishra that he has bas 
not come forward to state to whom 
the money was paid? 

SHRI L, N. MISHRA: I have fur¬ 

nished that. It is in the report. 

SHRI S. M. SOLANKI: Lastly. I 
am very sorry to say that a Commis¬ 
sion wag appointed with Mr Justice 
Dutta ai Chairman to go into the 
conduct of Shri L. N. Miahra. As far 
as the Koai imit of Bhardt Sevak 


1896 (SAKAI Malpractices 338 
Shri L. N. Mishra (M) 

Samaj wag concerned, Mr. L. It. 
Mishra was afraid of exposure and, 
therefore, he pulled down the Gov¬ 
ernment of Mr. Karpuri Thakur and 
succeeded in getting a State Gov¬ 
ernment of his choice installed. This 
wag the role played by Mr. L. N. 
Mishra. To protect himself from ex¬ 
posure, he tried and got the Bihar 
Government changed. 

There is a series of scandals where 
Mr. L. N. Mishra is involved. He 
must boldly come out and prove 
before the House that he has not done 
anything in this regard. We have 
produced before the House many 
documents, including the Commie- 
sion's report. Instead of remaining 
in the Government shamelessly, he 
must resign from the Govemm^t. 
Let him prove before the House that 
he is innocent and he has not done 
anything. 1 am sorry, Mr. L. N. 
Mishra is only arguing. Let him 
prove that he has not done anything. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR (Hamirpur): Mr. Chairman, 
Sir, it is in the interest of the discus¬ 
sion that one or two issues arc 
clarified. One is about the terms uf 
reference of the Commission. 

The Commission was appointed 
under the Commission of Inquiry Act, 
1952 to do a particular job, and the 
terma of reference, according to the 
Commission’s own findings, were 
vague and indefinite. I would not 
comment on the working of the Com¬ 
mission, but I would refer to the 
specific nature of the task which was 
assigned to the Commission by the 
Government. In this connection 1 
would like to refer to an answer given 
by the then hon. Minister for Agri¬ 
culture, Shri Jagjivan Ram on 2&id 
March, 1968. The question was 
asked by Shri Kanwarlal Gupta. His 
reply was: 

“The inquiry is only limited to 
the loans, grants and advances 
given by the Central Government 
to the Bharat Sevak Samaj. The 
grants, loans or other assistance 
from the State will not cover the 
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jurisdiction of the Kapur Commis¬ 
sion." 

It js clear that the Kosi Project 
waa being executed for a long period 
with two types of assistance: one 
coming from the State Government 
and the other given from the Central 
Guvernment but channelised through 
the Bharat Sevak. Samaj. The Com- 
miasion of Inquiry which was up 
under Justice Kapur was only for one 
specific task, that is, the Central 
Government money in the shape of 
loans, grants and other assistance 
which was given to the Bharat Sevak 
Samaj. No responsibility can be taken 
for the money given to the State 
Government because it was not ear¬ 
marked by the Central Government 
for being given to the Kosi Project 
by the State. It was given as a 
grant to the State Government, ond 
the State Government was at perfect 
liberty to do anything with it: they 
could spend it on the Kosi Project or 
they could spend it on roads or any¬ 
thing else. Therefore, we have to be 
very precise and specific about what 
the terms of reference are, what the 
Commission of Inquiry was supposed 
to do. In that connection, I have 
referred to the reply given ny Shri 
Jagivan Ram, who was then in 
charge of the Agriculture portfolio. 

The Kosi Project was a novel ex- 
jperiment. It was expected to be 
completed in a much longer time 
than was done; in other words, it 
was completed sooner than was ex¬ 
pected. The agency of the Bharat 
Sevak Samaj was brought in order 
to help the people of Bihar who were 
suffering from the ravages of the 
Kosi river which is popularly Known 
ag the River of Sorrow. The Bharat 
Sevak Samaj was helpful in reducing 
the cost as well as the time period 
which was required to execute it. 
According to my information, the 
original estimate of the Project was 
Ra 11.5 crores and it was executed at 
a cost oi Rs. 6.5 crores. It was ex¬ 
pected to be completed in 1960, but 
it was completed in 1998. It only 
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shows that thee work of Bharat Sevak 
Samaj and the work of all those 
people who were there were very 
helpful, were in the interest of the 
project, in the interest of the State 
Government, in the interest of the 
public, in the interest of the welfare 
of the people of this country. 

Now I come to the particular point 
which has been hammered again and 
again, i.e., the role of Shri L. N. 
Mishra in this has been a leading 
Member of the Bharat Sevak 
and from a praticular date he resigned 
from the Convenership of the State 
Unit. But he continues to be the 
Treasurer of the Community Savings 
Fund. In that connection the Govern¬ 
ing Body of the Bharat Sevak Samaj. 
the State Unit or the Central body has 
the liberty or authority to autharise 
anybody to draw or disburse or spend 
any amount of money that it may 
think proper in that context. It is 
normally accepted that if somebody 
becomes a Member of Parliament and 
if he is a member of any social orga¬ 
nization or cultural organization he 
does not sever his connection and that 
is also not centemplated under the 
Societies Registration Act, under which 
the Bharat Sevak Samaj is registered. 
Secondly, it is also the responsibility 
of the central Bharat Sevak Samaj aud 
it is in that connection we would call 
him into account. I would invite your 
kind reference to the reply given by 
Shri Gulzari Lai Nanda to the refenv. 
ces made by the commission. Shri 
Gulzari Lai Nanda was called upon to 
explain and he is reported to have 
said that he was satisfied with the 
accounts as they were shown to him. 
Shri Nanda was the light of this im¬ 
portant agency known as Bharat 
Sevak Samaj and his reply 1 will 
quote efor clarification: 

“I would like to place before the 

Commission. 

Shri Nanda was appearing before the 
Kapur Commission. 

“ a submission in regard to the 

scope of the inquiry. If the Central 
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Government has given a loan co the 
State and is charging interest also 
and the State Government has given 
money to any organization, no in¬ 
quiry can be made into the working 
of that organization but odly into 
the working of the State.” 

He. liowever, added; 

"The monies that were given to 
the Bihar Government were not ^^ar- 
marked to Kosi. Under the Plan 
already certain amounts were allo¬ 
cated foj- ii'rigation and these were 
divided among the various States 
and the State of B'har got Hs share 
in this way, in the form of loans 
which were given in a lump-sum re¬ 
payable by the Slat.e Government. ’ 

Now, Shri L. N. Mishra also m one 
of the letters sent^to Shri Laxml Nara- 
yan Jha has clearly stated that the 
accounts of the amjiint involving Rs. 
2.10.000 havejjcen rendered. 

Now, after all this, we have lo see 
how far the hon. Minister is responsi¬ 
ble for all this. There is a project 
which is e'^ecuted through two sour¬ 
ces. the State and the Centre. In the 
centre, the B’narut Sevak Saniaj plays 
a leading role and it is the duty of the 
Bharat S'evak Samaj to ensure the 
audit of these accounts. However, if 
the Bharat Sovak Samaj is not able to 
produce the audited accounts, it is not 
the responsibility of Mr. L. N. Mishra 
and he cannot be held responsible for 
it. 

Secondly, there is a graver aspect to 
which I would invite your kind atten¬ 
tion and that aspect is that Mr. Mishra 
continued to be helpful to the State 
works in the capacity of •he Treasurer 
and he was signing cheques and drafts. 
He does not put any money into his 
pocket nor into anybody elsp’s pocket. 
It is not a transaction in black money 
or the currency going down the river 
Kosi. It is very clear that everything 
is spent through cheques and drafts 
which, of course, arc subject to check 
by the Commission or the BSS to settle 
the accounts. They could have socn 
whetbor any cheque has been s:ut to 
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a wrong person or it has been sent for 
a purpose which was not specified or 
wJiich was not coiiiicciod with the 
development and con.nruction of the 
Kosi project. 

There is again another point. The 
Commission in Us judgment observed 
that not much evidence was available 
to it and on the basis of the incomplete 
evidence available before it the Com¬ 
mission was constrained to say that it 
was uirabie to give any finding. In 
that case, even on the basis of the 
Roman law, the law that no person 
shall be held guilty unless he is proved 
to be so, unless we are sure that Mr- 
L. N. Mishra has committed any em¬ 
bezzlement or any defalcation as sug¬ 
gested by the other side or unless there 
is a finding by the Kapur Commission 
to that effect, we cannot call Mr, L. N. 
Mishra’s integrity into question. This 
is not a court m whicli we can refer 
to all sorts of evidence, subsequent 
and prior. Even the Law of Evidence 
would require that the evidence rele¬ 
vant to a particular case is only that 
evidence which is prior to that case. 
But, here we find a strange spectacle 
of hon. Members of this House refer¬ 
ring to reports of committees wnich 
were formed much later. 

This was submitted imK;h later after 
the Commission’s report was publish¬ 
ed. The floor of the Assembly in BUiar 
is as sacred as the floor of the Lok 
Sabba. And wo on this side will not 
allow any violation of this sacredness. 
If the Estimates Committee of that 
House says something it can be ans¬ 
wered und discussed on the floor of 
that House. Discussion can be held 
there. But what I submit is, anything 
unconnected with ihc Report of the 
Kapur Commission should not be 
brought up here for discussion, Th«v 
cannot cast any kind of slur on this 
score. What I feel is that this is done 
in order to serve their ulterior motive, 
to tarnish the image of the congress 
party and to indulge in mud-slinging. 
But I warn the friends from the oppo¬ 
sition that this may recoil upon them 
and they may be the victims of thin 
very dangerous game. This is charac¬ 
ter assassination Looking at the 
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Ol^OGition I am reminded of the lines 
of Tennyson who spoke about a 
person— 

‘His honour rooted in dishonour 
sttod; 

Faith unfaithful kept him falsely 
true.” 

Ifr. Mishra is not at all at fault. Even 
the Kapur Commission did not hold 
him guilty. This Motion should be 
thrown out lock, stock and barrel and 
opposed tooth and nail by all parties 
who love the spirit of democracy and 
justice.

[Shki Vasant Sathe in the Chair] 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; On a 
point or order. This is a Motion againta 
an individual Member of this Houses 
Shri L. N. Mishra and it is not a 
Motion against the Government or the 
Planning Ministry. The Planning Mi¬ 
nister Mr. D. P. Dhar is a Member of 
the Rajya Sabha; he can only function 
here as a Minister and in no other 
capacity. It is therefore absolutely 
essential and mandatory that Mr. L. N. 
Mishra gives a reply to my debate and 
I shall then have a right of reply. It 
wiU not be proper or regular or ac¬ 
cording to the rules for Mr, D. P. 
Dhar to reply because Shri L. N. 
Mishra can speak for himself. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Under what rule 
you say that he alone should reply to 
thb Motion? 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY^pOSU; Have you 
read the Motion? It is a Motion against 
an individual Member. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I have read the 
Motion. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I crave 
your indulgence. I have not brought 
a Motion against the Government. I 
have brought a Motion which reads: 
“This House resolves that Shri L. N. 
Mishra, a Member of this House and 
a Member of Cabinet be removed from 
the Membership of this House..— 

I am not asking that the Cabinet should 
be removed. I say that he should be 
removed from the Membership of th'<3 
House, “....for committing serious 
improprieties and malpractices 
as could be seen from the Report of 
the Commission Enquiry....” It is 
all about Shri Lalit Narain. You 
can take it that it is a Privilege 
Motion in another form maybe it is a 
much stronger dose, that I am de¬ 
manding his removal from this House. 
Therefore, here the appointment of 
lawyers, that question should not 
arise. Shri D. P. Dhar is the Plan¬ 
ning Minister, I have not said a word 
against the Planning Commissioji or 

the Planning Ministry. I have not said 
the word against the Government. 
Therefore I am quite sure you will 
appreciate my submission and give 
the right ruling which is based on 
fair play and conventions of the 
House. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I want to 
make one submission. If Shri L. N. 
Mishra has committed serious irregu¬ 
larities he should be removed and I 
do not hold any brief for nim. I 
definite^ differ from the hon. Mem¬ 
ber on this point. I should request 
my hon. friend Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu 
for whom I have the greatest regard 
and love also , to realise one thing. 
Here many Members have charged 
the Government for not taking any 
action. Mr. M^hra will reply only 
where he is concerned, but the Gov¬ 
ernment has been chuged. The spea¬ 
ker who -Just spoke said that some 
hon. member had to bring a motion 
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for this; what is the Government 
doing about it? So, it is the duty of 
the Government to say what they 
have done. They can select anyone 
to speak on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I had asked Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu to show me any rule 
which specifically prohibits any mem¬ 
ber of the Govermnent from replying 
to the charges in the motion. As far 
as the charges against Shri L. N. 
Mishra are concerned, he is definitely 
entitled to reply and I l^ope he will 
participate. But it is also the right 
of the Government to choose any 
member of the Government to speak 
for the Government. I see no subs¬ 
tance in the point of order.

PROP. MADHU DANDAVATB 
(Rajapur): You must congratulate 
him. He has implemented the ruling 
before time. 

MB. CHAIRMAN; The ruling wa% 
H he can produce any newspaper in 
whidh these words . are alleged t? 
have bew put in 
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prime Minister, those words which 
Shri Janeswar Mishra had uttered 
would stay on the record. If that 
was not so, only then the words ut¬ 
tered by him would be removed. Now 
that he has produced it—it may be 
right or wrong—they ar© there lor 
whatever they are worth. Therefore, 
■we will not get into any controversy. 
The ruling stands. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY 
<Cooch-Behar): On a point of (clarifi¬ 
cation. Mr. Mishra while speaking 
fiaid that at Lucknow the Prime 
Minister said that the Congress Party 
is an elephant and the opposition 
parties are dogs. But here the news¬ 
paper which he has just read out 
says not “opposition parties” but 
•“andolan kariyon”.^ 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I had made it 
clear that the words read out by Shri 
Janeshwar Mishra him salf are per¬ 
fectly clear. Therefore, there is no 
question of any controversy. They 
will stand for whatever they are 
worth. Therefore, hereafter there 
will be no controversy on this. 

THE RAILWAY MINISTER (SHRI 
L. N. MISHRA): I would say that 
there were certain misgivings or cer¬ 
tain misunderstandings about certain 
points. I will first clarify them before 
I come to t-he main part of my speech. 

The BSS Kosi Construction C<^- 
mittee and the Savings Committee, 
both have been tied up and have been 
used as if they are synonymous orga¬ 
nisations or b^ies. But they are not. 

The question of my resignation was 
also raised. I would like to make it 
clear that I resigned the convenership 
of the Kosi Construction Committee 
in May 1957. I had taken over this in 
January 1950 at the instance of 
Pandit Nehru, who wanted public co- 
operati(m in the constriiction work of 
KosL When I came to the Govern- 
mant a* Farliammitary Secretary, I 
aiiked to resign post and 1 
tKq/CQhvca^^ in May IW?. 
ehigiter. 
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Then comes the second chapter. 
Shri Bosu asked that when I resigned 
the convenership in what capacity 1 
handled the money. There are two 
embankments of the Kosi, on the 
eastern and western side. Savings 
Committee was set up and 1 was in 
charge of the western side, because 
that forms part of my constituency. 
For the eastern side... (Interrup¬ 
tions) This Committee was set up 
and I was asked to run it and I waa 
authorised to draw money. 1 wrote 
a letter to the Bihar Government in 
that capacity. Here I must say that 
the Kosi Committee Savings Fund 
did not belong to the Bihar Govern¬ 
ment or the Government of India. 1 
will not go into the details. I will sim¬ 
ply say that it was workers’ money, 
labourers’ money, collected as a result 
of forced savings or something like 
that. It was meant to be spent for 
the villages. In that capacity, I hand¬ 
led that money as treasurer for the 
Western Embankment Savings Com¬ 
mittee, not as a convener. I had 
ceased to be the convener two years 
earlier. 

Then the hon. Member said that I 
claimed privilege and I did not like to 
appear before the Kapur Commission. 
It is not a fact. I made it clear to the 
Kapur Commission four or five timea 
that if they want me, I will apoaar 
before them or if they want some in¬ 
formation, I am prepared to supply 
that. I voluntarily made that offer 
to appear before him. I also filed an 
affidavit before him. I also said that 
if you want any assistance from me^ 

I am prepared to give that assistance. 
But he did not send for me. I would 
be the last person to claim privilege 
in judicial or quasi-judicial matters. 

I volunteered to present myself be¬ 
fore the Commission or furnish any 
information required by them. I 
submitted an affidavit also. But I 
was not called for and my evidence 
was not taken. So, 1 cannot be held 
responsible for that. 

Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu sidd that I was 
interested in the Kosi Ccmstruction 
work. I have refuted it 1 again 
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refute it. I have no personal interest 
in it, nor any interest for my family 
or son. 

Shri Vajpayee raised the question 
of the constitution of the Commission. 

Ag Shri Dhar has explained, the Com- 
misaion itself was set up as a result 
of the recommendations made by the 
PAC, which wanted the consolidated 
accounts from the BSS. The BSS 
claimed that they could supply ac¬ 
counts only State-wise because they 
are a State-wise organisation and so 
it would be difficult for them to give 
one central account. This dispute 
was going on between the Govern¬ 
ment and the BSS for some time. I 
am not here to defend the BSS. It is 
only for this consolidated fund that 
this Commission was set up to look 
into the Central funds. 

Then I come to the two letters. 
Shri Janeshwar Mishra and perhaps 
other hon. Members read out my 
letter but the letter I got in reply 
from the convener was not read out. 

I do not want to take much time of 
the House. But I would like to say 
that I became the Treasurer of the 
Community Savings Committee in 
1959—in March or April. And that ap¬ 
pointment was made by the Kosi 
Construction Committee of which 1 
was earlier convener. I ceased to be 
the convener and Swami Harnarayan 
nand became the convener or chair¬ 
man by whatever name you call it— 
either convener or chairman. But he 
was the head of the organisation. That 
Committee was set up and they ap¬ 
pointed me as the treasurer. I was 
not an usurper or it was not that I 
became a IVeasurer on my own. I 
was the Treasurer of the Community 
Savings Committee (Western side) 
consisting of the local Members of 
Parliament, local Members pf the 
Stafe Legislature and representatives 
of some other organisations also. That 
type of Committee was on both the 
aides: Shri Lahtan Chpudiuu^ on rite 
l^erh side aqd on the Wbst- 
a^n sidn^ waiFe Treasury In that 
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capacity, we acted. In May, 1963, 
after four years, I resigned from tite 
treasurership, and I sent a letter like 
this: 

“My dear Lakshmi Babu, 

I am sending herewith an upto- 
date (May 1963) statement of ac¬ 
count of the Kosi Community Sav¬ 
ings Fund of Bharat Sevak Samaj 
(Western Side). From this state¬ 
ment you will find that a sum of 
rupees two lakhs, nine thousand 
eight hundred ninety and naya 
paise sixtynine (Hs.' 2,09,890.69) 

only was received from the Kosi 
Project in two instalments of rupees 
1,74,890.69 and Rs. 35,000 for the 
Community Savings fund earned 
by the Bharat Sevak Samaj on the 
western side. This statement gives 
a complete picture of the disburse¬ 
ments made leaving no balance in 
hand with us. 

“I would like you kindly to place 
this statement of account before 
your Community Savings Fund 
Committee for their final accept¬ 
ance. 

“I am also sending a copy of the 
letter and statement to Shri Lahtan 
Choudhary and Swami Hari Nara- 
yanandjee for their information.’* 

Then there is the statement of account 
which was given to the Kapur Com¬ 
mission also. I would not like to 
read that out. Then there is a clear¬ 
ance certificate which I would like 
to read out. It would help me and 
will also remove many misgivings of 
the hon. members. The reply has 
come from Shri Lakshmi Nargyan Jha 
to me; it was in Hindi, but I am giv¬ 
ing a translation of that In Enjdiah: 

*1 am in receipt of your letter 
dated 23-5^63 writtm from 
along with a statement of accotint 
of rim Community Savings Fund of 
Bharat Sevak Samsj (Wsstept 
Embmikmeit). ISarUer to ri)j% ^ 
sifso ytw ietri^ 9*. 

. May, 
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Hs. 19,126|-. We have credited it in 
our cash book. >> 

'The statement of account is 
clear and tallies with our cash book 
also. I would request you kindly to 
ask Shri Lahtan Choudhary to pay 
us Rs. 23,405 which wag given on 
account of the Eastern Embank¬ 
ment so that we could accelerate 
our work on this side. I am als 3 
writing to him. 

“As directed by you, your above 

letter along with the statement of 
account was placed before the meet¬ 
ing of the Community Savings 
Fund (Western Embankment) held 
yesterday and it was accepted una¬ 
nimously, 

“The Committee hag directed me 
to convey to you our sense of 
gratitude for your' help and gui¬ 
dance. The Committee feels that 
you have acted not only as a Trea¬ 
surer to further the cause of the 
Community Savings but have also 
provided with leadership and we 
have been able to do justice to our 
work only because of your able 
guidance. 

“You have decided not to con¬ 
tinue as the treasurer and no balance 
of this Fund is left with you, but 
you are leader of the people of this 
area and they would continue to 
have the right to look to you for 
guidance and help.” 

My statement of account was accep¬ 
ted by the Kosi Committee. I have 
sent a copy to the Bihar Government 
also.

Then, Sir, some gentlemen raised 
the question of dues against the Bharat 
Sevak Sama'j during my term.

amount, under the Public Recovery 
Act. Perhaps some Rs. 30,000 or Rs. 
40,000 are outstanding against the 
Bharat Sevak Samaj also for delay fai 
supply of bricks. A case has also 
been filed by the Bihar Government 
against the Bharat Sevak Samaj under 
the,Public Recovery Act, Therefore, 
no attempt has been made to bypass 
the law of the land.,. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: The 
Commission has gone to malign you. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: I said one 
thing more. Why Bharat Sevak Samaj 
was entrusted with the responsibility 
of the construction—I am not going 
into that. I am not associated with 
that. To say that for everything that 
happens in the Bharat Sevak Samaj, 
Shri L. N. Mishra is responsible is 
perhaps not fair. I would request the * 
hon Member not to connect every¬ 
thing that happens in the Bharat 
Sevak Samaj... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Kosi 
Project. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: If I am direc¬ 
tly responsible, I am prepared to pay 
the price. But this is a big organiza¬ 
tion. You come from Nagpur and you 
know what is happening in Nagpur. 
One organizer runs away with the car 
or another runs away with a jeep. 
You cannot be sure of the conduct of 
every individual. 

Now, I will come to the main part 
of my speech. I will make a short 
statement clarifying my position as a 
Member of this House because the re¬ 
solution is against my member^ip of 
this House and as a citizen of India, in 
view of the baseless allegations which 
Shri Jyotirmoy Bo-su has chosen to 
level against me repeatedly and on the 
basis of which he has brought tiiia 
motion against me.

' SHRI L. N. MISHRA: The obduracy 
‘with Shri Bosu has made and repeated 
jthese baseless allegations defies all 
comprehension. I can only say that 
the mere repetitiOjH oif unfounded 
allegations does not and cannot give 
them credibility or reliability.. . 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: This 
speech was typed long before I spoke. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: How is it 
possible? Typed four hours earlier? 
Nine pages typing would not take 
four hours. You must know tnat. 

Prof. Hiren is here. I would like to 
paraphrase what an ancient poet 
said: “That they speak ill of me is 
not the point; that they do hot speak 
out truly or justly, that is the point.” 
^That is the real point. 

Shri Bosu seeks to give an air of 
credibility to his allegations by quot¬ 
ing from the report of the Kapur 
Commission. In doing so, he has 
liberally misconstrued and mis-inter- 
preted the report. In the process, he 
has been far from fair to me. In Shri 
Bosu's allegations, facts have been 
twisted and distorted, conclusions have 
been based on conjectures and docu¬ 
ments have been disloged by wishful 
hearsay. 

An objective and careful reading 
of the report of the Kapur Commis¬ 
sion would show that‘the Commission 
has not given any adverse findings 
against me as contended by Shri 
Bosu. 

The Conunission has noted that 1 
had stated that 1 had rendered ac* 
counts whidi were accepted by the 
Bharat Sevak Sazna] (VoL XI, para 
29.132, page 194) which msi^ people 
quoted It may be mentioned hw:e 
in this connection tlutt 1 was responaU

side. All the amounts were received 
by bank drafts and the disbursements 
were made by cheques or drafts 
except for a sum of Rs. 1200 which 
was given to two parsons, namely, 
Shri Radhakant Mishra and Shri J. P. 
Mandal, MP and a sum of Rs. 23,403 
which was an advance given to the 
Eastern Side, Kosi. Table 29-1 ap¬ 


pended to the Report of the Kapur 

Commission at page 169 of Volume 
II bears documentary testimony to 
the fully authorised and accounted 
disbursement of the moneys received 
by me. My responsibility was limi¬ 
ted to the disbursement of tlie 
amounts and no one could possibly 
find any fault with me for the dis¬ 
bursement which was made under 
the specific directions of the Com¬ 
munity Savings Fund Committee, 
Western Embankment Side and by 
fully accounted cheques, dr^ts etc. 
It was on their recommendation that 
I did and I am not responsible what 
what happened after I 'sent the che¬ 
ques. It was in my capacity as the 
Treasurer of the Community Savmgs 
Fund Committee, Western EmMi*- 
ment Side that a sum of Rs. 2,09,8M,ra 
and not Rs. 2.10 lakhs were receiv^ 
by me as treasurer of the Commumty 
Savings Fund Committee, Western 
Embankment Side. I have 
uptodate statement of account of the 
Convenor which I have carried out 
and the honourable House would 
thus see that Shri Bosu’s aUegations 
are factually not correct and wide of 
the mark. Then, Shri Bosu appears 
to make no distinction betw^ 
the Bharat Sewak Samaj, its Central 
and State Committees, the Kosi 
Project Construction Committee, 
the Community Savings Fund Com¬ 
mittee and their office-bearert who 
had altogether separate functions and 
responsibilitiea. If the Bharat 
Sewak Samaj did not jjroduce its 
accounts in respect of the monies ^ 
the ground that the monies belonged 
exclusively and entirely to It ahd hot 
to the Government, that Is an entirely 
different matter for which 1 as 
surer of tte CwnmiMlfy 
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fire any Questions about the accounts 
of th’e actual expenditure these 
monies after the disbursement it is not 
for me to explain or answer. So far 
as I am concerned, I have sent the 
accounts as Convenor. I have ex- 
plain!ed this once and I will not go 
into this again. Moreover I myself 
had sworn affidavit and in that I 
had said to the Commission in the 
Affidavit that ‘if there is any specific 
matter on which the Hon’ble Com¬ 
mission desires me to give any parti¬ 
cular information I will always be 
ready and willing to assist the 
Hon’ble Commission to the best of 
my ability’. This is what I said to 
the Commission. This is the offer 
which I had made to the Commission. 

I may point out that the Commu¬ 
nity Savings Fund was constituted 
out of the contractual amounts paid 
by the Kosi Project Administration 
principally fo^; the earth work done. 

I had explained this earlier. 

In this connection it is important 
to note that the Government of Bihar 
also held the view that fund had been 
created by cutting into the profits of 
the Unit Leaders. Now, village pan- 
chayats have headmen of the villages 
and they were in charge of one unit, 
one taluk which had the bank. He was 
in charge of one unit. That is why 
he was called Unit Lead», but they 
were village chieftains, village muk- 
hyas. Village leaders had not made 
direct or indirect contribution to the 
fund. It was in this background that 
the Government of Bihar held the 
view that it was somewhat pointless 
to insist upon the production of the 
account books for examination. Be 
that as it may, it is a separate issue 
which concerns the Bharat Sevak 
Samaj and not me personally. The 
sum and substance of the allega¬ 
tion appears to be that roughly a 
spm of Ba 2.10 lakhs was withdrawn 
hy me between 1950 and 1963 and 
it was not accounted for by me. 
allegation is without imy founds. 
to |rha||oa»ei>, ji may vwntion hare 
1 bad caaied to be> Con* 
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venor of the Bharat Sevak Samaj 
Kosi Section in May 1957, I was the 
Treasurer of Community Savings 
Fund Committee, Western Embank¬ 
ment Side from 1959 to 1963 when I 
had received a sum of Rs. 2,09,890.69 
in two instalments by bank dr^ts of 
Rs. 1,75,000 and Rs. 35,000. The 
money credited in the bank came to 

a total of Rs. 2,09,890.69 and not Rs. 
2.10 lakhs. The difference of Rs. 
109.31 appears to be due to bank 
commission. As the Commission has 
observed, the difference of Rs. 1C9.31 
is very small and de-minimus applies. 


The Commission has noted that I 
had stated that I had rendered ac¬ 
counts (to the appropriate Commit¬ 
tee) which was accepted by the 
Samaj. The Commission has not 
said that I was responsible for tho 
production of the accounts of utihsaik 
tion of these monies after I had dis¬ 
bursed them to the designated persons 
under the authority of the Commit¬ 
tee. On the other hand the Kapur 
Commission has made of a specific 
observation in para 29.147 of Vol. XI 
at page 110 that it was the duty of 
the Convenor or the Bharat SevsJc 
Samaj to produce the accounts be¬ 
fore the Commission. The Bharat 
Sevak Samaj had taken the legal 
stand before the Commission that the 
Community Savings Fund was not 
created out of any grant, loan or 
subsidy advanced by the Central 
Government or the State Govern¬ 
ment to the Bharat Sevak Samaj and 
therefore it was not subject to the 
control of the Government. It is thus 
clear. ..(Interruptions) I am not quot¬ 
ing. It is not my argument. 1 am 
giving their argument. It is tlie ob¬ 
servation of the Commission. 1 have 
no accountability in the matter of 
the production of the accounts by the 
Bharat Sevak Samaj before the Com¬ 
mission. 1 was accountable to the 
appropriate Committee of Bharat 
Sevak Samaj in respect of the dis- 
bursepaent of the amount 0 * Bs. 
2,09,890.69 received by me and these 
accounts were duly rmdered tnd: 
accepted. 
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I repeat that I had rendered full 
accounts of the disbursement of the 
sum of Rs. 2,09,890.69 to the Com¬ 
munity Savings Fund Committee, 
Western embankment side vide by 
letter dated 23-5-1963. The accounts 

were accepted Dy the said Committee 

vide their letter dated 15-6-63 which 
is reproduced by the Commission in 
its Report at page 110 of Vol. XI. The 
statement of accounts of Community 
Savings Fund Committee (Western 
Embankment Side) is appended to the 
Report of the Commision at page 169- 
170 of Vol. XI. It is noteworthy that 
the Commission has itself mentioned 
that all payments except 3 totalling 
Rs. 1200 were made by me through 
cheques I drafts. The details of these 
cheques are to be found in the state¬ 
ment of account which has been re¬ 
produced in the Report at page 169- 
170 of Volume XI. If the full re¬ 
cords were not produced before the 
Commission for whatever reason, if 
I was not at any time asked to ac¬ 
count for the disbursement of Rs. 
2,09,890.69 for which alone I was 
responsible, and if the disbursement 
itself was made by cheques or drafts 
is it fair and reasonable to cost any 
aspersion on me? I wonder why in 
the face of these obvious facts, an 
organised campaign has been systema¬ 
tically unleashed against me. 

I now proceed to give my brief 
comments seriatim on the paragraphs 
of the Report referred to by Shri 
Bosu in his motion. 

Mr. Bosu, I am coming to your 
paragraph. Shri Bosu refers to para¬ 
graphs 29.95 and 29.96 at page 97 of 
the R^ort of the Kapur Commission, 
Vol. XI. A plain reading of these 
paragraphs woiUd show that they do 
not contain any allegations or adverse 
fln(fings against me. is not 

even a semblance of hnpropriety or 
moli-practice attributed to fhe in tfaei« 
pai^^ha Paragraph 29.94 m^ly 
p< 3 «^ a <;{aestion as td why ^e !Bihar 
(3o«^enuiilfet)tt did not riscbver d^tialn 
amounts due from the Bharat Br 
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Samaj. Paragraph 29.65 contains no 
conclusion whatever in respect of my 
conduct. Paragraph 29.96 states that 
sum of Rs. 9,62,236.04 was claimed by 
the Samaj as its own money and if 
that was so it could be set off against 
the amounts due from the Bharat 
Sevak Samaj itself. And the Samaj 
would have had to pay the amount 
collected for the purposes of Commu¬ 
nity Development etc. If I may say 
so, it would require particularly fer¬ 
tile imagination to discover an adverse 
fiinding of impropriety and mal¬ 
practice against me in these para¬ 
graphs of the Report. 

Next Shri Bosu has referred to para¬ 
graph 29.100 at page 98 of the Report 
of the Kapur Commission Vol. XI, 
This paragraph again does not contain 
any finding of impropriety of mal¬ 
practice against me. This paragraph 
merely contains a narration of nego¬ 
tiations between the Bharat Sewak 
Samaj and the Kosi Project Adminis¬ 
tration and that nothing is contained 
in this paragraph as even the sem¬ 
blance of any adverse finding of im¬ 
propriety and mal-practice against 
me. 

Shri Bosu then relies on para¬ 
graphs 29.128 and 29.129 at page 103 
of the Report of the Kapur Commis¬ 
sion, Vol. XT. Paragraph 29.128 does 
not contain any conclusion of the 
Commission. It merely reproduce cer¬ 
tain comments made by Shri J. K. 
Khanna and the Accounts Officer of 
the Bharat Sewak Samaj. Indeed, in 
paragraph ^.129 the Commission un¬ 
reservedly states that it does not wish 
to express any opinion on the various 
allegations made. The allegation of 
Shri Khana is baseless. I may also 
remind the House that I ceased to be 
the Convener of the Kosi Section of 
Bharat Sewak Samaj in May 1957. 

In this connection, it may be pointed 
out that the note of the- Abcountant 
tr^erred to hi pera^aph 29.185 of Vbl 
Xt of the report is IthBle tb 
The ndte that ISls fi. 
it CSo., C ha rfe r ed AecomitisiBhi; ' 
tBjtdugh the 
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the year 1962-63 and that they found 
the amount of Rs 2.10 lakhs in the 
balance sheet against Shri L. N. 
Mishra but no adjustment thereof. 
Obviously, the accounts submitted by 
me on 23-5-1968 could not be reflected 
in the accounts upto the flnancial 
year 1962-63 ending on 31-3-1963. 

From this, no reasonable man 
could have jumped to any con¬ 
clusion against me, particularly in 
view of the facts that it is established 
beyond any question or controversy 
that I had submitted the accounts in 
1963 and these accounts have 
been reproduced in the Report 
of the Commission itself. If the Com 
mision thought that there was no evi¬ 
dence or insuflicient evidence, how 
could Shri Bosu relay on that obser¬ 
vation to come to a conclusion of his 
own, and then attribute it to the 
Commission. 

It may be noted that paragraph 
29.129 does not* contain any adverse 
finding against me. It appears from 
paragraph 29.129 and that is the con¬ 
clusion drawn by the Commission 
that in 1987 the Kosi Bharat Sewak 
Samaj organisation was quite pre¬ 
pared to submit its audited accounts 
before the Planning Commission a 
position which according to the 
Commission, abandoned later and the 
responsibility of the Kosi Section to 
the Central Govemrhent bluntly re¬ 
pudiated. I was not connected with 
the Bharat Sewak Samaj or its Kosi 
Section or any committee thereof in 
1967 or thereafter. Obvioxisly para¬ 
graph 29.129 cannot be read against 
me. The Commission itself hag not¬ 
ed that it wishes to express no opi¬ 
nion oh the Various allegations made 
whether against the . persons named 
in these statements or anyone else. 

In view of this clear and explicit ob¬ 
servation of the Commission, Shri 
Bosu should .have in all fairness de¬ 
sisted from attributing findings of 
impre^'riefies and maI-i)Taetices 
agai^ .me in the Report of the Com- 
misslon. ^ 

Next relies on ppragre^^s 

».U7 at page 110 of the 
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Report of the Kapur Commission Vol. 
XI. These paragraphs <do not con¬ 
tain any adverse finding against me. 

I may mention here that though I 
had ceased to be Convenor of the 
BSS Kosi Section in May 1957, I was 
the Treasurer of the Community 
Savings Fund Committee, Western 
Embankment side at the relevant 
time in 1950 and 1960 when I had 
withdrawn and disbursed the sum 
of Rs. 2,09,890 from the Community 
Savings Fund. The paragraphs of 
the Report show that the Commis¬ 
sion came to the conclusion that it 
was the duty of the Covenor of the 
BSS to produce the accounts. The 
BSS has taken the position that since 
the Fund was not created out of any 
grant, subsidy or learn from the Gov¬ 
ernment it was not subject to its con¬ 
trol. But, from this, can anyone 
reasonably rush to any conclusion 
against me? In any event, the cor¬ 
rectness or otherwise of the position 
taken by the Bharat Sevak Samaj is 
an altogether different matter. I need 
hardly say that the absence of any 
materials or findings against me can¬ 
not serve as a make-believe founda¬ 
tion from Shri Bosu’s castle in the 
air. 

Shri Bosu then refers to sub-para¬ 
graph (xxi) appearing at page 126 
of the Report of the Kapur Commis¬ 
sion, Vol. XI which says that it was 
not clear in what capacity I with¬ 
drew Rs. 2.10 lakhs in the years 1959 
and 1960 from the Community Sav¬ 
ings Fund when I had ceased to be 
the Convenor of the Kosi Project 
Bharat Sevak Samaj in 1957. The 
Commission has itself noted in para¬ 
graph 29.146 at page 110 of Vol. XI 
of the Report that though Shri I*. N. 
Mishra had ceased to be the Conve¬ 
nor of the B.S.S. in May 1957 but 
he continued to be associated with 
the Kosi Section. The letter of Shri 
li. N. Jha, Convenor of the Com¬ 
munity Savings Fund Committee, 
Western Bfmbankment side quoted by 
the Commission itself shqvrs that I 
was the Treasurer of ,the Commiirdty 
Savhigs Fimd Cdmndtt^ ilFesbeiii 
E&nbcmkftient Sldb duriiig the rele* 
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vant period. It is noteworthy that 
the Report itself records the fact that 
I had stated that I had rendered the 
accounts of the amounts drawn and 
that the Samaj was satisfied with 
those accounts. Under the circums¬ 
tances, if Shri Bosu complaint is 
that the Bharat Sevak Samaj should 
have produced all its accounts before 
the Kapur Commission, that is en¬ 
tirely a different matter and he can¬ 
not legitimately level the allegations 
he has against me. 

Having commented on all the para¬ 
graphs of the Kapur Commission’s 
Report referred to by Shri Bosu in 
his Motion. I crave leave to submit 
that Shri Bosu’s persistent attacks on 
me are grossly unture and unfair. 
Shri Bosu has revelled in a campaign 
of imfounded assertions against me. 
He claims that I have acted in a 
manner which gave him the impres¬ 
sion that it was inconsistent with the 
dignity of the House and the stan¬ 
dard expected of a Minister. One 
would wish that my hon. friend Shri 
Bosu should form his impressions a 
little more carefully and not with 
pre-conceived prejudices. Now that 
1 have placed the full facts in their 
true perspective. I submit in all 
humility that the scant care which 
Shri Bosu has bestowed on so serious 
a matter while making such unfound¬ 
ed allegations against me shows that 
there is perhaps more than meets the 
eye. Shri Bosu’s allegations not 
only do great injustice to me as an 
individual but also inflict an irrepar¬ 
able injury on the Parliamentary 
syst^ *^0 hon. Member would 
have us believe that he is doing it 
solely in the greater interest of the 
country and for maintaining the dig¬ 
nity and deconun of Parliament. I 
can only say that the course Shri 
Bosu has adopted helps only to un¬ 
dermine the dignity and decorum of 
Parliament and to vitiate and to de¬ 
base Hie atmosidiere of democratic 
fate In our coimtry. Unfortunately, 
^ outcries unfoun^ invacHve 
are haldtually reetdyed ' 


with eager ears; there are always 
some who are only too ready to be¬ 
lieve the worst. Apparently, their 
are some who think ^ai you can cut 
a man’s throat with whisperings and 
that even if baseless accusations are 
repeated often enough, the repeti¬ 
tions might succeed in tarnishing the 
reputation of an innocent name. Shri 
Bosu’s allegations have run full circle 
and they are now face to face with 
the simple truth which disproves and 
discredits the allegations he has made. 
As one who has been made a victim 
of persistent and stereotype propa¬ 
ganda, I crave the protection of the 
House? How long do you want to 
and jirstice of the hon. members. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Shri Madhu 
to know the desire of the House. We 
began at 1.35. The allotted time was 
five hours and that would be over 
at 6.45. What is the sense of the 
House?. How long do you want to 
sit? I am in the hands of the House.

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THE MINISTER OF PLANNING 
(SHRI D. P. DHAR): I can see that 
I will not have to deal with some of 
the remarks which are completely 
extraneous to the subject matter of 
the motion and which have to bear¬ 
ing on some of the points which were 
made out by Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu. I 
was completely taken aback by Shri 
Madhu Limaye’s speech in support of 
this motion. It had nothing whatso¬ 
ever to do with the motion itself and 
he will forgive me, therefore, if I do 
not devote any time or just a little 
time to what he had to say. We all 
know and know it with a sense of 
admiration that Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu 
is a very hard-working and very in¬ 
telligent honourable Member of 
this House. But I am afraid, in his 
enthusiasm sometime he is ! either 
consciously or perhaps unconsciously 
capable of deviating from a sense of 
precision and this lack of precision 
has led to a long and unfortunate and 
said debate. Shorn of the invectives 
of unfair expressions, of eouallv un¬ 
fair insinuations, what is the crux of 
the allegations which Mr. Jyotirmoy 
Bosu has made out in this House? I 
would like to summarise the essence 
of the arguments of Mr. Jyotirfeoy 
Bosu. He has relied on Chapter 29 
of Volume XI. He has * quoted so 
many pages in his Motion that or¬ 
dinarily one who has not read the 
report, who has not read the whole 
chapter, who has not read them in a 
connected manner, would be led to 
believe that all that the Commission 
had said is directed solely and main¬ 
ly against Mr. L. N. Mishra.* I sub¬ 
mit, this impression is not only un¬ 
fortunate but this is totally incorrect.

SHRI JYOnRMOY BO^: I have 
quoted from the Sxth, V<d,ume alao.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Who 
told you that? 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: That is 
only illustrative, not exhaustive. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: I am at the 
moment dealing with Volume XI, 
Chapter 29. 1 shall not forget his 

pale references to Volume VI. 
Chapter 8. 

19 hrs. 

But, I will come to that a little later. 

I was dealing with this Volume (XI), 
paragraph 29 and I was submitting for 
your consideration that the only re¬ 
ference—and I take full responsibility 
while 1 say this—^hat has been made 
to Mr. Lalit Narain Mishra, if you 
read the whole Chapter and if you 
read these pdiragraplhs very care¬ 
fully—^relates to a sum of Rs. 2,10,000— 

I repeat^ little less perhaps. 

Now, Mr. L. N. Mishra has not said 
that he did not draw this money. He 
has gone on record to say that he has 
drawn this money and Mr. Justice 
Kapur, wlio presided over this Com¬ 
mission has recorded this fact. The 
question then is: in what capacity did 
he withdraw this money? Mr. Mishra 
said that he withdrew this money as 
the Treasurer of this Committee and, 
as the Treasurer, what were his func¬ 
tions. I am sure Mr. Bosu who belongs 
to a political party and Mr. Limaye 
who belongs to a political party— 
apart from that, Mr. Bosu is also the 
Chairman of the Public Accounts 
Committee and it would be very easy 
for them to refer to the definition of 
the Treasurer—knows the definition of 
‘Treasurer*. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I shall 

teach. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR; I am always 
open to be taught and educated and, 
evffli by you. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I do 
realise this. Some people do not. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: I ^ glad you 
have realised your limitation. 

1 am touched by your humility. But 
the question is: the definition of a 
Treasurer is one who is authorised to 
keep money. He is not an Accountant. 
Now, Mr. L. N. Mishra had this 
Rs. 2.10 lakhs and then again Mr 
Mishra, as per the report of the Com¬ 
mission itself, says that he has distri¬ 
buted this money; disbursed this 
money to such and such a person and 
to such and such an organisation and 
he has given the. account. It is a state¬ 
ment of the account of disbursement 
of my hon. friend, Shri Mishra and, 1 
think, Mr. Bosu has confused, as the 
statement of account of the disburse¬ 
ment of the monies which were with 
Mr, Mishra in his capacity as a Trea¬ 
surer. He has given a full statement 
and there his responsibility ends and 
the responsibility of those who utilised 
those monies begins. 

Now, this is the totality of the part, 
of the role of Mr. L. N. Mishra in this 
Chapter. Now, in this Chapter, the 
Commission has made a reference to 
the fact that the Bharat Sevak Samaj 
authorities did not produce the utili¬ 
sation accounts of the sums which 
were disbursed; these accounts were 
not produced. But, as far Mr. Mishra 
was concerned, he has done his duty; 
he has produced the accounts of the 
disbursement to the last penny of 
what was entrusted to him as a Trea¬ 
surer. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Not at 
all. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: That does not 
alter the fact. This remarkable inter¬ 
vention does not alter the fact; I stand 

by this fact; Government stands by 

this fact. Now, these accounts were 
not produced before the Commission. 
The Bharat Sevak Samaj chose to pre¬ 
fer the plea that the Commission, 
under its terms of reference, was not 
competent to ask for the accounts, the 
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detailed accounts of these monies and 
on this score the Commission has ex¬ 
pressed its unhappiness ana at places, 

I would say, even its irritation. Ap. far 
as the Government is concerned we are 
not involved in this jurisdiction and 
it is in this connection that I will refer 
to the Dutta Commission also a little 
later. Here 1 would like to make the 
position of the Government clear that 
this plea which was raised before the 
Commission was by Bna^at Sevak 
Samaj' and it does not necessarily 
mean that the Government agrees with 
that. But what surprises the Govern¬ 
ment is that it had appumtcd a Com¬ 
mission under the Enquiries of Com- 
misnons Act and it had given powers 
to this Commission under Section 4 
and 5 of that Act, specially under Sec¬ 
tion 5, which empowers the Commis¬ 
sion to compel the production of evi¬ 
dence or the production of witnesses 
and also empowers the Commission 
even to issue warrants of search for 
location and production and seizure of 
documents. 

I had the privilege of knowing Jus¬ 
tice Kapur for a long time, that is, 
since the Lahore days. I have the 
highest respect lor him but I am un¬ 
able to understand while these powers 
were available to him he did not exor¬ 
cise them. Secondly, I am also unable 
to understand why he did not give a 
categorical opinion or taken a categori¬ 
cal view on the question of jurisdic¬ 
tion. Assume for a moment that he 
entertained some doubt about its 
jurisdiction then certainly it was 
upto him to go back to the Govern- 
nient of India and say that the terms 
of reference are somewhat vague or 
less clear and, therefore, they should 
be amended appropriately in order to 
clear this confusion. I must admit 
that as an ordinary human being-— 
not very wellrversed in law and not 
having the guidance and heln and 
assistance of a great lawyer like 
Chatterjee which Mr. Bosu has— 
and inepite of all tiiese handuaps it is 
rather Bfflcqlt fpr me to comprehend 
why the Cor^ssion did not do tiiat. 
But as far as the Government is 
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concerned we did not entertain this 
plea that the moneys referred to by the 
Bnarat Sevak Samaj were not subject 
to scrutiny. That is why the Govern¬ 
ment while presenting this Report 
before this august House in che Ex¬ 
planatory Memoranda has mentioned 
that they are scrutinising this Report 
andithat this Report Js voluminous. 

I must say that I am very grateful to 
Atal ji because he even counted the 
pages of the main iteport, without 
going into the Appendices which run 
into several volumes, that it consists 
of 13,000 pages. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: When 
was the report submitted to you? 

I am telling you, you have had more 
than a year and a half. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: More than three 
years. Even three years was too small 
a time to go into all these details— 
this is my opinion, you may dis¬ 
agree—where the activities are spread 
all over the country. It is not merely 
Kosi Project. This is spread all over 
the country. We do need some time. 
It is not a question of three years 
or six years or six months or five 
months. We have just asked for 
some time and we shall make this 
time as brief as possible in order to 
get all the facts, in order to be able 
to contact all the Departments in 
order to be able to contact all the 
Ministries in order to get at the truth. 
The Government will not allow the 
truth from being sheltered or prevent 
it from being exposed to pvd>lic 
view. This is an obvious position of 
the Government and I stand by this. 
This has been mentioned in terms of 
the memorandum which has been 
appended to the Report at the time it 
was placed on the Table of the House. 
Therefore, Sir, I would submit for the 
consideration of this hon. Hout^ that 
whatever suspicions, whatever small 
or big or remote innuendos are con¬ 
tained with regard to the actual ac¬ 
counts relating to the utUisaUem of 
these funds. Government ;^,aU take, 
care to make a. proper aerUtiny of HBie 
whole matter and then at the 
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appropriate time, it will consider 
what action has to be taken. This is 
the first part of the story relate(} to 
us by Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu. Here, one 
or two other questions have arisen. I 
do not want to go into all these ques¬ 
tions. As I said, they are not lelevant 
to the issue. But, in order to correct 
facts, I would like to submit that it is 
true that a Commission was set up by 
one of the many Governments which 
Bihar had and after the Government 
was changed, the successor Govern¬ 
ment on the recommendations of a 
Cabinet Committee suspended this 
Commission. Now, it is wholly in¬ 
correct, I would submit, to say that 
this Commission was suspended 
under the authority or at the instance 
or on account of the Government of 
India and it is extremely unfair to 
associate the name of the Prime Min¬ 
ister with this decision of the Bihar 
Government. This is the story of the 
Dutta Commission. I am afraid that, 
when Shri Matlhu Limaye referred to 
this and said that it was done under 
President’s Rule, he was not aware of 
real facts of the situation. We come 
to the second part of the argument as 
far as thLs Chapter is concerned, 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu has said that 
under whose authority was this Com¬ 
mittee constituted of which Mr. L. N. 

Mishra was the Treasurer. Well, it 
has been stated unreservedly that 
this Committee was duly constituted 
by the proper authority and 
Mr. Mishra has just now said that in 
his statement, and that whatever 
amounts were disbursed were done 
under the due and proper authority 
of the Committee or its functionaries 
and that also has been asserted by 
Mr. Mishra. I do not see any reason 
to doubt this statement. There is 
nothing on regard to create the 
slightest suspicion in dealing with the 
correctness, with the veracity of this 
statement which ha/* been so affirma¬ 
tively made on the floor of this House. 
That was one part of the story, of 
course, made out very dramatically by 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu. Now, we came 
to the celebrated Chapter 8 . Now, 

; wha^ is this about? This relates to 
Mts schemea, one w^th regard 
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to training and the other with regard 
to mobilisation of people. In this, as 
far as Mr. L. N. Mishra is concerned, 
the total amounts which were drawn 
by him, as the Convener of the Kosi 
Project, BSS Project, were about 
Rs. 65,000 on 29th September, 19S6 
and Rs. 24,000 in December-1957. 

Now it is said that the second 
instalment was issued on the basis of 
a certificate, of an order, issued by 
Mr. Krisnhan Prasad before whom all 
the acts were not stated coherently 
by Mr. Mishra. Now I would submit 
that this allegation cannot stand the 
test of even ordinary scrutiny because 
there is no doubt that the second 
instalment was drawn on the basis of 
facts which were clearly stated and 
which were clearly assessed by 
Mr. Krishan Prasad and his depart¬ 
ment. I need not go into this matter 
because fortunately Mr. Jyotirmoy 
Bosu did not place much credence on 
this aspect of the matter either. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Revision 
petition? 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: The question 
is not o revision petition. The 
question is of interpreting what has 
been said in the document called the 
Kapur Commission Report. If it SllltS 
Mr. Bosu to draw conclusions which 
in law are called perverse conclu¬ 
sions then surely it is left ordinary 
mortal like me to draw conclusions 
which are in conformity with the spirit 
and the language of the Commission’s 
Report. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Mr. 
Dhar is a very handsome man and 
even if he does not say anything, 
there will be clapping. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR; I would submit 
a good deal of song and dance has 
been made about the duration of the 
training centres and the training 
course. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Money 
drawn after the closure of ttie train¬ 
ing cei^ef.

SHRI D. P. DHAR: I am glad he 
refreshes my memory; I am really 
grateful to him. 

I must say that this is one. The 
other is that this money was drawn 
for schemes which had technically 
ended their span of life, namely, the 
training scheme and the mobilisation 
of people. Here I would make one 
submission. From all the evidence on 
record, Mr. Mishra—and that is all 
that concerns him—has all along said 
that the second instalment should be 
released because the construction of 
the Kosi project is suffering.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Like 
the Tulmohan Ram licence story. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: Mr. Bosu, I am 
prepared to have a private discussion 
with you outside the scope of this 
motion on all the Rams that you have 
in mind, but why bring Tulmohan 
Ram in a controversy which is not 
concerned with him at all? 

SHRi JYOTIRMOY BOSU: So 
gratifying to hear that a VIP is 
anxious to have a dialogue with me. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: As a matter of 
fact, I would be delighted to do so 
provided you allow me to deal with 
the subect you have raised in this 
House and not with other subjects 
which may be dear to your heart but 
which are unfortunately irrelevant to 
the discussion. This is what Mr 
Mishra hag said repeatedly: that the 
constniction work was suffering. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You 
had not given be the page number. 1 
and waiting.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I never 
live in fools paradise to derail you.

SHRI D. P. DHAR: Page 11, para 
8 . 88 . page 12pa ra 8 . 96. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You got 
assistance. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: Need assistance. 

I am older than you. I did not say 
wiser. 

We have to go back 17 years^and 
we h ave got to have a look at this, 
the grandeur of this conception. 
Today we have become cynicse. We 
have to look upon this tremendous 
effort which was made in the past to 
really associate the people with the 
work of development. We look#>d 
upon this movement as a mission We 
did not look upon this mission from 
the eyes of an accountant or from the 
eyes of the minion^ who are available 
for this purpose in the corridors of 
the North Block and the South Block, 
we looked upon it from the point of 
View of securing the narticipation of 
■people in the development of the 
country. It is undoubtedly true that 
some of the most ideaUstlo people 
were drawn into this movement. It 
is also undoubtedly true that some 
wrong elements were drawn Into it. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Cer¬ 
tainly I cannot dispute here a success¬ 
ful Planning Minister such as this one. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: You will see 
the success of my planning when you 
make up tomorrow morning. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Both of 
you, I know have a very powerful 
press lobby and what we will read 
tomorrow morning I can tell you 
right now. Lalit Babu infact main¬ 
tains a presg regiment through fat en¬ 
velopes. About your affairs I 
cannot give details but I know you 
have a set of admirers. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: If my details 
are known it can be only romantic. 
We have to look bacl^ upon this from 
the point o view of what obtained at 
that moment. As a matter of fact I 
was very happy when Atalji raised 
the fundamental question which, I 
think, should have been the essence of 
this Motion, namely, why did such a 
grand mission, such a grand move¬ 
ment fail? Why did it collapse. 

I would not have, if I were Jyotirmoy 
Bosu, raised the debate on the Kapoor 
Commission in order to hound my col¬ 
league Mr. Mishra on grounds which 
are absolutely not legitimate.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Great 
admirer of Atalji. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: I am an admirer 
of Atalji; I do not work along with 
|him for a common purpose mspite of 
%eing a revolutionary. We should 
have really seen why such move¬ 
ments, such enthusiasm, guch zeals of 
missionary character, have failed. To 
say that because it is written there 
thait t)Ma sOheme had to finish on 7th 
Octob^ 1857 but it continued till 20 th 

-'.t. ■ ^ 
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December 19757 and therefore every¬ 
thing is wrong, is I submit, an abso¬ 
lutely narrow accountants point of 
view. I do not think even a compe¬ 
tent accountant will raise that point, 
with due respect to my dear friend, 
Jyotirmoy Bosu. After all, don’t we 
have spill-over schemes? There is 
evidence galore where schemes which 
arc to be completed within 3 or 5 
years have spilled over to the 6 th, 
7th or even 10th year. So, if these 
schemes have spilled over —1 assu¬ 
me for a moment they have—has Mr. 
L. Mishra been responsible for it? Do 
you want to hang him for that 
it is an impropriety, a malpractice 
committed by Mr. L. N. Mishra? I am 
not trying to defend an individual. I 
am trying to defend a principle. 
Therefore, if a principle is violated by 
trying to destroy an individual, it is 
my proud privilege tq go to the de¬ 
fence of that individual. That is 
what my party is doing. 

Nandaji Is here, in whose absence 
unfortunately quite a number of ir¬ 
reverent things were said, which hurt 
me greatly. He was the father of thb 
idea. Who in born in the country who 
can raise his finger at the integrity of 
this old man? It is tragic that hia 
great dream, great mission, failed. It 
failed not because of the lack of 
idealism and enthusiasm among the 
people of this country but because of 
these narrow accountant’s points of 
view. Therefore, I submit for the 
consideration of my friends oppo¬ 
site and on this side, in this whole so- 
called deal of dishonesty, these 
terrible malprractices and improprieti¬ 
es, these thefts and robberies 
which Mr. L. N. Mishra has commit¬ 
ted—what does it come to? Including 
the voluntary contribution, it comes 
to Rs. 1,03,000. Mr. Bosu asked a very 
relevant question. He said. Shri 
L. N. Mishra had made a statement 
that Rs. 18.000 were available ag- part 
of the voluntary contribution of the 
people and that was one of the bases 
for the drawal of the second instal¬ 
ment. If you look at the audited

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SHRi JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Which this ig one of the greatest evideilce 
page? It can’t be one way trafflc. of mala fldes of Shri L. N. Mishra! 


Shri D. P. DHAR: I will give you. 
Occasionally if you only take and not 
give, what is the matter? This was the 
famous Daya Shankar’s statement. It 
is pages 8 and 9. This Audit Re¬ 
port of Shri Daya Shankar gives the 
details of the expenditure of this sum 
of Rs. 1,03,000. This ig all that ig re¬ 
lated to Lalit Babu. I am not talking 
of the other men and other things 
which the Commission has said. After 
all, there are 24 or 25 volumes. But, 
this is all that relates to Lalit Babu 
and the audited account of Shri Daya 
Shankar gives the details of thig ex¬ 
penditure of Rs. 1,03,000. Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu has chosen to rodicule 
Shri Daya Shankar. God knows 
whether he is alive or not. He has 
implied that he was not a chartered 
accountant. There was a regular 
Government order by which it was 
stated that the BSS could utilize the 
services of a retired Assistant Ac¬ 
counts Officer. I have the order with 
me and I can quote it....I am sorry, 
I have misplaced it somewhere. Any¬ 
way, I have gone on record to say that 
there was a Government order by 
which the auditing of the BSS funds 
were exempted from being conducted 
by chartered accountants; it can be 
bv an Assistant Accounts Officer. 
Thi«! gentleman happen^ to be retired 
Assistant Accounts Officer and he 
prepared the Audit Report of this 
expenditure. 

I revert to Rs. 18,000 because that 
Is relevant. This gives the whole 
.story of the expenditure, including 
the items received by Lalit Babu. As 
T qaid. this amount of Rs. 1,03,000 
consiste*^ of Government grants of 
Rs 89 900 and refund of grant made 
bv BfW. Because, the whole organi- 
-sation was «o prone to temptation that 
It was capable of returning the grants 
alsnIJSeeause, they were lying un¬ 
utilized with them. This proves the 
mala fldes of mv colleague, Shri L. N. 
Mishra. because Rs. 9,000 was unspent 
and he refunded it. Therefore, 
according to ^yotitmoy Bosu, 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: In the 
import licence scand,al, apart from the 
fact that money had to be peid to get 
the licences, they found, when they 
raided, that even after some months 
the licences were remaining unused. 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: I suggest, Mr. 
Jyortirmoy Bosu might use those em¬ 
pty buckes for drinking water. But the 
net contribution of the Bharat Sevak 
Samaj was Rs. 23,790. These are the 
elements of which the sum of Rs. 
1,03,000 w,as composed. And this was 
audited by Mr. Daya Shankar who 
was auditing the accounts under the 
competent authority of' the Govern¬ 
ment. This audit report was accepted 
by the Ministry of Irrigation and 
Power with the concurrence of the 
internal Finance. I do not know 
wherefrom these wild deductions are 
available to my friends to say that 
there have been serious irregularities, 
improprieties or malpractices involved 
in the di-sbursal of these amounts. 

As far as this contribution is con¬ 
cerned. here is asain something which 
surprises me. In the documents of 
evidence., there is one Mr, Pritiranjan 
Bose who has deposed before the i 
Kapur Commission that 25 per cent of 
the contribution by way of articles, 
goods, etc., etc., was made available 
bv this Organisation in order to 
qualify for the dra^l of the second 
instalment. I do not know how, why 
and through what oversight the Com¬ 
mission has not mentioned this evi¬ 
dence at all, though this evidence has 
been recorded bv the Commission and 
it has cross-examined this Under 
Secretary of the Ministry of Irriga¬ 
tion and Power. My submission, 
therefore, is that the Government is^ 
absolutely convinced that the sum of 
Rs 1.03.000 was spent prOperlv and 
it was audited. Why do w«» say that 
this was spent oroiperlv? We rely on 
the audit report Of Mr. Deya 
'UpdegP''<3qiy«)ri^^ 
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competent to draw up such an audit 
repoii; and that audit report was ac¬ 
cepted by the Ministry of Irrigation 
and Power with the concurrence of tne 
internal Finance. And the lact of the 
contribution is reflected both in the 
audit report and also in the evidence 
of Mr. liose. uniortunaieiy, he was 
not Mr. Bosu. It is reflected in tne 
evidence of Mr. Bose which is on the 
records of the Commission itself, 

1 do not want to take more time oi 
this august House. I would like to 
make one more submission. Mr. L. IM. 
Mishra did not take refuge under any 
privilege as far as deposing before the 
Commission was concerned. He wrote 
to tne commission that ne was avail¬ 
able to them any time. 1 was not 
aware of the private meetings with 
justice Kapur. Those are ditierent 
things. I am now dealing with the 
record. It is in the report of the 
Kapur Commission that he wrote a 
letter, he gave an affidavit in which 
he offered voluntarily to make a de¬ 
position before the Commission. If 
there were any doubts in the minds of 
the Commission, they would have 
called him. I have great respect for 
Justice Kapur; he has been a great 
judge and Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu was 
very correct in saying so. Now, ob¬ 
viously there was not a shadow of 
doubt in his mind about I^alit Babu 
(being even remotely involved in these 
transactions or the impropriety of 
these transactions. That is why he did 
not deem it proper to call him to 
give evidence. Otherwise, I fail to 
understand and it is impossible to 
understand that a Judge of such a 
high calibre could have ignored the 
sporting offer voluntarily miade on 
affidavit by Lalit Babu. 

I would like to submit because Mr. 
Jyotirmoy Bosu talked of the Press 
land he talked about 'others, for the 
kind consideration of the hon. Mem¬ 
bers of this House and also those who 
may like should not go by quota- 
Uons, simple quatations of a line taken 
r mu here gnd there or culled out from 
-ii!i^e\|tf^‘|here.. Without any connect 
Ais context. They must eee 
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the hole thing and then they will see 
uie very piuaoie signt. . . 

SHKl JYOTIRMOY BOSU; And see 
the man also., 

SHRl D. P. DHAR: They must see 
the whole thing, they must see tne 
man behind the motion and they musv 
see the pitiable sight how this great, 
castle which was built by the hon. 
mover of the motion falls to the 
ground and crumples. 

SHRJ JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Prof. 
D. P. Dhar, the prospective passenger 
for Aeroflot. . . 

SHRI D. P. DHAR: Air India. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU; I do 
not feel envious—has been thinking 
of building a castle because with his 
democratic and socialist background, 
he cannot think of anything else. 

1 will be business like and would 
like to try to make points and 1 do 
not have any machinery or the ability 
to go and examine each and every 
finding of this Commission. The Com¬ 
mission has. . . {Interruptions). Lalit 
Babu asked you to stay back? 

SHRI NIMBALKAR (Kolhapur); 
No, no. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; Thank 
you my dear friend. 

Let us come to Vol. VI, page 7, 
What does it say? It says: 

"This scheme for the Kosi Project 
was as follows: 

(i) For training of 125 persons 
on each bank. . . 

This is Mr. L. N. Mishra’s scheme. 
There are letters embodied in the re¬ 
port. 

AN HON. MElffiER: That has al¬ 
ready been replied to. 
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Stita JYuiuxmu^ BOaU: I am 
not wiiung to tea any cock and bui 
story; 

For training of 125 persons. . . 
(.Interruptions) i do not dKe to be 
a iistener to someoudy else talKing 
through the back of his hat. It you 
wear a hat, you will look nanusome 
because you can hide many things Ui 
that. .,. 1 ,. 

SHBI D. P. DHAR; Unfortunately, 

1 am bald. 

Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu: ‘Tor train¬ 
ing of 125 persons on each ibank of 
the river, Le., 250 persons in (all, for 
supervisory and accoimts staff: the 
training was to be for 3 months.” 

What do they find? 

‘‘The hie of the Samaj shows that 
it was to operate from October 10. 
1956 to January 16, 1957 The audi¬ 
ted accounts mention the period of 
training to be from October 1956 to 
December 1956 and in the report 
of the (auditor it is stated that it 
operated for 1-112 months, i.e., for 
half the sanctioned period. 

(ii) It was not put into operation. 

(iii) This scheme was to work for 
six months. . . 

Now I come to the next one. It has 
been stated. Sir, I do not want to 
take your time by again reading the 
same paragraph. 

Here it is said; 

“As' there are not account books 
nothing can be said as to the factum 
or the propriety of the expenditure 
after the scheme had terminated.” 

Then it says: 

“They do not specify the period 
but presumably they must be from 
the commencement of the scheme 
upto the date of the Accounts. These 
figures are at considerable variance 
with that shown by the retired Ac¬ 
counts Officer actinf? as on Auditor.” 
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Mr. Dhar reads jungnsn better than 1 
00 but i did not know he is m the 
habit of readmg between the lines, 
kven this person has said that there as 
consioerabie variance in regard - to 
these accounts. 

Then on September 29, Government 
siancaoned Rs. 65,UU0 and the camps 
were supposed to be closed at a 
cenain aaie. now is it you take mo¬ 
ney alter me camps were closed? No 
repiy has come with regard to the 
same thing. Then it says: 

“The inspectin report of Mr. R N 
Gokhlc m ihe Bharat fSeviak Smaj 
file shows that the system of pay¬ 
ment to lauour was aetective.... ” 

He goes on to give assessment of 
accounts and then he says, the 
Accounts Officer was appointed for 4 
months when the training centre it¬ 
self was for 1 112 months. Rs. 8400 was 
asked. In June 1957 which is in ex¬ 
cess of the need and the urgancy. It 
also shows that the cash-book was 
over-written. This is a very serious 
matter. 

Now we come to the next date 
August 27, 1957. Mr. L. N. Mishra 

wrote this: 

“So far as contribution of the 
Bharat Sevak Samaj is concerned 
1 am sure (a major portion of the 
required amount has been collected ^ 
by the BSS organisation in Kosi 
from the unit leaders. We have 
only to await a statement from 
them. But I'do not think in de¬ 
manding the payment of second 
instalment, it will be necessary to 
make mention of the question of 
this contribution, it is ge^g late 
and we should not delay it further. 
We must ask for the money.’ 

This is what he wrote on 27th Aug<us1^ 
1957. And the comment on that is— 

“This note is significant”— 

That means, it is in plain English, 
loud speaking. 
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Then if you go to the next page this 
is what is clearly stated there. It says: 

"The record however shows that 
the certificate was not based on cor¬ 
rect facts.” 

Then it says; 

"Mr. L. N. Mishra on 27th July, 
1957, mentioned the need for the 
purcha.se of jeeps for which the 
Bharat Sewak Samaj should try to 
get the grant. Mr. M. D. Mhtal was 
still of the view thal: the Sam,aj 
could not justifiahly ask for the 
money but Mr. Mishra emphasized 
the getting of the grant without 
mentioning the non-contribution by 
the Samaj of its share. And the 
second instalment of Rs. 24,900 was 
applied for and received without 
disclosing correct^ facts.” 

■So, this is the situation here. The 
whole thing is a fr.uud; the whole 
thing is cheating the public—nothing 
short of that. Now I come to page 
15. Mr. Dhar, there is a provision 
that you may speak if you want to 
If you speak again, I will be very 
glad to hear it. This is what has been 
stated here; 

"On January 20, 1058, Mr. M. D. 
Mittal wrote to Mr. Lahtan Chou- 
dhary saying that out of the second 
instalment. Rs. 20,000 was being 
paid, the first instalment having al¬ 
ready been paid in full; that the 
■accounts showed that money had 
been expended under every other 
head excepting the purchase of jeeps 
and the moneys which were being 
sent might be utilised for the pur¬ 
chase of jepps.” 

"It was also said that the Samaj 
had to make a contribution of Rs. 
29,6801- and that although Mr. 
Mishra had said that Rs. 18,0001- 
was paid, no such contribution had 
been credited in the accounts,” 

Mr. Dhar, you are an eminent 
lawyw and yet, you claim that Mr. 
I^a phahdi, as your colleague an

eminent lawyer and so many others 
but you lost sight of this in your an¬ 
xiety to defend and shield a person 
who is out and out corrupt and dis¬ 
honest. (Interruptions). T his is not 
my saying. I giive you many more 
instances. But, the time is short. I 
do not like to do so. 

I quote: 

“A special feature of the Public 
Cooperation Scheme in the Kosi 
Project which has been taken credit 
for by the Bharat Sevak Samaj was 
the reservation of certain percen¬ 
tages of the running payments for 
works of community development 
and this Fund was called the Com¬ 
munity Savings Fund which was 
created by the Samaj specifically for 
the purpose.” 

Here the Commission dealt with all 
the arguments put forward by Mr. 
Dhar and Mr. Mishra and the Cong¬ 
ress spokesman. It further says: 

“This negatives the claim of the 
Samaj that the money being of the 
Samaj, none else had the right to 
question them about its expendi¬ 
ture”. 

This is Mr. Justice Kapur’s final find¬ 
ing. Then I come to another thing. 

"90 per cent of the value of the 
work executed will only be paid 
to the Unit Leader and the 
balance of the value of work done 
will be deemed to have been 
surrendered to the Government. 
The latter amount will be kept in 
deposit with the Government which 
will be spent on organisational ex¬ 
penditure of the Bharat Sevak 
Samaj and community development 
in a manner to be settled mutually 
between the Government and the 
Bharat Sevak Samaj. The Unit 
Leader shall not lay any claim to 
the said amount kept in deposit and 
shall not be entitled to raise any 
objection whatsoever as to the man¬ 
ner of its depont.’* 
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So, that claim is absolutely baseless 
and foundationlcss. I have something 
to say: 

“A letter dated July 3, 1967 from 
the Director (Public Cooperation) in 
the Planning Commission to the 
General Secretary of the Bharat 
Sevak Samaj points out that during 
their visit to Bihar the Accounts 
Cell of the Planning Commission 
noticed that Kosi Project authorities 
had raid Rs. 2.10 lakhs to Mr. L. N. 
Mishra out of the Community Sav¬ 
ing Fund and the details are given 
by him and to this letter is attached 
a fitatement showing the distribution 
of the amounts by Mr. L, N. Mishra 
to the various parties. 

The Planning Commission wanted 
to know as to how these monies 
were accounted for by the payees, 
whether they were <3pent in accord¬ 
ance with the terms and conditions 
■governing the use of Community 
Saving Fund.” 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Not the payor 
but by the payee. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Th- 
payees are his men. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: No. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I will 
give you the list. I certainly own 
anybody in this country. I am willing 
to woik for anybody. There are so 
nmny other: 

"Messns L. R. Pandit & Co., Char¬ 
tered Accountants went through the 
accounts of the Kosi project upto 
the year 1962-63 and they found the 
amount in the balance-sheet against 
Shri L. N. Mishra but no adjustment 
thereof.” 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I hope you will 
recall the Minister had said that the 
account was given thre months later 
add this was earlier. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; 1 recall 
that no account was given. Sir, I quote: 

“This statement shows that Mr. L. 
N. Miohra had ceased to be the 
Convenor of the Kosi Bharat Sevak 
Samaj in May, 1957 but he continued 
to be associated with the Kosi Sec¬ 
tion because he withdrew Rs. 2.10,000 
from Community Savings Fund and 
he prepared a note on July 26, 1960 
about the Community Savings Fund 
which was sent to the Planning 
Commwsion by the General Man¬ 
ager ol the Central Construction 
Service. As has already been said, 
Mr. Mishra bad stated that he ren¬ 
dered accounts I 0 the convenor of 
the Eastern Embankment Commu¬ 
nity Savings Committee which had 
been duly accepted by the Commit¬ 
tee but it is very unfortunate that 
the Bharat Sevak Samaj has refused 
to produce its records before the 
Commission or even produce them 
before the Government of Bihar 
because that would have shown how 
til'. rnonie.s were spent and by whom 
and thev would have been capable 
of Sci-utiny by the Commission.” 

Sir. about his appearing before the 
Commission it is crystal clear that— 

“Shri Nanda and Shri Malhotra 
were also examined as witnesses but 
due to the privilege provided in the 
Civil Procedure Code excluding the 
jurisdiction of the court to summon 
inter alia Central Ministers, Shri 
L. N. Mishra could not be summon¬ 
ed a.s witness.” 

He says I volunteered. I do not accept 
that. He haG to satisfy the House. He 
has not explained why he opposed the 
proposal of the Chief Minister of 
Bihar to come and get the things 
.audited because he knew if the audit 
party came many skeletons will come 
out and so he resisted the move. 

Sir, I brought the motion against 
Shri L. N. Mishra inner befor** this 
Session started. The notice for it was. 
'given in the last Seosion and it was 
difficult for me to get the motion 
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admitted. This man has been the 
master-mind behind Tulmohan Ram’s 
scandal and I say he has got the files 
burnt relating to the Karnataka Stain¬ 
less Steel: (Interruptions)

Now, Dr. Dhar has done a great ser¬ 
vice by saying that we can quote from 
documents connected with Kosi pro¬ 
ject. Now I quote from 53rd report 
of the Est’tmates Committee od? the 
Bihax’ Asisembly. Sir. it says: 

“As regards the question of 
awsu ling contracts relating to Kosi 
project and thereby benefitting most 
of the members of a .single family 
the Sub-Committee has come to the 
concluision on the basis of evidence 
of local engineers, local persons and 
available docume.its and local people 
that it is a fact that most of the 
contracts have mostly been given to 
the members of “Mishra Family” of 
Balua Bazar or their agents. All 
the.se evidences were taken on oath. 
The lineage of the members of 
“Mishra Family” and the list of 
their agents is given at Appendix I. 
During the cour.se of examination, 
the Committee came to the conclu¬ 
sion that most of the local eminent 
people are afraid of Mi"hra Family 
and Ibis fact was established in the 
sitting held on 6 th August, 1973. In 
all. three non-offlcials tendered evi¬ 
dence on oath. Other persons could 
not be present themi'^elves before the 
Sub-Committee as they were threa¬ 
tened.” 

Further, it says: 

“Sh^'ce Kripa Nath Mishra, P.O. 
Balua Bazar. D’stt. Saharsa was 
awarded a contract for Rs. 7,10,347 
to construct a guide dam at R.D. 
No. 24.50 of Hanuman Nagar Raj 
Birr a j Road.” 

There, it tsays: 

“According to the terms and 
. conditions of the Agreeinent the 


work which"includes ten items such 

as earth work, boulder pitching etc. 

Now, most of the contracts went to 
this Mishra Family. (Interruptions.) 

DR, KAILAS: He can reply in 
regard to whatever Mr. Dhar has said. 
He cannot raise new points. (Inter¬ 
ruptions.) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOy BOSU: I ask a 
question to Mr. Mishra? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: At this rate, you 
will bring the entire Mishra families 
of the whole country including SWi 
Sliyamnandan Mishra’s family. Any 
one whose name is Mishra is good 
enough for yOU. You are going beyond 
the Motion. Do not go so far. Limit 
your.self to the Motion. (Interrup¬ 
tions.) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Sir, 
here are the names of individuals and 
firms who have fictitiously. (Interrup¬ 
tions) . I will take two more minutes. 

Sir, they have given 14 names who 
worked as benami are of the Mishra 
Family. Moi^t of the Kosi money, Kosi 
funds found its way through this or 
through that to Balua Bazar and to a 
particular compound. The moment I 
tabled this Motion, Mr, L. N. Mishra 
rushed a messenger to Patna to/file a 
tit bit of a civil appeal in a Court of 
l,3w in order to make this thing sub- 
jtidicc. I never knew that he lives in 
•I fool'.s paradise, that by filing a case 
in a Munsif Court, he can debar this 
House from raising a debate. (Inter¬ 
ruptions.) 

SHRI MD. JAMILURRAHAMAN: 
Sir, on a point of order. He is raising 
a new point on which hon. Minister 
will have absolutely no chance to 
reply, according to the procedures laid 
down by this House. He should not 
try to raise new points in regard to 
this matter. This is my point of 
order. He should confine himself to 
the debate, he should reply within 
the ambit of the Motion. He should 
not raise new points. The hon. 
Minister will have no chance to reply. 
(Interruptions). 
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MR. CHAIRMAN; I am sure Mr. 
Bosu will bear it in mind. Please limit 
yourself to the Motion. Don’t raise 
new points. (Interruptions ). 

SHRI JYOTIRMOy BOSUi The 
question is, Mr. L. N. Mishra stands 
with the glory that he has acquired in 
recent times in the country. I do not 
want to cast “pearls before the 
swine.” 

Sir, my saying is this; If the Gov¬ 
ernment is worth the name, il they 
are not wearing a garb made of rhino 
skin, this should have been enough. 1 
mentioned the case of a Minister in 
the H.K. where because his wife had 
accepted a small contribution for a 
charitable purpose, Mr. Maudling 
resigned; otherwise, he would have 
been the Prime Minister of that coun¬ 
try. 

All that I say is this. I do not press 
this for a vote. I put it before the 
House. Consider what the man outside 
thinks about you. Try and find out. 
You cannot escape the wrath of the 
people by simply pushing your pre^s 
button here and defeating the motion. 
I do not wish to say anything more. 
These people cannot We the writing on 
the wall. Therefore, corruption has 
become a part of their life. That is 
how they are ruining the country and 
ruining themselves. 

I have nothing more to say, but 
if there is any conscience, any sense 
in them, they would have immediately 
removed this man because enough has 
come out against this man. This is 
something in writing given by no less 
an authority than a Commission, and 
he has been stealing the Kosi project 
money for furthering his own endis, I 
wish to say nothing more. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; He said he is not 
pressing it tp vote. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; I Wid it 
in the beginning. 


MR. CHAIRMAN: You want to 
withdraw it? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: No, 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Then I wiU have 
to put it to vote. 

The question is: 

“That thifs House resolves that 
Shri Lalit Narain Mishra, a member 
of this House and a member of 

Cabinet be removed f^^om the mem¬ 
bership of this House for gammitt- 
ing serious improprieties and mal¬ 
practices a-! could be seen from the 
Report of the Commission of Enquiry 
into the affairs of Bharat Sevak 
Samaj and in particular as reported 
in the said Commission Reports in 
volume 11 (Eleven) page 97 para¬ 
graphs 29.94, 29.95, 29.96, page 98 
paragraph 29.100, page 103 para¬ 
graphs 29.128. 29.129, page 110 para¬ 
graphs 29.146, 29.147, page 126 para¬ 
graph (xxi) and page 127 paragraph 
29.194,” 

The motion was negatived.

How much time will it require? 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: For the da¬ 
mages caused during the last mon¬ 
soon it should not take very long 
but for the improvement of the pave¬ 
ments the estimate is larger and it 
may take a little time, 

SHRI SHTNKERRAO SAVANT; 
Would the Government consider the 
question of increasing the mainte¬ 
nance grants for the highways this 
year? 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: Maintenance 
grants for national highways during 
1974-75 have been finalised and I am 
afraid that due to constraints of re¬ 
sources it is not possible to increase 
it. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; Is it a 
fact that certain portions of the 
national highway in Maharashtra still 
remain incomplete and patches of 
20 to 25 kms are worse than even' the 
country road; after going on a beau¬ 
tiful national highway you find such 
patches and they create bottlenecks? 
What is the Government doing about 
it? 

SHRI M. TRIVEDI: National 
Highway No. 17 was projected as a 
single lane road prior to its declara¬ 


tion as national highway. The por¬ 
tions in Maharashtra of National 
Highway No. 17 were also single lane. 
But the State Government had, pro¬ 
vided certain extended portions, 
which is what the hon. Member has 
in mind. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Are you 
suggesting that the State roadways 
are wider than the national high¬ 
ways? Because while the national 
highways are single lane, the State 
highways are double lane. 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: As a fur¬ 
ther improvement on the road origi¬ 
nally built, the State Government had 
extended it. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: May 
I know whether it is not true that es¬ 
pecially for the development of back¬ 
ward areas in Maharashtra, for ins¬ 
tance, Konkan, Vidarbha and Mara- 
thwada, it is necessary that the roads 
are to be built as infra-structure for 
development? Is it not true that this 
particular rule of the highways serv¬ 
ing as an infra-structure for deve¬ 
lopment is not followed because quite 
a number of approach roads to the 
highways are not adequately built up? 
Therefore, wiU effective coordination 
between the States and the Centre be 
achieved so that highways can be es¬ 
tablished, which may be connected 
with smaller roads, so that the infra¬ 
structure can be provided in the back¬ 
ward areas? 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI; So far as 
National Highway No. 17 is concerned 
1 think it is recognised that it is an 
important highway, which is an infra¬ 
structure. As far as coordination with 
the State Governments is concerned, it 
is a suggestion which we will consi¬ 
der. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR: National 
Highway No. 17 between Sangames- 
war and Ratnagiri runs by the side 
of the river and every year it is 
being washed away at the time of 
the floods. The earth-work for the 
raising of the level is going on for 
the last three years and every year 
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fhe earth-^ork fa being washed out. 
Myy I know whether the Government 
will decide to complete the work of 
the raising of the level before the 
coming monsoonf 

SHRI H. M. TRIVIDI: A portion of 
the National Highway No. 17 in Kola- 
'ba district is certainly not in 
a very good condition. So far as the 
portion between Sangameswar and 
Ratnagiri is concerned, the State Gov¬ 
ernment have already framed an es¬ 
timate which they have forwarded to 
the Central Government for work 
during 1974-75 

SHRIMATI ROZA DESHPANDE: 
How many bridges are incomplete in 
this national highway in Maharashtra? 
Secondly may I know whether the 
bridges connecting Bombay with Cape 
Comorin have been completed or 
not? 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDT: On National 
Highway No. 17, three major bridges 
lying one each in^Goa, Karnataka and 
Kerala State are already under cons¬ 
truction and one in Goa is under in¬ 
vestigation. 

SHRI P. R. SHENOY; May I know 
whether it is a fact that National 
Highway No. 17 is not straight and 
is circuitous at several places and 
representations are being made to the 
Government to straighten this road, 
particularly between Kanhanged-Ka- 
sargode in Kerala State. 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI; The re-align¬ 
ment of the road has been proposed 
in Kerala but that re-alignment has 
not yet been approved or sanctioned.

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISHNAN: 
The Minister stated that wages are 
the concern ol various State Govern¬ 
ments.

whether the Central Government in 
the Ministry ol Labour proposes to see 
that a consensus is reached so that the 
vast differentiation that exist between 
one region and others is removed, by 
having a common agreement and how 
they propose to go about it.

Talks with Pakistan on Over-Flights

*542. SHRI P. GANGADEB; 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 

BHATIA: 

Will the Minister of EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether India had suggested to 
Pakistan that the talks on over-flights 
could be held in Delhi; 

(b) whether any invitation has since 
been sent to Pakistan to send a dele¬ 
gation for the talks; and 

(c) if so, whetHher any response has 
been received to India’s invitation and 
if so, the facts thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(SHRI BIPINPAL DAS): (a) to (O. In 
the Joint Communique issued at the 
conclusion of talks on civil aviation 
matters at Rawalpindi on 22nd Novem¬ 
ber 1974, it was mentioned that the 
talks would be continued in another 
meeting in Delhi which would be held 
at a mutually convenient date. Since 
then we have informally suggested to 
Pakistan that the Pakistan Foreign 
Secretary would be welcome to visit 
Delhi for the next round of talks on 
this subject if it is convenient to him. 
We have so far not received any con¬ 
firmation from Pakistan about the 
likely date on which they would send 
a delegation to Delhi. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: In view of 
the fact that Pakistan is not coming 
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out with any intentions and proposals 
to resume negotiations with India lor 
restoration of overflights and air links. 

1 would like to know from the 
Hon’ble Minister, are Government 
keen to pursue the matter? 11 so, 
what are the conditions on which Gov¬ 
ernment are going to resume negotia¬ 
tions? Further, whether there shall 
be a stipulation that Pakistan should 
withdraw her case pending in ICAO? 

SHRl BIPINPAL DAS: In terms of 
the cOthmunique issued last time which 
1 have quoted just now, Pakistan is 
committed to resume discussions In 
Delhi. It is only a question of date 
which has not yet been fixed, and 
there is no condition. 

SHRI P. GANGADSB; Since Bangla 
Desh our neighbour is very much con¬ 
cerned in this matter, may I know 
what is the reaction of Bangla Desh 
for resumption of the overflights and 
air services and whether her consent 
has been obtaified, and with what 
understanding, if any? 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: In this matter 
Bangla Desh is not concerned. 

SHRI INDERJIT GUPTA: What is 
holding up the further progress of 
these talks? Is it only something re¬ 
lating to venues and dates or is it 
something more substantial? If so 
would he like to take the House into 
confidence and tell us what are the 
issues in disputes particularly because 
East Pakistan no longer exists and 
therefore the problem which used to 
be there in the past, of civil and mili. 
tary aircraft passing between the two 
wings of former Pakistan is no longer 
there? What efforts are the Govern¬ 
ment making to break this deadlock 
and eicpedite a settlement? 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: The hon. 
MembA knows when overflights were 
sfopped and airlinks were scrapped. 
If is only last November that we first 
took up this subject for discussion and 
nobody'could expect that in the very 
first mefitlliE we could conie fo final 
dedsfin. We adjourned that meeting 


and we 4e^ded fb meet again. It is 
not that that discussion failed or an¬ 
other meeting is to be called. It is a 
continuation and betotm when the next 
meeting takes place in Delhi, the thread 
of that discussion wiU be tsdten up and 
I hope we shall come to some setttle- 
ment. Because we are in the midst of 
the discussion I do not think we should 
divulge the details df the talks. 

SHRI S. A. 8HAMIM: The hon. 
Minister mentioned udien the over^ 
flights were stopped. 1 hope tl» bon. 
Minister remembers that it Was when 
a Fokker friendship plane was hijack¬ 
ed by two hijackers, Asraf and Hashim 
Qureshi. May I know from the hon. 
Minister whether the question of the 
return of these two hijackers back to 
this country was raised (in this dis¬ 
cussion) for their trial in this country? 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: That ques¬ 
tion was not raised in this discussion. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: That should 
have been the first question. 

SHRI BIPINPAL DAS: We were dis¬ 
cussing only the resumption of air 
links and overflights. These minor 
matters were not discu»ed.

Rehabilitation Of Uganda Repatriates 
in Gujarat 

*541. SHRI ARVIND M. PATEL:

KHADILKAR): (a) 10,028 repatriates 
from Uganda arrived in India upto 
30-9-1974. 5,000 of these (including 

approximately 4,000 Indian passport 
holders) are estimated to have gone 
to Gujarat for settlement. About 
their settlement in Gujarat, the Guja¬ 
rat Government are collecting de¬ 
tailed information. As soon as it is 
received, it will be placed on the 
Table of the Sabha.

Statement 

DETAILS OF THE REHABILITA¬ 
TION ASSISTANCE TO BE GIVEN 
TO THE REPATRIATES WHO 
HAVE ARRIVED IN INDIA FROM 
UGANDA, WHO ARE INDIAN 
CITIZENS HOLDING INDIAN 
PASSPORTS. 

The Government of India have 
sanctioned rehabilitation scheme for 
repatriates from Uganda, of Indian 
origin and holding Indian passports, 
to be implemented by the State Gov¬ 
ernments concerned. The salient 
features of the Scheme are as fol¬ 
lows:— 

(i) Business loans up to Rs. 
5,000/- per family for reset¬ 
tlement in trade or business 
on the same conditions as 
admissible for the Sri Lanka 
repatriates. 

(ii) Housing facilities—^Loan assis¬ 
tance of Rs. 4100/- per fam¬ 
ily for purchase of plot and 
construction of house there¬ 
on in urban areas and assist¬ 
ance of Rs. 2050/- (including 
Rs. 600/- as grant for deve¬ 
lopment of land) for a plot 
and house in rural areas. In 
addition, a loan of Rs. 500/- 
in urban areas and Rs. 200/- 
in rural areas for the cons¬ 
truction of business premises 
is given wherever admissible. 

(iii) Lump sum resettlement assis¬ 
tance at Rs. 30/- per mensem 
per family member for a 
period of 3 months subject to 
a maximum of Rs. 450/- in 
all per family. 

The concessions at (i) and (ii) 
above will be given to only those re¬ 
patriates who have brought assets 
with them of value not exceeding 
Rs. 10,000/- while the concession at 
(iii) above is restricted to those who 
have brought assets of value not ex¬ 
ceeding Rs. 2,000/-. 

EDUCATIONAL FACIUTIES 

(i) Book grants, ranging from 
Rs. 5/- to Rs. 100/- per an¬ 
num, to day-scholars. 
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(11) Stipe9ii|^ (Wil^g ^om Ri. 
40/- to Bs. 60— per month 
to studeatB stuc^ring In High 
Schools and CoUeges, subject 
to ewtain Oon'ditlons regard¬ 
ing marks, if they stay in hos.

Control authorities stressing the need 
to enlist the cooperation of chemists | 
who have adequate sales and ade¬ 
quate facilities for dispensing drugs V 
to maintain these services. It was 
suggested that a few selected che¬ 
mists in prominent cities in each 
State should be prevailed upon to 
continue making available the night 
sale and dispensing facility. If possi¬ 
ble, the night service should be run 
by turns by different firms on dif¬ 
ferent days. They were also advised 
to ensure that the chemists maintain 
adequate stocks of life saving drugs 
normally required in’ emergencies. 


The matter was discussed at the last 
meeting of the Central and State 
Drugs Controller<; held in New Delhi 
on 24th and 25th January, 1974. It 
was revealed during the discussion 
that certain States such as Maha¬ 
rashtra, Gujarat, Karnataka and West ' 
Bengal, have been able to maintain 
these services successfully to some 
extent, while in other States the 
Chemists and Druggists were reluctant 
to operate night services. The Con¬ 
ference conddered the difficulties ex¬ 
perienced by them and felt that only 
such chemists should be appointed 
for running the night services whose 
bonafldes were well known to the 
State Drugs Control authorities. The 
Conference also recommended cer¬ 
tain incentives for running the essen¬ 
tial service. , .

‘rechnology

Research in 
the field of contraceptive technology 
and reproductive biology has been 
regularly financed and encouraged by 
Government of India through the aegis 
of three institutes i.e. Indian Council 
of Medical Research, New Delhi (ii) 
Central Drug Research Institute, 
Lucknow and (iii) Central Council for 
Research in Indian Medicine and 
Homoeopathy, New Delhi. 

There have been noteworthy ad- 
t’ances in the field of reproductive 
biology research carried out in the 
country. But they are still at an ex- 
Periin^tal stage and not yet ■ ready 
large sede adoption In the Family 


(a) At the Central Drug Research 
Institute, Lucknow, an oral contracep¬ 
tive called •'Centchromen” has been 
developed. Human trials are now being 
carried out to test its safety, accept¬ 
ability and effectiveness. 

(b) Another device known as “Cent- 
square” which can be used by the 
female has also been developed by 
the Central Drug Research Institute, 
Lucknow. This has yet to be tried 
out on a pilot basis. 

(c) At the University of DeUu^ 2k)0- 
logy Department, a male contraceptive 
methodology has been developed by 
the administration of a chemical known 
as “Cyproterone acetate”. It can 
produce functional sterility in males 
temporarily. This has proved success¬ 
ful in animals. Further trials are 
going on at the National Institute of 
Family Planning, New Delhi with 
W.H.O. assistance. 

(d) Experiments at the All-India In¬ 
stitute of Medical Sciences, New Delhi 
have shown that a suitable vaccine 
prepared from placenta of one type of 
rats when given to another type of 
the same species leads to nonforma¬ 
tion of placenta in subsequent preg¬ 
nancy. Based on this finding a vaccine 
has been developed from human pla¬ 
centa in the hope that the action of 
this vaccine on human beings will be 
similar. No trial on this vaccine has 
yet been conducted on human beings. 
However, work is in progress and it is 
expected that trials on human beings 
will be initiated in the near future. 

(e) At the Indian Institute of Science 
Bangalore considerable progress has 
been made in immunological approach 
of fertility control. This can be used 
both as a method to terminate preg¬ 
nancy or to prevent it by inhabiting 
implementation after ovulation. Ex¬ 
periments are going on in i»rlmates. 

(f) A new technique of reanasto¬ 
mosis of vas in men undergoin 
vasectomy has bce.i developed. 
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(g) At the Institute for Research in 
Reproduction. Bombay, a prejpaancy 
kit for detection of pregnancy has been 
developed which will help early detec¬ 
tion of pregnancy. 

(h) Research is encouraged even in 
respect of Ayurvedic and Homoeopathy 
drugs. Financial assistance has been 
provided by the Departmen’rof Family 
Planning to the Central Council for 
Research in Indian Medicine and 
Homoeopathy to carry out research in 
this regard. The Council has studied 
two drugs “Vidhanga’’ and ‘‘Japaku- 
sum” pharmacologically. The anti¬ 
fertility factors of both these drags 
have been isolated and intensive stu¬ 
dies have been undertaken. Studies 
are also being conducted at the Bana- 
ras University on certain an^i-fertility 
homoeopathic drugs.

MINISTRY OP HEALTH AND FA¬ 
MILY PLANNING (SHRl A. K. M. 
ISHAQUE): (a) and (b). The Indian 
Medical Association has not approach¬ 
ed the Ministry of Health and Family 
Planning directly for changing the 
provision of Drugs and Cosmetics Act 
and Rules. They have, however, 
passed certain resolutions containing 
their comments on the report of the 
Task Force (Planning Commission) on 
Drugs and Pharmaceuticals and replies 
to questionnaire issued by the Com¬ 
mittee on Drugs and Pharmaceuticals 
Industry (Ministry of Petroleum and 
Chemicals) making following sugges¬ 
tions for effective enforcement of the 
Drugs and Cosmetics Act and Rules: 

1. Drugs should be made available 

on the prescriptions of quali¬ 
fied registered medical practi¬ 
tioners who are registered 
under the Indian Medical 
Council Act and the practice 
of medicines by all and 
sundry by which drugs can 
be had from dealers should 
be banned. 

2. Strict vigilance on production 
-and immediate prosecutions 

for marketing spurious and 
adulterated drugs should be 
done. 

3. The provisions of the Drugs and 

Cosmetics Rules should be so 
modified that drug efficacy is 
included along with the d^^g 
toxicity while considering 
proposals for marketing of 
drugs. 

4. For manufacture of new 

drugs when licensed, the in¬ 
stallation should be completed 
within a reasonable period and 
renewal of licence should be 
done after a thorough inspec¬ 
tion. 

(c) The system of issuing drugs li¬ 
cences by District Chief Medical Ofii- 
cer is not quite satisfactory. States 
like Maharashtra, Mysore, Gujarat, 
Kerala and Delhi where sale licences 
are being issued by the State Drugs 
Controllers and inspection carried out 


by the Drugs Inspector, the level of 
e^orcement at the sale level is con¬ 
siderably better. 

(d) Provision in the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Rules requiring the aaia 
of drugs included m Schedule H and 
L to be sold against prescription issu¬ 
ed by Registered Medical Practitioners 
is by and large complied with. How¬ 
ever, cases of Chemists not complying 
with the provisions have come to no¬ 
tice during inspections. 

(e) Cases of sale of drugs like Man- 
drax and Hyptozyn without prescrip¬ 
tion of Registered Medical Practition¬ 
ers have come to notice in some States. 

(f) Under the present provisions of 
Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, drugs in¬ 
cluded in Schedule H and L which in¬ 
cludes Barbiturates, Narcotics, Tran¬ 
quilizers, Potent Hormones, etc. can be 
sold in retail against the prescription 
of Registered Medical Practitioners, 
retail chemist selling these prescrip¬ 
tion drugs is required to maintain 
detailed records of each transaction 
in a register which is open to inspec¬ 
tion by the Drugs Inspectors. Follow¬ 
ing reports regarding the mis¬ 
use of Psychotropic drugs by the 
student community, the question of 
tightening the provisions of the Drugs 
and Cosmetics Rules for exercising 
more effective contrbl over the sale 
of these, drugs was considered. A com¬ 
mittee which consists of Central and 
States Drugs Controllers has gone into 
the subject in considerable detail and 
submitted a report suggesting major 
changes in the Drugs and Cosmetics 
Rules. The suggestions made by this 
Committee would be considered by the 
Drugs Technical Advisory Board at its 
meeting to be held on 27th December, 
1974. 

Proposal to provide Cheaper Drags to 
People

Under this Scheme, a list of about 100 
essential drugs drawn up by the Minis¬ 
try would be considered for manufac¬ 
ture and supply to the masses' Ihroiigh 
the Primary Health Centres and sub- 
Centres which are the mdih' agencies 
to provide medical relief in Rural 
Areas. 

Under the Minii;fium Needs Pro¬ 
gramme in the Fifth Plan, the provi¬ 
sion for drugs* has been increased to 
Rs. 12,000 at the level of the Primary 
Health Centres and Rs. 2,000 at the 
level of the sub-Centres. The Minis¬ 
try of Petroleum and Chemicals are 
also taking measures to ensure ade¬ 
quate production of bulk drugs which 
would be requiured for implementing 
this scheme.

Of this, Kerala Government's 
allocation is Rs. 2.35 crores which is 
intended mainly for 'on going’ works 
.on the existing National Highways in 
the State- The total length of Na- 
' tion Highways in Kerala at present is 
'■784 kilometres. In addition, a sum of 
Rs. 10 lakhs is available to the State 
i-Govemment during 1974-75 by way of

Figures in every 
case are to be marked in international 
form of Indian numerals. There have 
been no major deviations from this 
policy. However, whenever any depar¬ 
ture had come to the notice of the 
Government of India, the matter baa 
been taken up with the State Govern¬ 
ments concerned for corrective action. 

Inscription of registration mark for 
• motor vehicles is governed by Section 
24(3) of the Motor Vehicles Act 1839 
read with Sixth Schedule to that Act. 
According to this Act, registration 
marks foir motor vebiclM consist of a 


group of letters allotted to each State 
under the Act followed by a number 
containing not more than lour digits. 

At present, legally, the letters on a 
number plates on motor vehicles have 
to be in English and the numerals in. 
international form of Lidian number- 
als. According to Articles 343(1) of 
the Constitution, Hindi in Devnagari 
script is the official language of the 
Union. Some States who have adopted 
Hindi as their official language are of 
the view that the Devnagari script, 
should be used for the display of regis¬ 
tration marks on the number plates of 
the motor vehicles and there have been 
demands from a few other States also 
for the use of regional languages for 
the display of registration marks on 
the number plates of the motor vehi¬ 
cles and there have been demands from 
a few other States also for the use ot 
regional language for the display of 
registration marks for motor vehicles.

indulge in manufacture anu 
sale of spurious drugs and 
“All India list of licensed 
drug manufacturers’’ has been 
compiled md brought upto 
date. This list has been cir¬ 
culated to the Association of 
drugs manufacturers and dea¬ 
lers, and State Drugs Control 
Organisations. 

2. The Drugs ana Cosmetics Act 

has been amended and the ex¬ 
tent of penalty for manufac¬ 
ture and Ihe sale of adulte¬ 
rated drugs and manufacture 
and sale without licence has 
been raised from 3 years to 
10 years. Provision has also 
been made for the conilscation 
of equipment. antf implements 
employed for manufacture of 
such drugs as also the means 
of transport of such drugs. 


3 . The States have been advised' 

to maintain close liaison with 
the Police authorities for the 
campaign against spurious 
drugs lo be carried on inten-, 
sively. 

4. Whenever reports of sPuriou.«v 

drugs are received by the 
Central Drugs Standard Cont¬ 
rol Organis,iUon and when¬ 
ever a racket is supposed to 
be of Inter-State character, 
special precautions are taken 
to alert the Slates concerned 
and to advise them to take ^ | 
necessary action with the 
assistance of the State Police. 

5. The Stales have been requested 

to augment their Drugs Ins¬ 
pectorates and the testing 
facilities so that the scale of 
sampling is increased and 
quick test reports are obtain¬ 
ed. 

6. Zonal Officers of the Central 

Drugs Stand.ard Control Or¬ 
ganisation have been set uP 
at Bombay, Calcutta, Madras 
and Gha/iabad lo bring about 
a close liaison between the 
Central and State Organisa¬ 
tions. One of the functions of 
the Zonal Officers is to inves¬ 
tigate the movement of spu¬ 
rious drugs, particularly in 
inter-State commerce and to- 
ensure that the standards of 
drugs moving in inter-State 
commerce are stringently ob¬ 
served. The Zonal Officers 
are assisted in their task by 
Central Drugs Inspectors who 
work in close liaison with the 
State Drugs Inspectors, The 
Central Inspectorate staff 
attached to the Zonal Offices 
is being augmentevi. 

7. The help and cooperation of 

A.^sociation representing the 
interests of diug manufactu¬ 
rers and dealers are being en¬ 
listed to ensure maximuio 
compliance with the Good 
manufacturing and sale prac¬ 
tices and their cooperation in 
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the campaign against spurious 
drugs i' also being sought. 

8. A training programme for 

Drugs Inspectors and Govern¬ 
ment Analysts ha!> been ar¬ 
ranged under the aegis of the 
Central Drugs Standard Con¬ 
trol Organisation. These 
training programmes will helP 
in more stringent enforce¬ 
ment of Drug Standard Cont¬ 
rol. 

9. A constant liaison and dialogue 

with the State Drugs Control 
Organisation is maintained by 
the Central Drugs Standard 
Control Organisation by hold¬ 
ing meeting of the Drugs Con¬ 
sultative Committee, meeting 
of the Zonal State Drugs Con¬ 
trollers, and through discus¬ 
sions the Zopal Officers have 
with the State Drugs Control 
Officials and by correspond¬ 
ence. This const.-int exchange 
of informlition helps coordina¬ 
tion and intensification of 
quality control measures. 

10. The States have been requested 

to constitute State Drugs Ad¬ 
visory Board on which repre¬

QUESTION' OF PRIVILEGE 

AGAINST ALL INDIA RADIO 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA (Vidisha): 
Sir, I rise to move my motion of 
privilege issue, of which I have given 
due notice, against the All India 
Radio. Mr. Speaker, you will re¬ 
member the discussion that took 
place in the House, not a very edify¬ 
ing one, on 4th December, 1974, when 
the Patriot came out witij a front 
page story. I have dealt with this at 
lengtii yesterday when the motion of 
privilege against me was discussed 
and you were good enough to let me 
have a chance to reply to various 
untenable and motivated allegations 
some Hon’ble Members made 
against me. My main concern yes¬ 
terday, as when I wanted to make 
a personal statement on 4th Decem¬ 
ber, was to save myself from be¬ 
coming an object of calumny and my 
pending case prejudiced. Anyhow, 


although I was not allowed to make 
a personal statement then, you were 
good enough, *to order that all the 
discussion, irresponsible statements 
made by some Members against me 
should all be expunged. In the offl.^ 
cial record of the proceedings no 
doubt all these were omitted, yet 
various newspapers had published 
what happened in the House, .some 
briefly, others at great length for 
their own reasons. I did not invite 
you to take formal notice of them, as 
I felt that there may have been a 
genuine misunderstanding in that the < 
Press Gallery may not have heard 
your ruling and I wanted them to 
have the benefit of doubt. But the 
All India Radio, which is an official 
organ, a Department of Government, 
cannot have the same excuse. In 
their coverage of the news regai^ding 
what happened in Parliament, they 
said: 

“Immediately after the question 
hours, pandementum prevailed in theV 
House as Mr. Priya Ranj an Das 
Munshi (Congress) sought to as¬ 
certain from the chair whether a 
newspaper report about Mr. R. N. 
Goenka had anything to do with 
the Member of the same name in 
the House. 


At this stage Mr. Goenka and 
another Congress member were., 
seen angrily shouting at each other.« 
Some members ^parated-them and 
the Speaker said he cannot allow 
the matter to be raised since he 
was not given any prior notice of 
it." 

It was repeated even in their bulletin 
at 8.10 A.M. on the next day. The 
All India Radio not only broadcast 
the expunged matter, but in the com- 
mentary “Today in Parliament” on 
4th December night, all that was 
expunged was broadcast at great' 
length. In the said commentary, 
they said in the second paragraph of 
the broadcast; 
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"This situation was sparked ,0^1 
when Mr. Priya Das Munshi (Con> 
gress) wanted to know whether a 
report appearing in a section of 
the Press about “cheating and for¬ 
gery” pertains to Mr. R. N. Goenka 
who was a Member of the House”. 

Sir, the All India Radio talks of 
"cheating and forgery” under ‘quote*. 
Where they got this ‘quote’ from is 
beyond my imagination. So far I 
have not been able to find out anyth¬ 
ing like this anywhere in any paper. 
■Sir, you will agree with me that it 
appears from the news item that 
there is some publication in news¬ 
papers which is independent of a 
ease pending against me. The pub¬ 
lic by hearing this |»rtion of the 
broadcast is bound to come to the 
conclusion that there has been some 

matter of cheating and forgery In 
which I am involved. They will also 
come to the conclusion that since it 
has been publicised in the Press, and 
since the Paess is responsible for 
any wrong publication, it must be 
true. May I submit, Sir, that it is 
far too serious a matter to be ignor¬ 
ed. If it was only a case of allega¬ 
tion in a Court, one can understand. 
For the reasons I mentioned in my 
yesterday’s speech, Government have, 
to use a popular expression, their 
knife into me. When on 30th August 
1970 Shri Raghunatha Reddv took 
the unusual step of laying the F.I.R. 
on the table of the Rajya Sabha and 
when the CBI filed the case in the 
Court at Madras and on other occa¬ 
sions the All India Radio gave a co¬ 
verage to these at length which any 
objective individual would concede 
to be motivated. So also on this 
occasion they not only publicised 
what was expunged under your or¬ 
ders deliberately but also dramatised 
St by the commentary even suggest¬ 
ing something more than what was 
published in the Patriot. 1 charge 
<Uie Governmental agency for per¬ 
mitting itself to be used as an instiii- 
meat of malice against me. The All 
India Radio. 1^, is well known 
ks notorious for suppression of sews

which does Hbt suit the powers that 
be and give prominence to the news 
which emanates from the Govern¬ 
ment and Ruling Party quarters. 
There have been suggestions <^om 
some prominent Congress leaders 
that the All India Radio should be 
run on Moscow Radio lines. There 
have also been suggestions from the 
Opposition to gherao the All India 
Radio. 


AN HON. MEMBER: You do that 


SHRI R. N. GOENKA: You wiU 
have it. Wait and see. I can quote 
chapter and verse to support my con¬ 
tention, to say the least, that the All 
India Radio is showing partiality in 
the discharge of their duty to the 
public. I shall refer only to a very 
recent instance. On the 13th De¬ 
cember when my matter was dis¬ 
cussed two important things took 
place in this House. The Deputy 
Speaker strongly admonished the 
Education Minister for not having 
secured the permission of the Presi¬ 
dent for the introduction of a Bill by 
my hon. friend Shri Madhu Limaye 
on Dramatics. The Deputy Speaker 
had to say that this happened for the 
second time when his warning was 
discarded. He said he shall not to¬ 
lerate such sort of things in future. 
That very morning my hon. friend 
Shri Madhu Limaye made a com¬ 
plaint to you, Sir, that his question 
in regard to “Maruti” was muti¬ 
lated. You, Sir, promised to look 
into the matter and assured him that 
if there is any such distortion in 
future the same shall not be tolerat¬ 
ed. Both these items were front 
paged by all the newspapers in the 
country, but, no mention of it was 
made in the All India Radio probably 
because it was busy broadcasting the 
insinuations against me in the House. 
Sir, even you and the Deputy Spea¬ 
ker did not find a place in the All 
India Radio when I was involved. 
This reminds me of what Lenin once 
said that for the establishment of g

socialistic society the Press must be 
jthe first casualty. 

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI 
(Patna): Devil quoting the scrip¬ 
tures. 

SHRI R. N. GOENKA: By Press, 
he naturally meant the agencies for 
the dissemination of news. That is 
what is being practised probably 
today. 

Mr. Speaker, the members of the 
House of whatever persuasion are 
entitled to your protection and a 
breach of your directions on this 
occasion is a clear breach of privilege 
of the House. 

I would appeal to you to refer the 
matl^r to the Committee of Privi¬ 
leges so that after giving to All India 
Radio the first opportunity to be 
heard, this House may take the 
strongest measures against this de¬ 
partment of the Government which 
gets used as an engine of destruc¬ 
tion against those who are not in the 
good books of the Government. 
Even a reference to the Committee 
may be redundant, as in this in¬ 
stance, it almost amounts to an 
offence committed in the presence of 
a Court of Law, a contempt of the 
House committed in the presence of 
the House and in your presence, 
Mr. Speaker. But pending conside¬ 
ration of this by you, I would ear¬ 
nestly request you to take some steps 
through the Minister of Information 
and Broadcasting to see that the All 
India Radio does not repeat this kind 
of prejudicial reporting not only of 
what happens in the House but in 
respect even of what happens outside 
the House. It should neither ex¬ 
aggerate nor suppress.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): Sir, 
I have a submission to make. I was 
informed by your office today that my 
privilege motion would be taken up 
today. If this is over, then I can con¬ 
centrate on a motion on Netaji. Sir, 
as you have yourself observed, this 
can be a composite one and the hon. 
Minister in his reply can deal with 
them in two parts. There is no diffi¬ 
culty in that. 

MR. SPEAKER: Not today; there is 
a technical difficulty. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, although Shri Goenka in his state¬ 
ment' today has brought in issues 
which are not relevant to the present 
issue. I shall confine myself to the 
original issue raised by him regarding 
the reporting by All India Radio on 
the 4th of December 1974. I might 
say also that Shri Goenka is welcome 
to have his views about the freedom 
of the press of which, I hope you will 
agree, he is a personified negation— 
{Interruptions) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: This Is 
the fate of the country.... 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
He is talking of Goebbels and not 
Goenka. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: He does not 
know the difference between the two. 
He is mixing them up. 

MR. SPEAKER: The only difference 
is that Goebbels is dead and they are 
alive. That is the only difference. 


SHRI I. K. GUJRAL; On the 4th 
December 1974 some references were 
made in this House, immediately after 
the Question Hour, on the newspaper 
report about Shri R. N. Goenka by 
Shri Priya Ranjan Das Munsi, M.P. 
The proceedings arising from his re¬ 
ference were reported by the All 
India Radio in its bulletin at 2 p.m. 
and another bulletin in brief and in a 
factual manner, without assigning any 
prominence. The news item was 
broadcast as a part of that day's pro¬ 
ceedings and no headline was given 
to it. AIR was not alone in reporting 
this incident. All the news agencies, 
including the PTI. and UNI and seve¬ 
ral newspaper correspondents report¬ 
ed the incident, which was a front 
page news in the next morning’s 
papers, including the Indian Express,. 
owned by Shri R. N. Goenka himself. 

The AIR’s coverage was, as a matter 
of fact, in sharp contrast to the pro¬ 
minence the incident received in the 
newspapers. In particular, the AIR 
news bulletin made no reference to 
an allegation about cheating and for¬ 
gery against Shri Goenka which were 
reported by the news agencies as well 
as newspaper correspondents. The 
AIR report was sober, mild and brief 
wnich alone would show that any 
charge of maligning the hon. Member 
by AIR is totally without foundation. 

Shri Goenka has special objection to 
the commentary “Today in Parlia¬ 
ment” in which the words “cheating 
and forgery” were used. Sir, as the 
House is aware, this commentary is 
written by experienced newspaper and 
newsagency correspondents. The par¬ 
liamentary reviews are very popular 
with the listeners and with hon. Mem¬ 
bers so much so that from the last 
session onwards, we have introduced 
two separate reviews one for the Lok 
Sabha and the other for the Rajya 
Sabha.

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: The script 
writers are free to report the pro¬ 
ceedings as long as the commentator 
is factual and does not show prejudice 
and bias and, therefore, he cannot be 
asked to omit any significant develop¬ 
ment. The commentator on that day 
was Shri N. Gopinath Nair. a senior 
Correspondent of the UNI and a 
journalist of long-standing. In the 
commentary, he mentioned first the 
incident involving Shri Goenka and 
another hon. Member and then ex¬ 
plained how the incident arose. 

He referred to the issue raised by 
Shri P. R. Das Munsi about the press 
report involving Shri R. N. Goenka. 
In that context, he mentioned the 
words "cheating” and “forgery”, only 
as occurring in the press report and as 
quoted by Shri P. R. Das Munshi. 
Here, it will be relevant for me to 
quote from the Commentary. 1 quote: 

“The unseemely situation wax 
sparked off when Mr. P. R. Das 
Mtmsi (Congress) wanted to know 
whether a report appearing in a 
section of the press about cheating 
and forgery pertain to Mr. Ram 
Nath Goenka who was a Member 
of the House.” 

It is surprising that Shri Goenka does 
not feel aggrieved by the publicity 
given to the charges against him by 
newspapers and news agencies which 
have reported the incident more pro¬ 
minently and colourfuUy. The AIR 
bulletin report was the briefest possi¬ 
ble and the commentary done by an 
experience parliamentary reporter 
was fair and balanced. There is no 
guestion of any maligning of Shri R. 
N. Goenka or a breach of his privi¬ 
lege by the AIR. In fact, the hon. 
Meniber by singling out AIR has 
clearly shown that his action is moti¬ 
vated and designed to decredit the 
AIR. 


I have already submitted that the 
incident was reported ralhe^ promi¬ 
nently by newspapers and news 
agencies and the AIR reported it 
briefly and factually. In other words, 
all the Correspondents in the Press 
Gallery, including AIR parliamentary 
Correspondent were wider the impres¬ 
sion that the proceedings were on 
record and, therefore, fit for report¬ 
ing. 

In his statement, just now, he has 
given benefit of doubt to press men in 
the Gallery but neither to the Cor¬ 
respondent of tho AIR nor Mr. Nair 
of the UNI who did the commentary. 

The All India Radm correspondents, 
may I submit, do not have any special 
privileges or advantages while sitting 
in the press gallery. The A.I.R. has 
reported the incident absolutely in 
good faith and in fulfilment of its 
duty of reporting, briefly, the pro¬ 
ceedings in a fair and objective man¬ 
ner. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
On a point of order. There are two 
things to be considered. One is whe¬ 
ther that part of the proceedings on 
that day was expunged or not. If 
that part of the proceedings was ex¬ 
punged, it was nobody’s business to 
give publicity to it. If they had plead¬ 
ed that, in the din and bustle which 
is sometimes created in the House, it 
was difficult for them to listen to the 
order of the Chair for expunction, 
then one could have understood. But 
the whole thing has been tried to be 
explained away in a maimer as to 
establish that, even though a parti¬ 
cular proceeding is expunged by the 
Chair, it can be broadcast by the 
All India Radio or published by any 
other news agency. Would yx>u like to 
accept that position, Mr. Speaker? ‘ 

Secondly, he h^ mentioned about 
Today in Parliament* by a partteular 
distinguished correspondent of the 
UNL ^e whole question Is frhelher 
the xespoi^tdiity would be fqlst^ ^ 
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a particular correspsondent or it is- 
the respoi)sibility of the All India 
Radio. Recently, an eminent econo¬ 
mist of the standing of Dr. K. N. Raj 
came in for editing at the hands of 
the All India Radio. So, they cannot 
take the plea that it was done by a 
oorrespondent of the U,N.I. We can 
only hold the All India Radio respon¬ 
sible. We cannot hold the distinguish¬ 
ed correspondent of the U-N.!. res¬ 
ponsible. Therefore, this also will 
have to be explained by him why, 
when in the news item ‘forgery and 
cheating’ did not occur—he himself 
says that in the news broadcast for¬ 
gery and cheating* did not occur—^the 
distinguished correspondent of the 
XJ.N.I. mentioned it in the commen¬ 
tary. And if he did mention it in the 
commentary, the responsibility lies 
squarely on the All India Radio. (In¬ 
terruptions) 

SHRI PILOO MODY: As a matter 
of fact, it is quite possible that the 
Government introduced these words 
in the commentary in the process of 
«diting.

SPEAKER: This not a point of 
order. Why are you making a speech? 
Please sit down. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I have 
personal knowledge. That is why I 
want to know.... 

MR. SPEAKER; No point of order 
involved in this, 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): The 
Minister has taken shelter behind the 
plea that as a similar report appear¬ 
ed in the paper, there is no harm if 
this item is broadcast in the All India 
Radio. 

- Sir, All India Radio is a Govern¬ 
ment organisation. Its expenses are 
sanctioned by this House. All India 
Radio is responsible to this House. 
The Minister cannot abdicate this re¬ 
sponsibility saying that for whatever 
is broadcast in the All India Radio, 
he would not be answerable. 

I most respectfully submit that the 
entire conduct of All India Radio has 
to be thoroughly examined and dis¬ 
cussed in the House and the proper 
forum to discuss this matter in a dis¬ 
passionate manner is the Privileges 
Committee which is a quasi-judicial 
body and I, therefore, plead that this 
privilege question should be referred 
there. 


MR. SPEAKER; 1 have seen the 
proceedings. When Mr. Goenka’s 
case came up, some members whom 1 
did not call and some others also 
were standing and when I was just 
calling him to speak, this Member just 
intr^ed and went on speaking and I 
had to give the ruling that those honi 
Members whom I had not called, 
would not be considered to have 
spoken and I had not allowed it. If 
anything has been said without my 
permission, it is not on record. 1 told 
it very elMrly: 


“1 am not allowing anything, 
without notice. No Member has got. 
the right to get up without the 
permission of the Chair. Ai^hing 
said by the Member without being 
called or without my permission 
will not go on record.” 

Now, I will have to see that if be¬ 
sides what is on record, what is said. 
by some other members after being 
duly called, is not there whereas some¬ 
thing is there in the name of a mem¬ 
ber who was not called and in his 
namg something has been said about 
Mr. Goenka. then, certainly, I will see 
the Minister’s statement, the proceed¬ 
ings and Mr. Goenka’s speech in detail 
and then I will give my ruling as to 
where it stands. 

Now, I have to write more judg¬ 
ments than the Judges. i have to 
preside over this House. I Eave to 
meet the Members. I have to do the 
administrative work. I have to see 
everything and then write judgments, 
everyday two or three, and then see 
the proceedings and do everything. It 
is a new job I have acquired. It is 
something which is an entirely new 
function of the Speaker, It would 
have been much better if I had been 
either a Speaker or a Judge. 

SHRI JOYTIRMOY BOSU; We are 
granting you holiday after tomorrow. 

MR. SPEAKER: God help. You 
will not leave me even then! 

SHRI JOYTIRMOY BOSU; I will 
come to your house in Punjab.

LAC

THE MINISTER OF COMNEERCE 
(PROP. D. P. CHATTOPADHAYAYA): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, Export of mica was 


canalised through Minerals and Metals 
Trading Corporation ^s'ith effect from 
January, 1972, and Mica Trading Cor¬ 
poration (MITCO) was set up^ as a^ 
subsidiary of M.M.T.C., with effect. 
from June, 1974. This Corporation i? 
the specialised agency for handling aR 
work pertaining to mica trade. Helping 
the weaker sections of mica industry 
and trade is one of the important ob¬ 
jectives of this organisation. 

For achieving this particular objec¬ 
tive such processors, dealers and mine 
owners who have been in the export k 
trade in the past and whose exports 
during any one of the last three years 
had not exceeded Rs. 7.5 lakhs are 
treated as weaker sections of the trade. 
There are about 400 to 500 processors, 
dealers, and mine owners in this cate¬ 
gory. 

With a view to helping these sec¬ 
tions, formerly M.M.T.C. and now. 
Mica Trading Corporation, has been 
purchasing mica from them for export. 
During the period from April to Octo¬ 
ber, 1974, it has purchased, on an aver¬ 
age, about Rs. 43 lakh worth of mica 
per month from these small producers, 
and MITCO’s purchasing operations 
have not been affected on account of 
inadequacy of funds. Also, MITCO 
makes these purchases on a non-discri- 
minatory basis from all processors etq 
in the category of weaker sections.

[Mr. Speaker in the Chair], 

Floor prices of various grades of 
mica are determined on the basis of 
their availability for export and de¬ 
mand from foreign buyers. These floor 
prices were last revised for different 
grades in February, 1974. 

A few years ago, exports of No. 6 
loose splittings had dwindled and the 
mica products made from these split¬ 
tings were meetings with serious eom- 
petiti(Hi from synthetic substitutes. In 
order to meet this, situation, export 
duty of 40 per cent ad valorem 
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leviable on these splittings was 
reduced to 20 per cent ad valorem 
with effect from the 31st March, 
1969, and further to 15 per cent 
ad valorem from 1st January, 1973. 
The floor prices for this grade 
has aisp been raised twice, by 10 per 
cent from the 1st January. 1973, and 
further 20 per cent in February, 1974. 
The exports of these splittings have 
now picked up. These floor prices are 
under constant review with a view to 
ensuring a lair return for the proces¬ 
sors and mine owners and an even 
flow of exports. Government would 
thus be seen to be paying adequate at¬ 
tention to the question of promoting 
the export of this category of mica. 

A Liaison Committee has been set 
up by the Mica Trading Corporation to 
deal with day to day problems of ex¬ 
post of processed mica. Both big and 
small mica mine oyimers, processors 
and dealers are represented on this 
Committee. The selection of represen¬ 
tatives was made by the traders them¬ 
selves. Full participation of mica 
trade has thus been secured on the 
Committee. 

Exports of processed mica declined 
in 1973-74 on account of delay in finali¬ 
sation of contracts by certain important 
buyers, but have shown an upward 
trend in the first half of this year. 
They have risen from 10,484 mitric 
tonnes valued at Rs. 4.04 crores in 
April to September, 1973, to 18,749 
tonnes valued at Rs. 10.39 crores in the 
corresponding period this year. 

As regards shellac, a sudden increase 
in shellac export prices was witnessed 
during 1973-74. While the average price 
realisations of hand-made shallac and 
machine made shellac were Rs. 8000/- 
and RS. 8,715/ per ton during 1972-73, 
the unit value realisations du>^ing 1973- 
74 on an average were Rs. 24,216/- per 
ton for hand-made and Rs. 29,000/- 
per ton for machine made shellac. After 
taking into account the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Shellac Export Promotion 
CoimcU and the price trends in the 
recent months, the minimum Export 
Price of shellac of various typ^ was 


revised with effect from 30th May, 
1974, 

The Minimum Export Price of hand¬ 
made and machine-made shellac has 
always been kept at the same levd. 
The total sheHac content of the two 
types is the same. If the price of man¬ 
made shellac is kept at a lower level 
than that of machine-made shellac, this 
may result in an unnecessary loss of 
foreign exchange to the country. We 
expect that machine made shellac will 
automatically fetch a higher price from 
foreign buyers because of its superior 
specifications. In fact, during 1973-74, 
a ton of machine made shellac fetched 
about Rs. 5,000/- more than a ton of 
man-made shellac. 

The impact of a higher Minimum 
Export price has resulted in increased 
exports of shellac both quantity wise 
and valuewise. During the period 
April 1974 to October 1974, exports 
valued at Rs. 14 crores have been 
eflected and orders of about Rs. 4 cro¬ 
res are reported to be pending with 
exporters. This can be compared with 
the total exports of 1973-74 which were 
of the order of Rs. 13.40 crores in 
value only. The quantity exported 
during 1973-74 was 3115 ton.s as against 
export.s of 4050 tons already made in 
the current financial year upto October 
1974. 

Higher earnings consequent on the 
fixation of a higher Minimum Export 
Price create conditions for better pri¬ 
ces to be given to stick lac growers, 
since all stick lac comes to primary 
markets from the growers. It is then 
sold through brokers to both the man¬ 
made and machine-made shellac manu¬ 
facturers. 

Government appreciate the need to 
review the Minimum Export Price of 
Shellac from time to time, having re¬ 
gard to all relevant circumstances. It 
is hence proposed to set up a Standing 
Advisory Committee on Shellac Trade 
consisting of mechanical experts, re- 
prestentatives of the trade. Ministry of 
Commerce and the concerned State 
Governments to advise the Central 
Government from time to time on the 



need and scope of such revision and 
other relevant aspdbts. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): Sir, May I ask 
a lew questions? 

MR’. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: One 
question on shellac and one question 
on mica. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYA: It involves four lakh 
families. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It may 
involve. I am not disputing this. But, 
there are certain Rules. We have to 
run this House according to certain 
Rules. When I am here, I will run 
the House according to the Rules. If 
you think that you have many more 
things to say and that you are not sa¬ 
tisfied, then resort to some other pro¬ 
visions of the Rules. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA: There is no remedy. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I permit 
you two questions, one on shellac and 
one on mica. If you do not want to 
avail yourself of that, I will go on to 
the next item. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA: Sir, I have always sub¬ 
mitted to the ruling of the Chair, how¬ 
ever hamstrung I may be. Firstly, I 
would like to know, has the policy led 
to increase in production or drop in 

production of mica from the mines and 

what has been the shortfall in regard 
to export of mica compared to the en- 
ticipated export? How and why, the 
Mica Exposers’ Association wiiich 
comprises of the largest number of 
exporters has been deUberately by¬ 
passed in favour of the so caUed Liai¬ 
son Committee so that the Liaison 
Committee may rubber stamp the func¬ 
tioning of the Managing Director there. 
1 would also like to know whether all 
these have led to large scale unemp¬ 
loyment over the 72 mile long mica 
belt in the districts of Giridih and Ha- 
zaribagh? This is about mica. About 
Shellac, I would like to know, whether 


the internal prices of sticklac have 
crashed after the fixation of minimum 
export prices of sheUac on 30th May, 
1974, when with majestic hnpartiality 
the Commerce Ministry fixed the prices 
of hand-made shellac and machine- , 
made sheUac at par? If so, whether' 
this crash in sticklac prices available 
to the consumer will or will'not re¬ 
sult in unduly cutting down of the 
sticklac producing trees? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Sir, as the figures indicate and as haa 
been pointed out by my hon. friend, it 
is a fact that mica production in the 
last six or seven years has somewhat ^ 
come down. The reasons for the fall 
in production are (a) high cost of pro¬ 
duction and (b) synthetic substitutes 
are being very much used 'In the 
forlign countries.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Mr. Shas- 
tri, why not go to the lobby and 
talk? You are distracting my atten¬ 
tion. 

PROP. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Thirdly, Sir, because of the huge stock¬ 
piles in the USA, our mica has been 
rather* uncompetitive in the world 
market, and therefore, production in¬ 
centive has some what come flown, re¬ 
sulting in lower production. It is a 
fact. I am not disputing it But be¬ 
cause of that, we are taking appro¬ 
priate measures. As I said, have 
formed this MITCO, Mica Trading Cor- 

poration to look after the interests of 
the weaker sections of the mica indus¬ 
try, processors and dealers. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 

CHARYYIA: Have you defined it? 

PROP. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 

I have said in the body of my state¬ 
ment. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA: Six months after it came 
into operation. 

PROP. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
In the statement, I have given the defi- 
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nitlon, which are the weaker sections 
of the mica trade. About shdlac pii** 
ces, I know the problems in regard to 
Celiac and I had the privilege and also 
the occasion to discuss the problem 

with the hon. Member outside the 
House. Sir, one of our objective is to 
earn more foreign exchange from ex¬ 
porting our shellac. The shellac con¬ 
tent in man-made shellac and machine- 
made shellac being identical, we try 
to fix their prices at the same level and 
if we make any distinction between 
the two levels, that is, lesser price for 
man-made shellac than the machine- 
made shellac, then, there is a tendency 
among exporters to treat the floor price 
as the ceiling price resulting in loss of 
foreign exchange. ^ 

Therefore, figures 'ndicate, as I 
have quoted in my statement, that 
both volume-wise and value-wise 
this new price we have fixed of 
shellac has yielded good results for 
the country. This is one aspect. 

The second point is whether this 
policy is adversely affecting the poor 
shellac collectors and growers at the 
primary market level That problem 

is being looked into. Apprently, 
from the figures because of the rise 
bf expoirt, both ;volume-wise and 
value-wise, it suggests that intake 
ffrom the primary market has also 
not gone down. But this point has 
been brought to our notice, among 
others, by knowledgeable people 
like Shri Bhattacharyyia. We have 
set up a committee which will go 
into .Uie matter, consult State Go- 
vmunent re|>res«itatives and trade

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You are 
not called upon to accept now.

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRI- 

SHNAN: When can they be dis¬ 
cussed? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That 
is a different question. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRI- 

SHNAN: Will it be discussed to¬ 
morrow? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: do 

not know. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRI- , 

SHNAN: There is an acute situation 

there. 

The food situation is difficult.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Let me 
ascertain from the Minister. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUK- 
HERJEE: This is only presentation 
of Demands. We are not discussing 
about Pondicherry now. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): She wants a dis¬ 

cussion. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Order, 
order. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUK- 
HERJEE: When it will be possible, 
it will be discussed. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; When 
Supplementary Demands are pre-. 
sented, it is the practice that it is 
not discussed at that time. But time 
is fixed when these Demands must 
be discussed and passed by the 
House. I think what tiie bon. lady

MATTER UNDER RULE 377 

Repobted AciTAftoif BY BoDO Tribe 
People in Assam 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There 
are some matters under rule 377 al¬ 
ready listed, 

SHRI NOORUL HUDA (Cachar): 

1 wish to draw the attention of the 
House to the grave situation arising 
out of a peaceful agitation by the 
Bodo tribal people, a linguistic min¬ 
ority in the State of Assam, about 7 
lakhs; the majority of them are con- 
cenfflated in Goaljpara, Assam. I 
would urge the Home Minister to 
make a statement clarifying the posi¬ 
tion of the Government. The Boro 
itribal people launched a peaceful 
agitation demanding the introduc¬ 
tion of Roman script for Bodo langu¬ 
age in the place of the Assamese 
script. What happened after that is 
a shameful chapter. The Govern¬ 
ment of Assam deployed the 9th 
battalion of Assam Police and the 
CRP personnel who committed brutal 
and barbarous atrocities on the in¬ 
nocent and peaceful Bodo tribals. 

During this reign of terror, the 
agitation lasted only for a short ten 
days from 18th November to 27th 
November, six satyagrahis were 
killed by police firing, 1,500 persons 
were arrested, two women were 
kidnajHied, ten people were untrac¬ 
ed and SO persons sustained bullet 
InjuriKi, all of them bdonging to the 
Bodo ti^al communl^. Police fired 
13 rounds at l^dli and 20 rounds at 
Bijni and several rounds at Kokra- 


jhar and Gossaingaon in the district 
of Goalpara. Not only that, the po¬ 
lice ransacked the houses, destroyed 
valuable properties and looted orna¬ 
ments, household utensils, cycles, 
clothes, cash, radios and furniture 
and burnt houses in North Gargaon 
village in Bijni police station. They 
•raped young women and mercUessly 
assaulted old and young persons. 
The houses of Prof. La^eswar 
Brahma, Secretary, Kokrajhar Dis¬ 
trict Bodo Sahitya Sabha, was ran¬ 
sacked and his certificates and docu¬ 
ments were seized and destroyed. 

At Bijni the Assam Battalion 
police destroyed the Bodo library 
and hall. At Banargaon the armed 
police attacked the Bodo Sahitya 
Sabha camp and tortured and 
arrested the'Headmaster of the local 
High School, Shri Brajen Brahma 
and-destroyed the school implements, 
records and papers. The house of 
Shri Chandra Narzary the Assistant 
Commandant' of SSB, a security or¬ 
ganisation, was not spared. His 
house was ransacked. Even the 
houses of Bodo Congressmen were 
not spared: they were also assaulted. 
The buses were stopped and Bodo 
passengers were severely assaulted. 


It is specially very unfortunate 
that the 9th Assam Police Battalion 
behaved like hooligans and com¬ 
mitted untold atrocities on these 
peacefip! titibal Ipfeoplie in Goalpara 
district 

The allegation of the Government 
that the Bodo demonstrators carried 
lethal ^weapons: is completely false. 
It is a fabricated story. What wea¬ 
pons did the police coUect during the 
raid? The police collected spears, 
axes, spades and similar other things 
which are normally used by the tri¬ 
bals. They have been described by 
the police as lethal weapons. 

There wes a photograph in the 
newspapers to prove tbiat the Ram- 
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chaidhan Bridge was damaged by the 
agitators. On an enquiry it was 
found that this charge was false. In 
fact, the enquiry revealed that the 
approach roads to the bridge were 
washed away by floods three years 
ago and they were never repaired. 

The Bodo demonstrators remained 
completely peacefuL Government 
cannot claim even a single case of 
intimidation of non-Bodo tribal peo¬ 
ple by the Bodos. Dr. Phani Nar- 
zary of Ballampur Primary Health 
Centre was arrested for giving first 
aid to the injured persons. The Bodo 
Sahitya Sabha has temporarily sus¬ 
pended agitation as a result of the 
agreement with the Government. 
The agreement says that all those 
people who were arrested by the 
Government shoulc( be released. 
Though two weeks have passed since 
then, not a single arrested person has 
been released so^far. In fact, arrests 
are still going on. 

Recently, the Bodo villagers com¬ 
ing to market at Kachibotra were 
beaten up and chased away by the 
police. The people at Sidli and Bijni 
areas are panicky and harvesting of 
paddy has greatly suffered due to all 
these things. 

The students cannot attend classes. 
The Kokarajhar High School Hostel 
has been converted into a temporary 
jail. Two political leaders had, visit¬ 
ed that place, one belonging to the 
Socialist Party and the other belong, 
ing to the Communist Party of India 
(Marxist) and found that the police 
firing at Kokrajhar and Bijni was 
unwarranted and unjustified. 

The (rovemmenf of Assam have 
done greatest harm to the interest of 
the State by adopting inhuman and 
wanton repressive measures on the 
peaceful Bodo people. 

We condemn the brutal police aU 
rocities. We demand an Impartial 
inquity and severe punishment to the 


guilty persons. We also demand 
adequate compensation to the fami¬ 
lies of those killed in police firing 
and to those whose properties have 
been destroyed and looted. All those 
detained must be released fortwith 
land necessary steps taken to restore 
normalcy. 

Lastly, I say that three leaders of 
the Bodo tribal people have come to 
Delhi. They are'trying to meet the 
Home Minister and also the Prime 
Minister. I would urge upon the Go¬ 
vernment and specially the Prime 
Minister and the Home Minister to 
meet them and find out what their 
grievances are and also to direct the 
Assam Government to readi an 
agreement with the Bodp tribal 
people so that normalcy can be res¬ 
tored. With these words, 1 would 
like the Home Minister to make a 
statement on the situation arising in 
Goalpara district.

I have received this telegram from 
Dilip Mazumdar, President UCWC. 
HSEW, Durgapur. Unless the Gov¬ 
ernment takes immediate action to re¬ 
employ all those victimised contractor 
workers, more starvation deaths will 
take place. I wish to request the 
Minister for Steel to make a statement 
thereon, to take back aU the retren¬ 
ched contractor workers immediately.

May I request you to convey 
to the Minister for Education that he 
should not attract rule 227 to himsdf 
—I repeat, rule 227. 

Now, shall we go on.... 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: I would 
like to read iut the rule, Sir. 

DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Why 
should. I?

(Rajapur): Permit me. Sir, to read 
out one observation which you made: 

think it is right and proper 
that he should come forward with 
a statement in the House because 
it has happened for the second time 
and explain why this has happened 
for the second time.

At least, as long as I am in the 
Chair, I will not permit to my 
knowledge this House being taken 
for granted in this way.” 

Then, Mr. Banerjee has rightly com¬ 
mented: 

“When you are not in the Chair, 
we shall occupy the Chair and main¬ 
tain the decorum.” 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; We have 
only one day. tomorrow. He has to 
make it tomorrow. ^ 

SHm S. M. BANERJEE: You arc 
aware, Sir, that tomorrow the Lcl: 
Sabha is scheduled to adjourn sine 
die. I would request through you the 
Minister of Parliamentary Affairs to 
convey to the Minister of Railways 
that he should make a statement to¬ 
morrow telling us how many em¬ 
ployees are still to be reinstated, how 
many cases have been '^withdrawn, 
how many cases are still pending and 
so on. This is necessary so that those 
people who are in the streets know 
whether the assurance given by the 
Railway Minister is going to be ful¬ 
filled or not.

MOTION RE: 

SUGAR INDUSTRY ENQUIRY 
COMMISSION REPORT. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, we 
take up the motion of Shri Madhu 
Dandavate. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): I move: 

“That the this House do consider 
the Report (1974) of the Sugar In¬ 
dustry Enquiry Commission—Vol¬ 
umes I and II, laid on the Table of 
the House on the 26th August, 1974.” 

Before I offer my observations on 
the contents of these reports. I would 
like the House to recall the back¬ 
ground and the manner in which the 
Sugar Industry Enquiry Commission’s 
reports were laid on the Table of the 
House. 

The Bhargava Commission has sub¬ 
mitted its report concerning the na¬ 
tionalisation of the sugar industry on 
15th May, 1973. According to Section 
4(3) of the Commissions of Inquiry 
Act, 1952, it is obligatory on the Gov¬ 
ernment that wtrenever reports by 
Commisscions of Inquiry are submit¬ 
ted to the Government, within six 
months of the submission of the re¬ 
ports to the Government, they should 
be laid on the Table of the House 
along with the memorandum of ac¬ 
tion taken on those reports. For fif¬ 
teen long months this House waited 
for the Government and the Minister 
for Agriculture to lay these reports 
on the T^ble of the House, but, un¬ 
fortunately, for long 15 months these 
reports were bot at aR placed or the 
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Table of the House. Therefore, on 
20th August. 1974 I raised an issue of 
privilege against the Agriculture Min¬ 
ister. Shri C. Subramanian for his 
failure to abide by the mandatory 
provisions of the Commissions of In¬ 
quiry Act, 1952. I raised a privilege 
issue whilst some of my friends on 
that side of the House raised it as an 
issue of propriety and only the modus 
operandi followed by us was different, 
but, basically, on both sides of the 
House the issue was one of failure of 
the Government to tehto iissse reports 
before the Parliament in time. On 
that occasion, the Minister of Agri- 
:ulture came forward with some 
legal quibbling. He sharply argued 
like a lawyer, but I was convinced 
on that occasion that very often law 
make a mind sharp by making it 
narrow. That was exactly what has 
happened in the case of the Agri¬ 
culture Minister. He put forward 
the plea before the House and the 
Speaker, that the Bhargava Commis¬ 
sion report on nationalisation of 
sugar industry submitted to the Gov¬ 
ernment on 15th May 1973 was essen¬ 
tially an interim report and. taking 
shelter behind this plea that it was 
just an interim report, he assured the 
House that since the submission of the 
last report on 27th February 1974, six 
months period has yet not been com¬ 
pleted and what he would come for¬ 
ward before the House at the appro¬ 
priate time with all the available re¬ 
ports that were submitted to the Gov¬ 
ernment. On that occasion, from bq^h 
sides of the House, a very specific 
plea was made, and I am raising this 
issue because now, in the final form, 
the reports are already before us and 
whatever submissions we had made 
On that occasion were justified on the 
basis of the reports whose copies have 
been made available to the Members 
of Parliament. On that occasion, our 
contention was that the Bhargava 
Comipission’s report on nationalisa¬ 
tion of the sugar industry submitted 
on the 15th May 1973 was a self- 
contained report. Now, the report is 


av •'■’•ule and if you go tiirough the 
reports from the first page to the last, 
you will find that that part of the 
report on nationalisation of the sugar 
industry contains the evidence that 
was recorded by the Commission. lt(' 
contains the findings of the Commission 
and it goes a step further and even 
the two sets of divergent reconunen- 
dations made on nationalisation of the 
sugar industry made by the two dif¬ 
ferent groups inside the Commission 
have been made part and parcel of 
the report. So, nothing was left to 
be discussed as far as the nationali¬ 
sation of the sugar industry was con-i 
cerned. No part of this report has 
spilled over to the next part and, 
therefore, as we contended earlier, it 
was a self-contained report and. 
therefore, in terms of the provisions 
of Section 3(4) of the Commissions of 
Inquiry Act, 1952, the Report ought 
to have come before the House before 
six months were completed. But it 
came 15 months later. It came after 
15 months of submission of that Re¬ 
port. 


Anyway we were satisfied with the 

assurance given by the Minister at that 

time. That was our achievement 
after raising this issue as a Privilege 
issue and as an issue of Impropriety. 
We got the assurance that the final 
report was submitted on 27th Febru¬ 
ary, 1974 and within the stipulated 
period this will be brou^t forward' 
as required under the provisions of 
law. But again the Government fum¬ 
bled. On 26th August. 1974 these two 
voluminous reports were laid on the 
Table of this House. When they were 
laid On 26th August, 1974, on that day 
itself. On 26th August. 1974, I came 
forward with another Privilege Mo¬ 
tion. I pointed out the mandatory 
provision of the Act saying that not 
only the Report will have to be laid 
before the House, but this is to be 
tabled along with the Memorandum^ 
of Acti(m taken. And on the 26w 
August, 1974. the then Agriculture 
Minister (Shri C. Subramaniam) tab¬ 
led these two volume of the report

before Parliament and he submittei a 
Memorandum of Action and on that' I 
raised a Privilege Issue. The Mamo- 
randum of Action must be- a Memo¬ 
randum of Action only and not a 
Memorandum of Inaction. 

And here I would like to remind 
the House as to what the hon. Minis¬ 
ter had said in the Memorandum that 
was submitted along with the tabling 
of these Reports. In that Memoran¬ 
dum he has said: 

“In view of the sizeable financial 
outlays and complex administrative 
issues involved, Government would 
need some more time to examine 
the matter in detail and arrive at a 
decision." 

Obviously their difficulties were re¬ 
garding the problem of nationalist, 
tion. And the Report on Nationalisa¬ 
tion was submited on 15th May, 1973. 

Yet, Government could not make up 
its mind even fifteen months after 
that. In the Memorandum they said, 
need some more time—not to take a 
decision, but only to ‘consider the 
issue’. I raised the issue on the floor 
Of the House. I said that as required 
by the mandatory proviions of the 
Act, an adequate Memorandum of 
Action has not been brought forward 
before the House, this is not a Memo¬ 
randum of action, but a Memoran¬ 
dum of inaction. All that I said. 
Fortunately, the hon. Speaker did not 
set aside my plea summarily. He has 
made certain observations which have 
gone into the records of the Lok 
Sabha. He said that what constitute 
the scope of the Memorandum of Ac¬ 
tion will have to be suitably and pro¬ 
perly defined by the Rules Committee; 
and therefore though there is some 
substance in what Mr. Dandavate has 
been saying, still the concept of 
Memorandum of Action is not very 
clear to the Minister, it is not clear 
to me, it is not clear to the House, 
etc. It was perhaps an equality of 
Ignorance. And he said on this basis 
we will proceed further .and at some 
stage we will try to define what ex- 
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actly is meant by the term Memoranf- 
dum of Action, its scop" and its 
jurisdiction. 

I would wish in this connection to 
bring to the notice of the Government 
one fact that even the Report of the 
Commission that was appointed by 
Parliament had to be extracted out of 
this Government through these issues 
of Privilege and Propriety.

I think that it will set up a had 
precedent if. everytime, important re¬ 
ports are to be presented before the 
House, vigilant Members of this House 
are required to bring forward the 
privilege motion. 

I would recall the incident that took 
took place in this House that under 
the M.R.T.P. Act the administrative 
as well as the individual reports of 
the M.R.T.P. Commission had to come 
up before th© House. When they did 
not come up before the House, I had 
to bring a privilege motion. At that 
time Shri Gokhale, the Minister in¬ 
charge of Law. Justice and Company 
Affairs had to give an unqualified 
apology to the House. And, after that 
only, the Report came out. The Tariff 
Commission’s Report was also not 
presented to the House in time. These 
reports are such that their non¬ 
submission does not become an aca- 
domic proposition. It is not merely 
a constitutional wrangling; it is not 
merely a wrangling of procedure. 
Non-submission of some of the cruci¬ 
al and important reports have their 
own economic consequences which 
lead to distortion of prices. That is 
why, a person like me have to raise 
this issue. It is not raised in an aca¬ 
demic manner. There is a procedural 
wrangling and all problems arise. 
And we raise this issue a not merely 
issues of procedural wrangling—be¬ 
cause this affects the economic life of 
the country. Therefore. I want to go 
on record that even these reports 
which are going to be discussed to- 
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day and consider^ to>day had to be 
extracted from this unwilling Gov- 
.eriunent through the privilege motion. 
Even the Members of the ruling party 
were raising this issue of impropriety. 
That is how these reports have come 
up. I have carefully gone through both 
the volumes of the reports to the ex¬ 
tent that I can. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I must 
congratulate you. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Thank you, Sir. I hope I will have 
more occasions to be congratulated. 

As far as these reports are concern¬ 
ed, various problems before the sugar 
industries have been discussed thread- 
bar in these reports. So many promi¬ 
nent members of the trade appeared 
before the Commission. Eminent men 
were asked to appear before the Com¬ 
mission. Even prominent Members of 
the political parties, economic experts 
etc., were asked to appear before them. 
Members of Parliament were also 
asked to appear before the Commis¬ 
sion. After an elaborate examination 
of the various witnesses that appeared 
before the Commission, they have come 
forward with the recommendations 
which are contained in two volumes of 
their rei>ort. And on the background 
of these two volumes, I would like 
certain important aspects of the indus¬ 
try to be discussed in depth. These 
aspects will be: 

1. the technological problems of the 

sugar industry India; 

2. pattern of ownership, control 

and management of the sugar 
industry including our ap¬ 
proach to the problems of 
nationalisation and cooperatis- 
ation; 

3. Conditions of labour in the 

sugar industry ^d the rela¬ 
tionship between the manage¬ 
ment and labour; 


4. Interests of the consumes of 

sugar in the country; 

5. Problems of the sugarcane gro¬ 

wers and last but not the least, 
export potential of the sugar 
industry in the country. 

All these aspects must be consider¬ 
ed and we should arrive at some 
consensus. 

I was very happy to find that some 
sort of consemsus on various problems 
connected with the sugar industry have 
already emerged. As far as the pro¬ 
blems of sugar industry are concern¬ 
ed, 1 would like to rise above the party 
levels and I would like to pose the pro¬ 
blems which will cut across narrow 
barriers of political parties. I am 
very happy to find that there is some 
sort of national consensus among the 
members of the ruling party and Mem¬ 
bers of the opposition emerging al¬ 
ready. We will also find that some 
Members of the opposition Party and 
some Members of the Ruling Party are 
united in sppporting some of the pro¬ 
gressive recommendations of this Com¬ 
mission. By and large a very healthy 
process in arriving at a consensus to 
regard to the problems of the sugar in¬ 
dustry has already begun. I hope and 
trust that the leaders of the ruling 
party will grant adequate freedom to 
the Members of the ruling party to 
have a debate on various problems 
facing the sugar industry so that a 
national consensus on this particular 
issue can emerge as a result of vari¬ 
ous deliberations that take place here. 

First of aU, I would like to take the 
problems which I described as the 
technological problems of sugar indus¬ 
try in this country. 1 was shocked 
and surprised to find certain things 
from the various reports that have 
been formulated on sugar industries 
so far such as Bhargava Commission’s 
Report this report is with us and prior 
to this there was another report and 
Gundu Rao Commission Report 
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I carefully went through both these 
reports and as able to find out that 
there was a certain area of agreement 
between both these reports as far as 
technological problems are concerned. 
iThis report gives us a factual analjrsis 
regarding the age of the machinery of 
the various units of the sugar industry 
and you find that out of a total of 236 
sugar mills the niunber of sugar indus¬ 
tries with age of 10 years and below is 
64; the number of sugar industries with 
age of 10—20 years is 48; the number 
of sugar industries with age of 20—^30 
years is 20 and those with the age of 
30—40 years is 87 and above 40 years 
the number is 17. This makes up the 
total of 236 though the number of fac¬ 
tories that were reported was 204. 


Now, you will find the resemblance 
between the findings of these'two re¬ 
ports. According to the data I have 
placed before the House it appears out 
of the 236 sugar mills there are 104 
sugar mills whose age is above thirty 
years. Normally*when a man’s age 
grows he becomes more and more ex¬ 
perienced whereas if a machinery ac¬ 
quires more and more age probably it 
gets more and more outmoded. 

Now*, what does the Gimdu Kao Com¬ 
mittee report said. It said that out of 
215 sugar factories working in 1969-70 
113 factories had age between 32—67 
years and needed major replacements. 
When the machinery of so many fac¬ 
tories need replacement or over-haul¬ 
ing obviously the sugar industry ma¬ 
chinery as far as a large number of 
sugar factories are cmicemed is outmo¬ 
ded. No doubt, there are certain excep- 
tiona Where the machinery of a large 
number of sugar mills is outmoded in 
that case their productivity is bound to 
fall down. But there is one more factor 
which must be discussed in this House 
as to why does the machinery remain¬ 
ed outmoded. For that there Is one 
aspect, which has certain political over^ 
tones, which must also be considered. 
There are leaden like Genda Babu—no 
matter to which party they belong— 


they having spent a nik^ postioa of 
their lives along with the^sugareme 
growers and in the movcanent led by 
various trade unionists wodsing in 
various sectors of sugarcane industry 
will be able to tell you how it lumpoi- 
ed. There is also documentary evi¬ 
dence available to show, that it is not 
something that has come up as some¬ 
thing new. As early as 1946 the wor¬ 
kers of the sugar industry at the inau¬ 
gural conference of Uttar 'Pradesh 
Sugar Mills Workers Federation de¬ 
manded nationalisation of the sugar 
industry. 


Dr. Sampurnanand himself was 
present in this conference and he him¬ 
self moved a resolution in the UP Le¬ 
gislative assembly in August 1947 ask¬ 
ing for socialisation of industries in¬ 
cluding the sugar industry in U.P. 
Again in 1956, a socialist colleague of 
mine, Shri Khushwqat Rai, Member of 
Parliament here tabled a resolution in 
the Lok Sabha calUng for the nation¬ 
alisation of the sugar industry. Again, 
in 1959, on the demand and enquiry of 
Shri Genda Singh, Dr. Sampurnanand 
as the Chairman of the Pradesh Plan¬ 
ning Committee of UP agreed to ap¬ 
point a high level committee to go into 
the entire question of nationalisation 
or socialisation of the sugar industry. 
Sir, these were the recommendations 
that were made and these were the ap¬ 
proaches that were historically adopt¬ 
ed. Bhargava Commission’s report Is 
ready. I will come to this particular 
problem at a later stage as to what has 
been the approach of the Bhargava 
Commission as far as the problems of 
the sugar industry are concerned, what 
according to them should be the ambit 
of nationalisation, whether they should 
cover the public cooperatives or they 
should stick only to bringing Into the 
public sector) the private sector sugar 
industry. I will come to that at a 
later stage. There is one political, over¬ 
tone to the entire problem. The Com¬ 
mission’s Report is there. In a differ¬ 
ing way, they have said this. One 
group has said that only sick mills 
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should be nationalised. The other 
group says that only the private sec- 
Inr should be nationalised and the 
cooperative sector should be complete¬ 
ly left out of the process of nationali¬ 
sation. Leave aside that. With res¬ 
pect to the recommendations of the 
Bhargava Commission, these recom¬ 
mendations had already seen the light 
of the Press long before the Tabling of 
these reports. In spite of these re¬ 
commendations, deliberately, the en¬ 
tire question of nationalisation of sugar 
industry is now like a hanging sword 
on the heads of the sugar magnates. The 
sugar magnates are told ‘Tycoons, be¬ 
have yourself; if you do not, the hang¬ 
ing sword might fall and your heads 
might be “ chopped offi and there¬ 
fore, behave yourself’. They are also 
told “Whenever we want patronage, 

let it be available, whenever we demand 

funds they should be available, if you 
try to halter and falter, in that case, 
the sword might come down”. There¬ 
fore, now, it is like a hanging sword 
on the heads of the tycoons, the sugar 
magnates and the sugar tycoons and 
ultimately, they have their own econo¬ 
mic interests. They said ‘All right, if 
the word is hanging, let it hang like 
that’; ‘If you want, we are prepared to 
provide a firm and unbreakable rope 
by which you hang the sword of na¬ 
tionalisation so that the rope will not 
come down’. They say ‘You prevent 
-it; you only postpone the process of 
nationalisation.’ That is the plea made 
by them. But, at the same time, it had 
its own corollary. There is no Arm de¬ 
cision on nationalisation. There is 
<on half wayout. Ev^ for the produc¬ 


tivity of the sugar industry, let the 
Government firmly say that they axe 
going to nationalise the sugar industry. 
But, if they have no desire to do it, I 
would say that let the alternative be 
accepted, which is not acceptable to 
me, that for the next ten or twenty 
years, there is going to be no nationali- 
saion at all. They have the worst of both 
the worlds. They do not make a cate¬ 
gorical commitment, specific commit¬ 
ment, whether they would go in for 
nationalisation. As a result of that, 
the sugar magnates feel that they do 
not at all have any stake in running 
the sugar industry. As a result of that, 
they do not replace the old machinery, 
they do not overhaul the machinery. 
Therefore, even when the machinery 
remains in the hands of the private 
entrepreneurs, instead of improving * 

the proauctivity, actually, they them¬ 
selves are responsible for bringing 
down the productivity and the produc¬ 
tion targets are never fulfilled. That 
happens because the private entrepren¬ 
eurs are left with no stake in the sugar 
industry and they feel that the sword 

of nationalisation is hanging. At the 
same time, because a firm and urgent 
decision is not taken on nationalisa¬ 
tion—I would like this to be taken— 
even the gains of nationalisation that 
would have occurred are not available 
to the sugar industry. Neither the 
private sector becomes efficient nor are 
we able to have an ideal and an effi¬ 
cient public sector sugar Industry. 
Therefore, we have the worst of both 
the worlds. As a result of that, the 
productivity suffers. I indll again t 
quote some of the interesting figures 
over here. ’ 
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I will come to them when I come to 
the condition of the plants and their 
performance. If you go through the 
various reports presented to the House, 
even on the basis of the modest re¬ 
ports that have been submitted, you 
will find that because of the outdated 
machinery, which needs replacement, 
extraction is extremely poor, second¬ 
ly, the steam .consumption per unit of 
cane is extremely high, thirdly, lor 
want of proper planned expansion, 
sugar factories are congested and con¬ 
sequently sanitation in the mills as 
well as the boiling houses is extremely 
poor, and lastly due to the multipli¬ 
city of units, maintenance, operation 
and control have become extremely 
difficult. 


Let Us see what is the direct con¬ 
sequence of these. Are these merely 
academic conclusidns drawn by the 
Bhargava Commission? I think they 
have given interesting facts and figures 
and have built up a powerful case 
showing what is the net effect of the 
outdated machinery. We will be able 
to find out what have been the targets 
and what have been the actual achieve¬ 
ments in the course of the last four 
Plans. These are statistics available 
from the Bank of India Bulletin ol 
March, 1974. In the First Five Year 
Plan, sugar production target was 
15.20 Ij^h tonnes and achievement 
was 18.92 lakh tonnes—a gap of plus 
3.72 lakh tonnes. In the Second Flan 
period—^you will see as the machinery 
grows older what happens to produc¬ 
tion—^the target of production was 
22.90 lakh tonnes, actual achievement 
30.28 lakh tonnes—a gap of idus 7.38 
lakh tonnes. In the Third Plan period, 
the target was 35 lakh tonnes and 
achievement 35.32 lakh tonnes, a gap 
of plus 0.32 lakh tonnes. It is interest¬ 
ing to see what has happened in the 
Fourth Plan as the machinery grew 
<dder and older. The target was 47 
lakh tonnes and achiev^ent 4 O lakh 
tonnes, a gap of minus 7 lakh tonnes. 
So you find that with the machinery 
which is already outdated getting more 
and more outmoded and outdated, the 


entire tonnage of production hap gone 
down and there has been a gap of 
minus 7 lakh tonnes. That is- the out¬ 
come of this particular aspect. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Are 
you scientific when you say that the 
single factor responsible is the aged 
machinery? Also it was a plus sur¬ 
plus and not minus gap. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: The 
hon. Member did not listen to my 
introductory comments. I had listed 
six various factors. As I develop 
other points, labour, consumers, cane 
growers and so on, he will know. Let 
him have a little patience; I have 
patience to explain to him. 

As far as productivity is concerned, 
we must not issue a clean chit to 'our 
sugar units. We must ultimately have 
comparative studies of various coun¬ 
tries where there has been sugar pro» 
duction. Here the figures are stiU 
more staggering. 1 have figures of 
four or five countries. Take Hawaii. 
The yield of cane per acre has been 

80.4 tonnes and sugar recovery ua 

per cent. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AN1> 
IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNASAHEB P. 
SHINDE); I hape Prof. Dandavate is 
aware that the Hawaii crop is normally 
two years old. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad): And Maharashtra is not 
the entire country. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: If 
Maharashtra were to be the entire 
rashtra, then the problem would have 
been different. There arc other States 
like U.P. I will take the entire 
average. 

Sugar recovery per acre in tonnes 
is 9.17. Then UAR. Yield of cane 
per acre is 39.2 tonnes, sugar recovery 
percentage is 10.9 and sugar recovery 
per acre in tonnes is 4.27. 

In Australia the per acre cane yield 
is 30.7, the recovery is 14.7 per cent 
and fbe sugar recoverey is 3,67. IQ 
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Indonesia the respective figures aio 
30.7, 11.2 and 3.44 we come to the 
staggering figure in India. The per 
acre cane yield is 19.6 tonnes. 

AN HON. MEMBER: No. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 1 
have got all the books and references. 
The desire of our ^ugar king is not 
reflected in the reality. I am giving 
the figures that are given in the re¬ 
port. Sugar recovery is 9.8 per cent 
and sugar recovery per acre in tonnes 
is 1.92. Different ipersons can draw 
their own inference. One can say that 
it was only due to damaged machinery 
but a man like me would say that it 
was the cumulative effect of a number 
of factors that were responsible for 
this situation. 

Look at the performance of the 
private sector. Even on the basis of 
the findings of the report 27 sugar 
mills are described as sick mills. 104 
mills as I have already stated earlier, 
are aged beyond 30 or 40 years and 
therefore they are outmoded. Labour 
relations with a few illustrious ex¬ 
ceptions are extremely bad. The 
wages to which the workers are en¬ 
titled are not available to them. The 
private sector does not pay a reason¬ 
able o^ remunerative price to the cane 
grower. Even when assurances are 
given you find that there are huge 
arrears of payment to workers. They 
were manipulating production of sugar 
so that they can keep sugar in short 
supply and exidoit the artificial scar¬ 
city to get a higher price for levy 
sugar. This is the biggest conspiracy 
in which the Private Sector in the 
sugar industry has been indulging In. 
There is premeditated escalation of 
the price of free sale sugar in coUu- 
ston with the sugar trade. 

I {need noil read toe production 
figures lor Individual units. That is 
contained in toe report. The figures 
that have been given in tois Report 

coincide with the figures given in the 

earlier report and 1 have no reason 
to believe that those figures are not 


reliable. There are many pdlltielaxuk 
and economists who woUld like to 
draw a ^thin line of demarcation or 
a sharp line of demarcation between 
the cooperative sector and the Public 
Sector. What is the position of ^ 
cooi>eratlve sector of whito some peo¬ 
ple speak highly? Firstly my grouse 
against.the framers of toe Report is 
that they have tried to find out or 
assess the performance of sugar coope. 
ratives by making a sample survey, 
they themselves admitted this, of 
seven cooperative sugar mills. Their 
conclusions are -based ^on a sample 
survey of seven cooperative sugar 
mills by toe officers of toe Nation^ 
Cooperative Development Corporation. 

When toe law of probability is ap¬ 
plied to the sugar industry in such 
units, the law of probability will not 
always be correct. I belong to the 
faculty of physics and mathematics 
and I know toe law of probability has 
its limitations. It is very dangerous 
to apply the law of probability in 
analysing the problems of the sugar 
industry and the cooperative sector of 
the sugar industry by taking only 
those seven units. Tomorrow it some 
research academicians come to Parlia¬ 
ment and they want to see as to how 
studious are the Members of Parlia¬ 
ment and how sharp is their intellig¬ 
ence, what is their quality, and if 
they interview you only and come to 
the conclusion that the Members of 
the Lok Sabha are extremely sharp 
and intelligent, it will be an injustice 
to our non-intelligence and non-sbarp- 
ness. It would T)e ver.v wrong. In a 
similar manner, if you just pick and 
choose only seven cooperatives and, 
on the basis of that, you come to some 
conclusions and inferences, those in¬ 
ferences might be corr^ on the basis 
of the law of probability, but on the 
basis of reality they are likely to go 
wrong.

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TheiefoK. 1 woidd like to point out 
that there is one allegation that has 
been leveled against the sugar coopO” 
ratives hy a number o* persons who 
appeared as witnesses before the 
Commission. I have mysell appeared 
before the Commission. Since the 
Report has already come out, what we 
said cannot be treated as a confiden¬ 
tial matter. In fact, portions of what¬ 
ever we have said have come in tBe 
Report. Some of us discussed with 
the Commission and pointed out to 
them these facts. Very often we find 
that, as far as the cooperative ^tor 
is concerned, it functions like a Gov¬ 
ernment within the Government and 
a State within the State and some 
iamilies, selected families, and select¬ 
ed shareholders are able to control 
the entire cooperative sector. This 
particular allegation that they have 
become the close preserve of a limited 
number of sharehoMers and families 
has been rejected by the Bhargava 
Commission on the plea that they have 
already made 'a sample survey of 
seven cooperatives and they have 
come to this conclusion that this par¬ 
ticular c'bntentio'n is not correct. Those 
who are connected with the coopera¬ 
tive movement; trade union movement 
and sugarcane cooperative movement 
know very weE that some families are 
trying to make the sugar sector their 
exclusive preserve and this is what is 
going to happen. 

In this connection, it is very in¬ 
teresting to note the,various transac¬ 
tions that are going on in the so-called 
cooperatives. The House will be shock¬ 
ed to know that small farmers with 
less than one acre of land are not 
allowed to become members of the 
cooperatives at a number of places. 
This is the country for the weaker 
sections, but that is only as far as the 
slogans go. But when it comes to the 
small farmers, thdse owning less than 
one acre would not be allowed to be¬ 
come members of cooperatives. 

Be far as ^e transfer of shares is 
eonbemed, it is a very interesttng 
stripy.. The shares ate transforsd at 


a premium with the hnowledgsi nf the 
Board of Directors of the so-called 
cooperatives and such transfers are 
made invariably to the rich fanners. 
I have given evidence before the Com¬ 
mission, giving out aU the facts, the 
names of the persons involved in that. 
So, I can say with a clean conscience 
in this House also the particulars of 
the members of the sugar cooperatives, 
Including Directors, who diverted 
their cane to gur and klumdsori 
whenever they offered high prices for 
cane. So, all their loyalty to the co¬ 
operate movement, all their loyalty to 
the cooperative pHnciples, they are 
thrown to the winds whenever higher 
prices are available to them from gur 
and khandsari. 

There are a number of vested in¬ 
terests who have been able to domi¬ 
nate the cooperative sector, and the 
cooperators manipulate the prices in 
an interesting way. The sugarcane 
growers have a complaint that the 
private sector does not give a remu- 
neirative and adequate price. Even 
the statutory price is not available to 
them. The minimum price is not 
available to them. There are large 
arrears which are pending. All this 
this is the grievance about the pri¬ 
vate sector. What happens in the 
cooperative sector? It is really a 
family affair. I am a cooperator; I 
am a shareholder; I am on the Board 
of Directors of the sugar cooperative; 
I sit in the Board meeting and I get a 
resolution passed that exorbitantly 
high price should be paid for the 
sugarcane because, after all I have 
my own farm and, therefore, money 
that is available through the produc¬ 
tion of sugar is to be transferr^ from 
one pocket to another pocket. That Is 
what is going to happen in the case 
of a number of cooperatives. 

As far as the cooperative movement 
is concerned, if you study the co¬ 
operative movement in &andinavian 
countries wlrere the cooperative 
movement has been built up, you wUl 
find that the eooperative swtor is 
able to offer to the labour employed 
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in the cooperative sector better wages, 
better facilities and better relationship 
between the management and the 
employees. 

We are not private entrepreneurs. 
Why do you go on pressing the de¬ 
mands on the workers? After all, 
the workers must realise that we are 
ruiming the sugar cooperatives in the 
interest of the common people and in 
the interest of the country to build 
up a national economy. We are a 
socialist country. Cooperative is a 
socialist form. Therefore, you should 
not apply the norm that you apply to 
the private sector. 

Very often, when my friends here 
raise the question of Railway emplo¬ 
yees, we always tell the Railway 
Minister, let the Government pres¬ 
cribe a certain code of conduct and 
labour-management relationship to the 
private sector. We must be able to 
tell them, when we are the employer, 
when the Government is employer, 
we are able to establish better labour- 
management relationship. Where the 
cooperative factor is set in motion, the 
cooperators must be able to offer bet¬ 
ter relations to the labour. 

On the contrary, if you study the 
memorandum that has been submitted 
before the Parliament by various 
trade unions, including the Hind 
Mazdoor Sabha and the INTUC— 
have with me the memorandum that 
has been signed by the INTUC; here 
is one hon. Member who is also the 
leader of that organisation—^you will 
find that there is a common memoran¬ 
dum that has been presented to 
Parliament in which they have point¬ 
ed out that as far as labour relations 
are concerned, in the cooperative sec¬ 
tor, the treatment meted out to the 
labour is worse. 

After analysing the private sector 
and the cooperative sector, let us come 
to the recommendations that have 
been made by the Bhar^va Commis¬ 
sion vts-o-vis the problems of na¬ 
tionalisation ' and cooperativisation. 
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There are two distinct opinions. The 
most comic situation is that this Com¬ 
mission of 10 members has 5 members 
on one side and 0 members on the 
other side. One group is lead by Mr. 
Bhargava himself. The Bhargava 
group has recommended, in black and 
white, that whether the mills belong 
to the private sector or they belong to 
the cooperative sector, all the sick 
mills must be nationalised. That is 
their point of view. I would like to 
ask those who are in favour of na¬ 
tionalisation; Do you want nation¬ 
alisation of sugar industry or you 
want hospitalisation of sugar indus¬ 
try? What they have suggested is 
that only the sick units should be 
taken up, it should bq taken in the 
public sector and the attitude would 
be that of the doctor. If somone is 
suffering from an ailment, the doctor 
takes him to the hospital, gives him 
the nourishing food, vitamin tablets 
and necessary doses of medicine and, 
when his health is improved, he is 
sent back to his residence. I think, 
that is likely to be the attitude, that 
. .you take over the sick mills, improve 
their productivity.... 

AN HON. MEMBER; If the doctor 
has made the patient sick? 


PROP. MADHU DANDAVATE; 
Such a doctor has to be removed and 
another doctor has to be brought in. 
If the administration does not see 
that the nationalisation succeeds, a 
different type of administration will 
have to be brought in to see that the 
nationalisation ^succeeds. There are 
certain doctors who instead of curing 
the ailment, sometimes aggravate the 
ailment. Under such circumstances, 
you do not issue the general orders, 
as far as file fraternity of doctors is 
concerned, that they are a category 
who actiudly spell disaster to the 
patient and, ther^re, the category 
doctors fiioidd be abolished. We say, 
the doctors must be changed; th^ 
treatment must be dianged man 
with batter diagnosis must be l^t at 
doctorsb We never;, .fiiiw ~ ^

with the bath. That is my attitude 
as far as these problems are concern¬ 
ed. . t 

As far as this Group is concerned, 
as I have said earlier, they are not 
for nationalisation, they are for hos¬ 
pitalisation, They say, “Take over the 
sick mills; improve their productivity; 
if the private entrepreneours have 
not been able to put their machinery 
in order, you spend some amounts 
• and, if necessary even foreign ex¬ 
change, and try to replace the ma¬ 
chinery and when the productivity 
improves, hand them back to the pri- 
■ vate entrepreneurs.” That also is 
likely to happen. Therefore, it is 
better, having seen how the coopera¬ 
tive sector is twirking, having seen 
how the private sector is working, 
having seen that there ^is not much to 
distinguish betwen the two, it is bet¬ 
ter that either you take ;a decision to 
ave naionalisation or if you are not 
favour of nationalisation, declare 
candidly that you are not going to 
nationalise; tell the sugar magnates 
that, for 20 years, you are not going 
to nationalise, so that they feel their 
stake in running the industry. There¬ 
fore, as far as the Bhargava Group is 
concerned, they feel that total na¬ 
tionalisation of the private sector 
should not be introduced because 
they have a fear of adverse repercus¬ 
sion On other segments of the private 
sector, the other factors being handi¬ 
caps of the working of the public 
sector, lack of finances with the Gov¬ 
ernment, the fear of fixation of cane 
price becoming a lever of political 
. pressure and State Government’s pre¬ 
ference to manage the factories with¬ 
in the States only. Therefore, they 
say that it is not good to nationalise 
the entire private sector. 

Then there is the Chisti Group, con¬ 
sisting of five persons, and they have 
''said that we must not touch the co¬ 
operative sector at all Even though 
they talk of nationalisation of ^e 
private sectm:, many of th«n 
feei'!.^t'\nationi!!8atton should be a

step in the direction of laltimate co- 
operatisation. What is their conten¬ 
tion? Their contention, as far as 
private sector is concerned, is this; 
poor factory-farmer relationship; in¬ 
ordinate delay in cane price payment;, 
non-sharing of extra sales realisa¬ 
tion; cane-growers’ distnist in sugar 
recovery figures; inadequate cane- 
development; improper marketing of 
sugar; poor technical efficiency and 
condition of plant land machinery; 
existence of sick units on large-scale- 
in the private sector and the lack of' 
resources to carry out the required 
rehabilitation and modernisation.- 
These, being the various factors, the 
Chisto Group has recommended that 
the cooperative sector should be left 
untouched and that we should fake 
over only the private sector. That 
exactly is the point of view that has: 
been put forward by them. Their 
contention is that we may give better 
share to the workers in the manage¬ 
ment of the cooperative sector, and 
the cooperative sector is not lost; it 
can be improved. Therefore, they 
say, ‘let us keep the cooperative sec¬ 
tor completely untouched and let US 
try to nationalise only the other sector 
of the economy.” 

Then we come to another problerrr. 
which also affects the sugar industry 
and that is the problem of sugarcane 
prices. As I said earlier, the problem 
in respect of sugarcane prices is a. 
strange type of one. As far as the- 
private sector is concerned, they are- 
not prepared to give a remunerative 
price. As far as the cooperative sector- 
is concerned, it is all a family affair- 
and they try to give exorbitant pric& 
to some of the farms on which they 
grow cane. This is the dichotomy that, 
has developed. There is the recom¬ 
mendation of the Tariff Commission 
for payment to the cane-growers om 
the basis of quality. That will take- 
place after some time. But in the 
meantime, the Government of India 
has already made a recommendation 
that it would like to link up the- 
statutory minimum cane price with 
the average recovery of the preceding: 
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season. This may deprive the cane- 
growers of the remunerative price 
because of certain factors which are 
extraneous to thrir activities. For 
instance, if you say that the cane 
price has to be rigidly linked up with 
the recovery, the problem that will 
crop up is that some cane-growers are 
likely to say, “We give the sugarcane 
to certain factories, their machinery is 
outmoded, they have not replaced their 
old machinery, their labour rela¬ 
tions are very bad, they are not 
able to have efficient personnel and 
as a result of that, because of their 
inefficiency and various other fac¬ 
tors which are extraneous to the 
factors built up by the cane-growers, 
the recovery is less.” Therefore, if 
you rigidly link up the statutory price 
directly with the recovery, in that case, 
there is likely to be difficulty for those 
sugarcane-growers whose sugarcane 
might be good but whose recovery be¬ 
cause of bad and adverse type of 
machinery, may be less. So, this fac¬ 
tor should be taken into consideration. 

Also, the statutory minimum price 
has to be announced well in advance so 
that they are assured of a proper 
price, adequate supply will be made^ 
and the recovery also will be adequate. 
Then the fluctuations in cane price 
should be brought down to the mini¬ 
mum and remunerative prices should 
be paid to the cane-growers. 

The huge arrears of the cane gro¬ 
wers to which I made a reference 
earlier, especially, in relation to the 
private sector, must be wiped out as 
early as possible and the co-operators 
very often manipulate exhorbitantly 
high prices. Therefore, if you bring 
the entire sector in the public sectori 
probably, this difficulty could also be 
eliminated. 

In this connection I would also like 
to refer to the production and consump¬ 
tion of sugar. The sugar produc¬ 
tion ^ureis are ovaUable in the C(»n- 


mission's report, j do not want to 
spell out all the details. I would only 
quote one relevant figure. As far as 
sugar production is concerned, in. 
1971-72, the sugar production was' 
31.12 lakhs tonnes. In 1978-79 the 
target is 65 lakhs tonnes and the tar¬ 
get fixed for 1985 is 94.74 lakhs tonnes. 

While we decide what should be 
our approach in the matter of pro¬ 
duction and how much of it should be 
exported, it is interesting to note what 
is the consumption pattern of sugar i 
in the country. The per capita con-’ 
sumption of sugar in our country is 
very low as compared to the rest of 
the world and here, in order to avoid 
the allegation that I am trying to 
compare the figures of the developing 
countries with the developed coun¬ 
tries, I would like to quote the com¬ 
parative and the relative figures in 
both the sets of countries. Let us take 
the developing countries. As far as 
India is concerned, the per capita con- ‘ 
sumption is 7.3 kg. l^ypt—15.5 kg. 
Malaysia—35.7 kg. and Brazil—39 kg. 
These are all developing countries. 
Now, what about developed countries? 
In USA the per capita consumption 
is 50.2 UK—52.0 and Australia—56.4 
Our sugar consumption in 1972-73 was 
only 35 lakhs tonnes. 

Now, the Task Force on Sugar In¬ 
dustry set up by the Planning Commis- ' 
sion has projected a demand of 60 
lakhs tonnes, including 5 lakhs tonnes 
for export, by the end of the Fifth 
Plan period. Here I would like to . 
mention a word about the price for 
export. As far as the prices are con¬ 
cerned, we have a dual price struc¬ 
ture in the country. That structure 
has its merits as also demerits. We 
have today dual price structures based 
on the levy sugar as well as the frOe- 
sale sugar. Very often the divisions 
is 70:30. The private enterpreneous, 
and the sugar magnates, have been , 
able to exploit it to a very great ex- . 
tent, liie^are, a ^ge. has- come 
when w:e must deqidie whathar it is 
not< adviseabla ^ ^iial pride 
system riiould be emaplet^lsr abolii^ed 
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or the entire sugar produced should 
he made available for the pubUc dis-* 
tribufion system so that the common 
nan will be assured of a minimum 
quota of sugar, that is required for 
his consumption and for the calorific 
value. That is the point which must 
he discussed threadbare. 

There is also tlie other point. I 
have quoted the figures of |>ro<iuction. 

1 have quoted the likely targets for 
1978-79 and 1984-35. If you take the 
figure of 65 lakhs into account, you 
will find that as far as India’s indi¬ 
genous needs of consumption of sugar 
are concerned, they a.e not likely to 
be met. Therefore, the House inu.st 
address itself to this point whether it 
is adviseable to export an essential 
commodity like sugar when actually 
millions of our countrymen went that 
essential commodity in the country. 
Here, I would l^kc to mention that 
Mr. P. Marutha PilJai, tlit, new Presi¬ 
dent of the Indiair Sugar Mills Asso¬ 
ciation, on hjs return from a tour of 
UK and the continent, has announced 
that all the sugar producers ill India 
should take advantage of the current 
world sugar boom which he thinks 
would continue for some more years. 

He felt that the sugar industry could 
ensure exports of 8 lakhs tonnes* in 
the current financial years itself earn¬ 
ing foreign exchange of Rs 500 
crores.... 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: It 
is Rs, 1,000 crores. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 

That was your colleague’s statement. 

The figure he has given is Rs. 500 
crores. 

Sir, we all know that for develop¬ 
ment of industries very often we need 
foreign exchange in the country. But 
here the question is: is the forotut**^ 
exchange to be secured by Sporting 
ess ^ or should we 

export those ’Commodities other than 
essential “CCimmodities? I think here 
^'^’^ance must be struck here I will 
give very interesting figures regard- 
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ing exports and also the losses in¬ 
curred. 1 do not want to rea^ all the 
figures. In 1957 the quantify of ex¬ 
ports was 1.47 lakhs tonnes and the 
foreign exchange earned was Rs. 11.89 
crores. 

In 1958 the quantity exported in 
lakh tonnes is 0.50 and the foreign ex¬ 
change earned is 2.47 crores. I will 
give the last year’s figure of 1973. The 
quantity of sugar exported was 2.49 
lakhs tonnes and the foreign exchange 
earned is 42.50 crores. I will refer to 
the losses incurred. Please see page 
945 of the Sugar Commission Report. 
About losses per tonnes of sugar ex¬ 
ported, in 1964, the loss per tonne of 
sugar exported was 71.88 crores. In 
1965 this is Rs. 540 crores, in 1966, 
532.83 crores; in 1967, 526 crores in 
1968, 229 crores, in 1969, 202 crores, 
1970, 4.53 crores and in 1971, 296.25 
crores. TJiis is the pattern of export 
which we have got. So long as essen¬ 
tial commodities are not available in 
the country, so long as we have this 
problem of scarcity we should not 
give opportunity for the export of 
essential commodities outside the 
country. This is the specific point 
which I would like to stress. The 
unsatisfactory state of affairs in the 
sugar industry is due to a number of 
factors. First, it i.s due to erratic 
fluctuations in cane production. Se¬ 
condly there are wide variations in 
sugarcane prices and huge unpaid 
arrears to sugarcane growers. Third¬ 
ly there is continued use of out¬ 
moded machinery and equipments for 
sugar industry. Fourthly, there is low 
cane productivity caused by the in¬ 
adequate irrigation and outmoded 
agricultural practices. Fifthly there 
is unsatisfactory utilisation of bye- 
products which can have industrial 
use. The cost of sugar can be reduced 
considerably by utilising the bye-pro¬ 
ducts bagasse for fuel as well as paper 
industry, molasses for distillaries and 
press-mud containing minerals, 
organic matters and wax as manure. 
With more profitability all round we 
can have better fairdeal as far as 
w’orkerg are concerned and also the 
sugarcane growers, and also the con- 
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Lastly I veish to submit that 
, thOib,is.£r«at suspense'which is creat- 
^ed' by the indecision of the Govem- 
'jnenl Regarding the nationalisation of 
the sugar industry. We should take 
into view the totality of the problems 
as f^r. as pfoduction and productivity 
is concerned. I would in , the end 
appeal to the House that let there be 
a' national consensus which could be 
evolved on this issue. Such a volumi¬ 
nous report has been given by the 
Commission. It affects v'arious sectors 
of our economy. We need not blindly 
support or reject it. Whatever re¬ 
commendations will help to streng¬ 
then our economy, which will be for 
the good of the common people of 
the country, must be accepted and 
that plea I am placing before you and 
before the honourable House, regard¬ 
ing this question.

SHRI O. K. PANDA (Bhanja- 
nagar): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 1 would 
like to read out recommendation 
made by those S members of the 
Bhaigava Commission wherein they, 
have stated that they propose the n^ 
tionalisatioh. of private ieetor sugar 
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industry and the nationalisation of 
marketing of sugar irrespective of the 
sector which produces it and that this 
problem will be resolved only in the 
manner in which they have stated. 

. At the end. they have said: 

•'The demand for nationalisation 
is motivated by the belief that it 
is a means to achieve the objectives 
which have been set earlier for the 
sugar industry. The sugar industry 
is a focal point of socio-economic 
growth of the rural sector. The 
private sugar industry has not kept 
these objectives in view. It is too 
much to expect it to do so... ’ 

As the time at' my disposal is limi¬ 
ted, I will not quote everything. But 
it goes without saying that it is not 
merely for natipnalisation’s sake that 
we have been demanding nationalisa¬ 
tion for all these years. Since 1934, 
it is the sugar industry workers who 
have fought and who have rather ini¬ 
tiated the struggle for nationalisation 
of sugar industry. After the 1933 
Simla Conference of the Cane Gro¬ 
wers, in 1970, at Miraj, almost all the 
parties except those diehard reactio¬ 
naries, in unequivocal terms, declared 
that nationalisation of sugar industry 
is the only way to achieve the social 
objective. 

Then, in November, 1973, here in 
Delhi, in the Vithalbhai Patel House, 
more than 47 Members of Parliament 
belonging to Congress Party, the 
Communist Party and other progres¬ 
sives had participated and demanded 
for immediate nationalisation of sugar 
industry. 

Now, the Bhargava Commission Re¬ 
port has come to light and we are 
discussing it. What is the difference 
Between the two views which have 
been expressed here? 

One says: ‘Allow the sugar barons 
to reduce their sugar mills to the 
point of junk and then take over’. 
, There we have found by experience— 
not only , theoretically but by ex¬ 


perience—that the rehabilitation er 
repair or modernisation charges have 
become very high. Therefore, before 
the remaining sugar mills could be¬ 
come sick, they should be taken over. 

In 1974, in Aska, in Orissa, there 
was an All India Cane-growers’ Con¬ 
ference where also we demanded 
nationalisation of the sugar industry. 
In Vithalbhai Patel House on 27fii 
November, 62 MPs participated in 
that conference and all of them de¬ 
manded nationalisation of the sugar 
industry; they have also asked for re¬ 
munerative price to be given to th«e 
cane-growers. Finally, we submitted 
a memorandum, signed by 259 Mem¬ 
bers of this House. Therrfore, we do 
not lack in a national consensus, we 
do not need the public opinion now 
to be mobilised. Already we have 
reached the national consensus for 
nationalisation of sugar industry. 
Therefore, who are the forces who are 
going to prevent the Government, ui»- 
less Government chooses to succumb 
to the vested interests’ pressures? We 
have tried many methods of adhocism, 
we have tried the policies of adho¬ 
cism. Sometimes we raise the price. 
This time the Government have in¬ 
creased the price very miserly. And 
see the benefits that you have already 
given to the sugar magnates. And in 
spite of that, they have been cheating 
us in all the ways; they have been 
cheating by reducing the weight, they 
have been cheating by manipulating 
the recovery figures; they have beea 
cheating by accumulating large 
arrears of cane price which they die 
not pay even after six months or 
months or even ten months. Regard¬ 
ing repairs and rehabilitation, not t< 
speak of development rebate, the; 
have not ploughed back even th 
depreciation money which was allow 
ed to them in the past—^ten per cen' 
Now after the adoption of the Dire* 
Taxes (Amendment) Bill by ParUi 
ment, these sugar magnates ane ^ 
titled to eet 25 per cent depreciatioi 
In the past when it was tfm per 
not a single pie was ploughed beu 
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for modernisation of their factory. 
Nov how can we expect them to 
idough back for modernisation when 
it is 25 per cent depreciation? It is 
emt of question. 

As for their profits, they are having 
super profits. Mr. Maurya, when he 
was the Agriculture Minister, dec¬ 
lared at Bombay the profits that they 
have made, taking advantage of the 
30 per cent open market sale of 
sugar. They have looted the people 
so much. Therefore, all these years, 
it has been found that nothing could 
repair them nothing could bring them 
to such a position as to maintain har¬ 
mony with the cane-growers or with 
the workers or with the consumers. 

This year the Government has 
announced the price of sugarcane at 
Rs. 8.50 per quintal; they have 
allowed a miserly increase of 50 
paise per quintal, whereas the cost 
of production has gone up by almost 
a hundred per cent, by more than 
Rs. 5 or 6 per quintal. It has been 
stated in the Report and also under 
the Cane Control Order, it has been 
categorically mentioned, that the 
statutory minimum cane price should 
he so fixed that it fully covers the 
cost of cultivation in the major 
cane-growing regions. The Commis- 
siM has further said that, for pur¬ 
poses of fixing the cane price, data 
on cost of cane cultivation and re¬ 
turn from sugarcane and all other 
alternative crops should be collected 
and kept uptodate. 

This has not at all been followed 
and, this is not only the recommen¬ 
dation but a statutory compulsion 
under the Cane Control Order. 

' Several times I have put questions, 
but the answer was evasive. I 
asfked: in how many . States 

it was imidemented and whether 
they have ever worked out as to 
wiiat is t^ actual coat of production 
of eane par aciqe., I think it has never 
been dcMie. In' 19?8-74 what was 
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the argument? The hon. Minister, 
Shri -Shinde and even the Prime 
Minister said that the prices of 
other essential commodities might 
go up. But when 40 per cent rise is 
already there as for wheat and other 
essential commodities and foodstuffs, 
then what is the point in not in¬ 
creasing the price of cane? There¬ 
fore, I demand a remunerative 
price for sugar cane. So as far as 
the principle is concerned,, it has 
already been enunciated and already, 
there is a statutory provision under 
the Cane Control Order. Therefore, 
/that has to be strictly adhered to. 
Hereafter, no departure from that 
should be allowed. 


Now, with regard to nationalisa¬ 
tion, why I have spoken ■ all these 
things is that under such circumstan¬ 
ces never will we get any type of 
sympathetic attitude from the sugar 
barons as far as the cane-growers 
are concerned. Here, it is an agro- 
based industry and unlike the tex¬ 
tile or any other industry, here the 
main point is: how best the relations 
can be maintained between the 
cane-growers and the mills because 
without the cane, the question of’ 
production of sugar is unthinkable. 
Therefore, the main point is that it 
is totally dependent upon the quan¬ 
tity of cane. Now, the point you 
will see is: how last year in the very 
resolution we have stated that lesser 
the production of sugar cane the 
lower will be the production of 
sugar and the consequence will be 
high price of sugar and still higher 
profits for the sugar barons. So, the 
low prices that you have already 
lannoimced for cane will only help 
the private coffers. It is going to 
help the same sugar monopoly 
houses, nierefmne, the entire House, 
barring a few to whom also I would 
like to appeal, should tdl come for¬ 
ward to fight against these augtt 
barons. It is not out of revo^ wt 
it is to solwe this jcvoblttm 
sorio-ecxmpsifo, pOiiiit . 
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My third point is about exports. 
Sugar is an earner of valuable for- 
«igB exdiange. It has already 
i^chieved the distinction of being our 
' largest export earner. They have 
jnentiORed that the world's total re> 
quirement of sugar will be 94.5 to 
97 million tonnes and the United Na¬ 
tions has suggested that the develop¬ 
ing countries should adopt policies 
which would facilitate the develop¬ 
ment of the sugar industry in such 
countoies to meet the growing de¬ 
mand. Now, here is ihe best oppor- 
'tunity that is given to tis in order 
to reach our Fifth Plan targets of 
80 lakhs tonnes. Now, how are we 
going to look at the problem? The 
only solution is nationalisation of 
the sugar industry and a remiinera- 
live price to the cane-growers and a 
remunerative price can never be 
guaranteed to the cane-growers until 
and unless ' the nationalisation pro¬ 
cess Is taken up. 


Now, after the 25th Constitutional 
Amendment, we were discussing only 
on paper and we spent days together 
and even upto 12 midnight we di.s. 
cuseed in this House when we were 
diacusnng the 24th and 25th Constitu¬ 
tional Amendment Bills. And what 
was the thing that was discussed? 
There is concentration of wealth in 
the hands of a few and, therefore, 
if the Government deems it fit to 
take over any private property or 
any industry, it must have that right. 
Here what prevents us from acting? 
In the Bombay session the Cozigress 
itself has taken a bold decision 
to Mtionalise the sugar industry. 
Is it only to cheat the people, 
to get votes at that time? C^tainly 
not. If this is the situation, I wi^ 
to point out that times without 
mml^r this subject has been discus¬ 
sed ^ decided upon and I want to 
Xnpw what prevents this Govenunent 
.iroi^ MQbig in for nationalisation. 

SaUia the hon. Miniver Mi*- 
eald th|d Xtoyetta- 
to trice vridous 
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factors into consideration before tak¬ 
ing a final dedinon on the question 
of compensation’. What are th<We 
factocB? Categorically it hasf bem 
pointed out in both th«e volumes. 
At least all the sections oT the House 
are agreed that there should be 
involvement of sugar industry wor¬ 
kers, sugarcane growers and the 
Government. If that is done front 
the beginning that would have been 
better, first take over and then com¬ 
plete nationalisation. I do not know 
what prevents the Government fro^ 
taking this right step and the reasons 
why this has not been' done. What¬ 
ever concrete proposals may be there 
mtist be conveyed to the House to¬ 
day. Everytime we should not waste 
our time and energy only in discus¬ 
sing, discussing and discussing. Some 
action has to be taken. 


As regards compensation they ssf 
there is no finance. They say finan¬ 
cial management will be in difficuliy 
Not at all. As regards conqtensati^t 
the payment of such amounts or (he 
market value of units acquired etc. 
has to be determined at the discre¬ 
tion of the Government. Any amount 
you can say. I would erven go fur¬ 
ther and say they would not at afi 
be entitled to any amoimt because 
they have already looted this induv 
try; they have converted this industry 
into a junk. Even on their own 
accord they want to say, this is a 
sick mill so that they can get ad¬ 
vantage. You have taken 8 or 9 
sugar mills in UP and you have paid 
Rs. 3 crores. It is only merely pur¬ 
chasing that junk. What I demand is 
this. On nationalisation what are the 
other factors which Government want 
to take into account? So many years 
have been lost and we have delayed 
it so long. Why should there be any 
more delay in this regard? WhfljR 
Lie was not nationalised aiid whM 
banks were nationalised there was ne 
commission and if ffie Governmeirt 
has got the necessary will, they can 
do this in tids erne also. 
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Therefore I warn' the Governmont 
that they should not succumb to 
pressures of vested interests and 
sugar barons; they should not wid¬ 
en the scope of reactionary forces to 
take advantage of the situation. They 
should see that this problem is solv¬ 
ed I say this with aU the em¬ 

phasis at my command that at least 
in the coming session of Parliament, 
in our budget session. Government 
must come forward for nationalisation 
of sugar industry and the cane price 
should be fixed at minimum of 17.5 
ar the all India cane-growers seminar 
had suggested for it. As far as the 
expansion of the sugar industry is 
concerned from international requ¬ 
irement point of view, in Orissa 20 
sugar factories can be started. Gov¬ 
ernment could give 80 acres of plot 
that is available there with assured 
perennial water supply. Therefore 
those things should also be taken 
note of. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD 
(Bhagalpur); Sir. the history of dev¬ 
elopment of the Sugar industry in 
the last 50 years is a history of mis¬ 
erable exploitation by the mill mag¬ 
nates of the cane-growers in this 
country. It is only after indepen¬ 
dence that we got some hope when 
Government announced the policy of 
getting up factories in the cooperative 
sector. As a result of that in the 
last two decades 91 cooperative fac¬ 
tories have been set up and I am 
told 84 are in the process of imple¬ 
mentation. 

Along with Mr. Genda Singh and 
Mr. Dandavate I stress that Govern¬ 
ment should immediately take up the 
question of nationalisation of all the 
154 and odd mills which are in th^ 
joint-stock sector. 

Sir, in 1932 protection was given 
.Id the sugar industry by the Gov¬ 
ernment. For what! It was for 
.this smell' industrial sector of this 
'ountry to e^loit the cane-growers. 


Now. in the last 40 years after grcpnt 
of protection what have they done! 

I would nqt say myself. I would 
only tell you what the Commission, 
has said. The Commission has giv-' 
en eighteen reasons for exploitation, 
which they have done over the laat 
fifty years, as a result of Govern¬ 
ment protection in 1932 due to whicli. 
there is chronic shortage of sugar in 
this country. We know at what 
price we purchase sugar in the mar¬ 
ket. The Minister thinks that we 
get it at Rs. 2 per kg. whereas 1 bold-, 
ly say we do not purchase sugar at 
less than Rs. 5/- per kg. The Ural 
reason given is there is low recovery. 
Who is responsible for low recovery? 
Then they are hardly interested In 
sugar-cane development. There 
bad plant and machinery and in- 

diiference of management. I pm 
supported by the Commission when 
they say they have got no plan tor 
modernisation. There is absolute ab¬ 
sence of professional management and 
non-employment of qualified technical 
personnel. There is diversion' of funds 
from sugar to other industries where 
they are getting much more fleecing 
and bleeding. They keep their capBr 
city unutilised knowing full well that 
it will lead to rise in prices and they 
will have more profit and also make 
the people suffer. The next reason 
is unsuitable locations and technical 
deficiency in their performance. Then 
they have the most inefficient manage¬ 
ment because they are not interested 
in taking qualified and professional- 
Iv efficient people because they do 
not want to pay them more and there 
Is no interest and also lack of in¬ 
volvement of cane-grtjwers and 
workers. The eighteenth reason JbJ 
Most unscientific principle of fixing 
prices. I do not say* this. This is 
what the Commission has said. These 
are eighteen wonderful developments 
In the sugar industry since 1932 when 
protection was given to that induirtry. 
The Commission has wholly condem¬ 
ned the present proprietors, that fet 
in this country th^ have developed 
only draw-backs to ^aece. the ecm* 
sumets and the . canei-fpowem.,. Pb~ 
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fortunately, Mr. Chairman, after 
saying all these things what do the 
honourable five Members of the Com¬ 
mission say? What cheek they have 
to say this? They say that the in¬ 
ti ostry should not be taken over, 
fills hon. Chairman, Mr. Bhargava, 
about whose family and employment 
of his sons in sugar factories will be 
better told by my friends who know 
about Uttar Pradesh, this gentlemen, 
Mr. Vyas, Mr. Saxena, Mr. Basni Dhar 
and then Mr. A. C. Bose, the so-called 
economist, have all said that the 
industry should not be taken over. 

AM HON. MEMBER: Five mus- 
jveteers. 

fiHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: 
There are also good ones. But, they 
are not musketeers. These five 
musketeers, after giving these 
eighteen reasons, after mentioning 
these bad developmtents which have 
fieeced the sugar industry, have said 
‘No, please do not think of nation¬ 
alisation’. What should you do? You 
should take over the sick mills. They 
say that the Government which is 
capable of taking over the sick mills 
is not capable of taking over other 
niiilla, where they are fleecing the 
industry and where they are having 
huge profits. This is what these five 
learned friends, these five cavaliers 
are asking us to do, are advising us 
to do. Mr. Bhargava says ‘Don’t give 
them indefinite promise of non- 
nationalisation.’ At the same time, 
the wagon is in two different sides. 
They say ‘No, don’t give them the 
promise of non-nationalisation.’ What 
type of promise we should give 
them? Mr. Bhargava says ‘Give 
them a period of good behaviour’. 
During a period of 50 years, these 
people have earned huge profits, they 
have sold entire mills, they have been 
fleecing the farmers, the cane-groweie, 
4he workers and the consumers. But, 
'In spite of this, Mr. Bose, this great 
^ economist t^lls us that we ^ould give 
them a period of good behaviour and 
he Bays that in the meantime. Mr. 
Shlnde should evolve a principle 
which should guide the socio-econo¬ 


mic objectives of the Indian Constitu¬ 
tion. 

AN. HON. MEMBER: For you, Mr. 
Shinde. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: This 
IS what Mr. A. C. Bose has said. But, 
I am sure that Mr. Shinde would not 
like to be m his company, to evolve 
a socio-economic principle in the 
meantime and give them a period of 
good behaviour. To whom, this 
period of good behaviour should be 
given? To these man-eaterg of Uttar 
Prade-sh and Bihar, to these caa»> 
growers-eaters who are moving out at 
large in the fields of Champaran, in 
the fields of Kumaon and Garhwai. 
trying to fleece the poor farmers. 
Don't give a lease of life to those 
man-eaters of UP and Champaran and 
Kumaon. Nationalise the sugar in¬ 
dustry immediately. I do not think 
there ia much worth in the arg»i- 
nients of these five cavalier.s. There¬ 
fore, I treat them with the conteihpt 
that they deserve, and therefore, I 
come to the other five gentlemen wtio 
have said about it. The other five 
gentlemen are, our hon. friend Mr. 
J. C. Dikshit, Mr. B. K. Khosla, 
Mr. P. S. Rajagopal Naidu, Mr. Fae- 
lur Rahman, MLC, Bihar and Mr. R. 
H. Chishti. They have also men¬ 
tioned about these bad developments 
in regard to exploitation. But, their 
have not come to the conclusion that 
we should have national sugar au¬ 
thority in the country. The other 
five musketeers have said that we 
should have a national sugar autho¬ 
rity. What do you mean by national 
sugar authority? This is bombastic. 
Neither national, nor sugar, nor au¬ 
thority. But, Sir, I must say that 
Government should give full coadld- 
eration to what Mr. Dikshit, Mr. 
Khosla, Mr. Rajagopal Naidu, Mr. 
Chishti and Mr. Fazlur Rahman, 
have said. What did they say? 
*tThcy said that if you believe that Gov¬ 
ernment is capable of taking over the 
sick mills, why don’t you befleve (hat 
Government is also capable of natioua- 
H.sing the 156 mills and they say, be¬ 
cause you have no faith in nationallM- 
tion, because, you have full faith in pci- 
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viite industry. Sir, just now, one 
ol our friends has said that nationa- 
hsation has done harm to the coun¬ 
try. I do not say so even at this 
stage. I came to the Parliament in 
1952 and I have been a blind sup- 
pci-ter of nationalisation, but, 1 am 
also a strong critic of its drawbacks 
as well. But, nationalisation can- 
net be condemned. Man invented 
aeroplane and the apes getting hold 
oi it bomiiarded Vietnam. Is the 
aeroplane bad or the apes bad? 
l^ationallsation i.s not bad. Sir, 
these five friends have smd that 
there should be nationalisation to 
push up production. Why do we 
want nationalisation? This ia be¬ 
cause the public sector in this coun¬ 
try is doing much better. They have 
got an industrial cadre, a managerial 
cadre, in this country, which is do¬ 
ing much better than the private sec¬ 
tor wallahs, these big capitalists, 
these exploiters and these man- 
eaters. Therefore, we say that we 
have got an industrial cadre in this 
country which has qualified person¬ 
nel under it and they can run the 
sick mills and the 156 joint stock 
n'iiUs. better than these magnets. The 
standard of efficiency in the :iationa- 
lJ^e(i sector can be properly guided 
and it can do much better. Sk, the 
most important thing that nationali¬ 
sation has got is public confidance. 
By public confidence I do not mean 
the confidence of Modies. I mean 
the confidence of the workers, who 
will work in these factories, confi¬ 
dence of the cane-growers who will 
grow the cane, confidence of the con- 
sumer>j who need sugar. This is the 
greatest advantage of nationalisation, 
that you have got to-day the confid¬ 
ence of the consumers, workers and 
the cane-growers—a powerful plus 

point to start with nationalisation. In 
this country, today, it is possible under 
your direction, Mr. Shinde, to deploy 1 . 
in the industry the efficient technical 
staff in tlie best way which the pri¬ 
vate industry has not, done because 
they do not want to pay as they 
want to have more profit for their 
pocket. Therefore, 1 say five fri¬ 


ends are quite correct wh«J they 
say that on any ground—be it indus¬ 
trial management ground, be it the 
confidence of the people ground, be 
it finance, there should <be nationidlsa. 
tion. 

I would like to quote an example- 
today a unit of 2,000 or 2,600 unit 
tonnes costs Rs. 5 crores. These per¬ 
sons, these looters are not prepared 
to invest a part of their profit. V/ho 
will do that? How can" it be pos¬ 
sible? Therefore I have establish¬ 
ed to-day in this country, the only 
alternative to this joint stock sec¬ 
tor is nationalisation. Then One 
question remains to be answered— 
i.e., about compensation. Compeosa- 
lion for what? Compensation for the 
young ones—compensation for a small 
investment which has already given 
hundred tirr.ss more profits to them— 
the exploiters. 

I would like to quote the Father of 
the Nation so that these gentlemen 
may understand better. I would like 
to remind Mr. Shinde (please go back 
10 years) 1964 Bhuvaneshwar Resolu¬ 
tion. where under our dearest the late 
lamented leader Shri Jawaharlal 
Nehru the Resolution was passed to 
lake over industry processing agricul¬ 
tural production. Mr. Shinde, if .you 
dc not rraiember 1884, I remind you 
of 1969 in the city of Bombay, in 
Congress where you and I were 
partners in the new Congres-s, 
after breaking with Congress and 
driving out the re-actionaries, we were 
for taking over the industry. Should 
I remind .you Mr. Shinde, of what has 
been said by the Father of the Nation 
about compensation. The Father of 
the Nation said that you regard your¬ 
self as these industrialists regard 
themselves trustee of the people. If 
you do not behave that way, people 
have got the right to take over all 
that they deserve to have. Then 
they sa.v if they take over, they 
would not pay you compensation. 
Mahatma Gandhi said, “compenaatlon 
is a sin". What for compenaattqn? 
Compensation to whom?. To Uie ex¬ 
ploiters—to hundreds of pwjde Ik 
tills country who have finished cMie- 
growers. , . ^ 
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I would like to conclude by say¬ 
ing that 25th Amendment of the 
Constitution has empowered the Gov¬ 
ernment not to give compensation 
lor the youngsters, for whatever it 
nay be.

Wc in Bihar and UP, where more 
than half the units of the industry 
.•»e located, feel the pinch. We know 
these exploiters, these sugar mag¬ 
nates, They try to control politics, 
te exploit the people and also to cor¬ 
rupt public life. Therefore, for the 
people’s sake, lor the consumers, for 
the cane growers, lor the workers 
who participate in the production of 
this wealth, nationalise. Why don’t 
jPu remember that white sugar* is 
now selling at L 600 per tone in the 
international markets as against the 
price of L 100 prevailing previously? 
Why not earn more foreign exchange? 
We are prepared to forgo sugar. We 
edll not eat It, Let us earn more 
foreign exchange. We will premise 
th stand by you In seeing to It that 
more sugar is produced for export 


to earn foreign exchange, thereby 
ensuring that the cane growers of 
UP, Bihar and elsewhere get a better 
deal which they have been demand¬ 
ing since independence. 

SHRI MURASCLI MAHAN -(Mad- 
ra.s South); At the outset, let me 
congratulate Prof. Dandavate and 
other hon. members who were ins¬ 
trumental in bringing about this dis¬ 
cussion on the Bhargava Commissioa. 
report on the sugar industry. The 
sugar industry is the focal point of 
the socio-economic growth of rural 
India. But it is very unfortunate that 
the private sector in the industry has 
flouted all the basic requirements of 
economic efficiency and other ob¬ 
jectives of social accountability. 

The private sector of the industry 
IS fleecing the cane growers, exploit¬ 
ing as workers, overcharging millions 
and millions of consumers and cor- 
• upling the entire political system of 
our nation. According to he Com¬ 
mission, there are about 235 sugar 
factories in the country, among which 
141 are in the private sector, 84 in 
the co-operative sector and only 10 
Slate-owned. The joint stock sugar 
factories are family concerns of a 
few tycoons over which there is no 
public control. The private owners 
operate in a buyer’s market in res¬ 
pect of cane and in a seller’s market 
in respect of sugar. For example, 
in March 1974, when the Reserve 
Bank extended its credit squeeze te 
the sugar industry, the sugar barons 
stopped buying cane as a protest even 
at a price lower than the support 
price. Because of that, in April 68 
mills closed on the ground that there 
was shortage of cane. But we know 
that the cane fields got dried up. 
They are dictating terms to {he 
growers and to consumers in regard 
to the retail price. Many of the units 
are economically unvlabie. In your 
State of Bihar, there are 30 sugar 
factories of which 7 are sick, 4 have 
been already closed and 19 are strug¬ 
gling under the spoil of stagnation. 
According to the Bhargava Commis-. 
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sion Report, 'nearly two*thirds of the 
private sector sugar ■ industry was 
sick on one count or more and more 
than one third on almost all counts’, 
these private operators simply rob 
the factories. They operate with the 
profit motive in complete disregard 
of their obligations to the cane gro¬ 
wers, workers and consumers. Mana¬ 
gerial ability is almost nil. Acord- 
ing to this Report in some Companies 
the Directors advanced huge loans 
unto themselves at a lower rate of 
interest whereas Company had bor¬ 
rowed from the Banks at a much 
higher rate of interest. In one case 
according to the Repoft the Direc¬ 
tors of a Company had appropriated 
40 lakhs of rupees and they have no 
assets or properties so that this 
money could be recovered. The 
sugar barons are looting this coun¬ 
try and exploiting the consumers and 
the growers. 

I very much doubt the motive of 
the Gtovernment in appointing the 
Kiargava Commission. Generally 
when a Commission is appointed its 
membership is always in odd num¬ 
bers. Even the courts constitute 
benches consisting of three or five 
or seven judges. In the famous 
Fundamental -Eights case we all 
know that the Supreme Court was 
■ evenly divided and when the one 
remaining judge took a different 
position his position had to 
be the law. Here the Committee 
was appointed with ten members. 
It should have been 9 or 11. I do 
not know why the Committee was 
apfpointed with 10 members. As 
ulttmatedy nationalisation was the 
only remedy, they perhaps wanted 
to confuse the public and themselves 
and that is why they constituted a 
-Committee of 10 Members. 

The hon. speaker who preceded me 
said that the Committee was divided 
evenly. One group headed by 
Mr. Bhargava wanted,, as Prof. Dan- 
davate says, hospitalisation'. They 
wanted nationalisation of only the 
.«Wc mills . The other group hoaxed 
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by iSiri Dixit and others wanted 
nationalisation of the entire IMvate 
Sector in Sugar Industry other than 
Cooperatives. I beg to differ from 
Prof. Dandavate who said that 
Cooperative Sector should also be 
nationalised. I do not hold brief 
for the Cooperative. I do not say 
that all is well there. But in some 
parts of the country they are doing 
well. Wherever the human factor is 
involved, things like nepotsm etc. 
are likely to raise their heads but if 
you say that the Cooperative Sector 
is bad and then the enemies of the 
Pupblic Sector would say: look -at 
.some of the sick.s giants and white 
elephant in the Public Sector; look 
at the evils of nationalisation, do not 
nationalise, i do not want to give 
room for that. I agree with the 
Dixit group people that barring 
cooperatives the others .should be 
nationalised. 

There is another good recommen¬ 
dation of the same five Members; 
the marketing of sugar up to the 
level of wholesale trade should be 
completely nationalised. Unless you 
do so, nothing good would come 
about. In this context I should say 
that we have free distribution and 
also levy sugar. We issue cards to 
all the people in the village for gett- 
ing sugar. We all know that most 
of the people are not accustomed to 
take sugar but in a democracy we 
caimot discriminate and so we issue 
cards to even those who do not take 
sugar. 

What happens'? The hoteliers and 
tea-shop keepers go and collect' 
these cards and draw the sugar and 
thus, corrupt the common man, the 
propiMT sections of the people. At the 
same time, if you ask the very same 
hotelimrs to buy sugar at the levy 
price from the shop-keeper direct, 
they will not buy it. The reason is 
that if they buy so much* of sugar 
from the shops, the sales tax officer 
will dieck these accoxmts and ask 
them to pay so much of sal^ tax by 
calculattug the numbgr of cups of 
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tea or coffee they would have made 
out of that sugar. So, while they 
want to get sugar at the levy price, 
they do not want to purchase it dir¬ 
ectly because it will mean payment 
ef sales tax. In this way they cheat 
the State Government of sales tax 
and the Central Government of the 
income-tax. This can be checked 
only if you nationalise the trade 
system at the wholesale level. 

Coming to the other recommenda¬ 
tions of Bhargava group, they have 
suggested the need for hospitalisa¬ 
tion of the sick units. But they have 
also suggested the restructuring of 
private sector, conversion of the 
partnership and private limited com¬ 
panies into public limited companies. 
If you are not for nationalisation, 
according to the committee this is 
the second best solution. What has 
been done to implement this re¬ 
commendation during the past three 
years?, We do. not think they have 
taken any action. 

A feeling is growing in New Delhi 
that only the Union Government can 
nationalise the sugar industry. There 
is a feeling here that the State Gov¬ 
ernments are incompetent to nation¬ 
alise. In Kerala, for example, the 
Government headed by Mr. Achutha 
Menon, where the ruling party is 
also a partner, passed a Bill to 
nationalise the ownership of planta¬ 
tions. Though years have passed, 
they are keeping it in cold storage in 
the Centre. Similarly, the Tamilnidu 
Government wanted to nationalise 
the Madras Aluminium Company, 
which is consuming a lot of electri¬ 
city at concessional rate. Three years 
have passed but we have not received 
any reply from the Union Govern¬ 
ment. This 81ves the impression 
that only the Union Government can 
nationalise industries and the State 
Governments cannot touch it. I agree 
that the Union Government is all 
powerful because it has got at its 
disposal the army, the navy and the 
air force. But the constitutional

position ia that the State GoveTn- 
ments also cQuld nationalise. They 
may not he all powerful like the 
Centre; but they are equal to Centre 
in status. Article 12 says: 

“In this Part, unless the context 
otherwise requires, “the State’ in¬ 
cludes the Government and Par¬ 
liament of India and the Govern¬ 
ment and the Legislature of each 
of the States and all local or other 
authorities within the territory of 
India or under the control of the 
Government of India.” 

This Committee has suggested that 
for the export of sugar public sector 
units should bo started in Gujarat, 
Maharashtra, Tamil Nadu and Andhra. 
The Tamil Nadu Government have 
decided to set up 8 sugar mills in the 
public sector. They have obtained 
the sanction of the Planning Com¬ 
mission also. They have formed a 
corporation called Tamil Nadu Sugar 
Corporation for this purpose. Even 
though an application has been sent 
for an industrial licence, the scree.*!- 
ing committee has not met for the 
past six months. The export of sugar 
can earn dollar and foreign exchange. 
Yet, no action has been taken in this 
matter. So, I would urge upon the 
hon. Minister to convene the Screen¬ 
ing Committee early to give licence 
so that we can have a few more mills 
in the public sector. 

The Committee has also suggested 
that a sugar technological institute 
should be set up in the south more or 
less on the same lines as that of the 
Kanpur Institute. It also suggested 
that the Sugarcane Breeding Institute 
at Coimbator should be enlarged end 
strengthened. 

This cry of nationalisation is not 
something new. As Shri Azad has 
pointed out, this demand came as 
back as 1969 when the Congress 
Session In Bombay passed a resolu¬ 
tion for nationalising the sugar in¬ 
dustry in U.P. Then, why should we 
hesitate? The other day we saw in 
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the papers that more than 250 of the 
progressive-minded Congress mem¬ 
bers havQ requested the Prime Minis¬ 
ter to nationalise the sugar industry. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: 
From the other side also. 

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN: We are 
ready to support you. 

You have got a massive mandate. 
What makes you to hesitate? Why 
this delay? Sq, I would request the 
hon. Minister: to come out with a 
categorical statement. If you do not 
want nationalisation, what is in your 
mind? What prevents you? Why are 
you neither here nor there? I want a 
categorical answer from the hon. 
Minister.

SHItt P. M. MEHTA (Bhaviiagar): 
In the year 1951, seventy cott<ni tex¬ 


tile mills of AhmedaBad put up a 
notice to the effect that they will close 
their second shift because of stock¬ 
piling. At that time, we demanded 
that these cotton textile mills should 
be taken ovex without paying any 
compensation to the mill-owners. 
Why? Because the intention of the 
industry was mala fide because they 
had accumulated huge profits from 
derived from out of the consumers’ 
pockets and because they wanted to 
bring down the workers as the work¬ 
ers demanded a wage and DA rise. 
Therefore, we said that these mills 
should be taken over without giving 
any compensation. At that time, Shri 
Khandubhai Desai who is at present 
the Governor of Andhra Pradesh was 
the Labour Minister of the Union 
Government. He took immediate and 
necessary steps and the closure was 
averted. 


But to-day we are discussing the 
sugar industry. What is the position 
of the industry where cross of rupees 
have gone into the private pockets 
all these years? There are only three 
simple questions with regard to the 
sugar industry. Have the sugar 
bagnates ever taken care of the in¬ 
tersets of the consumers or not? Are 
the sugar industry’s approach and 
dealings with the cane-growers fair? 
The third point is whether the in¬ 
dustry has kept harmonious relations 
with the industrial workers. Now, if 
Government wants to see with open 
eyes, they should immediately come 
to the finding that the sugar industry 
has acted contrary to the interest of 
consumers. They have exploited the 
canegrowers. They have exploited 
the workers. Does Government want 
to continue the situation? Or do they 
want to take any remedial measures? 
The only remedial measure would be 
to take over this industry and to na¬ 
tionalise it, to protect this industry. 
We have found that Members mindsr 
are agitated and they danianded the 
nationalisation of this industry but 
somehow or the other Government 
did not dare to taloe over this 
Indiistity. It is on phrely p^ticaT 
grounds that this industry is protect- 
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ed, we have been told. It is said that 
in the 1971'election this indust'r 7 gave 
a contribution of the order of Rs. 2t 
crores to the ruling party and this 
obligation has prevented Government 
to nationalise this industry. Why the 
Government Ss not coming forward 
and take over this industry? That ia 
the main question. 

As my friend Mr. Satpal Kapur has 
said, majority of the sections of this 
House are demanding the nationalisa. 
tion of this industry. But Govern¬ 
ment did not take to take over this 
industry. If Government really wants 
to follow a fair sugar policy, for 
supply of sugar to the consumers on 
fair prices, and if they want to pro¬ 
tect the industry, they should nation¬ 
alise it. This industry has not done 
any renovation or modernisation and 
they have been ruining the industry 
and earning ^nd accumulating huge 
profits. Government will be fair only 
if they nationalise this industry. 

Much has been said about the re¬ 
commendations of the Bhargava Com¬ 
mission. I do not want to go into the 
details of it. 

But, prima facie, it appears that 
Government is reluctant to take over 
this industry. I think there should 
be no delay In this matter.

•SHRI NOORUL HinJA (Cachar): 
Mr. Chairman. Sir, all the members 
who have participated till now in 
this discussion, whether riiey belong 
to the ruling Congress party or to 
the opposition parties are unanimous 
in their opinion that' the Sugar In¬ 
dustry has got concentrated today 
in the hands of a few monopolist 
groups industrialists In the last few 
years we saw that these monopolists 
in Sugar Industry have cornered pro¬ 
fits running into hundreds of crores 
of rupees. The Government has be¬ 
come a helpless and silent spectator. 
In the ruling party itself several dis¬ 
cussions have taken place on the 
question of nationalisation of the 
Sugar industry. Within the lest two 
days the question of nationalisation 
of the sugar industry and its future 
working have been discussed in tha 
Congress Parliamentary Party. Most 
of the members agreed that this in¬ 
dustry should be nationalised. Prac¬ 
tically all members of the Opposition 
parties are also in favour of national, 
isation of this ifidiislry. But, Sir. I 
fail to understand why the Congress 
Government, who have got all the 
powers in their hands, and whose 
leaders sfll the time shout about 
establishing a socialistic society and 
‘Garibi hatao* etc. are still unable to 
nationalise the sugar industry. We 
who bdong to the Marxist Commu¬ 
nist party and other leftist opposition 

in BengaU. 
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parties fail to understand this at all. 

On' the other hand what price is being 
paid for sugarcane to the cane grow' 
era? After jnrolonged deliberation^ the 
cane growers are being paid Rs. 8.50 
per quintal i.e. an increase of 50 
paise per quintal have been gracious¬ 
ly allowed to the canegrowers. Many 
speakers from the Congress party in¬ 
cluding yourself. Mr. Chairman 
(Mr. Sathe) have pointed out that 
the canegrowers are being paid a 
meagre price of Rs. 8.50 per quintal 
but the price of sOgar today has 
skyrocketed to Rs. 600 or 650 per 
quintal. Moreover Sir, in areas in 
the interior, in villages, which are 
situated away from the cities, sugar 
is not available at less than Rs. 7.00 
per K.G. I know this situation is 
prevailing in the villages of Assam. 
Why is the Central Government un¬ 
able to remedy this situation? Mr. 
Shinde you will have to answer this. 
We And that the sugar mill owners 
have become so emboldened today 
that they are in a position to create 
an artificial scracity of sugar in the 
market as a result of liberalisation 
of* excise rebate on sugar. They can 
supply sugar to the blackmarketeers 
and can raise the price of sugar as 
they will. The Government have 
given them a free licence to sell 30 
per cent of their production in the 
open iharket. As a result of this, 
the monopolist sugar magnets have 
earned hundreds' of crores of rupees 
as profit within 'the last 2 or 3 years. 
Sir, sugar is an important item of 
earning foreign exchange. 'l>ast year 
our coun^ have earned Rs. 260 crores 
as foreign exchange through the ex- 
poH of sugiff. Biit look to the piti¬ 
able conditfofh of the sUgncane 
growers. The hon. Members from 
Uttiur Pradedi, Bihar and Mahamh- 
tra hsiVe enqimerated th^ n^enble 
pl^ht of Bbe csoiepowefa tn those 
dtatiM. Mr. Chiiilifbazi, Sir, l^u i&o 
jpointed out this aspect in^our speeds, 
^er^ore, if we want to pr^^ 
sufficient sugar for esq;x>rt to ''£sni 
foreign exebange, we Aall have to 


curb and control ^e mafgin of pi^ 
of the sugar barona. Furfb^, Shr, 
as the Bhargava Commissitin .Imp 
opin^, aithough all tiie members 
of that Conufilssiott Were not uhadf- 
mous in their opinion, that the sugar 
industry has got to be nationalised if 
we want to increase production of 
sugar for earning foreign exchange, 
for allowing just and remunerative 
price to the canegrowers and to pay 
legitimate and proper wages to the 
workers in the factories. The above 
objectives cannot be achieved if the 
sugar industry is allowed to remain 
in private hands. This has been 
stressed today by the Members on 
both the sides of the House and the 
Bhargava Commission has also re¬ 
commended this step. So why is the 
Government hesitating? It is Indeed 
surprising that when a large section 
in the ruling party, all the opposition 
parties in Parliament, different poli¬ 
tical parties and organisations out¬ 
side Parliament are oU demanding 
takeover of the sugar industry by 
the Government, the Government is 
not responding. Why is it so? Is it 
because the ruling party has collect, 
ed crores of rupees from these sugar 
tycoons during the last U.P. elections 
and they hope to collect much more 
from these monopolists to inflate 
their election funds for the coming 
elections in 1975 or 1976? That is 
why the Government inspite of hav¬ 
ing all the powers in their hands 
are reluctant to nationalise the sugar 
industry and are allowing the sugar 
barons to make profits of hundreds 
of crores of rupees. Even in this 
critical time, the Government is net 
spelling out a clear cut policy about 
the future of the sugar industry be¬ 
cause they axe totally under tiie in¬ 
fluence of these tycoons as they arc 
collecting funds from fhem for fight¬ 
ing the elections.

au^ ihd^trjr. We also demand th^t 
the statutory minimum price of cane 
which is at present fixed at only 
Rs. 8.50 per quintal should at least 
be doubled. The wages of the wor¬ 
kers employed in the sugar industry 
should also be considerably increas¬ 
ed keeping in view the rapidly in- 
^ creasing cost of living. 

I, on behalf of my party demand 
immediate radical land reforms for 
which the Congress party had been 
agitating since the pre-independence 
days. For want of proper land re¬ 
forms the States of U.P. and Bihar 
have remained undeveloped and 
backward till this date. 1 also de¬ 
mand that the sugar cane cultivators 
must be given^ ownership of the land 
that they cultivate. Land reforms 
must be carried out without delay 
and without paying any compensation 

to the landlords.

Mr. Chairman, Sir, I will conclude 
by saying that the Congress Govern¬ 
ment is today ruling the country 
with an absolute majority. If on 
account of this they think that they 
can afford to ignore fBe just demands 
of the workers and cultivators and 
other poor masses in the country and 
can go On ruling the country by 
pleasing the monopolists and the big 
industrialists, then I will say that 
they are living in a fools* paradise. 

Sir I will reiterate that the sugar 
industry should be nationalised with- 
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Government is misunderstood, 1 am 
sorfy to tay that persons who had 
not seen sugar fields or sugar m^ 
have been making speeches hm. 
The policy pursued by Government 
from 1953 to 1974 is the best policy. 

In 1953 sugar production was 10 lakh 
tonnes and in 21 years it has gone 
up by 450 per cent. There is a 
controversy in tl^ House and in the 
country whether the sugar mills should 
be nationalised or not. 1 want to 
say that factories which had not been 
working according to the rules and 
regulations and instructions of the 
Government should be taken over and 
nationalised without compensation. 
But the factories which had been run¬ 
ning well, paying the growers proper¬ 
ly and paying the shareholders also 
in addition to paying Government 
taxes should be treated on a different 
footing. Every year these factories 
contribute Rs. 200 crores by way of 
excise duty and Rs. 200 crores by way 
of tncome-fax.. The Opposition 
parties want to push the ’Government 
so that even such factories might be 
naionalised and some blunders might 
be committed so Ih.at they can take 
advantage

Those factories which are run on a 
sound footing must be protected and 
there must be a declaration by the 
Government that factories which are 
efficiently managed, which way the 
workers according to the wage board 
rules and regulations will not be 
nationalised for ten years to come.

In that case, they will modernise 
the factories and they will have more 
recovery and more extraction. Prof. 
Dandavate was very much concerned 
about recovery. I am glad that he 
has studied the subject well before 
m^ng Us speech. It was, in fact, 
not a speech but a thesis on ..the- irab- 
ject and I congratulate Urn for that. 

so fajr as the. practical aide tr 
concent^, It was lacking. 
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So far as tbe modemiaatlon of the 
sugar mills is concerued, parts of the 
machinery have to be recced every 
day. Even the most modem and 
ultra-<modem machinery requires re¬ 
placement of parts. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: So. you want the 
Government to take over only sick 
mills? 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: 

And also those which are uot paying 
properly and regularly to the 
labourers. 

Coming to double pricing of sugar, 

I want to say that sugar is the 
cheapest available conunodity in this 
country. You cannot get a kilo oi 
rice, jowar or wheat for Rs. 2 whereas 
you can get a kilo of sugar for Bs. 2. 

70 per cent of the production of sugar 
is being distributed at this chiap rate 
to everybody. Only these rich people 
who have to eat pulab jamua or 
laddu have to ray Rs. 4 or 
Rs. 5 per kilo. Even on this 37 per 
cent is the excise duty. Out of the 
remaining profits, the factories are 
forced to pay 50 ner cent fo the cane 
growers as per the recent decision. 

In fact, our Chief Minister has direct¬ 
ed all the factories to pay 66 per cent 
nf the profits to the cane-growers. 

The cost of establishing a sugar 
factory has gone uo to Rs. 6 crores 
to 7 crores from a figure of Bs. 
crores. .The Sampath Committee has 
made sc»ne proposals tor helping the 
sugar industry. Unless those propo¬ 
sals are implemented, no sugar 
factory will come Into existence. 
When the capital coat for the estab¬ 
lishment a sugar factory la Rs. 6 
Crores, the interest Itselt will come to 
Bs. 60 lakhs to 70 lakhs. Then, what 
about dei»eciatlon? Even if you 
calculate it at the rate of 10 per cent, 
it will come to another Bs. 60 lakhs. 
Who esm dnveati; that muph ;mom^ 
unless he Is assured of a reasonable 
return after all these expenses? We 
have to be praetIcaL So, the Ministry 
should implement the reeommendar 
tioni of the Sampath . GoiiutiU$se, 
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which are now being tossed from OnS 
table to another. 

1 have not got o:fiy praise for 
government; I have got a lot of com¬ 
plaints to make and criticisnis to level 
against the Government I have 
written to the previous Mlni'’ter of 
Agrlcultwe In the matter. Previously, 
the export of sugar was handled by 
the Ministry of Agriculture. Now it 
has been handed over to the STC> 
who are under-selling it I have got 
all the figures with me here. I will 
not quate them. I will pass them on 
to the Minister. 1 have written to 
the Prime Minister also in the matter. 
The STC is doing humbug. Its 
assessment of the market rate is 
wrong. Every consignment it is 
under-selling. When the Agriculture 
Ministry was handling this work, it 
was inviting world-wise tenders and it 
was selling sugar at a very high price. 
This is a very serious matter and the 
Government should look into it. 


Coming to the exuort of sugar, 1 
want to say that we should export 10 
lakhs to 12 lakhs of tonnes. After all, 
no man will die for want of sugar; one 
will die only by eating too much of 
sugar. If we can export that much 
quantity of sugar, we can earn quite 
a good quantity of badly-needed 
foreign exchange. What Arab coun¬ 
tries do with oil, We should do with 
sqganr. After all, how many people 
eat sugar? Only 20 per cent of the 
upper strata are eating sugar. 

Even there are people who have not 
only not eaten sugar but not seen 
sugar in this country. If you go to 
remote villages and ask a poor man 
whettier he has eaten a lodoo or 
gulab iamun, he will ssqr, “No”.

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8HRX DARBARA SINGH: You want 
tbat. augar should not reach the people 
in the rural areas? 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: Not 
that. It must reach the niral areas- 
But it is not going there. Chdy the 
upper strata of society is eating it 
away. Only the upper strata enjoying 
the luxury of sugar. No poor man 
Is getting it. Even in the foreseeable 
future, the poor man is not going to 
get it. The rich people should be 
starved of sugar so that the pob^ 
people get it. If the poor man is not 
getting, why should a rich man get 
it? That is my contention. 

The rich man gets it so cheap. The 
poorman does not get even jowar at 
Rs. 2/- a kilo. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You want that 
for the rich people, the price of sugar 
should be increased. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: Yes. 
Then, it must be exported so that we 
can earn mote foreign exchange. I 
come from a place where 10 lakh 
tonnes of sugarcane is grown. We are 
producing 1 lakh tonnes of sugar. For 
the last 32 years. i am there. If to¬ 
morrow elections come, wo will see 
who will come through. I have got 
a mandate from the people, the cane 
growers. They have asked me to feet 
Rs. 150/r per tonnes not more than 
that. We are not going to worry 
about the price of urea and other 
things, even if they are supplied at 
Rs. 103/- per bag. But full require¬ 
ments must be met. 1 ahi ready to 
take it. I have a written statement 
from them. Our Chief Minister has 
said that he is going to arrange for 
Rs. 120/- per tonne plus 66 per cent 
of the gross profit of the company. 
I hope, Mr. Shinde will help us in 
getting Rs. 10/- more. I am not go¬ 
ing to ask for Rs. 178 or Rs. 250.

But I think the 
debate as it has developed has shown 
that I am the only one left out from 
these Benches. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: No, no. 
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SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I am 
not going to make a speech. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMAIAH); We agree to carrying this 
discussion over to the next session. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I 
quite appreciate that it be carried 
over to the next se.ssion in view of the 
fact that there are a large number of 
members wanting to speak and it is 
no use having a thinner and thinner 
and exhausted House going through 
a ritual. But my submission was 
only this that I find that in the debate 
today it has so happened that from 
the Opposition Benches, I am the 
only person left out. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I have a special 
reason for allowing Shri Mavalankar. 

I will allow him to speak for 5—14 
minutes today and then we will carry 
over this* discussion to the next ses¬ 
sion. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I am 
indeed grateful to you and the House 
for the generosity shown to me and 
giving me permission to speak for 
5—7 minutes. I shall try to complete 
my observations within the .stipula¬ 
ted time limit. I am sure the House 
is very grateful to our two friends, 
Prof. Dandavate and Shri Samar 
Guha, for having initiated this impor¬ 
tant debate that has taken place dur¬ 
ing this current, hot, hectic winter 
session of the Lok Sabha. 

Various points of view have been 
expressed and pros and cons have 
been gone into. But the whole point 
ia that the entire story of the sugar 
industry in our country is a very 
very bitter story. It is bitter because 
it is full of exploitation, exploitation 
of the cane growers, of the workers 
and of the consumers. 

Because 1 do not want to exceed 
my time limit. I shall only say, with¬ 
out quoting, that the Bhargava Com- 
mlsalon' has gone into the question in 


fairly extensive detail. I shall not 
read out the terms of reference which 
are very wide and comprdiensive. 
The Commission have themselves 
made a very good study of the various 
aspects. 

If you want to mitigate economic 
backwardness generally and particu¬ 
larly of States like UP and Bihar, 
nationalisation of the sugar industry 
seems to be the only effective and 
practical way of doing it. I find that 
even from the point of augmenting 
production and making it better with 
a view to sending sugar for export, 
it will be in the interest of the sugar 
industry itself that it is natSopaUsed 
by Government. I say this because 
the industrialists themselves are not 
very eager to develop the sugar in¬ 
dustry as such. They have practically 
no stakes in their own plants, if tliey 
had any stakes, they would not have 
allowed the machinery to go junk 
they would not have igrKired research 
and development and they would not 
allow their own huge profits xo be 
reinvested in some other industries, 

Now, we are not demanding na¬ 
tionalisation from any doctrinaire 
angle or from any committed atti¬ 
tude, but because nationalisation is 
a means, not an end. One has to 
restore the human values; man should 
be treated as a man. What is re¬ 
quired in the sugar industry? We 
have no illusions that nationalisation 
will by itself do the trick and achieve 
everything. Nationalisation ns a 
means will straigthen out many 
things in the sugar industry and will 
clear the polluted atmosphere. 1 was 
therefore wondering why the Gov¬ 
ernment are hesitant or divided on 
this issue. Surely, nationalisation is 
no panacea for any or all ills, W^ 
are mindful of the fact that nationa¬ 
lisation can lead to bureaucratisation 
and even lead to statism and quite 
often statism may be fatal. Having 
said that, I should submit that Bhar¬ 
gava enquiry tells us that unless you 
take the whole thing seriously and 
earnestly and make the cane grovers, 
workers and consumers feel that they 
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have meaningful involvement and 
participation in the whole induatry 
nothing much fruitful or good will 
result. That is why I want lo con¬ 
clude by saying that the political 
freedom which the country ia having 
for the last 27 years should have not 
only political but also economic and 
social content; there should be a cer- 
tin speed with which we should want 
to approach towards the egalitarian 
society. As you yourself, Mr. Chair¬ 
man, said earlier in the debate today, 
speaking from these benches that it 
should be viewed from the human 
angle, I feel and urge that man should 
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be made to live like a man. We want 
this industry to be restored, not to 
the people who were running 
it without any interest but to the Gov¬ 
ernment with a view to using this as a 
means—^not in a doctrinair or politi¬ 
cal and ideological sense—as that is 
the only effective way out of the diffi¬ 
culty. If that is done I am quite sure 
that freedom will have economical 
and social content, apart from political 
content.

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
I have already said that the Govern¬ 
ment is fully aware of the problems. 
The Government is sympathetic. That 
is why the very question of re-opening 
the gardens is being actively consi¬ 
dered.

Some of them, on examination, have 
beai foimd to be beyond redemption.

The Government of West Bengal 
thought of taking over one or two 
tea gardens at one stage under the 
D.I.R. But it is weU knoiKW that, 
unless an all India policy regarding 
take-over of the gardens is taken, it 
will be very difficult for one State 
Government to take over. Regarding 
the question of management, lor ex* 
ample, the Assam Government has 
taken over the management of- certain 
gardens. If any State Government, 
whether it is West Bengal or any other 
State Government, can take the res¬ 
ponsibility and form a corporation of 
their own for running and managing 
these things, we have no objection. 
But the all India aspect of the things 
have to be borne in mind. 


The other question is whether the 
Tea Board has desired take-over. Tbe 
Tea Board is aware and the hon. 
Member is also aware—because' he is 
very closely associated with the Tea 
Board—that, without amending the 
Tea Act and other necessary legisla¬ 
tion, it is not possible to take over. 
So, the question of its being delayed 
or scuttled does not arise; the hon.

WAMI: I hope the bon. Minister wiU 
agree that taking ever the manage¬ 
ment of the sick tea gardens is not 
the real solution because once they 
become healthy, they will have to> be 
handed over back to their owners. 
The hon. Minister has, at various 
points of time, assured us that he 
would try to bring the necessary 
amendment to the Tea Act in order to 
confer powers on the State Govern¬ 
ments to take over the gardens. May 
I know what is standing in the way 
of making necessary changes in the 
Tea Act, at least uonferring the power 
on the State Governments to take 
appropriate action to take over the 
sick tea gardens in case the State Gov¬ 
ernments feel it necessary to do so? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
There is no legal bar for amending 
the Act As 1 have said, that is pre¬ 
cisely what we are considering, en¬ 
abling the Central Government to have 
the power to take over the gardens, 
to institute an inquiry into the liabili¬ 
ties and assets of the sick tea gar¬ 
dens. The problem is, before we bring 
about certain legislation, certain vital 
information is absolutely necessary, 
namely, the liabilities and assets of 
the tea gardens to be taken over- 
Now, those investigations are over. 
We have now a clear picture of the 
liabilities and assets. The question of 
legislation is being actively consider¬ 
ed and WO hope that we will be able 
to bring the necessary legislation in 
the near future,

The critaria of sickness have been 
defined. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: As is 
your attitude to jute-growers. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
.in terms that if a particular gar¬ 
den suffers losses in three out of 
five previous years, it is considered a 
sick garden. The second criterion ig 
if the garden’s produce is less than 
25 per cent of the produce of the ave¬ 
rage produce of other tea gardens 
situated in the same district and. 
thirdly, if they fail to fulfil the statu¬ 
tory obligation. Thc^e are the three 
criteria in terms of which sickness is 
determined. 

Just by this criteria, 43 gardens 
have been found to be sick and on a 
scrutiny it was fotmd that out of these 
43, 13 are beyond redemption and 
only in the case of 30, we are consi¬ 
dering taking over. The take-over 
liability of the Government would be 
of the order of Rs. 8 to 10 crores 
and we are thinking of taking over 
some earlier and others later on. Ini¬ 
tially, we would need Rs. 2 to 3 crores, 

SHRI PILOO MODY: What will you 
do after taking tiiem over? 

SHRI B. K. DAS caOWDHURY; 
Thb* (juattlon put bjr the hon] Mem- 
bei^ and tite reply gtiten by the hon.. 
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Minister are very much clear. The 
Minister gave certain figures about 
the sick and closed gardens number* 
ing about 43 out of which some are 
closed for very long years. I would 
like to hnow from the hon. Minister 
whether it is not a fact that if we 
take the all India picture of tea plan¬ 
tations, we find a large number of 
uneconomic gardens on which hon. 
Member, Shri Indrajit Gupta rightly 
put the emphasis. I would like to 
know the definition laid down by the 
Government for an uneconomic gar 
den. The uneconomic gardens in the 
country are nearly to an extent of 
10 per cent. If that is so. is the Gov¬ 
ernment also considering to do some¬ 
thing for the betterment ol these un¬ 
economic gardens along with the sick 
and the old gardens which are under 
consideration of the Government? 

Secondly, a Task Force has already 
submitted a report nearly nine months 
ago and I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister what difficulties 
■tend in the way of the Government 
who are taking an unusually long 
time, to get this Act amended. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 

I have said in response to the ques¬ 
tion of Shri Indrajit Gupta as to what 
are the criteria of a sick garden ac¬ 
cepted by the Task Force. Shri DaS- 
chowdhury is referring to what are 
called uneconomic tea gardens. 

A circular or a sort of a question¬ 
naire was issued by the Tea Board 
to all tea gardens eliciting informa¬ 
tion arising from their own economic 
position. Now, in response to that 
questionnaire, many tea gardens ■- 
and their total planted area is 23.033 
hectares, that is nnearly 8 per cent 
of the total area of plantation— 
have claimed to be uneconomic. 
They have claimed to be uneconomic 
to get some financial advantages and 
they have submitted their rlalms but 
we do not coniider them so and we are 
looking into the matter. 

Begafding the second question, as 
X hafv* glready wubmltted, it Is true 
the Tadc IVim has submitted Ite 


report 8 to 9 months ago. We are 
looking into the matter and a three- 
man committee is going into the 
pros and cons of the matter. We are 
also exploring the possibility of ob¬ 
taining some money, as I have refer¬ 
red to, from IRCI so that we can 
extend financial help to these tea 
gardens. So, it is not that we are 
deeping over the issue. We are acti¬ 
vely considering the matter.

(c). The terms and conditions of 
service of the supervising staff of the 
subddiary banks are governed in 
terms of Section 11(1) of the State 
Bank of India (Subsidiary Banks) 
Act, 1959 read with Section 50(1) 
thereof. The State Bank of India has 
reported that as these terms and con¬ 
ditions are not the same in all the 
subsidiary bai^ it is having discua- 
sions with the AU India Officers’ 
Association of aubsidlary banks 
ft yimv froinft uz^ffh repdations 
undw -Recttea.

I bad brought a specific case 
to the notice of the previous Finance 
Minister and the Minister of State for 
Finance where all well-known princi¬ 
ples of natural justice including not 
giving the chargesheet, not holding 
any enquiry and not an iota of en¬ 
quiry, on principles of natural justice 
were followed.

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: The let¬ 
ter was wrltt«i to my predecessor in 
olAce and he had called for the records 
unri gone into* and came to the con¬ 
clusion that nothing wrong had hap¬ 
pened. I also persued the documents 
and came to the same conclusion. 
That is why I wrote to the hon. Mem¬ 
ber that nothing more can be done in 
the matter. That does not mean we 
have taken it in the casual manner 
if we do not agree with the hon. Mem¬ 
ber and we are serious only if we 
agree with the bon. Member. That 
should not be the attitude.

They are being 
victimised. Are we going to be 
treated this way? Is this the idea of 
the Finance Minister, his Ministry that 
the Members of Parliament should be 
treated this way? 

Hundreds of cases can be brought 
to your notice. Have you issued any 
such instructions or how is it happen¬ 
ing in the SBI and its subsidiaries? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I can¬ 
not immediately answer this question, 
whether any such circular has been 
issued. I shall certainly look into it 
and see what sort of circular has 
issued and whether it does any injus¬ 
tice with regard to the functioning of 
hon. members.

Plan CMjtral assistance to State to* 
wards expenditures neceuitated by 
natural calamities bas been rescind¬ 
ed with effect from the current finan¬ 
cial year. According to the present 
policy, financial assistance lor rdief 
expenditures would be considered, 
where absolutely essential, only by 
way of advance of plan assistance or 
of assistance under Drought-prone 
Areas Programme, Tribal Develop¬ 
ment Plan previsions etc. No depar¬ 
ture from this policy is contonplated. 

The question of providing such ad¬ 
vance assistance under Plan to the 
States affected by drought and floods 
in the current financial year is under 
consideration in consultation with the 
State Governments concerned. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY; 
Having regard to the fact that drought 
and floods affecf us very badly this 
year and though human nature has 
the innate capability to deal with the 
situation, ^s situation may sound 
academic but the fact remains that 
the aftermath of the calamity is still 
very much alive. In view of this 
will the Government and the hon. 
Minister tell us whether they have 
assessed the magnitude of the calami¬ 
ty throughout the country and If so 
what is the loss both in terms of 
human lives and other property? In 
view of these losses both in terms of 
life and property, in view of their 
huge magnitude, wiU not the Govern¬ 
ment think ft fit to go outside the 
scope of the Sixth Finance Commis¬ 
sion recommendations to give such 
help wherever it is needed? 

SHBI C. SUBRAMANIAM: The 
Sixth Iteance Conunisslon went into 
this problem of drought and flood, 
particularly on the basis of experience 
we had a few yean ago when crotes 
of rupees were just spent on flood and 
drought relief bat no assets were 
created by that expenditure. That la 
why the Sixth nuance Commission 
made a specilte recdmmendatlon. whe¬ 
ther drought relief or^ftood 'C^ef it 
should be with r^erence to the pro- 
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grammes 'already in the Plan and 
therefora if there was any necessity 
advances cafi be made for the pur¬ 
pose of implementing the Plan pro-- 
grammas; nothing, should be taken 
outside the Pl«i programmes.

Extension of branch network in 
underbanked rural areas so as to make 
banking facilities available to the 
people in villages and enlargement* 
of the flow of credit to small borro¬ 
wers Rke farmers, artisans, craftamen, 
small industrialist, small retailers etc. 
have been the basic objectives pursued 
by the public sector banks in the post- 
nationalisation period. This has been, 
to a large extent, achieved by the 
banks through a sustained branch ex¬ 
pansion programme to extend cover- 
arge of the rural areas by the banking 
system, evolution of specific schemes 
to suit small borrowers, simplification 
of forms and procedures, changes in 
the security norms, adoption of area 
approach for intensive coverage, set¬ 
ting up of specialist agencies like 
MiSti-servIce-agencies and Agricul¬ 
tural Development Branches, adoption 
of necessary legislative and adminis¬ 
trative measures for facilitating the 
now of bank credit to agriculture, 
drawing up of credit plans for specific 
areas and effective liaison with the 
State Governments and participation 
in the area development programmes 
such as SFDA, MFALA, minor irriga¬ 
tion schemes etc., evolved by the Go¬ 
vernment agencies. To reach the 
poorest strata of the people, a special 
*Differential Interest Rate Scheme’ is 
also being implemented in 274 back¬ 
ward and SHDA/MFALA districts. 

These measures have, over the last 
five years, resulted in a significant in¬ 
crease in the coverage of and also in 
the flow -of eredit to people in rural 
areas. However, having regard to 
the organisational and other constra¬ 
ints faced by the banks, it will also 
be necessary to set up local institu* 
tions like Farmers' Service Societies 
and rout bank credit to ryots through 
such institutional intermedtarles so 
that the pace of coverage of rural 
areas gets quickened. iThei 
ment and the Reserve Bank India

(c) The present slab rate system of 
Income-tax and v/eallh tax aims at 
achieving the objective of reducing 
the disparities in incomes and wealths 
which is the basic principle of pro¬ 
gressive taxation.

These directions and amendments 
made thereto by the Reserve Bank 
from time to time have been published 
in the Gazette of India. The Reserve 
Bank has informed that copies ot the 
aforesaid three sets of directions, and 
of the brochure issued by it in March, 
1974 which explains the principal 
features of the directions, have been 
sent by it to the Parliament Secretarial 
for being kept in the Parliament 
Library. 

(c) The Banking Commissloa had 
made certain recommendations for a 
restructuring of the existing scheme 
of control over the deposit-acceptance 
activities of non-banking companies. 
On considering these recommendations

The IRCI has sanctioned 
to this undertaking reconstruction 
assistance aggregating Rs. 93.30 lakhs. 

The Ganesh Flour Mills Company 
Ltd. has five factories (units) of 
which three viz., (i) Delhi Vanas- 
pati Unit, (ii) Hindustan Break Fast 
Foods Manufacturing Factory and 
(iii) Ganesh Electrical Fan and Frac¬ 
tional Horsepower Unit are located in 
Delhi. One unit viz,, Kanpur Vanas- 
pati Unit is located at Kanpur and 
another unit viz.. Solvent Enaction 
Plant is at Bombay. Of the above 
five factories (units), all except 

Ganesh Electrical Fan and Fractional 
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Horsepower Unit at Delhi are func¬ 
tioning at present. No assistance has 
so far been provided to Ganesh Elec¬ 
trical Fan and Fractional Horsepower 
Unit. The feasibility of reopening 
this unit was studied with the help

India has 
so far received 07 million from the 
U.N. Special Account and a further 
sum of ISO million as grant has been 
allocated bilaterally by the E. E. C. 
out of its first tranche contri¬ 
bution to the U. N. Emergency Opera¬ 
tion.

structure of excise levy on tea and 
filed writ petitions in Calcutta High 
Court. The Hon’ble High Court 
granted ad-interim injunctions allow¬ 
ing the tea companies to pay eentral 
excise duties at lower rates pending 
final judgment. The Bon’ble High 
Court *have shice pronounced their 
final judgment in a number of cases 
and held that zonal classification and 
zonal rates of excise duties were in 
order. As a result of this, the tea 
companies concerned are now requir. 
ed to pay the differential amount of 
central excise duty, which, with the 
passage of time, has accumulated 
considerably.

The General Insurance Corporation 
has already placed three officers and 
an employee under suspension and also 
ordered a detailed enquiry to fix per¬ 
sonal responsibility of individual 
officers and employees for the occur¬ 
ence of this fraud. 

The General Insurance Corporation 
is also examining the accounts and 
claims settlement procedures with a 
view to preventing such happenings in 
future.

The U.S. had, in the middle of 
November 1974 proposed a scheme for 
major industrial countries associated 
with the Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD), whereby a part of the funds 
flowing back from the Oil Producing 
Countries would be redistributed 
among them under a common loan 
and guarantee facility so as to relieve 
these consuming countries of the 
balance of payments strains resulting 
from high oil prices. The U.S. 
scheme also suggests the setting up 
of a separate "Erust Fund managed by 
the I.M.P. for making available at 
concessional rates assistance to the 
developing countries who have been 
most seriously affected by the recent 
economic events.

copters .like that of any other type of 
aircraft, are governed by the provisions 
of the Aircraft Rules, 1937 framed 
under the Aircraft Act, 1934. The rele¬ 
vant provisions are reproduced below:- 

Rale 4: 

"Use and operation of aircraft—tio 
person shall use or operate or assist 
in using or operating an aircraft save 
in accordance with their rules. 

Rule 5: 

"Registiption and NoMonality and 
registration marks—Subject to the 
provisions of rule 33 rgi person shall 
fly, or assist in flying aircraft unless— 

(a) it has been registered, and 

(b) it bears its nationality and 
registration marks and the 
name and residence of the 
owner afilxed or painted 
thereon in accordance with 
rule 37 or, in the case of 
aircraft registered elsewhere 
than in India, in accordance 
with regulations of the State 
in which it is registered. 

Provided that the prohibition impos¬ 
ed by this rule shall not apply to air¬ 
craft flown in accordance with the 
special permission in writing of the 
Central Government and subject to any 
conditions and limitations which may 
be specified in such permission. 


Rule 30: 

Sub-Rule (2): **An aircraft may be 
registered in India in either of the 
following categories, namely:— 

(a) Category A—^Where the air¬ 
craft is wholly owned either— 

(i) by citizens of India; or 

(ii) by a company or cor¬ 
poration registered and 
having is principal place 
of business within India 
and the Chairman and at 
least two-thirds of the 
directors of which are 
citizens of India; and 

(b) Category B—where the air¬ 

craft is wholly owned either— 

(i) by persons resident in or 
carrying on business in 
India who are not citizens 
of India; or 

(ii) by a company or cor¬ 
poration registered else, 
where than in India and 
carrying on business in 
India”. 

As far as registration of aircraft/ 
helicopter in favour of foreign nation¬ 
als foreign companies is concerned, the 
same is done after obtaining clearance 
from the Ministry of Home Affairs (In¬ 
telligence Bureau). 

As far as use of Helicopter is con¬ 
cerned, they, like, any other tpye of 
aircraft are also subject to rules fram¬ 
ed under the scope of the Aircraft Act, 
1934.

Such regio¬ 
nal imbalances were primarily because 
of the dependence of LIC's invest¬ 
ments upon the existence of agen'iies 
in the States that could absorb and 
use sizeable sums of money. In 
States, such agencies are State owned 
financial corporations. State Electri¬ 
city Boards, State level cooperative 
financing agtticies. Municipalities and 
Public limited companies. In some 
of the States such agmcies are either 
non-existant or have not fully deve¬ 
loped.

Royce-powered Lockheed Tri-star L- 
1011 aircraft. 

(c) and (d). Indian Airlines are 
examining the economics of different 
types of wide-body aircraft for pos¬ 
sible induction in their fleet during 
the Fifth Plan period on the high 
density trunk routes where Boeing- 
737 and Caravelle aircraft are in ope¬ 
ration. The Lockheed Tri-star is one 
of the aircraft being so studied. The 
studies are still in progress and no 
decision has yet been taken regarding 
the number and type of aircraft to 
be acquired. 


Difficulties faced by Cotton Oroweis 
in Gujarat

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): (a) In 
terms of the Compulsory Deposit 
Schemes notified under the Additional 
Emoluments (Compulsory Deposit) 
Act, 1974, the responsibility for the 
maintenance of employee-wise ac¬ 
counts of the deposits is on the em¬ 
ployer (Including the Drawing and 
Disbursing Officer in Government), 
who is the specified authority for the 
purpose. The Act extends to nearly 
18 million employees of the Central 
and State Governments, local autho¬ 
rities, public and private enterprises 
and other establishments in the orga¬ 
nised sector. The number of em¬ 
ployee-wise accounts opened would 
depend on the actual number of em¬ 
ployees who have received emolu¬ 
ments after the 6th July 1974 which 
include additional wages and/or ad¬ 
ditional dearness allowance as defin¬ 
ed in the Act. As the employee-wise 
accounts are kept in a decentralised 
manner and the nominated authorities 
under the Schemes* are responsible 
only for maintenance of consolidated 
employer-wise accounts, the exact 
number of accounts so fat; opened 
under, these Compulsory Deposit 
Schemes is not avaUable, 


During the last two years of the 
operation of the schemes, only the re¬ 
payment of the remaining instalments 
of the deposits and payment of inter¬ 
est would be made as imder: 

(i) in July 1979, the fifth and 
final instalment of additional 
wages deposit and the fourth 
instalment of additional dear, 
ness allowance deposit wfth 
intere.st for the year; and 

(ii) in July 1980, he fifth and final 
instalment of the additional 
dearness allowance dapcisit 
with interest for the year. 

As the normal repayments and pay¬ 
ment of interest indicated above 
would involve only one operation 
each year, the administrative costs at 
the level of each of the specified 
authorities and nominated authorities 
would not be significant when com¬ 
pared to similar costs for the period 
for which Compulsory deposits have 
to be made. Expenditure on payment 
of interest on the balance of deposits 
would depend on the maximum bank 
deposit rate during that period as the 
Act stipulates that the rate of interest 
shall be 2-1/2 per cent above the 
maximum bank deposit rate. 

(b) The total amount deposited 
with the Reserve Bank of India for 
the period ending 13th December 
1974 is Rsl 25.25 crores. The amount 
likely to be deposited during the re¬ 
maining period of the current finan¬ 
cial year would depend on factors like 
the movement of the Consumer Price 
Index hereafter to which payment of 
additional dearness allowance to em¬ 
ployees in the organised sector is by 
and large linked in some form or an¬ 
other and the nature and extent of 
wages revisions in the organised sec¬ 
tor. As these cannot be foreseen with 
any reasonable measure of certainty, 
no accurate estimate of the amounts 
likely to be deposited under the 
Schemes during the reniaining part 
of the current financial year is pos¬ 
sible at this stage. 
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(c) The deposits received tmder the 
provisions of the Act are kept immo- 
'bilised in a separate account with the 
Reserve Bank of India. This . will 
help to reduce the rate of growth of 
money supply with the public and 
thereby moderate the pressure I'f ag¬ 
gregate demand in the economy. The 
Act is a part of the various anti-in- 
flationary measures which have been 
taken recently in order to impart a 
measure of stability to prices. How¬ 
ever, it would be difficult any time to 
assess separately the impact of a 
single measure like the Act on the 
economy of the country. Also, it is 
too early to make a reliable assess¬ 
ment of the impact of all these mea¬ 
sures together on the economy though 
the indications so far are that they 
are exercising a restraining influence 
On prices. 


Accord on overflights and Air-links 
jpith Pakistan

The discus¬ 
sions at Rawalpindi on the 1971 case 
before ICAO and on resumption of 
air-links including overflights were 
inconclusive and are to be continued 
in another meeting to be held at 
Delhi. Further developments will 
depend upon the outcome of these 
talks. 
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Gloomy outlook of cotton Textile 
Industry 

5458. SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: Will 
the Minister of COMMERCE be pleas¬ 
ed to state: 

(a) whether the outlook for cotton 
textile industry is gloomy on account 
of low cotton production and inade¬ 
quate production capacity of the 
domestic textiles machinery industry;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI

(a) No, Sir. 

(b) and (c). Our cotton textiles are 
at present out-priced in the world 
markets by 15-20 per cent. However, 
the export target of Rs. 235 crores fur 
the year 1974-75 is expected to be 
achieved, on' account of better ship¬ 
ments in the April-October period. 

(d) A new Scheme of combined 
obligation for export of cotton tex¬ 
tiles and manufacture of controlled 
cloth, providing a set off in controlled 
cloth obligation against exports, has 
come into force from 1-10-1974. This 
Scheme is intended to provide indirect 
incentives to exporters of cotton tex¬ 
tiles. 


Indifferent treatment by Public Sector 
Banks to Agricultural Sector 

5459. SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether the priority sector, 
agriculture in particular contmues to 
get indifferent treatment at the hands 
of public sector banka in the country! 
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(b) whether according to final 
figures which are out now of the total 
advances of Rs. 4,803 crorea by 14 
nationalised banks, the State Bank and 
its subsidiaries the share of the priority 
sector was only 31.4 per cent with 
agriculture accounting for a meagre 9 
per cent; and 

(c) if so, the reasons for this step¬ 
motherly treatment? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRIMA- 
TI SUSHILA ROHATGI): (a) and 

(b). In pursuance of the objectives 
of bank nationalisation, public sector 
banks have been endeavouring to 
meet, in an increasing measure, the 
credit needs of small borrowers for 
their productive ventures in the prio¬ 
rity sectors viz. Agriculture, Small 
Scale Industry, Road Transport Ope¬ 
rators, Retail Trade and small busi¬ 
ness, Professional and Self-employed 
people and Education. 

The outstanding advances of the 
public sector banks to thp priority 
sectors, in particular to agriculture, 
as at the end of June, 1969, Decem¬ 
ber 1972 (the date to which the data 
given by the Hon'ble Member relate) 
and June, 1974 are set out in the 
statement laid on the Table of the 
House (Placed in library. See No. LT- 
8880/74). Advances of public sector 
banks to priority sectors as a propor¬ 
tion of their total advances increased 
from 14.9 per cent in June, 1969 to 
25.7 per cent in June, 1974. The pro¬ 
portion of advances to agriculture 
have also increased during this pe¬ 
riod from 5.5 per cent to 8.9 per cent 
of the total advances. Further, while 
the number of borrowal accounts re¬ 
lating to agriculture, has increased 
from 1.64 lakhs to 18.39 lakhs, the 
number of borrowal accounts for the 
priority sectors as a whole increased 
from 2.6 lakhs to 26.21 lakhs, regis¬ 
tering a ten-fold increase. Thus, 
there has been a substantial increase 
in the advances of public sector banks 
to the priority sectors, particularly to 
^e agiioulutral sector. It may be 
added that coopmtivea continue to 


play die major role in providing agri¬ 
cultural credit and the role of com¬ 
mercial banks in this field is supple¬ 
mentary.

Requirement of Jute by MiUs

(c) It is estimated that the jute 
industry would require about 70 lakh 
bales of raw jute in the 1974-75 
season. 

(d) Yes, Sir. The West Bengal 
Government had requested that the 
credit available to the Jute Corpora¬ 
tion of India be enhanced. 

(e) Though there have been no re¬ 
ports oi distresa sale, with a view 
to maintain prices the Jute Corpora- 
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tion of India has already been in¬ 
structed to concentrate on such pock¬ 
ets where prices are comparatively 
low. Besides the funds position of 


Jute Corporation of India has been 
improved by increasing the credit 
limit by one crore and the advance 
of a Government loan of one crore.

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM 
AND CIVIL AVIATION (SHRI RAJ 
BAHADUR); (a) and (b) Serving of 
full meals on Indian services resulted 
in considerable waste and frequent 
complaints from passengers about 
the quality and variety of meals 
served due perhaps to the diverse 
and different faod habits of passen¬ 
gers. On most of the domestic fli¬ 
ghts the world over, lull meals are 
not served. Indian Airlines accord¬ 
ingly discontinued the serving of 
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full meals on' board the aircraft with 
the commencement of skeleton ser¬ 
vices during the lock-out period. 
From the 15th April, 1974 snacks are 
being served to passengers on flights 
of 1-1/2 hours duration or more, 
falling during meal time. Dissatis¬ 
faction has been expressed by some 
sections of passengers to the stop¬ 
page of serving full and hot meals 
and in regard to the quality and 
quantum of snacks served at present. 

Indian Airlines have been asked 
to take due notice of the opinions 
and feelings expressed by the pas¬ 
sengers in this behalf and to take 
necesary measures to provide the 
maximum possible degree of satis¬ 
faction to the passengers consistent¬ 
ly with their objective of minimising 
their losses. 

(c) and (d) The provision of maga¬ 
zines on Indian Airlines’ flights has 
been discontinued as it has been 
found that on the short duration 
flights the use of magazines by pas¬ 
sengers has been rather limited, pos¬ 
sibly because Indian magazines 
which are normally available at 
homes and offices of passengers, were 
being provided on flights. 

(e) The transport coach services 
introduced by International Airports 
Authority of India at Delhi, Madras 
and Calcutta international airports 
are regular and properly organised. 
The contract for runing coach servi¬ 
ces at Bombay has been given to a 
Co-Operative Ex-Servicemen’s firm 
and it Is expected that coach service 
will begin operating by the end of 
the current month.

B. D. Goenka and Mr. B. D. Goen- 
ka’s wife, Mrs. SaroJ Goenka— 
two other employees of the Express 
group of companies will stand trial 
on similar charges. 

The case was committed for trial 
by the Special Metropolitan Magis¬ 
trate of Madras to the court of the 
Chief Metropolitan Magistrate, New 
Delhi on Saturday.... 

The prosecution case was that 
the accused entered into a criminal 
conspiracy in 1968, to cheat the 
bank, commit forgeries and falsify 
the account books and stock re¬ 
cords of the companies with a view 
to obtaining excess cash credit 
facilities from the bank.*’ 

Sarvashri Priyii ftanjan Das Munshi 
Bhogendra Jha, S. M. Banerjee, K. P 
Unnikrishnan, D. C. Goswaml, 
Barbara Sinjdi and Shashi Bhushan 
made their submissions in the House 
on the 13th and ,16th December, 1974 
regarding the admissibility of their 
notices. The members referred to 
the alleged charges against Shri 
Goenka and contended that the im¬ 
pugned conduct of Shri Goenka was 
derogatory to the dignity of the 
House and inconsistent with the high 
standards expected from Members of 
Parliament. 

Shri ft. N. Goenka made his sub¬ 
mission in the House on the 18th 
December, 1974. He stated that these 
allegations related to a period when 
he was not a member of the House. 
He added that he was not in a posi¬ 
tion to go into the merits of the case 
since the matter was pending in a 
court of law and that he would pre¬ 
sent his rebuttal in the court. He 
also submitted that the allegations 
and charges made by some members 
against him should not have been 
permitted to nuide and pleaded 
that a question of privilege against a 
member could arise only if the mem¬ 
ber had been guilty of misconduct or 
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misdemeanour as a member of the 
House. 

As stated in my ruling in the House 
on the 2nd December, 1974, in order 
to constitute a breach of privilege or 
contempt of the House, the miscon¬ 
duct of a member should relate to 
business in the House. In the present 
case, as the impugned conduct of Shri 
ft. N. Goenka does not relate to busi¬ 
ness in the HdtiSe, i do not give my 
consent to the notices of question of 
privilege. 

The Chair shall in future disallow 
notices of questions of privilege in 
imine ‘where it is not clearly shown 
that the alleged breach of privilege is 
connected with the business of the 
House. 

There may, however, be cases where 
it majT-be alleged that a member’s 
conduct involves moral turpitude and 
to that extent the member may be 
deemed to be guilty ol lowering the 
dignity of the House. In such cases, 
appreciate procedure should be fol¬ 
lowed and the matf^~aiiould not be 
brought as a question of privilege. I 
have already ruled in my ruling of 
2nd December. 1974, that the rule of 
sub judice does not come in the way 
of disciplinary jurisdiction of the 
House. But the Chair and the House 
will have to consider each case on 
its merit.

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGES 
AGAINST A.I.R.—confd. 

MR. SPEAKER: Yesterday, Shri R. 
N. Goenka sought to raise a question of 
privilege against the All India Radio 
for broadcasting in its news bulletin 
and in the broadcast entitled “Today 
in Parliament” on the 4lih Decem¬ 
ber, 1974, certain matters as proce¬ 
edings of the House which in fact 
were not in the official record of the 
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[Mr. Speaker] 

proceedings of the House of that day. 
Shri Ooenka, while seeing to raise the 
question of privileges, inter alia 
stated: 

‘*In the ofiScial record of the pro¬ 
ceedings no doubt all these were 
omitted, yet various newspapers 
had published what happened in 
the House, some briefly, others at 
great length for their own reasons. 
I did not invitB you to take formal 
notice of them, as I felt that there 
may have been a genuine misunder¬ 
standing in that the Press Gallery 
may not have heard your ruling 
and wanted th’cm to have the bene¬ 
fit of doubt. But the All India 
Radio, which is an official organ, 
a Department of Government, can¬ 
not have the same excuse. In their 
coverage of the news regarding 
what happened in Parliament, they 
said: 

‘Immediately after the question 
hour, pandemonium prevailed 
in the House as Mr. Priya 
Ranjan Das Munsi (Cong¬ 
ress) soughtt to ascertain 
from the Chair whether a 
'newspaper report about Mr. 
R. N. Goenka had anything 
to do with the Member of the 
same name in the House. . .' 

The All India Radio, not only 
broadcast the expunged matter, 
but in the commentary “Today in 
Parliament” on 4th December 
night... .talks of 'cheating and 
forgery’ under ‘quote’”. 

Thereupon, the Minister of Infor¬ 
mation and Broadcasting, Shri I. K. 
Gujral, explained the position and 
inter alia stated: 

“On ttie 4th December 1974 some 
reference were madje in this House, 
inunediately after the Question Hour 
on the newspaper report about 
Shri R. N. Goenka by Shri Priya 
Ranlan Das Munsi, Mf. .The pro¬ 
ceedings arising from his refe^iwe 
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were reported by the All India 
Radio in its bulletin at 2 p.m. and 

another bulletin_AIR was hot. 

alone in reporting this incident. All 
the news agencies, including the 
PTI and UNI and several newspaper 
correspondents reported the inci¬ 
dent. ...the AIR news bulletin 
made no reference to allegations 
about cheating and forgery against 
Shri Goenka which were reported 
by the news agencies as well as 
newspaper correspendents.... 

Shri Goenka has special objec¬ 
tion to the commentary Today in 
Parliament’ in which the words 
‘cheating’ and ‘forgery’ were used. 
Sir, as the House is aware, this com¬ 
mentary is written by experienced 
newspaper and newsagency corres¬ 
pondents. .The Commentator on 
that day was Shri N. Gopinath Nair, 
a senior Correspendent of UNI.... 

He referred to the issue raised by 
Shri P. R. Das Munsi about the press 
report involving Shri R. N. Goenka. 
In that context, he mentioned the 
words ‘cheating’ and ‘forgery’ only 
occurring in the press report and 
as quoted by Shri P. R. Das 
Munsi.” 

The position is that the representa¬ 
tives of the Press, including the Gov¬ 
ernment news media, are admitted to 
the Press Gallery on the clear condi¬ 
tion that they will faithfully report 
the proceedings of the House in an 
objective manner and, more impor¬ 
tantly, observe the decisions of the 
Chair and carry them out in letter 
and spirit. There can be no excuse that 
what is ordered not to be recorded in 
the proceedings can be reported in 
the press or broadcast. 

I have looked into the ofiQcial record 
of the relevant proceedings of the 
House of that day and 1 find that the 
observations attributed to Shri Priya 
Ranjan Das Munai in tis^ ihews hrOgd*^ 
cost of AH Ihdia Bt^ at 2 pm. on 
thid dajf not thcrdn. 
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Nor do I find the references to “for¬ 
gery” and “cheating” in those proceed¬ 
ings. In fact, this is what I had said 
in the House on that day: 

“I never called Mr. Das Munsi. He 
is not considered as speaking.... 

t 

I. have not allowed it; I had not' 
called any Member. If anything has 
been said, without my permission, 
this is not on record. I told it very 
clearly. 

I am not allowing anything Avith- . 
out notice. No Member has got the 
right to get up without the per¬ 
mission of the Chair. Anything said 
by any Member without being called 
Or without my permission will not 
go On record.” 

I am, therefore, of the view that 
the All India Radio should not have 
.broadcast the observations of members 
as proceedings of the House which 
did not form part of the official record 
of the proceedings and the news agen¬ 
cies and the Press should not have 
similarly carried the alleged report 
of the speeches in the House. It is, 
however, admitted that there was 
terrible noise in the House at that 
time and in the din and uproar it is 
possible that the Press correspondent's 
and other representatives did not 
clearly hear my orders, and as Shri 
Goenka has also said that there may 
have been a genuine misunderstand- • 
ing in the Press Gallery and he 
wanted the Press Correspondents to 
have the benefit of doubt, I think, that 
the same benefit of doubt may also 
be extended to the Correspondent and 
Commentator of the All India Radio 
since they are also placed in the same 
position in the Press Gallery as oth^ 
Press Correspondents and the House 
may be well advised to waive its pri¬ 
vilege lA fMs ease and leave the mat¬ 
ter where it is.

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE 
AGAINST JUGANTAR OF 
CALCUTTA—contd. 

MR. SPEAKER: This is the third 
ruling. 

I have to inform the House that 
Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu gave notices of 
questions of previlege on the 1st 
August and l&th November, 1974. 
against, the Jugontcuv Calcutta, com¬ 
plaining that while reporting ceortain 
proceedings of the Hoiise of the 
July and of the 16th November, ,1014.

In the summaries of the pro- 
cedings of the 15th November, 1974 
and 29th July, 1974, as published, 
it appears the name of Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu, M.P. was omitted 
among the members who had 
spoken on the motion. It is not 
correct to say that the name of Shri 
Bosu was deliberattely omitted or 
that the Jugantar is in the habit of 
suppressing the name of Shri 
Bosu.” 

“From the proceedings it appears 
that there were also other speakers 
who spoke on the question whose 
names could not be included in the 
report. 

“We want to make it clear that 
there was no intentional or delibe¬ 
rate omission of the name of Shri 
Bosu.

In this matter I wish to make it clear 
at the outset that our Party had not 
authorised Shri Morarji Desai to speak 
on our behalf .... (Interruptions), 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: We do not 
consider you to be in the Opposition.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: As far 
as we understood it, it was in- order 
to make such a Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee’s work, if it is appointed, useful 
and purposeful* that we have been 
demanding that these papers, CBI re¬ 
port and documents connected there¬ 
with, should be made available to the 
House. 

That was the purpose. And we had 
said it on the floor of the House re¬ 
peatedly that If the House is to come 
to a correct judgment—a final judg¬ 
ment—in this matter, it can only do 
so if it is assisted by the Government 
in making available the report and the 
connoted papers. That we consider 
essential for the interim stage before 
the setting up of a Parliamentary 
Committee, It seems, so far, we are 
on a certain common ground on this 
side. Now, after a lot of arguments, 
debate and so r,n and after two or 
three weeks have passed, tlie Govern¬ 
ment agreed. In a certain mpdifled 
form, to the demand of the Opposition 
Fatses, They could have agreed much 
earlier— I regret to say that they did

SHRI PILOO MODY; And ^ith 
greater grace. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Anyway 
they agreed on certain conditions that 
those papers would be shown to tlie 
Opposition Parties, to their leaders 
or to any Member who is authorised 
by their leaders, 

Now. Sir, that work of 06rUS3l 0 l 
those documents, as far as I know, is 
still going on; it will be completed 
within a day or two I am Informed 
by Mr. Bhogendra Jha who is repre¬ 
senting our party in the work of this 
perusal that ^ome one Member—^I for¬ 
get the name—now had suggested that 
this perusal work should be completed 
by Friday or .Saturday. Our represen¬ 
tative was agreeable to that. But, 
other Members said ‘no’; they insisted 
that time must be given even up to 
Monday of the next week. That it¬ 
self is enough to show that even if 
anyone particular Msmner or one or 
more particular Members here—I do 
not know if they wish to make a 
claim—claim that they have completed 
the perusal, it still shows that all the 
Members or many of the Members 
have yet not done so and they have 
asked for time till Monday. 

Anyway, now, Sir, whether the 
perusal is completed on a particular 
day or on some following day, I wish 
to make a submission as to what is 
the further procedure and modalities 
that will follow from that. Here; as 
far as I have understood it, there are 
two viewpoints—one is put forward 
or, rather, implied by Government, as 
far as I understand it—and the other 
is by Shri Morarji Desai and the sub¬ 
mission he just now made. 

As far as his submission is concern¬ 
ed, I have underslpod it "to mean this, 
that already on the basis of whatever 
perasai has been done, some Members 
that a prima-facie cb% has 
estebUsted and, therefoi«, straight; 
away, ire should pro^jd io Qm eons^ 
^tioQ ot a Parltfiyiisnlfiiy 
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The Government’s viewpoint, as I 
understand it, is this. They have ad¬ 
vanced the plea of some more lime 
being required to study the memoran¬ 
dum which has been given. Here, 1 
am not fortunate enough to have seen 
the memorandum —1 do not know 
what it contains. Anyway,, it is my 
firm belief that Government would 
preif^r that no Parliamentatiy Com¬ 
mittee is set up and that the matter 

should be hushed up or conveniently 

brushed aside under the carpet and 
the matter should end there. 

I would not subscribe to either of 
these viewpoints. Otherwise there 
was no point in fighting for so many 
weeks to have access to those papers 
and documents. If we are not going 
to come to a considered viewpoint, 
then how are to proceed further in 
the matter?^ On that point I have 
made certain proposals which I shall 
explain and 'vhich are embodied in 
the motion that I have submitted. I 
do not agree with the Government’s 
viewpoint that the matter should be 
dropped here and ended for the s^- 
ple reason that I am quite sure that 
what has happened so far has its im¬ 
pact, outside this House, 011 the 
country, on the public. I made this 
point earlier some days ago also. 
That is not adequate enough to set at 
rest the doubts and suspicious which 
have been aroused in the public mind 
not only regarding certain individu¬ 
als, other Membe.'s of this House or 
Ministers of Government but also re¬ 
garding the very .sovereignty of this 
Parliament itself. I do not think what 
has transpired so far is adequate to 
allay those suspicions and doubts. 
'This is not a party affair, I repeat it. 
It is a matter in which every side of 
the House should be vitally interested 
'to see ugjy suspicions and 

doubts are not allowed to linger in 
the publip mind In the way they have 
been created. 

Therefpre. Sir, the suggestion I am 
making Is tltis: That when the work 
of this perusal has been completed—• 
M my tie Monday or any day that i« 


fixed. 1 have no objection to that— 
what is the next step that should be 
taken? Our suggestion is that those 
hon. Members belonging to various 
parties who have been associated with 
this work of perusal should be con¬ 
sulted by the hefn. Speaker, who will 
sit with them, they willl exchange 
views as to what they have found in 
that perusal. I believe, Sir, they have 
been permitted to keep certain notes, 
lliougll not allowsd to carry those 
notes outside the room. Those notes 
are available. They can be compared 
and exchanged. Some discussion 
should be held with some purpose and 
the purpose of that discussion in my 
view should be that those hon. Mem¬ 
bers along with you should formulate 
or frame some agreed terms of refe¬ 
rence. Some substantive points must 
come out of this perusal. Otherwise 
what is the use of perusing? Are we 
perusing in the tiir? Some agreed 
terms of reference should be formulat¬ 
ed and those terms of reference will 
then be forwarded to a parliamentary 
committee which should be duly 
constituted representing various sec¬ 
tions of this House because then we 
feel that that Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee will be able, if I may say so, 
to complete the work, which is very 
necessary, of investigation into the 
conduct of concerned persons who 
may be either Members of this House 
or Ministers of the Government so 
that ultimately we may at last be In 
a position to reach a con'^idered—and 
officers also—and objective final con¬ 
clusion in this matter and then decide 
to take whatever action we consider to 
be necessary. In this way, I hope, the 
Government will consider it also that 
it is not a matter of dropping the mat¬ 
ter and declaring it to be closed. I 
am totally against that and certainly 
when anything has been brought to 
light which can estabUsh the guilt or 
misconduct of any person—^be a Minis¬ 
ter or a Member or an official—he 
should not be spared. 


If you go back to the history of the 
last 15 years of this House there have 
been numerous occasions when pro^ 
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minent Ministers of the Government 
have had to ro— not on the basis of 
enquiry, even not on the basis of 
established proof or conclusive evi¬ 
dence—when they happened to be in 
the centre of some controversy or a 
type which was considered by even 
the then leader of the ruling party to 
be not a matter which was healthy or 
conducive to carrying on the responsi¬ 
bility which that particular Minister 
was entrusted with. 1 am not going 
into the merits of those cases whether 
it was done correctly or not. But 
they'had to go and some of them later 
On came back also. Because so long 
as we function—I do not know how 
long it is going to be' now as some¬ 
thing is happening in the country— 
within the framework of parliament¬ 
ary system then in addition to facts, 
evidence and so on which from time 
to time tnay be alleged or establish¬ 
ed—^there is also such a thing as 
Parliamentary propriety which cannot 
perhaps be strictly defined but it is of 
the essence of the spirit of Parlia¬ 
mentary Practice. I dare say in other 
countries, in one country whose model 
we are fond of quoting, and saying 
that we are following them I am sure 
their concept of Parliamentary pxo- 
priety is something different to curs. 
I find that in that country, in tha 
United Kingdom, Ministers them¬ 
selves came forward sometimes to 
resign at the slightest tinge or breath 
of suspicion against them. I am not 
saying that necessarily you must do 
the same thing here, because we ai-e 
of a different culture and of a diffe¬ 
rent tradition. But, I would suggest 
that whereas on the one side, it will 
be con^letely wrong and indefensible 
of the Government to try by virtue 
of its majority here to get this mat¬ 
ter ended, closed, dropped once and 
for all, at the same time, I would 
appeal to my friends on this side, 
however agitated they ma.y get when¬ 
ever I get up. .. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Actually, you 
«re quite sweet. 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; Thank 
you that from the position which we 
have reached now, when certainly we 
succeeded after two or three weeks in 
getting the Government to agree even 
though in a somewhat limited and 
modified form to the demand which 
we have been .making right from the 
beginning that we should now come 
forward to propose some substantive 
procedure, some modalities by which 
this matter can be led to a purpose¬ 
ful conclusion and not just because 
today happens to be the last day of 
Parliament that something must be 
said today, last day of Parliament or 
last day of the Lok Sabha....I am 
not afraid of the spectre. It is not 
that because today happens to be the 
last day, willy nilly in a hurry, some¬ 
thing must be done just now, straight¬ 
away. If that is one of the appre¬ 
hensions that Mr. Desai has that he 
fears that there may not be another 
Session. 

SHRI MORARJI DESAI: Not at all. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: If there 
is such a fear, tlijy should dispel it. 
The Prime Minister should disoel it. 
Sir, I do not want to take much time. 
I will just read out for the benefit of 
the House the Motion tiiat 1 have sub¬ 
mitted to you. I feel that it does try 
to suggest a oositive way out so that 
all sides of the House are satisfied 
provided Government does not wish 
to evade the issue which is something 
much bigger than what we are debat¬ 
ing here. I think they should try to 
understand that though it would have 
been much better if they had yielded 
with good grace to this thing and ulti¬ 
mately if they had done it two-three 
weeks ago. 

My Motion reads as follows:

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I did 
not go to a court of law to make 
Shri L, N. Mishra a co-accused, 
though it is permissible under the 
circumstances.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: In the 
morning, he was assured that steps 
will be taken to complete the licen* 
ces, and, in the evening, he was 
assured that the job had been done. 

Then, there are various contradic. 
tory things. I do not want to go 
into details. It is precisely for that 
reason that a parliamentary probe is 
essential. The matter is hanging 
fire from 28th August. It is now 
about four months. The Law Minis¬ 
ter has had a plenty of time to go 
through the documents. There is no 
reason why he should require more 
time to study the documents. It is 
essential that either we sit tomorrow 
or on Monday or on both the days 
and, if necessary, hold a secret ses¬ 
sion for which we have given the 
notice to the Leader of the House. 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi who has just 
disappeared from here. 

It is necessary to the real fact 
finding in this very session. If it 
means that we are required to sit for 
one or two or three or four days, 
whatever it is. we are quite willing 
to do it. Please don’t stand in the 
way. You have the power to appoint 
a parliamentary committee instead 
of allowing the majority to deny it on 
this rightful issue. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN' (Kumbakonam): 
Sir, the Government has not given 
any clear indication of what they 
propose to do. Since 28th August, we 
have been demanding a parliamen¬ 
tary committee to go into the entire 
question. Several motions have been 
given. My motion demands the sett¬ 
ing up of a parliamentary committee 
to go Into the conduct of Shri Tul¬ 
mohan Ram as a Monber of Parlia¬ 
ment in the entire affair. These 
motions are still pending.

menite, our d^gnand for 
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taiy conunittee has been strengthen¬ 
ed. It is not as if that some Minis¬ 
ter or a Member has been found to 
be guilty or there is a misconduct. 
But any ordinarily intelligent per¬ 
son, with the material supplied to 
him, will come to an inescapable 
conclusion that something could 
have been done. Even in those cases 
referred to in U.K., it is not as if 
they could prove the guilt and then 
order for a parliamentary probe If 
an intelligent person comes to a rea¬ 
sonable conclusion that the thing 
could have happened, even then a 
parliamentary probe is started there. 

I do not think that today is the 
last day of Parliamentary democracy 
in this country, today may be the 
last day of this Session but not of 
Parliamentary democracy in thLs 
country. Therefore, I want them to 
give a categorical reply. They say 
that they want time. Ye.^terday 
evening w» gave the Memorandum 
which contained only about live 
pages. I do not think the Govern¬ 
ment is not aware of the background. 
They are the possessors of all the 
documents and they have much more 
than what has been given to us. We 
went through the documents that 
were given to us for two or three 
days. I can conscientiously say that 
excepting the documents that were 
given to us at 2 O’Clock yesterday, 
all the other documents I have gone 
through “ta the capacity that was 
possible for me. We went through 
them in an objective way and we 
have given that memorandum. Many 
of us have been associated with Com¬ 
mittees like the Public Accounts 
Conunittee and in th£se Committees 
we have been allowed to handle flies 
of a confidential nature; some of the 
documents which were not given to 
the others were given to us and we 
were able fb process them. Thert- 
fore, it is not as if ttiese documents 
are of such a sacred nature that they 
cannot be dho^ to a Parliamentary 
6 n^ seme selected 
: dpcumcnjlii we^ shown to ud and even 
these, 1 can'say^thst tiitere. ere 
there «re many mysteri¬ 


ous portions which cannot be ex¬ 
plained by the dumb files, there are 
many places where I can easily point 
out contradictions and conflicts. One 
does liot tally with the other; certain 
things do not tally with even what 
has been stated in the House or 
even with the charge-sheet. I can 
point out many gaps. Therefore, 
there things need a Parliamentar.v 
probe. It is not to be decided by the 
majority of the House. If they think 
that this House is supreme, they 
should also accept that Parliamen¬ 
tary democracy is more supremf» 
than a single party, this party or that 
party. For the benefit of Parliamen¬ 
tary democracy, we should have a 
Parliamentary Committee. 

In Bulletin No. 2, No. 207S, as 
many as 10 to 15 motions were sug¬ 
gested for the appointment of a 
Parliamentary Committee. It is not 
as if, for want of a formula, they are 
waiting. We fully support the mo¬ 
tion put forward by Shri Indrajit. 
Gupta and I want to know the re¬ 
action of the Government to it. 

They say that they want lime. How 
much time do they want? A few 
days or weeks or years! The Law 
Minister knows the facts of the ca^e 
He is the person who came to the 
House and said that a case had been 
registered. He gave a cooy of the 
charge-sheet to the House; though 
for a long time he did not give the 
date, but ultimately he $av'c it. So. 
he knows the background. Going 
through our Memorandum should not 
take much time. A couple of days 
should do. By Monday they should 
be able to give a conclusive reply to 
our demand. If they think that today 
is the last day, they can stall it. they 
can put it under the carpet, then 
they are doing a great disservice not 
only to this House but to the entire 
Parliamentary democracy. I demand 
a clear and categorical reply from 
them as to how much time the Law 
Minister requires to go through ow 
Memorandum and when the memben 
of this House, can be expected to 
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tShri Sezhlyan] 

have a clear reply from the Govern¬ 
ment, feom the Minister for Parlia¬ 
mentary Affairs.

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SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: You 
leave it to me. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
About this motion also, when we 
wanted to know the reaction of the 
Government, the Government said 
that it could not accept it even, in 
principle. That is, the Government 
does not want to commit itself to the 
principle of the constitution of a 
Committee. The other thing is that 
he had suggested the constitution of 
a Committee. So, there is, in a sense 
a rejection of the demand at this 
point of time so far as Government 
is concerned. 

Now, my hon. friend. Shri Indrajit 
Gupta said, when the hon. Member 
Shri Morarji Desai made our demand, 
that he was not speaking on behalf 
of the entire Opposition. This I can 
understand. But, what the hon. 
Member SHri Morarji Desai had to 
submit to you. in substance, is also 
the demand of my hon. friend, Shri 
Indrajit Gupta. And may I remind 
him that two or three months back, 
during the last session, his party had 
associated itself with a resolution 
which demanded the constitution of 
a Committee to fix responsibility m 
the matter? (.Interruptions). He said 
so. But this reqviires to be repeated. 
At that time, his party could do it 
though it was not in oossession of 
much of the material, or the facts to 
warrant the constitution of a Com¬ 
mittee. Now, after the study of the 
documents for two or three days, I 
think his party should have been in 
a better position to say that they 
stand by the earlier demand for the 
constitution of a Committee. What 
he wa.s submitting was that others 
seemed to be in a hurry and he was 
doing justice to us. We have not 
come to any conclusion In a hurry. 
We have done so after a great deal 
of study and,after due deliberations 
amongst ourselves. It may well be, 
my hon'ble friend or any member of 
Idi puty, was not . anociated with 
i puhne of the eonsultaftons we had In 


this matter. Here, I owe an expla^ 
nation on behalf of those who deli¬ 
berated amongst themselves. May I 
say that it is not our fault that his 
party was not associated with the 
deliberations that we had? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: We. are 
not complaining that we were ex¬ 
cluded from your talks. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
But many people would like to ask 
as to why the CPI was not associated 
with the deliberations. I would like 
them to understand that on whatever 
occasion we had invited them tO take 
part in our deliberations they had 
always absented themselves. So, the 
whole thing is that we have come to 
this decision to which the hon. Mem¬ 
ber of the Communist party had 
come earlier also during the last 
Session and it has been arrived at 
after due deliberations. 

So far as the reaction of the Gov¬ 
ernment to this demand is concerned, 
I must submit that it is wholly im- 
reasonable. Why do they want to 
have more time? What have they 
been doing all the time? Had they 
been sucking their thumb? This 
matter was raised during the last 
Session also and the whole thing had 
been discussed from day to day dur¬ 
ing the current Session. The minds 
of the Members of Parliament were 
full of suspicions about it. What was 
the Government doing so far with 
the documents that had been made 
available to them by the CBI? Do 
they want to start from this point of 
time, that is. after we submitted the 
memorandum? Were they not ex¬ 
pected to study those documents 
earlier? ! '"J 

Now, that raises a very important 
point. We had raised many issues 
during the lasf Session |>ut the Gov¬ 
ernment has been keeping its mtod 
closed on those issues and ^ey i^d 
not try to study thqse issue;i wl^h 
li9d been thcown up duribg 1^ 
coui«e of the ffieeusslhii. 
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to this that If we had not taken pains 
to go into this matter, then Govern- 
ment would have allowed those issues 
to remain covered. That is the basic 
thing. Otherwise, they would not 
have taken j;his plea that they re¬ 
quired more time about this. 

Now, Mr. Speaker, you have not 
been pleased “*even to grant permis¬ 
sion for the reference of the matter 
in some form to the Committee of 
Privileges. But in the case of hon. 
Member, Shri Tulmohan Ham, you 
had been pleased to say, as you had 
been reminded by the hon. Member, 

Shri Atal Bihari Vajpayee, that a 

special committee, as is done in the 
House of' Commons, may be called 
for to go into the conduct of the hon. 
Member. Did we not get a complete ¬ 
ly unresponsive attitude from the 
Government also to that remark of 
yours? V 

Now, what is the door open to us? 
1 would like to say that this demand 
that we have now formulated does 
not brook any delay and it is both 
in the interest of the Government 
and the Members of this House in¬ 
volved, because there is a clear sus¬ 
picion now raised in our minds. So. 
there must be fixation of responsibi¬ 
lity in this matter. But how do you 
fix responsibility in this matter 
on those who are accountable to the 
House. If it is conceded that there 
has been something in the nature of 
a scandal, then, would not this hon. 
Hcnise like to fix responsibility for 
this scandal? We do not say at this 
point of time who' has been respon¬ 
sible so far as this House is concern¬ 
ed, although We could conilde in you, 
or the hon. Leader of the House so 
far as our impression is concerned. 
But, here, we have taken a complete¬ 
ly objective stand. We want a Com- 
mtttee to be constituted to identify 
persons,, factors, drcumstances that 
have been responsible for this shady 
deal In that not a very objective 
donand? Why should not the Gov- 
^ment aeo^ thi^ deaaand now? 
Ipr. Speaker, Sir. you would also 


recall that the theh Home Minister, 
Shri Uma Shankar Dikshit had said 
in his statement during the last ses¬ 
sion that a Committee was hot ruled 
out. I ask you: would you like this 
Government to go on breaking one 
assurance after anoHier? He had 
given this clear assurance in the 
House that if after the probe, a 
Committee of the House was requir¬ 
ed, that was not ruled out. I would 
like the hon. Home Minister, the pre¬ 
sent Home Minister to consider w^he- 
ther he would like to stand by that 
assurance of Shri Uma Shankar 
Dikshit or not. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please conclude 
now. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Then. Mr. Speaker, Sir, Anally, my 
submission would be that if the Gov- 
erninent does not accede to this de¬ 
mand for the constitution of a Com¬ 
mittee. then, those of us who have 
studied the- documents owe a duty to 
the House. We will have to. apprise 
the House of the facts and of the 
evidences which have been unearthed 
during the course of our study. How 
do We do that unless there is a sec¬ 
ret session? Therefore, we have made 
the second demand that there should 
be a secret session, not for fixing 
responsibility in a collective manner 
in this House but for aoprising 
House of the facts and the evidences 
that have been thrown up during the 
course of the study. I hope that the 
Government with your help and 
guidance would persuade itself to 
accept the fIM demand in the first 
instance, and if it does not do so. 
then to accept the second demand 
for a secret'session on Monday.

SHRI N. K. SANGHI (Jalore): On 
a point of order, Sir. The CBI re¬ 
port has been shown to certain 
opposition leaders with certain quali¬ 
fications. We are not in the know as 
to at what stage the perusal of these 
dociunents Is. Once the process has 
started under the directions of the 
House, since we fio net know at what 
stage it is, we would like to have your 
ruling whether this is the right stage 
to take up a subsequent discussion 
emanating from the pasggal gf the 
doeumetit. 


SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanaral: Iii 
continuation of this point of order, 
may I say,* there are certain leaders 
of the opposition who are awara of 
the report. There dre certain minis¬ 
ters who are aware of the report. 
But we are ignorant of the report. A 
large section of the House is ignor¬ 
ant of the repdrt. How do you ex¬ 
pect us to undefstand what they are 
saying? 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandi. 
wash): I support Mr. Naik. It should 
not be the privilege of a few leaders 
to see the report. We should all be 
given to understand what the report 
is. 

MR. SPEAKER: This discussion 
arose out of Shri Morarji Desai’s ac¬ 
ceptance of the Prime Minister’s offer 
in her speech, namely, perusal of 
the documents by the opposition lead¬ 
ers or their nominees, and I am keep¬ 
ing it within these bounds. Now, if 
you also claim to be an opposition 
leader, I do not deny that. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; Our claim is 
that this should be allowed to be dis¬ 
cussed inside the chamber of the Spea¬ 
ker. 

MR. SPEAKER: Now everything 
is confined to the statement made by 
the Prime Minister. I am nobody to 
come and change it here or their, or 
interpret it in any way. I am going by 
the statement. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): Mr. 
Speaker. Sir, to begin with, I entirely 
sympathise with the hon. Member, 
Shri Naik. In fact, it has been our 
persistant demand.... 

MR. SPEAKER: You can sympa¬ 
thise with him at Bombay. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: *Sir, I cannot 
hear what you are saying.

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SHRI PILOO MODY: Then, I cannot 
hear what I am speaking. 

As I started by saying, I entirely 
sympathise with what the hon. Mem¬ 
ber, Shri Naik, is saying. We have 
made persistent efforts in this House 
to see that these reports are laid on 
the Table of the House. We have also 
suggested that there should be a sec¬ 
ret session of Parliament in which this 
can be discussed. Now, neither sug¬ 
gestion is acceptable to the Govern¬ 
ment because, unfortunately, the Gov¬ 
ernment has gone into a state of think¬ 
ing from which it cannot retrieve it¬ 
self. After hearing all the supplica¬ 
tions that have been made here and. 
the persuasive disertation of Shri In- 
drajit Gupta, all that the Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs could do was to 
get up and say “we want more time”. 
They have been asking for time from 
the end of the last session. Because, 
when in the end of the last session I 
gave notice of 'a privilege motion 
against Pratipaksha they could have 
sent this matter to a parliamentary 
committee, and the matter would have 
died there, or even held up for may 
be another six, eight or ten months. 


But the arrogance of this Govern- 
ment is its own greatest enemy. Thank 
God, they have some vital enemies 
still left in this country and their 
arrogance is the worst of them. What 
they have denied on one occasion, 
they cannot agree on another occa¬ 
sion. That was their only plea for 
which today they are in this pathetic, 
pitiable condition. They want more 
time because Shri Gokhale has to read 
the report. Yesterday at the meeting 
with Shrimati Gandhi, Sardar Swaran 
Singh was 'there, Shri Raghu Ra- 
maiah was there; I do not know who 
else, Shri Dikshit and God knows what 
other Mh}isters were there; none of 
them was connected with the affair. 
But Shri Gokhale, who should have 
been, th^e, w^s not there. 

AN HON^ IdEMBER: Re was there. 


SHRI PILOO MODY/ He had to be 
given more time. As far as I renkem- 
ber, Shri Gokhale is also one of the 
perusing members. Now I can under¬ 
stand the plea of Shri Bhogendra Jhi 
that he could have finished by Friday 
but wants time till Monday. Shri Go¬ 
khale, who happens to be the least 
literate, needs another week or teru 
days to think over. This is nothing 
but the most useless excuse for stal¬ 
ling, hoping, as the hope of a giant 
man clutching at every straw, that 
something will come which wiU ex¬ 
tricate them from this particular mess 
which they themselves got into. 


First, they did not want a parlia¬ 
mentary committee; then, they did not 
want a parliamentary probe. At one 
time, they did not even want a discus¬ 
sion on the subject in the House'. 
Then, they did not want a debate. 
They did not want to place the CBI 
Report on the Table of the House. 
Then, they did not want to place the 
supplementary documents; they did 
not want to place the diary. They did 
not want a committee again. 


Finally, they realised that in spite 
of their intransigence, they had to 
yield inch by inch, inch by inch, and,, 
ultimately, whatever documents they 
had, fabricated or otherwise, they 
made available only to the leaders of 
the Opposition. They started the same 
delaying tactics. They made available 
the documents only to the leaders of 
the Opposition and in secrecy, saying, 
“You please see them”. Thereafter, 
they are told to only read it, don't 
think about it, don’t speak about it, 
don’t write about it—just read it. 

/ 

This sort of reading without think, 
ing and talking can only be done by 
the Congress and cannot be done by 
the Opposition. Therefore, I would 
say that this is the pettiest, the mean¬ 
est, the lowest, form of harassment 
that any section of Parliament has 
e^r been subjected to. 
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[Shri Piloo Mody] 

Now, I want to know; Who is res¬ 
ponsible for this delay? Who is res¬ 
ponsible for wasting the money of the 
public exchequer? Who is responsible 
for the wasting of'time of Parliament? 
Who is responsible for postponing le¬ 
gislative business? Who is responsible 
for postponing discussions on all the 
important problems that we are facing 
in the countrj', the problems that were 
.to be discussed in this session? 

It is only the Government who is 
responsible for all this and who was 
unwilling to yield to justice and right 
demand. We have wasted a whole 
session, an entire session, to save the 
miserable neck of one man. I do not 
think this is doing justice. The Gov¬ 
ernment must realise it. The sooner 
they realise, the better it is. 

Today, as Mr. Indarjit Gupta said, 
they are before the bar of the people 
and the people are not going to ex¬ 
onerate them. Only the Opposition is 
in a position to exonerate them if ex¬ 
oneration is demanded. We are not 
doing witch-hunting. We are not ask¬ 
ing for any particular man. All we are 
saying is that justice and right must be 
done. Whether it is one man, whe¬ 
ther it is two people, no people or 
ten people, that is not material. But 
as we stand today, only the Opposi¬ 
tion can vindicate the honour of this 
Government. 

Who is guilty? Is Mr. L. N. Mishra 
guilty or is the rest of the Government 
guilty? 

AN HON. MEMBER: The Prime 
Minister. 

SHRI PILC MODY: It is only the 
Opposition who can decide it. The 
Opposition can only decide it if the 
Government gives, a fair opportunity 
to the untire I^arliament to look into 
the papers and dedde by itself who 
Is guilty, it does not :^ve that op- 
-portunity, the entire Government will 


stand condemned. The ^tire Gov¬ 
ernment will be « guilty. - It is only, 
therefore, a parliamentary committee 
which we have demanded that can in 
any way exonerate them from the 
doubt, slander and, malice whidi is 
today on t^eir head. , 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta- 
North-East): May I make a submis¬ 
sion? I just put it in one sentence. It 
is this. 

Since there is a unanimous request 
from the Opposition for a probe which 
was made clear by the statement of 
the leader of my party that we want 
a reference to the committee and this 
can be done only after the perusal 
of the documents*' is complete and 
after you can formulate the terms of 
reference and since we are under obli¬ 
gation to uphold the honour of Par 
liament, you sir, the hon. Speaker, can 
certainly, on the basis of your own 
stand earlier which you had made in 
a principle way, and also gauging 
the obvious fact of a sufficient num¬ 
ber of MPs wanting the reference to 
the Committee, you can appoint, on 
your own, a Committee, say, in a 
week's time at the outside, without 
reference to the Government party in 
view of its lack of response to deal 
with a matter of paramount urgency. 
My submission, therefore, is that, un¬ 
der the rules, you can do so . (Inter¬ 
ruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER: Here I do not have 
the support of the House. I cannot, 
I have made it very clear. The Com¬ 
mittee can be appointed only by the 
House. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar): I 
also want to make it clear that Shri 
Morarji Desai did not speak on my 
behalf. There are other people also 
who are not articulate,' who do not 
like to say. For instance, th^ Mus'im 
league member has Mked me to con¬ 
vey this to you that l^iri Morarji De¬ 
sai did not speak on his t^alf sis well 
Nevertheless, as my frhmd. Mr. Msdhu 
Limaye, rays, I adppbrt the demand; 
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but not the demand made by Shri 
Morarji Desai. I do*not, in any case, 
speak on behalf of BLD, that junk 
party. 


There is no doubt that the Govern¬ 
ment is interested in concealing' the 
truth. But I am afraid the Opposition 
represented by Shri Morarji Desai in 
this case, is not also interested in 
knowing the truth alone, because, in 
that case, they wou’.d have accepted 
the most sensible suggestion made by 
my friend, Shri Indrajit Gupta. What 
has he said? He says that the perusal 
is not over. The Opposition Members 
do not challenge that. Then he says 
that a Committee cannot be just for¬ 
med in the air, Thfe Commitee must 
have terms of reference. This is ano¬ 
ther sensible suggestion. Then, of 
course, th^t Committee should not 
comprise of the so-called leaders of 
the Opposition parties. That Commit¬ 
tee must be a representative Commit¬ 
tee. You will remember. Sir, I have 
a’so suggested that the business of 
showing the documents to the leaders 
alone is not doing justice to the Pav- 
liamentary forum. I sympathise with 
Mr. Naik and the others genuinely 
because for all these Members except 
myself—because I have seen the real 
copy of the CBI—for all of them it is 
a pantomime: somebody is talking 
about something and the entire House 
does not know what they are talking 
about. Government has given a hand¬ 
le to the leaders of the Opposhi 0 ‘i— 
to some of them; I am certain—to 

make references, alleged references, 
and they are getting away with it. If 
the Government had the guts and 
the clarity of mind, they would have 
conceded the demand for a secret 
Session' where the entire House v/ould 
have known what exactly is there— 
maybe, some of them; I do not say, 
all of them. Let the Government come 
out witl? the documents and lay them 
On the Table of the House and have 
a secret Session. 

Bmphasis is laid on only Shri L. N. 
Mtetura by mnali of the Qppoidtlon 


members. I think, they are doing a: 
great service indirectly to Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi by suggesting that there is^ 
only one corrupt Minister in the whcle 
Government. I would like the entire 
House not to draw- that inference. 
The way the Opposition has been after 
the blood of one person leads the 
country to infer that there is prob¬ 
ably only one corrupt man. I had 
thought that the enitre Government, 

from top to bottom, was corrupt, in¬ 
cluding aU those Ministers who were 
in charge. The only thing is that no 
Tulmohan Ram has had occasion to 
name them as well. 

Therefore, my point is that Shri 
Indrajit Gupta’s suggestion is the most 
constructive one; it is the most sen- 
.sible one and it should be accepted. 
Neither the Government nor the Op¬ 
position should make it a point of 
prestige, Government by saying that 
they will not accept the demand for 
a probe, and the Opposition by saying 
that, if the Committee is not formed 
today, they will not leave the Govern. 
ment alone. My suggestion would be 
that the constructive suggestion of my 
friend, Mr. Indrajit Gupta, should be- 
accepted. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Mr. Hiren Mu- 
kerjee’s? 

SHRI S. A, SHAMIM; Not Mr. 
Hiren Mukerjee’s. He has brought a 
new element. He wants you, Mr. Spea¬ 
ker, to shoulder the responsibility. 
But all the time you have tried to 
evade the responsibility. If you 
had accepted the responsibility, then 
we would not have wasted one month 
Therefore, it is better for you now 
to accept the suggestion of Mr. Indra¬ 
jit Gupta. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I have only 
one submission to make.

Bhogendra Jha who was there and 
examined the CBI documents has ask> 
ed for your permission to apeak.

Shri Mavalankar. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad); Various submissions have 
been made on this important issue. 
You have already been pleased to 
observe that this has resulted into 
a kind of a small debate. It is so 
because of the unusually long, indeci¬ 
sively and deliberately clever manner 
in which the Government are trying 
to keep this House and the Parlia¬ 
ment and the country from the main 
truth. Now, I do not want to spend 
time again in telling you In too many 
■details as to why this whole proce¬ 
dure you were good enough to adopt 
-has been extraordinary. If the CBI re¬ 
port were made available to a Parlia¬ 
mentary Committee, I would have ac¬ 
cepted it straightaway because I 
would have thought that I am re¬ 
presented in that Committee even 
though I may not be a Member of 
such a committee. But to ask this or 
that particular Member of this or that 
particular party or section to go 
through the report, that in itself chal¬ 
lenges the very basis of the rights of 
■every Member of this House who ia 
•equal with every other Member. After 
all, party considerations come only 
-with regard to certain formalities 
like chatmels of communication bet¬ 
ween the party whips, and for decid¬ 
ing how much time particular Mem¬ 
ber of a party must get on the basis 
-of the strength of that party in' this 
House, and such other matters. But 
there are certain basic rights of all 
'MPs about which surely the Govern¬ 
ment and much more the Chair cannot 
say that some Members are more 
tKiual than the other Member! 
But 1 ^ not want to repeat that 
aspect. Now, the whole course Is d- 
-ready decided and aettid upem. Smne 
'Members have aHready seen the rep^ 
-undim the oath of secrecy. 


Now,.Shri Morarji Desai and Shri 
Indrajit Gupta had in their own way 
made certain submissions to you. 
They have focussed the matter from 
two different angles and both have 
ably put forward their arguments. 
What surprised me however, is this. 
After Shri Morarji Deaai’s statement, 
Shri Raghu Ramaiah, on behalf of the 
Prime Minister, although the Prime 
Minister was present in the House, 
gets up and reads out a prepared 
statement saying that Government 
want some more time. Now, you might 
have seen that after Shri Indrajit 
Gupta got up and made out an able 
case from his angle, to that also the 
same Minister gives the same reply! 
Now, that means what Shri Morarji 
Desai and Shri Indrajit Gupta said 
'is the same thing and that the Gov¬ 
ernment are determined not to be 
open or to be receptive to this point 
at all. 

Now, they say that they want some 
time. I want to ask. Why do they 
want some time? After all some of 
us on this side have seen the CBI re¬ 
port. Of course,' I am not there. But 
at least the Government has seen it 
from the beginning till today. So. they 
know whether there is a prima facie 
case or not. They have all the facts 
in tiieir possession. But even from 
those facts which are in the posses¬ 
sion of some of the Members on this 
side, they have come to a tleflmte 
conclusion, not a tentative conclusion 
now. A tentative conclusion was on 
the basis of an inference before look¬ 
ing into the CBI report. Now, it is a 
definite conclusion that from what¬ 
ever reports, documents and notings 
on the files these few members have 
seen, they are convinced beyond doubt 
that there exists a prima facie case 
for sending the whole matter to a 
Parliamentary committee.

Sarvashri Madhu Limaye, Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee, Shydmnandan Mishra and 
other Members have taken an oath 
of secrecy, as regards the perusal of 
CBI reports and related documents. 
They are now saying that they cannot 
speak about these papers in any case 
while we are here in open session 
because of the oath. Now, if you 
have a secret Session, what will hap¬ 
pen? In a secret Session, no strangers 
and pressmen will be allowed. Only 
the Members will ^e there and they 
will only be sitting and discussing all 
these things. All these things and 
secret matters will be brought in. 
But because it is a secret Session, 
we wan’t be able to speak anything 
outside and the Government which 
has a majority will, in any case, 
throw the whole thing out, whether it 
is a secret or an open Session! And, 
thxis, the main purpose will not be 
served. My point is that the purpose 
will be served'^ly if there is a full, 
proper Parliamentary probe.

Members who gave their motions that 
are printed in the Lok Sabha Bulle¬ 
tins and several who have spoken 
just now also confirm after going 
through the CBI reports etc. that 
there is a prime facie case for a 
Parliamentary probe. So, I am happy 
that what some of us inferred and 
imagined even without the perusal of 
the documents is being fully confirmed 
and strengthened. 

My point is that this Parliamentary 
probe must take place immediately. 

I am glad that after the CBI report’s 
perusal some esteemed friends have 
been mre than convinced about the 
prima fade case. Therefore, there 
should be a probe, and it must be 
announced to-day, and to-day only. 
Parliament has a right to demand 
that. There is. after all, a democratic 
policy in orur land and, no matter, 
who the person is, higher of the high, 
if he is found guilty of certain 
charges of corruption and undignified 
behaviour he should be forced to be 
removed by a Parliamentary probe. 
In a Parliamentary democracy, no 
one is indispensable or unremovable.

STATEMENT 

According to the Delhi Administra¬ 
tion, the Parliament Street Police Sta¬ 
tion received telephonic information 
from Shri Bhogendra Jha, MP, at 
10.30 p.M. on the 17th December, 1974 
that two persons of unknown identity 
had thrown into his residence at 10, 
Windsor Place a solid object which 
looked like a bomb. The police im¬ 
mediately went to the spot and con¬ 
tacted Shri Bhogendra J^, who gave 
the following details,of the incident. 

On the 17th December, <1974, at 
about 10 p.m., a person aged about 
23 years entered his compound. Smee 
his movements appeared suspicious he 
was checked by the servant where 
upon he threw an object and rad 
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away. On inspection, this, object was 
found to be a coconut shell wrapped 
in a plastic cover and secured with 
cello-tape. It was suspected 10 be a 
bomb. The person, who had thrown 
the bomb, was chased upto Windsor 
Place, where he was joined by an¬ 
other per'son having a cycle and both 
of them escaped. 

A case u/s 447, IPC has been re¬ 
gistered in this connection and is 
under investigation. The suspected 
explosives was de-activated by being 
put in water. It did not have rny 
fuse or initiation device. However, 
the opinion of the Explosive Expert 
is being obtained.

STATEMENT re. GRANT OF ADDI¬ 
TIONAL DEARNESS ALLOWANCE 
TO (CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 
EMPLOYEES 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, in response to the Call¬ 
ing Attention Notice tabled by Shri 
S. M. Banerjee and others regarding 
the grant of dearness allowance to 
employees of Central Government, I 
had made a statement In the House 
On 6th December, 1974. I had stated 
at that time that the Government 
hoped to be able to take a decision 
on the dearness allowance payable to 
its employees in the light of all con¬ 
siderations. I had occasion to spell 
out in some detail these considera¬ 
tions in the course of my replies to 
the points raised by the Hon’ble 
Members. I am however, nOW mak¬ 
ing a further statement in deference 
to your wishes as indicated in the 
House on the 18th.. 

* 

Government are fully aware of the 
hardship caused to all sections of 
Government employees by the rise 
In prices. It was this awareness that 
))ad led Government to initiate seve¬ 
ral mea^res in recent months to ar- 
rdirt the rising trend in prices. These 


measure^ have already met with a 
measure of success. It is of the ut¬ 
most importance that the recent wel¬ 
come change in price trends Is main¬ 
tained and further improved upon. 

It cannot be denied that successive- 
increases in dearness allowance of 
Government employees, though justi~ 
tied by rise in prices, have eroded 
substantially the resources for deve¬ 
lopment. The grant of dearness al¬ 
lowance to Central Government em¬ 
ployees has also repercussions on 
State Governments. Many of the- 
schemes which -are crucial to the 
growth of our economy form part of 
State Plans. The impact of our deci¬ 
sions in regard to dearness allowance- 
on State finances cannot be com¬ 
pletely overlooked. We are how en¬ 
gaged in a detailed assessment of 
the resources. Decisions on dearness- 
allowance will be taken soon after 
this exercise is completed. 

The welfare of its employees, par¬ 
ticularly the lower paid employees, ia 
of special concern to Government. It. 
is. this concern that had in fact led 
Government to improve upon the for¬ 
mula for grant of dearness allowance 
recommended b> the Pay Commis- 
don. The House may rest assured 
that the decisions of government cn 
dearness allowance Will keep the 
genuine interests of the employees in 
view. 1 am confident that the Gov¬

The Munidpel Corporation of Delhi 
in^KMed a tax with effect from lit 
July, 1IM19 on consumption or sale of 
elecMdty under section 113(2) (d) of 
the Delhi Municipal Corporation Act 
with the prior approval of the Cen¬ 
tral Government. Thereafter the 
Municipal Corporation demanded the 
tax from the New Delhi Municipal 
Committee on the supplies made to 
the latter. The New Delhi Municipal 
Committee challenged the legality of 
the demand and contended that the 
bulk supply of electricity made to 
them under section 284 of the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation Act did not 
amount to “sale” of electricity to 
them. 

2. Conflicting opinions have been 
given on the legal issue by eminent 
jurists. For Resolving the legal issues 
several meetings were held from time 
t') time and flhally at a meeting taken 
by the 'Mien Home Minister on 13th 
September, 1968, it was suggested that 
the matter might be referred for arbi¬ 
tration to a retired judge of the Sup¬ 
reme Court. The Delhi Municipal 
Corporation resisted this suggestion 
for some time but ultimately passed a 
resolution to the effect that the dis¬ 
pute be referred to the Government 
of India for arbitration by a retired 
Judge of the Supreme Court. On' 1st 

April, 1971 the Commissioner of Delhi 

Municipal Corporation and the Pre¬ 
sident of the New Delhi Municipal 
Committee signed an agreement for 
referring the matter to Shri S. K. 
Daa, a retired Judge of the Supreme 
Court, for arbitration. The arbitra¬ 
tion was to be on the following 
points:-^ 

(1) whether Delhi Municipal Cor¬ 
poration' is empowered under 
various provisions of the 
Delhi Municipal Corporation 
Act, 1967, to levy tax on the 
supplies od electricity made 
1b the New Delhi Munieipel 
Coihndttee with Effect firom 
tst Ji^, 1969; 
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(2) whethtt the said tSax l^as been 
validly levied by the Dirihl 
Municipal Ckarpwatlon and it 
binding on the New Delhi 
Municipal Committee; and 

(3) the amount, if any. payable 
by the New Delhi Municipal 
Committee to the Delhi Mu¬ 
nicipal Corporation or re¬ 
fundable by the Delhi Muni¬ 
cipal Corporation to the New 
Delhi Municipal Committee, 
as the ease may be. 

The terms of appointment of Shri Das 
could not be settled. Therefore, he 
did not take up the job. 

3. The position was reviewed early 
in 1973 and it was decided that the 
Lt. Governor, Delhi should make an 
effort to resolve the dispute. ‘Hie Lt. 
Governor, Delhi made such an effort 
and asked the New Delhi Municipal 
Committee to pay the amounts due, 
but the New Delhi Municipal Com¬ 
mittee reiterated their earlier view 
that legally they were not liable to 
make any payment on this account. 
The Lt. Governor thereupon suggest¬ 
ed that the matter might be referred 
for arbitration as earlier agreed to by 
the two local bodies. Government 
have accepted the suggestion and ne¬ 
cessary steps are being taken in this 
regard. The amount due from the 
New Delhi Municipal Committee, ac¬ 
cording to the Delhi Municipal Cor- 
%poration, was Ra. 4.30 crores upto 
30th September, 1973.

Sir, w the Honourable Members 
may recall a statement was made 
by me in this Bouse on 21st Novem. 
ber, 1974 on a calling attention notice 
relating to the reported clash bet* 
ween the tribals and the police in 
Assam. Since then the Bodos have 
continued their agitation for adop¬ 
tion of Roman script. Picketing and 
demonstrations by Bodo volunteers 
have taken place in various locali¬ 
ties in Assam. Some trooden bridges 
were burnt dislocating communica. 
tions. On 24th November, 1974 a 
group of Bodos reportedly attacked 
a police party causing injuries to two 
Sub-Inspectors of Police. There was 
police firing in two places resulting 
in the death of one person. 

\ 

In order to maintain law and 
order, the authorities had to arrest a 
number of persons. We understand 
that the State Government have 
agreed to release all the arrested per¬ 
sons against whom there are no 
charges of substantive offences. A 
good number of persons have since 
been released. The State Govern¬ 
ment have informed us that no in¬ 
stance of rape or Icidnapping of wo¬ 
men has come to their notice. 

The Bodos were learning their 
language in the Assamese script till 
last year. It is only this year that 
they have taken to agitational method 
which has resulted in hardships to 
so many people. Tribes like Mikirs, 
Dimasas, Rdbhas, Mechs, Lalungs use 
Assamese script. Assamese' script 
provides a link among the different 
tribal languages in tha State and the 
tribal languages on the one hand and 
the Assamese language on the other 
and thus helps in integrating the 
various communities living in the 
State. A conunon script will help 


strengthen the many bonds of com¬ 
mon interests which have existed 
for centuries between the coii^imi- 
ties and will contribute to building up 
of a united prosperous State in this 
sensitive border area. It there are 
any difficulties or apprehensions these 
could be discussed and settled in a 
peaceful manner. Yiolence will lead 
us nowhere. This aspect seems to 
have been appreciated and I am glad 
to inform the House that the Bodo 
Sahitya Sabha have suspended their 
agitation albeit temporarily, have 
had 'discussions with the Education 
Minister, Assam on 28th November, 
1974 and propose further discussions 
in the third week of January, 1979. 
Three representatives of the Plains 
Tribals Council of Assam also met roe 
in this connection on 18th December, 
1974. 

Now that the dialogue between 
the State Government and the Bodo 
representatives is in progress, we 
should all endeavour to create pro¬ 
per atmosphere for its success,

Sir, I want to make % submission. 

A serious situation has arisen in the 
Department of the Comptroller 
Auditor General of India involving 
70000 employees following the autho* 
ritarian and undemocratic attitude and 
action of the Auditor General There 
is the Joint Consultative Machinery 
of the Central Government employees 
and also there is a Departmental Com¬ 
mittee. But no meeting has been 
convened during the last 6 years of 
this Departmental Committee or the 
Joint Consultative Machinery. Sir, 
the Auditor General has been con¬ 
stantly refusing to meet the leaders 
of the recognised employees’ associa¬ 
tions since 1972. 

Since 1972 the Auditor General has 
not even created the necessary condi¬ 
tions. Since 1974 normal facilities lor 
carrying on the association activities 
have not been given before they went 
on strike in May 1974. The depart¬ 
mental authorities in the Comptroller 
and Auditor General have started vic¬ 
timising the office bearers and also the 
employees in almost all States, Kera¬ 
la, Orissa. Madras, Gwalior in Madhya 
Pradesh. And victimisation has reach¬ 
ed such a huge proportion. And after 
May 1974, there is a massive victimisa¬ 
tion of the office bearers all over the 
country. The office of the Auditor 
General is an Important wing of the 
Government of India. Such a totaU- 
tarian and authoritarian attitude cn 
the part of the Auditor General cannot 
^ allowed to continue for an indefi¬ 
nite period. This is seriously affecting 
the eflteiency of the department. So, I 
demand that the Finance Ministm* 
should make 'a statement on the sub¬ 
ject so that the Auditor-Goieral is 
prevented from i^cttn^hilig the em- 
ployeM tnd he starts negotiation with 


them immediately so that the «nplo- 
yees of the^ Auditor-General’s offlee 
ran come to a reasonable settlement 
between thmnseRres.

He can sit and the Opposition 
may have to ask him a barrage of 
questions relating to the victimisation 
cases. I would like him to appear be¬ 
fore us so that we may be able to put 
questions to him about this. About 
the railway employees, we request him 
to make a statement. If the railway 

employees are not reinstated immedi¬ 
ately and the four instalments of D.A. 
are not paid to the Central Govern¬ 
ment employees, the employees thro¬ 
ughout the country, despite MISA, DIR 
and all sorts' of acts, are bound to go 
on strike and nobody can stop it. 

My last point is that you are aware 
in Kanpur because of a clique by the 
dollar lobby headed by Dr. Muthana, 
Director of Indian Institute of Techno¬ 
logy an eminent scientist of the country 
who was selected as Chairman of the 
Institution had to resign. His resigna¬ 
tion letter is still pending. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior): Oh: this is misfortune. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Yes. It is 
misfortune only because he replaced 
Padampat Singhania who must have 
been connected with Lakshmi but not 
Saraswati because he had nothing to do 
witth learning. With greatest difficulty 
we were able to change him and bring 
Dr. Zaheer. I was told that Dr. Muth- 
ana’s resignation has been accepted. 
If this is so, how is the icontinuing 
even today. There cannot be peace 
in IIT Kanpur unless this gentleman 
is nmoved and Dr. Zaheer if brought 
bade a* Chairman. 1 want' the Bdu- 
estton Minister to make a alatemiiDt 
in this. ewuiection. 
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SHRI ERASMO DE SEQXJEIRA 
(Mamagoa); Sir, yesterday. I had the 
opportunity of drawing the attention 
of the House to the great health hazard 
caused by pollution from the Zuari 
Agro Chemical factory at Sancoale in 
Goa. There were several cases of fish 
mortality some time ago, and after con¬ 
siderable pressure from us, Govern¬ 
ment asked the factory to stop func¬ 
tioning and told them that some ^lort 
term and long term measures should be 
carried out in order to stop this poUu* 
tion. Obviously, these measures have 
not been carried out because since then, 
seepage of ^umit from the re- 
eervolr on the top of the hill at San¬ 
coale, over one lakh square metres 
have been rendered unfit for cultiva¬ 
tion by pollution tithn of Arsenic or 
Ammonia. Worse than that, recently, 
fish mortality has resturted. Now. SUr, 
my dmnand op the Govemmmt is. 
they must realise that ttils is not a 
l^iht matter and that his Is very seriou 
matter because the Mtire coastal popu¬ 
lation, as you know, is a fluaMatii^ 
population and if Arsenic or Ammonia 


is getting into the fish, Uien the possi¬ 
bilities of something going wrong over 
a wide stretidi of population art very 
very strong. There is no reason what¬ 
soever why the Government should 
not act and promptly. X therefore^ rt- 
quest that either the Government 
should ensure that this factory carries 
out the measures immediately or it 
stops the functioning of the factory 
until it takes these measures. This is 
my demand and I hope Government 
will act within the next three or four 
days. 

Sir, since the hon. Minister of State 
of Finance is here, I would like to draw 
his attention to widespread financial 
impropriety in the Union Territory of 
Goa. To give him just one example, 
there was a project for a Kala Acade¬ 
my, theatre, on a particular site. This 
is something like a five crore project. 
That site was considered to be not 
suitable, and the project was ^fted to 
a beach where it may be washed away 
by the first high tide by just a stroke 
of pen. What is the Government doing 
to discharge its responsibility vmder 
the Union Territories Act? There is 
mal-administration and there is finan¬ 
cial impropriety In my Union Territory 
every day. The Government is doing 
nothing. I demand that they should 
discharge their responsibility.

pened in Tamil Nadu. Just now we 
were told that there is no money to 
pay the Caitral Government employees 
on account of D.A. But there is a 
firm called Agricultural Farms Ltd., 
which has evaded income tax again 
and again to the tune of lakhs of 
rupees. Their case was compounded; 
it is being compounded again and 
again. We would like to know what 
action is taken against those officers 
who are responsible for something 
very shady that is going on there. 

Secondly, I had requested the Minis¬ 
ter of Agriculture on Monday to make 
a statement on an issue that is ex¬ 
tremely important today, that is the 
issue of increasing drought and famine 
that exists in Tamil Nadu. According 
to newspaper reports and reports of 
discussions that have taken place in 
the Tamil Nadu Assembly, people in 
many districts including in my con¬ 
stituency, in Palladam, are living on 
poisonous roots and ^ed grass; chil¬ 
dren are dying, cattle are dying and 
crops are withering. What is being 
done by the Central Government in 
order to ensure that relief is rushed 
to that State and help is extended to 
famine and drought areas? 

Lastly, my plea is (it was also made 
yesterday by my hon. colleague Mr. 
Banerjee and others) why is it that 
the Railway Minister is not here today 
to make a statemoit on the latest posi¬ 
tion of victimisation? Time and again 
he has given many assurances.

(Tirunelveli): Mr. Chairman, Sir, the 
*D' Class match factories in Sivakasi 
taluk of Ramanathapuram District, in 
KoilpattI Sttasrapuram and Keluguma- 
lai of Tirunelvtil District in Tamil 
Nadu are'in the throes of a deep 
crisis, the consequence pf which might 
be the loss of livelihood for many 
thousandl workers-^en and wo¬ 
men—mnjdoyed In these factories. 


These class factories are generally 
run by small entrepreneurs and they 
are al^ in the cooperative sector. 
Them factories were enjoying conces¬ 
sion in excise duty which was 8.70. In 
1967 the Excise Department issued an 
order specifying that the 'D* class 
factories set up after 1967 would have 
to pay the excise duty of 4.30, On the 
ground of unfair discrimination bet¬ 
ween ‘D’ class factories started before 
1967 and alter 1967, the affected fac¬ 
tories took the issue to the Court 
Last month the Supreme Court upheld 
the contention of the Government on 
the basis of which notices have been 
served on aU the *D* class factories 
started after 19671 to pay excise duty 
at 4.30 from the date of the order 
passed in 1967. I have received hun¬ 
dreds of telegrams from the affected 
match factories. If the excise duty 
at 4.30 is collected from them from 
the date of the order, besides the 
question of unfair discrimination, the 
factories started after 1067 may have 
to be closed as they would not able 
to bear this additional burden, result¬ 
ing in the unemoloyment of many 
thousands of workers in the areas 
I have mentioned at the beginning. I 
appeal to the hon. Minister of Finance, 
Shri C. Subramanlam, that he should 
immediately revoke the order directing 
the levy of excise duty at 4.30 for 'D’ 
class factories started after 1967. The 
revocation of the order should be giv¬ 
en retrospective effect. There should 
be uniform levy of excise duty at 3.70 
for all the ‘D* class match factories. 
I would like to submit to the hon. 
Finance Minister that if this is not 
done immediately, the affected people— 
both the sxnall industrialists and many 
thousands of workers—will take to 
violent agitation to express their legi¬ 
timate grievances. 

PROP. MADHU DANDAVA'hB 
(Rajapur); Sir, you will agree with 
me that whereas there is alround in¬ 
efficiency in the country in a number 
of sectors, the Parliament’s staff hat 
really maintained a remarkabla elll- 
eleacy and, therafore, from all sectiona

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of the House, wa had rapeatidly de¬ 
manded when the Pay Committee Re¬ 
port had come out and when the stage 
of implementation came, and we eug- 
gested that the Pay Committee's Re¬ 
port for the Parliament staff should 
be re-structured in such a manner that 
the great disparity that exists to-day 
in the recommendations should be 
completely removed and those staff 
members belonging to the low rung of 
the ladder should be able to get better 
facilities and th^ should be able to 
get better salaries and better allowan. 
ces. 

That suggestion was made by Mem¬ 
bers belonging to various sections of 
the House. I would request that ah 
these suggestions should be taken note 
of. 

There is one more suggestion. Thro¬ 
ugh you, I would request that since 
all sections of the House have re¬ 
peatedly suggested that the lower rung 
of the ladder of Parliament stall has 
been discriminated against, justice 
should be done to them.

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA (!»«- 
ru); Mr, Chairman, you and the House 
are aware about the pension for the 
freedom fighters. That is not being 
properly disbursed. Or the same to 
not being considered by Government. 
Though the Government to anxious to 
sanction it, the officers concerned, in 
my opinion, are not at all taking much 
Interest. I know particularly that 
our Deputy Minister concerned to 
taking a lot of interest and also the 
Members belonging to all freedom 
fighters are taking interest in the 
pending cases. 

In so many States, they are going 
to the office and requesting them to 
expedite the case. But, nobody is giv¬ 
ing a hearing. That is our opinion. 
Sir, Government should appoint imme¬ 
diately a freedom fighters’ Parliamen¬ 
tary Committee to scrutinise cases and 
expedite the matter immediately be¬ 
fore we come again for the budget 
session. Then only we feel or the 
country may feel that we are not only 
concerned with Shri Tul Mohan Ram 
Or Shri Mlshra but we are also con¬ 
cerned with the old freedom fighters 
and that the Government is taking 
steps to give them some pensions. lu 
my State, 20 people had already died 
after getting the pension. And eu 
many people might die now without 
getting it. That is‘why I want to 
bring this to the notice of the Gov¬ 
ernment through you !o the Minister 
concerned. Fortunately, oUr Deputy 
Minister is also here and he is taking 
a lot of interest in this. So, time 
should be fixed in the meanwhile by 
Government for considering seriously 
to appoint a scrutlnishing Committee 
consisting of Members from Parlia¬ 
ment. There would not be any tro* 
uble for the Government; there would 
net be any trouble from the other 
parties representing the freedom fight¬ 
ers as they will take care of it. 1 
want to request through you to take 
up this matter of appointing a scruti¬ 
nising commiitee of M. P$.

(Begusarall: Mr,.^GIwlnnap, Sir, ffto 
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way In which MISA and DIR are being 
used against nolitical workers parti¬ 
cularly in Bihar is causing ue a great 
deal of concern. What is worse is 
that after their arrest under MiSA 
and DIR they are being subjected to 
very inhuman treatment inside the 
jail. Recently, there has been a very 
serious latbr*charge inside the Monghl- 
jhar jail and some very important 
political workers were badly injured. 
One of them—I cannot imagine how— 
a very well-behaved political worker, 
Shri Rameshwar Prasad Singh who is 
so much respected by the people in hie 
district has almost lost his arm. Maj 
I suggest, therefore, to the Govern¬ 
ment to agree in the first instance to 
institute a parliamentary inquiry into 
the way MISA and DIR are being 
used in this country? 

Secondly, I would also like to sug¬ 
gest that Government should look 
into the .matter as to why many of 
the people arrested under MISA and 
DiR are being kept as under-trial 
prisoners for an inordinately' long 
period. There are many per.<ions who 

have been released by the Court but 

some others who have been arrested 
on those very grounds are not being 
released by the Government. This is 
a duty cast upon the Government of 
India to see., as to how MISA and 
DIR are being used and, therefore, 
they should make it a point to go 
into all those cases where people are 
being unnecessarily detained although 
many arrested on the same grounds 
have been released by Courts.

He has 
priced it at Rs. 35/-. This is the 
grossest violation in terms of his 
assignment and he has violated the 
legal provisions^ He was appointed 
Chairman of this Commission and he 
was given certain assignment on sum¬ 
mon and affidavit. But, I sav he has 
committed the grossest violation of 
the law. In the next Session. I will 
bring a Privilege Motion. He has al¬ 
most, 90 per cent verbatim, incorpo¬ 
rated the materials of the report of 
Netaji Enquiry Commission in his 
book.

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): You 
are aware that during the last ses-* 
Sion, the Minister of State in the 
Ministry of External Atiairs. Shri 
Surendra Pal Singh, had said that in 
his discussions m UK, it was revealed 
—I am raising a general question; I 
hope it will be of interest both to the 
External Affairs Minister and the 
Minister of Parliamentary Affairs who 
would kindly wonvey this to him— 
that the question of leasing out the 
island of Diego Garcia by the Govern¬ 
ment of UK to the US Government 
was a matter under active considera¬ 
tion. Subsequently, thou gh I have 
not seen it in the press, I have receiv¬ 
ed a reply from the Ministry of Exter¬ 
nal Affairs on a matter of extreme 
importance and paramount sifinifl- 
cance for* keeping the Indian Ocean 
as a peace zone, that on December 3. 
1974, the UK Government announced 
that it had decided to agree to pro¬ 
posals from the US Government for a 
rflativdy modest exiransion of the 
facilities on the island of Diego Gar¬ 


cia. You are aware that even in the 
US Senate there has been consider¬ 
able amount of internal opposition in 
the proposals of the US Navy for the 
starting of a base there. 

It is, therefore, necessary for us to 
register our protest before Parlia¬ 
ment rises both to the US and to the 
UK. I would only submit that it 
should be a matter of deep concern 
for the Government of India and the 
Ministry of External Affairs in parti¬ 
cular whether if the UK makes a pro¬ 
mise and goes back on it, this country 
should continue to function as a part 
and parcel of the British Common¬ 
wealth.

After 
all We come nere as representatives 
of the people and whenever we are 
asked to go back to the people we 
should welcome it. In this session 
there was not much time for discus¬ 
sion of certain important matters re¬ 
lating to the conduct of free and fair 
elections.

STATEMENT RE. REPORTED 
SABOTAGE OP TWO SPEED 
BOATS 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Yesterday Shri 
Madhu Limaye raised a point in the 
form of an adjournment motion and 
the Speaker had asked the Minister 
to make statement. It is an lawfully 
long statement and I will ask him to 
lay it on the Table of the House. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR M'JKHLR.T^D: I 
lay it on the Table of the House. 


Statement 


The recent change in the trend of 
smuggling which showed that contra¬ 
band in bulk is being smuggled 
through I aunches and boats from the 
neighbouring areas led the Govern¬ 
ment to consider the Question of ac¬ 
quiring fast sea-going launches. The 
Government have placed on order for 
purchase of 2o fast moving sea crafts 
with a Norwegian firm against which 
two sea crafts were received towards 
the end of October. 1974. These two 
boats, namely, Durga and Kali were 
commissioned on 27-10-1974. Taking 
both the boats together they have 
been operational for nearly 70 per 
cent of the days since they were com¬ 
missioned. One or other of the boats 
has been operational on all days ex¬ 
cept On two days. 

The reports that there has been a 
sabotage of the boats which rendered 
them non-operational have been look¬ 
ed into and found to be incorrect. As 
one of the press reports stated that 
sugar had been put into the fud 
samples of fuel were taken and tested 
by the Naval Chemical and Metallur* 
gteal Laboratory, Bombay, l)Ut po 
^aee of sugar was found therdn. 
The boats have be«i fitted with 
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sophisticated machinery and equip¬ 
ment and expertise In maintenance 
and handling of the same is being 
built up. 

Meanwhile, as was stated in ♦he 
Rajya Sabha in reply to supplement¬ 
ary to Starred Question No. 411 on 
3-12-1974, there have been teethmg 
troubles and the repairs have been 
attended to In the Mazagon Docks. 
The position was also explained In 
the Finance Ministry's Consultative 
Committee of Parliament on 18-12-74. 


Both the boats have been taking 
part in various anti-sm-i^gling opera¬ 
tions in and around Bombay area. 
The fact that there have been no cat¬ 
ches by these ooats recently could 
also be ascribed to the possibility that 
the Arab dhows may not be coming 
near this area. The intelligence re¬ 
ports also indicate that smuggling 
activities have been considerably 
restrained. 

The Government have go far ob¬ 
tained only two boats; another 4 boats 
are expected by the end of this month- 
The remaining boats are expected to 
come in batches of 4, and all to reach 
before the end of M.nrch, 1975. It 
will be appreciated that only when 
we have a very much larger number 
of boats, we can .make our coast-line 
impregnable. I may also mention 
here that the Customs Department in 
Bombay also has some launches con¬ 
fiscated from the smugglers and 
which are used for anti-smuggling 
work. 

The boats establisliment has been 
placed under a senior officer on depu¬ 
tation from the Navy and 1 may as- 
aire the House that all possible Pre¬ 
cautions are being taken to guard the 
boats carefully from any attempt at 
sabotage.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; I went 
out only to drink a glass of water. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYA 
(Serampore): The State of Guja¬ 
rat is under President’s rule and more 
than a year has elapsed; still nobody 
knows when there will be an elect¬ 
ion. There is so much talk about 
a snap poll to the Lok Sabha but 
there is no talk of any election to 
the Gujarat Assembly or even to the 
Pondichery Assembly.

[Sbri IshaQoe Sambuau in the Chair ] 

There should be no delay in holding 
an election in Gujarat and taking the 
opinion of the people as to who 
should rule Gujarat. From the Cen¬ 
tre it is Shrimati Indira Gandhi, 
the Prime Minister who is ruling over 
the people of Gujarat who have 
thrown out the congress rule in Guja¬ 
rat because of corruption and other 
charges. My emphatic demand is 
that the Government should immedi¬ 
ately decide and tell us when elections 
are going to take place in Gujarat. 

I am a Monber of the Consultative 
Committee on Gujarat. It is a far¬ 
ce, nothing more. 'Ihere is one 
meeting after three' or four months 
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lasting lor two or three hours to 
discuss issues-relating to the -people. 
In such a type of Consultative Com¬ 
mittee you do not get any opportu¬ 
nity to focus attention on problems or 
discuss issues which are of serious 
concern' to the people. You do not 
have any opportunity to do so in 
■that type of Consultative Committee. 

Now I come to certain problems in 
the State of Gujarat. There are 
near about 18,000 villages of which 
it has been reported. It has come 
in the newspaper also that more than 
13,000 villages are hard hit by drou¬ 
ght and other serious conditions. It 
has been reported that the prices of 
rice and other essential goods are go¬ 
ing up. These are not coming down. 
In spite of tall talks of checking infla¬ 
tion and rising prices by the Govern¬ 
ment, nothing^is taking place. So 
far as Gujarat is concerned the pri¬ 
ces are going up. I am amazed to 
find that only 200 grams of rice and 2 
kg. of wheat and 1 kg. of jowar is 
distributed as ration from the pub¬ 
lic distribution system per unit per 
month, not per week but per month. 
I do not know whether they are play¬ 
ing with the lives of the people or 
not. Sugar quota has been' cut 
down by more than 100 grams and 
the price of sugar is also going high¬ 
er and higher. There is no effective 
step being taken by the Government. 

1 know, in this House, one hon. 
Member from Kutch area has pas¬ 
sionately appealed to the Govern¬ 
ment for making arangements of 
drinking water in the Kutch area. 
1 have got some knowledge about 
some places in Gujarat where I 
'have seen with my own eyes as to 
how people are suffering for want 
of drinking water. I do not find 
any amount that has been sanction¬ 
ed—-extra amount, extra money that 
has been spent for the arrargements 
oi drinking wat& to the rural popu¬ 
lation. specially in the Kutch area. 
But I' find that extra amount has 
heeh sanctl<mcd for the modemis- 
aitioh. of tlie police. X do not find 


any reason why, when people are 
not getting drinking water. Govern¬ 
ment is taking away money frum 
the public exchequer to modernise 
police so that they may beat us. 
People flght for their demands ably 
and efficiently, that is why they are 
taking away money for modernising 
the police. I strongly record my 
protest against this sort of expendi¬ 
ture by the Government but for not 
arranging the minimum requirements 
for which people are so much anxi¬ 
ous. We felt that Government at 
the Centre would take every step 
to reduce their hardship but nothing 
had been done. 

I take up atrocities of the Hari- 
jans. It is the land of Gandhiji. 
Sabarmati Ashram is situated there. 
I have read in history that from 
there the famous Dandi march started 
and he took an oath that he would not 
return back until freedom was achiev¬ 
ed. He did not return because he 
thought that the freedom that we 
have got was bot real freedom. That 
is why Mahatma Gandhi did not 
go back to Sabarmati Ashram. 

Although much time has elapsed, 
there is no chance of any immediate 
election in Gujarat. They are not 
taking any effective steps to reduce 
the sufferings of the people. In the 
Ahmedabad textile mills, they have 
closed down the third shift. In many 
places, the factory owners are clos¬ 
ing down the second shift also. Al¬ 
ready Government is adopting a wage 
freeze policy. ■ So per cent of the DA 
has been cut. This closure of shifts 
is causing miseries which cannot be 
described here. If they do not 
take prompt steps, the situation may 
go out of their control as it happen¬ 
ed during the struggle launched by 
the Nav Nh^man Samiti. Employe* 
es of the Central Government, State 
Governments and local bodies are 
not' getting any rise in their DA 
although pric^ are shooting up daily.. 
This is a very relevant demand. We 
thought that the Finance Minister 
will announce the decision about DA 
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to Central Government employees to¬ 
day, but hia statement has made tike 
situation worse. Until the Central 
Govemmej^t sanctions this increase 
in DA, the State Governments 
local bodies cannot give any rise to 
their employees. 

Elections should be held early not 
only to the State Assembly but also 
to the corporations, municipalities and 
panchayata. The people have no 
faith in this Congress Government. 
That Is why they are shouting that 
they should be given an opportunity to 
express their view through elections. 
If you do not give it, the people will 
be bound to take direct action. This 
writing on the wall must be taken in¬ 
to consideration by this Government. 

With these words, I oppose these 
supplementary demands.

SHRI ERASMO DE . SEQUEIHA 
(Marmagoa): The State of Gujarat 
has been under President’s rule over 
a year now, and still we do not know 
when the elections are going to be 
held. I am not objecting to the in¬ 
troduction of the President’s rule, be¬ 
cause this was through a popular up¬ 
surge, and it was the people them¬ 
selves who decided that there should 
be a change. But if they decided 
this, when the people in Gujarat 
rose, it was. to give themselves an 
opportunity to choose a better gov¬ 
ernment.

developments that are going on in 
the various States of our Union, and 
very often the answers that we ere 
given are that this is a State matter 
which has to be handled by the State 
Government, and that we should not 
speak about it. But, here is a case 
of the government of a State which 
is to-day being |fun iby the Centre 
and what did they do? Please look 
at this. In Gujarat, as you know, 
one half of the State has been declar¬ 
ed a drought-affected area by the 
State Government itself, wMch to¬ 
day is run by the Central Govern¬ 
ment. The State authorities have 
asked the Government of India for a 
drought relief of Rs. 80 crores and 
the Central Government has given 
them not more than Hs. 13.5 crores. 
This is the attitute of the Congress 
Party to the suRbrings of the masses. 
They are prepared to find money ior 
all kinds of trips abroad lor all kinds 
of Ministers,'and all kinds of public 
officials whom we And practically at 
every airport in the world every sec¬ 
ond week, but they cannot And money 
for people who are affected by the 
drought. They say they do not have 
money for drinking water. Is there 
anything worse than this?

Every non-essential expenditure oi 
Government should be curtailed 
forthwith. This country is i?oing 
through a very serious economic cri¬ 
sis, and until you tighten your belt 
and pull up your socks, you are not 
going to be able to pull this coun¬ 
try out of it. You say you are bring¬ 
ing down the prices and you say we 
are trying to pull ourselves out of the 
economic morass. But 25 years cf 
misroangement of the country by 
Congress mis-rule has brought about 
this situation. Everybody knows 
that the matter is getting worse day 
by day, and unless you tighten the 
belt and until you have Anancihl dis¬ 
cipline and cutout non-essential 
expenditure you will never be 
able to ;tiake care of the needs of 
^e pCK^e in this country, especially 
,when pature has been so unkind as it 
b^eh in Gujarat this year. 


We have often hard Mr. Mavalan- 
kar speaking in this House about the 
educational chaos that has been go¬ 
ing on in Gujarat. And I Jet the 
feeling that the Centre is not look¬ 
ing after the educational problems 
of Gujarat because the students rose 
and taught them a lesson, and there¬ 
fore they are now being victimised. 
Now this is what happens. You talk 
about democracy. You talk about 
the power of the people. And when 
people force you to discharge your 

responsibility, then you turn round 
and force them, and victimise them 
and punish them. 

Gujarat is an example of what is 
happening in several parts of the 
country, where the State Government 
becomes sour and the Centre takes 
it over. This Government while 
talking about the people, does not 
make any serious efforts to solve 
“their problems. 

On behalf of the BLD I demand 
Arstly that the Government should 
tighten its belt, so that it can take 
care of the extraordinary situation in 
Gujarat by sanctioning more funds 
there. Secondly elections should 
be held there immediately and no 
more extension of President’s rule 
should be there. The people should 
be enabled to exercise the right that 
they have to choose the State Gov¬ 
ernment that they want.

SHRI D. P. JADEUA (Jamnagar): 
I am grateful for giving me an op¬ 
portunity to participate in this dis¬ 
cussion. I had an opportunity only 
the other day and I wish now to 
state one or two points for the con¬ 
sideration of the honourable House 
.and the Hon. Ministar. 

Sir, the other day the honourable 
Deputy Minister for Finance irformed 
the House that the problem relating 
•to Gujarat in general and the water 
problem in Jamnagar is beh^ handl¬ 
ed by the State Government. 

They are aware of the serious situa- 
"Hon that has arisen there and, as a 
means of relief to the Stat^ ^itn a 
population of 3 laklts, Gbvernment has 
thought of spenti^kig almost Ra.

Kow, Sir, aB tiist I lyinf to htl! the 
•Government is thi(t, » 


scheme which wag only three tim^ 
more expensive than this water 
tankers scheme that you ate going to 
have this year, and it would have 
been a permanent solution for this 
dty. I may tell the Government at 
this moment that this scheme is not 
being considered in the next five year 
plan also. I mentioned the other day 
that Jamnagar had been facing a 
drought situation and it is for 11 years 
out of 14 years. Still water problem 
is not being taken as seriously as it 
should have. 


I request the Government to recon¬ 
sider this issue. As far as the 

drought-affCKiced areas of Gujarat are 

concerned, top priority to the medium 
and minor irrigation schemes should 
be given and should be taken on hand. 
Not only that. They should even be 
prepared to waive certain technical 
objections that have always come in 
the way of our country's development 
projects. The second point, and I shall 
conclude, Is about the marine wealth 
that the coast of Gcijarat offers to this 
country. A survey conducted has 
reported that the richest fishing 
ground in India is off the coast of 
Saurashtra. 

SHRl B. V. NAIK (Kanara): And 
Karnataka too. 

SHRI D. P. JADEJA: May be. The 
centre decides to develop 2 fishing 
harbours in every State throughout 
the country irrespective of the pot¬ 
entiality of the State. Considering 
the long coastline that the State has, 
I would like ^he Government to re¬ 
consider this issue and give Gujarat 
its rightful claim of having at least 
six fishing harbO|urs on the coast of 
Saurashtra and i^uth Gujarat. I suv 
this mainly because there is ample 
proof of the potentialities there. Our 
Fisheries Department and our- nav¬ 
al forces which ate bn Uie cmotllne 
have d^ted at'd even eai^t hold' 
of aevwai {fiitelift trb^leM- 
ih’ iMff drea.' mitt id the itti 
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would make a plea with the Central 
Government In taking this opportu¬ 
nity of requesting them to have a 
force and let ub find out by what 
means we wiU be able to save our 
coastline at least 18 miles by seek¬ 
ing that as our territorial water. I 
thank you /or giving me this oppor¬ 
tunity. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnar- ’•); 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, this House will 
recall that there was a steady and 
progressive Government in the State 
of Gujarat. But, it was broken by 
the ruling party to achieve their 
selfish narrow political ends. There¬ 
after in the Assembly election 1972 
the people of Gujarat gave them a 
very good and comfortable majority. 
They got 140 out of 152 of the stren- 
.gth in the House. Shri Ghanshyam- 
bhai Oza tooi over the Chief Minis¬ 
tership. But, he had been thrown 
and kicked or.“ by his own party 
men. Th^^i’cafter the second Gov¬ 
ernment was duven out by the peo¬ 
ple because if was a corrupt and in¬ 
efficient Government not carinj for 
the people. 

They coul.i not give a stable Gov¬ 
ernment that l-.a? put the Guiarat 
State into a misorable condition to¬ 
day. 

There is o pTogramme of urploy- 
ment; unemployment is mounting up- 
—educated and uneducated youths go 
from door ’.o door for employment. 
But, there are no new avenues for 
them because the progress of Guia¬ 
rat has become stagnant. Sir, to¬ 
day the people i..f Gujarat—especially 
the poor neople, landless labourers 
and workers--ore passing through 
untold suffering. Gujarat has been 
hard-hit by successive drought? and 
floods. People are not getting ade¬ 
quate quantum of foodgrains. What 
is sup^ied to them through the 
public distribution system is only 1 
kg. of jowar, 2 kg. of wheat and 200 
grams of rice per month. The C 3 .'en 
market price of these essential com¬ 
modities is so high thaf these people 
<annot buy fr^m the open market.

Government has so often declared 
that prices are coming down but it 
is simply a political propaganda. 
Prices have not come down in Guja¬ 
rat. They are rather going up day 
by day in Gujarat. There is acute 
shortage of essential commodities and 
this Government had not cared to 
give the required quantum t the 
State of Gujarat. The requirement 
of Gujarat is 50,000 tonnes of food- 
grains per month and the other day 
the Minister told the House that they 
had raised the quantum and are giv¬ 
ing 78.000 tonnes to Gujarat. This 
is only ha’f of the requireirent. 
Therefore. ! demand that immediate¬ 
ly they should rush foodgrains to the 
. people of Gujarat so that they may 
get ai least 5 kg. of foodgrain.- per 
month. The Governmen* had as¬ 
sured 8 kg. foodgrains to the labourers 
and the workers working on relief 
works. They are not giving that 
much of foodgrains to those p.enple 
who are working in the otven on these 
relief works. 

Similarly, there is acute shortage 
of drinking wai^r in many paits of 
the State. Well before time we had 
demanded that they should collect 
some tankers and .«upply water to 
the village of low source of water by 
tankers. But they failed in doing 
so. There is no fodder and thou¬ 
sands of cattle have perished and 
many more are moving towards slew 
death. There will be an acut'c short¬ 
age of milk in the near future. 

Sir, they say they will start re¬ 
lief works. The "total requirement 
to provide employment is to the ex¬ 
tent of 12 lakh people and toda.y they 
have provided employment only to 
three lakh people. This is the man¬ 
ner in which they are helping the 
people. Sir, people, are .starving 
They have n> foodgrains. They, 
have no purchasing capacity. They 
have no employment. This Gov¬ 
ernment is totally indifferent and 
careless to the people of Gujarat. 
Sir, to meet this serious situation of 
scarcity and drought, Gujarat will 
require Rs. 2'JO crores and the Gov- 
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ernment has-given only Rs. 13 cror- 
es and under the pretext of the re¬ 
commendations of the Sixth Fin¬ 
ance Commission. Governme:>t is 
shirking their responsibility. Sir, 
they should give adequate funds to 
the State of Gujq^at because today 
Gujarat is under the Central admini¬ 
stration. Ths administration is run 
by the Adv5s>-;.'s to the Governor. 
What can lh« p-Kjr Advisers to the 
Governor do? It is beyond their reach. 
Therefore, it is the duty of the Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament today, in the ab- 
sense of an Assembly in that State to 
demand that the Central Government 
should rush fodder, provide tankers for 
the drinking water and should make 
adequate allocation of funds to meet 
thi.s scarcity .situation. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
fAhmedabad); Mr. Chairman, Sir. 
during this week this i? the second 
time we are able to focus the attention 
of this hon. House, and through it, of 
this hon. House, and through it, cf 
the whole country on some of the out¬ 
standing and burning problem fac¬ 
ing my Slate, because Supplementary 
Demands for Gr,3nts have corm lor 
the .second time during the same 
week. My first point is that, what¬ 
ever happens to the rumour i.boul 
the snap poll for the Lok Sabha, we 
all in Gujarat are very keen that 
the elections for the new Stale Vidhan 
Sabha, take place as have been sche¬ 
duled to, sometime in February or 
March 1975, because the present six 
months extension of President’s Role 
will come to an end sometime in 
March 1975 and the elections, there 
fore, must take place prior to that. 
But. if the elections are coming, I 
would like to stress that it is no use 
having elections if they are not to 
be held in proper atmosphere. Sir, 
if the elections are not held liy a 
machinery which is independent of 
the executive, if the Government, if 
the Cential Goveimment through the 
Gu^rat! Qltate Administration uses 
the election machinery, the Slate 


Power and the bureaucracy and other 
means at their disposal for getting, 
votes, then, . these elections will 
remain more or less condemned, and 
they will make a nonsjase of all that 
We say that we stand for parlia¬ 
mentary democracy and duly elected 
representatives of the people. There¬ 
fore, while 1 am one with the other 
Members for the demand of early 
elections and consUlutio.n of a new 
A.ssembly as early as possible, and 
not later than February or March 
1975, I would also like to say that the 
elections should ne held in^ a proper 
atmosphere and in a cleaner atmos¬ 
phere. I hope that in the meantime, 
between now and that time, Govern¬ 
ment will not come forv/ard with any 
Ordinances. This is not only true of 
Gujarat but of the whole country. 
Today is the last day of the Winter 
Session of the t.,ok Sabha and I am 
afraid that Gove.'nment may already 
have in their store a few Ordinances 
because their habit is, in the recent 
past, that they ure almost waiting for 
the Parliament Se.s.sion to be over 
and ihey corng out with a crop of 
ordinances. If that i.s their thinking, 
that is complete negation of Parlia¬ 
mentary democrucy. This is point 
number one. 

Secondly, I would like to stress with 
:dl the seriousness and sincerity at 
my command that Gujarat today is 
in an extraordinary situali-on. My 
friend Mr. Sequeira was say¬ 
ing that half of the State is 
in drought. As a matter of fact, 
the danger is that by the time 
January or Febriiar.v 1975 arrives. 
We shall be finding nearly iwo-thirds 
of the villages of the State being 
declared as droirght and scarcity 
alTected villages. It means, out of 
nineteen districts in my Stale, as 
many as fourteen or fifteen will be 
hit by drought an^ scarckiy. Yet, 
my friend Shri ' Pranab Kumar 
Mukherjee the Minister of State of 
Finance and his senior colleague go 
on telling us—in fact, their other 
colleague the Depiiy Minister said 
s6 a little earlier fhis week—that 
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although they have sympathy for 
Gujarat, they have no money for 
Gujarat. 

"■What is this kind of M'lnpathy 
unaccompanied ’oy money lo a State 
which has for the last 14 years given 
a very good accoutit. of itself in 
regard to following a sound fiscal 
policy in the administraiion of 
Gujarat? Every tingle paisa, almost 
every single paisa, has been spent 
economically, wisely and properly. 
There is hardly any charge ol corrup¬ 
tion. 

Shri Subramaniam was saying that 
a lot of money .pent in the name of 
natural calamities and drought gees 
waste and they do not want that 
money to be spent like that, and 
therelore for plan r’urposcs, he wdl 
give ad\-ances. We require at least 
Rs. 125 crores. if not more. Are we 
to understand 'that Government aix* 
suggesting that ihe Rs. 125 crores 
W'hich we are go/ng need will come 

only under the plea )f this plan or 

that plan programme, which mean.s 
that other things wiU go down and 
we will not be spending money m 
giving suceour and relief and com- 
fo'l to the scaicily-stficken people? 
Theiefore, I charge this Government 
that they are deliberately taking 
shelter under the totally inadf'qunti? 
and disa.strous recommendation.s. as 
I described them in Ibis Hou-e. of the 
3i'>:.th Finance C’ommiss!on‘'s ,iTeom- 
mendalions, and for their '••aving that 
they are not prepared to give any 
amount to the Gov'ermnent ;infl >,,<=(■- 
plp of Gujarat. Thij: will br a 
tre nendous sin, a black deed, for 
which they will never he pardomd. 
So. Sir, when today is the last day 
of this winter session of the Lok 
Sabha I hope the Minister will come 
out not only with a gracious word of 
s.vmpathy but a very welcome v'Oid 
of concrete help in term.s of the 
crores of j-upee required for .'•rareity 
relief. 

I have three more points to .irge. 
One is about Harijans. They are in 
great distress. Only three days bach- 
I read a report in Jansatta. Ahmed- 


abad, where their own reporter in 
Rajkot has given a long report of how 
a Harijan young man, an employee 
of the .State Government, was almost 
beaten to death—fortunately he did 
not die—by a police constable. Later 
on it was found that this was because 
of certain pre.iudice ;igainst the 
Harijans. ’ This i.s happening every¬ 
where, in m-iny places not oni.y in 
Gujaiat but in the whole country. 
Therefore, when you talk of social 
welfare—there are some Demands 
under Social Welfare—please look at 
the problem of the Harijans. 

About these Demauds, I find om* 
thing ol interest. There is a Deinandl 
under Legislature Secretariat. Th.o 
Prime Minister .s.o.vs that they are all 
for re^ppcl of tbe Ch.^iir. the autho¬ 
rity of the Chair. But this Congress 
Parl.v apnointed the Speaker of the 
Gujarat Assembly which is

SHRI B. V. NAIK' Mas h- not 
resinned? 

SlIRl P. G. MAVALAMKAR: He was 
forced to resign. 

SHRI P. M IMEHTA; He says he 
continue.'; as Speaker. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: He 
continues as Spoaker. Here i.s the 
Speaker of the Gu.iarat Assembly 
concurrently functionin.ij as the Pre¬ 
sident of the Ad Hoc Pradesh Cong¬ 
ress Committee. This is atrocious. 

There are some Demand.^ under 
Agriculture. I want to say a word 
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on that. For the Sardar Patel Kiishi 
Kendra at Dantiwada in Banaskantha 
District there is a proxdsion of Rs. 40 
lakhs. I hope to see that the particu¬ 
lar campus at Dantiwada is develop¬ 
ed as soon as possible. 

Shri Sequeira ha^ already mention¬ 
ed that there has been a lot of dis¬ 
turbances and unrest in various 
educational campuses in m 5 ' State. I 
have been demanding of Government 
particularly the Education Ministry, 
to place on the Table the V.V. John 
Committee Report. But nothini* is 
happing. I only get the same lepLv 
that the Government of Gujarat are 
still considering it. I want it to be 
laid on the Table. We must know 
about the various problems in the 
various Universities in Gujarat. 
Merit scholarship to the tune of Rs. 
8 lakhs is not being given to the 
merit scholars on the plea that the.v 
have not had the exams. 

There were no examinations last 
year and so how could they appear? 
You must give them the amount on 
the understanding that thev would do 
as well at the next examination as 
they did in the last examination.

Lastly I want to say that the con¬ 
sultative committee on Gujarat had 
met only four times. I demand that 
the fifth meeting must be held, not for 
one or two hours but for two days, and 
that should be held in Ahmeclabad so 
that the people of Gujarat may feel 
that the parliamentary committee is 
having a sense of involvement with 
their problems. Shri Dinen Bhatta- 
charyya knows that the Home Minis¬ 
ter promised but went back on his 
promise. The next meeting should 
take place in January, 1973. not in 
January. 1976 in Ahmedabad for two 
days. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): 
Almost within two days we are havlhg 
an opportunity of discussing the 


problems of Gujarat again on a bafch 
of supplementary demands for grants 
amounting to Rs. 7.48 crores. I ap¬ 
preciate the concern of the hon. Mem¬ 
bers regarding the difficult situation 
through which the people of Gujarat 
are passing. But the very fact of 
bringing a second batch ot supple¬ 
mentary demands would indicate that 
the Government was alive to 
the problems and wants to 
help the distress-stricken people 

Of 'Gujarat in whatever wa.v possible. 

Rs. 4.99 crores of this amount would 
be out of Central assistance and one 
of the important projects would be to 
provide assistance to the Govern¬ 
ment employees who are getting less 
than Rs. 850 per month as salary 
to buy foodgrains during the harvest 
season. The quantum of assistance 
would be two months total salary or 
Rs. 500 per head, per officer, which¬ 
ever is less. I do not think that it 
would be sufficient to meet all their 
needs but whatever is possible within 
the limited resources available is be¬ 
ing done. 

Shri Dinen Bliaftacharyya said that 
consultative committees meetings are 
not being held frequently. Another 
hon. Member has some observations 
and he replied to the point .and he 
said that within six months from 
June, 1974 three meetings had already- 
taken place. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: For 
half-an-hour, two hours, some hours. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE: I think that Shri Dinen 
Bhattacharyya and Prof. Mavalankar 
are Members of that consulative com¬ 
mittee and if they wanted lo sit for 
longer hours nobody would have 
prevented them. What I say is that 
if necessary there would be mere 
frequent meetings. The Ministry of 
Home Affairs who are directly res¬ 
ponsible for convening these meet¬ 
ings would take care of it aud I 
would pass on the feelings of the 
hon. Members to my colleague * in 
that Mihietry. I wouM like to point 
out only a few steps which have 
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been taken for giving some relief to 
the drought strik-m people of Guja¬ 
rat. It has been pointed out that 
not adequate employment opportuniti¬ 
es have been created. Nobody 
would deny the fact. In fact, prac¬ 
tically the problems which the people 
of Gujarat are f.acing are more or 
less identical with the problems of 
the other areas also. Of course, 
there may be some difl'erence in the 
degree and in Ihe quantum of the 
suflTerings but their very basic nature— 
problem of unemployment, prob¬ 
lem of scarcity, problem faced 
due to rising prices— is almost 
identical in almost all parts of the 
country. I would like to point on I 
that under the President's rule cer¬ 
tain steps have been taken f i ameli¬ 
orate the sufferings anp, miseries oi 
the people.

I do not feel that these dgures are 
adequate and to a considerable ex¬ 
tent these have rendered any relief to 
the people. But at the same time 
I feel that some steps have been tak¬ 
en and it would be our endeavour to 
take more effective steps within the 
limited resources available to us to 
see to what possible extent re¬ 
lief could be rendered to the people 
of Gujarat. 

Most of tlie points mentioned by 
the hon. members have already been 
discussed in this House op the 17th it¬ 
self. Therefore, 1 need not repeat 
these points. 


With these words, I hope that. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: 
Not only good words, but concrete ac¬ 
tion. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE: Whatever is possible within 
the limited resources available to us 
would be done and e.scept that it is 
not possible for me to give any blank¬ 
et assurance to the hon. member. 1 
hope that the money for which the 
approval is sought would be given. 
Even this amount of money would be 
helpful to the people who are suffer¬ 
ing in Gujarat, Therefore, with¬ 
out any amendment let the ho’i. IJou.'^e 
pass this grant. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL rLhandhuka): 
The .Minister has concentrated his 
remarks only on what is provided in 
the Supplementaiy Grants but he has 
not attempted a serious answer to the 
various points raisoi bv the speak¬ 
ers. He should have attempted, tor 
instance, to explain m some greater 
detail—why it is that the adherence 
to Sixth Finance Commission's recom¬ 
mendation is a must? Why do you 
not consider that human suffering must 
have somewhat greater priority than 
the recommendations of a Commission^ 
Why is it that you think that the re¬ 
commendations that the States Dev¬ 
elopment Plans must be accomplished 
first and that you must spend your 
money on them? Do you seriously 
consider that the development plans 
are all located and will benefit the 
areas in which there exist scarcity 
conditions? If that is not so, hov/, do 
you expect the scarcity to go—by im¬ 
plementing the development plans? 
Therefore, I would strongly urge the 
Minister to consider this plea that, 
however, important the Sixth Finan¬ 
ce Commission'.'! recommendations 
may be and the.v are very sound to 
my mind also but there has been 
the co-incidence of scarcity coming 
alonir in the very first year of the 
decision of the 'Government to ac¬ 
cept those recommendations. Cne ot 
the underlying assumptions of those 
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recommendations was that you would 
accumulate funds over a period of 
£00d years and had some time elap¬ 
sed between the .acceptance of the re¬ 
commendations and the arrival of 
scarcity conditions, the State would 
have had more resources to meet the 
situation created by the scarcity con¬ 
ditions. This should be borne in 
mind. When your own o:ricers have 
also accepted that to lelieve the scar¬ 
city conditions. substantially moia 
sums than what you have so far pro¬ 
vided will be necessary, why aie you 
not providing .more money? 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: The other 
day I had suggested that the im¬ 
plementation of an important work, 
viz. Bhavnagar—Tarapore B. G. 
Railway line should be taken up. The 
Government of Gujarat had assured 
to make good the deficit, if any oc¬ 
curred. in the sixth year, according 
to the criteria laid down. Further¬ 
more, they have assured land free of 
cost. What prevents its implemen¬ 
tation? 


SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE: All these points were dis¬ 

cussed on the IVth. In order to 
save the time of the House at the fag 
end of the session, I did not touch 
those points.

••SHRI NURUL HUDA (Cachar): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir. The Pondicheiry 
Budget for 1974-75 has been presented 
for obtaining the approval of Ine 
House. The Pondicherry Assembly 
was suspended in the month of March 
thiy year and Pre.sident’s rule was 
imposed. Since then nine months 
have gone by and the Central Gov¬ 
ernment have not said anything rc- 
sitively as to what steps they w-ie 
taking to instal a popular Govern¬ 
ment in Pondicherry. During all 
these months the issue waa discussed 
on the floor of the House quite a 
number of time;-. During the la t .ses¬ 
sion when the matter w’as taken up 
for consideration then it was demand¬ 
ed that early elections should be held 
in Pondicherry to facilitate installa¬ 
tion of a popular Government there. 
In reply, the Central Government had 
.stated that Government were consi¬ 
dering the matter but I regret to tny 
that during all these nine months the 
Government have not been able to 
give a fixed dale or a time table for 
holding elections in Pondicherry and 
it is not yet certain whether they 
will at all hold elections there even 
after the next March. 

Mr. Chairman, Sir, we have notic¬ 
ed that wherever the ruling party did 
not comprise a majority party, as it 
was in Manipur and Pondicherry, 
they would not allow the opposition 
parties to form government. Even if 
the opposition parties formed Govern¬ 
ment under popular pressure, the rul¬ 
ing party tried to topple that Gov¬ 
ernment, some how or other. In 
Pondicherry the opposition paities 
formed a Government but there wer'* 
some trouble.. Taking advantage of 
the trouble, the Central Government 
imposed President’s rule there anl 
during all these nine months the Cen¬ 
tral Government did not appear to 
have had any intention of ending this 
rule by installing a popular Govern¬ 
ment there. In this connection I v.;ould 
like to refer to the situation obtain¬ 
ing in Manipur. The Congress and 


♦The original speech was ■t«Uve’'ed in Bengali. 
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other members frequently defected 
from one side to other and after the 
fall of Alimuddin and Seiza Govern¬ 
ments, the Congress have once again 
formed a Government there with the 
aid of the defectors. We would not 
have objected to it if it offered a 
stable Government but we do not 
think that it is possible looking to 
the situation as it prevails today. In 
Pondicherry the textile workers and 
workers engaged in other small indus¬ 
tries are not getting their dues even 
when the President’s rule is in force 
there. Matters like road construction 
and other public welfare activities are 
not being attended to properly and I 
feel, it is not possible for the Central 
Government to rule Pondicherry from 
Delhi. Thei'efore, I would like to say 
on behalf of our party and the other 
opposition left parties will also ver- 
haps speak, that elections should be 
held during February-March and a 
popular Government installed in Pon¬ 
dicherry. The Minister of Finance and 
other State Ministers are present 
here. I would therefore demand that 
they should categorically state when 
elections will be held in Pondicherry. 
If they fail to give a positive answer 
then all the utterences of the Prime 
Minister and other leaders of the rul¬ 
ing party about democracy would 
amount to tall talks. There are other 
demands in this budget which I am 
sure will be dealt with my succe.s- 
aor speakers. I would complete my 
submission by once again urging upon 
the Finance Minister and other Mi¬ 
nisters who are present here today 
that on this last day of the session', 
they should give as an assurance rs 
to when elections will be held in 
Pondicherry whether this Will be done 
during the next two to three months 
or not, 

SHRIMATl PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN (Coimbatore); Mr. Chairman, 
today seems to be the day for self¬ 
appointments. Firstly, we had a self- 
appointed leader of the so-called 
combined Opposition. Now we have 
another self-appointed spokesman for 


all the leftist parties. Anyway, I 
will get On with the subject in 
hand.... 

SHRI NURUL HUDA: I did not say 
that I was the spokesman for all 
the leftist parties. This is uncharit¬ 
able. She should withdraw her re¬ 
marks. 

SHRIMATl PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; You said “on behalf of all the 
leftist parties.” 

SHRI NURUL HUDA: No; I did 
not say that, (Interruptions). 

SHRIMATl PARVATHI KHISH- 
NAN: There is nothing for me to apo¬ 
logise. I maintain what I have said. 

Now. as far as the Demands for 
Grants of Pondicherry are concerned, 
yesterday, I raised the point that we 
wanted discussion on the affairs of 
Pondicherry for the precise reason 
that Pondicherry is under the Presi¬ 
dential rule. It is not only that I 
want to raise the fact that elections 
are very important, and that is why I 
want to make my position clear that 
if, to-day, there is Presidential rule 
in Pondicherry, it is precisely because 
in an unprincipled manner the ruling 
Party along with that party of the 
self-appointed leader of the combined 
opposition the Congress (O) toppled 
the progressive alliance government 
in Pondicherry. That is why this 
state of affairs has come into being. 

Now. wherever an undemocrntic 
rule exists we have never hesitated 
at any time to oppose the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Wherever the Government have 
acted against the people of 
the country we never hesi¬ 
tated to opposition and, at 
the same time we have never hesitat¬ 
ed to support any measure that helps 
our nation and our country to ga 
forward. Therefore, if that be their 
wish, critics of my party are welcome 
to distort it because they are wear¬ 
ing permanently, a particular *v?e of 
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glasses, of the colour of which never 
changes and through which they can 
never see things clearly. 


To-day, in Pondicherry, what is the 
position as a result of President's 
rule? We have been asked to vote 
money for the implementation of the 
Third Pay Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tions. I would like to say that this 
money is not enough for the simple 
reason that many of the Third Pay 
Commission’s recommendations are not 
being implemented in the State of 
Pondicherry. For instance, the Gov¬ 
ernment Press workers have not as 
yet received the arrears that are due 
to them after the decision of the im¬ 
plementation of the recommendations. 
Similarly, the teachers in Pondicherry 
are also not receiving their dues be¬ 
cause the same anomaly, the same 
neglect and the same dilatory tactics 
the Central Government are continu¬ 
ing towai'ds the employees in Pondi¬ 
cherry as they arejdoing towards tlie 
Central Qovenment employees 
throughout the country by refusing 
to give them the DA that is their due 
according to the recommendations of 
the Pay Commission. 


Another point I wish to mention. In 
Pondicherry today because of she 
fact that there is nO democratic gov¬ 
ernment, the Lt. Governor is doing 
exactly as he pleases. Everything as 
controlled by him and undemocratic 
methods are being resorted to. For 

instance, the French Municipal Act 

•of 1880 was the Act that was operat¬ 
ing in Pondicherry right till now. In 
January this year a new Municipal 
Act was oassed to further democra¬ 
tise the municipalities in Pondicherry. 
But what is happening? When the im¬ 
plementation Was due, the post of the 
Mayor ha.s been abolished and so 
it is necessary today that elections be 
•conducted for electing the Chairman 
of the municipality. The Commission- 
•ers, the henchmen of the Lt. Govern¬ 
or and thereby indirectly the hench¬ 
men of the Government of Shri Pra- 
. nab Mukerjee. held the meetings 


These meetings were supposed to b® 
for the election of the Chairman, and 
when the election has not taken place, 
tlie Councillors have walked out m 
protest. Representations have been 
made to the Lt. Governor and still no 
Chairman has been elected. The Com¬ 
missioners of the Municipalities are 
playing ducks and drakes with the 
finances and affairs of the municipal¬ 
ities. 

This is the gift that is bestowed by 
the President’s rule which is being 
implemented by the Lt. Governor 
with the blessings of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. Otherwise, one memoran¬ 
dum after another has been sent to 
them. One telegram after another has 
been, sent to them. Why is it then that 
no action has been taken? Only, as 
recently as the 26th November, Mr. V. 
Subbiah, an e.r-Minister and the Com¬ 
munist Party leader of Pondicherry 
has, sent a telegram to the 'Central 
Government saying: 

“Pondicherry Lt. Governor sub¬ 
verts democratic functioning ‘ iocal 
boards by not conducting Chairn’an 
e ection Municipalities and Pancha- 
yats since January following en¬ 
forcement New Act.... Present 
Municipal Councillor.c Mandate ex¬ 
pires December. Stop. No prepara¬ 
tion made for fresh election. Stop. 
Please direct Governor conduct 
immediate election. Chairman and 
prepare fresh election conforming 
New Act.” 

This is the telegram. Till now there 
has been no reply and no action taken 
by the Central Governm.mt. It is in¬ 
cumbent upon the Minister to .givu us 
an assurance that the Municipal Elec¬ 
tion will immefiiately be conducted in 
Pondicherry. The democratic func¬ 
tioning of panehayats and municipali¬ 
ties should be guaranteed forthwith. 

I wish to bring so the attention cf 
the hon. Minister to the fact that in 
Pondicherry the cooperative Milk 
Dairy farm was producing surplus 
milk and this was not only being sup¬ 
plied to the people of Pandicherry, 
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but the Dairy was supplying 2000 lit¬ 
res to Bangaloie Dairy Farm and 
another 2000 litres to Neyveli Lignite 
Corporation which is very close to 
Pondicherry. As a result of ihe Lt. 
Governor's action the arrangementi 
lor di.stri’')Ution of milk have beeri 
changed and now oecome liddled 
with all kinds of malpractice.?. Pro¬ 
duction has i'iso gone down. Previ¬ 
ously the Dairy was producing 15,000 
litres but now it is handling D.OOO 
litres only. During the period of 
President’s rule the Coop-erative Dairy 
Farm ha.s already incurred a loi.r of 
Rs. 8 lakhs. We are asked to give more 
money. We are being asked to give 
more funds in order to enable the 
Pondicherry Government to pay back 
the debt due to Central Government. 
But there is no worry being besp-w- 
ed there to set right the rnhsmanage 
ment of the Government Cooperative 
Dairy Farm, and to remed.y the situ¬ 
ation of losses there. Ts the hon. 
Minister taking any steps to check 
the maloractices there? lie has not 
said an.vthing. Instead ho comes and 
ask.s for more money. I.s th's how we 
are going to fight inflation? Is this 
the way we are going to set right the 
economy of the country? This is the 
way in which a smnll corner of the 
country has been neglected and the 
malpractice and corruption which 
exist in Tamilnadn are toeing allowed 
to creep across through the borders to 
affect the people and the administra¬ 
tion of Pondicherry also. Here was 
a plant which was making profit but 
now it is incurring losses. This infec¬ 
tion and contagion has come from 
across the border, from T'^milnadu 
where we have ooen denianding an 
inquiry Commission to go into the 
corrupt practices of the Karunanidhi 
Ministry, but which aem.md has been 
turned down. So this contagion and 
infection is coming from across the 
border... 

SHRI THA XIRUTTINAN fSlva- 
ganja): How is tnis relevant. Sir? 
This is completely alxtut Pondicherry. 
How this, is relevant? Sc iat. she 


was praising the previous DMK Gov¬ 
ernment in Pondicherry and now she 
is saying like this. .. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: This kind of thing is seeping 
from the Home Ministry in the North 
Block right down to Pondic’rierry. 
That is where the collusion is. We 
would like to see that this collusion 
is brought to an end by elections 
being held in Pondicherry and a de¬ 
mocratic system of Government being 
brought into being there. 

There was the as.sv • ■ ra by late 
Shri Mohan Kumaramangdiam wlio 
was a Member of Parliament repre¬ 
senting Pondicherry and who had the 
good fortune or r.isforbiiio to become 
a member of the Central Cabinet 
Both in his capacity as Member of 
Parliament and as Memocr of the 

Central Government, he gave cissii!- 
ances for the industrial development 
of Pondicherry. 

Now, Sir, those assuidnees become 
a part of the assur.mces of the Gov¬ 
ernment as a whole a-vl lo-d;.y since 
Pondicherry is under presidential rule. 
It is incumbent on the Government 
that the a.-^surarices made by one of 
their Ministers should be cari’icd out 
anct should by implomcnte.i. What 
are those assurances? Pondicheny 
would net medium sized steel rol¬ 
ling mill along with n thermal power 
plant and extension of the port at 
Pondicherry has i support measure 
for landing of jeaborne coal. When 
we go to Pondicherry wf- find no such 
thing at all. We are asked to vole 
tor the grants. -Has the Government 
got in mind anything for the develop¬ 
ment of a backward af?a like Pondi¬ 
cherry? We have been asked to give 
money for electricity and so on. There¬ 
fore, it is pertinent for us to ask Vvhat 
has haopened to those assurances for 
the thermal nlant? And* what has 
happened to the assurance for the 
steel rolling mill xvhlch is \ety Im¬ 
portant for the poor State of Pondi¬ 
cherry to overcome the unemploy¬ 
ment problems that are there. 
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Lastly, the most important point 
which I have to bring to the notice ol 
the Minister is the complete ihambles 
in the food situation in Pondicherry. 
The system of levy that exists is such 
that rice is only going into the hands 
of the hoarders. Anri that is why 
that demand has been made. That a 
power levy system should be ini reduc¬ 
ed and riCe and foodgrains should be 
distributed through fair price shops 
for every 300 families. This demand 
should immediately be granted and it 
..can be granted because it is now in 
the hands of the Central Government 
since Pondicherry is under presiden¬ 
tial rule. 

Therefore, in concluding, I would 
appeal not only that all the.-^e demands 
of the Slate of Pondicherry .should be 
granted but also—the Homo Minislet 
is here; he shbuld listen to this very 
carefully—by tho end of this month, 

I am sure, he \Voiild be good enough 
to read the proceedings and I eccmi- 
aware of the deminds of the people 
of Pondicheriy—and see to it that 
these arc granted and lh.st the elec¬ 
tion 1 o the Municioaliti-;s un.l Pantha- 
yals on the one hni’d and the Assem¬ 
bly on the other ?iand are held with¬ 
out any delay in Pondicherry and see 
to it Ihut all malpracticos and corrup¬ 
tion lhai are creeping in there are 
overcome ,immediately liiroiigh the 
setting up of a .ieraacr iticaliy elected 
Government there. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Ernakulam); 
Mr. Chairman, Sir. ;,s eve/vo^e knows 
Pondicherry is if beaulil'ul Slate with 
Auroville, a new experiment in inter¬ 
national living, located iusl adiacent 
to it; although it Is in Tamil Nadu it¬ 
self. Besides, it has a cultural herit¬ 
age radiating from the Aurobindo 
Ashram and from its French past. 
It is very unfortunate that this beau¬ 
tiful State is now deprived of a 
democratic set-up. It is now under 
the Presidential rule. Governor’s 
rule Or Presidential rule is some¬ 
thing not outside the framework of 
our Democrac.v yet this set up lacks 
in. popular participation. This cer- 
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tainly deprives the State of its natural 
growth. 

Sir, a new concept is gaining cur¬ 
rency in our country to the effect that 
the smaller the State the belter it is 
for its economic growth. The socio¬ 
economic Iransformation that vou wit¬ 
ness n t’rie slate. like the Punjab. 
Vlaryana and even my own State— 
Kerala—has proved beyond a shadow 
of doubt that, given the proper leadev- 
shi'j and attention, a smaller State 
can be built up like an ide.il State 
even faster than the larger states.--- 
Punjab, Haryana and Himachal Pra¬ 
desh are instances of this. Unfortu¬ 
nately even with all the lenown—in¬ 
ternational and national—of this State, 
the development of Pondicherry is 
negleded. If one goes lo Pondi¬ 
cherry. one finds the acole poverty of 
the people who are complet->ly neglect¬ 
ed; in spite of the cullural liasis that 
you find there, in Pondicherry, W’e 
find the vast majonly of people is 
poor, living in squalor and in sUirns 
which arc an eyeso.-e to everyoi'.e who 
goes there in search of cullu'e or ol 
.spirituality or for iind''rslan'li'ig the 
experience in intcrnaliouHl living i;cing 
earned out ;n Auroville. 

1 A.'iulri. theiefou', apocal. now that 
the State is being directly ruled or 
managed by Ibe Centre, to the Fin- 
jiuo Miiu.stcr to t;!.-\0 ui’gent stens for 
.slum clearance in the State in a big 
way. So. ;lum cieii'iacc shfiulci be 
und(-itaken and elTorts .‘•lio'.dd be made 
to devote .some *n ^no', for co”..'1ruc- 
tion i f houses for middle and low in¬ 
come evnups 

1 wan.ted to intervene in this debate 
for another rea.son also. You know 
part of the Pondicherry State lies ’’n 
Kerala Stale. It ■§ an anomaly. One 
has to travel over .six hundred miles 
from Mahe to go to Pondicherry That 
part of the State had been exploited 
for centuries by foreigners. It was 
after valiant fight put up by the Mahe 
people that this enclave was liberated- 
from the foreigners. This region is 
utterly neglected. There is only one 
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industry located at Mahe, that is, Mah? 
Spinning Mill. It has now been taheu 
over by the National Textile Corpora¬ 
tion and, as such, it is incumbent on 
the Centre to see that this plont get 
•expanded so that more people can get 
jobs. As far as other industries are 
concerned there is practically none. 
This area is on the mouth of a small 
fishing harbour. Fishing industry is 
thriving in Cannanore which is adja¬ 
cent to Mahe but Mahe with its won- 
■derful port facilities receive but scant 
attention for the development of 
mechanised fishing. I do not under¬ 
stand the rea.son why Fishing indus¬ 
try is not developed there. 

Even to make a small representation 
people from Mahe have to liavel long 
distance to Pondicherry. It is so 
difficult. I do not want to utilise this 
opportunity to suggeist that Mahe 
should be incorporated with Kerala. 
I do not want it, although Kerala is 
a small State and we would like to 
have a little more territory. 

So. my humble appeal is when you 
■consider the budget of Pondicherry 
you should give proper direction to 
the Lt. Governor to allit r ece.ssary 
funds to bring this area at least to the 
level of the rest of the Pondicherry 
State. Sir, I am thankful to you for 
having given me the opnortunity to 
intervene. 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
.(Marmagoa): Mr. Chairman oi* this 
day of self-appointments about which 
the hon. Lady Member was speaking 
41 few minutes ago, I am, with your 
permission, self-appointing myself as 
spokesman of all the Union territories 
-with reference tp the demands of 
Pondicherry. 

It is very, seldom when we discass 
together two areas of the country 
which came under President’s Rule 
-but by different methods—flmt Guja 
arat where the President's rule came 
idue to the upsurge of the people as. 


I hope, It will soon be in Bihar also, 
and the other is Pondicherry, which 
we are now discussing, where the 
toppling game was played and this 
latter is an area, which I think, all 
of us, who believe in a democratic 
set-up should discourage. 

Sir, what is happening in Pondi¬ 
cherry is also happening in the other 
Union Territories and the hon. lady 
member was just saying that in the 
Pondicherry municipalities, after the 
change-over from the former French 
law, the municipal presidents and 
mayors have been removed and new 
presidents have not been chosen, and 
meanwhile, the Commissioners are 
running them to their hearts’ content. 
In the other Union Territories, for 
example, in Goa, what is happening 
is that, wherever the Opposition is 
running muncipalities. the local Go¬ 
vernment is drying up the finances of 

the municipalities by giving them 

completely inadequate grants and 
givin|g them too late. The Central 
Government, which is supported to 
superintend the finances of the Union 
Territories is literally not looking at 
these ptoblem.>; at all. The urban 
areas are being neglected as a result 
of the political manipulation of the 
State Governments. This is scme- 
Ihing which the hon. Minister must 
take into acount. I arn glad <he 
Home Minister is here. It is really 
his responsibility. He must do some¬ 
thing about it. 

Now, Sir, there wa.s a talk just now 
about the Third Pay Commission’s 
recommendations and it is true that 
many of these recommendations hav© 
not been carried out in any of the 
Union Territories. This is where the 
Home Minister and the Finance 
Minister must put their heads together. 
As far as Goa is concerneo. we ai« 
very patient peonle. But. you nnis' 
not take ©ur patience for granted. 
You must do something to see that 
whatever is due to the Government 
employees In Goa, In Pondicherty 
and elsewhere is paid to them. 
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One more problem arises, Sir, an<5 
that is that with the peculiar set-up 
of the Union Territories, where Delhi 
insists that many things which couW 
be done in Goa should be approved 
by the Home Ministry purely for 
bureaucratic reasons, it takes nOw hi 
the Union Territories twice as long as 
or thrice as Icaig as the time some- 
tiiAes, to get a decision which shouM 
be made at the State level. Now, 
the Union Territories were conceived 
in order to accelerate development 
in order also, I presume, to help deci¬ 
sion making, because that is the only 
manner in which you can accelerate 
development. Precisely, the opposite 
IS happening. This is something 
which the Government must look 
into. 

Silt .there is) terrific mal-adminls- 
tration going on iii the Union Terri¬ 
tories. I khow two examples. Pondi¬ 
cherry is one and Goa is another' 
For example, in Goa. corruotion has 

reached a stage todaj', wiiere a bus 
permit on the Bombay—-Goa line is 
given only on «ne express co;v.liti’Jii. 
of course un-wrilten, that all tickets 
will be booked Ibcough a travel agency 
which has very intimate connections 
with the local Government. Now, these 
are things which the Lt. Governor is 
supposed to look into. He is the 
administrator, and the representative 
of the Central Government. If you 
haye a Lt. Governor like I have, who 
is a gilt-edged rubber stamp, then the 
Government should either replace 
the Lt. Governor or make him do his 
job. I mentioned a little while earlier 
to the Finance Mimster here in this 
House about ihe Kala Academy 
theatre, which was to be on a parti- 
. eular site. This is a five crore pro¬ 
ject. Then, it was shifted to some 
other lilace by a stroke of pen. These 
. are problems of the Union Territories. 
You have the superintendent responsi¬ 
bility. I am very sorry to tell you 
that you are not carrying it out. My 
>c^e^ is that you look into it, and do 
soteetJ^rg so'that you discharge your 
^ resp^SfbilMy rader the Union Ter-

SHRI K. MAYA THEVAR (Dindi- 
gul): Mr Chairman, Sir, on behalf of 
the Anna D.M.K.. I would like to say 
a few words on the Supplementary 
Demands for Grants in rei^ct of 
Pondicherry. Mr. Chairman, Sir, this 
House is aware that m.y party Anna 
D.M.K. came out victories in the last 
general elections in Pondicherry. The 
hon. Anna D.M.K. formed a Govern¬ 
ment, which was a popular Govern¬ 
ment and a democratic Government, 
with the support of the Communist 
Party of India. But, this ruling party 
of the Government of India, with the 
support of the unprincipled parties 
like the Kamraj Party and Morarji 
Desai Party, toppled the popular Gov¬ 
ernment and democratically elected 
Government formed by my party, 
Anna D.M.K. 

You have introduced President's rule 
in Gujarat—welcome. You introduced 
Presid«it?s rule in Pondicherry—not 
welcome, it is not wise. You have 
toppled down the best government, a 
straightforward government, an hon¬ 
est government which was formed there 
under the presidentship of Shri M. G. 
Ramachandran, our leader, to eradicate 
corruption in the country, to root out 
corruption in Tamil Nadu as well as 
in Pondicherry. But you are allowing 
the most corrupt government in Tamil 
Nadu led by Shri Karunanidhi. You 
should have dismissed that Govern¬ 
ment which is a most corrupt Govern¬ 
ment in Tamil Nadu. Instead of top¬ 
pling the most corrupt government in 
Tamil Nadu, you toppled the Govern¬ 
ment formed by the Commimist Party 
of India and my party, the Anna 
DMK, in Pondicherry. 

Therefore, I tell the Central Govern¬ 
ment and the ruling Congress party; if 
you have faith in democracy, you must 
immediately order general elections in 
Pondicherry withdrawing President's 
rule. We are not in a country like 
Russia or China to be governed by the 
President threughouf. We want a 
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people’s government run by a people's 
party. We must look after the people’s 
welfare. 

So far as the problems of Pondicher¬ 
ry are concerned, there is no train 
service there. There is not even a 
passenger train running. Myself and 
the other sitting M,P. for Pondicherry 
have placed this matter before the 
Railway Ministry, before the Central 
Government and before the Con¬ 
sultative Committee of MPs and also 
before the General Manager of the 
Southern Zone for running one passen¬ 
ger train, not even an express train. 
But the Government of India are not 
sympathetic enough. They do not 
allow even a single railway track 
therewith the result that the MPs and 
MLAs and hon. Ministers of the Cen¬ 
tre cannot go there by train. They 
are having no bus facilities also. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
(Serampore): Ministers move by plane. 

SHR! K. MAYATHEVAR: They can 
go, but poor people like us MPs cannot 
do that. 

As regards the food problem, Shri- 
mhti Parvati Krishnan has stated that 
the rise in the price of rice is unpre¬ 
cedented in the history of Pondi¬ 
cherry. Now rice is selling at Rs. 7 to 
10 per measure. The poor working 
class, labourers, ordinary peasants and 
poor farmers and vtrorkers cannot pur¬ 
chase rice in the open market. I do not 
feel shy in revealing the difficulties of 
the poor people there. They are starv¬ 
ing. people are dying every day 
want of food foo^rains. Some eva- 
cvMting from the Territory to some 
other sfele for earning their livelihood, 
for their daily breaci There is acute 
shortage of rice in Tamil Nadu, rice 
Celling at Rs. 10 per measure. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): How 
xnany kgs. a measune? 


SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR: You know. 
So I need not answer. 

SHBIMATI PARVATHI KRISH¬ 

NAN: He is weak in mathematicf?. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Standard measures 
have to be quoted. 

SHRI K. MAYA THEVAR: There is 
a considerable cut in electricity in Pon¬ 
dicherry. Government have said that 
they are going to purchase power from 
Tamil Nadu. But I know Tamil Nadu 
is already under a cut of 40 per cent 
in electricity. So where is the ques¬ 
tion of purchas’ng all electricitv fiom 
Tamil Nadu where it is already m 
shortage? 

Therefore they will have to pay a 
heavy price for purchasing electricity 
from Tamil Nadu. Therefore the Cen¬ 
tral Government should direct that the 
plans for generating electricity in 
Pondicherry should start working. All 
the Members know that corruption has 
become an incurable disease in Pondi¬ 
cherry. Tamilnadu is adioining 
Pondicherry and the disease from 
Tamilnadu is spreading to Pondicherry. 
Therefore I plead that the Tamilnadu 
Government should be dismissed first 
_ (Interruptions). 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN: How is it 
relevant? He should plead for some¬ 
thing for Pondicherry. 

SHRT K. MAYATHEVAR: I am say¬ 
ing So because corruption is spreading 
from Tamilnadu to Pondicherry; if the 
next election is held we will form the 
Government in Tamilnadu and in 
Pondicherry. The Central CSoyern- 
ment should dismiss the Tamilnadu 
Government. DMK will prove that it 
is the peoples party and it will ptove 

that it is the majority. (Interrupthw)

I blame Ceptral Goverhmept for 
postponing the election in Fondjch^cy. 
In the adjoining State of TamiloMlu 
you know what Is happeidnjt in the 
municipal elections, In the panchayat; 
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elections end in corporation elections. 
The Tamilnadu mUns party knew 
fully weU that it cannot even retain 
its security deposit in the election. 
The Central Government is unneces¬ 
sarily suspecting that there will be 
difficulties in Pondicherry. There 
should not be so much concern about 
their defeat or success. Therefore 1 
call upon the Central Government to 
order the next elections and withdraw 
the President’s rule in the name of 
democracy and in the name of peoples 
rule. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): I 
am very greatful to the hon. Members 
lor making their observations. Certain 
interesting rcvealation have been made. 
DMK Member pleaded strongly for the 
dismissal of the Tamilnadu Govern¬ 
ment. Another hon. Member suggest¬ 
ed that ^vernment supervise the acti¬ 
vities in Goa. Certain other points 
which do not directly relate to the 
present demands were also made. These 
demands were placed before the House 
during the last session but could not 
be taken up due to some technical re¬ 
asons. These demands relate to the 
year 1974-75 and deal with certain im¬ 
portant aspect affecting the life and 
development of the people of the 
Union Territory of Pondicherry. It 
has been said that the Government of 
India is not taking care of the economic 
development of the Union Territories. 
It is not correct. In regard to the de¬ 
velopment or plan expenditure of the 
Union Territories, they come out of 
Central assistance, not only in Pondi¬ 
cherry or Goa but 'in almost every 
Union Territory. The bulk of the non¬ 
plan expenditure also comes out of 
Central Assistance, that is, by way of 

outright grants or assistance . 

(InterrupUom) 

• 

Take the current year plan alloca¬ 
tion. I can tail that Rs. 4 crores have 
been sanctiohed. Incentives have been 
introduced in ttie Union Tferrltorv and 
iriiataver would be the net additional 
. '^wtiueee.,tdaUaed, the P^n of the 


Union Territory would be augmented 
by that amount from the central assis¬ 
tance and imder that scheme also the 
additional sum of Rs. 35 lakhs would 
be available for the developmental 
plan of Pondicherry.

While making her observation the 
hon. lady member suggested why the 
elections of the Municipal Corpo'-ation 
in Pondicherry are not taking place. 
New acts had been passed in 1973 and 
certain preliminaries have to be com¬ 
pleted and until and unless those pre¬ 
liminary works are done, if we hold 
elections then the elected authorities 
would not be in a position to discharge 
their functions and they may be bog¬ 
ged in the procedural rung. The Union 
Territory administration authorities 
have been suggested to expedite the 
preliminary procedure work so that the 
new Act would be given effect to with* 
out unnecessary delay. 

So far as election of the Chairman 
and other Commissioners are concern¬ 
ed, it has been suggested by the Union 
that the present term of tfie Cbmmi** 
sioners may be extended for some time 
in the next year also. 

Regarding the revision of the pay 
scale to which the hon. lady member 
referred, I can tell her that pay scales 
have been revised except the category 
of teachers. Within the present Sup¬ 
plementary Grant a sum of about 
Rs. 187 lakhs (including the arrear 
from January 1973) that allocation has 
been made in Grant No. 14. 

Regarding developmental projects, 
particularly of the Plan, to which the 
hon. lady member suggested, these are 
under the active consideration of the 
Government and a project like this 
would undoubtedly be not financed by 
the Union Territory’s resources. If 
these projects are - sanctioned and 
found economically viable, these would 
be cfflitrally sponsored schemes and en¬ 
tire amount would be given out of the 
assistance from the Central Govern- 
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ment. Therefore, what I can tell the 
hon. members about the allocation and 
other things, we had some discussions. 
Certain questions were also raised on 
it and it has been suggested by the 
Home Minister to whom the questions 
were addressed that elections in Pondi¬ 
cherry would take place at the appro¬ 
priate time and the situation . 

.(interruptions) 

I know which would be the appro¬ 
priate'time. The situation under which 
the President’s rule was imposed is 
known to every-body including the hon. 
member belonging to the Marxist party 
and the lady Member from the CPI, 
and, therefore, it is not the 
pleasure of the Government of 
India to come forward for the 
various points of the Union Territories 
and other State Government. Their 
problems could be taken care of by 
their own representatives and at their 
own places in a better way. Nobody 
could deny it. But Presidential rule 
and extension or continuation of it is 
under an extraordinary situation and 
extraordinary situation demands such 
type of extraordinary measures. With 
these words I commend these Demands 
to the House.

AFFAIRS (SHRI K. UAGHU 
RAMAIAH): Sir, I beg to move":

The Joint Committee on Salaries 
and Allowances of Members of Par¬ 
liament has made certain recommen¬ 
dations in respect of amenities and 
facilities to Members. These have 
been examined by the Government 
and in view of the present economic 
situation and budgetary constraints, 
it has not been found possible at 
the present moment to acceol all 
these suggestions. But the Govern¬ 
ment have examined and found three 
of them acceptable. 

One relates to the increase in the 
telephone calls from 10,800 to 15,000 
per year. This recommendation will 
be given effect to by the rules. So, 
that is not before the House. That 
will be published shortly. At the 
moment I cannot say but, I think, it 
will be prospective. 

The second recommendation which 
the Government has accepted is the 
one which relates to medical facili¬ 
ties. At the present moment, we 
have a certain number of doctors in 
North Avenue and South Avenue. 
The idea is to increase the number 
of doctors by two so that they will be 
available to visit the residences of 
Members. This is being done. This 
is being examined in the Health Mi¬ 
nistry, That will be given effect to 
by the executive order. 


*lloyed with thp reconunendation of the President. 
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There is one other recommenda¬ 
tion which the Government have 
found it reasonable and have accept¬ 
ed it. This now forms part of the 
present Bill. That relates to the 
mileage. At the present moment, it 
is 32 p. and the proposal now is to 
increase it to Re. 1 . 

T)iis in short is the scojw of the 
Bill. I commend it to the House.

“That the Bill further to am«id 
the Salaries and Allowances of 
Members of Parliament Act, 1954, 
be taken into consideration." 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
(Marmagoa): Sir, just today we had 
the hon. Minister of Finance before 
this House telling us—I am unfortu¬ 
nate enough to hear—that the Gov¬ 
ernment is not in a position to pay 
the Central Government employees 
the four instalments of D.A. that are 
already due to them. 

Later, we had the hon. Minister of 
Finance again telling us, during the 
discussion on the Supplementary De¬ 
mands for Grants for Gujarat, that the 
Government is unable to give to the 
Gujarat Government the money that 
they require for drought relief, for 
building wells, for drinking water. 

In these circumstances, we have 
now the Government coming before 
the House Hrith this Bill which tells us 
to increase our own emoIum«Ms and 
our own allowances. I am in full 
agreement with the conunittee that 
the Members of Parliament are under¬ 
paid, and that they require further 
facilities if they are to do a good job. 

I am also of t^ view that the Mem¬ 
bers are under-j^ployed, because^ the 
Government will not agree io a 
stronger committee system. 

Sir, the country today is going 
through a situatKm ..whSn there ii 
mounUng inflation due to tim #rnng 


policies and the mismanagemmit of 
the Govemmmt. Every single perscm 
is under-paid, specially the Govern¬ 
ment servant. Until such time as we 
are able to see that their lot improves, 
I do not think that we are at all justi¬ 
fied in improving our own lot in any 
manner, in any way. 

For this reason, on behalf of the 
B.L.D. Party, I would like to oppose 
the consideration of this Bill. I would 
request the hon. Mnister, just like 
the other recommendations have been 
postponed, that he should postpone 
this particular recommendation also. 
We must wait for a better Indian day. 


SHRI s. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am surprised that 
at a time when in our country there 
is a race going on between hunger and 
anger, between starvation and unem¬ 
ployment, this House has thought it fit 
to have some more concessions for the 
Members of Parliament. 


May I invite your kind attention to 
the statement made by the Wnance 
Minister today in response to repeat¬ 
ed requests of ours to release the tour 
instalments of D.A. which have 
already become due to the Central 
Government wnployes who are 
under-paid and under-clothed. The 
reply of the Finance Minister was: 

“The House may rest assured that 
the decisions of government on 
deamesB allowance will keep the 
genuine interests of the employees 
in view. I am confident that the 
government employees also appre¬ 
ciate the severe strain under which 
our economy Is functioning and 
would extend their wholehearted 
c^peration in finding solutions to 
the vartous pqohlems paiticularly 
that of inflation facing our country.

AN HON. MEMBER: He is playing 
to the galleries. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: There is no 
question of my playing to the galleries. 

I would request the hon. Minister to 
withdraw this Bill. When the deci¬ 
sion was taken by the Committee, they 
thought that the Government would do 
something for the Central Government 
employees. But today we have no face 
to vote for this Bill. It will be 
dangerous to pass such a measure. 
With all my eloquence at my com¬ 
mand and in all humility, I would re¬ 
quest the hon. Minister, in the larger 
interests of those who are frustrated 
today, in the larger interests of those 
who are downtrodden, of those who 
are at the lowest ebb of the society, 
to withdraw this Bill. Nothing ia 
going to be lost. If there is going to 
be a mid-term poll, let It be there. I 
am not bothered about it. But, let 
this Bill be withdrawn. Otherwise, 
there will be serious misunderstand¬ 
ings in the country and people may 
think that we, the Members of Parlia¬ 
ment, take all sorts of facilities and 
advantages but ask the people to 
tighten their belt. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): I was with great interest 
going through the statement given by 
the finance Minister regarding addi¬ 
tional dearness alldwance due to ^ 
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Central Government employees, it is 
surprising to note that the Govern¬ 
ment has not yet decided that they 
will pay the extra dearness allowance, 
one instalment, two instalments or no 
instalment and they are still examin¬ 
ing what reactions it will have on the 
State Governments and after the 
assessment they will decide! This is to¬ 
day’s statemertt. They have not decid¬ 
ed and* the Central Government 
employees especially, Class III and 
IV who have not been paid since last 
January and additional DA are still 
in the darkness as to what will be 
their fate and whether they will get it 
or not. The Government cannot say 
it. 

In this situation, this Bill has been 
brought here which may be justified 
from the point of view as explained 
by Shri Raghu Ramaiah, the Minister 
of Parliamentary Affairs. But still I 
will say that before their bringing this 
Bill the Government must come for¬ 
ward and state clearly and categori¬ 
cally regarding the payment of addi¬ 
tional DA. Already, the Government 
has adopted a policy of wage freeze 
that no employee will get any increase 
in the salary and over and above that, 
50 per cent of the DA will be curbed. 
On the one hand, you are freezing the 
wages and on the other you have 
brought down the DA to 50 per cent, 
but you have not taken any decision 
for freezing the prices and price in¬ 
crease. That question was categorical¬ 
ly put to the Prime Minister, but she 
did not give any reply. When we put 
the question whether the employees 
will be paid the DA due.... (Inters 
ntptions) • -

MPs will be increased. I say thfe is 
not an easy matter. In this way this 
should not be dealt with. So, I fully 
join with the sentiments expressed by 
Mr. Banerjee and the other Member 
from Goa. This is not the proper 
time to bring this Bill and create a 
misunderstanding in the country that 
the MPs themselves are doing all these 
things for their own benefit while 
lakhs and lakhs of employees outside 
are suffering due to abnormal rise in 
prices.

SHRI.B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, as an ex-Governmenv 
servant and. a politician at present. 1' 
might be speaking for both the worlds 
which are supposed to be represented 
by our hon. friends from the Opposi¬ 
tion—C,P.I. friends Shri Banerjee antf 
Shri Bhattacharyya—and this does 
not mean that conditions are not be¬ 
ing created for an efficient functioning' 
of their Members of Parliament. I 
think the post, or whatever be the po¬ 
sition of a Member of Parliament, is 
important. If I am a government 
servant or a wage-earner, and I am 
not satisfied because my family is nob 
well-fed or well-educated, will I be 
called as not having perform^ my 
duty towards my family? The hon. 
Member may please remember that he 
is a representative of a million peo¬ 
ple. If he does not perform his duw 
ties properly, then he will be failing 
in his duty <to serve the milion people 
in his constituency. I am quite con¬ 
vinced that -the office of the MPs 
should not be made an Office of Profit 
but many of us are trying to make it 
a political carrier of their own. 
We condemn it. This is . necessary 
for the purpose of performing our 
duty in an efficient manner—whether 
it is a telei^one or an allied v'on- 
tact—if I can bring in an exceptional¬ 
ly rarer personal information, since 
the day the petrol prices had gone up.. 
1 have not been able to tour my cons¬ 
tituency in my State because even 
one di^le round of 500 miles cover¬ 
ing three days of continuous travel¬ 
ling,.! cannot afford to do it today. 
Somebody may have to pay for the- 
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petrol costf! or unles I turn to corrup¬ 
tion—it I can use that word ‘nwi-chaL- 
anged’—it is not possible to do so. 
Therefore let us not become penny- 
wise and pound folish. 'After all if 
I have to engage a driver it will add 
1o the cost to the petrol also. Without 
that I cannot have a livecontact with 
the people of my c(»istituency. It 
amounts to my travelling to cover the 
constituency. I have gone through 
this Bill in depth. My submission 
therefore is this. I do not think that 
at comes in conflict with the payment 
lof deames allowance to the Central 
>Government employees. The two are 
<iuite diffeient. We have to be eflicint 
we have to maintain good health and 
-we have tci be alert to perform the 
-duties to the best of ability so as to 
srve the people of this country. They 
are generous enough and they are 
not going to grudge the pay>nent of 
100 naye paise in place of 32 paise I 
would, therefore, urge upon my fri¬ 
ends both from the right as well as 
from the left side to withdraw their 
frivolous objections.

SARDAH SWARAN SINGH SO- 
KHI (Jamshedpur): Mr. Chairman, 
Sir, I welcome this Bill and would like 
to make suggestions for serious consi¬ 
deration of the Government of India. 
Along with the increase in the rate 
of road mileage from 32 paise to one 
rupee per Km., the salaries of the 
Members of Parliament should have 
also been increased. They should be 
at part with the salaries of Members 
of Parliament of the Commonwealth 
countries, of which India is a hcmour- 
able member, which is, in the United 
Kingdom, Rs. 19,000 per month. The 
salaries of the Members here should 
be art par with those of Members 
in the Commonwealth countries at 
least, if not at par with those in the 
United States, where, according to my 
informatioit, it is Rs. .2,9000 Rs. 30,000 
per month. This will not only en¬ 
hance the prestige of the country, but 
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would also put a full-stop to charges 
of. corruption, as alleged sometimes. 
Sir, commensurate with the price in¬ 
crease in the case of essential commo¬ 
dities. and. consumer goods, the sala¬ 
ries of MPs should also be increased. 
Otherwise, Sir, this "Bill which 'in¬ 
creases the rate of road mileage by 68 
paise KM should not have;, '^'een 
brought here. This would onl.y bring 
down MPs' prestige in the public eyes 
and this increase in the road mileage 
allowance is going to cost the ex¬ 
chequer only Rs. 1.50 lakhs in a year. 
I know MPs cannot open their mouth 
due to obvious reasons. But, facts 
remain facts always.

KHI: Sir. the salaries of MPs should 
be increased to at least Rs. 2,000 per 
memth. There should also be a pen¬ 
sion scheme for retired MPs along with 
suitable tiavel facilities. This would 
not only boost the morale of the MPs 
but would also enable them to work 
in their constituencies, especially in 
the remote areas. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYA (Giridih): Sir, I will be 
very brief 1 will be very economical 
in words. Mr. Chairman. Sir. I re¬ 
member when I started my trade 
union career, which was about 34 
yean ago, the veteran trade unionist 
Shri N. M. Joshi asked me ‘What is 
the subsmption you are raising from 
the coal-diners'?, t said, ‘Four annas 
per annum’. He askd me ‘What are 
you going to do with' it? 'You take at 
least four, annas a m^th, but. give 


them better. service. and honest ser¬ 
vice thereby these coal miners will be 
benefited hundred-fold’. .Sir, the point 
is that, we want to give better ser¬ 
vice to our constituencies. I.am speak, 
ing as a trade unionist. Every time 
when I return to my constituency, via 
Dhanbad, to economise time, I am out 
of pocket by Rs. 50-60. The taxis 
which used to charge Rs. 30 are now 
demanding Rs. 90 for one single trip. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: But, 
Giridih has a railway station, Mr. 
Bhattacharj-ya. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYA: This takes extra time. 
I get the railvray fare. But, I do travel 
by taxi this distance. So, Sir. the gap 
is there and has to be made good. We 
try to make good as best as we can 
within our limited ability. 

Of course, as a trade unionisl. the 

questioii ol salary and extra DA in 

these harsh days to the government 
employees is dear to my heart; we do 
want that they should be protected 
against the rise in! prices. But this is 
a fly compared to the elephant. This 
Is altogether separate and politi¬ 
calisation of this issue should have 
been made.' With this confidence in 
the good faith, goodwill and. political 
understanding of my constituency, I 
support this Bill.

SHRI D. BASUMATARI (Kokra- 
jhar): I whole-heartedly support 

this Bill. Perhaps Mr. Banerjee and 
otherswho the Bill wanted not one 
rupee but more. Sq, they are. opposing 
it. While supporting the Bill, I also 
support the suggestions and demands 
made by Shri Barupal. 

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur): When 
this Bill was introduced I thought it 
might be passed without any discus¬ 
sion. I never thought our frimds in 
the opposition, for whom I have very 
great regard, will be so hypocritical. 
Th^ brought in the DA issue ^ere 
also. It is not that we do not want 
that more DA should be paid to the 
eipployees. I myself have been a gov¬ 
ernment employee. I started my life 
on Rs-.55 a month. I do not know why 
they should bring in politics here. 
They will agree that the facilities pro¬ 
vided to are not sufficient to lead 
an honest life. I hope in the next ses¬ 
sion .the |dinij|der of Parliamentary Af- 
.faira wi)^ bring mtother Bill giving 
.more ^ciiiities to, MPa so that we can 
lead an hmest life. 
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SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad): Sir, this is a very short 
and simple Bill. It should have been 
passed without much discussion. It 
is based on the unanimous recommen- 
datfnns of |lhe Joint Committee on- 
Whicn cri and CPI(M) are also re¬ 
presented. I agree that in view of 
the economic crisis facing our country, 
we should not be going in for such 
demands. I must say this to the 
credit of the Government that al¬ 
though they generally endor:* the 
spirit of the various proposals made 
unanimously by the committee, they 
have said, in view of the economic 
crisis, we cannot go into the other 
questions. They have agreed only to 
these two things. It is not a ques- 
tion of earning more money but 
reimbursing what actually has been 
spent. It IS in tune with the reality 
of the recent increases in petro] pri¬ 
ces.

One final word and I have done. We 
as Members of Parliament have to be¬ 
have in an honest and incorruptible 
manner. I do not know why we should 
feel shy if we have to ask for more 
money in order to make our role effi¬ 
cient. But I am all with my friends 
and I am sure, the whole House is 
agreeable that in the conditions of to¬ 
day’s economic crisis even though we 
have a justifiable case for demanding 
more, we are sensible enough, sensi¬ 
tive enough, not to press for cur own 
demands at this stage. But this is not 
asking for more money. This is only 
asking for rtimbursement of money 
which We have to spend because the 
prices have gone up. Does the coun¬ 
try want that Members of Parliament 
may depend on some dishonest rich 
m«i, or on this or that narty? No. 
We want to be honest wd incor¬ 
ruptible people. So. if we are asking 
for this, there is nothing wrong about 
it. 

Lastly, I am sorry to say - that today 
I have read in the papers and a large 
number of papers have given, if I may 
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use the word, a very uncharitable con¬ 
struction to this Bill. They have pub¬ 
lished in headlines that Members of 
Parliament are going ahead with more 
money and more allowances. This is 
a very uncharitable reporting. I hope, 
the newspapers also vnould know that 
what we are doing is not asking for ad¬ 
ditional income but we are trying to 
be in tune with the reality. 

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE; .It has been 
mentioned by Mr. Mavalankar that 
CPI and CPM Members were also pre¬ 
sent in the meeting. We have never 
opposed it. We have only said that 
these recommendations should not be 
accepted now at this hour, when only 
this momine we saw that nothing has 
been done for Central Govern¬ 
ment employees and they are not being 
paid four instalments of D.A. which 
have already become due. When the 
conditions become normal, then we can 
have it.

These are the recommendations of 
the Committee:— 

“Rent-free accommodation in 'A' 
type, water and electricity charges 
upto Rs. 600 to be borne by the Gov- 
vernment; free local calls to be rais¬ 
ed to 15,000 from 10,800 free medi¬ 
cal facilities at all government hos¬ 
pitals....’’ 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: On a point 
of order. The Minister is reading from 
a document which is supposed to be re¬ 
commendations of the Joint Committee 
on Members’ Salaries and Allowances. 
He is quoting certain things which we 
have not at all supported. Jf he is 
honest, let him say which party mem¬ 
bers supported (Interruptions.) When 
we demanded stenographers, the Con¬ 
gress members wanted cash money, 
when we demanded service stamps, 
they said, ‘We want cash money’.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour); His amendment states that 
this Bill shall come into force from 
such dale as may be notified by the 
Government of ‘India, after the econo¬ 
mic crisis is over. Now, Mr. Painuli 
is a very good friend of mine a very 
right thinking person. I only want 
him to enlighten us on one point. I 
support his amendment. I want to 
know from him as to when he thinks 
that the economic crisis will be over. 
That is all that I want to know. I 
want only this and let him clarify it. 

SHRI PARIPOORNANAND PAINULI: 
When the economic crisis is over the 
Government wiU notify it. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: Sir, 
the anxiety of the hon. Member is 
understandable. But, may I submit to 
him that if the economic crisis is over 
and prices come down, then where is 
the need for this Bill itself?. 

I have nothing more to say. In the 
spirit in which I have mentioned, I 
appeal to him not to press for his 
amendment. 

. SHRI PARIPOORNANAND PA-INULI: 
I seek leave of the House to with¬ 
draw my amendment. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Does the hon. 
member have the leave of the House 
to withdraw his amendment?

Harbour): Sir, I want to ask my hon. 
friends opposite one thing. 1 assure 
you that I am not playing for the 
galleries; I have no mallei a and I am 
not unnecessarily critical. I only want 
to ask: whose creation is the economic 
crisis that we find today which has 
necessitated this position? (Interrup¬ 
tions). 

My party spokesman has made it 
clear about our stand. I want to know 
one thing*—whether they agree with us 
or not—since we are the law makers, 
we should be cautious in the matter 
so that the people do not say that just 
because we are in authority, we may 
use it any time we choose to for any¬ 
thing which may be right or wrong.

SHRI VASANT SATHE: There is nO 
mention of telephone calls here, 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Now, teU 
me about road mileage. You are 
entitled to road mileage when you 
make an onward journey or a return 
journey. Now, how the enhanced road 
mileage rate will help you to serve 
the constituency. I want to be edu¬ 
cated on that. 

There is a question of free service 
stamps. That is one thing by the use 
of which you can really serve the 
peoole. Then there is secretarial and 
academic assistance. But all that you 
want in cash. I have been requesting 
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the Minister again and again that there 
ahould be mini-buses available to take 
US to and fro from our residence. We 
are forced to hire taxis to come and 
go from Parliament. The Indian Air¬ 
lines used to run buses from their 
office to Palam Airport 1 had been 
asking that this facility be made 
available from North Avenue. When 
we can save money this way they 
would not do it but they are willing 
to give more money.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, I beg to move: 

“That this House do consider the 
Report (1974) of the Commission of 
Inquiry into the disappearance qf 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, laid on 
the Table of the House on the 3rd 
September, 1974.” 

Sir, a few days before, the Prime 
Minister asked me to give her neces¬ 
sary Information about the where¬ 
abouts of Netaji. Sir, it is needless 
for me to .oblige the Prime Minister 
because as I said on an earlier occasion 
the Prime Minister knows much more 
than I do, in this regard. Also, it is 
known to her and to many others that 
whenever there is any information 
•nywhers gl^ut Netaji th$ Intelligence 


men wise no time to rush there. 1 
would also draw the attention of this 
House that till 1950, it is on record in 
the bulk of the evidence of the Netaji 
Inquiry Commission that the British 
Government and other Governments 
have had sent men to different places 
to find out information about Netaji 
and it is also on record in the evidence 
of the Netaji Inquiry Commission that 
till 1962, Government of India had 
made many inquiries in different 
places of our country about where¬ 
abouts of Netaji. Sir, I do not want to 
say much about it. But, I am glad 
that at least the inquiries about the 
whereabouts of Netaji by the Prime 
Minister have done a good service. 
Just a few days before, Mr. Borooah, 
the Congress President of the ruling 
faction.... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Ruling party. 

PROF. SAMAR GUHA: Yes. ruling 
party. He told me that they have 
decided.. .(Interruptions). I will take 
another 15—20 minutes. I have my 
anxiety that I may not get a chance 
again in this Lok Sabha. For that 
reason. I want to say a few things. 

I was saying that Shri D. K. Borrotiah 
told me that this year Congress has 
issued a circular to observe Netaji’s 
birthday all over the country. Before 
independence, the Congress used to 
observe Netaji’s birthday, but since 
then officially—'although individually 
many of them observe it—at no time 
has the AICC over observed Netaii’s 
birthday. I repeat that at least my 
query and the Prime Minister’s query 
had done a service in the sense that 
they are going to observe Netaji’s 
birthday this year. 

SHRI tPAGANNATHRAq JOSHI: 
And instal a statue also. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: I want to 
correct mv hon. friend. The AICC has 
been ob^ervin® Netaii’s hirthdav. It has 
issued a circular to all Congress Com¬ 
mittees and It has been observed. It 
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is a regular feature of our programme. 
So what he had said Us absolutely 
wrong. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVAT: Be¬ 
cause it was a confidential circular, 
Congressmen did not know. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT; It is a 
regular feature of our programme.

SHRI SAMAR GDHA: I do not 
know whether Mr. Khosla had the 
sense of responsibility of the task he 
had undertaken by becoming the 
Chairman of this Commission. Other¬ 
wise, he could not have produced this 
report which is nothing but a fri¬ 
volous piece of document. It has 

been recorded in the evidence that in 

December 1945, llahatma Gandhi 
publicly stated: “If somebody shows 
me the ashes, even then I will not 
believe that Subash is not alive”. Af¬ 
ter that, on several occasions, he 
made public statements that he be¬ 
lieved that Netaji was alive. Not 

only that, he went to the extent of in¬ 
structing the Bose family not to per¬ 
form the Sradh ceremony. Again the 
AICC meeting In Bombay when 

Maulana Azad was the Congress 
President, he refused to pass ah obi. 
tuary resolution on the reported 
death of Netaji. 

Further more on 13 December 1945, 
Pandit Nehru made a public state¬ 
ment which appeared in the Hin¬ 
dustan Standard after Alfred 'Wag— 
a Canadian reporter, showed a photo 


of Netaji to Baldev Singh, the then 
Defence Minister, and to Panditji and 
also to Serat Chandra Bose. That 
was a picture of Netaji after the re¬ 
ported plane crash. That was tak¬ 
en somewhere in Saigon. After that, 
even Pandit Nehru made a statement 
that he had doubt about the reported 
death of Netaji. Even in 1962, 
in a written letter to the elder brother 
of Netaji, late Shri Suresh Chan¬ 
dra Bose, he said: ‘‘There is no pre¬ 
cise and direct proof of Netaji's 
death”. Only passing of so many 
years, he added, contributes to cir¬ 
cumstantial evidence of his death. 

Then I want to draw your attention 
to the fact that .Shri Sarat Chandra 
Bose not once but several times had 
said “I have positive information that 
Netaji is alive. Netaji’s death story 
is a myth”. 

This gentleman, Mr. Khosla, did no* 
even have an iota of the sense of res¬ 
ponsibility of what he was carrying 
on his shoulders. Otherwise, he would 
not have produced this document. 
There is 8,000 pages of evidence of 224 
persons, some documents and argu¬ 
ments. It took four years to complete 
the work of the Commission. I do not 
know whether the Law Minisler and 
the Cabinet before accepting the find¬ 
ings of the Commission bad gone 
through those reports and documents. 
There was no necessity of going 
through the whole bulk of the docu¬ 
ments. If they nad gone through only 
the evidence of +he Japanes witnesses, 
which was only 500 pages that was 
enough to show that there was no 
justification to believe in the death 
report of Netaji. In that case there 
would have been no necessity for me 
to comment on the report. If what 
has been produced before the Com¬ 
mission is placed before a bench of 
either ex-Supreme Court judges or 
present Supreme Court fudges I 
have no doubt about what this 
remark will be. They will say that 
this document of 125 pages <>f Khosla 
Commission is nothing but an oujii«- 
rageous example of a judicial 
chimera. ^ 
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Why is it so? I have no time to ex¬ 
plain today. I have brought many 
things today but I shalj just make my 
introductory speech today. I will show 
from the beginning to end how fruva- 
lous, unfactual, and unrelated to the . 
terms of reference is this report 01 } 
Netaji’s death and the other related 
facts there about. In the findings Mr. 
Khosla brought most extranious sub¬ 
jects which were not at all related to 
terms of reference of the Commission. 
Out of 80 pages dealing with the evi¬ 
dence of witnesses 45 pages are 
devoted to evidence of Satyanarayan 
Sinha, Malhotra, Dixit and another 
S. M. Goswami. Our brilliant yoking 
bar at law, Shri Gobind Mukhoty who 
is practising in the Supreme Court, 
argued the case of 24 days. He did 
not even once mention these four 

witnesses. But,^about 65 pages of this 
document have been devoted to, rubT, 
bish statements where there vras 
nothing. My friend Shri Gobind,. 
Mukhoty took 24 days to argue. J 
beg of you on behalf of the National 
Committee to remind that It is no 
political issue. Netaji is the greatest 
national hero of our national struggle. 
We must know what happened to 
him? It was our first national duty, 
the duty of the national Government, 
after 15 August, 1947 to enquire into 
it. The Government did not. I will 

only beg of you, to bear with me 
that if I get a chance, if I get two 
hours I will convince the world that 
Khosla Commission’s report was 
nothing but just a judicial, chimera, 
anatrocious example of a judicial 
chimera;—from the beginning to end 
it is full of contradictions. He did 
not go deep into any document or 
evidence; he did not do anything of 
the kind. 

What is the story about the report 
of the plane crash i ivolving Netaji? 
The story is that at about 2 or 2.30 on 
18 AugusC'1^48 Netaji’s plane crashed ' 
at 'Taihoko. In that plane there were ^ 
8 or 9 persons, alongwith Netaji 
Subhash' Chandra Bose and General • 
Shedei who was the principal escort 
of Netaji. According to the plan of 
the Japanese Government Netaji was* 
3(M» L.S.r-ia 
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to be carried to.Manchuria by Gene 
ral-Shedei, as he was a Manchurian 
export of the Japanese army. He 
know German and Russian also. Then 
there were the pilot, co-pilot and the 
navigator and about 8 or 9 persons 
more in the plane. Altogether there 
were 13 or 14 persons in it.. It was a 
bomber and there was no sealing 
arrangement in it. There was no seat ■ 
belt also. What happened when the 
plan reported to have crashed? I wiU; 
show you how contradictory the report 
is. There was cound of some expl<^ 
sion in the plane and the propellar 
fell. The plane nose-dived. I just 
ask you to imagine; in a bomber plane 
where there is no seating arrange^ 
ment and no. seat bolt if that plane 
nose-dived what will happen?—All the 
persons will be jumbled together be¬ 
fore the cockpit. That will be the 
natural conclusion. Now, look who 
died in suCh a circumstances? Pilot, 
co-pilot and navigator. ’These three 
persons were to carry Netaji’s plane 
to Dairen. Gen. Shsdei was to es-. 
cort Netiiji to Dairen in Manchuria. 
He also died. And who else died? 
Died the principal hero of the drama. 
Netaii Subhash Chandra Bose. The 
othei^ On board iwei'e. all safe but with 
minor injuries, like noil bums, or 
ear burns. Such accidental coinci¬ 
dence of selective choice for death,— 
persons who were required to be 
killed, they were killed. Others mira- 
culously escaped with just minor In¬ 
juries. Such providential miracle even 
perhaps God cannot perform. These 
strange things did not strike Khosla. 


Then what about the announcement 
of the, report of the . plane, crash? 
Plane crash took place on I 8 th August, 
1945, On 23rd an announcement was 
made by Demei agency in Tokyo 
that at 8 p.m. a plane crash took 
place at Taihoko and Netaji was 
flown to Tokyo, where he was given 
medical treatment in the h(»pital, but- 
there he died at midnight. The’ im¬ 
perial Headquarters at Tokyo had 
sent a signal to Sfiigon headquarters. 
In it they reported that his .body wa* 
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seriously injured and his body had 
been flown to Tokyo by the Formosan 
Army and the Formosan Army had 
been asked to collect proof of his death 
in the plane accident, alongwith his 
rem.'iins, photographs, etc. Then it 
was found that they had done a great 
mistake because Nctaji’s body was 
not flown to Tokyo. The .signals were 
sent Ijy the Imperial Headquarters of 
Japan. After five days of the re¬ 
ported plane crash, the news was 
broadcast on 23rd August, not by 
Japan but Aiyer was asked to make 
the broadcast from Tokyo, There was 
a mistake in the broadcast, because 
Nelaji’s reported body was flown to 
Tokyo, but actually nothing was flown 
to Tokyo. On 25th August Taiwan 
Shimbhum reported something at 
Taihoko. I have produced all these 
documents before the Commission. 
Formosa Military headquarters quick¬ 
ly corrected the mistake. A news 
was published in Taiwan Shimbhum 
that Netaji died at Zero hour on 19th 
August at Taihoko. 

I will not go into details today. 
When I will give you details, all of 
you will be simply startled to know 
how this man Mr. Khosla arrived at 
the conclusion unless he has something 
else in his mind. 

The Government of Japan only got 
four documents to produce before the 
Netaji Enquiry Commission. They 
said that all other documents related 
to report of plane crash were destroy¬ 
ed. Now, about these four documents: 
four signals they left at Saigon HQ. 
where all the other papers, m 
Saigon and Rangkok were burnt, f our 
signals. Death certificate of General 
Shedei; death certificate of Netaji 
Subhash Chandra Bose; another docu¬ 
ment they produced is the cremato¬ 
rium certificate of Netaji. This is the 
report of the signal. I will quote 
what Mountbatten In his diary and the 
British intelligence In their investiga¬ 
tion said about the signals what was 
the reason,—they argued,—for leaving 
these documents undestroyed, when 


they destroyed aU other documents? 
Why nothing else was left? Why they 
left only four 3ign.ils about Subhash 
Bose? Their conclusion was that it 
was nothing but an attempt to mis¬ 
leading the investigation and enquiry 
work about the report of plane crash. 
Mounlbalten headquarters also inter¬ 
cepted a message from Shanghai sent 
by a British military intelligence man. 
He said in that n.o.ssage that Netaji 
Bo.ic—according to Mountbatten diary 
was not in the plane. Another plane 
wds sighted; it had gone back Inwards 
Bangkok. 


I will read all the documents inen- 
lioned in MountballeiTs diary. These 
four signals were sent only to mislead 
the British Intelligence men pursuing 
Netaji. In that signal there wa.'? an 
instruction: “keep photographs of 

Netaji". Shahnawaz Committee and 
Khosla committee produced many 
photographs, these photographs of the 
crashed plane, photograph of Habi- 
l)bur Rahman sitting with bandages 
at the side of a casket reported as 
containing Netaji's ashes. The Ja¬ 
panese could take photograph of 
Habibhur Rahman: they could take 
all the other photographs. Do you 
recognise this? Do they not know 
how to take photographs? 

9.50 hrs. 

[Mr. Speaker in the Chair] 

The unusually photo-minded Japanese 
could take photographs of other 
things, but wh.v not of the reported 
dead body of Netaji? Why have they 
not taken that particular photograph? 
The Government of Japan were so 
anxious, so eager to prove to the world 
that Netkji really died, li was neces¬ 
sary for thehl to ^ake a photjgraph 
of the body of Nelajl; thejj could have 
produced that photograph to convince 
Anglo-Americans about the vlracity of 

the report of Netaji's death. 

• 

I will mention about another signi¬ 
ficant 'thing. CoL Habibhur Rahihatf 
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was the only Indian who was said to 
have accompanied Netaii. Whether 
he really accompanies Netaji from 
Touraine is also a matter of doubt. 
In his statement Col. Habibur 
Rahman stated that Netaji’s body was 
cremated on 20th August 1943. This 
statement he wrote on 24th August 
1945 and said that ‘‘this s*alemenl of 
mine should be kept along with the 
casket carrying the a.^hes". When the 
Japanese made the broadcast, it was 
said that the body was cremated on 
22nd August. Look at the person! 
'I’he man who was in Taiwan and 
who claimed to have accompanied 
Netaji, the man who claimed that he 
was present at the time of Netaji's 
death and cremation, he changed the 
date within three or four days. 

These are the photographs; of the 
crematorium certificate and the death 
certificate of Net.iji. In 1956, the 
Governtpent of Japan with a forward¬ 
ing note submitted these two photo- 
stet copies of the certificates to the 
Shahnawaz Enquiry Committee. 
Thereafter, they have submitted them 
to the Netaii Enquiiy Commission. 
Harinshah collected copies of these 
certificates in 1946 from Taihoko 
and submitted them to Pandit 
.fawaharlal Nehru. Tliis time we 
collected them from the Health Board 
of Taipie and produced before the 
Commission. The miracle of miracles, 
the surprise of surprises is that when 
these death certificate and cremato¬ 
rium certificate which were subm.iied 
by the Government of Japan as the 
official document of Netaji’s death 
certificate and crem-ilorium ceitificate 
and when they were translated, it 
was found that these were not the 
death certificate and crematorium 
certificate of Netaji but the death 
certificate of a 44 .year old Japanese 
soldier Japan was so eager and so 
anxious prove to the world that 
Netaji really died But why did it 
^1 produce the real death certificate 
\ Netaji if there wa,s any real death 
^ificate at all? What stood in the 
^ of their having a photograph of 
If there was anv dead body at 


all? 

Sir, if you give me two hours time, 
I will analyse document after docu¬ 
ment—not today, but next time to 
show how Netaji’s death story is a 
myth. 

Gen. Fuzyara was in charge of 
one of the sectors of the Impnal cam¬ 
paign and he was one of the import¬ 
ant persons in Japan's military hier¬ 
archy during war time. When he 
came to present Netaji’s sword—Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament received it in Delhi 
also—he was asked in the Netaji 
Bhavan, “What do you think about 
Netaji? Do you believe Nelaji is 
alive? ’ The English translator was 
.sitting b.y his side and I quote what 
ficneral Fuzyara said: “Yes, yes, yes. 
We had given enough hints to the 
people of India. The military head¬ 
quarters in Tokyo declared him dead 
and you accepted it through your 
Parliament. So .you and your Govern¬ 
ment have something to do about 
it.” 

I do not want to argue and justify 
whether Netaji is alive. When the 
sun rises, everybody sees the sun 
If th sun rises again, they will see the 
burning son of India’s destiny. 

Our whole purpose in the Netaji 
nquiry Commission was to disprovS 
with facts, documents and arguments 
that Netaji did not die in any plane 
crash. But I repeat that a man like 
Mr. Khosla who sat over thirteenth 
the Commission of the Government, 
having a permanent bungalow, hav- 
i-np a permanent staff, perhaps. 

• aspiring to be the Chairman of 
Commission after Commission till he 
IS alive, has produced such a frivilous 
document and, I repeat further,—if 
the Government produce this report, 
ira documents, arguments and 
evidence to any Bench of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, they will say. 
this report is a classical,—an atro¬ 
ciously classical,—example of a judi¬ 
cial chimera.

I must say that the problems in the 
country are the problems of the 
pMple and the problems of the 
people would become the problems 
of' the Members. Naturally, when the 
M.embers see the people outside, the 
people approaching them, and the 
electorate Is not so small as in any 
other country—a Member ol Parlia¬ 
ment represents a little more than 


one million people and a oix area — 
you can imagine when such a mass 
of people face him, he feels very 
strongly about the problems of the 
people and his feeling tries to find 
expression in this House sometimes 
in a cool manner, in a moderate 
manner and, sometimes, the tempers 
run high. But there is nothing wrong 
in that so long as we survive. And 
we must survive. 

The democracy which runs through 
many strains and stresses and where 
the people are so vigilant and where 
Members are so careful in bringing 
the grievances and the problems of 
the people before this House and the 
opportunities are given to them that 
democracy is bound to survive. There 
is. no other system in the world bet¬ 
ter than the system of'parliamentary 
democracy. 

I .thought I must appreciate it and 
convey my gratitude and good wishes 
to you. All the best of luck to you. 
Recoup yourselves; spend some time 
with your families.... 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Is it the 
Swan-song of this Lok Sabha?
